"Thar She Blows": 
Whaling Ship Sunk! 


"Freddies, You're Fired!"

Location: In the Arctic Circle, 
at the Whaling Harbor in Steine 
Norway. 

We have been stalking whaling 
ships here for a week. Our goal is 
simple: To sink them. 

During the Earth Summit 
Conference in Rio De Janiero, Captain 
Paul Watson bluntly informed the 
Norwegian media and the Norwegian 
delegation that unless Norway 
complied with international law, the 
Sea Shepherd Society would sink 
Norwegian whaling ships. 

The whalers' attitude was best 
shown when Steinar Bastesen, head of 
the North Norwegian Minke Whalers 
Association, said to Norwegian national 
radio, "We will start whaling this year. 
We invite everyone in Norway to 
whaling on July 4th. Then you will eat 


Almost a year of blockades by 
Earth First! United Kingdom to save 
Twyford Down from a roadbuilding 
project culminated in a confrontation 
with police and contractors in mid- 
December. One area of the Down, 
called the Dongas, has been bulldozed 
despite long-term occupation and tree- 
sits. 

Twyford Down is an area of 
outstanding natural beauty just east of 
Winchester, in the United Kingdom. 
The area includes one of the last known 
habitats of the chalk blue butterfly and 
six different species of orchid. 
Historical significance includes an Iron 
Age village and a bunch of medieval 
tracks called the Dongas. 

Since February of last year, a 
dozen blockades and mass occupations

Captain Paul Watson and 
another ORCAFORCE agent had gone 
ahead of us and done the 
reconnaissance. They led us to the 
whaling ships while risking their own 
freedom. Our local Norwegian sources 
had also been invaluable to us. From 
them, we knew about where the boats 
were located on the Lofoten Islands of 
Norway. But confirmation had been 
difficult. The Lofoten Islands have 
thousands of miles of coastline, islands, 
and boats. We had literally checked 
four hundred boats. We could not 
afford to attack the wrong boat. Get 
the guilt y ones o nly.

of the work site have taken place. In 
September, the Dongas Tribe declared 
the site an autonomous zone and began 
building fortifications to defend their 
land. The seige effectively ended on 
29th October after sheer incompetence 
on the legal front. The Department of 
Transportation successfully pressured 
the Estates Bursar of Winchester College 
into plying to the local court to evict 
the Dongas Tribe from their land. The 
summons was so ill-made that when 
presented to court that Thrusday, the 
judge ordered the case adjourned until 
9th December, well past the end of the 
Allied Lyons contract. With the Tribe 
securely in place and no police cover, 
all the contractors could do was finish 
work on the Water Meadow and cut

On Tuesday, January 12, an 
affinity group of species from 
throughout "Region 6" — Washington 
and Oregon — fired the Forest Service. 
Wolverine, NCh'I-Wana (the 
"Columbia" River), Lynx, Port Orford 
Cedar, Grey Wolf, Cougar, Bird Song, 
and Pine Marten kryptonite-locked 
down in J ohn Lowe's office (the regional 
"forester"), firing him, Bob Devlin ("in 
charge" of "timber"), and Chief F. Dale 
Robertson in DC as well. They were 
fired for past cumulative and 
continuing forest destruction 
throughout the Northwest. We 
demand a moratorium on all logging 
and grazing on National Forest lands, a 
massive restoration program of road 
removals, comprehensive wildlife 
surveys, reintroduction of 
missing and extirpated species, 
habitat rehabilitation, multi- 
species (native) replanting — all 
of which will provide 
employment as well for forest- 
dependent communities. We 
requested the assistance of the 
federal officers present in 
helping us make a citizens' 
arrest of Lowe, Devlin, and 
Robertson as we established a 
wildlife liberated zone in Lowe's 
former office. The Forest Service 
should be at the forefront of 
forest protection, not on the 
cutting edge of extinction. 

We occupied the office 
for four and a half hours while 
they tried to offer us numerous 
"concessions" for walking away 
of our own accord. They 
"offered" us mediapresence and 
a meeting with Lowe if we 
would just "walk away" — even 
offering to cut our kryptonite 
locks for us since we had no 
keys. It was obvious they did 
not wantthe publicity of arrests. 
However, they didn't 
understand, we weren't there 
for media or for more "meetings." We 
were there to defend our forest homes 
and to fire and arrest those responsible 
for their destruction. You don't 
willingly walk away from the scene of 
a crime and we weren't willing to walk 
away from this out-of-control genocidal 
headquarters of destruction. No 
Compromise — it was our office now — 
the FS was FIRED! 

However, they just didn't 
understand, and when we refused to 
agree to their "compromises" they 
remained trapped within the rigid walls 
of corporate fear. With numerous 
media present left cooling their heels, 
kept out of sight and hearing by a wall 
of officers, they began arresting. Freed 
from media eyes, some of the officers 
decided to treat us as human test 
dummies for practicing their torturous 
pressure holds. After using hydraulic 
bolt cutters, which failed, a fire 
department provided steel saws, and 
violently, the officers forced and 
dragged us from the building. As we 


were being removed we chanted and 
sang, "Earthmybody, Watermyblood, 
Air my breath, and Fire my spirit" and 
"Defend the Forest, Fire the Forest 
Service." Having consensed prior to 
solidarity, we spent several hours in jail 
"holding tanks" using our forest names 
while they ID'ed us through our finger 
prints. We were cited for "criminal 
trespass" and released. Once again, 
they failed to enforce the greater law 
against the Forest Service's criminal 
trespass and devastation of the natural 
heritage of the many species of this 
Earth. 

One interesting note: During 
the prolonged occupation, several of 
us, heeding nature's call, filled up plastic 
bags and cups with warm territorial 


scenting liquid. The officers "kindly" 
assisted in helping us claim the office 
by kicking the liquid all over the room 
during the arrest "process." 
Subconsciously John Lowe's 
pheromones will be on the defensive — 
knowing this office will no longer 
belong to him 'til he either joins the 
struggle, or pisses on the room himself. 

On the following day at noon 
people, critters, and trees from 
throughout Washington and Oregon 
rallied in a Portland park. 

There, native drummers, 
speakers, and a musician raised spirits. 
Food Not Bombs kindly provided 
delicious, warm, vegan food. From the 
park 200+ people hiked with banners, 
signs, and masks, taking up four-lane 
streets chanting "Earth First! Profits 
Last!" to the Forest Service's tower of 
multispecies genocide. Blocking both 
entrances and hanging huge "closed, 
get out of here" signs across the doors 
we continued with more speakers, the

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Thoughts On Debate and Censorship 


Earth First! 


(Or, How to Offend Everybody ; and Get Away With It)

The Earth First! Journal has 
always had controversies over what 
material is acceptable for publication. 
Our Brigid Journal collective was no 
exception, and disagreed on several 
submissions. Most internal 
disagreement resulted in the staff 
amending and deleting portions from 
articles, but one controversial piece 
was excluded even though two of the 
three staffers thought it should have 
been printed. The reason for the 
controversy? It was an article that 
suggested bomb throwing as a Earth 
defense tactic. It's ironic the article 
was even considered because, as we 
later learned, the Journal was not even 
empowered to print material that 
advocates violence (decided at the '92 
RRR). 

Printing some submissions, 
needless to say, can result in senseless 
and unproductive divisiveness through 
debate. I don't see pointless debating 
as being solely the fault of the debaters; 
it is hard to let offensive views go 
unchallenged, especially when we see 
their existence (usually in the Journal) 
as damaging to our movement or 
threatening our lives. I know we don't 
have to agree with everything we read, 
but at least for me, it's natural to want 
to rebut certain arguments 
and to feel that some have no 
place in the Journal. 

I think that, 
especially in Earth First!, to 
put something in print is to 
make an issue of it. The 
moment something appears 
in the Journal saying Ecotopia 
is "leftist and 

anthropocentric", Wild Earth 
"should be called Mild Earth, " 
or Earth First! is "a goddamn 
organization of banner 
hangers", there's no turning 
back. You've already rafted 
down "The River of No 
Return," so to speak. You've 
created an issue, and, no 
doubt, if others feel strongly 
about it, they will either 
reinforce trivial issues by 
picking up the argument

where you left off (if in agreement) or 
defensively criticizing you to death (if 
in disagreement), as is likely to happen 
to me regarding this editorial. Dave 
Foreman, before he left "The Warrior 
Society" to join another debating 
society, said, "we're not a debating 
society." But while it's characteristic of 


movements to move , we also are a 
debating society, whether we like it or 
not. It may be even, dare I say... human 
nature. We naturally defend what we 
believe in. The point here is that we 
need to focus discusssion to that which 
is relevant. 

Some activists in the movement 
see the Journal as the means ‘to raise 
and debate every idea that happens 
along, and others feel the need to 
"focus" the Journal on what they see as 
relevant and important to the 
movement. How, for example, can 
racist views co-exist with the dominant 
Earth First! paradigm in the same 
Journal, or under the same banner. 
Oops, I forgot that "banner" is now a 
bad word! Anyway, while I see value in 
kicking around ideas on some 
controversial tactics, strategies, and 
philosophies, I seem to fall (as if you 
couldn't tell from my subjective writing 
style) into the latter camp. I like to call 
this group the "pro-censorship" faction. 
Being a member is nothing to be 
ashamed of; censorship is defined as 
"suppressing that which is deemed 
objectionable on moral, political, or 
other grounds." I feel this is sometimes 
justified in The Radical Environmental 
Journal-, the paper has always, for

If would be easy to challenge his 
reasoning one paragraph at a time, but 
I think to do so would be to miss his 
point, which is that, somehow, Earth 
First! has lost its bite. We sometimes 
have tamed, or appeared to have tamed, 
and, he argues, consequently have 
become less of a threat to the powers 
that are destroying this planet.

When we watched the trees 
fall we really believed (and still believe) 
that we were watching the Red Squirrel,

"incendiary .” Yet there is room for a long article 
abouta Plowshares action ten years ago to provide 
the basis for analyzing direct action. 

The idea that we need to really examine 
these issues is a good one, but the Journal needs 
to let the movement set the agenda. In this 
context I think many of Paul Watson's criticisms 
were right on target, although I'm afraid many 
people will just write the whole piece off because 
of its level of invective. The editors certainly 
encourage this by putting "(sic)" after Watson's 
misspelling of Gandhi, although the paper is 
liberally laced with typos. This kind of thing is 
not just manipulative, it's petty. 

It's also pretty pathetic to keep running 
Foreman's old speeches. They're fine pieces, but 
it rather implies that no one has anything new to 
say, don't you think? It shows disrespect to 
someone who has expressly dis tanced himself 
from the current paper, especially in light of the 
historical revisionism displayed in the editorial. 
There is no reason to believe that Foreman's 
comments about AIDS and Ethiopia were 
"careless," or that they were "damaging to Earth 
First!” Actually, as frustrating as it sometimes 
was, they did provide a good context for talking 
to people about what biocentrism and prioritizing 
the Earth really mean, even if many of us were 
not in agreement with them. They made EF! less 
palatable to humanitarians, but at the time 
integrity was considered one of our strengths. 
That the four who signed the editorial are all 
fairly new to EF! leads me to assume that this 
assessment of the effect of those statements are 
second-hand. 

There is this strange habit of 
establishing truth through reiteration in part of 
this movement. This happened at last year's 
activists' conference where the premise that the

people was accepted merely because it was 
repeated so often, although it was fairly clear to 
almost anyone who actually read the article that 
this was not the case. The article's detractors 
never bothered to show anything in the article 
that supported their claim, nor did they bother 
responding to Sprout's eloquent defense of 
biocentrism in any other than slanderous terms.

Alaskan Wolf Kill 
Cancelled for 1993

In a surprise early Christinas 
present for Alaska's wildlife, Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game 
Commissioner Carl Rosier cancelled 
the state's plan to kill 300-400 wolves 
from helicopters in Alaska this winter. 
Responding to thousands of letters, 
phone calls and faxes of protest from 
all over the world, Alaska Governor 
Wally Hickel, until now a supporter of 
the planned wolf kill, said he endorsed 
Rosier's decision. 

Rosier said he made the 
decision because, "The whole world is 
looking at us right now and their 
perception is going to affect our ability 
to do our job." 

The suspension strikes down a 
November decision by the state Board 
of Game to allow aerial killing of wolves 
in two areas in Alaska to increase moose 
and caribou numbers for human 
hunting. The decision bans any aerial 
wolf control in 1993, and disallows the 
state's continuing effort to fit wolves 
with radio collars as an aid in tracking 
the animals during the planned aerial

ADF&G's plan to reduce the 
state's estimated 5,000 to 7,000 wolves 
as a means of increasing caribou and 
moose numbers met with 
overwhelming international howls of 
protest. Juneau switchboards were 
literally jammed with phone calls, while 
thousands of letters poured into state 
offices, protesting the planned wolf 
kill. The state tourism office strongly 
lobbied the Governor to cancel the 
wolf kill, in response to hundreds of 
vacation cancellations in protest of the 
plan. 

Wally and his Gang of Old 
White Men (GOWM) struggled in vain 
to sway public opinion to their favor, 
even going on national TeeVee, where 
Wally stated, "You can't just let Nature 
run wild!" Even Wally's offer to host a 
"Wolf Summit" in Fairbanks in January 
to talk over the state's game 
management plans did little to win the 
nation over to his side. Environmental 
groups and individuals concerned with 
the plight of the wolves refused to be 
coddled by Wally's plea to "come reason 
together." 

In the end, Wally was forced to 
give in and urge his man at ADF&G to 
issue the recall order. 

"If we don't listen to the public, 
you have a government that's really 
going to get you in trouble," he said. 
"And man, the letters came in by the 
thousands, and you have to listen." 

Hickel said he now believes 
shooting wolves from helicopters is 
"not acceptable, even to most 
Alaskans." 

The cancellation of the aerial 
wolf kill comes as a pleasant victory for 
environmental groups in Alaska and 
the nation. But it is one small victory 
in a continuing war against the 
prevailing attitude of "wise use" of the 
"resources" in this state. 

In a recent New Year's letter to 
the editor, Wally said that the 
upcoming "Wolf Summit," "...should 
help our visitors understand that the 


moose and caribou so many Alaskans 
count on to feed their families." 

This “Last Frontier" attitude is 
responsible for the move to turn 
Alaska's remaining wilderness into a 
Disney-clone wildlife theme park, 
managed carefully for the comfort and 
convenience of its human visitors. 
Despite Carl and Wally's assurances, 
Kellyhouse is still head of Wildlife 
Conservation, urban hunters are still 
clamoring for state-sanctioned wolf kills 
and ADF&G wolf killers are still 
fondling their shotguns. 

The threat to all wildlife in Alaska 
has not diminished any more than it 
has in the Lower 48. One of the main 
reasons Wally wanted to stop this 
public relations boondoggle is because 
it makes him look bad when he goes 
pleading to Congress to allow him to 
turn loose his slimy oil buddies in the 
Arctic National Wildlife Refuge. 
Nothing has changed in Wally's head 
and nothing will change in Alaska until 
there is a thorough housecleaning in 
Juneau's halls of jurisprudence. 

The wolf kill protest has shown 
once again, as it did in 1983, that 
public pressure can be effectively 
brought to bear against archaic 
government game management 
policies. But fighting isolated battles 
in response to individual state policies 
will do little to put an end to this 
destructive mode of thinking. We must 
continually educate those around us 
about the necessity of wilderness 
preservation and the value of the wild 
to human existence. We must support 
those of like thinking and unswayingly 
challenge those who refuse to change 
or get out of the way” 

But most importantly, we must 
always be prepared to place our bodies 
in the path of those who seek to destroy 
the wild to satisfy their greed. In the 
end, it is only those of us who care that 
stand between the gunships and the 
wolves. 


Alaska Tree

Spurred by extensive damage 
of timber by spruce bark beetles on 
Alaska's Kenai Peninsula, the Division 
of Forestry is now writing regulations 
pertaining to "emergency timber sales." 
They are implementing a statute that 
gives them authority to conduct 
"emergency timber sales" for two years 
without first going through the process 
of including the sales in harvest plans 
for public review. 

Insect damage has been 
undeniably devastating to the timber 
industry (but not necessarily to the 
forest ecosystem) on the Kenai 
Peninsula. The proposed language, 
however, does not specify which 
regions of the state the emergency plan 
covers, does not limit the size of 
emergency clearcuts and does not 
specify which kinds of trees are 
"threatened" by which insects. 

In fact, the proposed changes 
in language allow the Division to offer 
for sale not only timber which has 
been killed or infested, but also timber 
which is "threatened" by insects. 

The implications of permitting 
harvest of "insect-threatened" spruce 
and harvest "to reduce fuel loading" or 
"create fire breaks" across Alaska 
without informing the public through 
the established public-involvement 
process are sobering. 

A 1991 USFS leaflet on the 
spruce bark beetle describes susceptible 
trees this way: "A spruce stand of old- 
growth or damaged sawtimber is very 
susceptible to bark beetle attack if the 
larger diameter spruce trees have a 
slower-than-average growth rate, have 
an average diameter greater than 12: 
inches, and if the stand is more than 
70% white spruce." 

In other words* any old-growth 
spruce stand in Alaska may be described

as threatened by the spruce beetle. 

The Division of Forestry 1991 
Annual Report states that 191 ,000 acres 
of spruce are currently infested or killed 
by the spruce bark beetle. More than 
half a million acres are impacted by 
this and other insects, including the 
Ips beetle and spruce budworm, which 
impact interior Alaska spruce trees. 

A 1986 report by Ed Holstun 
on the Ips beetle states, "Most previous 
outbreaks have developed from logging 
slash, fire-stressed, and flood-weakened 
trees. Large outbreaks usually subside 
after three years. Smaller outbreaks 
have subsided in as little as a year's 
time." Holstun also stated that Ips and 
spruce beetles have similar life histories 
and attack dynamics. 

What difference will these regs make? 

You will not have a voice in 
decisions about vast areas of spruce to 
be clearcut, because older stands are all 
technically threatened by insect attacks. 

You will not have a voice in 
decisions about vast areas of old-growth 
spruce to be clearcut, because old stands 
have necessarily escaped fire and built 
up debris, or become "fuel loaded."

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Malheur Killing 
More Predators 

By George Wuerthner 

After a ten year hiatus, Malheur Wildlife 
Refuge in eastern Oregon reinstated a predator control 
program in 1986. To date more than a thousand 
coyotes have been trapped, gunned down from the 
air, and killed in their dens. In addition, dozens of 
ravens have been poisoned and raccoons have been 
trapped. In 1992 alone, 228 coyotes were killed, 
while 21 ravens were poisoned. Now the refuge is 
proposing to trap mink as well. The reason for all this 
predator killing is ostensibly to increase survivorship 
of sandhill cranes. 

Cranes have declined significantly in the 
Pacific flyway, primarily due to habitat loss in 
California and elsewhere, where wetlands have 
disappeared to provide water for (guess what) livestock 
forage production as well as other crops. To 
compensate, managers at Malheur believe they must 
increase productivity of crane populations on their 
refuge. 

Despite major predator control efforts, the 
crane populations have not responded as well as 
managers would like. Nest success has averaged 66% 
compared to 47% prior to predator control. However, 
while survivor ship of young cranes previously ranged 
from 6-25%. in 1992, fledgling success was 5.8%. 
Not an impressive rate. 

Studies done at the refuge have shown that 
predator success is in part due to lack of cover. The 
lack of cover is the result of haying operations and 
livestock grazing which occur on the refuge. Although 
these studies suggest that providing additional cover 
mightimprove survivorship of cranes, this alternative 
has not been tried. In fact, there is no control on the 
refuge where comparisons between an ungrazed and 
no predator control area can be compared to a grazed 
area without predator control. It would seem that 
elimination of livestock production should be the 
first step taken by refuge managers as a potential 
modification of land use that might make predator 
control unnecessary — if one can even suggest it was 
ever necessary to begin with. 

Refuge officials justify grazing and haying 
because cranes have been observed to use these open 
areas for foraging. However, food has not been 
shown to be a limiting factor — lack of cover has been. 
Thus, any supposed benefits must be weighed against 
the higher losses associated with use of these areas. 
Are refuge officials creating a "killing field" for cranes 
by inducing them into large open areas that make 
them vulnerable to higher predation rates? 

Refuge managers also claim that the presence 
of livestock outside the refuge contribute to higher 
coyote numbers since coyotes forage on the afterbirth 
of cattle in the spring, providing a rich food source. 
No research actually documents this claim, though 
the predator control program is based, in part, upon 
this assertion. And, of course, grazing and haying on 
the refuge, worsened by livestock production on 
other BLM lands surrounding the refuge, help to 
sustain higher livestock numbers. These factors may 
be contributing to the problem — if it does exist. 

In addition, much recent research has 
demonstrated that predator control is totally 
ineffective in the long run at reducing coyote 
numbers. Coyotes just produce more pups per litter. 
Thus, any predator control must, by its nature, be a 
continuous and on-going exercise which calls into 
question the idea behind a wildlife refuge. 

Predator control also hides the negative 
impacts associated with habitat loss. It might be 
better for crane production to continue to decline so 
that an incentive is created for reversing this trend. 

Furthermore, if habitat manipulation at the 
refuge itself contributes to greater predator 
opportunities, the refuge should be thinking about 
redesigning its refuge operations so as to reduce 
predator losses. After all, cranes co-existed for 
thousands of years with mink, ravens, coyotes and 
other animals. Addressing the cause of high predator 
numbers (if they are high) and factors which reduce 
the crane's ability to avoid predation would be a 
much better long-term solution. If the crane can't 
survive at Malheur without massive predator control, 
than perhaps this is the wrong place to be trying to 
grow cranes. 


Fina Oil Given Final Approval in 
Badger-Two Medicine 



On January 14th the Bureau of Land 
Management gave its final voice of approval to 
Fina Oil to begin drilling in the Badger-Two 
Medicine area in Montana. The decision comes 
after a nine year battle to protect the 116,000 acre 
roadless area which holds importance not only for 
its vital link in the greater Glacier and Bob Marshall 
ecosystem, but for cutural importance to the 
BlackfootTribe, as well (see Earth First!, Samhain 92). 

Blackfoot and non-Indians alike have 
hammered the BLM and Forest Service with 
numerous appeals asking that the area be closed to 
drilling. In 1991 alone, the Forest Sevice rejected 
47 appeals, ignoring statements from respected 
Blackfoot elders who tried in vain to convey the 
significance of the area to long standing traditions. 

The decision takes the appeals process out 
of the hands of the BLM and Forest Service, putting 
all future attempts in the form of lawsuits in the 
federal courts. There is no doubt that this will take 
place in a significant degree considering the 
diversity of issues that are ignored. 

Coming during the fleeting days of the 
Bush administration, the move is seen as blantantly 
defiant. "This is George Bush's farewell gift to the 
oil industry." said Tiny Man Heavy Runner, Chief 
of the Brave Dog Society, a traditional Blackfoot 
religious group. Tiny Man, along with many 
others in the Northern Rockies are confident that 
the absurdity of the last minute attempt will be 
recognized by the new administration. Mike Bader, 
director of the Missoula based Alliance for the Wild 
Rockies echoes this feeling. "This is the last gasp 
from the Reagan-Bush era. To do this with only 
five or six days left in the administration is so 
transparent. Everyone sees through this." 


Coloradans Veto 
Spring Bear Hunt 

On November 3, Coloradans voted 
overwhelmingly to eliminate the spring black bear 
hunting season and the use of bait and hounds in 
hunting black bears in Colorado. The measure was 
passed by a huge margin, with more than one million 
voters (70%) favoring Amendment 10. Of the ten 
citizen-initiated amendments on the Colorado ballot, 
Amendment 10 passed with the largest majority. 
The vote was especially significant as it represents 
the first time in Colorado's history that a wildlife 
management issue was decided by the electorate. 

The measure was placed on the ballot after a 
petition drive collected the required 50,000 
signatures. The drive was launched by Coloradans 
United For Bears (CUB), a coalition which coalesced 
in November 1991, after the Colorado Wildlife 
Commission voted to keep the spring black bear 
hunt — a decision that ignored public sentiment and 
disregarded the recommendation of Colorado 
Division of Wildlife to immediately end the spring 
hunt. (See Earth.First! Journal March 21, 1992) 

Trophy hunters kill lactating mothers during 
the spring hunt, leaving orphaned cubs unable to 
survive on their own. In November 1991, the 
Colorado Wildlife Commission not only retained 
the spring season but lengthened it by two weeks, 
ignoring its commitment to schedule seasons to 
protect females with dependent, nursing cubs. This 
action resulted in a three-fold increase in the number 
of lactating females and cubs killed. The Commission 
also allowed the highly controversial practices of 
bait and hound hunting to continue. Public attitude 
surveys revealed widespread opposition to these 
highly efficient and cruel hunting methods. 

Starting in 1993, bear hunting will be 
prohibited between March 1 and September 1, and 
the use of bait and hounds will no longer be permitted. 
Only two states — Oregon and Idaho — allow spring, 
bait and hound hunting of black bears.

Varmint-Shootin’ in 
North Dakota 

North Dakota sportsmen rung in the new 
year by holding a coyote and fox killing tournament 
starting at noon on January 8. The rules were simple: 
whoever kills the most coyotes and foxes in a 24- 
hour period wins. Prizes also were given for the 
largest predator shot. Hunting tournaments like this 
were once popular in the West and a few relic events 
are still held in a few out-of-the-way places. Thi? one 
took place across the western part North Dakota, 
north of the Missouri River. In most western states, 
coyotes and red foxes are considered "varmints" and 
there are few, if any, restrictions on killing them. 

Hunters, including trained federal ADC agents, 
have killed wolves in the area mistaking them for 
coyotes. The night time shooting and prize for large 
coyotes is an open invitation for wandering grey 
wolves to be shot. In the last few years, there have 
been reports of a few swift foxes returning to North 
Dakota and Montana. The once-common swift fox 
had been extirpated throughout Canada and the 
entire northern tier of the US before World War I. 
The sponsors of the event are planning to distribute 
flyers illustrating the difference between red and 
swift fox and between coyote and wolves. How 
helpful these will be at night to hunters using 
spotlights is problematic. 

The Fund for Animals forced the Forest Service 
to keep the tournament off federal lands by pointing 
out improprieties in the public comment and 
permitting process. Rather than go through the 
hassle of getting a special Use permit, the Forest 
Service removed theLittle Missouri Grasslands, which 
is administered by Custer National Forest, from the 
tournament range. The hunt took place on state and 
‘ private land. Since North Dakota repealed their state 
Endangered Species Act in 1982, the Fund had no 
standing to challenge the contest on state and private 
land in behalf of the grey wolf and swift fox. 

Unfortunately, North Dakota is not as dependent 
on tourist dollars as Alaska is, so threatening not to 
take your much dreamed-of summer getaway in 
North Dakota might not hold much sway with them. 
But we're sure these federal and state officials would 
love to hear from you anyway.

But on this Christmas morning, we finally 
confirmed our targets, the Nybrena and the 
Brandsholmboen. EUREKA! They are both owned hy 
the Olavsen family, a notorious whale-killing clan. 
Discovering them was like finding presents under a 
Christmas tree. These two boats are among the six 
Norwegian whaling ships that are used exclusively 
for whaling. We hope to make them rarer. For as 
they hunt whales, we hunt whaling ships. 

We have had four hours of twilight each day 
to do our surveillance. There will be no direct sun 
here for another month. Now that we have confirmed 
the whaling ships, we move our camp to within one 
ridge of the whaling harbor. 

We decide not to attack on Christmas day. 
Although we feel it would be the safest day for us to 
go in, we know that the whaling men have children, 
and angry parents on Christmas day would cause 
much unhappiness. Christmas is very important to 
the Norwegians. Not wishing to hurt any children, 
we decide on the night of the 26th as S&S day: Scuttle 
and Sink day. 

But later on this Christmas day the weather 
turns bad. The temperature drops to minus 15 
degrees and the wind picks up. By late afternoon we 
find ourselves huddled in our dome tent in a full 
winter storm. The winds are gusting to 100 kilometers 
per hour and the snow is drifting against our tent 
and causing the walls to cave in. We must go outside 
every hour and dig the snow away. 

Sometime before 
midnight we are jarred by a loud 
rip. The tent is shaking unlike 
anything before. I go outside and 
find that the snow fly has tom off 
the tent. As I am digging out the 
tent again, the tent itself rips. It is 
ruined. We have no choice but to 
hike five kilometers back to where 
we have parked and hidden our 
car. We take our gear out of the 

tent and begin pacldng it into our 

backpacks. As I am compressing 

my sleeping bag, the tent lifts up 

and flips over. In an instant, it disappears over the 

ridge. 

As we drive down the side road that leads up 
to the whaling station, we see, to our surprise, fresh 
car tracks in the snow. Someone has been here 
within the last hour. We stop the car in front of a 
house. Should we go in or not? We decide to leave. 
But the wheels spin. I must rock the car. As we are 
doing it, I am blinded by the beam of a flashlight. 
Someone is standing outside the car, speaking to us 
in Norwegian. We are caught. I speak no Norwegian. 

I am wearing a full face ski mask, so at least he cannot 
see my face. The people here wear these in the 
winter. What to do— what to do — what to do ? I open 
the door, and then begin making loud vomiting 
sounds as I spit into the snow. I dry-heave a few more 
times. I hear the man laugh. He mbs my head, says 
something to me, and points to the road. He thinks 

1 am just another Christmas dmnk. There are many 
this time of year. 

In the morning, we decide that tonight must 
be the night. W e must act before people get suspicious 
of us. There is nothing left to do but to feed ourselves, 
pack our bags with tools, and go over all the fine 
details of our plan again and again. 

The waiting is the hardest part. Sixteen 
hours with nothing to do in the freezing cold but 
wait. We have rehearsed our plans for all the 
contingencies that we can think of. I will go to the 
whaling boats while my partner watches frPm the 
ridge. I must pass seven inhabited houses on my way 
down a small peninsula to its tip. There, they have 
docked the two whaling ships. When I get to the 
ships, I will call my partner on my portable UHF 
phone unit. If he has seen any suspicious activity on 
the peninsula as I walked it, he will tell me. If so, I 
would then ditch the tools and try to escape. If they 
catch me, I will surrender without fighting. I would 
expect to get at least a good beating before arrest and 
imprisonment. But my fear is of getting pushed off 
the dock... 

I lay down in the back seat at 10 pm to try 
again to sleep. When I open my eyes, it is miraculously 

2 am. I have slept deeply for the first time in 3 days. 
I feel fresh and alert. Time to go in for the kill. I walk 
past the peninsula turnoff and approach it from the 
opposite direction. As soon as I am out of the 
streetlight, I walk a large figure eight in the snow. 
Then I drop down to the rocks and climb along the 


shoreline until I get to the end of the peninsula. 

There I find the whaling ships again, this 
time all illuminated by bright neon lights. I see no 
tracks in the snow. I am alone. The large white ships 
almost glow in the light. The whalers have left the 
lights on to protect the ships, but the lights also help 
me to see what I am doing. I hide my toolbag and call 
in to my partner. He says that all appears safe. 

First I photograph both the ships. Their 
harpoon mounts, name plates, catwalks, and their 
call and ship numbers. There can be no doubt. These 
are the whaling ships we are looking for. 

I select the Nybrena first. She is about four 
meters from the dock. I look around until I find a 
piece of deck railing. On the boat! I feel calm and 
focused. This is strictly a business trip and I have 
work to do. I go straight to the helm. They have left 
the door unlocked. They must be feeling confident. 
But had the door been locked, I had all the tools with 
me to open it. 

I check the door for an alarm system. I have 
a few tools to disarm (hopefully) any alarms. I find 
none. Then into the boat. I slip on my headlight and 
look around. The boat appears well-maintained. 
Ship-shape. I drop down the vertical ladder into the 
engine room. Into the bowels of the belly of the beast. 
I check- the piping system. I must first remove the 
walkway that covers the pipes to the sea cock. We 
knew beforehand that it would have a keel-cooling

system. This cooling system is used by boats in 
northern climates and is very unlike piping systems 
in driftnetters and other ships that I have seen. With 
keel coolers, the pipes are smaller. It will take longer 
for this ship to sink than a driftnetter. 

I first check the sea intake valve. It is open! 
They should have left it shut. Whenever you leave a 
ship unmanned, you always shut the sea cocks. 
Always. How sloppy of Captain Olavsen! I shut the 
sea cock. Then I begin taking apart the pipes. One 
of my wrenches does not fit. Dammit! I look around 
the engine room until I find their tool locker. I find 
the wrenches I need and borrow them. I'll use their 
tools to sink their boat. Add insult to injury. I get the 
pipes off without difficulty. Then, before I open the 
sea cock to let sea water flow into the ship, I take the 
handle off the valve. I put the handle in my vest. 
Souvenir. Then, while lying on my stomach, I reach 
down with my pipe wrench and open the sea cock. 
I watch an explosion of cold water burst out from 
below me. "THAR SHE BLOWS, Sea Shepherd style!" 
I shout to myself. I taste the water. Salt. Clear cold 
cleansing Arctic sea water to sink the Nybrena. It is a 
beautiful sight. The "ship" has hit the fan. I take the 
pipe wrench and bash the valve stem a few times 
until it bends; It is now locked open. Within an 
hour, the leak will cover the valve with a meter of ice 
cold water in a pitch black roofn. Time is on my side. 

I grab my pry bar and start bashing gauges. 
With , my bolt cutters, .1 begin cutting things. 
Anything. This is fun! Then I get my camera out and 
take flash pictures of the seawater shooting across 
the engine room. A bit incriminating, I figure, but 
irresistable. I gather up my tools and leave the engine 
room. I close it and put my own lock on the door. My 
ship. 

As I climb across the railing back to the dock, 
I notice that the boat is one third of a meter lower 
than it was when I got on. That seems fast. It could 
be the tide, but the inrushing seawater has to be 
adding to it. - 

On the dock, I begin releasing the mooring 
lines. Two of them go easy, but the others are frozen 
solid with thick ice from the storm. I take a hacksaw 
and start cutting them. It is tedious work. I get 
through two of the ropes and then I bust the blade. 
I have extra blades, but I am getting jumpy to start on 
the Brandsholmboen. 

I go over to the Brandsholmboen, but it has 


now drifted 7 meters from the dock. I look around for 
something to improvise to get me on the boat. I can 
find nothing that I feel is safe enough for me to try 
to crawl over to the boat. I check my watch. 5:20 am. 
I have promised myself to leave at 5:30 regardless. I 
look at the Brandsholmboen. So close but yet so far. I 
loosen three of the mooring lines and throw them 
into the water. My hope is that it will drift into the 
rocks. Then I decide to call it a day. I look at the 
Nybrena one last time. The stem is already half a 
meter lower. It is getting fat in the.water. Such a 
pretty sight. I ditch my tools and walk back the same 
way I came in. On the way back, I whisper the Greek 
word "katavethezo.” This translates roughly to "I 
have sunk it." 

At the car my partner and I hug each other. 
The wind is blowing hard, but it is no longer snowing. 
For the first time in 5 days, the sky is clear. It is pitch 
black except for the stars. The North Star appears to 
be almost directly overhead. I have never seen it so 
high before. We look at the sea pounding into the 
rocks below us. We hear its roar and feel its mist. It 
is a beautiful night. 

So this was how we spent our Christmas 
holidays! 

As a last thought, I want to make it clear that 
this was not an anti-Norwegian action. It is an anti- 
whaling action. We would like to thank all the 
Norwegians who helped us with this action, and we 
encourage all Norwegians to work within their 
country to stop the resumption of whaling. This 
includes sinking your own ships. While you are at it, 
we invite you to come over here and help us stop the 
logging equipment that is wiping out our remaining 
old growth forests. Eco-destruction knows no national 
boundaries. 

We want to also send a clear message to any 
country or group of environmental thugs planning 
on resuming whaling. If you resume whaling, we 
fully intend to sink your ships. We want your 
insurance companies and governments and tourist 
offices to know this. Remember this, if we can scuttle 
the Nybrena in the Arctic Circle, in the middle of 
winter, out on remote islands, on a guarded 
peninsula, during a storm, we can sink any whaling 
ship. 

The only good whaling ship is a sunk whaling 
ship. We of Sea Shepherd declare war on all whalers!

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Blue Mountains: Next Silent Salvage Victim

Along the forest rim, roots 
tangled amidst crumbling basalt, a huge 
ancient pine overlooks the forested 
canyon far below. The steep, rocky 
sides and remote location are all that 
have saved this area from the human 
devastation to which so many of these 
mountain forests have fallen. On the 
canyon's creek bottom and lower slopes 
remains one of the last untouched 
healthy ancient forests of these beseiged 
mountains. Unfortunately for the an- 
cient ponderosa pine, limbs swaying in 
rising winds which have buffeted it for 
centuries, it is not rooted in the canyon 
sanctuary. Rather, it is part of a small 
remnant along the upper basalt rim. A 
walk farther back into this upper pla- 
teau begins the the sad saga of decades 
of "man-aged" forests. Hi -graded stands 
(the large trees all removed by logging) 
replace natural fragments, and the stark, 
ripped gap of an old clearcut still fails 
to show signs of adequate regeneration 
in these dry 7 upper mountain forests. 
Some of the downed large trees are 
quite recent. A close look at the tree's 
base reveals the Shallow root systems 
which tried to sustain the tree in these 
very rocky soils. Without the inter- 
laced roots of a forest of "others" around 
it, the trees often can not long survive. 
High winds, drought, lack of moisture 
retention in the soils, weakened fungal 
and nutrient communities, the results 
of prior logging; all take their toll. 

Looking farther, you can see 
the first signs of insect infestations, 
publicized widely in the media, which 
are affecting these mountain forests. 
Trees in various stages of defoliation 
are visible through much of the "man- 
aged" forest. In many areas of second 
growth, which has grown up in soils 
depleted of nutrients by past logging 
and its resultant compaction, sun ex- 
posure, and erosion, the weakened 
dense thicket-like areas of trees are an 
open invitation to insect epidemics. 

The suppression of fire has 
played a major role in the current se- 
vere insect infestation as well. In prior 
times fire performed a much needed 
thinning function, as well as helping 
to keep insect populations at sustain- 
able levels. As a result of fire suppres- 
sion, trees have regrown in some logged 
areas, forming dense stands which far 
exceed the nutrient capability of these 
dry forest soils. The insects, primarily 
spruce budworm and Douglas fir tus- 
sock moth, are taking on the function 
of thinning these unhealthy stands. As 
some of the defoliated trees die and 
decay into the soil over time, the re- 
plenished nutrient base will allow the 
surviving trees to regain their vigor. 
Studies done by US Forest Service (USFS) 
researchers and scientists have shown 
significantly increased radial growth 
in surviving trees, some of which were 
75% to 95% defoliated. One study 
shows consistent increased radial 
growth for over five decades in previ- 
ously defoliated trees. 

A current study is looking into 
the possibility of a symbiotic relation- 
ship between insect infestations and 
periods of drought. Defoliated trees 
conserve energy, which otherwise 
would have gone into producing 
needles, possibly allowing them to build 
up their starch reserves to survive ex- 
tended periods of drought. Infesta- 
tions have occurred and peaked 
throughout the ages, thinning weak- 
ened trees, providing homes and food 
for woodpeckers and other cavity-nest- 
ing species, and helping to replenish 
the forest soils with much needed nu- 
trients. From viruses within the insect 



populations, to predators from wasps 
to birds, nature has well-established 
controls which prevent the infestations 
from destroying the forests. Nature, 
however, has not yet shown the ability 
to control the human forest destruc- 
tion of the past century. 

Throughout these fragmented, 
over-managed forests is a similar 
story — the forests trying to heal from 
excessive human "resource" extraction 
by the patient time-proven ways of 
nature. However, such healing does 
not generate profits. And politics and 
profits, having gotten themselves into 
such a tangled, stymied bind west of 
the Cascades, have turned their insa- 
tiable cavernous gluttony beyond those 
mountains' eastern slopes to the Blue 
Mountains. To such "silvicultural ex- 
perts" (who needed court intervention 
to tell them when to stop cutting on 
the west side), insects and ill forest 
health, coupled with a sparse and mis- 
informed population, spell a forest of 
profits. Like medieval doctors of old, 
who applied leeches to their ill patients 
to "remove the bad blood" (seriously 
imperiling their already weakened pa- 
tients' chances at survival), this mod- 
em horde of government and industry 
experts is preparing prescriptions which 
defy scientific, biological, and research 
evidence much to the contrary. 

Led by the public rhetoric of 
industry proponents such as the 
wealthy good oT boy Congressman 
Bob Smith, they are setting the e&st- 
side stage for severe ecological devasta- 
tion in the guise of restoring forest 
health with salvage logging. Perhaps 
the real reason for this sudden interest 
in forest health, among the cut and run 
crowd, was best said at a Bend, Oregon 
press conference in early 1992 by Rep- 
resentative Bob Smith: "The west side 
is all tied up in appeals; the east side is 
the only game going." Recently win- 
ning election in a sparsely populated 
eastern Oregon by playing on people's 
distorted fears of "those damned west- 
side environmentalists," Rep. Smith is 
attempting to deceive the public and 
trade the future of the forests of the 
Blue Moun tains for stumps and indus- 
try profits. He is joined in this by 
Senatpr Packwood. 

But the ecology of the forests is 
not a "game" to be played wherein the 
winner takes all. There are many other 
residents here who have no voice in 


what becomes of their forest homes. 
Pushed to the brink of existence by 
past logging, the wolverine has almost 
vanished in many areas of these frag- 
mented forests. Many other forest 
canopy-dependent species such as gos- 
hawk, the pileated-, black backed-, 
white-headed-, and three-toed wood- 
peckers, the pine marten, and 
Townsend's big eared bat, have suf- 
fered severe adverse impacts to their 
habitats due to excessive timber har- 
vesting. Current Forest Service salvage 
sale plans will up the amount of board- 
feet of forest harvested to unprec- 
edented levels. Unlike an ailing hu- 
man, who is not expected to work, 
these maimed, unhealthy forests are 
being hit with FS prescriptions which 
would see 53 million board-feet cut in 
'93 from just one area of the Heppner 
District of the Umatilla National For- 
est. And this intensified logging is just 
the beginning of a three- to five-year 
salvage program. Proposed Forest Plan 
ammendments would allow up to 40% 
of the forest to be in a zero to ten-year 
age class, allow up to 200-acre contigu- 
ous clearcuts, and allow below-satisfac- 
tory-level wildlife cover for up to sev- 
enty years. 

With a hodge-podge of. office 
bound "experts," directed by the po- 
litically motivated DC-based Forest 
Service hierarchy, the destruction 
moves along like a freight train with- 
out brakes — heading toward an ecor 
logical abyss. An example of the thor- 
oughness of their planning is the send- 
ing of a team of westside silvicultural 
experts from the mostly clearcut Olym- 
pic National Forest of Washington to 
the Umatilla National Forest. Given 
the task of planning timber sales in a 
forest ecosystem they were unfamiliar 
with, they resorted to using aerial pho- 
tographs. By drawing lines around the 
densest-looking forest stands in the 
planning area, they've insured that the 
board-foot timber targets will be met. 
Unfortunately for the forests, they 
didn't ground check these areas for 
wildlife habitat, old growth character- 
istics, degree of insect defoliation, or 
the amount of prior cutting in the 
areas surrounding them. Upon ground 
checking these proposed salvage sale 
areas ourselves, we found some of the 
last of that area's dense forest, com- 
plete with healthy old growth in some 
sale units. With most of the surround- 


ing areas having been cut since 1970, 
these remaining sale areas provide some 
of the only available habitat to numer- 
ous canopy-dependent species. 

With no funding available for 
comprehensive wildlife surveys, they 
do not even know the status of the 
many affected forest species. However, 
from FS biologist Evelyn Bull's recently 
released report on the pileated wood- 
pecker, they know that this bird re- 
quires almost twice the habitat and 
foraging that they provide for in their 
plan. Other studies need to be con- 
ducted for the goshawk, pine marten, 
pygmy and flammulated owls, and 
many other affected fauna and flora. 
Without this knowledge prior to tim- 
ber planning, the FS may be pushing 
these species toward extinction. 

We need to look beyond short- 
sighted economics which benefit only 
a few, to a sustainable future where 
healthy forests with all their diverse 
native species and their forest-depen- 
dent human communities can exist in 
harmony beyond the generations. But, 
like our antecedents before us — who 
had to fight for the eight-hour day, for 
civil and womens' rights, to end child 
labor and slavery, etc. — we, too, need 
to realize that no one else is going to do 
it for us; we need the courage and the 
foresight to act; not wage slave serfs for 
the corporate elite, but companions of 
the forests in which we live. Perhaps 
one day, our descendents can hike up 
out of the remote canyon fragments, to 
find not clearcuts and weakened stands 
but contiguous diverse multiple-aged 
forests — and maybe see a wolverine by 
that ancient pine, perhaps now a snag, 
still clinging to the crumbling basalt 
rim. 

But for now, the cutting is 
scheduled to begin on a massive scale 
in spring. We need comments sent to 
the FS addresses below, and letters sent 
to local newspapers. We are preparing 
a slide show on the Blue Mountains 
ecosystem and the impending "salvage" 
destruction and need help in setting 
up benefits and locations for its show- 
ing. The Blue Mountains' forests need 
people to take the time to become 
familiar with them, and to think and 
act creatively to protect them. They 
(USFS) are counting on the remote lo- 
cation, sparse population, and lack of 
activist awareness to allow them to get 
away with this destruction. Don't let 
the Blue Mountains become the next 
ecosystem North America will lose.

Profiles of Courage and Complicity

The history of Mount Graham is long, with 
many tedious twists and turns that each require an 
explanation of complex laws or regulations in order 
to understand the bureaucratic schemes and corporate 
maneuvering that make this tale so grotesque. My 
heart is not in that telling. 

Instead I will list some of the players — 
courageous and complicit — whose words have made 
their mark in this history, with only the barest of 
explanatory context added. 

No activists are quoted among the 
courageous, though they rightly belong here. We've 
.been too busy fighting to document each others'

words. The few "courageous" listed here instead 
include those who, by and large, might prefer not to 
have been drawn into such a broil. And as such, their 
actions are not uniformly as courageous as Earth 
Firstlers might demand. But I'm glad to give them 
their due in standing up to such powerful opponents 
when many of them had a great deal to lose. 
Profiles of Complicity 
US Forest Service 

F. Dale Robertson, Chief of the US Forest 
Service, told Senator John McCain that the Mount 
Graham telescope project would be a "no go" if it 
went through the normal process, according to 
testimony in a Government Accounting Office 
investigation. He hinted to McCain that only 
legislation circumventing environmental law could 
make the project go forward. The FS prepared a 
hasty, incomplete and unsound Biological Opinion 
that could not stand up to public scrutiny but was 
used to convince Congress that a particular piece of 
legislation would only expedite an environmentally 
appropriate project unfortunately mired in 
bureaucratic red tape. A rider was added to the 
Arizona- Idaho Conservation Act in the final hours of 
an extended congressional session, and the Mount 
Graham telescopes were "mandated" by law, despite 
their violation of federal environmental law. 

FS Appeals Officer Richard Flannely described 
Robertson as having "an understanding" with McCain 
that the FS would facilitate the project. Robertson 
and other FS employees have refused to answer 
questions from the public "on the advice of their 
lawyers." 

Jim Abbot, Forest Supervisor of the Coronado 
National Forest, was browbeaten by McCain and 
threatened with the loss of his job. Following this, 
Abbot wrote a groveling memo to DeConcini: "I 
understand your concerns and frustration and will 
do my level best to carry out the intent of the [Mount 
Graham rider] through the permit to the University. 
Again, I apologize for the slip up in [not] informing 
you about the stay recommendation." (Forest 
Supervisors have no legal or traditional responsibility 
to report to members of Congress.) 

He then wrote to his staff, "We must 
remember that Congress passed the [Mount Graham 
rider] providing for the construction of three 
telescopes.... The Congressmen involved clearly 
expect this to be carried out and it is understandable 
that the University wishes to proceed with dispatch. " 
Congress 

Senator John McCain to Forest Supervisor 
Jim Abbott [according to General Accounting Office 
(GAO) investigator's notes]: If he did not cooperate 
on this project, he would be the shortest-tenured 
Forest Supervisor in the history of the Forest Service. 

McCain and Mike Jimenez told FS employees 
that the Senators [indicating Kolbe and DeConcini] 
were angry over the FS decision to grant the stay in 
road building, that and in the [upcoming] briefing 
"...there would be some 'ass-chewing'." McCain 


"also subsequently held out a carrot that with better 
cooperation he would see about getting funding for 
Mr. Abbott's desired recreational projects." 

Even though Kolbe has stated publicly "I 
want to emphatically state now, that it is not the 
intent of this law to undermine, abrogate or in any 
way diminish the provisions incorporated in the 
Endangered Species Act, " he has never acted to try to 
enforce the ESA. 

Senator Dennis DeConcini on Safford radio: 
"I'm committed to it [the Mount Graham project], 
and I'll do anything I can, including trying to change 
the law, to let it happen." He also bragged that he 
had "convinced" the FS to expand their 
environmental study for the telescopes to 
include the ecologically sensitive Emerald 
Peak where the project now sits. 

University of Arizona 

Henry Koffler, past president, to 
Representative Morris Udall: The Mount 
Graham measure is not a scientific matter, 
it's only political. 

Koffler and Udall met in 1988, prior 
to the Mount Graham rider being passed, 
and Koffler, according to people in 
attendance at the meeting, pressured Udall 
to support the Mount Graham measure. 
After Udall argued it was a scientific, not 
political, matter, both men went into a 
private office and no one knows what they 
Subsequently, Udall did nothing to slow the

Koffler is a chemist, but has at times claimed 
to be a biologist when attempting to convince the 
biology faculty at his institution to soften their 
opposition to the project. 

Steve Emerine, Office of Public Information 
for the U A, has been extremely successful in crafting 
statements to mislead the public. He called the 
public opposition to the telescope development a 
“small minority" of "individuals with their own 
agenda," when in fact the opposition has consisted 
of internationally -recognized biologists from around 
the world and every major environmental group in 
the nation. 

Emerine has written that "there is no negative 
impact of the observatory" and has promoted the 
observatory as a benefit to the state's economy, when 
in fact, it will operate at a deficit until and only if the 
UA is given permission to more than double the size 
of the development. 

US Fish and Wildlife Service 

Michael Spear, Regional 

Director, admitted under 

investigation to ordering his 
biologists to prepare a Biological 
Opinion with a "preferred 
alternative" which they did not 
support and which was later 
described by the GAO as 
"flawed" and "not in accord 
with the Endangered Species 
Act." 

In an early stage of 
Mount Graham, Spear was 
responsible for ignoring a phony 
monitoring process for the 
endangered red squirrel. He is a 
nuclear submarine engineer 
who received a Meritorious 

Service Award from the 

infamous Secretary of the 
Interior, Donald Hodel. 

Interior Department 

Manuel Lujan, then Secretary of the Interior, 
is most famous for asking "Do we have to save every 
sub-species?" and "No one has told me the difference 
between a red squirrel and a brown squirrel and a 
black one." 

Justice Department 

Dick Stewart, Assistant Attorney General for 
Land and Natural Resources, ruled that the Mount 
Graham rider does indeed circumvent the Endangered 
Species Act, contrary to the stated intention of every 
member of Congress who has spoken to the matter. 
Then he blocked the FWS's decision to write a new 
Biological Opinion under the ESA, despite members 
of Congress reaffirming that it was their intention to 
allow that process. Stewart is friendly with members 
of the Mountain States Legal Foundation, a pro- 


development organization founded by James Watt. 


Patton Boggs and Blow 

John Moag, whose lobbying law firm is one 
of the most powerful in Washington DC and received 
a fee of approximately $1 million from the UA, was 
hired to attach the Mount Graham rider to an 
otherwise good conservation bill. He told members 
of Congress that the legislation was based on a 
properly developed EIS and Biological Opinion, when 
in reality the Draft EIS was never finalized and the BO 
was not properly done, according to the GAO. 

In addition, the legislation he slipped through 
did what the EIS would never have done— removed 
mitigation measures for the endangered red squirrel 
and added the potential for four more telescopes to 
be added to the project. 

Ninth Circuit Court 

Judge Cecil Poole gave no reason for reversing 
his decision to stop construction until, the court 
could hear the case. This unusual decision allowed 
construction to begin before legality was determined.

Sam Spiller, biologist, was told by his 
supervisor, Michael Spear, that if they couldn't 
provide an alternative allowing telescopes that 
another team would be assigned to do the job. 

"We had a predetermined intent to provide 
a preferred alternative for scopes on High Peak, prior 
to completing the initial drafts." He swore under 
oath that he was directed to produce a Biological 
Opinion that would justify scopes on the mountain 
by Michael Spear. 

He said his immediate supervisor told him 
how to prepare the final opinion, and that he agreed 
to do what he was told only because someone else 
would do it if he didn't. However, he testified that he 
and Lesley Fitzpatrick tried to mitigate the adverse 
effects of this biologically unjustified alternative by 
adding every protection they could think of for the 
endangered squirrels. 

Spiller also testified that, at a secret June 
1988 meeting at the Tucson airport, Spear ordered 
them to change the allocation rio Emerald Peak, 
which had never been biologically justified. 

Lesley Fitzpatrick, biologist, explained in 
court that Spear had been "demanding a particular 
result," and that she was dissatisfied with a report 
she, had been forced to draft for which she needed 
more information.

Richard Flannely (above) testified to the GAO 
about witnessing the browbeating of various FS 
officials by McCain. Flannely was directed to fulfill 
McCain's request — to deny an environmentalist 
appeal for a stay of construction.

Peter Warshall, Research 
Scientist in the Office of Arid Lands 
Studies, testified to the Joint Oversight 
Hearing, "This Biological Opinion, for 
whatever reasons, misled Congress."- 
Warshall is an international consultant 
in conservation biology, and the 
original Research Director on the 
preliminary Mount Graham EIS(1985).

The reporter 
summarized, "It is the midpoint in a 
range of isolated 'sky-islands' that ranks 
among 'about four areas on the planet 
where these isolated archipelagos' exist. 
The others are the Galapagos, the Celbes 
in Southeast Asia and the highlands of 
East Africa. As the only place where 
Canadian and Mexican species coexist, 
Mt. Graham , is the most important 
peak in this archipelago." 

Warshall said, "Mt. Graham is 
riot a showdown between squirrels and 
the galaxies. It is a question of ethics. 
Do we want citizens to believe that the 
governing powers are operating 
unbiasedly and can be trusted to treat 
all special interest groups equally? Do 
we want to maintain democratic 
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participation in the consideration of 
harms and benefits on public land, the 
American commons? Do we want to 
preserve the biological diversity which 
is as much a mystery on this planet as 
quasars are a mystery of outer space?" 

Peter Warshall is one of over 
200 members of Scientists for the 
Preservation of Mount Graham which 


includes prominent scientists from 
around the world. 

General Accounting Office 

James Duffus III testified that 
the Forest Service's preferred alternative

values, when evaluating 
whether to allow the project in the 
Pinaleno Mountains, as opposed to 
other sites.

Dear Friends, 

Once again, a Club Fed letter 
emerges cautiously from the Sonoran 
Desert where I live the captive life of a 
minimum security prisoner. My "va- 
cation" here has been extended by 
three months, and I'll (hopefully) be 
bidding adieu to this particular set of 
captors and trading them for another 
set at a halfway house in Tucson by 
May. This, of course, is all tentative. 

Ah, but let me back up... Since 
my April letter, your letters haven't 
ceased, and sometimes I've been feel- 
ing very guilty cuz I don't answer them 
all. Life "inside" is fascinating and full. 
At times I've isolated myself from my 
lifeline of friends and supporters, to go 
down into the depths. Other times I 
just get distracted. I'm just now com- 
ing out of one such interlude. If it 
jwasn't for the huge amount of love and 
jsupport I receive from all of you, at 
times I surely could have drowned of 
despair and self-doubt. Thank you all 
over and over! 

I feel like a little mouse in here. 
Life is close to my face and all the nooks 
and crannies are well-known and used. 
'^Days are so busy and pass by quickly. 
Sometimes this little mouse needs to 
get eaten by an eagle so she can look 
through those eyes at this time and 
' place from a different perspective. This 
a|- experience is giving me the opportu- 
nity to explore some vast uncharted 
territory inside myself; to hone and 
L* strengthen my spiritual life and to truly 
> I learn to trust and love myself. I'm 
-getting a little closer to understanding 
what unconditional love means and 
how to love people I cannot trust (with- 
out getting continually trashed). Grief 
passes through me continually, as does 
joy, and the irony keeps me in belly 
laughs. Fear is subsiding inside me as I 
face my inner and outer demons 
unscathed... So, enough of the esoteric 
stuff. Here's what's been goin' on: 

The Parole Board saga contin- 
ues. I saw them in October again and 
was armed with a much better attitude 
and a lawyer. The results from them 
were the same, but my reaction was 
different. We, of course, are appealing. 
Before that, in July, I received a "shot" 
(a disciplinary action), for "running a 
business from prison." It's a low end 
severity rated shot, and I got it for my 
last newsletter, which included infor- 
mation about a cassette some friends 
and I put together before I came to 
prison. It boils down to harassment 
and was referred to the Disciplinary 
Hearings Officer, who comes by here 
each week and travels all over making 
judgments, etc. on internal "crimes" of 
prisoners. He was very impressed with 
my "fame" and "business abilities" 
since I receive so many donations. He 
gave me the shot and informed me I'd 
go to Lexington if he saw me again. He 
knew all about my case and co-defen- 
dant Mark Davis, although as a DHO 
he's never seen Mark. He assured me 
he was aware of my "scam," as he's 
been doing this job for 20 years. I 
— informed him this is my very first time 
as a prisoner and slave, so I'm not too 
well-versed in how to be a "criminal" 
since I've never been one. I had my 
boss come with me to the "hearing" 
which, I believe, saved me from worse 
consequences. He was very supportive 
and that helped. 

So as a result, I now conve- 
niently don't get a furlough or com- 
munity custody. Next little twist was

when the Warden (before he read my 
Pre-Sentencing Investigation), asked 
me if I'd be interested in a work pro- 
gram with the Forest Service. They 
were gonna have six women from here 
working at Bartlett Lake. He was 
stopped by the "Region" so I couldn't 
go. Then my TEAM here recommended 
a six month halfway house, and that 
was shot down by Region also because 
of my high-profile status as a Central 
Inmate Monitoring (we call it NC sta- 
tus which means I got Nothing Com- 
ing!) The region did say I could go to a 
halfway house for three months in 
May. I'm doing a little BP10 (formal 
complaint) to the Region, just so they 
know I'm not dead and to have a little 
fun with the Feds. 

Meanwhile, I've been selected 
to organize (with another inmate) six 
speakers to talk to teenage delinquents, 
about the perils of prison and how to 
avoid it. The choir went out to an old 
folks home on December 9th, to sing 
Christmas Carols and my four part 
harmony group went with them to 
sing acapella barbershop songs. I was 
going with them and practiced for 
months for this evening out. Alas! the 
Region refused to let me go at the last 
minute. Instead, I watched the lunar 
eclipse and listened to owls and visited 
with friends. I'm singing in three ser- 
vices with the choir and am soloing at 
a Christmas concert here. I've found 
some ladies to study music with and 
have lots of knitting projects going. 
I'm famous in here for my wild Tam O' 
Shanters and seem to always have a 
bunch to make. 

I'm still running regularly, af- 
ter taking six weeks off to heal up a 
bone bruise on my heel. Exercising 
really helps keep my mind clear. Danc- 
ing cleanses my body & soul and fe els 
so good^ Thank lire GicuL GpiiifTTery ' 
( day lor mv nealtn ana nre. ~ „ 

” ~ The sweat lodge areals mv ref - 

uge. I keep it up and pray there every 
day. R ecently the chaplain found a 
man to come minister to the Native 
Americans here and at the men's insti- 
tution next door. He came by a few 
week s ago and we built anew lod ge out 
~ of willow branches cut from the Pre scott 
area. It was like I went home. lhema n~ 
is from Prescott/ We haven't had a 
sweat in the new lodge yet, since it's 
raining a lot right now. Little things 
make me absurdly happy. I now have 
a willow bough to make a.moon stick. 
Bugs and birds are endlessly fascinat- 
ing and offer connections with the 
desert. I saw a coyote yesterday and 
never tire of the goings-on of my non- 
human neighbors; mice, skunks, jav- 
elins, deer, redtails, ravens, turkey vul- 
tures in summer. I'm so grateful to be 
in this desert and away from the city. 

I've been meaning to write this 
letter for months, but got a little shy 
after the "shot" and the knowledge 
that these people read my outgoing 
mail as well. So I'm sending it out to be 
copied and mailed from Tucson. I'm 
on the back stretch of this race and the 
time is going by faster. It won't be long 
and I'll be graduating from this college 
of hard knocks with an incredible edu- 
cation. Meanwhile, keep those cards 
and letters coming. Money donations 
are freely accepted. Be sure to include 
the Register #23118-008 in a check. 
The debts are pilin' up. Postal money 
orders are the best way to go. I have a 
good Zen job in here as a Training 
Center orderly, but the pay is only 
$5.00 per month. I like it because I'm

Greetings from kkkanada. 
Thought i would send an update to you 
all. Grant's preliminary was moved 
forward to Nov. 12. Numerous people 
were subpeonaed to appear including 
myself, although my subpeona was 
withdrawn after my lawyer notified 
the crown prosecutor thati would refuse 
to testify. And they could throw me in 
jail all they want for refusing, consider- 
ing i've been here five months now. 
Well the preliminary trial took all of 
five minutes, all three charges were 
stayed due to lack of evidence. A stay 
of charges means they can be re-in- 
stated for up to one year, after one year 
they must be dropped. So now all of 
the heat is on me, with only one person 
left to prosecute/persecute. My pre- 
liminary trial is still set for Jan 11-14 
with tons of people subpeonaed to 
appear, and over 42 crown witnesses. 

Thankyou very much for print- 
ing info about the arrests in the Jour- 
nal, they have generated numerous 
letters of support. Support has picked 
up a bunch over the last two months 
and i get numerous letters now, sure 
helps keep the spirits up. Attempting 
to raise money to cover legal costs has 
been tremendously hard. We have 
raised approximately $1100 of the 
needed $5000 so far. People can send 
donations to ALF Support Group-De- 
fense Fund, PO Box 75029, Ritchi PO, 
Edmonton, AB, T6E 6KI, Canada. Please 
make cheques payable to ALFSG- 
Canada. I've had a couple people send 
cheques here which i can not receive. 

Food still sucks, i'm getting 
"vegan" meals which consist of over- 
cooked veggies, bread and occasion- 
ally fresh veggies, fruit and beans, 
supplemented a la peanut butter from 
)the canteen. I can receive magazines 
■and newletters here now. 

Hope i'm not asking for too 
much. It's really tough being in here 
and feeling helpless so much, i'm so 
used to being independent. 

The FBI has been busy more up 
here trying actively to locate "suspects" 
wanted on warrants from the US. 
They've harassed more activists trying 
to get info, etc. 

Well, i was going to write a 
letter regarding Priscilla Hawkin's let- 
ter to SFB in Aug 1, but i just get mad 
every time i read it and it's a little dated 
now. 

T ake care and keep up the work.

example, "censored" most submissions 
that aren't either radical or 
environmental. In most cases printed 
material must meet both stringent 
requirements. 

Shortly afterthejoumal's move 
To Montana, one collective stated the 
following censorship policy: "The 
opinions expressed here do not 
necessarily reflect the opinions of the 
editors, but they do reflect the 
movement. We print it because it's 
there. Our working assumption is that 
the exchange of ideas and information 
is useful for activists. So we don't tailor 
what we receive to suit what pleases us, 
or you. We offer you a mixed bag. Use 
.what's useful. Compost the rest." 

In other words, this statement 
is opposed to all censorship. (Shocking, 
I know!) But let us examine its 
implications. 

I feel this sort of policy, if 
anyone ever decided to try it, would 
definitely lead to a lack of focus and 
unity. Offering a "mixed bag" requires 
printing exceptional articles juxtaposed 
with senseless garbage that we'd be 
powerless to "suppress". Aren't we 
trying to improve the Journal? In other 
words, the policy would allow people 
in "the movement" (or outside it) to 
express anything they wish in the 
Journal regardless of the view's 
relevance to, or popularity in, Earth 
First! And the range of people in "the 
movement" is quite broad. The 
consensed-upon tenets of Earth First! 
include only biocentrism, direct action, 
and "no compromise." Surely, for 
example, there must be a neo-Nazi 
group out there somewhere that can fit 
within these vague parameters, and 
thereby be considered part of the 
movement; there are also others who, 
disguising as Earth First! activists, 
submit articles or letters maliciously to 
cause divisions in the movement (this 
is not just speculation, it does happen). 
By taking a consistent, absolutist anti- 
censorship stand we'd be unable to

exclude those in both categories. 
Because of this, the policy could never 
produce a Journal that represents the 
movement as we know it. Hey, wake 
up people! We can't afford to print 
something just because "it's there." In 
the Journal office, a two-foot stack of 
bad poetry "is there”; what obligates 
the staff to print even a shred of it? And 
certain pieces obviously need to be 
evaluated carefully for potential 
negative consequences of publication 
(like this one). Some will be excluded 
(not this one, since you must be reading 
this in the Journal). This is okay- 
censorship is sometimes our friend! 

Furthermore, it's ironic to have 
a policy "against censorship” since it 
contradicts the role of an editorial staff. 
As part of its mission, each collective 
"censors" submissions they feel aren't 
appropriate for the Journal. Obviously, 
because of sheer volume alone, all 
submissions cannot all be published. 
In fact, the Brigid Collective, of which

an ad (that ran, ironically enough, in 
the October anti-Columbus issue) for 
a book on neo- tribal white supremacy. 

If the author of this book, Thorz 
Hammer, was discovered to be both a 
deep ecologist and a white supremacist 
(he is), do you think for one minute 
that the apology would be retracted? 

Of course not, but the Journal, by 
apologizing for printing an adforfascist 
propaganda, is censoring part of "the 
movement" as currently defined! I'm 
not saying it is wrong to censor fascism; 

I'm just saying that doing so would be 
inconsistentwith an unwavering "anti- 
censorship” position. So, rather than 
adhering to the "print it all, you sort it 
out" philosophy, each Journal 
collective weeds out submissions it finds 
irrelevant, divisive, offensive, or 
strategically-incorrect. I'd even take it 
a step further, gathering such material 
into a pile and igniting it to keep warm 
throughout the frigid Montana winter. 
Additionally, there is a new policy of 
not printing vicious attacks on activists, 
another that no longer obligates the 
collective to print all SFB submissions, 
and the policy I mentioned earlier 
against printing violence. This is all 
censorship, and it's quite necessary to 
publish a good Journal. Three chee rs 
for censorship! Hurray, hurx a¥,-hurray! 
(Hey, at least I'm beinghonest.)

the movement, I think we need some 
long-term, consistent policies of what 
types of submissions we should exclude. 'P^Ai 
And this question, if not addressed 1 
now, will no doubt raise its ugly head 
in the near future. As a general rule I 
suggest the following : Instead of asking 
ourselves what's the most harm a 
submission could cause, a better 
journalistic strategy would be to strive 
for material that might actually 
strengthen and empower our 


the same time, of course, we need to 
retain our individual and collective 
sense of humor. That's why my sketch 
(on pg. 2) was included with this 
editorial. Don't take it too seriously, 
but take it how you will. Then go out 
and debate it to death. 

In conclusion, there are many 
factions in the movement. 
Accordingly, I feel it is the responsibility 
of the collective to include some debate 
on philosophical differences within 
Earth First!. But the Journal must also 
focus its content to represent how its 
current staff collectively views the 
movement, excluding writings that 
would pointlessly divide or endanger it 
(as well as submissions that just plain 
suck). And I would like to see future 
Journal collectives accept these 
sentiments and adopt a consistent 
editorial policy to reflect a more realistic 
role. 



Logging Stopped in Green Mountains

Biodiversity Liberation Front 
and Two Rivers Earth First! succeeded 
in shutting down logging operations at 
the spruce Lodge Timber Sale in the 
Green Mountain National Forest on 
Wednesday, December 23rd. 

In an hour-long confrontation, 
Earth Firstiers blockaded loggers from 
entering the site. Forest Service 
personnel ended the fun by informing 
the loggers that there would be no 
cutting that day. The official reason for 
the Forest Service stopping the cut was 
for soil mitigation purposes because 
the soil was too wet, however, they had 
not had a problem with allowing a 
logging road to be bulldozed into the 
area after heavy snowmelt and rainfall 
earlier that week. 

Claiming victory at the site, 
Earth First! ers then moved their protest 
to the Middlebury District ranger's 
office, occupying it and calling for the 
immediate resignations of Forest 
supervisor Terry Hoffman, Forest 
Planner Mary Jeanne Packer and, of 
course, Forest Service Chief F.(REDDIE) 
Dale Robertson. 

Biodiversity Liberation Front 
has been opposing the spruce lodge 
sale since last summer when a banner 
which read "Forests Not Stumps" was 
hung at a recently clearcut area of the 


sale where a Forest Service meeting was 
to take place. 

The reasons for the opposition 
are numerous and include such facts 
as: the area is black bear habitat, as 
evidenced by the presence of bear- 
clawed beech trees; the Forest Service 
did no scoping prior to the sale, which 
is a violation of the National 
Environmental Policy Act; to log the 
area a portion of the Emily Proctor 
Hiking Trail, a nationally recognized 


trail, was converted into a skid road; 
some of the clearcuts will take place on 
slopes leading into the tributaries of 
the New Haven River and some into 
the river itself, which has been 
designated as a Significant River and is 
a potential Wild and Scenic River with 
one of the best trout populations in the 
state, there is a strong liklihood that 
the borders of the Breadload Wilderness 
were incorrectly marked and that the 
shelterwood cut lies within its borders; 


visual quality and soil mitigation 
standards were violated; and the Forest 
Service claimed that the shelterwood 
cut was 4 7 acres in their Environmental 
Assessment, but the stand sold was 65 
acres. BLF and Two Rivers plan to 
continue this campaign to halt all 
cutting on this sale and additional 
protests are on the horizon as the 
weather turns colder and the ground 
becomes more solidly frozen. Stay 
tuned for future reports.

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Making Connections

Ecofeminists, like ecologists, 
specialize in making connections. It 
was through ecofeminism that the 

important hrirlgftin thinlfingwas m^rjp 

t hat connected the oppression of 

wompn to thp devastation nf thp amri. 

ronment . This fundamental connec- 
tion is vitally important as a bridge 
between ecological and social issues, 
but it must not end here. Ecofeminists 
must expand their field of vision to 
encompass all forms of oppression or 
we fall short of being able to see the 
whole picture and thus fail to have a 
full comprehension of our oppressors, 
which is the only way that we will 
ultimately be able to disempower them . 

Through this piece, it shall be 
explained, through example, how a 
single issue focus is ineffective in achiev- 
ing the basic goals of freedom and 
equality as well as looking at the posi- 
tive aspects of coalition-building. We 
shall examine the patriarchal power 
structure and the basic assumptions 
that allow it to use its power to oppress 
and suppress all life. In addition to 
examining these basic ideasf this piece 
( wiTTaddr css th e-issOe of tactics in de- 
ciding whether we strive to oppose the 
system on every level as revolutionar- 
ies, work within the very structure that 
strives to oppress us in an attempt tc 
reform it, or combine forces to attack 
the system both from wi thin and with- 
out. 


When we examine the system 
which currently finds itself in power, 


from an ecofeminist perspective, we 
find that a basically, primal and age- 
old fear and hatred of both women 
and nature is what make them such 
relished targets of this patriarchy. This 
fear and hatred of nature and women 
is glaringly apparent in the writings of 
some of the founding fathers of mod- 
em science. Francis Bacon describes 
the new power of science as “a force 
virile enough to penetrate and subdue 
nature, to bind nature to man's service 
and make her his slave." This was and 
is the predominant view of the power 
of science (masculine) over nature 
(feminine) and is a perfect example of 
the union, in the minds of these men, 
of nature and women. It further ex- 
poses the fear of nature and hatred of 
the feminine in their need to control. 

This parallel is also especially 
apparent today in the third world 
where the destruction of the environ- 
ment is, in itself, particularly oppres- 
sive to the women who live there as it 
directly affects their day-to-day needs. 
This is clear in the example of the 
women who put their lives on the line 
to save the forest which they described 
as their "maika" or mother's home. 
The cutting of the trees, which these 
women successfully stopped, would 
have caused landslides and floods that 
would have destroyed their homes and 
fields.^- 

<£_rhe ecofeminist connection 
between the oppression of women and 
that of nature is extremely important 


as a basis to understand that all oppres- 
sion, all of the "isms^l are derived from 
the same basic sourcecThis fact must be 
used to counter the concept that has 
lead many to believe that the various 
injustices are not related and that we 
can tackle each injustice separately and 
hope to achieve gains for that particular 
issue. For example, we have groups 
focusing on women's rights or the rights 
of people of color. There are people 
fighting nuclear testing, fighting for 
the rights of political prisoners, fight- 
ing to save the last pockets of wilder- 
ness, and on and on. All of these groups 
are fighting the same source. They are 
all fighting the system in this country 
and throughout the world that has set 
up one basic hierarchy that places the 
wealthy elite men who believe they are 
in control at the top and everyone and 
everything else below in an ever ex- 
panding pyramid. In addition, this 
system has helped erect artificial walls 
between the various oppressed groups. 
These walls allow the various groups to 
discriminate against one another, each 
creating its own hierarchy in which it is 
at the top and can look down on the 
other groups allowing these groups some 
kind of warped nationalistic pride. 

In genei^Cthe people control- 
ling this power structure have decided 
that every living and non-living thing 
in the universe, other than themselves, 
is a resource to b£_exploited for their 
own personal gainXThus they are able

to send hundreds of thousands of work- 
ing class people off to kill and be killed 
by hundreds of thousands of other 
poor folk whenever there is something 
to be gained by it economically. If 
these "humans" have no respect for 
other human life then you can be cer- 
tain that they can have no reverence 
for any sort of non-human life. Again 
it stems from a fundamental fear and 
hatred of nature. Anything or anyone 
that they deem to be closer to nature 
than themselves then becomes expend- 
able or even targeted in the push for 
absolute control over the natural. 

These groups working for 
change are not only disempowered by 
the walls separating them by virtue of 
their supposedly different agendas, 
many have also been duped by the 
structure set up in this country whereby 
people have been convinced that they 
have both freedom and control over 
what happens in our society. /Thus 
many of them believe that theytan 
achieve real change by working within 
the system. JXlt hough the work of 
these groups TTOffen very important in 
oilier ways it will never, in and ot itself,^ 
achiev e ~real and lasting change, me" 
' people TfiaF work for the rights of the 
oppressed, human or non-human, 
through the system are asking the very 
power structure that for centuries has 
deemed these beings as lesser to sud- 
denly change and give them the rights 
that they require to be on a par with the 
most privileged individuals. Consider 
that this is the same system that has 
economically trapped vast numbers of 
poor people and people of color in 
third world conditions within inner 
cities and on reservations while simul- 
taneously constructing new homes for 
them in the form of prisons, evidenced 
by the fact that the prison industry is 
the fastest growing industry in this 
country. These prisons are the new 
slave labor camps. The people who are 
placed in them are themselves many 
times victims of the extreme condi- 
tions where they have been forced to 
live and while in the prisons they are 
often made to work for wages compa- 
rable td those offered by the most ex- 
ploited of the third world nations. 


The justice Sjretgifl j&also-used 
in otherways to oppres&rTn the case 
TJfwomen who turn to the system for 
help in dealing with an abusive part- 
ner, they usually find that there is 
very little that can or will be done for 
them. This system has not only turned 
its head from domestic abuse, how- 
ever, but also from femicide — the 
murder of women, most often com- 
mitted by the lover or ex-lover of the 
victim. These crimes are punished by 
veritable slaps on the wrist. It has 
gotten absurd to the point that a man 
convicted in Vermont of the first de- 
gree murder of his wife after he beat 
her and had threatened to shoot her in 
the head (and the police refused her 
protection) is to be released after fewer 
than three years in prison. Women 
who kill men, on the other hand, even 
in cases of self-defense, are given sen- 
tences on the average twice as long as 
that of the men who are convicted of 
murdering women. These facts not 
only condone violence against women, 
they promote it as a very effective 
method for keeping women subordi- 
nate. Even within this country's ac- 
tual government, the most primary of 
steps, the Equal Rights Amendment, 
was basically laughed out of congress. 
This system time and time again has 
blatantly and mockingly rejected 
women the undeniable right of equal- 
ity to men/How could we, as women, 
ever possibly" hope for any sort of re- 
form of a system that abhorrent^ And 
what then happens to the women 
who are strong enough to effectively - 
stand up against this system or power- 
ful individuals within the system? 
Actual incidents show that these 
women are harassed, discredited, slan- 
dered, physically attacked, raped, 
stabbed, blown up, imprisoned, de- 
ported or killed and their loved ones 
may alsobe targeted for similar brutal- 
ity. These tactics have been used re- 
peatedly to dissuade all people from 
being politically active. 

With the tremendous amount 
of evidence available that points out 
the brutal and self-perpetually evil na- 
ture of this government, it has become 
undeniable that in order to be effec- 



tive, one must give up on attempts at 
reform. One must join with other radi- 
cal groups to form a tight and diversively 
strong network of individuals who are 
interested in the upheaval of the present 
system for the benefit of all life. This is 
not to say, however, that there is no 
place for the groups who work within 
the system. Without these groups, the 
fight of the groups working outside of 
the system would be much more diffi- 
cult. These are the groups who attempt 
every legal method available to achieve 
the ultimate goals. They allow the 
revolutionary groups to convince the 
public of the justness of their actions by 
saying "see, all the legal paths were 
tried, I had to blockade this road with 
my body, the bastards just wouldn't 
listen to reason." 

One of the first laws of ecology 
is that with diversity comes health and 
therefore strength. Th e groups working 
within the system must understand and 
~work with the groups who refuse to s iF~ 
down and negotia te just as groups 
who prefer bricks to petitions must 
understand the need for t hose peti- 
-tiofts^ — As the .wide variety of activist 
groups, even within this country alone 
link up, putting mostly petty differ- 
ences aside, the coalition will increas- 
ingly strengthen to the point that, with 
a clear focus based in a fundamental 
understanding of the history of activ- 
ism and oppression in this country, we 
can begin to achieve the goals of wilder- 
ness preservation and true freedom. 

Connecting the issues is im- 
perative, however, not just for 
ecofeminists, but is particularly impor- 
tant for people focused on wilderness 
issues. Preservation of wilderness perse 
is not enough. A reforming of the 
Forest Service is not enough. If we hope

Not coincidentally, the cam- 
eras also ignore the trees, the ferns, the 
marbled murrelets, the salamanders. . 

But we are still here, bold, dar- 
ing, outrageous women. We have been 
as creative, as wild, as the men whose 
faces make the six o'clock news. We 
have chained ourselves to cars, buried 
ourselves in the ground, swayed from 
fragile platforms in trees, locked our-

selves to poles, and hung from tri- 
pods. We did not come to defend this 
valley so we could cook for the men, or 
take care of people: we are as passion- 
ate, as committed, as willing to put 
ourselves on the line as any macho 
ecowarrior.

It is not that our 
actions are any more unique or special 
than the actions of any of the men 
who stood with us on the blockades. 
But, there is a connection. When we

to save any wilderness-dependent spe- 
cies we must simultaneously eliminate 
the automobile, roads, nuclear plants 
and weapons, any and all ozone de- 
pleting chemicals, all but unbleached 
recycled paper, all forms of pollution, 
etc. If we do not do this then any 
wilderness that appears to be preserved 
will soon be destroyed by the forces of 
acid rain, global warming, radiation, 
lack of ozone or too much poison. Do 
you believe that such an achievement 
of these steps is possible within our 
government? Do you believe that it is 
possible without a banding together of 
a wide variety of people with a wide 
variety of ideas? 

We who are the activists with 
the Biodiversity Liberation Front are 
working toward this merging of issues. 
When our group was in its infancy, we 
went to the Abenaki to ask them what 
we could do to help them in their fight 
for sovereignty. Our alliance with them 
has grown and we combine our envi- 
ronmental demonstrations with state- 
ments about the rights of the people 
indigenous to the area as we did with 
ourColumbusdaydemonstration. This 
has also served to further goals of racial 
and cultural diversity within our group . 
Our efforts toward real gender balance 
have yielded a group that is at least 
three-quarters women. The men in- 
volved are those who do not have a 
problem with that dynamic. At some 
of our demonstrations, people in our 
group who also work with the Gay, 
Lesbian and Bisexual Association speak 
very openly about their sexuality ex- 
plaining the connections between their 
personal oppression and the devasta- 
tion of the environment. We wprk 
closely with Preserve Appalachian Wil- 
derness who work incessantly at the 
legal angles to stop timber cuts in the 
Green Mountain National Forest be- 
fore we come in with our tactics of 
direct action. This has all been very 
intentional in our effort to diversify 
and strengthen our group. It has also 
served to break down the preconceived 
notions about Earth First!, particularly 
here in Burlington, so th at we can band 
together with the autonomous and 
anarchist communities to work on par- 
ticular issues of concern to us all. Thus 
far it has been remarkably successful 
and we are expecting* the coalition to 
continue to expand. 

I am looking forward to the 
inclusion of these expanded and holis- 
tic ecofeminist principles into more of 
the EF! movement.

Crossing into Heightened 
Consciousness 

Amazing things begin to hap-) 
pen when we truly open ourselves to 
communicate with the natural world. 
Our bond with nature-with the unified 
consciousness of all life on earth-has 
the power to lift us out of our ordinary 
human consciousness. As we relax we 
may suddenly notice that there is no 
such thing as an ordinary event. Time 
may begin to unfold majestically, some- 
times fast, sometimes slow, depending 
on what is going On where we are. We 
notice that we are no longer going 
anywhere. We are already "there." 

For example, at a powerful 
springs in the Cascade Mountains, as I 
opened myself to the ecstatic beauty 
and power of the water and the forest 
that surrounded, a bird told me, "The 
whole world was once like this." I have 
never been the same since. 

( To hear the earth, we. must be\ 
willing to hear the truth within our- 
selves. If, for example, we are afraid of

Death and Transformation 

If I, as a healer, were to ap- 


rected toward preparing the patient for 
a different type of transformation, the 
transformation we call death. My gift 
to the person would be drawn on my 
own self knowledge and upon my pre- 
vious experience with dying people, to 
let them know, often without words, 
that I know that death is not an end. It 
is not a failure. It is a door. I would 
prepare the person to go gently into a 
realm of which I know little, except 
that its entrance is char- 
acterized by a feeling of 
joy and a sense of con- 
tinuity.

About the time that the federal 
Oregon Wilderness Bill of 1984 was 
passed I noticed a change in the places 
I regularly visit in the Oregon forest. 
Where. xmce 4— had lelt that jf- only - 
people wo uld leave th e forest alone it 
would recover, I now began to feel the 
basfc eriergy of the! orestrecedingfror n 
Tnany parts of the land here. 
t l have a deep personal relation- 

ship with the ancient forest which has 
been the source of both my music and 
my political activism. I think that the 
. relationship could correctly be called 
(telepathic; I receive visions and infor- 
mation from natural beings such 
mountains and trees. pt islT relation- 
ship whicn is op’eh^' to anyone. A 
thought which I have received in the 
forest, clear and strong, many times 
beginning in late 1984, is thi s: as a sick 
person withdraws from the activities of 
daily life in order to heal vital organs. 
so the Earth is withdrawing its energy 
Into certai n power spots on its surface. 

What actually happened here 

when the Wilderness Bill passed was 
that tens of thousands of roadless acres 
of forest which have enjoyed some 
legal protection while they were being 
studied for possible inclusion into the 
Bill, were suddenly released for log- 
ging. I don't know if I was perceiving 
an actual change in the forest at that 
time or if, as I became more aware of 
environmental facts and policies, I was

Who is the Goddess? She is not 
one but many: beneficent Demeter, 
sensual Aphrodite, learned Sophia, lov- 
ing Freya, wild huntress Artemis, be- 
nevolent Ameratsu, dark Kali, com- 
passionate Tara of Tibet, feline Bast, 
Cerridwen, keeper of the cauldron of 
change. She is ancient: Danu, Mother 
of Celts, Isis Sovereign of the elements, 
Yemaya, Holy Mother of the West Afri- 
can Sea, Pacamama of the Andes who 
pre-dates the Incas, triune Hecate, Spi- 
der Woman weaving the threads of 
Native American fate. She is Gaia. 

Her awakening; rediscovering 
of her symbols and societies (far more 
diverse than our global techne-culture) 
challenges assumptions about our his- 
tory and our basic natures. 

Historians Monica Sjoo, Bar- 
bara Walker, Merlin Stone and Antonia 
Fraser, archaeologist Marija Gimbutas, 
psychoanalyst Jean Bolen, and instruc- 
tor Evelyn Reed have verified the exist- 
ence and extent of Goddess worship- 
ping societies in which both women 
and nature were honored. 

Traditional archaeologists cau- 
tion us to beware of drawing sweeping 
conclusions from potsherds. Very well, 
let's consider written history. The Ro- 
mans kept meticulous records of the 
peoples they conquered. French histo- 
rian Jean Markale, drawing on Roman 
sources, writes of the Celts; "Celtic 
women enjoyed freedom and rights 
according to their social rank or per- 
sonal fortune. They took an unre- 
stricted part in public life. They were 
queens, priestesses, educators, officers, 
prophetesses and horsewomen. 
Women could become head of thefam- 
ily, rule, marry or remain virgin (which 
merely meant remaining unmarried.) 
They enjoyed sexual freedom. Celtic 
marriage was a free contract, divorce 
by mutual consent was legal, property 
was held jointly_and divided equally, 
upon divorce, "^his Goddess oriented ' 
society in transition between the 
matrilineal and the patriarchal, is evi- 
dence that the present division of power 
between male and female is not geneti- 
cally ordained, there were other ways. , 

Significantly, C eltic women 
were renowned for another trait. They~ 



- were warriors^ Diodorus of Sicily wrote 
ot theCelts opposing Roman legions: 
"Among the Gauls, the women are 
nearly as tall as the men, whom they 
rival in courage." Their legacy long 
continued. Ireland had female soldiers 
until the 7th century when Christian 
legal reforms forbade women to bear 
arms. On Feb. 22nd, 179 7 Welsh women 
of Abergwaun defeated an attempted 
French invasion. Nor were they alone. 
’'\fhere were women warriors in the pre- 
Aztec matriarchate, female captains and 
war-chieftains among the Vikings. The 
Amazons were no mytiuj'’

reluctant to claim our Amazon heri- 

do. that women are innately gen tle 
nurturers, and men inn ately brutal 
destroyers is an arroga nt denial of oui 
history and our~InHiviflual iraturesr 
Focusing on merciful Kwan Yin, ignor- 
ing fierce Kali perpetuates the cliche of 
women as passive, timorous, cowering 
victims, as malevolent a stereotype as 
any to which we have been subjected. 
Warriors need not be oppressors. Dr. 
Helen Caldicott is a warrior; Lois Gibb 
is a warrior. Boadicea in her chariot 
leading the Icini to protect their sacred 
groves and avenge her daughter's rape 
is our ancestress. 

We create deities in our own 
images. The diversity of goddess ar- 


chetypes, upheld by historical records 
confirms that there was a time when 
being a wife and mother was no barrier 
to being priestess, trader or tribal leader; 
a time when both women and men 
were respected for their wisdom, cour- 
age and physical skill. For, the history 
being rediscovered is not merely 
'women's history, it is human history; 
confirmation of a time when, a; 
Markale states, "... there was a har- 
mony between the roles of men and 
women that was not dependent upon 
the superiority of one sex over 
the other, but on an equality in 
which each should feel com- 
fortable." 

These proud, egalitarian 
societies venerated Nature and 
their deities reflect it. Most God- 
desses, in addition to their other 
attributes, represented some as- 
pect of nature as did the Gods, 
their consorts, lovers and sons.

Women's Roles 

In the Woman's Movement, circa 
the late 60's, one of the prime "dirty" 
words was "roles." Roles were an op- 
pression, we were limited by them. 
Rosie the Riviter had been forced to 
become Susie Homemaker. As we dis- 
covered common experiences and frus- 
trations, role barriers were declared void 
and it was time to push the limits, 
breaking into all the roles previously 
denied. 

Over time a lot of changes took place 
and, although we haven't come as far 
as hoped, the world is a lot different 
than 25 years ago and most of the 
gender roles have been, if not broken, 
at least bent considerably. Oppression 
continues as women are now expected 
to take on both their traditional roles 
and the newly freed up ones but hey, 
times are still a changin', if we keep up 
the pressure. 

Roles within Actions 

The other side of the roles issue is the 
effectiveness of an action or event when 
each person takes responsibility for a 
particular role or part. Societies 
throughout history have functioned 
well with each doing their special skill, 
be it flint knapping or medicine 
woman. Roles can be a joy when you 
'choose what role you will play and do 
your best at it. As everyone's work 
compliments each others the result 
can be spectacular. In most cases, how- 
ever, this concept is severely flawed by 
the inclusion of the hierarchical struc- 
ture, assigning radically different val- 
ues to the various roles and generally 
developing a pyramid of power with 
the more "valuable" roles given much 
more status, (and in industry 50-300 
times more money). 

So long as they are judged in this 
hierarchical manner, roles will be op- 
pressive. The concept that, in a team 
effort, one role is more important than 
another just doesn't make sense. Roles 
are, in most cases, interdependent and

so should carry equal importance. Judg- 
ing someone's value by the role they 
take on doesn't wash. Yet, in this soci- 
ety that is the norm. 

Within EF! I feel that folks 
work very hard to eliminate the rank- 
ing of roles. In doing actions it be- 
comes clear, very quickly, that every 
role is vital. Often however, important 
tasks don't get done because no one is 
willing to take on an overview role and 
be accused of trying to be "the leader" 
of this band of anarchists. So this very 
necessary role often goes undone. At 
the very first Maxxam tree sit (1986), I 
observed the woman who became my 
main "role model" in Earth First!, MB. 
She always seemed to have the total 
picture of an action in her head and 
would take on every task necessary to 
reach the desired goal. Including di- 


directing, teaching us how to work in 
consensus, doing a non-violence train- 
ing for the whole group before the 
action, and always taking care of the 
loose strands that usually get ignored 
because no one is paying attention. 
This meant that, if there was equip- 
ment in danger of being confiscated, 
MB saw to it's protection, even if she 
had to hide it and herself under the 
forest duff all night as police and log- 
gers walked within feet of her nose. It 
meant that she took it upon herself to 
observe everything that was happen- 
ing and "take responsibility" when 
needed for a smooth running action. 

Let's look at roles & the over- 
view concept; A non-violence prep 
should happen a day or two before the 
action planning meeting, but with the 
totally loose structure of everyone try- 
ing to be "not in charge" it gets ig- 
nored. At the action planning meeting 
the momentum builds to such a pace 
that there sometimes just isn't time for 
one. While folks with a lot of actions 
under their belt tend to downplay the 
need for training (me included), a good 
training can prevent many problems 
and some dangerous situations. People 
especially need to know what to expect 
on their first arrest, and what jail soli- 
darity is, and can accomplish. 

Some other important tasks an 
overview role would cover include: 
Make sure there is enough water and 
food on site for everyone, a crowd with 
low blood sugar is not fun. Get food and 
water to the musicians. Remind folks 
not to bring address books & mailing 
lists to the action. Check that someone 
is seeing to the comfort of the folks in 
lock down . Observe the way the action 
is going and what could improve it 
(like setting up a tent and cooking to 
show that we really mean to stay). 
Watch for anyone doing clearly uncool 
things, and get them out of there if 
they are apt to endanger everyone. 
Monitor interactions with the police to 
make sure folks are clear on 
who the target of the action is. 
Safeguard gear in danger of 
confiscation, including trying 
to get banners back from the 
police before they go to the 
station. Keep track of every- 
one who gets arrested. Direct 
media people to the media 
spokespeople. Keep the fun 
level high, hooray for the San 
Juan pogo dancers and John 
Denver Society! Once there 
have been arrests, see to it that 
there is enough jail support. 
The jail support people may 
need a break to go eat, and 
folks getting out of jail will 
need a ride. Make sure folks 
holding ID or car keys for an arrestee 
keep the jail support informed of their 
whereabouts. 

I'm sure that this list could run on 
and on. A really smooth action has 
most of the participants alert to any- 
thing that needs doing and taking care 
of it or seeing that someone does, but 
perfect actions are few and far between . 
Having a few people actually assigned 
to an overview role is a great idea. 

Don't be afraid to take respon- 
sibility, the action will only be as good 
as the amount of energy people put 
into it. Just like magic! 

The Role of Earth First! — - 

Roles are important on a larger 
scale too. Many feel EF! should do 
everything in the movement from com- 
munity organizing to lawsuits. This 
waters down our effectiveness as we 




resources or organization to do well. 
When EF! gets involved in community 
organizing they immediately have to 
start making compromises out of re- 
spect to the community. This has hap- 
pened in Ecotopia, where loggers now 
write newspaper articles telling their 
brothers that; it's OK, Earth First! is 
willing to compromise and they just 
want to save trees so that loggers will 
have more to cut! While I agree that 
mass and community organizing have 
to be increased within the movement, 
I strongly feel that EF! has a different 
and very special role to play in the

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campaign. EF! is the Wild Child, the 
shock troops, the radicals, and, yes, the 
cudgel that other environmental 
groups can wave about when they are 
doing their negotiations. We need to 
hold fast to asking for it all. I support 
EF!ers who form groups under other 
banners to build coalitions, thereby 
hot diluting the EF! image. We need to 
be tougher and wilder, not kinder and 
gentler. 

Understanding that 
every role within the 
movement is impor- 
tant we can feel good 
about . accepting the 
roles EF! are best at 
and simply concen- 
trate on those, EF! was 
conceived when some 
activists realized that 
while many environ- 
mental groups were 
dealing with negotia- 
tions, lobbying, and 
mass organizing, no 
group was demand- 
ing a return of lands 
to the wild, defining 
an actual improve- 
ment in the health of 
the ecosystem. No 
group dared to say "If 
you don't protect that 
certain area we will 
make it too costly for 
you by destroying 
your equipment." A 
Wild Child was 
needed. The main 
strength and power 


and unknown activists who take out a 
piece of equipment, increasing the cost 
of an operation beyond its economic 
feasibility, are effective because their 
moves cannot be predicted. The mil- 
lions of dollars being funneled into the 
Wise Use Movement can't stop the 
night stalker. Condemning ecotage 
because it increases the chance for vio- 
lence against activists is putting hu- 
mans before the Earth. The violence is 
increasing no matter what we do, we 
can choose a position of power or we 
can cave in to intimidation. 

We are also effective when we 
physically defend an area while others 
are doing the legal maneuvering that 
could stop the project. These actions 
often save a forest or stop a develop- 
ment. The brave Wild Child does this 
well. 

Another reason for EF! to be in- 
volved in a visible demonstration is to 
whistle blow or gain publicity for an 
issue that the mainstream is unaware 
of. In this modern world of sound 
bites we have to be outrageous to get 
past media's corporate bias. Arrests 
often are no longer enough to achieve 
this goal. There has to be a twist to the 
story, something they can't ignore. A 
demonstration has to have to have 
cohesion in addition to trie wild ele- 
ment to succeed. A boring demonstra- 
tion will keep the media away the 
next time you have an issue. Forget 
putting energy into doing lots of me- 
diocre demos. Quantity doesn't get 
you what quality can. 

However, while planning an action 
we have to consider the consequences 
of years in court dealing with SLAPP 
suits. With this new corporate strat- 
egy, perhaps the time has come for 
ways to publicize issues that go be- 
yond shutting them down for a day 
with lock downs. Tying up some ac- 
tivists for years fighting corporate 
Amerika on their judicial playing field 
costs us more than them. We don't 
have a team of lawyers on retainer and 
tax write-offs to cover expenses. The 
Wild Child doesn't play the game their 
way, but in unpredictable and offbeat 
ways that don't fit the rules. That is our 
challenge^ and I believe that is our role.

wild, even though the animal used to 
have the largest range of any native 
mammal in the western hemisphere. 

Also known as cougar, it is the 
second largest cat in North America, 
second slightly to the jaguar. Despite 
its size and weight, it moves with roll- 
ing grace, with hardly a sound. Stalk- 
ing its prey, it often approaches very 
close before charging swiftly to make a 
kill. The attack is made toward the 
head, to break the animals neck. 

Mountain lions do not usually 
attack human beings, especially if deer, 
their favorite food, is available. But if 
a human being were an easy target, 
such as myself, then there is no reason 
to believe the mountain lion would 
not take advantage, as most predators 
are also opportunist s bv nature.

me, and it nearly did. It shattered my 
pelvis and left me crippled for life. My 
organizing companion, Darryl 
Chemey, who was riding with me in 
the car, was also injured, although not 
seriously. Then adding to the outrage, 
police and FBI moved in within min- 
utes and arrested me and Darryl, say- 
ing that it was our bomb and we were 
knowingly carrying it. For eight weeks 
they slandered us in the press, attempt- 
ing to portray us as violent and dis- 
credit Redwood Summer, until they 
were finally forced to drop charges for 
lack of evidence. But to this day, no 
serious investigation of the bombing 
has been conducted, and the bomber 
remains at large. 

There were indications in ad- 
vance that the attack on me was mi- 
sogynist as well as political. For ex- 
ample one of the death threats de- 
scribed us as "whores, lesbians, and 
members of N.O.W." But soon after 
the bombing, a letter was received that 
left no doubt. It was signed by some- 
one calling himself the Lord's Avenger, 
and it took credit for the bombing. It 
described the bomb in exact detail and 
explained in chilling prose why the 
Lord's Avenger wanted me dead. 

It was not just my "paganism ^ 
.and d efense of the forest that outraged 1 
Jlim. The Lord's Avenger also recalled 
an abortion clinic defense that I had 
led years ago. "I saw Satan's flames y 
, shoot forth from her mouth her eye$ 
and ears, proving forever that this is no 
Godly woman, no Ruth full of obedi- 
ence to procreate and multiply the 
children of Adam throughout the world 
as is God's will. 'Let the woman learn 
in silence with all subjection. But I 
suffer not a woman to teach, nor to 
usurp authority over the man, but to be j 
in silence (Timothy 2:11).'" ' 

Other misogynist hate litera- 
ture about me was also distributed while 
I lay devastated in the hospital. The 
worst was from the Sahara Club, an 
anti-environmental group who wrote 
in their newsletter, "BOMB THAT 
CROTCH!" Judi Bari, the Earth First! 
bat slug who blew herself halfway to 
hell and back while transporting a bomb 
in her Subaru, held a press conference 
in San Francisco. ...Bari who had her 
crotch blown off, will never be able to 
reproduce again. We're just trying to 
figure out what would volunteer to 
inseminate her if she had all her parts. 
The last we heard, Judi and her friends 
were pouting and licking their 
wounds." 

But meanwhile out in the for- 
est, Redwood summer went on with- 


out me. Before the bombing I was one 
of the few women who had taken a 
prominent leadership role in Earth First! 
But after the bombing, it was the 
women who rose to take my place. 
Redwood Summer was the feminiza- 
tion of Earth First!, with 3/4 of the 
leadership made up by women. Our 
past actions in the Redwood region 
had drawn no more than 150 partici- 
pants. But 3,000 people came to Red- 
wood Summer , blocking logging op- 
erations and marching through timber 
towns in demonstrations reminiscent 
of those against racism in the South. 
And despite incredible tension and 
provocation, and despite the grave vio- 
lence done to me, Earth First! main- 
tained both our presence and our non- 
violence throughout the summer. 

Being the first women-led ac- 
tion, Redwood Summer has never got- 
ten the respect it deserves from the old 
guard of Earth First! But it has pro- 
foundly affected the movement in the 
redwood region. It brought national 
and international attention to the 
slaughter of the redwoods. The 2,000- 
year old trees of Headwaters Forest, 
identified, named and made an issue of 
by Earth First!, are now being preserved 
largely due to our actions. The legacy 
of our principled and non-violent stand 
in Redwood Summer has gained us 
respect in our communities, .and al- 
lowed us to continue and build our 
local movement. And our Earth First! 
group here, recently renamed Ecotopia 
Earth First!, is probably the only truly 
gender-balanced group I have ever 
worked in, now equally led by strong 
women and feminist men. 

I believe that the reason I was 
subjected to such excessive violence 
was not just what I was saying, but the 
fact that .a woman was saying it. I 
recently attended a workshop in Ten- 
nessee on violence and harassment in 
the Environmental movement. There 
were 32 people in the ci rcle, drawn 
from all over the country. As we each 
told ou r tale. I was struck by the fact 
most serious acts of violence^ 
" had all been done to wome n Anri n~f^ 
course this is no surprise. Because it is 
hatred of the feminine, which is 
re hatred of life, that has helped bring 
ibout the destruction of the plane!

As I educate myself about the 
current state of global soils, ocean, 
groundwater, forests and peoples, I am 
becoming convinced that the basic sup-

In tact, if we lived in many parts of the 
Earth right now, in El Salvador, large 
parts of Africa and Asia Or eastern Eu- 
rope, for example, we would be aware 
that the basic support systems for life 
are collapsing.

About the time that I began to 
personally confront my realizations 
about the sources and the extent of the 
disease which is killing wilderness, I 
began to make my living by working as 
a nurses' aid. I worked in a nursing 
home in Portland, Oregon, for a year, 
worked for a home health care agency 
for two years, and now work with Hos- 
pice and other health care agencies to 
assist dying patients in their homes. 

The deaths which I have at- 
tended have felt very much like births 
to me. When a person is ready to die a 
silvery feeling begins to pervade the 
room. It feels to me then like there is a 
silver light which surrounds the dying 
person. The air becomes charged with 
a feeling that I can only call joy. Part of 
the peaceful feeling is a sense of a task, 
or a block of learning, having been 
completed by the dying person. Al- 
though I do not know what happens to 
a person's consciousness after death, at 
these moments my psychic sense is so 
strong that I have several times word- 
lejsly found myself acting as a witness

It is as if the vast web of inter- 
connections among Us which we 
scarcely acknowledge during most of 
our lives becomes visible at times of 
great transition. In order for these 
things to happen, the web must be 
active at those other unacknowledged 
times, too. 

My experiences with dying 
people are helping me to transmute 
my despair as I consider what is hap- 
pening to the Earth. Death seems to be 
a changing point along a much wider 
road of the soul than I had been able to 
believe before. 

Surely it is not something to be 
feared. It seems much better to realis- 


A Vision of Healing 
^ In the early summer of 1987, 
standing with friends in a prayer circle 
at a powerful spot in Oregon's Colum- 
bia Gorge, I had a vision of the death 
and rebirth of life on Earth, or at least 
on the continent of North Ampri^a I 
'saw" a whirlwind blowing across a 
lifeless landscape, then I saw a thick 
black cloud which covered the north- 
ern part of the continent. For the rest 
of the vision, I seemed to be at a van- 
tage point in Baja California, where I 
glimpsed successive stages of growth of 
abundant green life as it returned to 
the Earth. The colors of my vision were 
extraordinarily vivid. The vision was 
like a waking dream but it was more 
coherent than any dream I can remenv, 
. ber. 

Islon gives me great hope 
that life will indeed return abundantly 
to the Earth. I believe I had this dream 
because by fully accepting the possibil- 
ity of the death of the Earth I had 
opened my conscious mind to con- 
ceive of the possibility of rebirth. It 
seems to me that the best way for me to 
work toward the return of a green and 
beautiful Earth is to follow the largest, 
deepest processes that I am aware of 
within myself, for it is these processes 
which merge with the consciousness 
of all life. 

Personal Transformation 

As I become free from the fear 
of death, I am beginning to consider 
the great natural miracle of healing. 
When the Earth is injured, as in a forest 
clearcut for example, all her natural 
systems immediately begin to heal the 
wound. Wewestemhumanssitaround 
and marvel at our vast technological 
know-how but if we slice our finger we 
don't even know how or why it heals! 
But it does heal anyway. All natural 
systems continually work toward bal- 
ance ancEharmony. 

(/Therefore, I am beginning to 
seek tofoster healing in the only heart 
that I can directly change, my owrv? 

In confrontations between en- 
vironmentalists and loggers, I am no 
firing more and more how much alike 
we all are here in America. Some of us 
value our families and communities 
while acting out our fears and insecuri- 
ties by abusing the Earth. Some of us 
campaign for the Earth while abusing 
our bodies, our loved ones, and even 
our fellow environmentalists. We are 
all trying to deal with similar fears in 
different ways. 

Collectively, we carry the his- 
tory of humanity around inside us. We 
learn it from our parents. Most of us 
' who are white are the children of the 
children of displaced peasants of Eu- 
rope who were thrown off their ances- 
tral lands by the Industrial Revolution. 
We are the sons and daughters of mil- 
lions of women murdered as witches. 
We are the aboriginal peoples of Eu- 
rope conquered by invading empires. 
We have lost our homes, our sense of 
place. We carry all of the hurts of the 
ages around with us in the form of our 
attitudes toward ourselves and others. 

As we heal ourselves, we heal 
the generations. We heal our children. 
Because we are one with all life, we heal 
all life as we heal our consciousness. 

How does the process of heal- 
ing unfold? There are probably thou-, 
sands of ways to heal but love is always 
the healing force. / 


Women in the Movement: 

An Interview With Karen Pickett

Earth First! ers, acting out of a deeper sense 
ofconnectedness and response-ability, have 
made national headlines in the last de- 
cade putting their very bodies on the line. 
While the media focused on vocal male 
personalities, the day-to-day work of orga- 
nizing a movement has largely fallen on 
the shoulders of a few unacknowledged 
women. Of these, none have worked harder 
or accomplished more than Karen Pickett. 
This interview was done at the 1991 Round 
River Rendezvous in Vermont. 

Lone Wolf: What was your earliest 
conscious connection with nature? 

Karen Pickett: I grew up out in the 
country with an appreciation of what 
was around me. The town I grew up in 
was Kingston, a small town of 4,000 
people which is about 40 miles south 
of Boston, on the top of Cape Cod. It is 
an area of woods and fields and lakes 
and very little concrete. For a long 
time, into my late childhood, I as- 
sumed that the rest of the world was 
like that. We lived right on a lake, and 
water has always been very important 
to me. I was personally offended 
when I first encounteredlarge expanses 
of concrete. Ifthiswasthe way that the 
rest of the world was, something had 
gone awry. 

riMuch of the appreciation that 
I had for the natural world was influ- 
enced by my mother, who would haul 
the kids out in a snowstorm to look at 
how the snow lay on the branches of 
the freest My grandmother was like 
that too. Those two people laid the 
foundation. They were both very strong 
women, although my mother didn't 
find herself until after the kids were 
grown. 

I've always been grounded by 
having my bare feet touch the Earth. 
There's something about pavement 
and concrete that I just can't tolerate. 
When I feel myself getting crazy I know 
what I need to do; take off my shoes 
and touch my bare feet on the bare 
earth and make that vital connection 
with the real world.

I never thought 
about being an activist, as my political 
consciousness grew, or what an activist 
was, but I was drawn to something that 
was "hands on." Earth First! is not just 
hands-on, it's bodies on! Being in- 
volved in recycling, I saw individuals 
could be empowered to actually do 
something, physically, to work on the 
environmental problems.

KP: Our group was three men and 
three women. Some of the organizers 
and support people were women. Mary 
Beth Nearing was a key person in the 
campaign, pearly all-thgblockade 
groups included women. 

LW: Did you ever find that a woman 
didn't have as much say in the deci- 
sion-making process? 

KP: I had been intimidated, like most 
women, besides being a pretty shy per- 
son to begin with. But the whole 
experience was so empowering I really 
came out of it a different person. It 
wasn't instantaneous, but it was em- 
powering in a revelationary way; it has 
been this long path from there that got 
me to where I am now. The blockade 
itself didn't have so much to do with 
being assertive as just standing one's 
ground firmly and watching a bull- 
dozer that was coming down the road 
stop. We stopped it! I had wondered 
whether we could stop these huge 
monstrous things that are happening. 
Yes we can, I decided! 

- I've done a lot of actions 
since that first fateful one. And part of 
my path has been coming around to 
being comfortable as a media spokes- 
person, running a meeting, orienting 
new people and organizing actions.

LW: How do you keep from having 
despair affect your work, your effec- 
tiveness? 

KP: I go to the Earth First! Round River 
Rendezvous (laughs). Earth First! hu-

LW: We don't need to call it anything. 
It just is, and it hurts to see it impover- 
ished. What is your advice to people? 

They 
recognize the destruction, but they fail 
to recognize their abstracted world as 
the concrete mirage it really is. 


KP: A key is for people to believe in 
their own power. This doesn't mean 
that I manage to have faith in it all the 
time.

Update on Logging and Resistance in Sarawak

Reforestation:Sarawak Appeals For 
Help 

At the opening ceremony of 
the 13th session of the International 
Tropical Timber Council (ITTC) held 
recently in Yokohama, Japan, the 
Sarawak Chief Minister Tan Sri Datuk 
Patinggi Hj. Taib Mahmud appealed 
for financial assistance from 
international bodies for its reforestation 
and rehabilitation programme. 

It is an irony for the Chief 
Minister to call for such an appeal 
because for years the state government 
always claimed that billions of ringgit 
were earned through royalties from 
the timber industry, which is the second 
main source of revenue and royalties 
for the state after petroleum. 

The timber companies have 
also made billions in profits by 
indiscriminately exploiting the forest 


resources and investing in foreign 
countries. Some of these companies 
are looking forward to carrying out 
logging in Cambodia, Papua New 
Guinea and Guyana. 

In the 1970s aggressive logging 
started in natural forests. At the end of 
1986 more than 6 million hectares or 
60% of the total remaining forested 
land in Sarawak was under logging 
licence. In 1990, with log production 
at 18.8 million cubic meters, it was 
estimated that up to 494,700 hectares 
of forest was logged. Up to 1990 a 
staggering 4.1 million ha of natural 
forest area was being logged. 
Blockades 

Recently the Sarawak State 
Government announced a reduction 
in timber production by 50-70% for 
the last 4 months of 1992 to achieve 
the 18 million m 3 target set by 
themselves. This was to fulfil the State's 
promise to reduce by 1.5 million m 3 
from the 1991 production level. It also 
announced that at least 30 - 40% of 
workers had been retrenched. Despite 
the proclamation, excessive logging is 
still going on throughout the state and 
timber companies are operating at a 
ferocious pace. 

As a result of intensive logging, 
blockades have been staged by native 
communities in Sarawak. 

A group of 41 Iban natives, 
including two women, were held in 
police custody for two weeks at Sibu 
prison. They were arrested on 
November 1 for blockading a timber 
road off the Sibu-Bintulu road, about 
109 km from Sibu. 

Logging has been carried on in 
theareasince 1983 byTekun Enterprise 
and Hock Leong Enterprise under a 
timber license owned by Forescom 
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Plywood Bhd. An agreement was signed 
after the companies promised to 
employ the local villagers and that it 
would pay the good will sum of M$2 
per ton for timber extracted and sold 
from their area. The villages' headmen 
were promised a monthly allowance 
of M$150 each. 

The natives alleged that the 
company had cheated them on the 
tonnages of logs produced, giving each 
household only M$8 each year for 
three years. There were few 
employment opportunities given to the 
local villagers and the village headmen 
never received their monthly 
allowance. The communities had 
sought, in vain, to negotiate with the 
company for years. 

With the arrest of the 41 Ibans, 
this has brought up the total number 
of arrests to 95 for this year of natives 


protesting the encroachment of logging 
companies onto their customary land 
and forest. 

Update on Court Cases 

Since 1987, hundreds of natives 
have been arrested, imprisoned and 
charged in court for timber blockades. 
They have attended court hearings 
several times in Marudi, Limbang and 
Miri. 

Their cases were always 
adjourned because in most hearings 
the prosecutor failed to produce their 
witnesses. This has led to a backlog of 
Native cases. 

Next year, there will be more 
than 20 court cases pending for fixing 
of trial dates and the trials themselves. 

On November 14, the Miri 
Session Court Judge Puan Mariah 
Ahmad adjourned the case of 26 Penans 
after four of the accused had testified in 
court. The hearing for the case will be 
on February 8 next year. 

The 26 Penans were charged 
with wilfully obstructing an assistant 
Forest Officer from dismantling a 
blockade on a timber road. If found 
guilty, the sentence would be up to two 
years imprisonment and/or a fine of 
M$6000. The 26 Penans were released 
on M$3000 bail with one surety each. 
Thomas Jalong Stopped From 
Leaving Malaysia 

Thomasjalong, a staff member 
of Sahabat Alam Malaysia based in 
Sarawak was prevented from leaving 
for Japan at the Kuala Lumpur 
International Airport on the night of 
November 10th. His passport was 
confiscated at the airport Immigration 
counter and he was referred to the 
Immigration Department Security 
division. He was accompanied byjuwin 
Lehan, President of the Sarawak Penan 


Association who then did not continue 
with his journey to Japan. 

Thomas was due to address the 
Indigenous People Conference in Japan 
and also to attend the International 
Tropical Timber Organisation (ITTO) 
meeting in Yokohama, Japan. 

No Reduction Of Hill Logging 
Production 

The State Government has 
issued a directive to all timber 
companies to cut down production by 
up to 70% to 80% from early September 
until the end of the year, in view of the 
high production figures of 15 million 
m 3 for the first eight months of the 
year. The government made the 
directive as a first step to fulfil the 
requirements of the ITTO annual 
production quota of 9.2 million m 3 . 
The 1992 target is supposed to be 18 
million m 3 , down from 19 million m 3 
in 1991. 

Since September, SAM has 
made regular visits to a number of 
logging camps to observe the extent of 
forest destruction in the interior of 
Baram District. SAM noticed that there 
is actually no slowdown in the pace of 
logging operations. 

Bakun Project Revival 

The State Cabinet Minister of 
Finance and Public Utilities Datuk Dr. 
George Chan announced that the 
Bakun hydro electric project is going to 
be reviewed and implemented. The 
project has been shelved several times 
since it was first proposed. If 
implemented, the project will uproot 
more than 5000 natives and large tracts 
of land and forest will be destroyed. 

Oxford Cyclists 
Stop Traffic 

On 5th December, rush hour 
traffic in Oxford was gridlocked when 
forty cyclists from Green Action and 
Cyclox began pedalling en masse around 
the Plain, a strategic roundabout in the 
city, infamous for the number of 
accidents careless motorists have caused 
those on pushbike. 

The cops took over half an hour 
to arrive after their patrol car and van 
were trapped in the jam stretching all 
the way down Oxford High Street. 
Worse — for them — was that the cyclists 
were behaving entirely legally. Tobreak 
up the demo, they were eventually 
forced to arrest one Green Action 
activist for riding without lights and 
threatening others with the same fate. 
Naturally, the cops couldn't catch them 
as they cycled away down the empty 
exit lanes from the Plain. 

The arrestee was released 
without charge.

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Coyotes 
Unwelcome in

The North Carolina Wildlife 
Resources Commission (NCWRC) has 
classified the coyote as a "non-game 
wildlife species" (like groundhogs) and 
is proposing an open, unrestricted 
hunting season on the wily canine. 

Since large native predators 
have been exterminated in the 
Southeast, there has been an open 
niche in the ecosytem. To fill that 
niche, the coyote has migrated into 
North Carolina from the West (where 
it is hunted without restriction) and 
has naturalized itself in the Katuah 
bioregion. Pockets of coyote 
settlement have also occurred in the 
eastern part of the state, probably as a 
result of human introduction. 

The coyotes' movement into 
the region proves that it is impossible 
to attempt to abolish the role of 
Predator from an ecosystem. Wildlife 
agencies are aware of this, yet continue 
to- advocate extermination programs. 
"Nobody believes that the coyote 
population can be eradicated," said 
Perry Sumner of the NCWRC, "but we 
don't want to hinder anybody's efforts 
to control a specific situation." 

There is concern that the 
coyotes will push native red foxes from 
the area (particularly by people who 
like to hunt red foxes) and that they 
will hurt efforts to reintroduce red 
wolves. The budget for red wolf 
reintroduction includes indemities to 
farmers who lose livestock to wolves, 
and NCWRC fears that farmers will 
insist on reimbursement for animals 
killed by coyotes, draining the 
reintroduction budget. (An argument 
against indemnities, if I ever heard 
one!)

Ecotopian Court 
Victory in 
Albion 

In the latest turn in a four-year 
battle over logging near homes and 
sensitive wildlife habitat, Ecotopia 
Earth Firstlers and other community 
activists won a court victory over 
Louisiana-Pacific when Mendocino 
County, CA Superior Court Judge James 
Luther announced his Jan. 6 decision 
in a lawsuit filed in May, 1989. The 
ruling cancels state approval of Timber 
Harvest Plan (THP) 1-89-114 for a 
logging operation in Kaisen Gulch in 
the Albion River Watershed by L-P. 

The revoked plan was one of 
three THP's fought with an intensive 
and empowering direct action 
campaign last summer. The other two 
THPs were originally included in the 
victorious lawsuit, but they were 
dropped by the local Superior Court. 
These two operations are planned to 
occur on the beautiful Enchanted 
Meadow along the Albion River, and 
are now being fought in the State 
Appeals Court. Meanwhile, L-P is 
pursuing a SLAPP (Strategic Lawsuit 
Against Public Participation) against 
last summer's directaction participants.

Pandora 
Panderers Put in 
Their Place 

It's an ugly day in the 
neighborhood of Pandora. Fifty-three 
families living on the property of 
Newmont and Idarado mining 
companies are being evicted from their 
homes. Poor families. Prior to being 
given the boot, however, the neighbors 
had supported a greatly reduced clean- 
up plan in exchange for a promise that 
they could continue to live on a tailings 
pile. The mining companies made 
their promise, then, surprise, surprise, 
told the Pandorians to get the hell out. 
Can you say "duped" boys and girls? I 
think you can. 

After years of litigation and 
negotiation, a vastly reduced plan was 
approved for cleaning up the Idarado/ 
Newmont mine atTelluride and Ouray. 
Initial estimates for stanching the flow 
of heavy metals into two river systems 
ranged from $50 to $70 million. In 
July, District CountyJudgeJimCarrigan 
approved a compromise plan proposed 
by the state and the mining company 
which gets the price tag down to $11 
million. Some of the concessions from 
state pollution enforcers that made this 
cost-cutting possible include: 

• Tailings piles will not have to 
be covered with clay liners or earthen 
caps. Idarado will be allowed to try its 
unproven and controversial "direct 
revegetation" in which seed, straw and 
fertilizer are tilled directly into the 
tailings; 

, • Downstream tailings in the 

river course will not have to be removed 
and consolidated on high ground; 

• The state will not require 
construction of new lagoons to filter 
metals out of river headwaters; 

• Monitoring of the river will 
occur at limited points and would only 
measure zinc-loading. A lower standard 
for zinc will be enforced. 

So, even if you want to live in a 
toxic waste dtlmp, the mining giants 
just might not let you stay. And if you 
don’t want to live in a toxic waste 
dump... well, you can either move to 
New Pandora, wherever that may be, 
or you can sab the bastards.

Despite overwhelming 
opposition to the construction of Little 
Goose Road in the Big Horn Mountains 
of Wyoming, the Forest Service 
continues to ramrod their unacceptable 
roadbuilding plan. Because of the rich 
cultured and spiritual significance of 
the Big Horn Mountains, tribal 
members from three states have 
expressed vehement opposition of 
Forest Service logging and road building 
plans. 

Harry Little Bird Sr, a North 
Cheyenne elder said, "There are sacred 
burial sites and camp sites . . . that would 
be impacted and ultimately destroyed 
by roads, earth cutting, forest tree 
cutting; not only these sites but animal 
habitats and water disturbance also." 

Tribal Council members from 
the Crow, N. Cheyenne and Oglala 
Sioux have noted that communications 
from the Forest Service have been 
inadequate or non-existent. Pete Swift 
Bird, a traditional pipe carrier for the 
Red Cloud band of Sioux, said the 
Forest Service should respect burial 
grounds and is obliged to protect them 
under the Indian Religous Freedom 
Act. Traditional Crow tribal people 
claim the Crow Nation has always kept 
the whole Big Horn Mountains sacred.

We collected several bags of 
toxic styrofoam from a variety of 
sources, including local streams, and 
took them to the source. One fine 
November day, we dumped boxes of 
pellets, disposable coffee cups and large 
slabs of polystyrene foam in their 
downtown DC offices (3 blocks from 
the White House). 

PPC director Jerry Johnson 
once said that it was his "opinion that 
more global warming is being caused 
by the hot air of 'environmentalists' ... 
than by any CFCs that were used in the 
past years by the polystyrene industry. " 
But styrofoam still destroys the 
atmosphere. Some styrofoam still uses 
Freon-22, called CFC-22by DuPont for 
until 1988, when they renamed it H- 
CFC-22 to facilitate greenwashing "no 
CFCs used" claims. And even when all 
styrofoam is banned everywhere (there 
are petroleum-free corn starch 
alternatives available for the 
"necessary" uses, such as bike helmets), 
the Freon used in its manufacture will 
continue to eat the ozone for many 
years. Styrofoam is vinyl benzene 
polymer, and leaches toxics into hot 
and/or acidic foods. 

PPC is funded by Dow 
Chemical (which owns the trade name 
Styrofoam), Amoco, Arco and other 
styTO manufacturers. It attempts to 
thwart styrofoam bans by falsely 
claiming the environmental 
friendliness and recyclability of 
polystyrene. Reprocessed foams cannot 
be used for food containers, and how 
many plastic park benches does Earth 
need? 

It is unconscionable to promote 
the use of non-biodegradable, toxic, 
ozone-layer eating styrofoam made 
from fossil fuels that took hundreds of 
millions of years to accumulate. Dozens 
of communities from Suffolk County, 
NY to Portland, OR have banned it, 
causing no damage to local economies. 

If we cannot ban styrofoam, 
how can we tackle bigger issues of 
climate • change, nuclear waste and 
ozone? Packaging reduction and 
prevention is the only realistic solution 
to the massive American garbage crisis. 
Reduce, reuse, recycle and reject! 


This proposal is reminiscent of Ed 
Abbey's polemic in Desert Solitaire to 
ban cars from all National Parks. Parts 
of the park resemble being in the 
mountains, especially near the creek's 
rapids.

A Night on the Slopes

About the Author: When not 
employed at his summer job as a feller- 
buncher operator for Infinity Forest Prod- 
ucts Ltd. of Osaka, Japan, he was mainte- 
nance supervisor at Snomess Valley, Utah, 
in the James Watt National Forest, some 
of the most beautiful chairlift-accessible 
wilderness in the lower 48. He did not 
write this article out of some great environ- 
mental awareness, but because he was 
pissed off at his former boss due to a 
dispute over where to throw his beer cans. 

A word about chair lift mainte- 
nance for those of you who wish to 
keep your National Forest roadless ar- 
eas "yuppie-free in '93/': If you want to 
turn your local chair lift into a million- 
dollarhitchin' post, first consider you'd 
rather have the lift not start in the 
morning than to go down when it is 
occupied. 

The two basic types of chair 
lifts are Direct Drive and High-Speed 
Detachable. Generally all chair lifts 
have a drive terminal at one end, also 
known as the motor house, these are 
usually protected by elaborate security 
systems known as padlocks, but can be 
defeated with a good pair of bolt cut- 
ters. Inside the motor house you should 
find the maun drive controls, circuit 
breaker panels, computer cards for 
safety sensors, the auxiliary drive en- 
gine (usually a large American auto 
engine from the muscle-car era), the 
service brake and emergency brake sys- 
tems, telephone boxes, drive belts, and 
my favorite, the main gear box. 

Next, a little bit about chair lift 
anatomy: First, every chair lift has a 
top and a bottom. Generally, people 
get on at the bottom and get off at the 
top, and they do it all day long. At each 
end of the chair lift are two giant pul- 
ley-like wheels called bullwheels. The 
cable runs around the bullwheels and 
over smaller wheels, known as shivs, to 
guide the cable over the towers and up 
the mountain. The chairs are usually 
bolted to the cable. Normally at the 
bottom end of the lift there is a tension 
carriage which consists of a large con- 
crete weight to hold the chair and 
adjust for changing loads. It is recom- 
mended that you not tamper with the 
integrity of the main cable, the tension 
assembly, bullwheels, chairs, towers or 
shivs, as these are structural in nature 
arid support the weight of the passen- 
gers. 

Better targets for sabotage are 
derailment sensors. Usually these are 
some type of electronic device with a 
trigger bar above and below, or sur- 
rounding the cable. In the event of a 
derailment, the circuit would be bro- 
ken and the chair lift could not start. 
By cutting the wires or damaging the 
sensors, you could cause the computer 
to indicate a derailment, thereby ceas- 
ing to function, when this is in fact not 
the case. These sensors are located near 


the loading and unloading areas, also 
similar devices are located on each 
of the towers. 

Systems are either electronic 
or hydraulic. Commonly, hydraulic 
brakes set when pressure is released 
from the system. Cutting of hydraulic 
lines will reduce system pressure to 
zero, causing the brakes to trigger, 
putting the lift out of order. This will 
give that part of the moun- 
tain a day off. 

Drive belts: Cut the bastards. 
'Nuf said. 

DC Drive motor: Normally a 
high voltage motor, with 480 volts 
being common. If you intend to dance 
on this machine, you should be a skilled 
electrician and use extreme caution. 
While we are on the subj ect, if you can 
do this without frying yourself, don't 
forget the circuit breakers. 

Telephones: A chair lift opera- 
tor uses the telephone 
to call for service; no 
phone equals more 
downtime. Cutting any 
phone cables, handsets 
and computer wires can 
be accomplished 
quickly with a great re- 
turn on the inconve- 
nience scale. Remem- 
ber, you want to be sure 
the chair does not start 
in the morning. A com- 
mercially available "out 
of order" sign would get 
the message across, and, 
if cleaned of finger- 
prints, is virtually un- 
traceable. A message 
written in the snow will 
melt — no evidence. If 
you do sab a ski lift, 
keep in mind that lift 
operators are just kids 
who want to ski for free 
and would probably 
agree with you on a lot of issues. Leav- 
ing them a box of donuts with a little 
note explaining why they get the day 
off would do wonders to gamer sup- 
port. 

Inside the motor house you 
can find the main control panel and 
the computer controls. The computer 
cards interface with the sensors and 
can render the lift inoperable if tam- 
pered with. High-speed detachable 
chairs have shit-loads more computer 
stuff top and bottom; to wrench their 
computers is to cripple the beast. Any 
sensors or switches you see, smash 
'em, cut the wires — one more reason 
the chair won't start. 

The High-Speed Detachable 
chair has a series of tires that drive the 
chair in the loading/unloading areas 
of the chair, deflating these tires in the 
usual fashion can be another problem 
for you to administer to these 
Disneyland imports. 

The auxiliary engine is your 


basic big block, muscle-wagon, hot rod 
motor, adapted to run a chairlift. Origi- 
nally all lifts were powered this way. 
These can be vivisected in the usual 
manner. Karo in the gas tank, grit in 
the gearbox, you know the routine I 
hope. 

Now for the heart of the beast, 
the main gearbox, located above the 
bullwheel in the drive terminal. It 
should be connected to the primary 
drive motor, and positioned near the 
auxiliary motor. Three words, GRIT, 
GRIT, GRIT. Now keep in mind this 
type of operation will undoubtedly 
make itself known at a time when the 
lift is running, and a properly trained 
ski patroller can safely and quickly 
evacuate a stopped lift (it happens all 
the time). But keep in mind the bad PR 
you will get: headlines reading Poor 
Poodle-Owning Yuppies’ Ski Holiday 
Ruined By Environmental Extremists.

In planning an action you 
should consider access. Being that most 
ski areas are in National Forests, you 
can generally find several roads nearby, 
although they are probably closed for 
the winter. You can make great time on 
skis. Telemark skis are the ticket for 
backcountry mountaineering. You can 
climb hills quite well if you know your 
stuff. A map of your local ski area can 
be obtained at your local sporting goods 
or ski-rental shop. The ski resorts gen- 
erally like to brag about elevations of 
their peaks andbuildings, so it shouldn't 
be too hard to match up things on a 
topo map and plan your routes accord- 
ingly. Mountain peaks often contain 
several lifts near one another, often all 
with drive terminals located together, 
due to electrical delivery concerns. 

Take a day, ski the mountain, 
bone-up on your telemark skiing, recon 
the place, plan evac routes noting how 


difficult it would be to ski at night, 
observe the machinery, check for locks 
and security systems, go to the cafete- 
ria and steal some lunch, then pick a 
target. A good target might be several 
chairs with drive terminals close to- 
gether, perhaps one that sits adjacent 
to a proposed expansion area or maybe 
a chair whose name you dislike for its 
anti-Native American tone. Don't for- 
get the grooming equipment, it's basi- 
cally a 'dozer with a heater, though 
they usually have smaller gasoline-pow- 
ered 4 or 6-cylinder engines. 

So that about covers it. Re- 
member: If you fuck with someone's 
machine leave 'em some donuts, but 
coffee would probably freeze before 
momin'. Plan ahead; keep yer mouth 
shut, the right tool for the right job, 
know your friends, dress warmly, don't 
get hurt, don't get caught, if you don't 
know how, don't fuck with it; keep 
your ski tips up, nobody likes a snitch.

Dear Internal Dispute for Brains, 

I would like to respond to Captain 
Paul Watson's diatribe in the Yule issue. I have 
met, and spoken with, the captain personally, 
and I found him to be one of the most soft- 
spoken and intelligent people I have ever met. 
So it is always with great amusement that I read 
his contributions to the foumal where he dons 
the mask of Pirate Paul Watson and regales us 
with his astonishing exploits in harsh 
language — a tone very different from the rather 
sanctimonious and pathetic dirges sent to the 
Sea Shepard Conservation Society membership. 
And why not? It pays to gear your pitch to your 
particular audience. I have nothing but 
admiration for Capt. Watson and the Sea 
Shepard crew. Their accomplishments say quite 
enough. However, I find the Captain's latest 
rant to be far beneath his usual abilities; so I feel 
compelled to respond. 

There seems to be a widespread 
consensus that there was a great and 
irreconcilable difference between Dave Foreman 
and the tjiocentric faction vs. those greenies 
and anarchists who concern themselves with 
human issues. Maybe I'm just fucking blind, 
but 1 never saw any great division, nor do I see 
any significant change' in the tone, philosophy 
or tactics of Earth First! since the departure of 
Foreman. What I know for certain is that we 
were hanging banners when Dave was around, 
and we’re still hanging banners. 1 agree that it's 
not an effective tactic. Has the captain got any 
specific suggestions? There aren't many 
driftnetters to ram in Utah. 

You see, my rap sheet reads like: 
Trespass, traspass, trespass, etc. ad nauseum. 
Most of this is from incidents that did not 
involve crossing any boundary, real or imagined . 
But, due to the sense of real estate — the inevitable 
heritage of agricultural civilization — the people 
with guns and badges feel they have the right to 
challenge the fact that you are standing on a 
given piece of earth, as though gravity gives you 
any choice in the matter. They are particularly 
anal about this when confronted by political 
opposition; and the courts do not hesitate to 
support them in this. It's a bit different on the 
high seas or in the back yards of countries 
which America feels less than entirely loyal to. 
1 trust the judgement of the Sea Shepherd 
membership in determining the most worthy 
targets for Sea Shepherd activities. I’m sure the 
primary factor is the simple question of who's 
doing the most damage to the biosphere. 
Nonetheless, if you fuck with American industry 
with the same intensity and directness you've 
exhibited towards certain Asian nations, you 
might have trouble finding a place todock. You 
might very well lose your boats and be reduced 
to hanging banners yourself, eh chum? 

Dave Foreman and the Wild Earth 
crew have poured a lot into fighting for the 
Earth. Theycan damn well decide forthemselves 
what they want to do or say; and I've got better 
things to do than bother them about It. But 
does the captain mean to suggest that the 
ponderous bit of wood pulp known as Wild 
Earth consititues serious, direct environmental 


defense? To quote the captain: "Get real and get 
a life." 

The captain seems to suggest that our 
collective impotence comes from Greenpeace. 
Greenpeace may have left a few dirty rings in the 
good captain's bathtub; but they're not real visible 
here in the Great Basin. I assure the captain that 
no-one will push me beyond my own conscience 
and intelligence, be they Greepeace, Capt. Paul 
Watson, or the Sebanese Christian Militia. 
Greenpeace is your pet peeve, captain, not mine. 

Actually, this biocentric vs humanist 
split may be a problem for EF! just because we 
continue to dispute this nonsense. The Yule staff 
editorial went on at length about the supposedly 
careless remarks ade about AIDS etc. Good 
Goddess! Are we still apologizing for that? Look 
people, those articles on AIDS were very well 
taken from an environmental perspective: 
Humans have become a super-predator, devouring 
the biosphere to a degree that overwhelms polite 
scientific terms like "carrying capacity" and AIDS 
maybe the one predator that can take us out. This 
is not likely to comfort someone with AIDS. I 
never sensed that this environmental truth was 
meant to be anti-gay. But some will take it that 
way no matter how gracefully we explain it. 
Biocentric truths will not be universally popular. 
Give it up. Dave Foreman said some stupid things. 
Mike Roselle has also said stupid things; and 
goodness known I've eaten my share of whoppers. 
But most people would laugh at me or Roselle. 
Can we not afford Dave Foreman the same 
courtesy? 

My point is that our internal debates get 
inflated to something larger than they really are. 
I recall that, during the long and unproductive 
debate over dogs vs no dogs at the rendezvous, 
someone sent the Journal a letter threatening to 
feed booby-trapped treats to dogs at the 
Rendezvous. The Journal staff printed it and were 
immediately attacked for advocating cruelty to 
dogs. (I guess it was later that Dave and John Davis 
were criticized for not printing all the letters they 
received. Hrtimmm...) This seems to be the 
pattern. Instead of taking a good, honest look at 
what a person is saying or doing, we immediately 
seize upon the worst possible interpretation and 
jump each other's shit. These criticisms usually 
say something like: "Earth First! should..." or 
"Earth First! ought to...." It's almost as though we 
are afraid to admit that these trivial gripes are just 
our personal opinions. So we compensate by 
inflating it into some grand, general truth of what 
EF! ought to do or be. I have actually witnessed 
EF!ers arguing over whether EF! is the type of 
group to pound drums all night or sing around the 
campfire. (Forgive me captain, you're right. We 
do need to get a life.) 

It is up to each of us, individually and/ 
or in our action groups, to figure out what Earth 
First! means and what to do about it. Once you've 
figured it out, don't bother me with it. Just get out 
there and do it. (ie action: an arena where the Sea 
Shepherd crew has succeeded quite nicely.)

Second, 
the point of the Long Beach rainforest action (at 
least from the participating Earth First! point of 
view) was to shut down the rainforest timber 
unloading operation. Earth First! did not participate 
in this action to hang banners or garner media. 
The media coverage and the banner pictures were 
simply the gravy being poured over the tofu 
turkey of crane occupation (which was successfully 
accomplished). 

Third, we all know that alliances with 
Greenpeace can be difficult to stomach. Shit 
happens frequently and many of us swear that we 
will never work with Greenpeace again, however, 
Greenpeace is not monolithic, and many local 
Greenpeace activists cannot tolerate the corporate/ 
sometimes sell-out nature of the organization 
anymore than we can. And many local 
Greenpeacers (and an occasional national 
heavyweight) do help Earth First! campaigns in 
covert and overt ways. And sometimes, it is mutually 
advantageous for us to wor k together. (Greenpeace 
can worry about public relations crud while we 
focus on "fucking shit up." But only sometimes. . .

Stop lecturing to the movement like 
we are washed up eco-deadbeats. I welcome your 
opinion, but this piece exhibits a bunker 
mentality that is neither inspiring nor is it 
productive. I believe that most Earth Firstlers 
deserve more respect 'cuz, just like you, we have 
earned It. The key issues that I feel you raise 
revolve around our supposed over-emphasis on 
banner-hanging and lack of focus on 
monkeywrenching. You could have stuck to a 
meaningful rave on what constitutes effective 
direct action in the '90s instead of railing on 
about what wimps we have become. 

As someone who is working on 
international forest campaigns. I'm looking for 
more strategic and tactical angles to add to the 
braincase. I'm looking for a bit more advice than, 
"Get real and get a life. This planet is under siege. 
Species and habitat eradication is escalating. 
TTiis ain't fun and games, this war, like in 
planetary survival against a violent, greedy, hell- 
bent-on-collective-suicide enemy." No shit 
Sherlock! 

In terms of the LA ship action, I'd like 
to correct a few inaccuracies. Peter Bral ver pulled 
out of the action in response to a personal 
conflict with another EF!er, not because he . . .was 
told by Greenpeacers that he was not welcome 
because of his association with Sea Shepherd." I 
repsect Bralver, and he did heaps of work to 
prepare the banners which you castigate. We 
overcame that and pulled off a decent action. We 
didn't sink the ship, but neither did we fall on 
our face. It wasn't just another banner- hanging, 
we did shut the ship down for six hours, costing 
our Korean cronies at Pan-Ocean Bulk Carriers 
some of their precious profits. The Coast Guard, 
Harbor police and Long Beach police didn't treat 
us like little kids engaging in romper room aboard 
a rainforest freighter. 1 and a 100 others who 
participated in the action, witnessed the standoff 
and it wasn't fucking milquetoast mate! 

I don't know whether we'll work with 
Greenpeace again, but I reckon that the LA 
Greenpeace office is good value. They have a 
pretty good idea of where EF! is coming from 
now, which they didn't before. I wholeheartedly 
agree with you that the overall Greenpeace 
structure (what you describe as a multinational 
eco-logical corporation) is worthy of criticism. 
But does that mean we should discard all their 
activists, campaigners, canvassers as worthless? 

As Lone Wolf says, we're a movement 
and we have to move and. that means moving 
outside our own clans and circles. You should try 
it sometime Paul, it's called networking. 

Undoubtedly, many EFlers involved 
with the LA ship action had serious problems 
working with Greenpeace. They were, as per 
usual, top-down in their approach to the action, 
nervous about working with Earth Firstlers and 
the Sea Shepherds and possessed by the media. 
But, ironically enough, I found that you are far 
more difficult to work with. Numerous Sea 
Shepherds were interested in taking part in the 
action, but you in no way helped to encourage 
their involvement or contribute anything more 
than a leaky whaler and a sailboat with no 
motor. I personally don't mind that the Sea 
Shepard does it's own thing, but, more and 
more, it dawns on me that you think of the Sea 
Shepherd's thing as your thing. Ifsno secret that 
many in the Sea Shepherd feel the same. 

The lesson for me, Paul, is that I view 
your attitude as the final indication of your long- 
standing unwillingness to work with other groups 
(even Earth First! groups) on joint direct action 
campaigns. But don't expect all of us to salute 
you after slagging off all the folks who worked on 
the LA action as well as the rest of the Earth First! 
movement to boot. May I remind you that most 
of your crews of "passionate ass-kicking, eco- 
buccaneers" are derived from Earth First! groups 
and contacts? 

Earth First! Is still the gutsiest eco- 
movement around and is not in jeopardy of 
becoming a corporate institution. Earth First! 
remains a broad-based movement filled with 
many different attitudes and approaches to 
protecting what's left of the planet. While I agree 
with you that we need to find new ways to be 
more radical and more effective, the type of war 
we're waging is filled with words, gestures, 
symbolic direct action, non-violent violence (i.e. 
self-defense), and monkeywrenching. I am 
working to build a movement of ecological 
activists not only capable of defending the earth 
but also able to convince other movements, 


activists, groups why a biocentric approach is 
the planet's only salvation. 

Each campaign is different, and far be 
it from me to dictate what it takes to execute 
actions that lead to a successful outcome. But 
while a more militant approach is needed and 
effective sometimes, it's not always the ticket. 
Likewise with non-violent actions like banner- 
hangings and protest marches. My general 
approach is that it takes a whole series of 
concerted actions and events spanning the entire 
gamlt from banner- hanging to dvil disobedience 
to monkeywrenching and not necessarily in that 
order. You oversimplify the situation when you 
say that banner-hangings have failed us. I believe 
that what caused the EF! movement to stumble . 
was not that we hung to many banners or that we 
wimped out under pressure from the Arizona 
Five Bust, FBI infilitrations, the bombing of Judi 
and- Darryl and general infighting, but rather 
our inability to convince other elements in the 
environmental movement that direct action was 
not only a legitimate campaign strategy but 
totally warranted given the gravity of Earth's 
ecological problems. 

Your perspective is a narrow one, 
Watson. Your leadership skills are sorely lacking 
if all you have to contribute is your Yule letter. 
So get off your historical horse and save us your 
rhetorical questions about Washington hanging 
banners at Valley Forge and the Lakota going 
down to defeat without a fight. Of course they 
fought! But, you're distorting reality and 
demeaning the integrity of the Earth First! 
movement with your innuendos. 

As for the old Earth First!, boy they're 
pretty fucking radical how Paul — writing and 
publishing a conservation biology journal! 
Where's monkeywrenching? Where's the 
impassioned ecowarriors bravely defending the 
biosphere?They're all behind computer screens 
using science to beat the bastards at their own 
game for chrlst sake, which is fine 'cuz that's 
where circumstances have taken them. But give 
us all a break and lay that chapter to rest where 
it belongs. 

In sum, 1 look on you as the male lion 
who rules over his pride and, when the time is 
ripe, scares off all the hard-working jackals in 
the movement. You only give input when it suits 
your agenda. . You're not inspiring more direct 
action (of whatever form Paul), you're laying 
into people who are just as committed and 
pissed off as you are about what's happening to 
the Earth. 

Whether you believe it or not, the 
movement is not just alive and kicking, but is 
gaining ground in new lands. You apparently 
can't see this due to a large chip lodged in your 
shoulder. Let's be more positive cuz most of us 
are in this shit for the long haul. My advice to you 
is to let bygones be bygones and stick to what 
you and the Sea Shepherds do best: Defending 
the Oceans!

The Sexual Politics of Meat 


The Sexual Politics of Meat: A feminist- 
vegetarian critical theory 
by Carol J. Adams 1990 
Continuum Publishing Company 
256 pages

If you don'tthink animal rights, 
vegetarianism an d feminism are deeply 
connected, or that these connections 
aren't connected to the plight of the 
planet and society as we know it, you 
need to read this book. If you do know 
all this stuff, you ought to read this 
book anyway, because it contains a 
wealth of fascinating information and 
keen insights. The Sexual Politics of 
Meat takes vegetarianism a much 
needed step farther than the impor- 
tant Diet for a New America by John 
Robbins. Adams addresses the connec- 
tions and similarities between the op- 
pression of women and animals and 
the role of vegetarianism in stopping 
oppression of all kinds. 

I stayed up into the wee hours 
devouring Carol Adams' page-turner 
and I can't say that about many theory 
books I've read. 

Adams uses the term "absent 
referent" to explain how animals in 
name and body are made absent as 
beings for meat to exist. Our culture 
and language mystify "meat." We don't 
see butchered animals, but cuisine. 
Adams points out there are three ways 
animals become the absent referent: 
literally, by not being there because 
they are dead, by changing how we talk 
about them (baby cows become veal) 
and metaphorically. By metaphori- 
cally she means when a rape victim 


says, "I felt like a piece of meat." The 
death experience of animals acts to 
illustrate the lived experience of 
women, beings violently deprived of 
all feeling. 

Adams discusses how women 
are often the absent referent in discus- 
sions of cultural violence. Western 
culture renders the reality of violence 
into controlled and controllable meta- 
phors. Those who are oppressed are 
having their experience made invis- 
ible, they are made absent as their 
experience is used to describe horrors 


of a similar sort involving another sort 
of oppression. As a woman, a rape 
survivor and an Earth First! er I see this 
happening with the use of the word 
"rape." I resent any trivialization or 
casual use of the word "rape" to de- 
scribe what is happening to the forest 
or ocean or whatever, and I don't like 
being an absent referent, or having my 
pain used as a metaphor for something 
that is not the rape of a woman. How- 
ever, I do feel the Earth suffers as I have 
myself. They are the same in many 
ways and stem from the same cause. 

Sexual violence and meat eat- 
ing intersect in the absent referent. 
Images of sexual violence often rely on 


our knowledge of animal butchering. 
The bondage equipment of pornogra- 
phy — chains, cattle prods, nooses, col- 
lars, and ropes — suggests control of 
animals. The absent referent loses the 
freedom to say "no." 

Adams writes about meat be- 
ing a gender issue: meat is manly, it 
makes you virile and strong. Meat is a 
symbol of male power. Men who don't 
eat meat are sissies. As Ed Abbey wrote, 
vegetarians eat "pussy food. " Meat was 
rationed during wartime so soldiers 
could have it. The man of the house- 


hold has always received the best cut or 
"the lion's share." In non-technologi- 
cal societies where meat plays an im- 
portant role, male power is greater. 

Vegetarianism is trivialized as 
faddish, bizarre, and rife with self-righ- 
teousness, while meat eating is consid- 
ered the norm. One of my favorite 
parts of the book is where Adams dis- 
cusses what happens at the dinner table 
if there is a vegetarian and a bunch of 
meat eaters. The vegetarian is teased, 
manipulated and tormented, just like 
women and just like the hot, dead 
animal lying on the meat eater's plate. 
Vegetarianism is threatening to those 
in power. Just look at how defensive 


(offensive is more like it) meat eaters 
can get. I have found this true with my 
relatives, with some Earth First! ers, and 
with anyone tied up with patriarchy. 

The book is full of history 
(herstory) concerning women and the 
animal rights movement. Each chap- 
ter is chock full of quotes and ideas 
from literary greats of past and present 
from Virginia Woolf and Sojourner 
Truth to Alice Walker and Margaret 
Atwood. She devotes a whole chapter 
to the discussion of Frankenstein as a 
feminist, vegetarian tract (and I was 
completely convinced). 

Eating murdered animals mir- 
rors and represents patriarchal values. 
It is the re-inscription of bad male 
power at every meal. "If our appetites 
re-inscribe patriarchy, our actions re- 
garding eating animals will either reify 
or challenge this received culture. If 
meat is a symbol of male dominance 
then the presence of meat proclaims 
the disempowering of women," writes 
Adams. Meat eating conveys male 
dominance both through its symbol- 
ism and its reality. We will never save 
this earth until patriarchy ceases and 
women and animals are respected and 
treated as equals. Eating plants will 
truly contribute to the destabilizing of 
patriarchy, not to mention letting some 
cool animals keep running and scratch- 
ing and lazing in the sun. The Sexual 
Politics of Meat brings it all together. 
Your ever-lovin' bunny-hugger from 
hell sez: hop on down to the bookstore 
or library and give it a nibble!

Wildwood Wisdom: Survival in the Wild 


Wildwood Wisdom by Ellsworth Jaeger 
Published by Ten Speed Press

"Take only pictures, leave only 
footprints." See — envirosandindustros 
can agree, can even share a motto. The 
Sierra Club and Kodak, cozy in their 
world view — enjoy the wilderness 
(should we shouldn't we designate 
more?) spectate in the great outdoors, 
then come back home, across the line, 
and let us process your memories. 

Take only pictures, meaning 
more dead fish (are there any left?) in 
New Jersey choked on the effluence of 
a Kodak processing plant more hi-tech 
lo-weight camping gear created thru 
strip-mining oil-plundering sweat-shop 
labor and mono-culture. Hey, lovely 
view snap. 

Leave only footprints. This is 
deep, deeper even than lug soles. Many 
cultures believe the spirit of a gift seeks 
to return to its origins, and that to 
ignore this is to invite peril upon one- 
self. Rocks, plants and animals become 
tools food clothing and shelter. Offer 
thanks. 

So. This is a book review. 
Wildwood Wisdom by Ellsworth Jaeger, 
first published in 1945, now reprinted 
by Ten Speed Press. The book, the 
author says, was "Written in the mael- 
strom of this war of wars, when fear, 
dishonor, horror, treachery ajid death 
convulse the earth from end to end, 
[when] the serenity and peace of the 
wilderness solitudes were never more 
dear to the hearts of men." What's 
new? The war rages, the solitudes 
becoming more and more precious as 
wilderness retreats, hacked and blood- 


ied. Perhaps this book can help, show- 
ing as it does a way of living with that 
wilderness, of using earth's gifts. Jae- 
ger is not so presumptious as to tell us 
what gifts to offer in return; that is, of 
course, an individual decision. 

Just one example of how this 
book can help you ease out of the 
industrial maelstrom, is alarm clocks. 
Learn the Sioux alarm clock method 


many useful subjects. 

Wildwood Wisdom does have 
it’s limitations. It is an overview, cov- 
ering ideas of various tribes strewn 
across north america. This is great for 
the curious, but learning aboriginal 
skills needs local knowledge, discover- 
ing how to live with the life that sur- 
rounds us. Perhaps that would be liv- 
ing in nomadic herding tribes, or agri-

and toss yours out, smash it. My friend 
says looking at a watch is like looking 
at death anyways. "When a Sioux 
warrior wanted to be awakened early to 
go on the war trail, he merely drank a 
lot of water before he went to bed at 
night. The earlier he wanted this primi- 
tive alarm clock to awaken him, the 
more he drank." Easy. For those want- 
ing to smash even more accoutrements 
of our modem corpo-nation, the book 
goes into further detail. Edible plants, 
plants good for weaving into baskets or 
shaping into bows, how to build and 
set traps. Jaeger tells how to prepare 
meat of animals you catch for winter 
storage, how to tan the hides and cre- 
ate your own clothing. Fire-starting, 
stalking, snowshoes, blow-guns, awls, 
canoes, shelters — the book touches on 


cultural tribes. Jaeger's book focuses 
on skills of the hunter/gatherer, though 
of course much would be useful to any 
.people. 

Paradoxes abound. To live sim- 
ply one must know a great deal, to live 
in the complicated world of industrial 
madness (so i'm biased) one need only 
know a rote skill, anything to earn 
cash. And another seeming dilemna: 
We would all like to expand the con- 
sciousness of the "well if i didn't do it 
they'd just get someone else to" crowd, 
have them become principled, stand 
up and kick ass, save the Wild! Yaa! 
But, then we don't want all those people 
actually going out into the wilderness; 
not enough left for people to suddenly 
go native. Obviously not. And yet 
there is what there is and here we are, 


the source remains the same. There is 
no need for purity. Atarecentabo-skill 
gathering some expressed the opinion 
"if they'd (indians) a had it they'd a 
used it," justifying epoxy to hold in 
arrow points, car leaf springs for scrap- 
ing hides and etc.. Fine. We have lost 
our communities, our elders passing 
down wisdom of the land. The cycle of 
the seasons, gathering in the same 
places for spring and fall harvests, has 
been mostly bulldozed. We must use 
what we have , learn as we go. Wilder- 
ness can enter us, healer and healed 
become one; damaged land awaits us. 

At a recent enviro-industro 
debate a voice beyond the lines of 
acrimony spoke. The woman, a 
Blackfoot, spoke supporting wilderness, 
but said we need to see her people as. a 
part of that wilderness. Existing within 
cycles, taking and giving. How else? I 
remember my childhood of tv, shag 
carpet and central heating; square walls 
filled with hums and whirs of 
uncomprehendable machinery. We 
grow up encased in these shapes and 
sounds, and yet get no stories relating 
the furnace and the washing-machine 
to the meaning of our lives. Our elders 
know only pieces, give us only fairy- 
tales without common ground. No 
wonder we grow up fearing the wild, 
the unknown. 

This book helps us know that 
wild, shows within our own home- 
lands the possibility of creating our 
own survival. Here, wherever we are, 
we can share nature's power of rejuve- 
nation. Learning native (aboriginal) 
skills is an enjoyable hobby, and for 
the optimistic, a path.

There is a wild place to find where the canyons 
and mesas extend farther than your eye can follow, 
dotted with dark patterns of pines. It’s a long 
meandering over ledges past arid dust with small 
white flowers below the lichened rock cliffs from 
where we descend the ravine into the trees.. ..There 
the ancient ones live, standing silent to our 
intrusion, broad plated trunks, stout high limbs, 
moisture-holding long needles yielding, swaying 
to the slight breeze above. 

Bleached white old ones hold pileated 
woodpecker nest holes or lay where they fell, 
cracked, growing mushrooms or seedling youth. 
The ground between them grows light green in 
currant bushes, sweet cicily, oval-teared 
snowberry, with ripe purple Oregon grapes. 

Down by the creek cascara willows, ocean 
spray and maple tumble over the gray smooth 
stones, a timber rattlesnake sliding away from us 
under the brush then coiling in readiness to strike 
when I click a camera — green and cream, not big, 
but with eight rattles adorning tail tip. We leave 
the snake to wander, finding bear foraging sign in 
many rotten logs, pinkish brown-topped fungus 
with porous yellow underneath which we gather to 
eat for dinner, pause to admire frogs and spider 
webs. Fish flee to shadows as I step from boulder 
to boulder, parting branches to wend my way 
through the thickets. A crashing noise through 
the brush and I look up, expecting a rolled boulder 
from my friend above but he too stops to watch 
the doe bounding. 

Lunch break — a grouse flies before Valerie’s 
approach. I play with a caterpillar traversing my 
hand and arm who has toothbrush-tufts of blonde 
hair sticking out from back, red spots behind, a 
black tuft for a tail, two black tufts above round 
black eyes. 

Conversing done, caterpillar back on a leaf, I 
take to the creek — the high rocks begin to close 
in; a hawk wheels above me, crying in sky 
between. We first hear the creek begin to flow 
below us, then see the waterfall rocks, fine mist 
spreading rainbows from more than six people- 
tall— 

Jason and I step into the pool, walk under the 
spray, laughing with cool. My shirt soaked, skin 
fresh as we began the climb up, rock handhold to 
dust and moss foothold, not looking down, then 
Richard’s shouts when we reach the top. 
Traversing above one rock layer, below another 
under a clear, warm sun, I think of all the creeks of 
stubble grass, hawthorns hacked to dwarves by 
insatiable cud-chewing, pale skeleton snowberry 
branches, cowpies decomposing to slime-brown 
algae in the water trying to flow.

This summer, a number of en- 
vironmental groups are planning a radi- 
cal action to protect Samarskaya Luka 
National Park in Russia from being 
mined.

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Wolf Spirit Monkeywrenches Helicopter in Yukon

A grey-brown Timber Wolf, her ears flattened against her head, races 
across a remote, frozen lake, zig-zagging in a desperate attempt to evade her 
airborne pursuers. She is trying to lead the attackers away from the rest of her 
pack, which includes her eight-month old offspring. A bullet kicks up snow 
behind her as a Yukon government Wolf biologist fires his rifle from a Bell "Jet 
Ranger" helicopter. Just as the professional killer is sighting for a second, fatal 
shot, the helicopter shudders and drops several feet through space. The pilot 
wrestles with the controls, his face pale, as the machine begins a sickly vibration. 
The helicopter banks and heads back toward the government base camp for 
repairs. The Wolf pauses to lookback over her shoulder as her would-be pursuers 
disappear over a rise.

The governmenFsTsaenHsTTap^dogs, sudfas Bob 'Hayes," claim that 
declining populations of caribou and moose in the region are the fault of the 
Wolves. The government says that hunting has been halted for the past two 
years, but that the herd has not stopped declining. In fact, the cause for the 
decline in the Aishihik herds is, according to Yukon government documents, 
"unjustified" and "not sustainable" levels of human hunting during the 1980s. 
This over-hunting was doneby outfitters (whobroughtin trophy hunters), non- 
Native residents (reporting the number of caribou killed is not mandatory), and 
Natives of the Champagne and Aishihik bands. The Champagne and Aishihik 
Native bands have been lobbying the government to kill the Wolves. They say 
that Wolves are competitors for game upon which they depend for food. Chief 
Paul Birkell of the Champagne- Aishihik admitted during a two-and-a-half hour 
meeting with Friends of the Wolf that he had "no control" over hunters from 
his band, who use snowmobiles and all-terrain vehicles for hunting (there are 
continued on page 29 




United Kingdom Hunt 
Saboteurs Disrupt Fox Kill 

A national gathering was coordinated to disrupt the Essex fox hunt on Saturday 22 
January. The purpose was to challenge the assumed authority of the notorious Estate 
Management Services, whose rent-a-mob personnel "protect" the local fox hunts from 
any threat to their privileged "sport.” 

Estate Management Services (EMS) agents have a legal right to remove trespassers on 
hunt property, using minimal force, by directing them towards the nearest public access 
area. However, in their element, the EMS have taken it upon themselves to also remove 
any hunt opponents from public footpaths, common land and neighboring farms using 
brutality not conducive with "minimum force." 

The disruption of the Essex fox hunt was in fact a response to the hospitalising with 
head injuries of a young huntsaboteur by EMS personnel. Around midday of the 
Saturday, the EMS thugs became involved in a fracas with a group of huntsaboteurs at 
Stagden Cross, near Felstead, disputing the public access way to a farm. In the ensuing 
violence a Portsmouth hunsaboteur was set upon, his head split open, requiring 
immediate ambulance transport to hospital. An EMS employee was also airlifted to 
hospital in a loitering Police helicopter after he was allegedly sprayed in the eyes with 
a substance used to dampen down fox scents. The hunter later claimed that this liquid 
substance was ammonia. If indeed this was the case, then huntsabs are going to have 
to seriously consider the implications and consequences of someone in their midst 
carrying such a noxious and potentially blinding substance. However, considering the 
allegations were printed in the hunters' propagandist weekly " Horse & Hound" alongside 
a paragraph suggesting a huntsab had "declared he would drive through the Police line 
and at hunt supporters and hounds" one would have to take it with several grains of salt 
as spurious misinformation. 

The hunters themselves became entrapped in a small barnyard on the property they 
were hunting. Over 150 demonstrators assemb l ed at the entrance gate and sat down on 
t he r oad to deny the hunt an exist. With police reinforcements drafted in from 
metropolitan LondonTastalemate then ensued lasting three hours in the drizzling rain. 

By 3 pm, with the demonstrators thinning in numbers and Police numbers 
approaching 70, the road-sitters were herded back to allow the hunt an escape route from 
the farm. Police then formed a human chain by each gripping the belt of the officer in 
front with their left hand, as witnessed during their assault on poll-tax marchers in 
March 1990, leaving their right hands free to grab and arrest those demonstrators still 
in the vicinity. Brighton hunt saboteurs then started the engine of their Landrover. This, 
they stated, was in order to turn on the heater. Considering they were completely 
surrounded by a cordon of linked police officers (with myself and two others standing 

on the roof) it seems highly unlikely that they intended to drive off. However, Police

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Consensing to Censor 


Earth First! 


At the Shawnee Activist 
Conference (93 SHAC), certain 
decisions concerning the Earth First! 
Journal previously made at the 92 
Round River Rendezvous (RRR) were 
reaffirmed, namely to vest substantial 
authority with a designated editor; to 
exclude racist, sexist, or bigoted 
material from print; to exclude 
materials "that could reasonably be 
interpreted to advocate violence or 
physical harm to human beings;" and 
to reassert that the Earth First! Journal is 
a reflection of and responsible to the 
Earth First! Movement (see Jagoff and 
Fangom, p.16). 

These decisions reflect a legitimate 
and understandable desire on the part 
of many Earth First! activists to prevent 
material from being printed that could: 
1) undermine their abilities to expand 
and broaden the radical environmental 
movement; 2) threaten their own safety 
in communities where they organize 
publicly (and are often in the minority). 

While we share many of their 
concerns, we are also concerned that 
the new editorial guidelines could limit 
the utility of the Journal as a tool for 
expanding the movement and 
promoting needed strategic debate. 
Extensive content control dictates that 
many interesting and potentially 


controversial submissions cannot even 
be considered for print. We find this 
unfortunate, for controversial 
submissions can facilitate strategic 
debates concerning critical questions 
facing the movement. 

Of course, we are not blind to the 
fact that controversial submissions 
frequently contain highly 
objectionable material — material that 
invariably could be considered racist, 
sexist, bigoted, or "violent." However, 
such submisions also frequently 
contain provocative, sometimes 
interesting world views and arguments 
that we might occasionally want to 
engage. By presenting, revealing, 
critiquing, and lampooning such 
arguments, we just might be able to 
turn such submissions to our 
advantage. By "contextualizing" (that 
is, surround with sustained, diverse 
critique and/or informed ridicule) such 
submissions, we may be able to educate 
ourselves further about our enemies 
(or erstwhile allies), draw new 
readership, and facilitate relevant, 
strategic debate. 

Obviously, such a journalistic 
strategy requires vigorous effort from 
Joumalistas, and many future staffers 
will often decide to discard a submission 
rather than try to "contextualize the 



piece." However, occasional 
controversial pieces may have value to 
the movement, and we believe that the 
Journal staff should be granted the 
autonomy to consider whether such 
pieces could be printed and 
contextualized in such a manner that 
the submission becomes useful to the 
movement. Unfortunately, the 93 
SHAC guidelines could be interpreted 
to prohibit short and long-term staffers 
from considering submissions that may 
violate the letter of SHAC guidelines. 
This is particularly troubling since the 
terms racism, sexism and violence have 
not been defined All of these can be 
interpreted subj ectively, especially the 
term violence. To avoid instigating 
another "crisis," the Journal will be 
forced to adopt over-broad definitions 
for all the terms, thus excluding more 
and more voices from the paper. 

Our argument is not a purely 
theoretical one. Two recent 
submissions have become central to 
the debate about the Earth First! Journal. 
At the activist conference, a Journal 
staffer was severely reprimanded for 
even considering an edited version of 
one of those pieces. Yet we believe that 
such submissions might allow us to 
address some important strategic 
questions and issues that we believe 
the movement needs to 
address.

"wearing his baseball cap backwards arid coming to 
attack me." The local Kansas jury — made up of 
mostly ranchers themselves — of course agreed with 
the defendant; the rancher/murderer was acquitted. 

Against effort to protect and maybe even 
heal a shred of Kansas prairie, another rancher wailed, 
"We are today's Indians!” (This one really made me 
quiver.) 

The rancher who drove up behind me while 
I was riding my mountain bike on the side of the 
paved two-lane and knocked me down with his 
pickup truck, fracturing my arm and taking a chunk 
the size of my fist out of my shoulder, yelled (as he 
drove off), "Thought you were a wetback!" 

TTie sheriffs deputy who — also a fat, part- 
time welfare rancher— drove up behind me one 
night last spring while I was walking along a deserted 
road coming back from a longer-than-planned day- 
tTPk mv rpind alivp with the ghosts of Apache and 
Jaguarrmy night-vision screaming out into the stars — 
passed me in his unmarked car, got one look at my 
long black hair and baseball cap and slammed on the 
brakes, spun around, flicked on his high-beams and 
floored his car across the meridian dividing line 
directly at me, burning rubber to a stop two feet from 
my knees, and as I automatically reached for the 
buck knife hanging off my belt loop (disoriented, 
suddenly, blinded and unable to think what else to 
do) he struggled his bulk out of his car and almost 
shot me, and blamed me all for it later, saying I had 
better watch what I'm doing next time, like I had no 
right to be out there walking along that state road 
which bisected more than half a million public 
BLM — I mean rancher owned acres. 

Rancher/former Montana state senator Pete 
Story, after a Yellowstone wolf-reintroductfon 
hearing, screeched, "Those of us (ranchers) who are 
affected, we feel like the Jews would, listening to an 
affable Nazi talk about Auschwitz." 

Earlier this century, after the few'remaining 
Indians who had somehow survived .the slaughter 
and starvation campaigns were safely locked up on 
"reservations," the ranchers then 'looked around, 
their eyes widening and squeajied, "WOLF!" In 
Montana alone, in less than 20 years, over 100,000 
wolves were poisoned, trapped and shot during the 
government's next systematic campaign of 
extermination. Canis lupus nubilus, the Buffalo Wolf 
of the Great Plains, became extinct. Another Heaven 
and another Earth must pass before her own throat 
may again keen the Stories across the Grassland. Did 


somebody say AuschwitzV. 

General Phillip Sheridan, that Great American 
Hero said, "Buffalo hunters have done in the past two 
years and will do more in the next year to settle the 
vexed Indian question than the entire regular army 
has done in the past 30 years. They are destroying 
the Indian's commissary, and it is a well-known fact 
that an army losing its base of supplies is placed at a 
great disadvantage. Send them powder and lead, if 
you will; for the sake of a lasting peace, let them kill, 
skin and sell until the buffaloes are exterminated. 
Then your prairies can be covered with speckled 
cattle and the festive cowboy, who follows the hunter 
as a second forerunner of an advanced civilization." 

And so: 

Starving Blackfeet beg for entrails and guts 
through the slats of a "speckled cattle" 
slaughterhouse. Overweight ranchers demand more 
lapd; the Allotment Act is passed. Indians lose more 
than half of what little land they have left. 

The great Yellow Bear, Ursus horribilis, 
originally a Plains animal, knows the sun-drenched 
grasses no more; at the sight of the cowboy hat she 
has shrunk in uncontemplating honor, run wild- 
eyed for the hills. 

Today, the prairie dog remant-towns of 
Buffalo Gap National Grassland, just outside Badlands 
National Park, like all the others are laced with 
rodenticides and barbed wire. The BLM (Bureau of 
Livestock and Mining) office in Wall declares 
emphatically, "These lands a is, multiple use. The 
prairie dogs pose a threat to the ranchers!” 

Black-footed Ferret, just the faintest breath 
of a whisper now, just barely... (still here) twitches 
through the long winding burrows and tunnels, 
hunting, comes across the still-warm (but candy 
inside) body— easy food in the moonless night?' . 

January 1993, so late in the Millenium, and 
yet stilL/sfiW... ranchers demand a $20 bounty be 
placed in South Dakota over each dead (sacred brother 
to me) coyote's scalp, to be added to all the millions 
of public dollars already laid at Rancher's feet. The 
measure is narrowly defeated in the State legislature. 
Which only means Rancher won't be paid this extra 
money; the brothers will still die. 

On the sparsest, most arid, fragile deserts, the cattle graze. 
On all the public rangelands, the cattle graze. 

On the wildlife refuges, the cattle graze. 

On the National Forests, the cattle graze. 

In many National Parks, the cattle graze. 

Has anybody ever seen a wild valley? 

Can anyone even imagine a Great Plains Wilderness? 

Everywhere, everywhere, mile upon mile 
upon mile of the Bristling Wires, the once virgin 
prairie stabbed through and ripped open and strung 
up. Freedom is a bloody, strangled piece of agonized 
and tom flesh. 

The land is sore, nubbed raw, trampled, pock- 
marked with shit and clouds of flies. 

Every creek, stream, river, pothole, pond, 
lake is shrunken and infected with disease. Boil or 
beware. 


The ancient, unrenewable aquifier drops. 
And drops. Drought returns. / 

Surrounded by grassland and winter forage, 
the great black Buffalo Bull, breath billowing in the 
cold air, snorts and shakes his mas>ive, woolly head. 
His herd is close behind. An age-old instinct wells up 
inside, throbs like drumbeats in his soul. It says, 
"Move. Fanout. Shake the ground! Roam..." 

The great Bull, followed by his herd, steps 
across the imaginary line — a political square in which 
it has been decided by the Powers That Be he must 
remain. The Festive Cowboy throws his pink-swollen 
hands up into the air and SHRIEKS! Government, 
rancher and private bullets bum through living 
flesh. "Like shooting parked cars," they would say 
later. Hundreds of massive, snorting hulks crumple 
to the ground; life leaks out into the snow.

Rancher hefts up his gut 
over his belt buckle and snivels to the good old boys, 
"Shoot, shovel and shut up. "

strychnine, cyanide, thallium sulfate and compound 
1080. 

Steel-jawed traps are set. 

The good old boys grab automatic rifles and 
unplugged shotguns, got for a helicopter joyride. 

Newborn, nursing pups are fish-hooked or 
dug out of the mother's den; fresh soft skulls are 
smashed with a shovel or the heel of a cowboy boot. 
The mother is shot. 

Eagles, hawks, vurltures, ravens, crows, 
magpies drop from the sky, poisoned or spattered 
with lead shot.

There seems no 
hope, or end in sight. With, a sudden burst of the last 
of his energy, fueled by a fife's work — and half a 
millenia's worth of rage and Afiger and bottomless 
Sorrow, he throws his head back)fie cries and cries 
and cries. His voice spills up out of him. It rings off 
the hills. 

Earth First!ers shuffle their sneakers in the 
dirt, hands in pockets, and decide to decide to be 
non-violent. Hello, I'm Non Violent. Would you 
like to buy a flower? 

Who is it that's got blood on their hands? 

And "Animal Damage Control" gets another 
year's budget of $30 million.

FYI concerning the 1991 Warner Creek fire in Oregon: 
During the summer of 1991 1 worked as a "Hotshot" firefighter for 
the USFS. Fall '91 found our crew in Oregon fighting two separate 
arson fires in the Columbia River Gorge. After ten days or so we 
were then dispatched to the Warner Creek fire on the Willamette 
NF. 

At first it seemed like the 'basic' timber fire. Hot and Wild, 
it chased us around for a couple of days while we tried to contain 
it. Then something strange happened. Instead of attacking the 
fire directly ('Hotline'), we were pulled back to a secondary line 
- miles from the fire's edge. Then we heard through the rumor mill 
at camp that the fire was lit by a 'disgruntled' Forest Service worker 
Ns. Vwho isn't?). We sat on our asses for four or five days waiting for 
<v ylhe fire to come to us, watching it burn through virgin stands of 
5S J timber. Itwas too much! "Let'sputtheF — king thing out” was the 
^ consensus of the crew and others. No way. They (Fire Ops?) 

J held us back. Finally, by the good grace of mother nature herself, 
\ it rained, then snowed, putting out the fire and preventing even 
more of the Willamette from being 'salvage' logged. 

\ What a coincidence! First, a 'disgruntled' FS employee lights 
<3 a large fire. Second, the Forest Service makes a show of trying to 
\ stop the fire but in reality firefighters are prevented from actually 
< attacking the fire. Third, the Forest Service and Timberscum rape 
j>and ‘salvage’ log the burnt forest. 

f During the three years that I fought fire for the FS, nine out 
of ten fires that I was dispatched to were arson fires. Of course 
what was left of these burned forests was 'salvage' logged. 

Perhaps the best way to stop salvage logging is to 'Help 
Prevent Forest Fires!' To accomplish this, all we need to do is take 
the matches away from Smokey and friends.

A Badger-Two Medicine Perspective 


By Mick Womersley 

Twenty-seventh of February, 1993. Two moons after the 29 th of December, 
1992. The first is the twentieth anniversary of Wounded Knee II, when the US 
Army faced off against the free Oglala Sioux for seventy-one days. The second is 
the 102nd anniversary of Wounded Knee I, where the Seventh Cavalry slaughtered, 
in cold blood, more than two hundred men, women and children of the free 
Minnecojou Sioux. The month of February, 1993 will be remembered for the 
Bureau of Land Management's attempt to force oil-drilling in the Badger-Two 
Medicine, sacred wildland of the traditional Blackfeet. Anniversaries are important 
things. There is power in remembering and relearning our stories. I'm not an 
Indian traditionalist, but in these times of lukewarm mediocrity, we who have 
passion to learn stories also have a responsibility to tell stories, over and over.

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I j ast spring, Big Creek Lumber Company started 
logging old growth redwoods in the Santa Cruz 
Mountains south of San Francisco. By early June, a 
rapidly and loosely assembled coalition of Earth 
Firstlers, Greenpeacers, Sierra Clubbers, and Bay 
Area Actionists were improvising means to contest, 
slow, and hopefully stop the destruction of the 
residual old growth redwood forest at the headwaters 
of Butano Creek. For nearly two months, the Butano 
Defense League fashioned a strategy of resistance 
that incorporated a moderately broad range of legal 
and illegal tactical approaches. Nonetheless, as the 
end of summer approached, the BDL campaign 
dissipated: a last woods action was organized and 
further BDL resistance actions in the fall would come 
to reflect the more traditional 
demonstation and banner hanging 
tactical approaches. 

While this campaign was' 
empowering for its participants and 
sometimes costly (as well as annoying) to 
the loggers, it ultimately proved to be 
unsuccessful. Big Creek has successfully 
fought off every legal challenge to its 
logging in the Butano, and the BDL was 
never able to sustain a level of direct action 
sufficient to seriously slow down or stop 
the cutting. As a result, a wounded old 
growth redwood forest has become 
substantially more degraded over the last year. 

As a participant in the activities of the BDF, 
I often ask myself if things could have been different. 
What mistakes did we make? Were our options 
limited by our initial choices? Attempting to answer 
these questions has led me to believe that we made 
a serious mistake in mounting a highly visible direct 
action campaign in the first place. 

April, 1992 

For many of us, early spring of 1992 was a 
very busy time. Many who ultimately participated 
in the BDL were involved in a wide variety of 
different environmental activities, though none of 
these activities had a direct relationship to the 
impending Butano logging. In late April, many of us 
traveled to Northern California to support and 
participate in the Albion Nation/Ecotopia Earth First! 
uprising against illegal logging in the Albion 
watershed. For many of us, this uprising was our first 
taste of a forest campaign, and this experience would 
influence our own campaign. 

The Albion uprising (see Earth First! Litha 
1992) was a very visible campaign that drew upon a 
range of non-violent tactics stretching from legal, 
daily rallies to tree sits, road blockades, and gate 
closures via glued locks. "Higher level" invisible 
sabotage (such as road spiking or dozer 
decommissioning) was discouraged, and in the Albion 
context, probably not desirable or needed. The 
Albion strategy focused on generating overwhelming 
political pressure on the state and the courts through 
intensive, sustained, community-based, directaction. 
In this case, resistance efforts were aided and abetted 
by: 1) Louisiana Pacific and the State of California's 
obvious non-compliance with existing state forestry 
law concerning assessment, of cumulative impacts; 
2) six previous years of extensive regional organizing 
by North Coast Earth Firstlers and Wobblies; 3) 
extensive support and self-organization from within

the Albion community itself; 4) a sometimes 
substantial inflow of activist supporters from outside 
of the North Coast areas. All these conditions 
facilitated an extensive and lengthy insurrection 
that ultimately forced the California courts to uphold 
some clearly defined law. The Albion campaign was 
impressive, and it forcefully influenced the 
development of the Butano resistance strategy, for 
better or worse. 

May, 1992 

When we returned from Albion, we 
discovered that Big Creek had started logging in 
Butano, and many of us started planning actions to 
challenge the logging in our own bioregion. Santa 
Cruz Greenpeace started planning a very visible 
lockdown action at the local Big Creek mill while 
many Santa Cruz and Bay Area Earth Firstlers 
conducted numerous reconnaissance missions and 
planned a lockdown/cat & mouse woods action to 
take place concurrently with the mill action. 

While conducting some "recon" missions, 
we noticed that Big Creek was very lax in its security. 
One time we found five unattended bulldozers. On 
the night of our first action, we found an unattended 
log loader and a cat skidder. (Obviously, Big Creek 
was not seriously anticipating Earth First! activity in 
their neck of the woods.) While gathering this 
information, we could not help but contemplate 
decommissioning some of this equipment. However, 
we decided not to do so because we had already 
committed ourselves to participating in the already 
planned actions and to tarnishing Big Creek's then 
favorable public image. In effect, we had already 
committed ourselves to conducting a "visible" 
resistance campaign a la Albion, and this 
committment was preventing us from considering 


I often ask myself if things could 
have been different... [I] believe we 
made a serious mistake in mounting 
a highly visible direct action 
campaign in the first place. 
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taking alternative "invisible" actions that might have 
cost Big Creek large sums of money early in the 
campaign before Big Creek had established proper 
security measures to protect its equipment. 

As both public and woods actions continued 
through the early to mid-summer, a number of 
Butano activists started withdrawing from the 
campaign. After a late July action, many people 
(myself included) withdrew altogether to spend their 
remaining summer days in a less stressful fashion. 

Meanwhile, Big Creek continued to eliminate 
the old growth and gained a favorable court ruling 
that ensured the legality of its ongoing logging. By 
late summer, when some of us regrouped, we 
discovered that our options were limited. Without a 
court remedy, our CD approach could only stop Big 
Creek's logging if we were able to mount an action or 
two on a weekly basis. However, we were really too 
few in number to be able to shut down Big Creek by 
way of this approach, and many of us were too 
hesitant to engage in serious monkeywrenching 
because many of us were already so visibly and 
publicly identified with whatever remained of the 
Butano campaign. As a result, neither successful 
nonviolent CD nor significant wrenching was 
attempted after late summer, and Big Creek was left 
uncontested. 

January, 1993 

What did we do wrong? Basically, I feel that 
we made a mistake in attempting to emulate the 
approach used in Albion. Albion-style resistance, as 
noted earlier, requires certain preconditions and 
committments. These preconditions did not exist 
for us, and we all were unwilling from the start to 
make the long-term committments needed to 
conduct a successful, nonviolent CD campaign. Had 
we looked hard, we could have recognized that all 
fourpreconditionsthatfacilitatedAlbion'sresistance 
would not be present for us in the Butano. 




First, our legal case was weak. Big Creek had 
prepared itself for a major legal challenge by 
contracting with the most reputable marbled murrelet 
biologists in the region. Even though murrelet 
biology is in its infancy and the area to be cut 
obviously qualified as both "occupied" and recovery 
habitat, Big Creek owned the authorities, and the 
authorities said over and over again that the area was 
useless to, and not used (in any meaningful way) by 
the murrelet. Even though this area may be critical 
to the murtelet's survival in the southern region, we 
should have known that our chances of winning in 
court were marginal. 

Second, regional Earth First! organizing for a 
substantial direct action forest campaign was 
inadequate. Most of us organized around 
other issues and participated in campaigns 
elsewhere. Many of us were relatively 
inexperienced and new to the movement, 
and the base of people upon whom we 
could draw for such a CD campaign was 
relatively small. This problem was 
magnified by logistical problems. The 
area being logged was rather far and 
equally difficult to reach from both Santa 
Cruz and the Bay Area. To make matters 
worse, support for direct action resistance 
in the small communities near the logging 
area was virtually nil. In fact, most in the 
communities were so frightened of the possibility of 
Maxxam logging the area that they were grateful that 
Big Creek would be doing the logging instead. 

Finally, we were never able to draw significant 
support from outside of the region (except for a 
mighty crew of Albionites who stayed for over a 
week). Insufficient inflows of outside activists 
conspired with inadequate organizing from within 
our region to limit our nonviolent CD capacity to 
disrupt logging operations. We would have needed 
a healthy contingent of 20-50 people to disrupt Big 
Creek twice a week, and we rarely could get more 
than 15 people to conduct a woods action every two 
weeks. 

Again, the actions and outreach that we 
conducted were valuable and may have some long- 
term effect in affecting logging in the Santa Cruz 
Mountains. However, we may have sabotaged our 
own efforts to create massive costs for Big Creek (and 
hence, induce the company to stop logging the old 
growth). By choosing a stategy of open, visible, CD 
(i.e. lockdowns, confrontational cat & mouse, tree 
sits) when conditions were more propitious for a less 
visible ecotage campaign (ideally inaugurated with a 
major monkeywrenching strike when Big Creek 
security was minimal), we may have deprived 
ourselves of our best opportunity to shut down the 
Big Creek logging operation. 

After we conducted our first woods action, 
Big Creek organized a centralized security system, 
and access to heavy logging machinery became much 
more difficult. Our ability to rapidly decommission 
machinery dissolved, leaving us with the more 
difficult options of conducting more dangerous and 
risky ecotage or conducting a more extensive 
nonviolent CD. We chose the latter option, and our 
inability to sustain this approach has cost us dearly. 
The Butano is dying. Long live the Butano! 
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Salmon People 


Time immemorial on the northwest coast: 

Early morning summer mists rise from a smooth sparkling sea. A silver 
streak flashes. 

"Haya! Haya! Welcome friend, Swimmer, welcome Supernatural One, 
Long Life Giver." 

The fish is speared and clubbed once but not twice. The body is killed 
but the soul is left to return to the rich country of the Salmon People at the other 
side of the world. 

The fisherman's canoe glides into the beach where a village of cedar 
plank houses and totem poles line the shore. Four elder shaman men are called 
down the beach to greet First Salmon. Their faces are painted with red ocher. 
Eagle down floats from their hair, a sign of welcome and peace. 

The head shaman, rattle in his right hand and the tail feather of an eagle 
in his left hand, leads the procession bringing the First Salmon, the honored 
guest, to the house of the chief. 

Children line the procession, faces painted with red ocher, eagle down 
soft and white in their shining black hair. The old people lead, followed by the 
entire village all dressed in ceremonial splendor. The village sings welcoming 
songs for the returning salmon. 

Silence falls as First Salmon is brought into the chief's house and laid 
before the old shaman woman. Her abalone jewelry glistens in the sparkling fire 
light. The spicy smell of burning cedar fills the hall. She holds First Salmon in 
her left hand and, taking a mussel shell knife in her right hand, she cuts open the 
fish. While she cleans the fish, preparing it to be cooked, she chants the honored 
names. "Beautiful Swimmer. ..Quartz Nose. ..Two Gills on Back...ThreeJumps... 
Lightning Follows One After Another... Supernatural One..." The fish is cooked 
and the sacred food is shared among the people of the village. 

The parts of the fish that are not eaten are returned to the sea so that all 
of First Salmon's relatives will know that First Salmon was treated with honor and . 
respect. The season of fishing begins. 

Anchorage, Alaska, 1979 

I stood in the same place every day, between the belly slitter and the slime 
line. I was the gutter, the egg girl; with a quick movement of my knife I slit the 
membranes at the top of the throat and removed the guts. If the fish was male, 

I threw the guts over my left into the gut bin. If the fish was female, I separated 
the eggs from the guts and put the eggs into a basket at my right. Seven days a 
week, twelve hours a day, for seven dollars an hour, I worked the night shift. 

To the loud accompaniment of rhythmically clanging machinery, I 
sang. I sang the soundtracks of West Side Story and Paint Your Wagon. I sang Judy 
Garland and Patsy Cline. 

I sang anything I could think of. I made up songs. When my egg basket 
was full, I made the most of my break from the tedium of the line. I would sling 
my basket over my hip and saunter across the plant to where men from Japan 
were processing the eggs. We did not share a common language. Our rapport 
developed into an exchange of silly antics. When the season was over, they gave 
me a bottle of perfume that they had picked up in the duty free shop at the airport 
when they came into the country. I will never know what they said. 

I will never know who ate all of the salmon that I cleaned. People who 
could afford it I guess. Fishermen were making money. Business people were 
getting rich. I traveled in Europe twice with my salmon money. Sometimes 
when we had huge king salmon we would cut the cheeks out and 
take them home to eat. The cheeks are very rich, the best part of ^ 

the fish. Usually they were just thrown out with the heads. 

One morning, after working through the night, we were taking a break 
outside of the building. I was standing with a group of women from the line. We 
were leaning against the cement wall. Bits of gut and slime clung to our rubber 
aprons and boots. Our clothing was saturated with blood. Our arms were caked 
with blood and fish scales. We were drinking rot gut coffee with fake cream and 
white sugar out of styrofoam cups. Two businessmen in suits and ties carrying 
briefcases came walking up to the plant. As they walked by us, we let out a long 
wolf whistle in unison and slid to the ground in a heap of hysterical laughter. 

I cleaned millions of fish. 

Decatur Island, Washington, 1990: 

I had a caretaking job for the month of December. In December in the 
northwest, it gets dark at 4:30 in the afternoon. Some days it never quite gets 
light. I was looking forward to spending three weeks in a house with electric 
lights and a hot bath. Decatur is a remote island, yet these are amenities that I 
do not have at home. I planned to draw, paint, bathe, watch movies on the VCR 
and entertain my friends. That was not to be my experience. 

The day I arrived, everyone else left. That night an Arctic storm ripped 
through the northwest. Temperatures plunged below zero. Hundred mile-an- 
hour winds tore out half of the dock and smashed it onto the beach. Huge trees 
were ripped up by their roots or snapped off like twigs. I had no power, no phone 
and no boats or planes could come on or off the island. 

I kept a fire going in the small woodstove, a stove that's primary function 
was its quaint appearance. I kept the animals alive and did what I could to keep 
the water systems from being completely destroyed. 

I lost all inhibitions about talking right out loud to trees, animals, the 
Earth, the Sky and Sea. 

The severity of the conditions fluctuated some. There was a second 
storm more fierce than the first. I spent most of this time by myself but did 
manage to spend Christmas with a good friend and a bottle of brandy. 

Towards the end of my stay, I took a salmon out of the freezer. The power 
had been off, but it was so cold in the house that nothing had thawed out. I 
prepared the salmon in the old way, with reverence. I cooked it on the fire and 
took the head and heart back to the sea. 

Standing on the icy, broken dock with the wind blowing salt spray into 
my face and hair, I held out my offering and spoke my prayer out loud.

Salmon Meditations

He was carrying by the gills a shining two-and-a-half foot salmon. 
He explained that it had been trapped in one of the shallow pools on the 
edge of the river, and he had spent the past hour trying to help it swim.

We were ancient Celts dancing around 
the feast table, a herd of satyrs dancing to the pipes of Pan, kids with brand- 
new bicycles! We were happy veggie Earth First! ers with plates of salmon! 
The phrase "gift from the goddess" could be heard drifting reverently 
through the kitchen, and prayers of thanks were uttered aloud and 
unashamedly. 





Dear Ned Ludd: 

Have any of you ever been fishing and, you 
know, stopped at the store and gotten a box of worms, 
gone out and had a good time? What is this leading to? 
Well, justthis: have you ever forgotten to take that box 
of worms out of the pocket of your fishing coat? If you 
haven't had this pleasure, well let me say that after a 
week or two those now-dead worms get to smelling real 
bad (an understatement). Now, if you were to take a 
couple of boxes (each) of worms to a building take-over 
and hide them in strategic spots around the building 
your presence (after a few weeks), ever how short it was, 
would be well remembered (to say the least) for a very 
long time! You might also want to use the "juice" off 
of shrimp (P-U!). 

A note on tree spiking. An apple orchardist 
friend of mine used to "bolt" his trees so they would not 
split. Now you say, "Well, so what, we are not into 
saving apple trees." You see, if you are going to "spike" 
a tree, do it right, get a long drill bit (wood bit) and have 
your friendly neighborhood welder weld (or braze) an 
extension onto it. If you use a fairly large bit (one-half 
to three quarter inch), you should be able to extend it 
out to around three or four feet. Take this extended bit 
(along with a battery driven or hand driven drill), a 
ladder, and steel rod (sharpened at one end) about six 
inches longer than the bit and head for a forest of your 
choice. Drill a hole at an angle downward in the tree 
trunk. Be sure that you are not too high up on the trunk 
so that the steel rod that you drive in the hole (the last 
six inches) will not be across the "normal" cutting path 
of a logger. You can, with a tall ladder, "sink" rods in 
a "line" up a considerable height! 

This, of course, is going to injure the tree, and 
for the tree it probably would be better to use a one-half 
inch bit and stainless steel rod (expensive) of a slightly 
smaller diameter. Also, if you do this, be sure that you 
countersink the rod so it will not be easily seen or pulled 
out. Use an acceptable material to patch the hole 
(found at a nursery supply) so that you do not leave an 
open wound. A warning should be placed on the tree 
to alert the logger, as this may stop him (especially after 
he tries to cut a few trees with no warning) from 
attempting to continue cutting. This all should be 
done well before the area is to be cut to give the tree 
time to heal around the "spike" and to make any 
removal of the spike next to impossible. 

As far as hanging banners and other "peaceful" 
media type stuff, I am all for it. These actions do well 
to alert the general public, and "deep woods" and 
covert actions cannot do that. Our younger generation 
needs some "seeable" actions to alert them to the

Fluffy Carob Cake 
(Set Oven to 350°) 

3 cups flour 
1 1/2 cups fructose, 
sucanat or sugar 
1 cup margarine 
1 cup carob powder 

1 cup soy milk 

2 tsp vanilla 

1 Tbs lemon juice 
1 tsp baking powder 
1 tsp baking soda 
1/2 cup boiling water 


Tender BBO Tofu 
2 lbs tofu 
2 Tbs oil 
5 cloves garlic 
1/2 onion, minced 
1/4 cup soy sauce 
1 cup water 
1/2 cup wine or 
sherry 

carrots, cauliflower 
mushrooms (opt) 


Combine and mix all dry ingredients for the 
Fluffy Carob Cake, except for 1/4 cup of the carob. 
Melt the margarine with the 1/4 cup of carob, then 
add to .the dry mixture. Add lemon juice and vanilla 
to soymilk and pour in mixture. Boil water and add 
in. Pour into a greased and floured 9x11 pan. 

Now here's the tricky part. The cake will take 
1/2 hour, and at about that same time you'll be 
wanting to light the charcoal for the tofu. Someone 
showed me an easy way around this: all you need is 
a kitchen timer, a 9 volt battery (with cap), an 
automobile backup lightbulb, some electrical wire, 
some matches and a soldering gun. First, break off 
the glass on the bulb so as to expose the filament, 
being careful not to break it. Attach some matches 
to the filament so that the heads touch the wire — 
with the right charge, this match bundle will light 
your BBQ while you're busy with the marinade 
sauce. 

Now, with your soldering kit, attach one 
wire from the battery cap to the tip of the bulb, and 
solder a 6-8 inch length of wire to the metal side of 
the bulb's base. When the other tip of this wire is 
connected to the second wire from the battery cap/ 
battery, the circuit will be complete and the matches 
will ignite. . .that's the general idea. Take the kitchen 
timer and glue a toothpick or matchstick to the 
rotating pointer, in effect extending the 
circumference of the rotation. Glue the two loose 
ends of wire to the non-moving section of the timer 
at the 12 o'clock position, so that the toothpick on 


problems. And we are trying to save these things for 
them, are we not? 

P.S. When you extend a drill bit, there is no 
"twist" in the extension to carry off chips, so be sure to 
pull back the bit all the way out every six inches. If the 
chips aren't removed from the bit or the hole, your bit 
is likely to get stuck. Have fun.

the pointer will connect the two wires when it winds 
down to zero. (Make sure that you do not connect 
the battery until you are about to set the timer.) Now 
you can set the timer for 1/2 hour, put it next to your 
BBQ pit, and shove the lightbulb/igniter into either 
a pile of fire-starter gel or next to a plastic bag of 
starter fluid in the middle of a pile of charcoal. And 
presto — now you can start a fire in one place while 
you're busy doing other things in other places. 

Tofu should be frozen then thawed — this 
process separates the water from the curd and adds 
texture. Marinate the tofu in slabs in a mixture of 
the oil, garlic, onion, tahini, soy sauce, water and 
sherry. You might want to marinate some carrots, 
cauliflower, onion or mushrooms and BBQ those as 
well. Also prepare a BBQ sauce, which can either be 
a can of tomato sauce with soy sause, spices and 
sweetener, or your own personal favorite sauce.

Take the 
cake out of the oven and let it cool in the pan. Melt

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Paper Mill Poisons Pigeon River

For more than 80 years, 
Champion International's 
Canton, North Carolina paper 
mill has used the Pigeon River as 
a wastewater treatment plant. 
The river's pristine waters, turned foul- 
smelling and coffee-colored 
by the mill's discharge, continue that way 
for 30 miles through North Carolina and on 
into Tennessee. This misuse of the Pigeon 
River comes at the public's and the 
environment's expense. 

Today, under a new national administration, 
there is a glimmer of hope that the Environmental 
Protection Agency will finally require Champion to 
adhere to the terms of the 1977 Clean Water Act. 

In 1988, the North Carolina Division of 
Environmental Management granted the Canton 
mill a variance allowing Champion to bypass a state 
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standard of 50 color units (parts per million), which 
would have left the water as clear as ginger ale. 
Instead, Champion's effluent contains 400 to 800 
color units, depending on the time of the year. This 
discharge stains the river a dark coffee-color. 

Color greatly influences the optical properties 
of water, which ultimately affects the overall health 
of an aquatic community. A dark color deprives 
aquatic plant life of the solar energy it needs to 
sustain its primary productivity. Algae, the basis of 
aquatic ecosystems, has been reduced by as much as 
96 percent below the Canton mill. The river's Index 
of Biotic Integrity (IBI) — a measure of its species 
richness and composition, trophic structure, fish 
abundance, and fish condition — is classified "poor." 
A study of Pigeon River fish found that 40 percent 
were diseased, deformed, or parasitized. Above the 
plant, the Pigeon's IBI is classified "excellent." 

Western North Carolina has also lost other 
possible uses of the river because of Champion's 
polluted effluent. The river is now used for industrial 
cooling, wastewater discharge, and hydroelectric 
generation. But using the Pigeon for agriculture, 
recreational fishing, whitewater rafting/canoeing and 
maintaining aquatic biodiversity is virtually 
impossible. An economic analysis provided by two 
professors at Walters State University estimates that 
the annual value of recreational benefits from a 
restored Pigeon River would be $7.3 million. 

The Canton Modernization Program (CMP), 
Champion's three-year, $300 million upgrading 
project which is only partly designed to improve the 
plant's discharge into the river, supposedly represents 
Champion's best attempt to reduce the color of its 
effluent. The company is justified in saying that the 
CMP is a step toward improving the Pigeon River 
environment. The CMP will improve the water color 
by about 50 percent and will reduce the amount of 
water used by the mill from 45 to 29 million gallons 
each day. 

But lightening the water's color by 50 percent 


— or even 70 percent — would still not come close to 
the state standard of 50 color units. The Canton mill 
is the only plant in the United States known to use 30 
miles of a river as a diluting zone. 

The original variance exempting Champion's 
discharge from the North Carolina color standard 
was granted because of the lack of effective, affordable 
technologies that could enable the plant to meet the 
standard. The NC Division of Environmental 
Management (DEM) issued the variance based on 
information submitted by the consulting firm SEC 
Donohue, which was retained by Champion to review 
seven possible color-removal technologies. SEC 
Donohue rejected all seven technologies because 
none of them, by themselves, could meet the 50 
color-unit standard, or even an 80 color-unit standard. 
In the eyes of DEM, Champion had sufficiently 
demonstrated that all possible color-removal 
technologies had been investigated. 

But using a combination of several 
technologies was never even considered. 
Furthermore, by reducing the amount of water used 
and discharged by the plant, the modernization 
program will significantly decrease the cost of using 
color-removal technologies. SEC Donohue's report 
was based on the former 
usage, which increased the 
estimated costs 

substantially. 

Even more 

importantly, Champion has 
a local color-removal 
technology available to it at 
half the cost of other 
technologies. In 1988, 
UNCA Professor Richard 
Maas and retired engineer 
Philip Neal developed a 
color-removal method 
specifically for the Canton 
paper mill. The technology, 
whose development was 
actually funded by 
Champion through a grant, 
removes 90 to 95 percent of 
the color from the plant's 
effluent by itself. 

The problem with 
Maas and Neal's 
technology, according to 
Champion, is the sludge it 
generates. If Champion 
were required to use this technology, the company 
would finally be held financially accountable for the 
waste it produces. The cost of producing the 
company' s bleached paper has always been artificially 
low because it does not reflect the true costs of 
discharging pollution into the river. 

Another advantage of technologies like the 
one developed by Maas and Neal is that they eliminate 
the use of chlorine bleaching, which pollutes the 
Pigeon River with deadly chemicals such as dioxin. 
Using Maas and Neal's technology would cost 
Champion about $40 million in capital investment 
and $10 million per year in operating costs. But 
compared to the $425 million the company already 
planned to spend on capital projects (according to its 
1986 annual report), this is a small investment, and 
the benefits would be substantial. 

On March 10, the Division of Environmental 
Management will be reviewing Champion's variance 
to discharge color into the Pigeon River. Their 
decision will subsequently be reviewed by the EPA 
Region Four Office in Atlanta. 

The Headwaters Coalition — representing 13 
organizations, including the Western North Carolina 
Alliance, the Clean Water Fund of North Carolina, 
the Blue Ridge Environmental Defense League, and 
Americans for a Clean Environment — is asking DEM 
and the EPA to deny Champion the color variance. 
Neither agency is accepting public comment on the 
issue, but concerned citizens are calling major users 
of Champion's products, asking them not to purchase 
cartons from the Canton mill. A demonstration at 
the river on March 27 will also focus national attention 
on the color variance. 

The people of Western North Carolina need 
to recognize that Champion can meet the terms of 
the Clean Water Act. Champion has "cried wolf" 
many times before, arguing that the mill would close 
down if the government enforced its own laws. Yet 
the mill is still here, and the company is making a 
substantial investment in its future. For more than 


80 years, Champion has destroyed the environment 
in and around the Pigeon River. The company has 
not been held accountable for the costs of polluting 
the Pigeon River. It is time for an educated public to 
demand that a reasonable environmental law be put 
into effect.

Owl to Stop 
Cutting in 
Southwest?

Faced with the threat of a law suit by the 
Biodiversity Legal Foundation and Phoenix physician 
Robin Silver, Secretary of the Interior Bruce Babbitt 
announced on February 19th that the Mexican 
Spotted Owl (Strix occidentals ludda ) will be listed as 
threatened under the federal Endangered Species 
Act. 

The ESA listing will provide about 2100 
Mexican Spotted Owls remaining in the Southwest 
with badly needed increased protection, and is 
expected to significantly pare down commercial 
logging in remnant mature, densely canopied, mixed 
conifer forests — the habitat preferred by the owls. 

About 91 percent of Mexican Spotted Owls 
presently known occur on US National Forests, 4 
percent occur on Indian reservations, 4 percent 
occur in national parks, and 1 percent occurs on BLM 
lands. Timber production is the major threat to the 
owl, with about 65 percent of owl habitat in Arizona 
and New Mexico presently managed for timber 
production. Timber harvest is also a threat to the owl 
in at least two national forests in southwest Colorado . 

"This is the first clear-cut victory for the 
environment in Arizona in many years, and it's well 
overdue," said Robin Silver, a Phoenix doctor and 
wildlife photographer who first petitioned the 
government to list the owl in December 1989. 

The Mexican Spotted Owl became an initial 
litmus test for Bruce Babbitt. The best scientific data 
available clearly showed the owl to be biologically 
endangered and yet the US Forest Service, hand-in- 
hand with the timber industry in the Southwest, 
pulled out all the stops in an effort to prevent the 
owl's listing and protection. 

In November, the Colorado-based 
Biodiversity Legal Foundation and Dr. Silver filed a 
formal 60-day notice of intent to file suit and were 
on the verge of filing the case in US District Court 
when Babbitt made the decision to list the owl. 

An even greatertestfor Babbitt will be whether 
he now takes the necessary preventive steps to ensure 
the long-term protection of old growth and mature 
mixed conifer forest ecosystems in the Southwest. 
The conservation of the Northern Goshawk, 
Flammulated Owl, Spotted and Occult Bats, and 
numerous migratory songbirds and endemic 
salamanders depend upon federal and state agencies 
taking an effective multiple-species/ecosystem 
approach to recovery efforts. 

Litigation over the Mexican Spotted Owl, 
however, may not haveheen completely avoided by 
the recent positive decision, as the Fish and Wildlife 
Service (at press time) has yet to announce whether 
it intends to designate critical habitat for the owl and 
whether the ESA classification will be threatened or 
endangered.

On December 12, 1992 
the Stone Mountain Memorial 
Association (SMMA) presented to 
the public its $ 1 10 million Master 
Plan for Stone Mountain 
"improvements." These projects 
are in addition to the planned 
development for 1996 Atlanta 
Olympic venues (see Earth First! 

Aug. 1, 1992). The Master Plan is 
scheduled to be implemented in 
two phases. The first is to coincide 
with the '96 Olympic Games, with 
the second phase to be completed 
by 2010. 

SMMA claims this plan is 
a program of wildlife preservation 
and land conservation. They also 
professes it is a calculated course 
of managed growth, 
incorporating Olympic venues 
other recreational attractions. Personally, I find it 
hard to equate roughly $300 million in construction 
over 1 8 years with anything resembling preservation 
and conservation. 

The public hearing was held at 10:45 on 
December 12, forty-five minutes after the plan was 
presented. It lasted only until noon. It all took place 
so fast no one actually had time to study the plan 
before making their comments. 

It should be noted that this plan is not 
binding. The SMMA can still add even more 
development in the future. As if to underscore this, 
at the December 21 board meeting the Park Director 
immediately asked for flexibility on the proposed 
Natural District borders. His reason: to build more 
parking lots. At this meeting, the SMMA voted 
unanimously to accept the Master Plan as proposed. 
While some projects will receive further study (exact 
locations, time tables, etc.), all were given the green 
light. 

The Master Plan calls for dividing the park 
into four distinct areas. Three of these, the Historic 
District, the Events District, and the Recreational 
District are slated for nearly total development. For 
example, the Historic District calls for construction 
of a complete "working Southern town and farm." 
The fourth, the Natural District, claims to designate 
65 percent of the park as a wilderness area. This is 
very misleading. A large portion of this section is 
surface area of four man-made lakes. 

Wilderness area? Hardly; the Natural District 
will still have two paved roads, a railroad, new train 
station, picnic areas, fishing hut, three dams, and the 
Olympic Archery site. In addition, the most offensive 
new development planned would be entirely in this 
area. Passingthrough sensitive forest on the mountain 
would be a multi-million dollar Incline Railway. It 
would terminate near sensitive habitats for the 
federally listed plant species, the pool sprite 
( Amphianthus pusillus-Threatened) and the black- 
spored quillwort (Isoetes melanospora-Endangered). 
This completely discounts any claims by the SMMA 
that it will preserve the Mountain. 

In liie short-term, the establishment of the 
Natural District will provide some protection for 
most of the park's rare plants and significant habitats. 
Unfortunately, this is a People First plan. It is 
doubtful any long-term protection has been ensured. 
Habitat loss due to recreational over-use and 
development is the major threat to the park's flora. 
The Master Plan and Olympic development will only 
increase these threats. 

No protection is provided for rare species 
that occur outside this so-called wilderness area. For 
example, all sites of the rock aster ( Aster avitus-Cl 
candidate ) are outside this area. Stone Mountain is 
the only public land site where this plant still can be 
found. It is very likely other rare plants exist outside 
the proposed Natural District. We may never know 
what will be destroyed. No plant inventories or 
environmental impact studies have been made. So 
far, the SMMA has shown no inclination to do any. 



Protection of the individual rare plant species 
(at least 12) and their habitats is of course the highest 
priority. But of almost equal importance when 
discussing the biological significance of the park is 
the remaining hardwood forest. One area at the base 
of the Mountain contains large hardwoods of such a 
variety that the forest has been found representative 
of nearly original Piedmont Mesic Forest by scientists 
working on a Eastern North American Vegetation 
Survey. Only part of this area is in the proposed 
Natural District. 

Under this plan, the SMMA only seeks to 
protect species so that it can exploit them for profit. 
Lookout points will be built so visitors can view areas 
that are home to rare and endangered species. No 
mention has been made of what is best for ' these 
species in their own right. For all its impressive talk 
about preservation and conservation, this plan is 
simply a People First! plan. It is about getting more 
people into the park, processing them more 
efficiently, building new amusements for them, thus 
generating higher profits (surely leading to even 
more managed growth). This, plan contains no real 
consideration for the Mountain, the hardwood forest 
or its native residents' own right to exist. The only 
thing this plan successfully manages is the continuing 
destruction of Stone Mountain. 

What can be done about it? Currently, we 
must keep public pressure on these short-sighted, 
bottom-feeding bureaucrats. The persistent pressure 
does seem to have caught the SMMA officilas off- 
guard. Apparently they thought after the hearing, 
everyone would just accept their plans. So far, that 
hasn't happened. In particular, the Incline Railway 
has received almost total condemnation from the 
public. 

There are still questions to be answered that 
could lead to some legal recourse. These include: 
What responsibility (if any) does the SMMA have 
under the Georgia Environmental Policy Act? Have 
wetlands been properly surveyed and protected? 
Will any federal funds be used in the Stone Mountain 
Olympic projects? 

Pending the answers to these questions and 
others, I am still urging those interested in helping 
protect Stone Mountain to write the Stone Mountain 
Memorial Association, POB 778, Stone Mountain, 
GA 30086; Governor Zell Miller, 203 State Capital, 
Atlanta, GA 30334 and the Atlanta Committee for 
the Olympic Games POB 1996, Atlanta, GA 30301.

I want to thank all those who have already 
written letters and offered support. I hope you will 
help keep public pressure on the SMMA. For the first 
time SMMA is at least mentioning the protection of 
endangered species and habitats. They must be 
forced to translate its rhetoric into lasting actions to 
protect the native species of Stone Mountain. 


Defending 
Marine 
Mammals

The oceans are the "Mother 
of Life," and we are killing her. 
Greed through destructive seafood 
"harvesting" has caused the 
ecosystem to become unbalanced, 
causing a bloom of one species and 
the disappearance of others. Here 
in Maine, it seems that lobstermen 
are switching to urchin fishing. 
After the urchins are gone, the 
fishermen will move on to 
gillnetting. 

Abotit five years ago a 
market for urchin roe was 
discovered in Japan. The reason 
for so many urchins is because the 
natural predators (otters) are gone 
and draggers (trawlers) have not 
been able to drag among the rocks. 
Scuba divers discovered this and 
have almost depleted this fishery 
in a short time, another case of the 
self-regulated fishing industry out 
of control. 

The use of gillnets is a cruel and effective 
fishing technique, sure to catch all. A gillnet is 
monofilament net, stretched out for up to a mile 
and a half along the coast and is a light blue color, 
which is hard to detect. Porpoise, seals, and whales 
are the bycatch. They are considered nuisances 
since there is no market for them and they destroy 
fishing gear. It is common to shoot and kill these 
"menaces." The practice is to put out and anchor 
the net in the late afternoon. Overnight, fish will 
find their way into the net and get trapped there. 
Since they cannot move to get oxygen through their 
gills, they suffocate. Mammals cannot stay down 
for more than a few minutes, so they also die this 
way. If possible, the fishermen come back the next 
day, hut if he has problems he will not, and his catch 
will rot. This attracts more prey, which includes sea 
birds (also considered bycatch), and they too 
suffocate and die in the web of death, along with 
other species. 

The Marine Mammal Protection Act of 1982 
was an attempt to save mammals, but it was amended 
later to accommodate fishermen and their nets. It 
is well understood that people in the business look 
at life in the waters as commodities, constantly 
putting a price tag on everything. The end result is 
an ecosystem out of balance, one that will not 
evenly sustain life, one that forces species into 
extinction with little regard to the future. If groups 
that were neutral and made up of citizens, 
conservationists, biologists and environmentalists 
were to expose these awful acts of violence to other 
species, legislation would follow and the future for 
our oceans would brighten. 

For the last six years we have been urging 
and training people to get out on the water in boats, 
especially sea kayaks. We feel that much of the 
problem with the environment is due to the fact 
that people just are not there to witness the damage. 
Our recent purchase of the vessel "Windswift" is an 
attempt to get further off shore and expose illegal 
fish trading through photographic documentation 
of whales, porpoises, and sea birds caught in gillnets. 
If possible, we will attempt to release the trapped 
species from the nets before they die. The vessel is 
a thirty-three foot fiberglass sloop capable of sleeping 
six people. It has a center board and draws only four 
feet of water with the board up. This will enhance 
its capability of getting into shallow water. 

We believe that during the summer, at any 
given moment (until gillnets are banned), there 
could be marine mammals dying off the coast of 
Maine and no one would know. We believe that 
fishermen and the Coast Guard would fail to expose 
these violations. If the real truth was out about 
these nets, they would be banned and sea life could 
start to balance naturally. 

Until that time, we feel an obligation to do 
all that is possible to correct this raping of our 
oceans. Gillnetting is another holocaust.

Vigilantes Threaten Anti-Dam March

In solidarity with the United Nation's designation of 1993 as the "Year 
of the Indigenous," Buddhist nun Jun Yasuda initiated a prayer pilgrimage from 
her home at the Peace Pagoda in Grafton, New York to the Innu Reserve of 
Maliotenam on the St. Lawrence Seaway in Quebec Province. This seven-week 
walk began December 10, 1992 in support of the Innu's struggle to stop the 
development of Hydro-Quebec on their lands and gain recognition as a sovereign 
nation. The Innu, a hunting and fishing culture, have never signed a treaty 
giving up any rights to these ancestral lands and overwhelmingly oppose Hydro- 
Quebec's development and exploitation of the land they consider sacred. 

Our core group of twenty walkers was comprised of Japanese, US, and 
indigenous peoples. Although there were only two Buddhist monks on the walk, 
we were all depicted as either Japanese or American Buddhist monks and thus 
became estranged from the general population, which is predominately French 
Catholic. 

Although most of the communities knew about James Bay, very few were 
aware of the St. Marguerite 3 (SM-3) hydro-project being planned on Innu land. 
This $2,872 billion project includes diverting the Pekans and Carheil Rivers into 
the St. Marguerite. These two rivers are currently tributaries of the Moise River, 
which is famous for its giant salmon and is an important waterway into the 
interior for the Innu. Although the traditional Innu people have organized the 
"Coalition of Nitassinan" to counter the development of Hydro-Quebec and 
gain recognition as a sovereign nation that has it's own language and culture, 
their efforts have gained little publicity. In order to gain international attention 
and support for their cause, they invited us to Maliotenam and participated in 
the pilgrimage with us. 

Although the Cree, Innuit and Innu people are all actively opposing 
development and exploitation of their lands by Hydro-Quebec, they are very 
isolated from each other. In addition to the great geographical distance, the Innu 
speak only Innu and French while the Cree's second language is English. 

Hydro-Quebec must be seen in its entirety and not just as one particular 
dam or project. This separatist mentality has been fostered by the government, 
which has never studied the cumulative effects of the entire $65 billion project 
planned by Hydro-Quebec. The total area that would be affected by Hydro- 
Quebec is three times the size of New York State. 

We arrived at Maliotenam on January 15. Many of the Innu were in court 
for defiance of an injunction that prohibited them from meeting in public 


buildings on the reserve. It was decided that the walkers would fast on the 
reserve for three days and then participate in a joint march down Route 138 from 
the St. Marguerite River to Maliotenam. However, on the first day of our fast, 
leaders of the trade unions took over a commercial radio station, calling people 
to gather to "do people's justice" and "expel the Buddhists" from the reserve. 

We got word that the pro-government band council chief, Eli Jacques 
Jordain wanted to meet with us. We agreed to meet with the stipulation, 
requested of us by the Innu, that media and the human rights commissioner be 
present. When he disagreed with that conditon, we refused to meet with him. 
After about twenty minutes he sent word that he agreed to those condtions and 
we re-entered the meeting room. He informed us that he was ordering us to leave 
the reserve by 4 pm and that if we didn't, we would be responsible for any 
violence that occurred. We said we were the invited guests of the Innu and would 
stay as long as they wanted us to. 

At about 4 pm, the Innu hurriedly informed us that for our safety we 
would have to move into the church. The vigilantes, led by Chief Jourdain, had 
entered the reserve. The Innu had met among themselves and decided that they 
would put the women and children in the church with us and that the men 
would stay outside and lay down if the vigilantes tried to enter the church. When 
the vigilantes stopped in front of the church, the Innu asked them to select four 
leaders and join in a negotiation to peacefully resolve this conflict. They agreed 
to this request. It was decided that the Innu would cancel our joint two-day walk 
and the vigilantes would not forcibly expel us. 

We completed our three-day fast and, after a final celebration and sweat 
lodge with our Innu friends, departed from the reserve on January 24. 

Since that time, four Innu have received prison sentences for their 
violation of the injunction. About 70 Innu will be going through the courts for 
similar charges. They are representing themselves and speaking in the Innu 
language. They are committed to fasting in jail and continuing with their non- 
violent campaign for their autonomy and cultural survival.

Letter From a Friend in Jail 


Friends & supporters — 

Another semi-personal letter 
from me to keep you all informed 
of my situation. My preliminary 
trial took place Jan 11-14; four 
days of court involving 28 plus 
witnesses that testified. The 
investigation, which was co- 
ordinated between the Royal 
Canadian Mounted Police 
(RCMP), National Security 
Investigative Service's unit 
(NSIS) (Canada's anti-terrorist 
unit) and the Integrated 
Intelligence Unit (IIU) a RCMP- 
Edmonton city police j oint unit, 
conducted hundreds of hours of 
surveillance on me, my co- 
accused, other suspects, our 
residences, and possible ALF 
targets. This included phone 
wiretaps at both of our residences 
and a room probe/bug in my residence. Even with all this "over the top" 
intensive police surveillance, nothing significant enough to bring up in court 
was learned. 

The majority of law enforcement officers who were cross-examined 
were very reluctant to answer questions about surveillance and involvement of 
US law enforcement agents. They couldn't be sure of their answers, or could 
not remember, and one IIU officer even had his ALF investigation notebook 
"stolen" along with a jacket from his vehicle (!?) and so could not remember 
much at all. We eventually found out that three US law enforcement agents 
(FBI-Michigan, Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms-Michigan, Michigan 
State University Police) travelled to Edmonton in early July. Here they were 
given photocopies of every file in the filing cabinet seized at my residence, 
which contained my personal files and the ALF Support Group's files 
(correspondence/mailing lists/newsclipping/etc.) They also accompanied IIU 
officers on a second search of my residence where they attempted to question 
my wife. (This second search resulted in my 13th charge — Possession of a 
device to obtain telecommunication, when a telephone test set was seized. This 
charge is being tried separately) 1 ; They also attempted to question at least two 
other activists about the location of suspected US and Canadian ALF and EF! 
activists. The secret task force of law enforcement agencies is truly North 
America wide. They are trying to share as much information as possible with 
each other in their attempt to crush the Animal Liberation Front. 

My co-accused (who Nov. 12/92 had his three charges stayed due to 
lack of evidence) was subpoenaed to testify. When called to swear oath he 
refused. His attorney, who was present, made a statement for him stating that, 
"It did not matter to him if the judge locked him up for 8 days and another 8 
days and another, he would not take the stand and testify." The judge, who 
had the option of jailing him for 8 days or until the pre-trial is adjourned, 
whichever is less, decided after deliberation to not jail him but issued an order 
for him to appear at my trial (refusal at trial means he could be charged with 
contempt which can carry a maximum two-year sentence). 

Overall, my pre-trial was very informative, the charge of attempted 
arson regarding an ALF action at Ovellette Packers was dropped, and the 3 
charges/counts of mischief related to damagedFur Council of Canada billboards 
were changed to one charge/count of mischief to three billboards. So three less 


charges overall. All the charges related to the University of Alberta ALF 
liberation of 29 cats are held up by very weak "circumstantial" evidence. In the 
end i was ordered to stand trial on all charges except the attempted arson and 
2 charges of michief previously mentioned. 

On Jan 25 during a cell search, guards seized a watch found in my cell, 
and then searched me, seizing another watch. Both were not listed as inmate 
property when I arrived and were considered contraband. One watch i had 
traded a prisoner for and the other i found in the laundry where i worked. 
Charged with "Possession of an unauthorized article," i was strip searched and 
taken to unit 6-D Administrative Segregation (more commonly known as the 
Hole) . The next day i went to warden's court where i was found guilty and given 
10 days punishment. I was taken back to the hole, stripsearched, given a padded 
"security" dress/jacket, a half size blanket and put in a cell. Locked up 23 hours 
a day with 1 hour exercise a day (if you're well behaved) . My cell is searched daily 
for contraband. There are bright lights on in the cell 16-plus hours a day, and 
the ventilation system blasts cold air in 24 hours a day, making it feel like a 
fridge. No phone calls (except to my lawyer), no reading, cold food. Blah! Lots 
of shivering, not much sleep, some meditating, much thought. On Friday Jan 
29 i was supposed to attend my Queen's Bench bail application, when i asked 
about it i was told i was not on the court list and so i did not have court, end 
of story (i later learned i was on the court list). Sadly, my bail was narrowly 
denied for the sixth time. On my fifth or sixth day of "punishment" someone 
slipped a smuggled book under my door. It was a children's book with a story 
about space cats who came back to earth to rescue cats and a couple people 
because everyone on the earth was poisoning and killing their planet. I read it 
in about four hours that night, hiding it while their guards did their hourly 
checks, anything to relieve the boredom. The next morning i slipped it away 
for someone else to read. On Feb 4 i was released to a new unit, happy just to 
be out of the "hole" even though i was still in jail. 

Since then i have been busy answering letters, reading, and writing some 
articles. My trial date is to be set sometime this week. It's sounding like the 
Prosecuter "won't have time" in his schedule till October. If my trial is set for 
that late my attorney will be filing for a court order to get me released on bail 
because of undue/un eccessary delay of trial. So i'm hoping things go good either 
way. 

To those of you that could donate $ and did, thank you, the SG has raised 
enough money to pay for my legal fees. Thank you. Any additional money 
raised will be used by the SG to cover their expenses (postage/printing etc.) and 
also go into an Activist Defense Fund to help other arrested activists with legal 
fees. The Support Group is still accepting any donations; make payable to 
"ALFSG-Canada-SG PO Box 75029, Ritchie PO, Edmonton AB, T6E 6K1, Canada. 

Thank you all again for you letters, cards and support, it has helped keep 
me going. A final note to all other activists who are "underground" and those 
that are imprisoned. I hope you are well and keeping your spirits up. Don't ever 

feel beaten or alone, there are many 
people with you always. Keep up the 
pressure and stay strong.

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Grand Jury May Jail Author 

An Interview with Rik Scarce I 


Rik Scarce, author of the book, Eco-Warriors. was served 
a subpoena last May to testify at the grand jury in 
Spokane, Washington. Rik is a teaching assistant at the 
University of Washington, where last year the Animal 
Liberation Front raided fur research facilities and labs. 
Rik has publicly stated that he will not testify before the 
grand jury, on the basis of academic and journalistic 
freedom. Activist Jonathan Paul has spent almost five 
months in jail for refusing to testify before the same grand 
jury. Joumalista Steve Maher interviewed R ik at his home 
in Pullman, Washington. 

Journal: Why are you willing to not testify? 

Rik: Well, it's never been put to me that way; why am 
I willing to not testify? Usually people say, why is it 
that you're not going to testify? That's nice; I like it. 

I'm willing to not testify, really 
fundamentally, because of my belief that 
academicians such as myself should have the same 
sorts of protections that journalists have. I think the 
fact that the National Enquirer has a better standing in 
the courts, in terms of resisting subpoenaes to provide 
information from its reporters, than I do; I think 
that's stunning. I think that's sickening. I think its 
preposterous. As a bona fide academic researcher, 
everything I do is about presenting information to 
the public to further the flow of information and the 
debate on important social issues. If I'm not doing 
that, then I'm not worth very much as a research 
sociologist. 

The US Attorney is arguing that a 1972 
Supreme Court case called Branzburg v Hayes is 
really what forces me to testify. If you take a look at 
the judges' order on the top of the CD player (oh, 
don't put that in the Journal! Alex, keep pedalling the 
gramaphone!) Branzburg v Hayes was a combined 
instance of. three different cases. In each of those 
three cases the journalist involved actually witnessed 
a crime, and I think for people it's far, far harder to 
say, OK, if you witness a crime, then you don't have 
to say anything about it than it is to say, if somebody 
tells you about a crime you don 't have to say anything 
about it. 

I have not admitted to whether or not I was 
told anything about this crime by anyone who 
perpetrated it; the break-in here at WSU. I have not 
admitted that, nor have I denied that. And, that is 
really beyond my concern right now. My immediate 
concern is the fact that they're trying to haul me 
before a grand jury and the profound negative effect 
that that will have. I don't belive that Earth Firstlers 
who have spoken to me on the record, allowed me to 
use their names, I don't believe that those people, in 
the future, will allow me to talk with them. I have 
asked some of them already. They said, "Hell no, I'm 
not gonna talk." 

Journal: In that way do you think the grand jury 
process is fairly effective? 

Rik: No, it's not going to be effective in this instance 
because I'm not going to talk. ... I see the grand jury 
as attempting to get at a social movement through 
me, in this instance, and I think that's what it's being 
used for. I know from people who have had a lot of 
interactions with prosecutors, FBI agents and others 
that my book is very popular among them... Again, 
that's an irony in a lot of ways. But that's one 
fundamental facet of what it's all about — putting 
information out there to the larger society. I don't 
choose to whom it goes. 

Journal: How's the University dealing with this? 

Rik: The University has taken a hands-off approach 
so far. I have not contacted them to ask for any 
assistance nor have they come to me and offered any 
assistance, so I don't know where they're going to be 
going on that. 

I also am concerned about my 
funding.... They could potentially attempt to take 
away my funding because I'm not there to teach, and 
of course that would have a political motivation .It's 
not just, "Oh, he's not here," its, "We think you 
ought to talk to the grand jury." 

Journal: Do you think the grand jury is questioning 
you more as an influential sociologist than as 
someone who has any possible connection with 
this? 
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Rik: Well, I wouldn't say that I'm an influential 
sociologist but the... US Attorney who is handling 
this is insisting that my "friendship," as he puts it, 
with Rod Coronado is what's really going on, this is 
not an academic freedom question in his mind, that 
I'm somehow hiding my friendship with him or 
something.. ..We're very clear that, I've got to be 
treated as an academic and we've tried — my attorney 
and I — to meet with the judge in his chamber alone, 
so that I could fill out the record fully, so that I could 
get all facts on the table. The judge refused to allow 
us to do that. 

Journal: What was his reason? 

Rik: He gave no reason that I can recall. I guess his 
reason was, we could take care of everything in 
creating hypotheticals. Well, let's just say — and this 
is exactly what happened — let's just say, assume, 
that Mr. Scarce did in fact talk, person-to-person 
with the people who had something to do with this 
raid and that he promised confidentiality and let's 
proceed from there. Well, that leaves out a lot of 
details. 

Journal: Yeah, it seems like it does. 

Rik: Yeah, and the assumptions are 
things that we would very much like 
to address. I think we will be able 
to, on appeal. We're going to 
appeal this to the 9th Circuit 
Court of Appeals. ... The 
only things like it, really, 
the only case much 
like it at all is one that 
came up in 1984 
involving a 

sociologist... where 
this five-point test [for 
academic standing] 
was developed. The 
2nd Circuit Court of 
Appeals heard that. 

The 2nd Circuit and 
the 9th Circuit, as my 
attorney explained, 
are like Java and Brazil 
in terms of legal 
questions. What one 
has done simply 
doesn't matter. 

When you're in 
federal court all that 
matters is the 
Constitution, federal 
law as its been 
written, and 

precedents that the 
Supreme Court has 
handed down. So 
I'm in this gray area. 

Journal: Do you _ 

think that the 

nebulous nature of Earth First! and the tribal 
organization, or lack of organization, will help 
keep the harassment down, especially, or 
specifically with ALF? It seems like that group is 
not as ordered a group as EF! 

Rik: Yeah, I think that it's going to be extremely 
difficult for the government agencies to go after 
movements that are so decentralized; that have that 
tribal structure. But the tools that are available to the 
authorities are really quite amazing. ...You look at 
them; the availability of high technology that they 
have at their disposal, now is increasing. All of those 
things, I think, point to the increased ability of the 
government to pursue individuals and/or entire 
movements they have characterized as being 
problematic, as being trouble. 

The FBI made it widely known (it was 
published in the Spokane paper, I think it was 
sometime last year) that with the end of the Cold 
War, 50 agents would be moved over to deal with 
white collar crime.... If by white collar crime they 
really do mean embezzlement,... the savings and 
loan scandal, or the banking scandal, if that's where 
those agents are being put, where are the 


indictments?...Why aren't FBI agents going and 
knocking on their doors? And kicking people out of 
their homes and taking those homes over and selling 
them and giving that money to the American people 
and letting the bankers hang out at street level and 
see what it's like to be turned out of your home or be 
unable to make a mortgage payment or pay the rent 
or whatever? That's been the bottom line to what 
they did. But you don't see that happening. 

Journal: Now, your case reminds me of a couple 
years back when the FBI raided a Missoula house. 
They ended up subpoenaing a professor, another 
person that's kind of on the periphery of this. 
Why do you think that is an effective tactic for the 
FBI? 

Rik: It goes back to academic freedom, for me. It's 
very easy to claim, as I do, that the free flow of 
information is important in this society; 
that we need to know data from the 

Forest Service and we need 

t o Jr\ know that we can 

believe it. We 
need to 




know what thoughtful analysts have to say about 
social movements and about banking scandals.... I 
think that the authorities certainly can come up with 
various justifications for [sending] various people 
like me and the professor from Missoula before grand 
juries, but until the courts come down very firmly, 
people like me, people like that professor will not 
have a right to pursue our research unfettered by fear 
that someone's going to walk in and take our data or 
demand to tap our lines. 

Journal: It almost seems that they're taking a 
short cut to the real work, if they want to question 
Rod Coronado, then maybe they should do the 
legwork and try to find him. 

Rik: I think that, again, it appears that the grand jury 
is being used as an investigative tool. If the evidence 
isn't there that you brought the grand jury to consider 
and indict from that, then why have a grand jury 
looking at the matter at all? Historians of the grand 
jury process, and again, I want to kind of be careful 
the way I word this because I don't want to piss these 
people off too much, but historians have argued this 
is what the grand jury process is all about.

Montanans Protest 
Badger-Two Drilling

Monday February 22nd marked a significant day in the drawn-out battle 
for the future of the Badger-Two Medicine area of Montana's Rocky Mountain 
Front. Simultaneous demonstrations in both Great Falls and in Missoula made 
it clear that the battle for this area just south of Glacier National Park will not end 
quickly or easily. Marches and protests in defense of the Badger-Two Medicine 
are nothing new. Missoula has seen them for over ten years, and it is safe to say 
the Badger is the most heated and potentially most volatile environmental issue 
in the state. The government hoped to end the decade-long debate with a 
January 1993 Record of Decision by Richard Hopkins, Great Falls Resource Area 
Manager of the BLM, allowing Fina Oil and Chemical Company to drill an 
exploratory well in the Hall Creek area of the Badger-Two Medicine and ending 
the right to appeal the decision (see Earth First! Journal Brigid 1993). 

The march in Missoula was a predictable affair, with about one hundred 
people first gathering at the University of Montana and then marching to the 
Federal Building downtown. There were speeches in defense of "The Badger," 
andBobYetter, of the Badger-Two Medicine Alliance, stated that the organization 
wanted to get people to send 1,000 bears ( stuffed, toy bears, that is) to President 
Clinton to express support for the integrity of the area and for the survival of the 
endangered species, such as the grizzly, that live there. 

The atmosphere in Great Falls was quite a bit more tense. About thirty 

people gathered in a small 
conference room at BLM 
headquarters at 1 pm along 
with three BLMers, including 
Dick Hopkins. Those present 
included Earth First! activists 
(heavily funded by the EF! 
Direct Action Fund), 
unaffiliated citizens (people), 
Ric Valois (Environmental 
Rangers Biodiversity Defense), 
and Robert Gopher of the Great 
Falls-based Native American 
organization, "Loud Thunder 
International, Inc." Tiny Man 
Heavy Runner, Chief of the Brave Dog Society of the Blackfeet Nation and 
international representative for the Blackfeet Nation, arrived a little later, 
accompanied by two Blackfeet. 

There was a pent-up feeling of outrage that Hopkins had decided there 
would be no way to appeal the BLM's decision. In Hopkin's opinion, it was 
unlikely that any new arguments against the drilling would emerge. Now that 
jurisdiction has been turned over to the BLM (which makes decisions on sub- 
surface claims), Hopkins claimed all objections have already been stated. This 
decision was upheldby Robert Lawton, Montana State Director, BLM, and David 
C. O'Neal, Assistant Secretary, Land and Minerals Management. At the present 
time, the Badger Chapter and the Alliance for the Wild Rockies are challenging 
the legality of this decision. 

As an example of his decision, Hopkins stated, "We have met the 
requirements of the law on the native rights issue. There may be a small minority 
of Blackfeet that is opposed to it." 

When Tiny Man Heavy Runner arrived, he handed out a resolution from 
the Blackfeet Tribal Business Council stating that it is the "duly constituted 
governing body within the exterior boundaries of the Blackfeet Indian 
Reservation." 

The resolution states that the "Blackfeet Tribe has hunting, fishing and 
timbering rights, and the right of access" to the area that is threatened by the 
well, and that Blackfeet 
people continue to practice 
"their religious, cultural and 
traditional rights" in this area. 

The resolution 
further notes that the Forest 
Service and the BLM have 
been attempting for many 
years to develop oil and gas 
reserves in this area. This 
attempt has been resisted by 
the Blackfeet Nation. 

The battle for the 
Badger-Two Medicine is now 
shifting into a more 
dangerous, confrontational Tiny Man Heavy Runner, Chief of the Brave Dog Society 
mode. With the appeals 

process blocked, the hope for preservation lies with Clinton, Babbitt, and 
members of Congress. It looks like there will be a lengthy court battle ahead, and 
if drilling is attempted, direct action by members of the Blackfeet Nation, Earth 
First!, and a host of other organizations will occur. If the struggle reaches this 
stage, it will be unpleasant indeed. 

Robert Gopher, of Loud Thunder, stated, "We, sitting here, are citizens 
of this country. Federal land is our property as well. I myself have studied Indian 
culture all of my life. This land is our life. It is no game this time." He then 
invited Richard Hopkins to go on a four day fast or vision quest, so that Hopkins 
could better appreciate Robert's point of view. An aura of deep mistrust and 
confrontation is swirling around this issue, like a gathering storm. Perhaps 
Robert Gopher's sincere offer is a step in the right direction. Maybe there are 
ways to let the wind die down a bit.

In the spirit of the American frontier, 

wild bison continue to be killed by white men who wish to protect their domestic 
cattle. Millions of bison were slaughtered by 19th century ranchers and 
cowboys. By the turn of the century, less than 50 bison remained in the 
Yellowstone National Park area. Although the herds are almost gone, each year 
bison continue to fall. Since 1984, well over 1000 bison have been killed for 
trying to return to their natural winter range. This winter the toll of wild bison 
killed to safeguard Montana's burger business has risen by another seventy-five. 

For the past several years, wild bison wandering beyond the boundaries 
of Yellowstone National Park have met the bullets of either private hunters or 
Fish, Wildlife and Parks agents. Each year, activists sabotaged the hunts or 
otherwise tried to protect the animals, and each year, the government agencies 
involved have tried different approaches to try to fend off the inevitable 
confrontations. This year, the Montana Department of Livestock's program of 
annually culling the herds was hidden from the public behind a research 
smokescreen. In essence, the federal government was funding a program of 
killing bison to protect private ranchers in Montana. 

Three years ago, private hunters bid for the privilege of shooting bison 
that crossed the border into Montana. Hunt saboteurs skiied out to meet the 
hunters and stood between the guns and the animals. The next two winters, Fish, 
Wildlife and Parks agents shot over 250 bison that came onto private land, 
making access to the hunts much more difficult. Only one hunt, which took

place on public land, was protested. The bison shot on public land last year were 
killed for a Texas Agriculture & Mining University research project. The Texas 
A&M reserach team was studying the bovine virus brucellosis (brucella abortus.) 

This year, an even cleaner and more airtight approach was used. Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Services, a branch of the US Department of 
Agriculture, gave a grant to Texas A&M to study the effects of the virus on 
pregnant wild bison. The research called for 60 pregnant, non-infected bison to 
be shipped to Texas and infected with brucellosis to see whether they would 
abort their fetuses. Rather than releasing the bison not needed for the study, they 
were sent to a slaughterhouse in Livingston. About 75 male bison were killed, 
even though males are unnecessary for the study and don't transmit the disease. 

The test-and-slaughter program was suspended on February 22 when a 
US District Court judge issued a preliminary injunction terminating the 
experiment. The case was brought to court by the Fund for Animals, a DC group 
that has long been involved with the Yellowstone bison issue. 

While tht research was still going on, Wild Rockies Earth First! activists 
approached the corrals where bison were being baited on private land. Alfalfa 
and hay provided by the US Department of Agriculture were being set out on 
Duck Creek Ranch outside of West Yellowstone, Montana. One night, a large 
container of cayenne pepper was sprinkled around the corrals in an attempt to 
keep the bison away, but the hungry bison didn't seem to mind the Mexican- 
flavored feed. Phil Knight of Bozeman was arrested for trespassing the night of 
Thursday the 18th as he was scaring bison away from the area. On the morning 
of Saturday the 20th, activists again tried to approach the pens while others 
locked the gate on the road leaving the ranch. There were no arrests that day, 
as guards prevented people from getting close enough to open the pen gate. 

USDA spokesperson Kendra Pratt said that the agency is not appealing 
the decision and that it is no longer involved with the project. State Veterinarian 
for the Montana Department of Livestock, Dr. Ferlicka, said there are no plans 
to solicit more money from the federal government to continue baiting the bison 
and killing them. He said his Department will, however, kill bison at the request 
of private landowners, even if the landowners are putting out feed. 

"I don't think it's fair to say we baited them," Ferlicka said. "We don't 
know how much influence our feeding had on bison coming out of the park." 
Activists who tried to scare the bison away from the corrals know how much of 
an incentive fresh hay and alfala is to any grazer in Montana in February. 

The groomed snowmobile trails, which allow tourists to view wild 
bison, also create artificial highways which encourage the bison to wander out of 
the Park onto private land, especially when food has been set out to lure them. 

Continue to 
boycott Montana's tourism 
industry. If you go to 
Yellowstone, travel through 
Wyoming and let 
Montana's tourism 
department know why. 

Boycott Montana beef 
(actually, you should 
boycott all beef). That "free- 
range beef" your local co- 
op sells is free-ranging on 
bison range. 

For those of you 
who are interested, C&P 
Packing, the slaughterhouse 
which butchered the bison, 
is located on Frontage Road 
just east of Livingston,

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Biodiversity and Snails

Greg Mladenka, an Idaho State 
University biologist, and I are standing 
next to Indian Bathtub, a well-known 
landmark on Hot Creek, where it flows into 
the Bruneau River in southern Idaho's 
Owyhee desert country. The tiny stream 
that runs from the Bathtub down to the 
Bruneau is home to a rare mollusk, the 
Bruneau Hot Springs snail. Greg is studying 
this animal as part of a research project to 
determine the snail’s basic biology as well 
as population trends and distribution. 

I've been to this place before. In 
the early 1 980's, while working as a botanist 
for the BLM in Idaho, I had occasion to 
search the area around Indian Bathtub for 
a rare orchid, the Giant Hellebome. I never 
found the plant, and it is apparently extinct 
in this location. But the lack of success in 
finding the plant was soon forgotten after 
I eased into the heated water of the 
"bathtub" for a well-deserved soak. 

In my memory, Indian Bathtub 
was one of those "must visit again* kind of 
places. The hot spring, which Was the 
sourceof warm water for thebathtub, flowed 
down a rocky canyon, then plunged ovet a 
basalt ledge, slid down a smooth rock wall 
and into a deep, round-rock basin— the 
tub. Pictographs drawn centuries ago by 
Native Americans lined the canyon walls 
beside the tub, a reminder of how the place 
came to be named Indian Bathtub. 

Back to the Bathtub again after ten 
yean, the visit had a bitter twist to it The 
springs no longer flowed. Gone was the 
silvery, thin thread of water that once 
washed the rocky wall, and the tub's rock 
basin was filled with sand. 

As we look at the dry basin, Greg 
tells me that in 1981 when I took my soak 
in Indian Bathtub, an estimated 7S,000 
snails, the largest known concentration for 
the species in the world, also shared the 
bath water with me. Today, of course, there 
are none in the tub, and their numbers 
have declined so precipitously, that the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service began the formal 
listing process for the snail as an Endangered 
Species in 198S. Greg's research suggests 
that the snail's population continues to 
decline, and if not arrested, within five 
years the Bruneau Hot Springs snail may 
join the growing list of species that have 
gone extinct during the last half of the 20th 
century. And overall loss of biodiversity, 
according to many scientists, is among the 
most serious threats to global 
environmental stability today. 

The potential extinction of the 
Bruneau Hot Springs snail, while perhaps 
not as “sexy" as the plight of wolves and 
grizzlies, points to the difficulties faced in 
preservation of biological diversity. As 
eminent biologists like Paul Erhlich, E.O. 
Wilson and others have argued, it is the 
extinction of invertebrates like snails and 
insects that is posing a global biodiversity 
crisis. 

Many of the species headed for 
extinction are barely known by science — 
the Bruneau Hot Springs snail was only 
officially described as a new species in 1 990. 
There are literally thousands of little known 
species like the Bruneau Hot Springs snail 
that are facing extinction in the United 
States alone, while the number world-wide 
numbers in the millions. 

The Bruneau Hot Springs snail is 
representative of yet another problem facing 
species heading for extinction — political 
Interference in recovery efforts. The US 
Fish and Wildlife Service was petitioned in 
1985 to list the Bruneau Hot Springs snail 
under the Endangered Species Act As with 
many proposed listings under the Act, 
politics reared its powerful head. Fearing 
that protecting the snail would curtail 
irrigation practices, the local agricultural 
community mounted a campaign to 
preclude listing. Because of the controversy, 
the USFWS was thought to be "dragging its 
feet* over the listing process, according to 
a BLM staffer. 

After publishing their Intention to 
list the snail in 1985, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service had a year-long comment period, 
followed by a six month extension. Delay 
followed delay. In 1988, then Senator 
James McClure and Steve Symms of Idaho 
wrote a letter requesting that listing be 
delayed even longer while more research 
was conducted. Frank Dunkle, former US 


Fish and Wildlife Director under the Reagan 
administration, responded to McClure, 
assuring the Senator that the snail would 
not be listed. 

A deal was worked out with the US 
FWS to study the snail as an alternative to 
immediate listing. A rider was attached to 
an appropriation bill that called for 
$850,000 to be spent on studies related to 
the animal. It was a small portion of this 
appropriation that was paying for 
Mladenka’s research. Butmostofthe money 
went for a water study by the US Geological 
Survey to determine underground aquifer 
flows as well as fencing of snail habitat to 
protect it from livestock. 

One Fish and Wildlife employee 
among the many I contacted told me that 
the snail had been "recommended for listing 
as Endangered 2-3 years ago but political 
interference at the highest levels of 
government had stalled the process." 

According to the law, a final 
decision about species listing mustbemade 
within a year of publishing theintention to 
list in the Federal Register. When I asked a 
US Fish and Wildlife Service representative 
at the Pacific Northwest Regional Office 
why the Bruneau Hot Springs snail had not 
been fisted after seven years, there were a 
few hems and haws, and then I was told to 
tail the Washington office. I called the 
Washington office and was referred back to 
‘ the Pacific Northwest Office. I called 
another Washington US Fish and Wildlife 
official and got basically the same answer, 
although this individual confided that they 
could give me the "official line, but not the 
truth.* I called theldahoField Office where 
the original recommendations were 
generated. 1 asked them to explain the 
aurent «atus tif tire mail and was told I 
should ask someone in Oregon or 
Washington! (One casualty of the snail 
conspiracy, according to Jaspai Carlton of 
the Biodiversity Legal Foundation in 
Denver, was Jay Gore, who quit his Idaho 
USFWSdirectorjobbeeauseof the Bruneau 
Hot Springs fisting controversy. 

Washington politics seemed a long 
ways off as Greg and I walk down to the 
canyon below the bathtub where a trickle 
of water still flows la Hot Creek. A thin, 
green riparian area marks the water course, 
and wegtogeflyputtbe ubiquitous poison 
ivy that fines tkesfream and step Into the 
water. Foraglngulaa raccoon, Gr^searches 
the algae-ciweredstones for snails and holds 
up a few for me to see. They are tiny. No 
more than black specks, the size of a 
mosquito. "These are mature adults*, Greg 
says. "They're tiny creatures compared to 
other snails found in the area. Thereason 
they can survive here is related to their 
ability to tolerate warm water. Other snails 
die at such high temperatures, so the 
Bruneau Hot Springs snail can exploit a 
niche unavailable to other mofiusks.' 

Once more widely distributed than 
today, the Bruneau Hot Springs snail Is one 
of 70 species that lived in a massive, andent 
glacial lake which stretched from Weiser, 
Idaho to Fort Hall, Idaho, a distance of 
more than 300 miles. The lake drained 
about 600,000 yean ago when a natural 
dam was breached. Now only 30 snail 
species remain scattered in pockets of 
suitable habitat across southern Idaho. 
Today, the Bruneau Hot Springs snail is 
restricted to a few hot water seeps and 
springs along the Bruneau Canyon. 

t asked Greg what was causing the 
extinction of the snail. Lack of water was 
his laconic reply. Ultimately, the water 
losses are a symptom of cattle production. 

Mladenka explained. "First, the aquifer 
that feeds the springs and seeps needed by 
the snail is being depleted by ground water 
pumping. The water Is used to Irrigate 
approximately 1 8,000 acres of alfalfa which 
is ultimately fed to domestic livestock, 
primarily cattle." 

BUI Young, with the US Geological 
Survey In Boise, Idaho agrees with 
Mladenka. Young just completed the 
mandated three year study of the 
groundwater aquifer in the Bruneau River 
area. When 1 called him to ask about his 
study, he told me that, 'groundwater 
withdrawal exceeds water recharge 
throughout the area and Is the reason for 
the observed decline In flows at Indian 
Bathtub.* Young noted that 'when the 
first measurement of water flow at Indian 


Bathtub was conducted, 2,200 gallons per 
minute poured from the spring. In the late 
1960's groundwater pumping was initiated 
in the Bruneau River area, and by 1972 the 
flow had been reduced to 450-500 gallons 
per minute. In 1978, it was down to a 
meager flow of 1 20-1 25 gallons per mi lute. 
By 1985, it no longer flowed between July 
and October." 

According to Young, the water being 
pumped from beneath the Bruneau River 
area is fossil hot water. Hot water, he says, 
has a long resident time, which means it 
remains in the aquifer for centuries before 
it is finally discharged. Most of the water 
being sucked from the Bruneau aquifer is 
thousands of years old. These findings, 
Young explained, mean that the recent 
drought in southern Idaho could have no 
effect on water flows of these particular 
springs, thus negating an argument put 
forth frequently by local ranchers who insist 
the decline in spring flows is merely the 
result of below normal precipitation. 
According to Young, the problem is not 
drought, but a "long-term depletion” in 
the groundwater supply. 

Ironically, it is public lands policy 
which created the initial demand for these 
withdrawals. Under the Desert Land Entry 
Act, any individual who brings BLM lands 
into production by irrigation can obtain 
title to those acres under the law. Thus, 
local ranchers and corporations began 
tapping into the underground aquifer to 
flood BLM lands as a means of privatizing 
public lands. 

While such activities are permitted 
by federal law, it is illegal to withdraw more 
water from underground aquifers than is 
returned by recharge, and this is what is 
apparently happening in the Bruneau River 
area. However, the state seldom enforces 
ftfisregulation, according to one BLM staffer 
who wished to remain anonymous. 

The State of Idaho is not the only 
government body which is not enforcing 
its own regulations. Although the Indian 
Bathtubsiteand adjacent Hot Creek canyon 
are oft limits to livestock grazing (as part of 
an agreement worked out between the US 
Fish and Wtitffife Service and both public 
and private land owners), Mladenka says 
that severe overgrazing of adjacent BLM 
uplands has denuded scab so badly that 
periodic flash Soodsdumptons of sediment 
info Hot Creek basin. THs sedimentation 
covers up someof thehabftat used by snails 
and is one factor which has led to the Ailing 
of the Bathtub. 

When queried. Pad Omstead, a 
fishery biologist with the BLM formerly in 
Boise; now in Oregon, diplomatlcal’y 
conceded Mladenka's point when he fold 
me that "livestock grazing, compounded 
by draught on the upper watershed has 
basically eliminated all ground cover* 
According to Omstead, the "entire upper 
watershed, except for a few seeding? (areas 
the agency has replanted), should probably 
not be grazed." 

■ The declining flow from the springs, 
coupled with the Increased sedimentation, 
has a synergistic effect according to 
Mladenka, The reduced flows mean that 
the creek can no longer flush itself dean, 
shrinking available snail habitat further. 

But Mladenka says there is yet a 
third way that cows Impact the snails. Just 
about every time he has visited the site 
during the past three years, illegal trespass 
fivestack have been grazing the riparian 
area along Hot Creek. Once he counted 
more than three hundred trespass cattle to 
the small area occupied by the snail and 
springs. Their trampling and browsing 
reduced streamside vegetation which 
otherwise would shade the creek, allowing 
temperatures to reach levels which are lethal 
to the snail. In addition, Greg has seen 
where cattle using canyon walls as rubbing 
posts have crushed and scraped away snails. 

Even if the temperatures are not lethal, 
they may still hurt snail populations. 
Mladenka’s research has shown that snail 
recruitment (the number of juvenile snails 
brought Into the population) drops 
precipitously In Hot Creek during the 
warmer months from March through 
September and picks up again in the winter 
months when water temperatures drop 
somewhat. 

Those opposed to listing of the 
Bruneau Hot Springs snail rlaim the animal 


is not endangered, in part because a survey 
by Mladenka has found more than 100 site 
locations for the snail with the largest 
populations exceeding 5,000 individuals. 
"It sounds like the snails are doing alright 
when you tell people there are more than a 
hundred sites, but it does not mean they are 
safe", says Mladenka. Nearly all these 
populations exist within a few hundred 
yards of Hot Creek and in tiny seeps of 
warm water scattered here and there along 
the river canyon. “Even if there are ten 
billion snails out there, they are all tied to 
the same water source, which ultimately 
means the entire population is threatened, " 
explains Mladenka. 

But there are not ten billion snails, 
and their habitat is shrinking. Mladenka 
theorizes that at one time all the hundred 
or more isolated seeps and springs with 
snails were once connected, but the declines 
in water flows have now fragmented the 
snail's habitat just as logging fragments old 
growth forest habitat. But these changes 
are subtle and more difficult to see than a 
dearcut forest. “These smaller, increasingly 
isolated populations are more susceptible 
to random fluctuations and may eventually 
die out," he says. 

Pat Omstead of the BLM basically 
agreed with Mladenka's assessment. “At 
the rate of habitat loss we have seen in the 
last five years, I would give the snail only 
five to ten more years before it is extinct.* 

However, now that the results of the 
water and snail biology studies suggest that 
the Bruneau Hot Springs snail is indeed 
imperiled as a consequence of water 
drawdowns, several environmental groups, 
including the Idaho Conservation League, 
are suing the US Fish and Wildlife Service to 
force the agency to complete the listing 
process. 

The Bruneau Hot Springs snail is not 
the only mollusk under siege or embroiled 
in controversy. The Bruneau River drains 
into the Middle Snake River, which is home 
to a number of candidate species including 
the Idaho springsnail, Utah valvata snail. 
Snake River Physa snail, Bliss Rapids snail, 
and the Banbury Springs limpet. These 
mollusks, like the Bruneau Hot Springs 
snail, are suffering from habitat 
fragmentation and loss. Most remaining 
populations are restricted to the few 
remaining sites with high water quality like 
the Thousands Spring area near Hagennan, 
Idaho. And like the Bruneau snail, political 
foot-dragging seems to be the order of the 
day. 

A petition to list the Bliss Rapids snail 
was filed as early as 1980, and the USFWS 
was petitioned to list the Idaho springsnail 
In 1987. Petitions on behalf of the other 
mollusks were filed in 1989, yet it was only 
In 1990 that the US Fish and Wildlife Service 
published its intent to protect the snails in 
the Federal Register. 

As with the Bruneau Hot Springs snail, 
habitat fragmentati n and loss is the major 
threat to the five Sn ke River species, 
according to Dr. Charles Lobdell of the 
USFWS Boise Field Office. As with the 
Bruneau Hot Springs snail, It Is related to 
Irrigation needs and livestock feed 
production. Dams, established to provide 
water storage for irrigation as well as 
hydroelectric power, have largely replaced 
the free-flowing, well-oxygenated water of 
the unshackled river. 

Loss of free-flowing water is 
compounded by changes in water quality 
as a consequence of dewatering. The stretch 
of the Snake River between Shoshone Dam 
and Milner Dam near Twin Falls typically 
has almost no water during peak Irrigation 
season. The remaining pools and limited 
flows concentrate pollutants, including 
runoff from Irrigated fields, grazing, and 
feedlots, thus choking the Middle Snake 
River. Recent algae blooms and fish kills 
resulting from poor water quality also 
indicate that the Snake River aquatic 
ecosystem is In steep decline. 

More recently, competition from an 
exotic snail more tolerant of the poor water 
quality has also contributed to the decline 
of the native species. 

Opposition to listing comes from 
various Industries such as agriculture, which 
Is concerned that the present practice of 
spraying herbicides an pesticides on nearby 
farmlands would be < rtailed. Ten mollusk 
species recorded In the Grandview area of

the Snake River by Dr. D.W. Taylor in the 
1950's were all gone by 1982. Taylor 
speculated that pesticide poisoning was the 
cause. 

In addition, there are fears that tougher 
regulations on non-point pollution from 
agricultural fields would be implemented. 
According to the Environmental Protection 
Agency, agricultural fields are the number 
one source of sedimentation and non-point 
water pollution in the country. 

Finally, irrigators are worried that future 
water diversions would be restricted to 
preserve minimum instream flows. At 
present, more than 90 percent of the water 
removed from the Snake River goes for 
irrigation, mostly to grow hay feed for 
cows, leaving the main river nearly dry 
during peak irrigation seasons. 

In addition, hydro-electric interests are 
worried that the proposed A.J. Wiley Dam, 
which would flood this last "free-flowing" 
stretch of the Middle Snake, 
would remain "proposed 
instead of becoming 
a reality if the 
mollusks 


up to study the Snake River mollusks. 
Lobdell said the report was supposed to be 
completed in September of 1991 but had 
been delayed for a variety of reasons; 
however, he "expected it any day." 

The plight of each of these animals is 
an indication that all is not well with our 
use of water or the implementation of the 
Endangered Species Actmandate. Political 
subterfuge appears to have stalled the 
listing of numerous species that deserve 
protection under the law. Meanwhile, 
water resources upon which many species 
depend continue to decline in quality and 
quantity. 

While protection of wolves and 
grizzlies is justified and certainly 
warranted, we must not lose sight of the 
fact that loss of thousands of "lesser" 
species like the Bruneau Hot Springs snail 
signals the collapse of the Earth's biological 
diversity. If we cannot preserve habitat for 
these species, the world will not be fit 


for wolves, grizzlies, or, for that 


matter, humans either. 


In effect , protecting these snails 
will go a long ways towards 
ensuring the preservation of a 
viable aquatic ecosystem... just as 
protecting the wide-ranging grizzly 
bear helps to protect the habitat 
for a host of other terrestrial 
species. 





listed. Besides the** Wiley 
Dam, permits have been filed for seven 
other dams on the Upper Snake River, which 
could adversely impact the snail 
populations. 

Agricultural interests (and especially 
the Idaho Farm Bureau) charge that the 
proposed listing is premature. To make 
their point, they hired an outside consultant 
who found 33 additional populations of 
several rare snail species during an expanded 
survey of the river. 

But Dr. Peter Boiler, a biologist from 
the University of California, Irvine who has 
studied all the southern Idaho snails, 
charged in a recent letter to the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service that "there is no question 
that these species are endangered or that 
their listing is biologically warranted. " These 
mollusks, he wrote, are "more limited in

The Bruneau Hot 
Springs snail was 
listed as Endangered by the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service on January 15, 1993. The 
Idaho Farm Bureau is thinking of 
challenging the listing. In addition, a 60 
day notice to list the five Snake River 
snails was given in January. The notice 
proposes that four species be listed as 
Endangered and one as Threatened. This 
will probably stop future impoundments 
on the free-flowing stretches of the Snake.

Get Sensitive 

Biodiversity Legal Foundation 
Set to Sue Forest Service

To the Rocky Mountain Region (Region 2) of the US Forest Service, ecosystem 
management apparently is a way to avoid the need for special management emphasis for 
individual species in trouble as a result of habitat destruction. Approaching "biodiversity" 
and "ecosystems" as little more than popular buzzwords, the Forest Service acts as if it can 
undertake the protection of whole natural ecosystems without concern for how the 
components of these ecosystems relate and function. 

In dispute is the failure of the Rocky Mountain Regional Office of the US Forest 
Service to promulgate a sensitive species program list for the 16 National Forests in four 
states that are under its management. The Rocky Mountain Region of the Forest Service 
is the only region in the country without a sensitive species program. The Region includes 
all the National Forests and National Grasslands in Colorado, Wyoming, South Dakota, 
and Nebraska. 

The failure of the US Forest Service to implement a sensitive species program, or 
comparable species protective program in the Rocky Mountain Region (Region 2), 
violates the Forest Service's own policies regarding threatened, endangered, and sensitive 
species and is contrary to the policies established by the Endangered Species Act and the 
viability requirements of the National Forest Management Act (NFMA). 

An effective sensitive species program is a way for the Forest Service to take steps 
in advance to prevent species from becoming threatened or endangered in the first place. 
The Forest Service's own manual requires it to "develop and implement management 
practices to ensure that species do not become threatened or endangered because of 
Forest Service actions." 

The Forest Service Manual (Regulations) explicitly requires regional foresters to 
identify sensitive plant and animals species within their regions. The identification and 
classification of sensitive species and a determination of their habitat requirements is a 
critical part of the process to protect all native natural diversity and ecosystem functioning. 

Following an exhaustive, unsuccessful, two-year effort to find a solution to this 
critical problem through the administrative process, on February 3, 1993 the Biodiversity 
Legal Foundation (BLF) of Boulder, Colorado, filed a formal notice of intent to file suit 
against Secretary of Agriculture Mike Espy and Forest Service Chief F. Dale Robertson 
regarding the failure of the Forest Service to implement a sensitive species program in the 
Rocky Mountain Region. Joining the BLF in this legal effort are the Native Ecosystems 
Council, Friends of the Bow, Ancient Forest Rescue, and eleven grassroots activists from 
Colorado, Wyoming, South Dakota and Nebraska. 

In their notice, prospective co-plaintiffs argued that the Forest Service has 
violated the National Forest Management Act, Forest Service regulations, including those 
contained in the Forest Service Manual, the policies of the Endangered Species Act, and 
the Administrative Procedures Act. 

At stake is the viability of over 200 native species that the BLF has identified as 
in need of special management emphasis under a Forest Service classification of 
“sensitive" in Region 2. While the US Forest Service boasts that it is developing 
regulations and guidelines that preserve the biological diversity of natural ecosystems, 
Region 2 does not even have a sensitive species list. Agency guidelines that do not ensure 
the viability of native species violate NFMA, and all guidelines must serve to adequately 
protect native species classified as "sensitive." As a result of this deficiency, species such 
as the Western boreal toad, the Rocky Mountain capshell snail, and Penland alpine fen 
mustard have been sliding inexorably toward extinction. 

A "sensitive" species is one for which population viability is a concern, as 
evidenced by a significant current or predicted downward trend in population numbers 
or density; or significant current or predicted downward trends in habitat capability that 
would reduce a species' existing distribution. The viability of native species cannot be 
assured if the US Forest Service does not first identify and classify species as being sensitive 
and then take the necessary steps to give these species special management emphasis in 
on-going forest planning. 

Individual forest plans must contain standards and guidelines for protection of 
sensitive species. This is required not only because protection is a management concern, 
but also because of the specific minimum management requirements for all native fish 
and wildlife and for the preservation of biological diversity. New standards and 
guidelines mandated by any Forest Service Region must therefore be incorporated into 
forest plans through amendment or revision. Although these standards should be an 
important and integral part of the Forest Service's new ecosystem management strategies, 
Region 2 has chosen to ignore their implementation and presently has no program for 
the conservation of sensitive species. 


their current ranges, and more restricted in 
terms of potential for transferring genetic 
diversity" than many fish species which are 
already listed by the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service. As with the Bruneau Hot Springs 
snail, all populations are imperiled because 
the problem is system-wide. As Mladenka 
has noted, it does not matter if you have ten 
billion of the animals if their entire habitat 
is threatened. 

Like the proverbial canary in the coal 
mine, species like the Bruneau Hot Springs 
snail and the various endangered Snake 
River mollusks are a warning that habitat 
quality is declining. The snails are not the 
only species imperiled in this region of 
Idaho. Other candidates for listing under , 
the Endangered Species Act include the 
Shoshone sculpin, the white sturgeon, and 
many other species whose status is 
uncertain. 

In effect, protecting these snails will go 
a long ways towards ensuring the 
preservation of a viable aquatic ecosystem 
- in the Middle Snake River system, just as 
protecting the wide-ranging grizzly bear 
helps to protect the habitat for a host of 
other terrestrial species. 

I asked Lobdell why the agency was 
overdue in making a decision regarding the 
Snake River snails and limpet. Lobdell says 
the Fish and W ildlife Service is awaiting the 
final report from a technical committee set

threatened or endangered because of Forest Service actions. The 
Rocky Mountain Region has long favored resource exploitation 
over natural diversity concerns and evidently intends to continue 
this destructive policy. A central goal of any biologically sound 
plan for the protection of threatened and endangered species must 
be to prevent species from becoming threatened or endangered and 
to protect the ecosystems upon which their existence depends. 
This was the intent of Congress in passing the Endangered Species 
Act. 

The case is of considerable interest to activists defending 
biological diversity, since the issue of whether it is tenable to legally 
force the hand of the Forest Service to initiate a sensitive or 
comparable species protection program for regional and national 
forests is affected by the lack of legal case precedents. 

If the Forest Service does not take the necessary steps within 
sixty days from the date of notice filing, prospective co-plaintiffs 
will bring the appropriate legal action in the United States District 
Court.

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Shawnee Activist Conference Report

About 35 activists from Maine, Vermont, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, Kentucky, Missouri, Illinois, 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Idaho, Nebraska, Texas, Montana, 
Arizona, Oregon, California, and Victoria BC, descended 
on the Shawnee National Forest for the semi- annual Earth 
First! activist conference. Held on an unseasonably warm 
and sunny weekend at the end of January, our motley crew 
was admirably hosted by our Shawnee Earth First! mates 
who found the perfect venue — the Black Diamond Ranch. 
Most folks arrived on Thursday night to discover a warm 
lodge, cozy cabins, and (need we say) cold beer and hot 
vegan chow. The following morning an agenda was 
established, which led to the following nefarious activities, 
discussions and decisions. 

This article recaps the notes taken by Fangom and 
what Jagoff remembers (limited due to evening raging and 
accompanying estivation), and it attempts to blend some 
narrative to alleviate boredom. It was the consensus of the 
group before the conference that in the interest of 
encouraging frank, uninhibited discussion, anyone writing 
about the activist conference not directly attribute quotes 
made by conference attendees. Names are used only in 
instances that lend clarity to the discussion. 

REGIONAL ROUNDUP 

We began with a regional roundup go-a-round 
that revealed an excitingly wide variety of activities. The 
good news is that there is too much going on to list here, 
but some of what was brought up will be mentioned in 
Campaigns. Without question, important ecological work 
is happening in every bioregion where Earth First! is active, 
though the level of energy is of course contingent on size 
and experience. We ended this session with a howl, 
acknowledging the kick-ass actions and behind-the-scenes 
grunt-work that characterizes the way and dedication with 
which our movement operates. Local groups are encouraged 
to keep the Journal informed of their campaigns. 

BACK TO THE WILD 

That afternoon, we got to explore the mini Grand 
Canyon of the Shawnee, humbling some of the western big 
wilderness bigots who were surprised by a wide panorama 
of unbroken hardwood forest (most of it second-growth) 
nestled below the jagged bluffs. It was obvious that this 
Shawnee country still contains some significantly large, 
wild areas. As we walked under the leafless hardwood 
canopy aside the Big Muddy River, we felt the passions that 
inspired the Fairview freedom fighters. 

That eveningjan Wilder-Thomas showed a terrific 
slide show on the Shawnee ecosystem, moving from flora 
and fauna to the industrial megalyth attacking the Shawnee 
to the wild human resistance defending it. Jan’s daughter, 
15-year-old Sage, accompanied the slides with some 
beautiful forest melodies, sung a capella . 

RRR UPDATE 

Saturday morning began with a discussion about 
the upcoming Rendezvous, to be held June 27-July 4 on 
Mt. Graham in southeast Arizona. Dwight Metzger from 
Arizona gave a rap on the situation to date, and briefed all 
about the RRR Committee's needs and concerns. Attendees 
should expect to hike in two miles, and water will be ferried 
to or near the site. Given the ecological sensitivity of the 



site, it was consensed that we’d try to keep the numbers of 
people down. However, since the Mt. Graham campaign 
is not limited to Earth First!, we want to invite other 
activists to attend the July 4th rally and participate in 
subsequent actions. Therefore, while we wish to see non- 
Earth First! folk join in the summer campaign on Mt. 
Graham (and especially the July 4th rally), the RRR itself 
remains an Earth First! event in order to reduce the impact 
of Homo Shitticus on the Rendezvous site. To protect the 
meadows, BOOTS ARE DISCOURAGED AND MAY BE 
FORBIDDEN, in and around the site. There may be a 
different site and opportunity to invite members of other 
groups to meet in solidarity with the Apache on Mt. 
Graham toward the end of the Rendezvous. Concern was 
expressed about the number of deadbeats (not to be 
confused with other deadthings) present at last year's RRR. 
Attendees must get more involved with the RRR Committee 
to help with such tasks as security, clean-up, parking, rally, 
shitters,etc and other daily chores and logistics inherent 
in bringing 500 people together. Like the 90 RRR in 
Montana, a strict pack-it-in-pack-it-out policy will be 
adhered to, with violaters subject to a breathing workshop 
conducted inside Jagoff's sleeping bag. Concern was also 
expressed about our relations with the Apache, and we 
want everyone to be sensitive about how we relate to the 
Native American community. The RRR committee is 
currently negotiating with the Apache tribe about our 
presence on their sacred mountain, and so far we have a 
verbal agreement with the Apache to be there, which we 
need to be careful to honor and respect. Please listen to the 
committee-members regarding their do's and don'ts during 
this summer's RRR. While no alcohol policy has been as 
yet established, its use may be restricted to certain times 
and places in respect to the Apache. Finally, because the 
predatory instincts of dogs have not been bred out of them, 
and BECAUSE OF THE ENDANGERED MT. GRAHAM RED 
SQUIRREL, DOGS WILL NOTBE ALLOWED. ARendezvous 
fee will be charged (probably about $25), not including 
your food, beer and other addictions. 

People are encouraged to come early to help out 
with site prep, action recon, and other prep work. Plan to 
stay for awhile afterwards for the rousing start of the 
summer campaign. 

FUNDRAISING DISCUSSION 

Dave Parks, president of the Fund for Wild Nature 
Foundation, gave an overview of the Fund, a non-profit, 
deep ecology research and educational fund. The Fund is 
attempting to rebuild fund coffers and establish fundraising 
momentum so that it can help many more projects around 
North America. The Fund invites grant proposals. Several 
new people on the board promise to energize this important 
effort. Concern has been expressed that this self- 
perpetuating board (the board chooses its own members 
according to its by-laws) had lost connection and 
responsibility to the Earth First! movement. This concern 
is now being addressed by the influx of new board members, 
mostly active EFiers. More discussion of this evolving body 
is expected at the upcoming RRR. 

The Direct Action Fund (DAF) is a non-tax exempt 
political action group formed to fund direct action 
campaigns. Unlike the Fund for 
Wild Nature, the DAF only funds 
activities under the Earth First! 
banner. The DAF does not cover 


Louisiana Pacific continue. It seems as if every EF! activist 
has experienced some form of harassment, although 
obviously some incidents cross the line into personal 
vendettas. Darryl Chemey is compiling a data base on 
harassment and attacks against EF! activists, and he 
encourages folks to get in touch with him and recount your 
stories and experiences. 

Folks were very concerned about the status of 
Jonathan Paul and Darren Thurston, who are in prison due 
to the ongoing Grand Jury investigations of the ALF. 
Throughout 1992, both the FBI and the Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms have harassed numerous ALF and 
EF! activists (including Deb Stout and Rik Scarce) and their 
families. Yet Darryl also pointed out (with specific reference 
to the recentGIR story) that we have to be on guard against 
elements on both sides of the political spectrum who have 
different agendas but the same anthropocentric approach 
to environmental issues. 

Discussion naturally turned to jail support for 
incarcerated comrades — keep the cards and letters flowing 
to Mark Davis and Peg Millett as well as Jonathan and 
Darren. We also talked about the fire at last year's rendezvous 
site. 

JOURNAL MEETING 

As we have come to expect, some of the 
movement's most difficult issues manifest themselves at 
Journal discussions. Indeed, several of the issues that we 
thought were resolved through last year's activist conference 
in Portland and the 92 RRR's meeting reemerged. It seems 
that the 92 RRR consensus concerning "continuity and 
accountability" [i.e. we would have an editor for the 
Journal] did not sit well with some people, including many 
in the Missoula community (which acts as an important 
support group for the Journal). Some of these folk felt that 
the rotating collective idea, originally agreed to at the 
emergency meeting in Boulder, provided a needed check 
to prevent any consolidation of power in the movement 
and ensure the widest possible discussion of ideas. 
Nevertheless, these folks stood back and did not block the 
creation of an editor spot for Mike Roselle, in the interest 
of unity, at the last RRR. But with Roselle relocating to the 
Bay Area, some of these folks thought it would be best to 
go back to the collective. Some even saw the decision this 
summer as illegitimate in some way. 

On the other hand, those who wanted to have an 
editor argued that a quality journal, which could be used 
as both an outreach and activist tool, required an editor to 
provide continuity for contributors, and accountibility 
with regard to any editorial policies the movement deemed 
appropriate. They cited several things printed or nearly 
printed that could, they argued, reasonably have been 
interpreted to be advocating violence against earth- 
destroying humans, as well as expressing racist, sexist or 
otherwise bigoted sentiments. They also argued strongly 
that the publishing of such materials not only thwarts 
their orga nizin g efforts, but threatens their lives, potentially 
inflaming passions "for no good reason! " in the communities 
where most of the struggles are the fiercest. And they 
conplain that accountability is critical for the Journal, 
given the demonstrated harassment and infiltration of the 
movement by government agents or their proxies. 

Unfortunately, personalities, egos, differing 
perceptions, and so on, often get dragged into what 
otherwise could be seen as sincere disagreements. It’s time

Since 1972, a copper mine has been operating in Bougainville, a small 
island on the northern tip of the Solomon Islands, considered part of Papua New 
Guinea (PNG) since Australia granted PNG independence in 1975. Since 1988, 
the mine that was making one million dollars per day has been shut down by 
members of the indigenous population using the best monkeywrenching 
campaign ever. In late November, the Bougainville Revolutionary Army, using 
explosives and walkie talkies stolen from the company (and led by Francis Ona, 
a former employee of the mine), burned buildings and a helicopter owned by 
Bougainville Copper Limited, thus destroying vital communications and electrical 
installations. The Papua New Guinea army, trained and equipped by the 
Australian government, moved 200 troops in to protect the mine and to seek out 
memebers of the Bougainville Revolutionary Army. The army not only failed to 
apprehend the BRA but also failed to protect the mine when the electricty supply 
was again destroyed, (even though six PNG troops were stationed underneath 
each electricity pole!). 

When Papua New Guinea gained independence from Australia in 1975 
under the Torres StraitTreaty, outrage was expressed against Conzinc Rio 
_Tinto Australia (CRA), which operates the 

mine. CRA is the largest subsidiary 
of Rio Tinto Zinc, a company that 
operates in 40 countries specializing 
in holes in the ground, slave labour, 
genocide, and environmental carnage. 
Bougainville called for secession and 
raised a flag of independence on 
September 1, 1975,. Government 
offices were attacked, the airstrip tom 
up and the mine site was invaded. 
Papua New Guinea was opposed to 
the independence of Bougainville for 
a number of reasons. The royalties 
received from the mine represented a 

I W large part of the government's

Ppeoples....Our people have always held 

that they have never formally ceded 

their soverignty to anyone, including to the government of Papua 

New Guinea." Together with Indonesia, PNG is acting as a modem day 
imperialist nation, claiming territories that clearly do not belong to it 
geographically, socially or politically. 

Production at the mine has halted. A war has begun, a war funded and 
carried out with Australian equipment, a blockade patrolled with Australian 
boats. Mortar and phospherous bombs made in Australia are dropping on a 
matrilineal, peace-loving society. Five thousand have died from easily preventable 
diseases due to the blockade that is stopping medicine and doctors from getting 
into Bougainville. Since 1990 more than 6,000 homes have been destroyed, with 
about 24,000 people displaced throughout Bougainville. The Papua New Guinea 
Defense Force and Australia are responsible for these and other atrocities, 
including the massacre of the entire population (100) of the village of Aita in May 
1992. In 1989, Australia made four Iroquois helicopters available to the PNG 
military for "non -military purposes." The attached machine guns have certainly 
come in handy for the Vietnam-like sorties. 

Rosemary Gillespie, a Melbourne-based human rights lawyer, has made 
three trips across the blockade with medicines, and she broadcasts information 
on Radio Free Bougainville to people across the South Pacific attempting to get 
rarely reported information out of the war zone. She reported the bombing of 
the hospital at Arawa, the detonation of phosphorous bombs that made children 
sick, and the machine-gun fire that forced mothers to run while holding babies. 

She has taken many statements and has presented them to the Australian 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, Garth Evans, who conveniently declares that 
Bougainville is an internal Papua New Guinea problem. Evans was previously 
quoted as saying the official Indonesian statement of three dead after the 
massacre of East Timorese people at Dili was a "fair estimate." He won't support 
a fact-finding mission to Bougainville. He is scared to see the blood on his own 
hands. Statements by Australian government officials, which wouldbe laughable 
if they didn't hide such evil, are epitomized by the following: "While providing 
continuing support for the Papua New Guinea government under our aid and 
defense cooperation arrangements, we have made clear that we would not 
intervene directly." 

A History of Resistance 

The history of the mine in Bougainville is a long and bloody one, clearly 
illustrating the lengths to which governments and corporations are prepared to 
go in order to desecrate the earth and her peoples in the name of the holy dollar. 
By 1993, the parent company Rio Tinto Zinc (RTZ) will assume a quite astonishing 
degree of importance, owning copper operations in all the world's major areas 
of production. By 1993 RTZ will supply 44.5 percent of the world supply of 
custom copper concentrate. 

In 1528, the Spanish navigator de Alvaro Soavedara called Bougainville 
the Island of Gold. Australian prospectors were busy with pick and shovel from 
the 1880s until 1914. In the early 1960s, the land was searched and tested under 



the 1928 Mining Law, which enabled prospecting without permission. In the 
late 1960s the Bank of America, heading two syndicates of 27 European and 
Canadian banks, underwrote the development of the Bougainville copper/gold 
mine in PNG. The land seizures and clearance of the land were psychologically 
and physically devastating to the Nasioi people of Panguna, the mine site. Two 
hundred twenty hectares of forest were cleared with herbicides, then chopped 
and burned. This did not happen without a fight. Mothers put babies on survey 
pegs to stop the pegs from being hammered in. A village leader publically 
threatened to cut his throat in protest, and workers were occasionally assaulted 
and thrown in the river. Panguna is now a hole in the ground, four square 
kilometres and 300 metres deep. 

The Rorouana people rejected the poor offers made by the company. On 
August 1, 1969, 75 riot police and three helicopters helped Conzinc Rio Tinto 
take possession of the land. Women led the resistance of 600 villagers, many of 
whom had come from distant jungle villages and joined the resistance when 
requests for talks were rejected. As soon as the first marker was put in the ground, 
ten women pulled it out. Tear gas was used after 65 villagers lined up in front 
of bulldozers. After a few days, hundreds of villagers, many from other 
communities, converged on the site, some carrying fishing spears, tomahawks, 
bows and arrows. Work was suspended. 

At this time, various white supporters in Australia were making some 
noise about Bougainville. In four ports, the Seamens Union carried resolutions 
condemning the "planned seizure of the indigenous peoples land. " An Australian 
federal election was imminent, so the government and the company got 
together and hammered out a new offer to silence the Australian criticism of 
what was to become a gross violation of human rights (basically a policy of 
genocide) and one of the worst human-made environmental catastrophes in 
modem times. 

By 1983, the Panguna mine was the world's largest copper concentrator 
and is contributing 23 percent of RTZ's pre-tax profits, even though it is only 9.4 
percent of its assets and 8 percent of its total sales. 

Environmental Carnage 

In 1988, Perpetua Sereno, leader of the island's matrilineal land owners 
said, "We don't grow healthy crops any more, our traditional customs and values 
have been disrupted, and we have become mere spectators as our earth is being 
dug up, taken away and sold for millions. Our land was taken away from us by 
force; we were blind then, but we have finally grown to understand what's going 
on." 

From 1973-1983, 786 million tons of ore and waste were processed. Just 
under 7 million tons were exported. The remainder of the tailings were just 
dumped. This has polluted the Rawer jong-Jaba river system, leaving it 60 metres 
deep and 1 km wide in sediment. Of the 7 6,000 tons of tailings produced per day, 
60 percent were going to the sea and 40 percent were deposited on land. The 
tailings are contaminated with heavy metals such as copper, zinc, cadmium, 
mercury, sulphur and arsenic. In 1974, 800 people lost land in the tailings area; 
furthermore, 1,400 people's fishing rights were rendered useless by the massive 
sedimentation and pollution. The substitution of imported goods for local 
produce led to the weakening of the indigenous economy, as the villagers could 
not compete with imports. The Rourouna now lack an economic incentive to 
develop their resources. There is a poverty of options left to Pacific Islanders after 
mining has dominated the economy and profoundly affected the water, land 
and air. 

Political Carnage 

Moses Havini's insistent call has been for all parties to go to the 
negotiating table so that a genuine resolution of the conflict can be found. 
Neither Francis Ona nor Sam Kauona (a BRA leader who is a Papua New Guinea 
Defense Force deserter trained in Australia) has ever refused to negotiate, and the 
BRA have never been first to violate an agreement, of which there have been two. 
Havini says, "Bougainville has been one big graveyard since 1989, deaths from 
fighting, mothers dying in childbirth, men and women dying from preventable 
diseases, and people 'disappearing' while in the hands of the Defense Force. . . PNG's 
preference to mount a blockade rather than pursue a consultative process has 
resulted in a slow form of genocide." 

This genocide can only be waged with Australian money, equipment and 
training. This is clearly a war fought on behalf of the Australian shareholders of 
CRA (a 49 percent Australian-owned company). It is likely that Australia's 
political, defense, and intelligence forces are training to be the Big Brother of the 
Pacific region — an international Little Brother of the larger military powers with 
their more sophisticated, efficient killing machines. Before the year 2000, 
Australia will receive $200 billion worth of support for aerospace techology, 
weapons research, development and infastructure. In political terms, this means 
Australia will exercise its control in surrounding countries by protecting its 
power and secure resources (like copper) that have economic and military value. 

In the Asia Pacific region, Papua New Guinea is the biggest recipient of 
military aid from Australia, receiving $122 million worth of aid for the 1990-91 
financial year. PNG's armed forces represent 0.3 percent of the population. The 
percentage of physicians in PNG is also 0.3, or one doctor for every 11,040 
people. The.percentage of the population with safe water is 16 percent. Perhaps 
some of the aid coming from Australia could be put to better use, but as Rosemary 
Gillespie said "It's become a people's war now. It's like Vietnam. The only way 
they [Papua New Guinea] can reconquer Bougainville is to eradicate the people. " 

The Bougainville Interim Government desperately needs money for 
medicines and your help in putting pressure on the Australian and PNG 
governments by any means possible (for instance, embassies and companies). 
Rio Tinto Zinc is a major environmental criminal and needs to be visited by large 
groups of people in any office space they inhabit. Write letters to Garth Evans

Saving The Earth Through Childlessness 

Lots of sixties youths horrified their parents with the idea of a baby 
strike — on account of the world's being too wrecked and crazy to bring kids into. 
I seem to be one of the few who launched a career from that position, the 
ecofeminist version of burning a draft card. If the starkness of my pessimism was 
noteworthy, so was the fact that I was a pretty middle-class white girl, exactly 
the type who ought to be a mother. 

I upset people who didn't want to think about the limits to growth, 
people who didn't want their lifestyle to change or have their children's lives 
taking unorthodox tons. I upset people who didn't want papal, capitalist, 
statist, or industrial dogma challenged. Leftist war protestors whose analysis 
didn't include ecology resented being upstaged and grumped that 
environmentalism was a counterrevolutionary ploy. Bureaucrats and fat cats 
were offended by the accusation that their agencies, their companies, bore 
responsibility for environmental problems. 

Never to give birth was not and is not a casual decision, but it went with 
my grain. I have not changed my mind about having children, and although the 
reasons for my 1969 "decision" have reasserted themselves many times, none of 
my questioning of that 20-year-old self's intuition has persuaded me that I 
should have children after all. 

I did not marry until quite recently. My husband shares my sentiments 
about not having children. We both feel that five billion humans is more than 
plenty, that we want to be free to pursue our environmental work and to be 
"poor" (a choice that having children in the yuppie era seems to make quite 
different.) 


What's more, as I come to know myself better, I become ever more 
convinced that life without the opportunity for solitude and reflection would 
not be worth much, and I've never heard a young mother complain of having 
too much time to think. I doubt that I will ever be 100 percent resolved, but I'm 
at least 97 percent certain that, at least in this incarnation, I'm forgoing 
parenthood. 

There are times when that sits as uneasily in the redoubt of intellect as 
it does in the rebellious, yearning heart. Is a heart's desire being thwarted by 
intellectual pride? Or is the desire so ambivalent that it rightly should be quelled 
by doubt? Well, if you have to ask, you probably can't afford it. 

If population and sexism weren't such great problems, it might make 
sense to fall on the kid-making side of the fence. But living consciously entails 
choice, and all manner of foregone possibility. 

Publicly opting out of motherhood, I played a curious anti-hero role and 
liberated a fw other women to try it themselves. It takes courage, and, more 
important, company to live with unresolved questions. Although civilization 
affords little support, even less spiritual direction, and virtually no role models 
for women who choose not to be mothers, there does seem to be an ecological 
demand for them. 

Whence comes this demand for children, anyway? Not from the planet 
surely. I don't think ol' Gaia can handle too many more North American babies, 
even if they do wind up being vegetarians who join NOW and the Sierra Club. 
Motherhood should be an inalienable, but not unquestioned, right. Other than 
refraining from producing one's own children or from having having more than 
one, there aren't many actions to take in the individual realm to deal with 
overpopulation 

Unless I assume the power and responsibility to do things in my own life 
according to ecological values, I can hardly expect the world around me to 
change.

Contraception 
For Men 


Can you think of a male contraceptive other than the condom and 
vasectomy? Probably not, and for good reason: though more than 
eight new methods exist, none have been publicized. The methods range from the simpler, less surgical vasectomy to 
ancient "folk" methods which have performed well under scientific Scrutiny. Some of these are: 


#1 No-Scalpel Vasectomy. This method, which has been performed for 4-8 million men in China and more than 1500 men 
in the rest of the world, involves gently poking and stretching a small opening in the scrotal skin rather than cutting the 
skin. Each vas deferens (sperm duct) is then blocked just as in a standard vasectomy. No-scalpel vasectomies bleed less 
and heal faster than standard vasectomies; they also eliminate the need for stitches. 

According to Dr. Douglas Huber, recent medical director of the Association for Voluntary Surgical Contraception, 
"The no-scalpel vasectomy technique is the way all vasectomies should be done. If a vasectomy can be accomplished with 
this minimal surgery, then any surgeon doing more surgery should justify why more is necessary." 

To get a list of physicians who perform no-scalpel vasectomies, call the Association for Voluntary Surgical 
Contraception's general number at (212) 561-8000. No-scalpel vasectomy is even safer and less invasive than the already 
safe standard vasectomy procedure. 

#2 Wet Heat Method. In this method, the testes are bathed in hot water every night for three weeks. Effectiveness goes up 
with increased temperature (hot tub temperature is not enough). At the recommended temperature, 116 degrees 
Fahrenheit, forty-five minutes per day provides contraceptive effect for six months. Although 116 degrees may sound very 
hot, one man has reported that this temperature is actually more comfortable on the testes than on any other part of the 
body. 

#3 Artificial Cryptorchidism ("fockey Method"). Special jockey shorts are worn during the day to hold the testes inside the 
inguinal canal (the same tube to which the testes retract naturally during cold or dangerous conditions). This raises the 
testes to body temperature, thereby achieving the heat effect. 

Both of the heat methods discussed above should be used in conjunction with sperm count checks (unless, for 
example, the heat method is just being used to enhance another method such as condoms or diaphragms). Sperm count 
can be checked easily at a doctor's or urologist's office. 


The wet heat method and artificial cryptorchidism ("jockey method") are in some sense ready to use — if you are 
willing to be your own researcher, method user, doctor, and critical thinker all rolled into one. Men and women who use 
these methods must take full responsibility for reading up, knowing what they are doing, and making a fully informed 
choice. 

If you are interested, start by reading the original paper, Frontiers in Non-hormonal Male Contraceptive Research. Then 
go to a medical library and photocopy all the references in that citation on heat methods in general and the specific method 
you are interested in. Be certain to read the Kandeel and Swerdloff paper, even though it is very technical. Contact the Male 
Contraception Information Project to get a copy of the original paper as well as more information. 

\f you decide to use the wet heat method, you will have to experiment a bit to find a way to keep the water hot. 
Be creative. For example, modified old-style baby bottle warmers might work. If you come up with a good idea, let us know 
so we can pass it on. Regarding the use of hot tubs, you should know that it would take hours of hot-tubbing every day 
to produce contraceptive effect. That is why the wet heat method involves testes-only bathing at higher temperatures.

Voluntary Human Extinction Movement (VHEMT) 


As volunteers, we are often bombarded 
with questions about The Movement. You might 
recognize a few of the questions listed here. These 
are some of my typical answers...take whatever 
you like. 

Each question we are asked is a personal 
invitation to help others understand the concept 
of voluntary human extinction, so we should be 
respectful towards them. There's no question so 
stupid that a good answer can't fix it. 

Above all, remain positive. Often people 
don't understand the first time, so be patient. 


Q: What is VHEMT? 

A: Who is VHEMT might be more accurate. VHEMT 
is people. Caring people, who believe that 
life on Earth should be preserved. Ethical 
people, who have accepted the evidence, 
judged the situation, and made the logical 
decision to live long and die out. 

Optimistic people, who foresee a future 
world where Nature is allowed to live 
freely and abundantly. 

Q: Are you really serious? 

A: We're really vehement. Many people 
find humor in The Movement and think 
we can't be serious about voluntary human 
extinction. In spite of the seriousness of 
both the situation and The Movement, 
there is still room for humor. In fact, 
without humor the situation can become 
depressing and unbearable. True, the tragic 
condition of the planet's biosphere and 
continued human desecration are not 
laughing matters. But, neither laughing 
nor crying will change what's happening. 

We may as well have some fun while we 
work toward a better world. 


creating an entirely new human being who will leave 
in a few years as an adult. Y outh is a wonderful phase 
of life, whether it's people, panda, or panther. It's sad 
to imagine there being no more of any of them. A 
baby condor may not be as cute as a baby human, but 
we must choose to forego one if the others are to 
survive. Children's welfare will improve as there are 
fewer of them to care for. By choosing to refrain from 
producing another person, Volunteers are showing 
profound love for all life. 

Q: Aren't humans more important than the lesser 
forms of life? 

A: Maybe. We certainly have the most power. We 
have the power to destroy the planet or to help it 
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Q: Does VHEMT favor abortion? 

A: Only when someone is pregnant. Pregnancy, of 
course, should be prevented whenever possible. 
Unwanted pregnancy is the cause of almost all 
abortions, and VHEMT certainly doesn't favor 
unwanted pregnancy. The Movement doesn't even 
favor wanted pregnancies. If there were no need for 
abortions, there would be no abortions. 

Q: What's wrong with having babies? Don't you like 
babies? 

A: VHEMT Volunteers love babies as much as anyone 
else. "Having babies" is not so much the problem; 
having adults is what's causing the problems. The 
environmental 
impact of 

disposable diapers 
is heavy, but we are 
adults longer than 
we are children. 

People who 

envision having a 
baby often forget 
that they are 


return to a natural paradise. Our choices have more 
impact than the choices of other animals. So, in 
some ways humans are the most important species. 
Another test of our importance is to ask how well the 
Earth would get along without us. 

Q: Aren't you painting all people with the same 
brush? 

A: Certainly. Compare someone living in the 
industrial world with a primitive grazing a goat at the 
edge of a desert. Can we say which person has the 
greater environmental impact? Neither has much 
choice in their lifestyles and both can help themselves 



and the planet most by making the moral choice to 
live long and die out. 

Q: So, why don't you just commit suicide? 

A: Death comes soon enough. More good can be 
done by living than by dying. 

Q: Will AIDS help the cause of human extinction? 
A: No. Epidemics actually strengthen a species if 
enough of them are living to have a good survival 
rate. With over five billion of us, there is no known 
disease that could get us all. For any disease to simply 
hold the human population where it is, more than 
260,000 of us have to succumb to it each day. 
Suffering and death cannot help but hurt. 


Q: What about war, then? 

A: Millions have died in wars and yet the 
human family continues to increase. Most 
of the time, wars encourage both the 
winners and losers to repopulate. The net 
result is an increase rather than a decrease 
in the size of the population. Resource 
shortages are still dealt with by resorting to 
mass murder and calling it war, but the 
results are only temporary. Besides being 
impractical, killing people is immoral. It 
should never be considered as a way to 
improve life on Earth. 

Q: What if all the people who don't want 
to reproduce die off? Won't everyone be 
making babies then? 

A: Ideas are not easily inherited. The 
balanced vehemence of The Movement is 
one that people arrive at individually, 
regardless of their ancestors' beliefs. 


Q: My husband and 1 have six children. 
Even though we love them all and are glad 
we have them, we realize now what this 
means ecologically. Can we still join VHEMT? 

A: Naturally. When people gain the VHEMT 
perspective, they decide to add no more to the 
existing problem. They don't pressure their children 
to give them grandchildren and might encourage 
them to make the moral choice. Being VHEMT has 
nothing to do with the past. It's the future of life on 
Earth that The Movement wants to preserve. There 
is no reason to feel guilty about the past. Guilt 
doesn't lead to positive solutions. People who are 
VHEMT are motivated by the promise of a better 
world. A world where animals can live freely without 
the threat of extinction. Where the air and water are 

clean, the 
plants are 
flourishing 
and 

civilization 
is silent.

We advocate rapidly and compassionately reducing human population size to a level that allows all species to flourish. 
Debating whether overpopulation is a cause or a symptom of other problems has been pointless — it is both. Meanwhile, as 
decades have passed, other problems have received a thousand times more attention and, with few exceptions, gotten much worse. 
It's time to take a more holistic approach. We clearly must minimize per-capita impact and promote social justice. We also 


must: 

1) Take individual initiative to promote responsible population planning. 

2) Form and support voluntary local, regional, and global population policies, with explicit goals for fertility rates and population 
size. Determining these goals will require insight into various aspects of carrying capacity: ecological, physical, cultural, and social.

Journal, he 
checked with me. In no conversation that I ever had with Jake 
could I have claimed that I pulled out oftheLAship action because 
of another EFler, as Jake claims in Brigid. I pulled out of the action 
in stages. Watson was correct. Jake was incorrect. I did pull out 
of the ship action because Greenpeace employees said things 
making me feel unwelcome . Then I pulled out further not because 
I had a personal conflict with another EF!er asjake says. I never got 
to know the other EF !er well enough for it to become personal . On 
that one Jagoff is mostly wrong. Then I pulled out further because 
after I was asked by Jagoff to coordinate the civil disobedience, I 
got caught between his and Greenpeace's initial refusal to exchange 
necessary information, and some flak from Greenpeace because I 
worked in the Sea Shepherd office part time. Then I kept pulling 
out further until the night before the action where I had been 
working elsewhere for some long time, a RAN activist at the 
Greenpeace office held me responsible for the usual disarray there, 
and while listening to them gripe on the phone I was still trying 
to finish a last-minute large, drop banner. This phone call was the 
last straw. Since I went back to work at the Sea Shepherd office the 
day I boycotted the action, I will not any longer organize for Earth 
First! Frankly I haven't much for a while because there seems to 
be too much government and not enough strategy in the face of 
Earth First! Inspiration can create better order than political 
science, and boldly admitting the intensity of the war for the 
destiny of Life on Earth can sometimes actually sharpen art into 
a weapon that serves the creative nonviolence of an ecotage of 
discriminating propaganda. This theatre of ennervatingly 
interiorized boring violence is partly an infection of those who 
cannot get their shit together by dumping on people working with 
them is a low grade level of trivial violence. 

1 suspect you expect a parting shot. Let me keep it 
simple. If even the worst technology is some kind of 
supercyberpunk anti-wilderness art event, and even if bad then at 
least art, then ecological sabotage is a counter-act that removes the 
supercyberpunk anti-wilderness art event's ability to cover up the 
landscape. Only the landscape isn't only a painting but one's own 
life-jacket body. Like war. Defend! 

The place of art in war is, at any rate, not on greeting 
cards. Really ugly people love to be shocking and turn greeting 
card prettiness into cannon fodder. Others of us practice the art 

of war as critics and render judgment benign. There is no beauty - — - 

without some ugliness, no true shit that will not illuminate for a

Dear SFB and all hairy wildpeople, 

I'd just like to make some brief comments in response to 
Ethan-Davidson-of-Frisco's letter in the Samhain 1992 issue. 

Ethan is correct in saying that marijuana is both an herb 
and a drug. While I certainly concede that drugs can be abused by 
EF!ers as well as other types of people, the normal use of intoxicants 
by free-thinking individuals should not divide them from other 
free-thinking individuals who choose not to imbibe/inhale/ingest. 
If I see you at some gathering, I may happen to have a joint in my 
hand. If you smoke. I'm happy to share, but if not, that should not 
impede our communication or prejudice either of us against the 
other. 

Ethan says it is inconsistent to protest toxic dumping in 
the environment "and then pollute the air we breathe ourselves." 
First of all, there is a clear qualitative difference between the two 
in that the planetary poisoners are contaminating and killing 
everyone and everything they touch, whereas an individual who 
chooses to use a drug harms, at most, her/him-self (second-hand 
tobacco smoke excepted; nobody should smoke tobacco in enclosed 
areas with non-tobacco-smokers present). Secondly, in the case of 
my aforementioned spliff, marijuana is actually one of the few 
substances with no "toxic amount." In over 4000 years of 
documented marijuana use by cultures the world over, nobody 
has ever died as a result. 

The fact that most of those who advocate the use of 
hemp for paper, cloth, biomass fuel, etc., are marijuana smokers 
(with some notable exceptions, such as BACH, the Business 
Alliance for the Cultivation of Hemp) serves only to illustrate how 
effective the opposition (the established paper and oil industries, - 
as well as "moral" authoritarians) have been in stoking the fires of 
drug-war hysteria, thereby suppressing the truth about hemp's 
environmental superiority for these purposes. Maybe if more 
people like you, Ethan, who are not herb-smokers, showed up at 
legalization demos and made your voice heard in other ways, then 
that could change. 

Finally, Ethan remarks that "It is only our adversaries 
who benefit when we monkeywrench our brains." While I 
recognize that this is not necessarily true of all who experiment 
with altered states of consciousness, my own experiences with 
marijuana and other dmgs have been of great benefit in opening 
my perception to the wonder and sanctity of the natural world. A 
significant part of my own spirituality, like that of many indigenous 
peoples with whom EF!ers express solidarity, has been reinforced 
by what Aldous Huxley called "four hundred milligrams of 
revelation." You may or may not understand this phenomenon 
and may or may not believe that it is "real." I do believe in it. In 
any case, there is no denying that drug experiences have helped 
many to perceive the importance of defending Mother Earth and 
to bond with others of like mind. (ed. note: Lordknows we would 
never get a Journal done without them. No question.) 

All of that having been said, I agree that gatherings 
ought to keep in mind those persons who have had problems with 
chemical dependence. J would suggest that a voluntary, 
autonomous support meeting could take place among people who 
want to stay drug-free, along the lines of the Wharf Rat at a Dead 
show, where the temptation to indulge is perhaps overwhelming 
to those with past problems, it can certainly work at any gathering 
of EFlers.

Re: Eco Feminism et. al. 

I wonder about the necessity of a separate section of the 
Journal devoted to ecofeminism. Do wild women really want 
separate columns, sections, chapters, books? And for that matter, 
do kids for the wild want to be relegated to a separate time or space 
to publish their work? By creating these separate entities and 
bestowing the energy of belief on them do we reinforce as a reality 
the belief that women and children do not currently enjoy equal 
status in EF? I think we lose freedom by concentrating on 
constraints. What we resist persists. Patriarchyhappenstousonly 
so long as we are afraid, with the limits of the oppressor set by the 
oppressed. My feminist analysis of EF! has its origins in direct 
experience. Wild women I am acquainted with are not afraid of 
losing credibility, respect, or social standing within our tribe. And 
none of us have encountered misogyny that we could not handle 
ourselves, including an alleged rapist at a Rendezvous who was 
surrounded exclusively by wild women and escorted out of the 
Rendezvous by them. So, I think this separateness is not relevant 
and seems rather limiting and indulgent, neither of which is 
desirable. By our very definition of putting the Earth First we are 
ordinary women who are doing extraordinary things, and it took 
our breaking through the barriers of our own conditioning to a 
new way of looking at the world to bring this about. We liberate 
ourselves. 

In regards to the goddess, the transcendent experiences 
I have in the wilderness are not male, they are not female, they are 
human. The experiences are intrinsic, not independent of me. I 
view the goddess as a metaphor for womens' creative, healing, and 
transformative powers, but I think she must remain consciously 
metaphorical or we risk externalizing and losing our power and 
relinquish responsibility for our wild lives. 

As for the article by Ms. Bari, does she realize that by 
scrambling to claim the responsibility for the feminization of 
Earth First! she trampled right over the top of thousands of female 
ecowarrlors who along with men and children, had sparked a mass 
movement of wilderness defenders long before Judi Bari came 
along? Earth First! was founded by two males, this is a fact. Two 
males, Howie and Dave, very emotional about their love for the 
planet, founded a non-hierarchical group dedicated to No 
Compromise in the Defense of Mother Earth. Non-hierarchy is 
the very essence of feminism. From my perspective, anyone, 
female or male, could be a spokesperson for the group. That is 
grassroots. No one is a leader. We are all leaders. We all have local 
issues and interests in our respective bioregions, and we do what 
has to be done regardless of age, race, gender, class, religion, or 
species. "The real work behind the scenes" was and is done by 
women, men, and children. No one is invisible unless they want 
to be. Some women and children I know prefer anonymity 
because of the very nature of their work, if you get my drift. They 
choose to remain silent to protect their crucial work. That does 
not mean that they are not important. It simply means that they 
subscribe to the old saying that "the deed is in the doing, not in 
the telling." I think it is sexist to suggest that "by and large most 
of the people who had the freedom for direct action risk taking 
were men." Freedom for risk taking is not a predominately male 
characteristic or situation. For anyone to gain anything, they 
must be willing to take risks. If we risk nothing, then we risk 
everything. "Drawing on the civil rights movement" as you did, 
Judi, you must know that justice is never bestowed and power is 
not finite, as though it can be gotten only at the expense of 
someone else to be guarded and protected. There is plenty of 
power. All the power any of us needs or can possibly use. We 
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generate power from within, and the more of us who behave 
powerfully, the greater the community reservoir of power. I 
recognized this years ago during my first EF! civil disobedience 
prep facilitated by a woman named Mary Beth. I used it just 
recently in an encounter with a local district ranger intent on 
destroying my neighborhood. Her name is Nora. Being a victim, 
blaming others, or even the "White male system" is very 
fashionable. Who and what we blame plays a key role in our 
ability to handle adversity and take action for our lives. Fixing 
blame provides a defeatist atmosphere that allows others to jump 
on the bandwagon. I want more than this for the women, 
children, and men of our tribe. Let's not rob each other of our 
value.

Thanks for printing the piece on Utah's first Hunt Sab 
and thanks to the folks who have written to the four women, 
supporting the action. We hope that it will inspire other hunt sabs 
across the country in die future. 

However,.. .the original manuscript submitted to the 
Journal contained a brief discussion of how "predator control" is 
employed to increase the "production" of "game" animals to be 
killed by human hunters. The example given was the pre-1988 
British Columbia wolf kill — a Province-sponsored aerial assault on 
wild canids . The clients of the BC-based trophy-hunting outfitters 
pay $5000 to $25,000 to kill an ungulate, and so, when a wolf kills 

one, s/he is perceived as 
a thief, stealing 
merchandise (moose, 
caribou, bighorn, etc.) 
without paying. 

When one of 
the editors called to 
inform me that this 
section would be 
omitted because the 
front-page article on the 
Alaska wolf-slaughter 
would treat this 
discussion, I said ok and 
asked only that a 
reference to that 
discussion be made. To 
me, and to others 
involved in hunt-sab 
and predator "control" 
issues, it is Important 
that this connection is 
presented. 
Unfortunately, the 
edltor(s) did not include 
such a reference. 

Once again: "big 
game hunting" in 20th 
century techno- 
industrial America 
(including Canada) is 
no longer just an issue 
of obtaining flesh to eat. 
"Big game hunting" 
involves habitat manipulation, political principles of supply and 
demand, general irreverence toward the hunted species, gene- 
pool alteration (as an unforeseen by-product of the "big rack" 
mentality of the hunters) AND the elimination of the wild 
predators — including the once-again hot situation involving 
government-sponsored aerial gunning of wolves, this time, in 
Alaska.

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Brown Pelicans Still 
Struggling to Recover

Every summer, beginning in late June or 
earlyjuly, the San Francisco Bay Area hosts its summer 
population of California brown pelicans. Thousands 
of these birds arrive from Southern California and 
Mexico, where they complete their annual nesting 
season. Foraging in the Bay and along the North 
Coast, they roost on the offshore rocks and islands, 
gliding in perfect formation over the ocean, 
sometimes only inches above the incoming swells. 

Scenes like these make it hard to remember 
that only twenty years ago scientists feared for the 
pelicans' very survival. In the late 60s, the California 
brown pelican poopulation almost disappeared 
entirely. In 1969, only four pelican chicks were 
produced on Anacapa Island, their primary nesting 
area in California. In 1970, only one chick survived 
of 750 nests in the Channel Islands or northern Baja 
California. Instead of healthy young, thousands of 
broken, thin-shelled eggs littered breeeding colonies. 
For a time, it appeared as if the California brown 
pelican was teetering on the brink of extinction. 

One of the main culprits in this outrage was 
the widespread use of DDT, the most infamous of a 
class of biological toxins called organochlorides. 
DDT was first developed in 1874 but wasn't widely 
used until 1944, when Allied armies in Naples, Italy 
sprayed it to kill fleas suspected of carrying typhus. It 
was amazingly effective, and for many years afterward 
was hailed as the best answer to numerous pest 
problems. And it seemed to be.. .for a time. 

In the early 1950s certain species of houseflies 
and cabbage root flies were found to be resistant to 
DDT. Mosquitos and other pests had also evolved 
into resistant forms; therefore, more DDT was 
"needed" to be effective in killing them. This DDT 
was also killing the natural predators which fed on 
flies, mosquitos, etc, so still more DDT was used to 
control the increasing numbers of these "pests." 

It seemed as if the supply of DDT was 
inexhaustable. During the 1950s over one hundred 
thousand tons of DDT was manufactured each year, 
much of it by a company in the Los Angeles area. For 
more than 25 years, thousands of pounds of DDT 
residue entered the sewage system and flowed out to 
sea into the Southern California Bight. At one time 
the southern California coast was contaminated 
with more DDT than any other offshore area in the 
world. The result was a disastrous decline for the 
California brown pelican. When eggs were laid, the 
shells were so thin that they broke under the weight 
of the nesting parents. 

A similar, disastrous collapse in Eastern brown 
pelicans was caused by other kinds of pollutants in 
. the Gulf of Mexico and along the Carolina coasts 
during the same time period. For instance, along the 
entire Gulf coast, a total of four young were observed 
in 1967, four in 1968 and seven in 1969. A nesting 
population of Eastern brown pelicans in South 
Carolina numbering 10,000 in 1961 had dropped to 
2000 birds by 1969. 

Although DDT is no longer legally 
manufactured or used in California, it is extremely 
long-lived, and many of the residual components are 
still around. In marine environments, sediments 
comprise a large reservoir for DDT residues. Over 
time, these slowly leach out and continuously enter 
marine food chains. The result? Brown pelicans are 
still showing long term, chronic effects. Thinner egg 
shells are among the indicators showing that DDT 
residue levels are still high. 

In February, 1 969, the blow-out in the Union 
Oil Company offshore well resulted in the Santa 
Barbara oil spill, affecting seabirds and other marine 
life in the Santa Barbara Channel. Two hundred 
thousand gallons leaked, creating a slick that covered 
800 square miles. The spill was only a harbinger of 
things to come, however. The Channel was the site 
of another spill in 1990. On February 7, four hundred 
thousand gallons of crude were spilled from the 
American Trader tanker. Following the spill, 141 
brown pelicans were rescued and treated; of those, 50 
died. 

Tankers carrying Alaskan oil to refineries in 
Los Angeles routinely ply the waters past the Channel 
Islands. As has been pointed out, an oil spill would 
be disastrous, particularly for the California brown 
pelican. Other blow-outs from offshore wells are just 
as potentially deadly; good ol' Chevron operated 
Platform Gail just six miles north of West Anacapa 
island, close to the breeding colony and within 
foraging range of nesting pelicans. 


Of the pelicans 
rescued in February 
1990, one out of five 
had been damaged by 
fish hooks. On the east 
coast, 71 percent of 
brown pelicans treated 
by a Florida hospital had 
injuries due to fishing 
lines and hooks. On 
the California coast, 
pelicans are crippled 
and injured by 
monafilament line and 
hooks. As a result, these 
birds are unable to feed 
in the wild, and become 
dependent upon 
handouts in coastal 
communities. In 1987, 

500 pelicans in 
Monterey Harbor died 
of a bacterial infection 
which they probably 
caught while crowding 
around Fishermans' 

Wharf, begging for 
handouts. Tourists 
need to be made aware 
that feeding pelicans 
causes unnatural 
stresses when the 
pelicans aggressively 
compete for food. 

While feeding the 
pelicans may be fun for 
tourists, it is hell for the 
birds, which suffer 
injuries to the pouch 
and the alimentary 
canal caused by fishing 
tackle, as well as 
abrasions to their feet 
and legs from walking 
on pavement, machinery, and buildings. 

In October, 1970, the brown pelican was 
declared an endangered species, and biologists began 
working in earnest to look at the reasons for its 
decline, and what steps needed to be taken to ensure 
its survival. In 1983, a plan for the recovery of the 
California brown pelican was drawn up. 

This recovery project has three objectives: 
l)Existing populations of the brown pelican must be 
maintained; 2)Long term protection of adequate 
food supplies and essential nesting, roosting and 
foraging habitats must be assured; 3)Population size 
and productivity on Anacapa and other nesting 
islands in the Southern California Bight must be 
maintained at self-sustaining levels. 

Recovery standards in the plan are based on 
reproductive performance. Twenty-seven hundred 
fledgelings must be produced annually from at least 
3000 nests over a continuous five-year period before 
being considered recovered and removed from the 
Endangered Species List. Close study of brown 
pelicans breeding biology has revealed that the adults 
closely attend to the young up to about four weeks of 
age. Under normal conditions the chicks are not 
vulnerable to predators; however, if the adults are 
driven away by human distrubances, western gulls 
and ravens can prey on the very young and any eggs 
left unattended in the nest. 

Nowhere has this been more true than along 
the Baja California coast, where protection for pelican 
breeding colonies is less stringent. There has been a 
resident fishing camp on the Mexican island of 
Coronado Norte in most years since the early 80s, 
and due to human distrubances there, pelicans are 
no longer able to breed successfully. On Coronado 
Sur, there is a lighthouse and a Mexican navy 
contingent with domestic animals. As a result, the 
pelicans will probably never nest there again. 
However, on Anacapa Island, which is north of the 
border, conditions are better. The island is protected 
as part of Channel Islands National Park, and human 
visitors are not allowed on West Anacapa Island. 

Although the size of the Southern California 
Bight breeding population has increased significantly, 
productivity has remained consistently below the 
number necessary to remove the pelican from the 
Endangered Species List. This is the fourth straight 


Fishermen Mutilate Pelicans 

Early one morning last March, the director of the 
Pacific Wildlife Center in California received a phone call 
that filled her with revulsion. The caller was reporting the 
crucifixion of a young pelican to a light pole in Newport 
Beach. 

In the past years, there have been approximately 30 reports 
of atrocities committed against the Endangered California brown 
pelican along the southern California coast The mutilations have 
resumed in Dana Point Harbor, ten years after twenty-four pelicans 
were found with their beaks hacked off. 

A half dozen pelicans have been discovered with their beaks 
sawed off in Ventura, Redondo Beach, Marina Del Rey, and Dana 
Point this summer. Others, similarly mutilated, have been seen 
floating beyond reach in the ocean. In Newport Beach, a pelican was. 
found hanging from a light pole, its wings and gullet impaled on the 
metal pins used for climbing. Two pelicans were attacked and one 
killed by a fisherman in Dana Point Harbor. This was reported to 
authorities by witnesses, and is one of the rare cases in which the 
criminal yras arrested and convicted of cruelty to animals. There axe 
two other cases currently being brought by the US Fish and Wildlife 
Service. In one, a deck hand on a commercial fishing boat grabbed 
a pelican by its beak, and with both hands, swung it like a baseball bat, 
smashed it against a wall, then threw the bird into the ocean. 

The violence seems to coincide with patterns in El Nino. El 
Nino drives away the anchovy and herring populations, which are 
the mainstay of the pelicans' diet. As a result, the pelicans head for 
coastal communities in search of food. Itisin these communities that 
conflicts arise. 

Unable to differentiate between the fish they normal ly eat 
and fresh-cut bait, the pelicans swoop onto the lines of anglers, 
inevitably snaring themselves on the barbed hooks in the process. 

Many injuries are attributed to thoughtless, and in some 
cases, malicious fishermen. Instead of slowly reeling in a snared - 
pelican and gently removing the hooks, fishermen often just cut the 
l lengths of line usually become tangled in the 
pilings, ensnaring the pelicans' wings and 
The birds end up starving to death.

then starves because the fish it normally catches end up slipping 


Researchers blame this on 
a lack of food, caused by unusual weather conditions. 

Many pelicans have been leaving their nesting 
colonies early because of the lack of food. Due to 
oceanographic conditions, anchovy stocks are not 
available, and even though there is. a recent resurgence 
of Pacific sardines and mackerel, it hasn't been close 
enough to the breeding areas to support the pelicans' 
breeding effort. 

Every few years, El Nino occurs, with 
devastating effects for northern anchovy and other 
species. Consequently, seabirds and marine mammals 
have also suffered declining populations. 

Although this is prdbably a temporary 
problem caused mainly by natural factors, the real 
concern lies in the consequences a human-caused 
disaster would have on the already low brown pelican 
population. Needless to say, the long term effects 
from such a disaster would be catastrophic.

Sergeant 098 of the Essex constabulary reacted angrily, 
demanding the engine be turned off (which it was). 

Sergeant 089 then began frantically clubbing a group 
of huntsabs trapped within the police cordon enclave. 

In a rash move, he smashed the Brighton huntsabs' 

Landrover driver-side window and snatched the 
ignition keys from the driver's hand. The driver's 
eyebrow was gashed by flying glass, requiring stitches. 

Later, as we attempted to turn off the road to go to the 
hospital, police created a roadblock and forced us 
back. 

Not surprisingly, police then demanded all 
documentary evidence of the 26 arrests compiled by 
the demonstrators. The police went so far as to 
mount roadblocks in order to confiscate (via vehicle 
searches) film and videos from potential witnesses. 

Laurie Payne, of The League Against Cruel Sports, 
had his video film confiscated, along with the footage 
compiled by a reporter from Anglia Television.

Forest Service Can 't Keep Roads Closed 

By Tom Platt This EIS, which follows the failure of the Forest Plan 


As most people concerned with wildlife and 
wild land protection already know, the Forest Service 
is the world's largest road building agency. Its road 
network supports extensive resource extraction on 
the public lands, but the roads remain in place once 
the trees are gone. This spaghetti-like apparatus 
reaches into virtually all areas of the federal lands, 
and it has proven to be deadly to most species of 
wildlife that come in close contact with it. Roads 
provide access to hunters and poachers, disturb and 
displace animals from critical food sources, and 
result in uncountable road-kill deaths each year. 

The government response to public criticism 
about these problems has been to place obstructions 
across roads to prevent motor vehicle access. This 
response is based on biological studies which have 
demonstrated that habitat use declines as road density 
increases (measured in miles of road per square mile.) 
The Forest Service "closes" roads to reduce road 
density and reach standards deemed minimally 
acceptable for effective habitat use by wildlife. The 
roads remain in place, but a gate or other structure 
attempts to halt vehicle traffic. 

The government is required by law to protect 
certain species, especially wolves and grizzly bears 
here in Montana, that are threatened or endangered 
and acutely susceptible to road influences. Little is 
really known about animal tolerance to open or 
closed roads, but researchers think 0.60 miles per 
square mile is too much for wolves, and the Fish and 
Wildlife Service has set 0.75 miles per square mile as 
the standard in grizzly bear recovery areas on the 
National Forests. From these general guidelines, the 
Forest Service sets standards for each forest, which 
are then implemented in yearly road closure 
programs. 

In spite of this acknowledgment of 
responsibility, the Forest Service has proven unable 
to protect sensitive wildlife habitat. This time its 
failure is keeping "closed roads" closed on the Kootenai , 
National Forest in northwestern Montana. 

During a disturbing logging road and clearcut 
tour in late October 1992, I and several intrepid 
assistants checked 281 forest road closure structures 
in the Three Rivers, Rexford, Libby, and Cabinet 
Ranger Districts of the Kootenai. We were 
investigating allegations (made by concerned agency 
biologists) that many forest roads officially listed as 
closed for wildlife protection were open for motor 
vehicle use. We visited each closure device (which 
ranged from steel gates across roads to earth berm/ 
road pit-type closures) and recorded whether the 
structure was in place, if it was closed, whether there 
was evidence of off road vehicle (ORV) detours around 
or over the structure, or (in the case of locked gates) 
whether there were fresh tire tracks behind the 
structure to indicate the presence of forest elves. 

Our results are not encouraging. Of the 281 
structures, 21.4 percent (60) were simply open or not 
restricting motor vehicle traffic of any type. Another 
25.3 percent (71) were not stopping ORV detours. 
And 7.8 percent (22) showed recent use through the 
gate (through use of keys). Now, that comes to 54.5 
percent (153) of those 281 structures that were not 
working out management-wise for the freddies. 
Which means they do not work for grizzlies, or 
wolves, or wolverines, or any of the human-shy 
forest dwellers the Forest Service gets paid to protect. 
540 of the 842.5 road miles behind those structures 
were effectively open to people on machines. Not 
good. 

These data provide new road density figures 
for the Cabinet-Yaak grizzly bear ecosystem of the 
Kootenai National Forest. The forest plan maximum 
allowable road density standard is 0. 75 miles of open 
road per square mile of (badly hammered) public 
land. Combining the unprotected "closed" road 
miles (from the structures we checked and found 
open) with the existing open road miles increases the 
road density to 1.2 miles per square mile for the 1,027 
square mile area surveyed. This figure is an average 
for only the specific bear management units 
inventoried. Since we only sampled a portion of the 
Kootenai National Forest, it can be assumed that if all 
structures on the forest were checked, the density 
figure would be higher still. 

To make matters worse, it happens that most 
of the gates checked were on the (notorious) Three 
Rivers Ranger Distict, which is the focus of the 1990 
Upper Y aak Special Environmental Impact Statement 


to meet legal mandates under the National Forest 
Management Act, addresses exceptionally high levels 
of road building and logging in Situation 1 grizzly 
bear habitat (that is agency-speak for land where 
bears are supposed to get preferential consideration 
over humans.) In the Upper Yaak Decision Area, 
ineffective road closures on 78 of the 145 structures 
checked (53.8 percent) resulted in 293.8 unprotected 
road miles. This brought the total road density in the 
three bear management units evaluated (numbers 
15, 16, and 17) to 1.6, 2.0 and 1.7 miles per square 
mile, respectively. Again, not good stewardship 
performance. 

Interestingly, of the structures checked, 
52.3 percent (148) were steel gates. Since a gate is 
designed to allow motor vehicle passage, it will not 
be surprising to note that 66.2 percent (98) of all gate 
closures were ineffective at stopping motorized travel 
in the closed habitat beyond. Ineffective gate closures 
thus constitute 34.9 percent of the total structures 
checked. A revelation for managers! Of course, more 
people will drive through devices designed to be 
driven through. All it takes is an easy-to-obtain key 
(or a high-powered rifle for the less subtle.) 

On the flip side, 25.3 percent (71) of all 
structures checked were earth berm/road pits 
effectively halting vehicle travel. The most prevalent 
violations associated with them were detours by 
ORV users (which can only be stopped by more love 
during the developmental childhood years.) 

One conclusion is if the Forest Service wants 
to curtail use in areas closed to motor vehicles (notion 
open to question), it should stop using so many gates 
and close the roads in a more permanent fashion. 
Road removal is the only truly effective means of 
curtailing access to damaged or sensitive areas. 

The study avoided mention of the problem 
presented to sensitive species by closed roads. More 
and more research is showing that closed roads still 
create unacceptable disturbance for forest denizens 
(through easy mountain bike and horse access for 
hunters, improved vantage points to shoot critters 
from, etc.) The Upper Yaak, especially, has a heaping 
portion of roads. The question of effective 
enforcement of road closures is undercut by the 
generally harmful character of road networks, both 
open and closed. 

In general, studies like this one (and its 
predecessor by Keith Hammer on the Flathead 
National Forest) help keep the Forest Service in line. 
This report has been cited in a lawsuit filed by 
environmentalists to halt logging and roading in 
grizzly habitat in the upper Yaak. It has also hit the 
desks of Forest Service and Fish and Wildlife 
bureaucrats in Montana, where it will be a nuisance 
to business as usual. The Forest Service is questioning 
the findings and claiming there is not a problem, 
choosing to critique the road density calculations in 
the report while avoiding discussion of why so much 
habitat is unprotected. The FWS has taken a cautious 
approach and suggested more evaluation, and has 
yet to make comments. Overall, in light of the public 
attention, it is likely that better enforcement of road 
closures will occur next season. 

Ultimately, all further road building on 
roadless lands must be halted. The existing road 
networks must be removed piece by piece, so access 
can be truly limited to acceptable methods (foot, 
paw, etc.). Write your representatives and local 
forest supervisor, insisting on road removal from the 
public lands. Learn more about how you can 
implement your own wild land recovery efforts with 
friends and family (see the Road Rippers Guide). 
Check on forest road closures in your area and 
embarrass your own petty officials. If you would like 
more information on how to do your own inventory, 
contact me through the Alliance for the Wild Rockies, 
PO Box 8731, Missoula, MT 59807.

Green Man Through the Ages 


Green Man: The Archetype of our Oneness with the Earth 
by William Anderson, Harper Collins pub. 1990 
Reviewed By Wildeharte 

In a decade within which we are only beginning to 
be doused with "Green" products, lifestyles, political 
consciousness, not to mention books, Anderson's Green 
Man is a refreshing look at an ancient archetype of living 
Nature that has somehow weathered the ages and changes 
from Copper Age Europe to present day consciousness. 
Anderson's book, appropriately filed under 'Mythology/ 
Ecology,' is a must for ecomythophiles. Since Joseph 
Brown breached the Western trove of antiquities and 
myth, making myth more palatable to the pablum-soaked 
mind of Cultural America, some earthlings are looking 
deeper into their spiritual roots for answers to the present 
day Industrial revolution-caused horrors. 

This is a different sort of deep ecology. This book 
examines the human mythical past for knowledge to use 
in solving modem day problems. Anderson traces this 
archetype — the Green Man — through Hellenistic Greece, 
Arthur's Age, Gothic, Renaissance, and Puritanical England. 
This creature shows up in carvings (usually on churches) 
from Toulouse to Denmark, but it is most prolific in 
England. Everywhere one turns one is confronted by this 
face of a man (there are a few, rare accounts of green 
womyn) disgorging elaborately carved stone vegetation 
— Nature coming out of the depths of his (archetypal) soul 
into the world. The Green Man represents participatory 
metamorphosis: "The leaves that issue from the Green 
Man's mouth are an answering song or incantation in 


which the spirits of the trees speak to man. There are many 
myths and stories of trees that sing and speak (p.31)." This 
archetype embodies verdant irrepressible Life. Amazingly 
enough, Christianity adopted this creature, and he has 
virtually stayed the same through centuries and centuries of 
religious change — this creature is on the title page of Martin 
Luther's Appeal to the General Council, Wittenberg 1520. 
No one knows why the Christians did not banish him to the 
dust of memory's frailty. 

In this age when machines have virtually replaced 
deities, an archetype like the Green Man could be a subtle 
catalyst for change we so desperately need. The Green Man 
plays a role that "sentient" life recognizes: that we are 
animals, part of Nature — a vast and complicated ecosystem 
that goes beyond the confines of the third dimension. The 
Green Man is Nature inate within Human Being, a green 
utopia struggling to keep its head above the cold waters of 
science and greed. We must heed what Anderson asks: "Can 
human beings be considered viable without leaf or grass or 
tree, the providers of our food, our air, and our most 
delighful impressions?(p,160)." I had to special order my 
copy — pick it up, it is worth the $14.95.

persistent rumors of a black-market in caribou meat). He also said that his people 
have "cut back," but not halted, caribou hunting over the last two years. 
Poachers have also been taking an unknown number of animals, as the area is 
inadequately policed by Conservation Officers. Wolves are being used as a 
scapegoat for more than a decade of mismanagement. 

On our fourth day in the Yukon we were contacted by Koshon, aTahltan 
Indian of the Wolf Clan whose name means "Old Wolf." Koshon is a spiritualist 
and artist, specializing in carvings using horn, bone, and hide from animals 
killed by cars. Koshon even looks like a Wolf, with long black hair framing a 
narrow, angular face. He sat with us, his black eyes deep pools, and told us stories 
of the "Grandfathers," the animals out in the Aishihik. 

"When will they understand?” he asks of the government wildlife 
managers. "The Wolf Spirit is very powerful. It could destroy all of humankind 
if it wanted, but it has too much love in its heart. The Wolf Spirit knows you are 
here. It is glad to have allies." This last statement made us feel a little better; we 
had been wondering whether there was any point in being there, frustrated by 
our inability to charter a fixed-wing aircraft. The Yukon is a "small" place; 
everyone knew who we were and were afraid to help us and risk future 
government contracts — the government is the biggest employer. 

Koshon continued, "The Wolf Spirit will help you. Keep the pressure on. 
What you are doing, calling for a boycott of Yukon tourism, keeping this in the 
headlines, this is very important. The Wolf Spirit will look after its own in the 
Aishihik. It will cause big mechanical problems in the government machines." 
His voice was low, calm, deadly serious. "They don't understand what they're 
messin' with out there." 

He reached into a leather bag he had with him and withdrew a large, 
triangular black stone. Attached to its face was a stunningly beautiful carving of 
a howling Wolf. Where the Wolf's heart should have been was a deeper 
engraving of a medicine man offering a peace pipe to the Wolf spirit. "This is a 
gift to Friends of the Wolf from the Wolf Spirit and me. I want you to take it down 
south where there's lots of money and auction it to get money to protect the 
Wolves. ... It is made from prehistoric Mastodon ivory. It is very rare." I ran my 
fingers along the ancient, yellowed material, then looked up at Koshon and 
nodded. 

Within twelve hours of that meeting the rumors started coming in 
through the Yukon grapevine: something was going wrong in the Aishihik. The 
government helicopter had broken down — apparently for the third time in four 


with a CBC camera person to investigate. We located the government's "secret" 
base camp almost eighty miles from the nearest highway. The dirt access road 
to the lake where they were set up had been ploughed, but then blocked by a 
series of twenty-foot piles of snow on uphill curves. The government vehicles 
used a private road, heavily gated, to get around their own road-blocks. We 
recorded this information for local activists. We skirted the camp by ten miles 
and landed on a mountain-top. With binoculars and a telescope I observed the 
camp for two-and-a-half hours. They weren't flying. I could see their helicopter 
sitting idle beside one of the buildings. 

Subsequent to our departure from the Yukon we learned that a series of 
further break-downs had kept the government helicopter grounded. They 
eventually brought in another helicopter, but then an unseasonable lack of snow 
had made it impossible to track the wolves. Bob Hayes came out of the bush last 
week perplexed and frustrated: he hadn't found the wolves he knew were out 
there. 

The final count was fifty dead Wolves — an outrage, but far short of the 
target of one hundred and fifty wolves this year. According to the government 
plan, Wolves will be killed every year until the local caribou population reaches 
2500, and the moose population reaches 4000. These figures are ridiculously 
high and represent the creation of an artificial surplus of "game" animals. The 
highest recorded census of caribou in the Aishihik region is 1500 animals, and 
moose have never numbered 4000. Furthermore, government documents 
indicate that if "successful, " it would take ten years of Wolf "control" for caribou 
numbers to reach even 2000 animals. The Wolf-kill program, therefore, could 
last at least thirteen years, if not indefinitely. 

While triends ot the Wolf is aware of the cultural damage suffered by 
Yukon natives at white hands, and is sympathetic to the struggle for self- 
determination being fought by all First Nations peoples, we do not feel that these 
are primary issues in the Yukon Wolf-kill program. As we said numerous times 
to the media, Friends of the Wolf went to the Yukon to save Timber Wolves, not 
human beings. 

Friends of the Wolf, in addition to calling for a boycott of Yukon tourism, 
invites Earth First! ers everywhere to disrupt or other wise harass Yukon Tourism 
displays at any Tourism trade shows across the United States. We also propose 
a "Wolf Enhancement Program" and "Yukon Politician Management Plan," in 
which some politicians would be fitted with radio collars and tracked, "With a 
view to eventually culling the herd of bureaucratic Wolf-haters and allow for the 
renewal of the Wolf tribes."

Swinging ] 
monkeywrenches and crying out for all they are worth, the triumphant youth 
bring down the agents of destruction and return to prominence the displaced 
lifeforms. One by one, the audience is pulled into fray until two hundred naked 
neo-Neanderthals are writhing in a single ecstatic mass, amoebic, flexible, 
unified. The dust rises, moon-bound, like spectres from the primeval past. 
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Halfway down the path we stop to watch the full moon slip above the 
treeline. She is met by a chorus of panpipes and drums, raven calls and wolf 
howls, echoing up the rockslides and cliff faces. 

"Ron-dee-voo!" The tribe is gathering, clustered around a handful of 
campfires. They hold walking sticks and guitars, sage smudgesticks and each 
other, further proof the Druids are not gone, but still serve the Earth Spirit, 
gathered now to talk sedition and honor silence. 

We are entering an outlaw camp where displaced Piets and Norse, Celts 
and Visigoths, regroup for the next assault on Greek logic and the oppressive 
military machine of the New Roman Empire. Escapees from a toxic Disneyland, 
a designer gulag, a concrete mirage where the majority of their own species rush 
around like Ken and Barbie dolls, happily participating in a paradigm of 
destruction. Loin-clothed berserkers stand knee to knee with Wiccan priestesses 
and Zen cowboys, ex-professors, ex-students, ex-leftists, ex-hippies, finding 
common ground in devotion to a priority: the sacred Earth-body, of which we 
are an intergral part, shall come first— ahead of the desires of our more narrowly- 
defined selves. They are here to practice their ghost dance, plan campaigns to 
protect the genetic material upon which future evolution will depend, and 
participate in rituals to resanctify the bloodied Earth. 

Here is a group as diverse as the biological community they seek to 
defend, driving/hitchhiking/jumping freight-trains from all over the continent 
to mourn and to celebrate. Perceived as a threat to corporate and national 
interests who profit from the destruction of the natural world, they are the only 
pantheist association to earn a full-fledged FBI campaign of eradiction. What 
the government, media hacks and casual observers fail to realize is that Earth 
First! is first and foremost a Pagan tribe.

Last summer's gathering of the tribe 
was the first post-dissension gathering, a healing of the wounds and 
strengthening of commitment. 

"Hoka hey! It's a good day to die!" 

And a good day to live life to its fullest, joining in Nature's 
ecstatic revelry and forcefully carrying out the will of Spirit. 

A few years ago, when the revolt against media-appointe d 
eadership surfaced, a certain wild woman named Gena 


roposed a tribal war dance to unify everyone against a 
ynmmnn enpmv. T^a irt lip with a broken Peg, she sent me to ~~ 
instigate what has become a dear tradition in the Earth First! 
movement, a chance to get non-verbal for awhile, to drop 
the cloths and pretensions of the civilized world, to get 
down to the grunts and sighs of pleasure. 

The beat begins slowly, inexorably, as the 
heartbeat of Gaia Herself. Here are the rhythms we first 
heard while floating sensuously in amniotic fluids of our 
mother's womb. A witch narrates the story of our 
estrangement from the Earth-Body, the embrace of 
technological dominion and rape of the planet. Dancers 
become rigid, mimicking the way humanity internalized 
the robotic behavior of the machines they manufacture, 


ihcreaseeTcgrisci misncss an dvisloh demands ourmost vigorous response. 
Pagan visionaries and clan shamans have always been called upon to interpret 
and sing the tribe through the ordeals that both threaten and strengthen them. 
Burjas and warriors have always had to deal with the continued survival of their 
culture and the existential reality of their own mortal death. Yet never before 
have they needed to deal with the human-caused extinction of thousands of 
other species, the toxification of the entire environment, the potential 
disappearance of humanity itself, and the almost universal abandonment of 
Earth spirituality and personal honor. 

Dreamwork is in progress. Indigenous prophets have come out of 
seclusion. The Tarot is ill-worn, the runes cast upon sometimes barren ground. 
Even the most pragmatic of wilderness defenders have come to recognize the 
elements of fate and magic in their Work. They proceed, humbly yet insistently, 
with little time for prediction. John Seed points out that whether we are truly 
saving the life of the planet or merely validating our own existence, either way 
our choice of how to act would be the same. In our efforts to preserve a wild tribe, 
we are a tribe now reaching out to the wider Pagan and activist communities. 

Pagan Moran recently returned from a mission into the beleagered 
jungles of Ecuador. She asked a native activist what the chances were of saving 
the remaining tropical rainforests. He smiled and replied, in what has become 
a motto of our tribe, 

"Milagros o nada!"

British Columbian Government Poisons Wolves

The Fish and Wildlife Branch 
of British Columbia's Ministry of 
Environment, Lands and Parks has 
applied to continue its Pesticide 
Use Permit to use sodium 
monofluoracetate, or Compound 
1080, to poison wolves and coyotes 
believed to be harassing livestock. 

The Thompson Watershed 
Coalition, based in the Kamloops 
region of BC, Canada, is appealing 
this permit application. The appeal 
will be heard by the BC 
Environmental Appeal Board in 
Kamloops on March 16th at the 
Stockmen's Hotel. A new group, 
K-9, was formed to help with both 
the appeal and with creating public 
awareness about this issue. 

Compound 1080, banned by 
the US Environmental Protection 
Agency in 1989, is extremely toxic 
to all life, but especially to canines. 
There is no known antidote. 
Compound 1080 is taken up by 
plants and by animals eating 
poisoned carcasses. In addition to 
wolves and coyotes, wolverines 
and bears often take up the 
poisoned bait. Because Compound 
1080 has the capacity to be taken 
up, even third hand, by "non- 
target" plants and animals, it 
readily invades the food chain. 


Many supporters of the wolf poisoning 
program state that the BC government is justified in 
the use of the controversial, extremely toxic 
Compound 1080 to poison wolves and coyotes 
because wolves are cruel animals. This argument 
doesn't wash, even less so when argued by trappers, 
trophy hunters and stockmen, like those quoted in 
both BC Report and the letters section of a recent issue 
of The Province. Who can gauge the trauma of a steer 
pushed wild-eyed into a killing chute, the pain of the 
wounded game animal that gets away, or the agony 
of a leg-hold trap? How dare these people justify the 
destruction of wolves on grounds of cruelty! 

Another argument, one shared by almost 
everyone supporting the use of Compound 1080, is 
that if the government doesn't bait with the restricted 
1080, then some ranchers and guide-outfitters will 
lay out poison baits anyway, using more accessible 
poisons like strychnine and cyanide, which, they 
say, will cause secondary poisonings in other animals 
and birds. On the contrary, Fred Harper, regional 
biologist in charge of predator control at the Kamloops 
Ministry of Environment, states that Compound 1 080 
causes both primary and secondary poisonings in "non- 
target animals. " Besides, this same argument could be 
used for marijuana use, speeding and prostitution. 

After the international furor caused in 1984 
by the BC government's program involving shooting 
wolves from helicopters, the provincial government 
set up a 'wolf working group' to determine the 
validity of wolf-control programs. This is not the 
case, however. When I spoke to Vivian Band, chair 
of that group, she said that the wolves that I was 
concerned about were problem wolves. "Those aren't 
our wolves," she declared. When I asked how she 


differentiated, she tried to explain the complicated 
structure of carnivore management within the BC 
government, a tangle of red tape that allows wolves 
to be officially trapped, shot, and poisoned in the 
interests of ranching and big-game hunting, with no 
input from the wolf working group. 

While scientist Dr. Paul Paquet (featured in 
the Nov./Dec. issue of Canadian Geographic) and his 
team of researchers study wolves in order to bring 
them back on one side of Banff National Park, the BC 
government is laying poison baits in order to kill 
wolves on the other! How can we hope to build up 
wolf packs which need between 1500 and 3000 
square kilometers of range, when we are putting 
poison baits in their territory? Dr. Paquet will be a 
witness for the Thompson Watershed Coalition in 
the March 18th appeal, and states that he doesn't 
know of any wildlife biologists who support wolf-kill 
programs. 

When will the war on wolves end? When the 
only wolves alive are in zoos? When wilderness is all 
golf courses and sheep pasture? When Canada 
stands, not for wilderness, but for ecological 
destruction? When the last wolf is gone?

Those Damn Cars Again: 

Scotland Greenbelt to be Paved

The last significant greenbelt 
in Glasgow, Scotland is under the 
blade, being leveled so that a new 
highway can be built. No one, 
apart from the roadbuilders and 
investors of the proposed toxic 
chemical waste dump, wants this 
road, but protest and arrests have 
been ignored, and the destructive 
process has begun. In this area of 
woodlands, farmland, fairy hills, 
leisure and recreational fields, 
dating back some two to three 
hundred years, is one of the last 
significant Wild places in Glasgow 
area. Glasgow is the main 
population center of Scotland, 
and we need a space to breathe. 
The greenbelt is not a luxury, it's 
a neccessity! 


The National Trust For Scotland (NTS) has 
proved incapable of protecting our park; instead of 
fighting the proposal, they headed right into a big 
compromise. The Director of the NTS, Hugh 
Runciman, is also a chairman for a waste disposal 
company, Shanks and McEwen. It's interesting to 
note that the proposed motorway leads to Shank's 
propsed toxic waste site. Also, Runciman is a director 
of British Steel, which has yet to clean up the 
poisonous mess left behind at the closed Ravenscraig 
plant. 

We harbor the hope that it is not too late — 
we can still save this irreplaceable, natural area for 
future generations, but we need your help. By 
writing a short protest letter to the address below, 
you can supply a vital part of that help:

Parliament 
Blockaded to 
Protest Old 
Growth Imports 


A demonstration was coordinated in 
Westminster, London, in an attempt to blockade 
the Houses of Parliament. The issue was the 
continued logging and destruction of the world's 
old growth forests, as well as the planting of 
monocultural forests for consumer wood products. 

Particularly cited were ships bringing 
mahogany from Brazil, hardwood from Canada and 
all Sarawak timber. An immediate moratorium, and 
trade restrictions upon these imports were proposed. 

On the morning of Thursday 28 January, 
outside the Parliament House gates, a crowd of 
activists from Earth First! and their companions 
began chaining themselves to the main gate. One 
man scaled a tall, black metal statue of Winston 
Churchill and locked himself to the old bulldog's 
head. All were removed by police. 

A truck laden with sand and sawdust 
attempted to deposit its load at the St. Stephen's 
Gate entrance to the House of Commons. Its 
progress was impeded by police, and as it mounted 
the pavement of Parliament Square, a metropolitan 
Police officer smashed the cab window, confiscating 
keys and arresting the driver. 

Meanwhile, three rubber dinghies from the 
Brighton and Anglia groups of Sea Action chugged 
up and down the icy sewer conduit known as the 
Thames, unfurling large banners proclaiming the 
day's logo: "Wake Up: The World Is Dying!” 

During the Prime Minister's question time, 
demonstrators in the public gallery hurled 
information pamphlets onto the unsuspecting 
ministers below, before being unceremoniously 
bundled off by police. 

The issues at hand involve not just the 
destruction of these non-renewable sources of 
timber, but the displacement and "modernisation" 
of the indigenous native tribes dwelling within the 
forests. Land rights would establish these tribes' 
ownership of their habitat and management of any 
commercialisation of non-timber forestry products.

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Siberian Forests Fall to the Saw: 

Hyundai and Weyerhaeuser Primary Culprits

The Great Forest 

The immense forests of Siberia, known as the 
taiga, are in fact the largest contiguous forest in the 
world, covering 2.3 million square miles of Russia 
and containing one-quarter of the world's standing 
trees. Over half of these forests, comprised mainly 
of spruce, fir and larch, have never been cut! However, 
as a result of declining timber reserves worldwide 
and a highly depressed Russian economy, the 
Khabarovsk region in particular (see map) is under 
intense pressure from multinational logging 
companies. Both Hyundai and Weyerhaeuser are 
currently involved in logging schemes in the 
Primorsky Krai (Russian Far East). 

Hyundai 

This South Korean multinational, known mainly 
for its automobiles, is also the second-largest shipper 
of tropical timber on the high seas. It has been 
illegally logging the taiga on the east side of the 


Sikhote Alin Mountains (on the coast of the Sea of 
Japan) for two years, at 300,000 cubic meters 
annually. The local Goskompriroda (State Committee 
of Nature, equivalent to the EPA) has given Hyundai 
two negative environmental impacts assessments 
but has failed to legally enjoin the logging because 
Hyundai is supported by the Primorsky regional 
administration. 

Svetlaya 

Hyundai is involved in a joint logging venture 
known as Svetlaya, which would boost its Siberian 
cuts to a million board feet annually for the next 
thirty years. Hyundai has already built a log export 
facility at the village of Svetlaya on the Primorsky 
Krai's coast. It wants to log in the vast Bikin River 
Basin, home to the Udege people who live a traditional 
hunting/fisher existence in the forest and number 2- 
3,000. The Udege have been resisting Hyundai's 
expansion into their homeland on the west side of 
the Sikhote Alin. The Goskompriroda has explicitly 
forbidden cutting in the Bikin, but the province's 
"Forest Service" has given Hyundai permission to 
log, and trees have been marked. Legal permission 
would entail a positive environmental assessment 
and permission from the Udege, neither of which 
are forthcoming. Yet Hyundai is proceeding, as far 
as we can tell. 

Some sources say that Hyundai's Chairman Chung 
ordered Hyundai to abandon Svetlaya as long ago as 
October 16,1992, but so far Hyundai has not offered 
any proof that it is withdrawing. (Chung was 
recently indicted in South Korea on a number of 
fraud charges relating to his recent unsuccessful bid 
for the presidency.) On November 30, The Russian 
Supreme Court in Moscow ruled against Hyundai's 
Svetlaya operation, overruling the Primorsky 
Regional Court. We hope this has been the death 
knell for Hyundai in Siberia, and that it has sent a 
message to other multinationals hoping to dodge 
Russian environmental laws. But Hyundai has 
threatened to sue for the $60 million it has invested 
in Svetlaya if it is not allowed to log. So far it is 
unclear what Hyundai plans to do, so until we get 
proof that Hyundai is out of Siberia, we must assume 
the worst. 

The Ussuri Tiger 

The largest cat on Earth, the Siberian, or Ussuri, 
tiger, survives in the remote Russian Far East 
(Primorsky Krai). There are only 2-300 of these 
magnificent cats left. Poachers are taking a nasty 


toll, as tiger skins are very valuable on the 
international black market; poachers may have killed 
up to 50 tigers in 1992. Recent relaxation of 
international borders following the collapse of the 
Soviet Union (which also resulted in understaffing 
of poaching patrols) has made poaching and 
transport of skins across international borders much 
easier. Most of the remaining tigers live in the Bikin 
Basin. Roadbuilding and logging by Hyundai would 
have obvious and irreversible impacts on these cats. 
The tiger lives in a unique region of coniferous and 
deciduous forests where taiga and temperate 
ecosystems mix — an area richer, in flora and fauna 
than anywhere else in Russia. 

Help Put Pressure on Hyundai! 

The most accessible Hyundai outlets are car 
dealerships. We encourage people angry about 
Hyundai's dirty dealings in Siberia to take action at 
Hyundai dealers. Just look up the local outlet in the 
phone book and stage the protest of your choice. It 

is imperative we let 
potential customers know 
what Hyundai is up to in 
Siberia. Convincing one 
person to buy another 
brand of car (or none at 
all!) could cost Hyundai 
several thousand dollars 
in lost sales. We will soon 
have available protest 
flyers and cards which can 
be 1) attached to Hyundai 
autos anywhere or 2) 
passed out during 
protests/actions at 
Hyundai dealerships. Call 
or write if you want cards/ 
flyers.

Weyerhaeuser 

Weyerhaeuser Timber Company, of Seattle, is 
nearing a joint venture agreement with Lesoidom, 
the Russian Far East Timber Company, to log 360,000 
hectares (890,000 acres) of the Botcha River Basin 
area of the Primorsky Krai. Weyerhaeuser has already 
built a large loading dock near the city of Khabarovsk 
in anticipation of the agreement, which would yield 
415,000 cubic meters annually. Weyerhaeuser is 
trying to get a 90-year concession, and it has 
estimated a profit margin of $25 to 36 million 
annually for 10 years. 

According to David Gordon and Antony Scott in 
The Amicus Journal, "The Botcha region marks the 
transition from northern boreal to temperate forest, 
and thus is one of the few places in the world where 
one can find reindeer, brown bear, tiger, sable and 
salmon all in the same ecosystem; many of the 
region's species, like the Siberian tiger, are rare and 
endangered. Last year alone (1991), eight Siberian 
tigers were spotted there." 

Until Weyerhaeuser turned its evil eye that way, 
the Botcha region was slated for permanent 
protection as a nature reserve. Eager for quick cash, 
regional officials in Khabarovsk withdrew support 
for the nature reserve. Weyerhaeuser has been 
pulling some dirty tricks to win local support for its 
destructiveplans, which will result in clearcut logging 
(with clearcuts up to 250 acres!) for raw-log export to 
Japan (it is illegal to import Russian timber into the 
US). 

Most logging in Siberia is done by clearcutting. 
Due to the harsh growing conditions, regeneration 
is very difficult. In areas with permafrost, clearcutting 
causes the underground ice to melt, increasing 
erosion and often resulting in permanent swamps 
and bogs.

Keep it Wild. Buy it. 
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Gore-Tex: The CFC 
Connection

My Gore-Tex raincoat has kept me comfortably dry during countless 
rainy bike rides and hikes in the woods. I recently learned, to my horror, that 
Gore-Tex is manufactured from CFCs! It is especially ironic that I have used my 
Gore-Tex coat to protect my arms from harsh sunlight pouring through the 
thinning ozone layer! 

While wearing existing Gore Tex fabric does not threaten the ozone layer 
(since it does not emit anything), the production process does damage since it 
uses Freon -22 as a "feedstock." This substance is converted at high temperatures 
to tetrafluoroethylene, the raw material for Teflon (a trademark of our friends at 
DuPont). Teflon in turn is made into Gore-Tex fabric/chemically called 
"expanded polytetrafluoroethylene" (ePTFE), a virtually impervious material. 

I called the manufacturer, W.L. Gore & Associates (no relation to A1 Gore) 
at 1-800-43 1-GORE.and was told that "Gore-Tex does not use CFCs." However, 
this is misleading linguistic detoxification. The substance in question is H-CFC- 
22 or chlorodifluoromethane , which DuPont renamed (but did not reformulate) 
in 1988, having previously called it CFC-22 for decades. In contrast, CFC-12, the 
Freon widely used in refrigerators and air conditioners, is dichlorodifluoromethane.. 
A company technician later confirmed that this is correct. According to the 
Institute for Energy and Environmental Research in Takoma Park, Maryland 
(301-270-5500), H-CFC-22 is three to five times more ozone destructive than 
DuPont and EPA claim, since official calculations average and dilute its impact 
over 200 years, whereas they should study its shorter term implications. 

Company officials are reluctant to acknowledge their complicity in 
ozone destruction. They stress that their factory does not process any CFCs, but 
merely buys teflon resins from a "supplier." They will not publicly state which 
company they buy from, since it is "proprietary information." While several 
companies produce teflon, it is notable that DuPont's Wilmington, Delaware 
headquarters is about 20 miles east of W.I. Gore's Elkton, Maryland main factory. 

But there is one positive lesson. If we are going to protect the ozone layer 
from further perforation, one action that must be taken is solidifying existing 
stockpiles of CFC-22. Perhaps we will have a small mountain of teflon (or 
perhaps Gore-Tex resin) that will serve as a monument to the failed technology 
of the twentieth century. 

Gore-T ex is a microcosm of our complicity in environmental destruction. 
Our toxic society is everywhere around us. We have the technology to substitute 
renewable biomass for poisonous fossil fuels for electricity, transportation, 
materials, pharmaceuticals, foods, fibers, inks, pigments, dyes, soaps, adhesives, 
plastics, etc. but we lack the political will— habits and vested interests must both 
change. Half a century ago, Henry Ford knew about plastics made from soybeans 
but chose not to market them. The 1990s must be the time to stop the 
petrochemical industry, stop irreversible pollution, and protect the environment 
and all life on Earth. 


iLobos en Arizona! 

Three Mexican Gray Wolves were sighted eight miles south of Patagonia 
this fall. According to a Forest Service Range Conservationist, the wolves were 
traveling as a family unit with father, mother and a four to five month old pup. 
The sighting is the first in Arizona in decades and should play a significant role 
in the implementation of a wolf reintroduction and recovery plan for Arizona's 
captaje Mexican Gray Wolf population. Regardless of how this sighting affects 
the program, it is imperative that these critters receive immediate recognition 
and protection by the government. To date, both the Forest Service and Arizona 
Game and Fish have refused to acknowledge the sighting publicly and are 
turning deaf ears to the idea of protecting them. Calls are needed to Terry 
Johnson and John Millican of Arizona Game and Fish Dept., Larry Allen and 
Tom Deecken of USFS and Dave Parsons of USFWS urging them to recognize and 
protect wolf populations in Arizona. 


Great Old Broads for 
Wilderness 

"It's not something you become, or join. Either you are one, or you 
aren't," said Susan Tixier, founder of the loosely organized, nationwide group 
of 1,500 kindred spirits. The essence of great old broad-ness, she said, is a love 
of hiking, a nurturing attitude toward protecting wild lands and a bona fide 
sense of humor. The group was founded in 1989 by Tixier, a Salt Lake City 
lawyer, along with a few other women, on the 20th anniversary of the 
Wilderness Act. While debate remained hot on the issue in Congress, in Utah 
Sen. Orrin Hatch and others were arguing we need roads into wilderness 
because the elderly can't get there. "So here we were in Idaho," said Tixier, "A 
bunch of older women coming in off the trail. Our legs are tanned and dirty, 
we look scruffy but very healthy. We decided we've got to dispel that notion. 
We decided these people really need to talk to the great old broads. The time 
was right, they printed some t-shirts, drew up some bylaws and the group was 
bom." 

Says Tixier, "Some women will never have it, some men do. Other men 
we know, who might come to our meetings but don't really understand this, are 
in the men's auxiliary. They decorate the gym, clean up afterward, and bring 
the jell-o molds. We organize trips for them to the hardware store." Moreover, 
Tixier says, "We're much less rational than other environmental organizations. 
We don't have to be politically palatable. We're old." 

The group supports bringing wolves back to Yellowstone and has come 
out in favor of white wilderness, places on the map with no trails, no contour 
lines, a place where you walk in at your own risk. They publish a newsletter and 
have GOB t-shirts for sale.

Alaska Wildlife Threatened 

They're Choosy About Their 
Neighborhood, Forest Service Says 

Eleven species, including the southeast brown bear, Queen Charlotte 
goshawk, martens, boreal owl, Price of Wales Island river otter and the very rare 
Alexander archipelago wolf face drastic reduction in populations and possible 
extinction under current logging plans for the Tongass National Forest. 
According to a report recently leaked by a resigned government biologist, 
several species could face imminent extinction unless more old growth timber 
is protected. The head of a team assembled by the Forest Service in 1990 to 
study effects of logging on wildlife in the Tongass was directedby his supervisor 
not to release the report or present his findings at professional meetings. Forest 
Service officials have dismissed the report as inexact and unworkable since it 
would require a 25 percent reduction in timber harvest in the Tongass over the 
next ten years. Steve Brink, USFS official in charge of revising the Tongass Land 
Management Plan, said, "I think they went a little farther than I asked," 
"Humans will live in northeast Washington, there behind the Capitol, and 
survive and even reproduce, but that isn't their preferred habitat, "Brinks said. 
"They'd much rather live in George town. Wildlife are much the same way." 
Of course, humans have vastly greater choice than old growth dependent 
species, and we should be so lucky that humans unhappy in their neighbor 
hoods didn't reproduce. 

The Tongass ecosystem consists of isolated islands, rocky mountain 
outcrops, barren glaciers and scattered stands of old growth forests. At least 52 
species of mammals and plants are found nowhere else in the world, and their 
fragile ecosystem is exceptionally vulnerable to natural or human caused 
disasters. Logging patterns further isolate the small ecosystems, making them 
even more susceptible to disruption.

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Sharks Threatend in Mitsubishi 


Gulf of Maine 

Sharks, probably our least protected big predator, are in danger of being 
wiped out from the Gulf of Maine and other coastal waters around the world. 
Slow to mature, giving birth to only two or four pups a year, these important 
creatures, whose lineage predates bony fishes, are being slaughtered by the tens 
of thousands to supply a booming Chinese market for their fins. 

Commercial and 'sport' fishers slice off their fins, then dump the 
mutilated, often still living sharks overboard. With fins fetching from $30 to 
$70 per pound (while shark meat goes for only $3 to $4 per pound) fishermen 
have little incentive to keep the rest of the shark, preferring to fill their nets with 
fins only. The fins are then shipped via UPS to wholesalers in New York City. 
"Easy as mailing a letter!" one advertisement boasts. Meanwhile the great 
sharks are vanishing from our waters. 

Until the Secretary of Commerce releases new regulations, there is no 
limit or restriction of any kind on shark killing. Write to Secretary of 
Commerce Barbara Franklin, Secretary of Commerce, Department of Commerce, 
Washington, DC 20230 and urge her to implement the Shark Management 
Plan. Ask her to ban any catches of basking, white, and whale sharks and place 
a hold on new entries into the shark fishery. 

Monongahela Highway 

PAW and Alliance for a Paving 
Moratorium Fight " Corridor H" 

A monstrous destructive force is being unleashed on the Central 
Appalachians: the insane Corridor H proposal, a plan to build a multi-lane 
interstate across the Allegheny and Valley and Ridge Mountains of northern 
West Virginia and Virginia. The Draft EIS for this project was released a few 
months ago, proposing a series of 15 complete and partial alternative routes, all 
of which begin at Elkins, West Virginia and end at 1-81 in Virginia. Besides 
costing billions of dollars, these routes would pass directly through or near such 
world class biodiversity centers as the Canaan Valley (under study as a national 
wildlife refuge), the Dolly Sods and Otter Creek Wilderness areas of the 
Monongahela National Forest and the Seneca Rocks National Recreation Area. 
They would debase forever this region of disjunct northern biological 
communities, many of which harbor plants and animals at the extreme southern, 
limits of their ranges and which are here interdigitated with a rich Southern 
Appalachian flora and fauna. The plan would also render moot a proposal now 
rapidly gaining support to designate much of the Monongahela as an ecological, 
or perhaps biospheric, preserve. 

Naturally, the Corridor H proposal has the support of West Virginia 
commercial interests who can't wait to get their hands on the neck of the golden 
goose of tourism promised by the highway. Unfortunately, some West Virginia 
environmentalists have accepted the road as inevitable and have formed an 
alliance to simply divert it northward, presumably to diminish its impact on the 
Monongahela. Virginians for Wilderness, as part of Preserve Appalachian 
Wilderness (PAW) and the Alliance for a Paving Moratorium, rejects this NIMBY 
policy and is determined to stop this monster before it strikes anywhere.

Road (Self) Restoration 
in Appalachia 

Thanks to Mother Nature, there is some new roadless country in the 
southern Appalachians this season. In September, a flash flood ripped out several 
sections of road and retaining wall along the Heintooga-Round Bottom Road in 
the Great Smokies National Park. Estimating the cost of rebuilding the road to 
be $550,000, the park was forced to temporarily close the one-way gravel road 
that passes near the edge of the Cherokee Indian Reservation. Without the road, 
the 163,000-acre wilderness on the eastern side of the Smokies is somewhat 
larger. There are only two roadless areas larger than 100,000 acres in the entire 
southern Appalachians. Although the Park Service estimates that only 6,000 
vehicles use the Heintooga-Round bottom Road yearly and it has not received 
complaints about the road closing, Park Service officials are nonetheless 
requesting financial assistance from the National Park Service's main office. 
SouthPAW is urging people to write several people urging permanent closure of 
the Heintooga-Round Bottom Road: Randall Pope; Park Superintendent; Great 
Smoky Mountains National Park, 107 Park Headquarters Rd, Gatlinburg, TN 
37738; Sec. of Interior Bruce Babbitt, Office of Public Affairs, Interior Building, 
C St., Washington DC 20240, and your legislators. 



Strikes Again 

Opposition to Gabriel 
Mountains Strip Mine 
Builds 

Enviro types in Southern California are rallying 
in opposition to a strip mining operation in the San 
Gabriel Mountains, near Azusa, California. The culprit 
tearing down the mountain at the entrance to Fish 
Canyon bordering the Angeles National Forest is Azusa 
Rock Company, which is owned by Mitsubishi, one of 
the worst destroyers of rainforests. The operation is 
silting Fish Creek and destroying endangered habitat, 
the alluvial fans. Azusa Rock is violating its conditional 
use permit, polluting the San Gabriel River and causing 
record breaking air pollution as it plows ahead with its 
45-year mining plan.

Dear Readers with Brains: 

I started reading the Brigid issue of the Journal today and 
considering the various points of view about the content of the 
paper. This triggered a thought I've had since I worked on the 
Journal collective last summer. Finally I'm putting on paper what's 
been bumbling around my head. 

I’m wondering how many of you folks reading this letter 
right now actually paid for your copy of the paper. I suspect not 
too many. Since the Journal is financed almost exclusively by 
subscriptions (with a small amount coming from book store sales 
of individual copies, a few ads, and an occasional other source), 
everytime you read a copy you didn't pay for, you are asking the 
budget of the paper to subsidize you. 

Now, were the Journal published by some wealthy 
institution, that would be just fine. For those of you who have 
never visited the journal office, it'sdefinitely a shoestring operation. 
Mailing out each issue is such a huge effort that it takes many 
volunteers all day to do it, and the postage this requires is one of 
the biggest expenses the paper has. 

To confirm my suspicion that many EFlers who read the 
paper don't pay for it, I asked my local contact person for her 
expert opinion. Indeed, she told me, when her package of papers 
arrives, local activists routinelyaskher for a free copy. She said she_ 
has had to become "iron-fisted" about saying no and telling folks 
to subscribe, and we both wondered how other contact people 
handle this issue. 

At the Rendezvous and elsewhere, folks have told me 
how they've wanted to go to Missoula to work on the Journal, but 
couldn't afford to. I could work for a measly $300 for six weeks' 
work on the paper because I knew I would return in the fall to my 
well-paying job. (I'm a naturalist in the redwoods working with 
sixth-graders; I'm lucky to earn my income from work that helps 
Mother Earth and allows me to live in the forest rent-free, but 
that's another story. We need more Earth Firstlers taking city kids 
out into the woods and to the ocean; ask me about how to get into 
this field some time.) 

The paper pays so lousy because it just doesn't have the 
cash to offer its staff a livable income, 
i _ The way to change that is for more 
' people to subscribe. 

So how about you? Are you reading 
a copy that someone gave you for 
nothing? Do you do that every issue? 
Most of us can cough up $25 a year to 
subscribe. For folks who really are too 
poor to afford it, I'd be surprised if you 
can't round up a friend or two to 
subsidize your subscription. 

Sometimes I think the paperisgreat, 
sometimes I think it's pretty lame, and 
sometimes I feel both ways about a 
single edition. But either way, I always 
read it. Love it or hate it, if we read it, 
we need to pay for it.

Earth First! Defends Danube

Many people outside of Slovakia have now 
heard about the Gabcikovo Dam controversy, which 
goes before the World Court in Hague after four years 
of negotiations between the governments of Hun- 
gary and the former republic of Czechoslovakia. (See 
background article on Gabcikovo Dam project, page 13) 
The polemics are vivid indeed, and the whole world 
is becoming interested in its course and outcome. 

I shall write this article with regard to eco- 
logical aspects of the problem and shall avoid the 
political ones which unfortunately have penetrated 
the whole affair. I shall do my best to describe the 
whole scope of problems in a most concise way. A 
detailed initiation in the problem would claim per- 
haps the whole issue of the Earth First!

ADC Shot Down! 


By Jim Flynn 

No foolin'! After filing appeals on only eight 
districts, a Humane Society lawsuit set in motion a 
virtual shut down of Animal Damage Control pro- 
grams on all BLM lands in most western states. BLM 
lands in Arizona, Montana, Utah and ten other 
western states are off limits. Additionally, ADC 
activities are shut down in Idaho due to other BLM 
appeals. 

After the suit was filed, officals in Washing- 
ton, DC, conceded many more areas may not be 
abiding by policy. So in a directive authenticated by 
Dawn Slaughter and sent to all field offices, the BLM 
ordered predator control stopped everywhere, that 
annual predator control plans and environmental 
reviews are not current. BLM Deputy Assistant 


Director Kemp Conn told the Billings Gazette, "We 
told our offices, Tf you don't have an approved plan, 
tell ADC they shouldn't be out there.' We just 
reinforced our standing policy." 

Tom Skeele of the Predator Project said the 
BLM's abrupt step now only proves "they're not 
following their own policies and they haven't been 
for years." 

The livestock industry is freaking. "This is a 
disaster for us," said Carolyn Paseneaux director of 
the Wyoming Wool Growers Association. "It's like a 
car salesman getting cars stolen and he can't do 
anything to protect them."

The Montana case 
involves a great, young "paper-wrenching" ap- 
peals writer and his brother and illustrates the 
depth of federal attacks and harassment. 

Staying within the Wild Rockies, we have 
a preliminary rundown on one of this summer's 
hot campaigns: the fight to save Cove/Mallard. 
The Ancient Forest Bus Brigade is preparing their 
base camp and they want everyone at the Wild 
Rockies Earth First! Regional Rendezvous over 
Memorial Day weekend. Lots of work and fun to be 
had as well as the opportunity to defend one of the 
wildest threatened segments of the Greater Salmon // 
Selway ecosystem. 

In an effort to make some sense of the 
insane media circus that was the Timber Summit/ 
Forest Conference (you make the call), we com- 
piled our own chunk of what happened as seen 
through Earth First! eyes in Portland, including 


action reports, nonaction critiques and an exclusive dispatch 
from a wayward wolverine who went searching for some deeper 
ecological answers.

It may be the tactic of 
choice against International Paper, AmEx or the 
Forest Service, but this is our newspaper. OUR news- 
paper. If we blockade, boycott or throw it out the 
window we won't have it. It's easy to figure out how 
to not have a newspaper; as easy as letting it slip 
through our fingers, as easy as forgetting to nurture 
it. You snooze, you lose. It's a tough job to put a 
journal out that serves a movement as diverse, righ- 
teous and demanding as ours. 

When a couple of good friends (and long 
time EF!ers) arrived on my doorstep in the midst of 
their tour recently to find me tearing my hair out in 
Journal-related angst, they started in on a chant: "Let 
it die! Die! Die!," an admonition suggesting that 
perhaps personalities and publications weren't worth 
the level of stress they were observing. Well, I'm not 
ready to let it die or help it die. I see this paper as an 
invaluable tool for operating a national network. A 
network is what we are more than we are an organi- 
zation: a network of groups, individuals and cam- 
paigns.

Clinton Caves In To 
Extractive Senators

Well folks, it didn't take long for our newly 
elected Commander-in-Chief to prove that public 
land management issues were low on the 
Administration's totem pole. President Bill, who 
teased environmentalists throughout the election, 
announced just prior to the Timber Circus in 
Stumptown that he had agreed to remove, "Provi- 
sions in his economic plan that would have raised 
mining, grazing, and timber fees for those industries 
on public lands." (all quotes drawn from the Wash- 
ington Post, 3/31/93) Clinton did so after he met 
with ten Democratic (welfare) senators from the 
West who threatened to, "Withdraw their support 
from other parts of the budget unless the President 
dropped the public land revisions that are aimed at 
major economic interests in their region." 

Amazingly enough, Clinton caved into Sena- 
tor Max "Gumby" Baucus who led the delegation 
into the Oval Office. Baucus, who is a devout envi- 
ronmentalist everywhere but in his own bioregion, 
whined & whimpered & whittled away at the left side 
of Bill's brain until the President bowed down at the 
public trough and called for Hillary to bring the 
checkbook. Clinton's change of heart stood in direct 
contradiction to, "His Feb. 17th plea to Congress not 
to allow special interests to pick apart the economic 
package at the expense of the common good." (Ibid) 

Representatives in the House wasted no time 
in criticizing the President. Rep. George Miller (D- 
Calif.), chairman of the House Natural Resources 
Committee, said, "This is absolutely spoonfeeding 
the special interests. You see the reforms dealt off the 
minute any senator suggests he's going to torpedo 
something. The first real time we have a chance at 
real reform, it's just given away." Rep. Mike Synar 
was equally frank in his comments. "A number of 
congressmen from those states voted for this [in the j 
House bill], and without contacting them, the White 
House made a deal with senators. That's not very $ 
good politics." 

While the earlier Clinton plan would not 
have stopped all logging, mining and grazing on 
public lands, it would have cut $1 billion from the 
federal deficit over the next five years, "By imposing 
a federal royalty on gold and other minerals mined in 
federal lands, phasing out money-losing timber sales 
in most national forests and increasing public land 
grazing fees paid by cattle ranchers." Not exactly 
radical stuff in this era of fiscal cutbacks but so vested 
are these subsidies that these extractive industries 
have been unwilling and unable to do business any 
other way. Baucus claims that the delegation who 
lobbied the Prez support reforming public land man- 
agement, but gave no specifics. "We want to be team 
players.. .But there are certain sensitivities that have 
to be addressed. This would have been tough to sell 
back home." Well, Max and Bill, it's obvious that 

neither of you are on the green team. 

My advice to environmentalists is to quit 
pandering to the Clinton Administration and the 
political process in Washington, D.C. and start throw- 
ing hard balls at our elected officials. Those who 
place faith (national environmental groups) in our 
ability to win in D.C. are fooling themselves and 
ignoring the fact (like the President is) that to instill 
ecological integrity into public decision-making 
means making tough choices and not delaying, com- 
promising or changing the political process. 

We won't be duped again, Bill!

If the Salmon Leads, the People Will Follow 

At noon on Friday April 2, Oregon Natural 
Resources Council and others staged a mass rally in 
Pioneer Square, downtown Portland. The rally was 
attended by roughly a thousand activists, which felt 
very sparse compared to the previous night's turn- 
out. The tone was, for the most part, of a more 
serious nature than at the concert the night before. 
No-Compromise was the word of the day, and singer 
Carole King's call for “Eco-Revelotion!," was broadcast 
nationwide. Ernie Pardini, a logger from Northern 
California, spoke enthusiastically in solidarity with 
the radical environmental movement. 

People got itchy and milled about, appearing 
to want greater participation, perhaps to say some- 
thing themselves. The attendees needed more. At 
one o'clock, a straight-forward march was about to 
embark, (planned by Reed College, Stumptown EF! 
and others). 

But wait, could my eyes have deceived me? 
People lined up to march with pride and clarity in 
their hearts. In a matter of moments the rally site was 
abandoned and over one thousand unified and defi- 
ant, instant and long time Earth Firstlers clogged the 
streets, blocking traffic, screaming in perfect unison. 
The release of pent-up angst built up by enduring 
hours of speeches was a sight to behold. The Salmon 
led the march like a loose cannon, swatting reporters 
with its tail as it swished around. Not satisfied with 
the short duration of the police-led march to Water- 
front Park our ranks grew agitated with the police 
attempting to speed us along. So we raised our 
voices, slowed our pace considerably and proceeded 
to block 4 of 6 lanes over the Willamette River 
separating us from our final destination: the Oregon 
Convention Center, home of the Summit. 

The power generated by this impromptu 
_mob was nothing short of spine-tingling. With mass 
screams of "Earth First! Profits Last!” and "Class War! 
Eat the Rich!" this was a march to learn from. We can 
shout powerful, militant, defiant things and still 
maintain unity. It was beautiful — Earth First! tree- 
huggers, eco-anarchists etc — screaming each others' 
rallying cries in a raucous, yet seemingly organized 
way. No pandering to the media, no splitting hairs 
over tactical or strategic differences, just pure defiant 
energy, the kind that stands the status quo on their 
heads and delivers our message: Our species is out of 
control and we better fucking wake up quick!! In the end, 
the Summit was just a precursor to the kind of new 
world disorder we eco-warriors can expect under Bill 
and Al's kinder, gentler fascism.

The Ancient Forest Celebration — 
Prelude to Compromise

In the past few years I've been 
involved with environmental issues, 
I've been on the front battle lines and 
on the picket lines with many people 
from Earth First! In fact, the first place 
I met an Earth First! activist face to face 
was on the picket line in Springfield, 
Oregon during a strike at Morgan/ 
Nicolai door manufacturers. There, 
Earth Firstlers were standing next to 
union and wood workers in solidarity 
for better wage and working condi- 
tions. Every time I traveled from 
Roseberg to Springfield for some picket 
line action I found 
local Earth First! 

Earth First! 
activists were always 
on the front lines 
supporting Native 
Americans, some- 
times ungrateful 
wood products 
workers, and stop- 
ping, with their bod- 
ies, the destruction 
of ancient forest and 
sacred sites. With direct action, Earth 
First! has brought the stmggle to save 
America's ancient forests into the 
homes of every American. 

During these struggles not once 
did I see timber pimps Harry Merlo, 
John Georges, Kenneth Ford, or John 
Cambell supporting work-place jus- 
tice for workers. Not once did I see or 
even hear of Jay "Hairball," "Dork" 
Evans, Andy "Curr," Dennis "Haze," of 
the mainstream environmental move- 
ment supporting work-place justice. 
Not once! 

The people who have always 
been on the front lines of every ancient 
forest battle, who have stood in soli- 
darity with the worker, s were left out 
of every aspect of the Clinton-Gore 
Forest/Timber Summit/Conference 
from the Ancient Forest Celebration 
Concert/Rally on April 1, to the Pio- 
neer Courthouse Square rally held on 
the next day. 

Why was the Conference be- 
ing held in the first place? How did the 
term "ancient forest" become a house- 
hold word? Was it because lawsuits to 
stop the destruction made national 
headlines? Or was it because direct 
actions such as Redwood Summer made 
national headlines? What part did the 
bombing/attempted murder of J udi Bari 
and Darryl Chemey play in getting the 
national spotlight directed at ancient 
forest destruction in the Pacific North- 
west? One thing is for damn sure, 
direct action played a key role in mak- 
ing the Conference necessary. 

Notone Earth Firstlerwas asked 
to speak or perform at the concert, nor 


at the rally held the next day. We were 
asked to provide security for the con- 
cert. I suppose that means 
mainstreamers think of us as the Hell's 
Angels of the environmental move- 
ment. That's very typical. Whenever 
they want bodies for an action they call 
Earth First! and ask for our help, but 
when it comes to giving our ideas about 
who should be included in these events 
we're told our input isn't necessary. 
We attempted to get them to pay Judi 
Bari's expenses so that she could per- 
form at the concert. The organizers 
wanted no part of Judi Bari. 

With 
some key help 
from Native 
American right's 
activists Winona 
Laduke, Gary 
Villa, and Calvin 
Hecocta, we 
were able to get 
native elder 
Margene McGee 
from the 
Mendocino En- 
vironmental Center to speak at the 
concert. The ordeal to get her on as a 
speaker was too long and arduous to 
go into. Suffice to say that native 
speakers were merely tokens. Getting 
anybody beyond their tokenism is a 
great struggle, one that almost requires 
direct action. 

As I stood watching the big 
stars perform on the eve of April Fools 
Day, Icouldn'thelpbutwonderwhere 
Neil Young, Anne and Nancy Wilson, 
David Crosby, Kenny Loggins, and 
Curtis Saligado were while we were 
standing on the front lines to save 
ancient forests, or to stop the poison- 
ing of our air and water. A real celebra- 
tion would have included the people 
who have stood on the front lines. On 
the other hand, why celebrate? The 
concert should have been a funeral 
dirge, considering that less than five 
percent of the nation's virgin forest 
remains uncut. It should also be a 
loud, boisterous call to action — direct 
action! Imagine 70,000 people to- 
gether, then marching to LP corporate 
headquarters, or to the Forest Service 
office. Can you imagine? 

The concert was a good pre- 
lude to the Conference. All the right 
people placed to say all the right things . 
The organizers of the concert more or 
less dictated what subject the speakers 
were to address. They made damn sure 
no one with a radical, no compromise 
message was on stage. They were

Wolverine Goes to the 
Summit

Well, there comes a time when 
an animal just can't survive in a land 
where she was bom and raised. When 
this became clear, I began my west- 
ward migration (aren't there always 
new frontiers out west?) Because I heard 
of this great "Forest Summit" taking 
place in a "Convention Center" where 
the great white noisy lummoxes in 
charge of perverting our destiny would 
be sitting down to talk about the prob- 
lems they created in the forests.

Since I 
was way early for the Summit, I wan- 
dered over to the Eugene L.A.W. Con- 
ference, where a mock Summit was 
being conducted. Here we discovered 
that the organizers had failed to in- 
clude any native people in this prece- 
dent setting tribute to the official Sum- 
mit. Well, my ancestors knew these 
tribal people, and things were a lot 
easier for us back then. So I joined the 
wilder people in banging pipes and 
walls and yelling, "Let The Natives 
Speak!" outside the broadcast studio 
until they finally let Calvin Hecocta, a 
Paiute forest activist in and finally got 
him up there to the table. He looked 
nice up there with his quiet smile and 
his Earth First! T-shirt. Sounded more 
real than the others too. 

Then I tramped over more as- 
phalt, (not like the pine duff of home), 
until I got to Stumptown, where the 
Summit was to be held. I was in a 
worsening state due to the carbon mon- 
oxide, the stress and poor scavenging 
and hunting situation. I missed my 
forest. 

At a grassroots activist meeting 
I attended, the officially invited enviros 
reneged on our Eugene resolution to 
ensure Native American and Earth First! 
participation at the Summit. After 
that I lost all interest I had in a written 
statement of unity coming from the 
meeting. 


We were able finally to get Earth 
First! representation at the Ancient For- 
est Concert by staging an impromptu, 
guerrilla press conference in between 
the scheduled conferences when the 
press was sitting around waiting for Ann 
and Nancy Wilson to show up. The TV 
crews turned their lights and cameras 
on us, but the steaming organizers need 
not have been so worried, our radical 
fringe position was not aired. The press 
had more of a taste for Heart, than for 
the Native press conference. 

The media coverage was more 
balanced than it would have been had 
we not made our various efforts and 
showed a big colorful Salmon dancing 
away with the enviros in solidarity. The 
only spectacle prop the timber folks had 
was the confetti and balloons raining 
down inside a tent instead of the real 
'rain that fell on. our hair and fur. We 
managed to get Native Americans to be 
heard at the concert, rally and demon- 
strations, although only one native per- 
son from the Columbia Intertribal Fish- 
ing Commission was allowed at the 
table inside. 

The eastside was mentioned 
here and there, though not officially in 
the Summit Conference. Eastside repre- 
sentatives have been scurrying about 
with administration advisors saying, 
"Look, if you have to set aside westside 
areas from logging, you can always come 
cut here!" Industry Lackey Congress- 
man Bob Smith refers to the forests of 
the east side as "the only game going" in 
the face of west side owl injunctions. As 
things are going now, we all stand to 
lose ourhomes and potentially our lives. 
All of our community: pileated wood- 
peckers, goshawks, pine martens, 
flammulated owls, white headed, North- 
ern and black backed woodpeckers, 
fungi, insects, any remaining lnyx and 
wolverine, and others all need your help. 
Please come to the regional rendezvous 
in Eastern Oregon or contact the Blue 
Mountain Biodiversity Project to find 
out how you can help us. I'll see you 
there because I've returned home to 
fight! 


Summit Hangover

\ market, who raise their kids to respect the Earth. They struggle to find a way to survive 
\ without destroying natural diversity and beauty. We don’t subsidize them. A small 
\ farm here in town grows truckloads of healthy vegetables without chemicals. Three 
\ hard-working farmers, doing good directly for us and the planet. We don't subsidize 
| them. We do, however, subsidize just about every other lousy cut-and-run operation 
I that sets up in this benighted town, through tax breaks, zoning, grants, cheap loans 
I or federal resources. 

Let’s equalize the situation. Alternative one: cut the pork. Alternative two: 
| provide annual stipends for every planet-saving organic farmer, every volunteer 
\ wilderness ranger, every impoverished eco-poet, every radical environmental activist, 
I every earth mom and dad. In my book, these folks are just as deserving as loggers, 

I ' millworkers, wealthy company owners and shareholders, if not more.

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Malthus was Wrong

However, 
after think 
ingand study 
ing about popu 
lation for the past 
few years and trav 
elling through Latin 
America and watching 
my daughter grow, I'm 
beginning to wonder if. we are 
even asking the right questions regarding popula- 
tion. 

If we begin to examine the population problem as 
an indicator, as a effect, of the state of the world, rather than 
the cause of all our problems, we find a host of difficult 
questions emblematic of the actual world that defy the 
simplistic slogans of No More Children! Come on, people, 
let's not forget (although it's easy to do in hip places like 
Missoula, Boulder, Santa Fe, surrounding yourself with 
people who share your philosophy), that mostof the world 
has never heard of Earth First! and most of those that have 
regard Earth Firstlers as a bunch of long-haired hippie, 
commie, flag-burning, Forest Service mooning radicals. 
People will reproduce. Let's examine the dynamics of 
human population. 

In order to instigate change, we need to under- 
stand the problem. The problem is not overpopulation . 
While the human populationhas clearly exceeded the 
earth's carrying capacity, overpopulation is a symptom of 
a much greater problem. As Catherine Caufield notes in In 
the Rainforest, "Logging, mining, and other industrial ac- 
-tivities do not result from population pressure.^ 

Under stable environmental conditions, popula- 
tions remain stable, rising and falling with the correspond- 
ing carrying capacity. Re-examine the history of human 
population with this in mind. Where does that chart shoot 
straight up? At the dawn of the industrial age. 

The problem is cultural, not biological. It’s a 
cultural cancer that is spreading over the planet. Let's stop 
talking about human overpopulation as if all humans were 
descendants of the industrial age. Plants, animal and 
indigenous human cultures are all suffering and dying out, 
replaced by our homogenized, Eurocentric cult. 

While in Ecuador a few years ago, I spent a few 
nights at a rural hacienda. After dinner a campesino family 
dropped in. The young mother had malaria and the baby 
was malnourished. Gracilla, our hostess, treated them as 
best she could, giving the mother a malaria shot and some 
goat's milk to the baby. After they left, Gracilla sat down 
with a cup of strong coffee. She said that so many people 
have children at a young age. One girl had five abortions — 
or rather aborted five times — by the time she was fifteen. 
Another girl had a child at twelve. 

"How old was the father?" I asked. Gracilla said 


that the baby’s father was the girl's stepfather. Others 
have five to eight kids — all starving, or at least malnour- 
ished. 

Jose, of the Rainforest Information Centre, pointed 
at his head and said in Spangilsh, "£s la capicidad intellec- 
tual. Los ninos no toman leche y protein. So they don’t 
develop. All the people eat is arroz bianco, yuca ypan bianco 
y Coke." 

“Es la education, no?" I asked. 

"Claro,” said Gracilla. 

"Can't they teach the kids nutrition and sex ed?" 

I asked. 

"The teachers are bad. They can't even teach the 
kids how to shit. Son tontos, It doesn't take education to 
figure out that if your five kids aren't getting enough to eat, 
adding more kids makes it worse," said Jose. 

/'Tn fact, numerous United Nation studies link 
malnutrition with irreparable brain damage twisting the 
spiral of poverty even tighter. Neo-natal care is non- 
existent; the best most can hope for is enough food when 
the baby is bom. How do you persuade parents of the 
importance of family planning and long-term strategy 
when they often don’t know where their next meal is 
coming from? ( 

Th e reaction of m any populations^ to stressful 
environ mental conditions is to have mo re offsprin g. When 
“CGnditions are favorable, survival rates are high, necessitat- 
ing few offspring. When environmental conditions dete- 
riorate, more young are produced so as to increase the 
chances of survival. 

If we can presume to extrapolate to human biol- 
ogy (a dangerous proposition, but somebody’s got to do it), 
adverse environmental conditions whether it be pollu- 
tion, famine, warfare, disease, AIDS, poverty, or exploita- 
tion, serve as a stimulus for population growth. 

Gracilla blamed machismo for the problem. “Tengo 
una factoria nueva, " a man said to describe his new bride. 
"I have a new factory." 

(Community attitudes, as well as machismo, pres- 
sure women to keep having children until they beara son, 
further stressing an already malnourished family^) This 
powerlessness results in perpetual motherhood. If women 
were given a choice, how many children would they have? 

However, this may be an assumption on our part 
because the developed world simply does not value chil- 
dren in the way other societies do. 

Germaine Greer writes in Sex and Destiny, "Be- 
cause motherhood is virtually meaningless in our society 
is no ground for supposing that the fact that women are 
still defined by their mothering function in other cultures 
is simply an index of their oppression. " Perhaps we are the 
ones who are oppressed, by our own greed and infatuation 
with self-worth. 

From the subordination of women, overpopula- 
tion can be traced upward to the international debt crisis. 
In order to make payment on massive loans, Third World 
countries cut social welfare programs and put land into 
export production. Not only does this force people off the 
land, but they no longer grow food for consumption. 
Instead they have to buy food (mostly white rice and 
sugar), thus increasing poverty and malnutrition at the 
same time. 

A loss of land results in a loss of security, which is 
compensated for by having more children. Children serve 
the family as a work force, begging and scrounging for 
food, often bringing in more than their parents, and 
providing for parents in old age. In the face of high infant 
mortality parents produce many children to insure sur- 
vival. 

Unequal power structures and land ownership 
patterns come to a head in family relations. Denied 
meaningful work men cling to the only power they retain, 
that over women. The low self-respect which comes from 
being unable to support a family can lead men to move in 
and out of relationships. 

A study of women consistently linked low social- 
economic status and high fertility. For example, women 
with a high school education averaged fewer than two 
children, while women with no formal education had 
more than five children. For many women fertility may be 
their only choice. 

The wolf pack and the condom are both behav- 


ioral adaptations to limiting population growth. High 
trophic animals, such as bears, wolves, and humans, limit 
their population through social and behavioral mecha- 
nisms such as territoriality and breeding behavior. Tribal 
peoples also once limited their populations through simi- 
lar behavioral institutions. 

The Huaorani, one of the last remaining hunter/ 
gather tribes living in the Ecuadorian Amazon, do not 
believe in natural death, but view death as a consequence, 
usually caused by a brujo of a neighboring clan. A death in 
one’s tribe calls for revenge. Traditionally, forty percent of 
Huaorani deaths come from revenge killings. 

This intertribal violence serves an ecological pur- 
pose, keeping the Huaorani widespread so as not to deplete 
forest resources. However, the missionary Summer Insti- 
tute of Linguistics, persuaded several Huaorani tribes to 
settle in villages, with resulting environmental deteriora- 
tion. The missionaries also imposed their morality and 
discouraged native celebrations. As a side effect of this 
cultural disruption, anthropologist Laura Rival states, "Par- 
ents have notably more children today than before." 

And Catherine Caufield writes, "One of the most 
important adaptations forest people make to their envi- 
ronment is limiting the size and density of their popula- 
tions to the level the ecosystem can sustain. If a group is 
below a certain size, for example, various infections agents, 
including those that cause mumps, measles, and influ- 
enza, will not be able to survive. There are many ways of 
controlling population size, including regulating the age 
of marriage, sexual taboos, contraception, abortion, infan- 
ticide, death penalties, warfare, and abandoning the ill. 
Population density is regulated by warfare, limits on the 
size of extended families, and other, more abstract cultural 
values, such as a desire for freedom and a fear of outsiders." 

Social changes, as well as improving environmen- 
tal conditions, are the only effective long term solutions to 
overpopulation. Not only do people need clean air and 
water, but also a healthy state of being, enough to eat, right 
livelihood, access to education and liberation of women. 

A few Third World countries (Cuba, Colombia, 
Burma, Sri Lanka), have reduced their population growth 
to less than two percent. Access to a basic diet, expendi- 
tures on public health, and increased female literacy are 
considered the primary factors. Social changes that em- 
power people reduce population growth. 

Frances Moore Lappe and Rachel Schurman write, 
"High birth rates among the poor can best be understood 
as a defensive response against structures of power that fail 
to provide — or actively block access to — a source of secu- 
rity beyond the family." 

Overpopulation is often blamed as the culprit for 
tropical deforestation, usually with the implication that 
the tropical countries are overpopulated. However, ineq- 
uitable land distribution is the underlying cause. 

"Among the rainforest countries, only Haiti, In- 
dia, and the Philippines have a population density higher 
than 400 people per square mile; Italy, Japan, Great Brit- 
ain, Belgium, the Netherlands, and West Germany all have 
more than 500... Taking potential farmland into account 
but still leaving aside Amazonia, each person in Brazil 
could have ten acres. Instead, 4.5 percent of Brazil's 
landowners own 81 percent of the country's farmland, and 
70 percent of rural households are landless," writes 
Catherine Caufield. 

For nearly 20 years, international oil companies, 
led by Texaco, have sucked oil from a vast reserve near the 
headwaters of the Amazon. So far, oil roads have opened 
2.5 million acres of rainforest. Slicing though what was 
recently pristine rainforest inhabited only by the Huaorani, 
the sixty-three mile Via Acua, the road running south from 
Coca to the Shiripuno River, now supports a population of 
30,000 colonists. 

The oil companies maintain that colonists de- 
stroy the rainforest, not petroleum. However, as two 
rainforest ecologists note, "To blame colonizing peasants 
for uprooting tribal people and burning the rainforest is 
tantamount to blaming soldiers for causing war." 

Birth rates do drop and will drop precipitously 
once we (The North) quit fucking the rest of the world. 
People that have control over their lives and reproductive 
freedom will naturally limit their

An Appeal From Mark Davis 


Hello from prison.... 

This isn't a letter I particularly wanted to write — it's never been easy for me to ask 
for help, especially from a position of helplessness such as this one. But circumstances are 
such that it seems like I have to do so at this point. I'll explain those circumstances as 
succinctly as possible before making my pitch. 

In the summer of 1991, after two months of trial in the Arizona 5 monkeywrenching 
case a plea bargain was reached to settle the case. Against my wishes and in spite of my 
argument that there was a moral imperative to continue the trial and use it as a nationally 
visible platform to expose various government and corporate misdeeds, my codefendants 
asked that I accept the plea bargain in the interest of saving their asses — it was an all or 
nothing deal. I could not refuse for myself alone, since the deal was contingent on the 
acceptance of all defendants. Refusal would have, among other things, meant that a single 
mother of two would have been exposed to a possibility of years in prison, with disastrous 
affects on her kids. So I felt that I had no choice but to agree. The intense desire of my 
codefendants to go with this plea bargain was easily understandable in light of what 
subsequently occurred: Foreman's sentencing was deferred for five years, Asplund served 
thirty days, Baker did six months and Peg Millet will finish her sentence in four months, (ed. 
note: Peg has served 21 months thus far.) As of this writing, I have served 21 months and have 
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26 more to go. For the deal to fly, the prosecution had to have a scalp to hang on the 
wall; someone had to do real time. For a variety of reasons, that someone was me. I 
accept this. I believe that, under the unanimous demand from my friends that I do so, 
taking the plea bargain was the only thing I could honorably do. I would do it again. 

There were, however, some consequences which I did not at the time 
understand. I was told that the most I would have to serve was 18 months; obviously- 
that was false. I was also reassured that I wouldn't be forgotten, which also has not been } 
the case. Foreman, Baker and Asplund, have, as the expression goes, put this case 
behind them and moved on with their lives. None of them have taken any initiative 
to make sure that my ongoing needs, or as far as I know those which Peg has, are being 
met. Although they were direct beneficiaries of my agreement to do this, that burden 
has been met, to the extent it is met by all, by the efforts of old friends and some very 
fine folks I know only through letters. I am very grateful for their support, and I'd like 
to specifically mention and thank John, Deb, Tim and Cindy in Prescott, Mark Berry 
and Claus Sievert in California, and my newly adopted Aunt Betty in Virginia. Without, 
their help this situation would have been almost unbearable. 

But it is still pretty bad. I am in the middle of a fight over the refusal of the 
Parole Commission to grant me parole even though I clearly qualify. I have excellent 







Deep Ecology, Animal Rights and Native People: 
A Perspective

he relationship between animal rights, the rights 
of indigenous people, and deep ecology is complex and 
often controversial. We examine this relationship from an 
ecocentric perspective, offering a suggestive, and by no 
means, definitive perspective. 

Animal Rights 

All life has intrinsic value; on this animal rights 
and ecocentric activists agree. However, unlike the 
ecocentric activist, most animal rights (and liberation) 
activists believe that it is unethical for humans to kill 
animals since every form of animal life is capable of feeling 
pain and suffering. This includes cats and cattle as well as 
wildlife. 

But when, and in what circumstances, if any, is it 
acceptable to kill animals? Some ecocentric activists argue 
that the killing of an animal is acceptable when done in a 
manner congruent with the ecosystem, whether one kills 
for subsistence or not. One can, presumably, be living a 
subsistence form of life even in modem society, as many 
do in places like Alaska and Montana, and throughout 
rural America. But most ecocentric activists don't rule out 
non-subsistence hunting on the basis of ethics. Hunting 
in most cases involves much more than subsistence. In 
some instances it is a cultural activity, and, for very few, a 
spiritual activity. 

Hunting represents a situation where ecocentric 
activists, if they take a strictly animal rights perspective, 
run the risk of alienating those who do hunt or eat meat. 
For instance, an animal rights position may make grassroots 
organizing among both natives and non-natives in unde- 
veloped areas next to impossible. One cannot say that 
meat or hunting is murder and then try to forge alliances 
with the "murderers." Respect for Others' way of life is 
important for strategic reasons. 

These differences between the perspective of the 
animal rights and the ecocentric activist are relevant 
strategically, as well as philosophically. For instance, the 
Animal rights activist has traditionally tried to save single 
species and individuals of a species because they see killing 
as a moral injustice against the individual. The ecocentric 
activist, on the other hand, aims for the preservation of the 
species and its habitat. While the goal may be the same, 
the means are different. 

The differences between animal rights and deep 
ecology are both conceptual and strategic. Simply put, the 
beliefs and actions of animal rights activists, while often 
overlapping with the deep ecology focus, are not always 
strategically and theoretically consistent with an ecocentric 
perspective. This can have serious implications for Earth 
First! 

Some elements within the animal rights move- 
ment have evolved to incorporate a deep ecology perspec- 
tive. This is most evident in Hunt Sab actions. Many Earth 
Firstlers blend deep ecology and animal rights/liberation, 
but this synthesis requires that fundamental differences be 
reconciled. 

Such a synthesis may read like the following: the 
ecocentric activist directly defends wild habitat, (the uni- 
versal) and thus indirectly defends species (the particular). 
In contrast, the animal rights activist directly defends the 
individual animal or species (the particular) and thus 
indirectly helps preserve the integrity of the ecosystem 
(the universal). Categorically, animal liberation actions 
such as those of the Animal Liberation Front (ALF) inflict 
financial retribution on institutions and corporations, and 
advance the paradigm shift from the anthropocentric to 
the deep ecological. But these actions have not always 
sought to preserve endangered native species in relatively 
intact ecosystems. 

Direct action to save threatened species, such as 
sabotaging bison hunts and predator control measures, are 
important in maintaining the integrity of an ecosystem. 
This strategy brings animal rights and deep ecology closer 
together, a synthesis of the universal and the particular. 
But animal liberation actions, when directed towards do- 
mestic species and laboratory animals, seem more re- 
moved from deep ecology and the ecocentric approach.

Since sav- 
ing the bison in the 
Greater 
Yellowstone eco- 
system cannot be 
understood apart 
from that ecosys- 
tem, the animal 
rights agenda is cat- 
egorically a subset 
of deep ecology. 

Saving the bison is 

saving the ecosystem, at least the integrity of an ecosys- 
tem — and ecosystems are by definition constituted by 
integrity, such as the size of the ecosystem, its biological 
diversity, viable numbers of particular species, etc. 

As for the monkeywrenching of testing laborato- 
ries — eco-activists welcome the end to all animal tests and 
exploitation of animals, and cheer any financial hardship 
upon those corporations and institutions that profit from 
it. But the ecocentric activist does not prioritize the 
treatment of domestic animals to the extent animal rights 
activists do. The ecocentric activist is more concerned 
with saving the Florida and California pumas, protecting 
and expanding the numbers of Montana and Wyoming 
grizzly, or the Mexican owl in the Southwest through the 
preservation of vital habitat. 

This is not to suggest that animals do not have 
rights, or that saving individuals of a particular species is 
not worthy of our time and energy. Nor are we suggesting 
that only wild animals have rights. Kittens have rights too 
— the right to be free of human exploitation and cruelty. 
But an ecocentric view is long-range in its ou tlo ok, muc h 
more concerned about evolutionary brocWSeS than an 
individual domestic animal. While freeing domestic ani- 
mals rrom I3B5 dd& undermine the anthropocentric para- 
digm, it does not necessarily promote an ecocentric view 
that we view as critical to the survival of the ecosystem. 

On the other hand, the actions of the ALF — 
which are covered by the Journal — represent a form of 
animal liberation that intertwines itself with deep ecology. 
By targeting laboratories funded by Animal Damage Con- 
trol and other predator eradication agencies, ALF seeks not 
only to protect the coyote and other predators, but also to 
undermine the publicly subsidized livestock industry. In 
this way, ALF actions bridge the gap that has sometimes 
existed between traditional animal rights groups and deep 
ecologists. 

Indigenous Rights 

Understanding the relationship between 
ecocentric and indigenous views is also critical to bridging 
differences and avoiding possible conflict. The signifi- 
cance of this is all the more apparent as Earth First! builds 
coalitions with indigenous peoples on an international 
level (tropical forest campaigns) and on a national level (as 
reflected by our solidarity with American Indian Move- 
ment members and other native groups). 

Unless one takes a micanthr^p;^ pp < itinp | thp 
sovereign rights of the indigenous introduce more com- 
plexity 10 the deep ecology perspective ! I axe, tor instance, 
the relationship between the sovereign rights of the West- 
ern Band of Shoshone Indians of Nevada, and principles of 
deep ecology. The Shoshone sisters, Mary and Carrie 
Dann, are fighting for sovereign land rights with the 
United States government, which violated the Ruby Treaty 
of 1868. The treaty allowed settlers to travel through 
Shoshone land, but it did not cede title to 55 million acres 
of land to the US government. In the meantime, the 
Bureau of Land Management is attempting to force the 
Dann sisters into removing horses from overgrazed land. 
Just as important, the Dann sisters lack federal grazing 


permits. The Shoshone 
maintain that "they do 
not need federal permits 
to graze livestock on an- 
cestral Western Shoshone 
homelands and that they 
are subject only to their 
own laws." ( Indigenous 
Women, Vol. 1, No. 3) 
Some deep ecologists, oi 
the other hand, have ar- 
gued that the integrity of] 
the land should take pre- 
cedence over the rights of 
the indigenous Shoshone. 

On November 
19, 1992 BLM agents 
seized 269 horses, includ- 
ing livestock of the Dann sisters. While the BLM claim 
that 200 of these horses were the Dann's, the Shoshone 
claim that only 28 were. They contend that the remain- 
ing 241 animals are wild horses, protected under the Wild 
Horse and Burro Act. The siege lasted for several days. 
During this time, "at least two dozen members of the 
American Indian Movement arrived and were asked to 
stand as the Western Shoshone Security Force. Roads 
were outfitted with warning signs and spikes, and half a 
dozen government vehicles rode out of the valley with 
flat tires." (On Winter Land, Winter 1992/93)

The Dann sisters and their supporters, including 
the American Indian Movement, argue that the land is 
Shoshone and management of the land is not the preroga- 
tive of the Euroamerican. This issue has split conservation- 
ists, who want the BLM to be more aggressive about 
protecting biodiversity and soil productivity, and Indian 
rights activists who see this as a sovereignty issue. None- 
theless, the Feds continue to focus on Shoshone horse 
overgrazing while ignoring the much more serious and 
widespread overgrazing on BLM lands used by white ranch- 
ers. Ecocentric activists need to be aware that BLM strategy 
may divide deep ecologists and the indigenous. 

Conservationists often demonstrate an ignorance 
and disrespect in their attitudes towards modem day 
indigenous (and local) peoples by refusing to understand 
them in their present context. That is, many people see 
them as relics of the past, as hapless victims of modern 
technology, or as simply ignorant and parochial. 

It is critical that ecocentric activists see the con- 
nection between sovereign land rights and the preserva- 
tion of culture and traditional societies, and recognize that 
in many cases the only way to prevent the destruction of 
wild country is to fight for the rights of those who live 
there, such as in the case of the Cree in James Bay who are 
fighting large dams being planned by Hydro-Quebec. 
Native Americans see lands rights as the central issue and 
often view whites as hypocritical when they oppose Indi- 
ans who hunt seals on snowmobiles while they drive 
downtown for tofu burgers. These Euroamerican conser- 
vationists are applying one set of principles for Indians to 
live by and another for themselves. 

Deep ecology teaches us that we are not so

pro-bono assistance from Jim Larson and Dayle Larson, a prominent criminal attorney and 
skilled post-conviction specialist, respectively. We have substantial evidence of illegal and 
fraudulent behavior on the part of the Parole Commission. The next step to get me out of 
here is to go to court, where we have an excellent chance of winning. However, quite 
reasonable, Jim and Dayle expect to have their expenses for travel, copying and so forth 
covered. 

There is no money left in the Legal Offense fund to do this. There is no one trying 
to raise the amount needed, maybe one or two thousand dollars. I have no money and no 
assets. 

Prison, contrary to popular imagery, isn't free. Although my monetary needs are 
fairly minimal, it still costs bucks to buy things like stamps, shampoo, soaps, toothpaste; pay 
for my own copying costs as I do legal research for my case; and try to meet the big-ticket 
items like a new pair of running shoes a couple of times a year. The funds which have been 
raised for that are also exhausted, and people's eyes are beginning to glaze over on this 
subject. 

I have two daughters whom I call collect every Sunday evening; Bethany is 14, 
Alexis is 1 2. A substantial fraction of those conversations end up with me listening to a child 


sobbing and asking me when I am going to come home. Since there is no money, I 
depend on the kindness of my ex-wife to pay for those calls. Nobody is currently 
trying to raise bucks for this stuff, either. Any hope I had that there might be 
assistance for my kids' expenses vanished many months ago, but that would be 
wonderful too. 

So I am asking for help. I know that this is old news, and that requests are 
infinite and resources limited. I know that as bad as this is in here, there are millions 
of people in worse shape, and many children suffer far more than mine do. I ask your 
assistance not on the basis that my situation is one of unbearable misery, but as 
someone who has behaved honorably and now needs to help himself. 

Is there anyone out there who feels like helping to raise the necessary money 
out there, 6r who is willing to try and assist in the stalled campaign to get me out of 
here?

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Feds Nail Three for Tree Spiking 


Three people have been in- 
dicted by a Grand Jury in Boise, Idaho 
for tree spiking, the first time those 
charges have been filed against anyone 
in the US. The charges relate to an 
alleged tree spiking that took place in 
the spring of 1989 in the Post Office 
Creek Timber Sale of the Clearwater 
National Forest in Idaho. 

All three people currently 
charged are former Missoula, Montana 
residents. Named in the indictment 
ye lohn Blount, known as "Spicer" Lee 
-Bjss, of Mason ville, ColoradSTcharged 
with six counts, including two counts 
of tree spiking, two counts of willfully 
injuring or committing depredation 
against property of the United States 
and two counts of conspirac y; Jeffr ey 
F airchild of Ash land, Wisconsin, 
charged with the sa me six counts as 
Blou nt; and Qan LaCrosse of Salem, 
Ne w~Ham pshire, charged with two 
counts of conspiracy. 

At this writing, Blount is the 
only person in jail. Police say he is 
being held because he poses a threat to 
potential witnesses and because they 
regard him as a flight risk. Fairchild 
and LaCrosse were named in a super- 
seding indictment issued on March 1 1 . 
Blount, who was already in jail on 
unrelated charges, was charged on Feb- 
ruary 12. At this writing all have had 
separate arraignments, all have entered 
pleas of not guilty. A jury trial has not 
yet been scheduled. 

1989 Investigation Revisited 

Readers of the Journal may re- 
member the splash the case made in 
1989 when the Forest Service firstmain- 
tained they had found spiked trees in- 
an area of national forest about 35 
miles from Lolo Pass, near Powell, 
Idaho. 

The office of the Clearwater 
National Forest reportedly received a 
letter postmarked April 20, 1989 from 
Missoula warning them that 500 
pounds of 8-10 inch spikes had been 
driven into trees in the Post Office 
Creek Sale. The letter stated, "The 
reasoning for this action is that this piece 
of land is very special to the earth. It is 
home to elk, deer, mountain lions, birds, 
and especially the trees... the sale was 
marked so that no workers would be 
injured and so that you assholes 
know that they are spiked. The 
majority of the trees were spiked 
within the first ten feet, but 
many, many others were 
spiked as high as ISO 
feet. ..[signed] George 
Hayduke." Several 
days later a small 
army of armed 
FBI and Forest 
Service agents 
raided a

sided. The raid 
in the seizing of per- 
sonal effects, computer disks, shoes, 
tools, photos, files and documents. 
Seven Grand Jury subpoenas were sub- 
sequently issued requiring people to 
provide fingerprints, palm prints, hair 
samples and handwriting exemplars. 
Included in the subpoenas was a popu- 
lar University of Montana Environ- 
mental Studies professor accused of 
advocating tree spiking as a forest de- 
fense to his students. He was required 
to provide hair, print and handwriting 
samples as well. 

Grand jury investigations and 
severe harassment of the Missoula ac- 
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tivist community notwithstanding, no 
charges ever came of the Fed's efforts. 
Six months after the alleged incident, 
the sale's 4,360,000 board feet of trees 
were sold at what the Forest Service 
described as a "base rate" of $ 21 7, 63 7.50 
to Plum Creek Timber, according to 
the Forest Service. Michael Merkeley, 
Forest Service special agent and crimi- 
nal investigator said the FS lost ap- 
proximately $200,000 by devaluing the 
property because of the spikes. Plum 
Creek incurred additional costs 
of $ 100,000 by the installation of addi- 
tional metal detectors at their mill and 
the purchase of hand held detectors, 
according to court documents. 
Clearwater Unit Manager for Plum 
Creek Denny Sigars said when the area 
was logged, spikes were found in "at 
least 200 old growth trees," according 
to a Forest Service document. At the 
time of inspection (just before the sale), 
court records show the FS said they 
located approximately 370 spikes in 
284 old growth trees. 

New Grand fury: Intimidation and 
Indictments 

The current Grand Jury was 
seated in February 93 and has subpoe- 
naed a number of Missoula people con- 
nected peripherally or directly with 
Earth First! The indictment does not 
name sources of information, although 
US Attorney George Breitsameter has 
said an "unindicted co-conspirator," 
Arvid Hartley, will testify at the trial. 
Hartley is a former University of Mon- 
tana student who was a freshman there 
in 1989. Hartley has testified before 
the Grand J ury but at present his where- 
abouts is not public. Blount has 
changed lawyers four times, and nei- 
ther LaCrosse nor Fairchild had benefit 
of legal counsel when they were ar- 
rested, leaving them vulnerable to the 
Fed's intimidation. If there are any 
"deals" being made by those looking to 
save their own skin in exchange for 
information about fellow defendants, 
they are not yet public, but it is cer- 
tainly a scenario that gets played over 
and over behind the scenes in investi- 
gations, the result usually being that 
everyone gets screwed. Legal documents 
indicate that two unindicted people 
have agreed to plead to misdemeanors 
and cooperate as witnesses, and an- 
other unindicted person has been given 
immunity. 

No information is made public 
regarding Gran djury investigations, as 
they are by nature and purpose covert 
and shrouded in ominous mystery in 
order to intimidate. 

But what is known is that many 
other names have been brought up, 
including that of the Earth First! Direct . 
Action Fund (DAF). In unsubstanti- 1 
ated allegations, the indictment of 
Blount and Fairchild accuses them of 
carrying out the spiking action, indeed 
buying the actual spikes, with "Direct 
Action Fund" money. Whether this 
allegation was included in the indict- 
ment to open the case to possible addi- 
tional conspiracy charges or to build 
the case against the three already in- 
dicted is unclear. (The context of such 
worries, of course, is colored by past 
experiences with trumped-up charges 
brought forward in the Arizona trial 
and conspiracy charges that have been 
leveled against others in the progres- 
sive movement). What is clear is that 
the DAF did not fund this activity nor 
has the DAF ever received requests for 
money from any of the people named 
in the indictment. The DAF is above 
board and funds Earth First! campaigns 
raising awareness of issues of 
biodiversity, e.g., the effort to preserve 
red squirrel habitat on Mt. Graham, 


public awareness efforts regarding the 
import of tropical timber, and cam- 
paigns to protect old growth forests in 
California's redwood region, the 
Midwest's hardwood forests and the 
Wild Rockies. 

Grand Jury laws require those 
being questioned to answer all ques- 
tions under penalty of a contempt of 
court charge, with a possible prison 
sentence for failure to comply. (Wit- 
nessjonathan Paul, who just spent 158 
days in prison in Spokane, Washing- 
ton for refusing to talk to a Grand Jury 
investigating ALF activities. See story 
this issue). Because a prosecutor can 
ask a witness to speculate about events 
or motives, "It skews people's testi- 
mony to make more out of it them is 
there," said one activist subpoenaed 
before the current Grand Jury, "so 
people who don't have a clue are talk- 
ing about where the money came 
from." 

Blount, in a , telephone inter- 
view from jail, was more blunt: "You 
know they're turning the tape recorder 
off and on during their questioning. 
While it's off they suggest things [to 
the person being questioned] like 'don't 
you think they could've gotten money 
from such and such a source?' then 
turn it on and ask the witness to specu- 
late." 

, --'"'Blount, Fairchild, LaCrosse and 
/Hartley are people who are known, to 
j varying degrees, to'enviro activists in 
the Missoula community, but none 
were ever actually integrated into the 
Earth First! Wild Rockies group in Mis- 
soula; rather they were on the periph- 
ery. The environmental community is 
fairly small, two of the three indicted 
and Hartley were students at the time, 
there is a good deal of interaction and 
cross-fertilization between the estab- 
lished environmental community and 
the Environmental Studies Department 
at the University of Montana 

It appears that the case was re- 
opened when the Feds stumbled onto 1 
what they called "new information" in 
late December. At that time, Blount 
was in jail in Colorado awaiting trial on 1 
assault and kidnapping charges relat- 
ing to an assault on his ex-partner and 
. the kidnapping_of her infant son. 

Out of what an acquaintance 
called a "genuine fear for her safety and 
the safety of her kid," Gwen was afraid 
of Blount being released from jail lest 
she and her child be vulnerable to 
attack again. Shortly before Blount's 
sentence on the assault charges was up, 
she reportedly gave testimony to au- 
thorities investigating the spiking. 
Further investigation led to Blount 
being charged and the subsequent 
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The tree spiking statute (US\ 
Code 1864) is technically "using or 
causing others to use a hazardous or 
injurious device on Federal land" 
..."causing damage to the property of 
any individual in excess of $10,000." 
The statute was primarily aimed at 
people growing marijuana on federal 
lands and using "booby trap" devices 
to discourage theives. The inclusion of 
tree spikes came in a rider on the bill, 
passed in 1989, and only covers spikes 
found on federal land. The charge car- 
ries a potential penalty of up to ten 
years in federal prison and/or a 
$250,000 fine. The second charge of 
injuring property of the United States 
(U.S. Code 1361) also carries a poten- 
tial ten year prison term and/or a 
$250,000 fine. The conspiracy charge 
carries a maximum five year sentence 
and/or a $250,000 fine. 

A Tactic Much Debated, Defended 
and Denounced

Proponents de- 
fend it as a last 
ditch attempt to 
save old growth for- 
ests, or at least make it 
considerably more ex- 
pensive to cut the last rem- 
nants of ancient forests. De- 
tractors maintain the threat to 
workers is too great a risk, espe- 
cially given the lack of concern for 
worker safety on the part of most 
corporate parties in the timber indus- 
try. The effectiveness of the tactic is 
tied to the Forest Service or a con- 
tracted cutter or timber owner respond- 
ing to notification of a spiked sale by 
expending energy to locate and re- 
move the spikes. Ideally, the expense * 
of such an operation would push an 
already economically marginal propo- 
sition over the edge and a sale would be 
canceled. Attempting to render a 
project less viable economically is a 
basis for various kinds of eco-sabotage. 
As stated in Eco-Defense, "It is expen- 
sive to maintain that infrastructure of 
roads (and etc.) for the exploitation of 
wild lands. The cost of repairs, the 
hassle, the delay, the down-time may 
be just too much for the bureaucrats to 
accept if there is a widely dispersed, 
unorganized, strategic movement of 
resistance across the land." 

In California, in 1987, a state 
Senator introduced an addition to the 
section of the Occupational Safety and 
Health Authority (OSHA) code con- 
cerning millworkers and loggers that 
would require mills to "locate and re- . 
move embedded metal, rocks, ceramic, 
and/or glass objects, and all other sub- 
stances sufficiently hard to injure saws 
...from logs prior to milling," thereby 
putting the responsibility of worker 
safety with the mill owners. 

Spiking Not a New Tactic 

There have beem reports of tree 
spiking in the states of California, Colo- 
rado, Montana, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Oregon, Illinois, Kentucky, New Jer- 
sey, Maine and British Columbia as 
well as Idaho. These spikings were 
related to environmental activists' at- 
tempts to protect old growth forests 
slated to be cut, but tree spiking is not 
endemic to the present environmen- 
tal movement. Tree spiking was made 
illegal in California in 1875, and tree 
spiking earlier this century and at the 
end of the last, was related to worker 
dissatisfaction with the timber bosses 
and mill competition. 

While the potential effective- 
ness of this admittedly controversial 
tactic will continue to be debated, a 
public discussion of tree spiking will 
be unfolding for the first time in the 
courtroom arena, and should be a fo- 
cus of interest to those concerned with 
tactics of sabotage. 

Unless additional superseding 
indictments surface, the trial is ex- 
pected to commence in June in Mos- 
cow or Coeur d'Alene, Idaho. 




The "Original Humans 
Speak Out, part 1

Who are the Lena'pes? 

It is a question more people are asking these days. Lena'pe, in English means 
"Human;" or, to be more specific, "Original Human". 

The Lena'pes halv a 10,000-year documented history in their geographic 
homeland and are the indigenous people of the Delaware and lower Hudson valleys horn 
western Connecticut and Manhattan Island (New York City) through New Jersey, eastern 
Pennsylvania, Delaware and northeast Maryland. The English named the Lena'pe Sacred 
River "Delaware" (after Lord de La Warr) and called the Lena'pes "Delawares." Lena'pes 
speak dialects of the great Algonquin language and are considered the Grandfather- 
People of almost two thirds of the Indians of North America. 

Before the coming of the white man, Lena'pes were a peace-loving, gentle 
natured people who lived in small bands divided often only by hunting boundaries which 
were respected by other bands. Only that which was necessary for survival was taken from 
nature and every living being was respected and was considered a Spirit-Being; no less 
important than the Human who took his sustenance from the Earth. There was no greed 
and there was no war, or even the tools with which to make war. God (Kee-Shay-Lum- 
Moo-Kawng) our creator, was (and still is today) the conscious driving force of all 
existence and the life blood of every Lena'pe. 

First came the Dutch and Swedish fur trappers and later the fur trading 
companies which put up trading posts in strategic locations along our Sacred River, the 
Delaware. Greed became the order of the day and alcohol was introduced to the native 
people. Not understanding the white man's idea of "private property ownership" Lena'pe 
band chiefs were enticed into making land treaties with the white fur traders, sometimes 
in exchange for implements of war, alcohol, and often for useless trinkets such as minors 
and jewelry. 

Lena'pes believed the whites only wanted to get the right to "use" the land, 
not "own" it exclusively, banishing native people from it. It was understood by the 
Humans that no man can ever own the land or the living spirits which walk or crawl upon 
it; just as no one can own the sky or the winds, but the white man did not have this belief 
and still doesn't understand the truth. Lena'pe lands were overhunted and finally hunted 
out. Animals were killed in great numbers by the whites; by the Indians who did not 
realize that once the animals have been overhunted for furs for the European market, they 
would not return; and by other tribes from distant areas who were hired by the whites to 
drive off the remaining Lena 'pes from their geographic and spiritual homeland. It was 
a hell of a mess. We saw the end of an entire culture in less than 100 years. Things really 
got to the final breaking point when the English king sent his army to Lunapahoking 
(Lena'pe County) to take control of the fur trading away from the Dutch and Swedish, 
declaring all treaties null and void and claiming all of the lands for Great Britain. That 
was the end of the Lena 'pe homeland. 

Today, the majority of the Lena'pe people have been forced into exile and live 
on other Indian's reservations because they have none of their own; they are in eastern 
Oklahoma with the Cherokees, with the Commanches in western Oklahoma, Wisconsin 
with the Winnabagos, Ontario with the Mohawks, and with the Moravians who have 
land in Canada, the Nez Perce in Idaho, Alaska, Ohio, and small bands all over 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, and in many other places around this country and Canada. 

There is a Sacred Creek called "Unami Creek", which courses but 12 and 
1/2 miles through three southeastern Pennsylvania counties (Lehigh, Bucks, and Mont- 
gomery). Flowing over the rich streambed, through fields of building-sized granite 
boulders, the Unami Creek is one of the last remaining clean streams in the five county 
area surrounding Philadelphia. The diversity and number of life forms the stream 
supports is simply astounding, but water experts say it is a fragile creek capable of losing 
its pristine qualities if injured by pollution or depletion. It is a class one stream, teeming 
with a wide array of aquatic or micro invertebrates, a natural reproduction of at least 
eleven varieties of game fish and five species of minnows and darters; smallmouth and 


New Monkeywrenching 
Arrests

Just before press time, we learned of the arrest of two men in 
Whitefish, Montana on charges of cutting down billboards and tree 
spiking. Michael Carter was charged with eleven counts of felony 
criminal michief, nine for allegedly cutting down billboards around 
the Flathead Valley and two for allegedly vandalizing road-building 
machinery. Daniel Carter, his brother, is charged with three counts 
of criminal mischief for valdalism to signs. In addition, they are both 
charged with "criminal endangerment" for an alleged tree spiking in 
1989 in the Stillwater State Forest, northwest of Whitefish. They were 
both arrested in the early morning hours on April 21 by FBI, Forest 
Service agents and county authorities. Their houses were subse- 
quently searched, and Mike told us from jail that the authorities took 
his computer, printer ribbons, film, notebooks, files, papers and "for 
some reason, all my knives." They also seized a pick-up truck. 

Mike Carter, who is 22, formed "Keep It Wild" a couple years 
ago, a group known to many activists in the Wild Rockies that, 
according to friends, "activated people in northwest Montana" to 
work on forest issues. Keep It Wild focussed on filing appeals on Forest 
Service timber sales. The Alliance for the Wild Rockies gave Keep It 
Wild an award last year for their successes in stopping illegal timber 
sales in the Northern Rockies with their agressive legal manuevers. 

At press time, both men were still in jail on $50,000 bail. 
Friends and family are working to secure their release and are appeal- 
ing for financial support. Donations for their legal defense and 
support can be sent to the Carter Defense Fund, c/o P.O. Box 1121, 
Whitefish, MT 59937.

largemouthbass, red breast sunfish, pumpkinseeds, bluegills, yellow bullheads, American 
eels, black crappies, and state-stocked rainbow and brown trout. 

The Unami Valley, through which the Unami Creek flows, also contains the 
single largest contiguous forest in southeastern Pennsylvania. It supports a wide variety 
of birds and mammals as well as many endangered or threatened species like the rare 
pileated woodpecker, the Pennsylvania bog turtle, the red shouldered hawk, and un- 
countable numbers of other related living Spirit- Beings which are totally dependent upon 
this beautiful Sacred Valley ecosystem, one of the last clean places left for wild animals 
of every sort to exist in unmolested harmony. It is difficult to describe the words to amply 
describe the beauty: four miles long and two miles wide, building size boulders strewn 
over steeply sloping hills sweeping down 500 ft. drops of mountainous terrain into the 
massive trees covering every available space not taken up by a huge boulder (or ancient 
boulder dwelling, trade-path cave, spiritual circle complete with Sacred Directional 
marker, ancient boulder wall, or ceremonial stone bowl for making medicine). 

There are 10,000 years of artifacts which prove that the Unami Valley and Ridge 
Valley was a heavily populated ancient Spiritual Village site unlike any other ever found. 
(Unami Creek and Ridge Valley Creek are over-the-mountain neighbors.) 

A Unami Lena'pe Wolf-Clan Spiritual Leader, Paul (Tobacco) Cashman, has 
spent many years in the woods mapping the shelter sites and boulder cave dwellings, and 
researching the countless medicine bowls that are carved into the tops of the huge 
boulders throughout Unami and Ridge Valleys. He has located many previously 
unknown ancient and spiritual and cultural sites including numerous stone mounds put 
there by our ancestors. He has also identified and mapped twenty-one smaller stone 
mounds which we believe are burial mounds, still undisturbed through the ages. Nearby 
are several Spiritual Stone Circles, one of which has the directional markers for the 
equinox sunrise and sunset and north star. It is a beautiful and sacred place. 

Tobacco's finds and the presence of the active Unami Lena 'pe Wolf-Clan in this 
area were unknown to the great majority of the residents until now. This article is the first 
introduction as to just how special this place really is. For many years we have been 
reluctant to make it known 
because of the possible des- 
ecration of these sacred sites 
and the loss of cultural arti- 
facts which seems to go along 
with the typical scenario when- 
ever a site like this is found and 
made known to the general 
public. 

The reasons these val- 
leys are still relatively intact is 
due mainly to the terrain and 
the boulders, some of which 
are so big they can never be 
moved, and to the fact that all 
of the people who live here 
become defenders of wildlife, 
treehuggers, creekies, environ- 
mentalists, conservationists, 
and now activists. 

Two hundred years ago both valleys were covered with old growth forest of oak, 
chestnut, sycamore, maple, and other species. When the settlers came into the area they 
put up eleven mills along the Unami Creek where, among other things, gunpowder was 
made. The trees were all cut down and burned to make charcoal until there was no old 
growth left and the mountains were bare. Today, both valleys are again covered with 
what is, by today's standards, another old growth forest of 100 to 150 years growth in 
some spots. 

Why are we making all of this known? 

Two years ago a developer came to the conclusion that he and his partners could 
make millions if they sliced up a big section of the contiguous forest from the top of the 
mountain down to and across the Unami Creek. They had a vision of 746 townhomes 
housing several thousand people and a large sewer plant to be located on the creek near 
the spiritual sites; all the waste would then be sent downstream. The residents of the 
Marlborough Township opposed the plan, so the developer sued and the battle began in 
earnest. 

Test wells were dug by the developer. Fifty residents' wells went dry or were 
contaminated. Community activist organizations were formed. Trees were bulldozed 
without concern for wildlife or the law. Citizens became picketers and started boycotts 
of the developer's businesses and products. Township officials resigned or were fired and 
replaced by environmentally concerned residents. This battle turned out to be the 
biggest zoning case in Pennsylvania history. Seven hundred residents in the Marlborough 
Township came out in passionate and active opposition to this proposed incursion and 
the end result was that local laws were either changed or strengthened to prevent this 
from ever happening again. The Marlborough Township has subsequently been chosen 
by a large foundation to become a model representative community as a guide for other 
environmentally concerned communities around the country who want to save the 
earth from the grasp of developers. 

The Unami Lena'pe Wolf-Clan was involved from the very beginning of this 
long fight; not as a recognizable organized opposition group before the public and the 
media, but as individuals who were aware of a hidden historical and cultural importance 
of these valleys and had a fear of the possible consequences which full disclosure might 
bring. The battle was fought to a stalemate, but is far from over. Now that the 
development crisis has subsided, land in the Sacred Valley has become available for what 
we are calling "better use."

Coalition With A Wild Dream... 



Reality Check

A coalition of environmental and outdoor sports groups announced a 
6.5 million acre wilderness proposal at press conferences throughout Idaho 
during the last week of March. The coalition consists of ten groups, including 
the Idaho Conservation League (ICL), Sierra Club, Wilderness Society, Fly 
Fisherman and Idaho Sportsmen Coalition. 

Commenting on the process of putting the proposal together, the ICL's 
John McCarthy said, "To decide on the amount of wilderness, it was up to people 
who knew these areas well, so local groups gave us comments." The proposed 
wilderness plan was also based on a previous plan. "We started with the formal 
proposal of 4.2 million acres, which was the former ICL proposal embodied by 
former Representative Peter Kostmayer in 1988," explained Mark Solomon, ICL 
member. "Kostmayer's bill just sat there. We revisited it, looking at it with the 
ecosystem approach; how we can improve biological diversity, wildlife travel 
corridors and adjoining roadless areas for buffers of protection. The result was 6.5 
million acres." 

"What we're after is three things," explained McCarthy, "one is 6.5 
million acres of wilderness, the second thing in our proposal is we're seeking a 
new approach to forest management of all roadless areas, which totals 9.3 
million acres. We're adopting a concept of ecosystem management. The third 
component is to look at the economics of forest workers and to encourage shifts 
from timber sale preparation to forest restoration. This would create jobs for 
people. Repairing watersheds and fish and wildlife habitat are examples." 

McCarthy explained that preserving biological corridors for big game 
animals and considering entire watersheds are key components of ecosystem 
management. In addition, "No more clearcuts!" 

"Roadless areas are generally steep, erodable and remote; they need a lot 
of roads to get to them," he stated. "Logging companies have hammered roaded 
areas." 

The goal of the proposal's announcement, explained McCarthy, was to 
present it to the public to receive feedback. "We want to encourage people to 
write to Congress." 

Solomon felt that the public will be receptive to the proposal. "Region 
One of the Forest Service in Missoula polled communities in the area and asked 
people if they wanted more wilderness; an overwhelming majority wanted more 
wilderness." Solomon has no feedback from the Forest Service regarding their 
proposal. 

McCarthy said that the next step is a slideshow and tabloids showing the 
proposed designated areas. "Then we hope that LaRocco will adopt it as a bill. 
We hope to get the Forest Service and timber support." Representative Larry 
LaRocco is drafting a Wilderness bill to be finalized by the end of this month. 
McCarthy thinks that key differences between LaRocco's bill and the coalition's 
proposal is how areas will be managed; LaRocco's will identify areas he thinks 
needs special management, while the coalition feel that all areas need full 
protection. "LaRocco's response was positive to our proposal," said McCarthy. 

Some areas in North Idaho included in the proposal are: White Sand 
Creek on the south side of the Lochsa, Weitas Creek, Grandmother Mountain, 
and Pot Mountain. "Weitas is controversial," stated McCarthy. "It is low 
elevation; most wilderness is high elevation. It's Forest Service land with timber, 
so the timber companies want it," he explained, "It's the linkage between the 
Mallard Larkins and the Selway Bitterroot Wilderness. It's the most significant 
chunk of big game habitat in the Clearwater."

The most recent proposal put forward by the Idaho Wildlands Coalition 
represents a clear step forward in the evolution of wilderness advocacy among 
mainstream conservationists in Idaho. Bravo, Bravo! Activists have done their 
best to incorporate the concepts of biological diversity and ecosystem protec- 
tion into the proposal. However, it still fails to protect about three million acres 
of important roadless wildlands. 

In the north, the plan leaves vulnerable a string of roadless areas which 
form an important wildlife corridor along the Montana-Idaho state line. This 
is a critical corridor for grizzlies, wolves and mountain lions along with 
woodland caribou and other ungulates moving south from the Selkirk, Cabinet 
and Purcell mountain ranges into the Greater Salmon/Selway ecosystem. 
Several of these areas form the roadless headwaters of the Coeur d'Alene and St. 
Joe Rivers. 

In central Idaho, the proposal fails to include nearly one million acres 
of roadless country surrounding the Frank Church-River of No Return Wilder- 
ness. Among the areas overlooked is the hotly contested Cove/Mallard, site of 
massive planned logging and roadbuilding. 

What is more disturbing than these deficiencies is that only weeks after 
releasing their new vision, some Idaho conservationists are entertaining the 
thought of working with Congressman Larry LaRocco and his recently intro- 
duced logging proposal for roadless lands in Idaho's first Congressional District. 
LaRocco's bill would release over three million acres to development in line 
with National Forest Plans or as part of so called "Special Management Areas," 
which also favor logging. LaRocco's release language would restrict timber sale 


challenges and guarantee 
that ill-conceived Forest 
Plans are implemented. In 
short, LaRocco's bill is 
worse, if that's possible, 
than Senator Baucus' 
aborted S.1696 — the 
Montana National Forest 
Management Act. ( See 
Samhain 92.) 

LaRocco's bill, 
like other single state bills 
focusing on the release of 
roadless lands to indus- 
try, is out of step with 
scientific information as 
well as public opinion. 
Grassroots activists have 
already mounted a cam- 
paign to stop it, and have 
begun to move forward 
with an ecosystem based 
approach like the North- 
ern Rockies Ecosystem 
Protection Act (NREPA). 
This five state plan will be 
reintroduced in Congress 
this spring with broad 
based support from 
throughout the country. 
It represents a sensible al- 
ternative and deserves 
your support.

Come to Cove/Mallard

Are you wondering what to do with yourself 
after the RRR? Don't have a summer job; want to 
travel and don't have the money for transportation, 
food or rent? Hop on the bus! The Idaho-bound bus 
that is! 

After the RRR in Arizona, Ramon, one of the 
key organizers for the Idaho Cove/Mallard cam- 
paign, and the rest of the Ancient Forest bus crew 
will be heading for Idaho for the second time in this 
six year campaign to stop the massacre of two of the 
largest roadless areas in the lower 48 states. 

Once you're in the Idaho camp, fine vegan 
and vegetarian cuisine (and I do mean fine) will be 
served twice a day. Camping is free on the beautiful 
public lands of Idaho and you will be within a day's 
hike of old growth, clear, raging rivers and hot 
springs — an eco-warrior's paradise. 

Of course there will be actions galore. If, by 
chance, you don't want front line action, there will 
be a six week hike for the Wild Rockies from Dixie 
(population 25) to Missoula, through the Bitter- 
roots — one of the most spectacular mountain ranges 
on the planet. 

I know we all work hard in our own bioregions 
saving what's left, or trying to re-wild what we've 
got, but let's band together for a working vacation 
and save the largest roadless complex in the lower 
48. 

Why Go To Idaho? 

Beauty 

The Nez Perce National Forest has within it 
a roadless corridor that links the Frank Church River 
of No Return, the Selway Bitterroot and the Gospel 
Hump wildernesses together. The Forest Dis-Service 
(FS) has sold the Nez Perce to land rapers who are in 
the process of building 145 miles of logging roads in 
order to remove 81 million board feet of beautiful 
Ponderosa Pine, Douglas Fir, Grand Fir and Lodge- 
pole Pine. 

The area is prime gray wolf and flammulated 
owl habitat, as well as home to many other sensitive 
species such as pine marten and fisher, salamanders 
and frogs, fungus and orchids. The four rivers that 
grace this area are host to spawning salmon and 
steelhead. 

Revenge 

Last summer was a success, in spite of the 
relatively few people we had in base camp. Our 
camp population (Freddies not included) ranged 
from 10-25 people at any one time though close to 


150 activists participated. We sustained these num- 
bers for two months after the RRR. Our success, 
though we did not stop the roadbuilding (this will 
require the droves of activists we hope to lure there 
this summer), was in slowing the slaughter and 
costing the forest rippers over $260,000. So come on 
out and help us turn their hoped-for profits into debt 
and frustration. 

By the end of the campaign there were nine 
arrests — apparently the Forest Dis-Service didn't like 
us explaining to the road builders the illegality of 
their operations. The Freddies answerer 1 first by 
restricting our access to the road. We were not 
allowed within 50 feet of the work sites. We didn't 
abide. Later on they closed over 17,000 acres within 
the project area to the public. 

As usual, the FS did not complete their sen- 
sitive plant and animal surveys for the area, as was 
documented in their Environmental Impact State- 
ment (their excuse is that they don't have the fund- 
ing). So, since we were supposed to keep away from 
the roads, two of us decided to take a little hike and 
do some surveying on our own. We were arrested 
and held at gunpoint for violating the Federal road/ 
area closure. This was my second arrest. We were 
carried out on stretchers by forest fire fighters a few 
miles to the nearest road since we didn't feel like 
walking out with them. 

Another success was bringing this otherwise 
unknown issue to the public in the form of daily 
news stories. As a result, a few financial donations 
came in to support the legal pursuit of the FS based 
on the Endangered Species Act. An injunction is still 
in the process. 

Next summer, the land rapers plan to finish 
most of the road building and start cutting. Once 
this is done the worst will have happened — I don't 
need to explain the devastating consequences of 145 
miles of new roads and 81 million board feet being 
removed from incredibly breathtaking land that is 
the habitat of wild ones. With enough people we can 
stop them. But people we need. What's holding you 
back? Bring your instruments and or dancing feet, 
creative energy and sense of humor — that's all that is 
required...

The Bus 
Brigade will establish our permanent home there 
and will serve as communication center for the 
summer. We will have all the necessary equipment 
and food to feed large numbers of activists through- 
out the campaign. All you need to bring is yourself 
(plus a recruit or three), warm camping and sleeping 
gear, a few bucks (walking-around money) and, most 
importantly, a "Defend-the-Wildemess" attitude! 

And we're going to need you! We want help 
at all levels — from backcountry experts to kitchen 
support; from trained medics to camcorder opera- 
tors; from non-violence trainers to tree sitters; from 
affinity group advocates to press and communica- 
tion specialists. Plus artists, musicians and photogra- 
phers. Supplying this very remote camp is going to 
be quite an undertaking, and we don't want to buy 
too little (or too much) of anything, be it cooking 
supplies or food, so we will need some sort of "head 
count."

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BLF Set to Sue Over Bears 


A broad coalition of grassroots activists and 
environmental groups filed a 60-day formal notice 
of intent to sue on March 30 with the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service (USFWS) in a renewed effort to 
protect a critically endangered grizzly bear popula- 
tion. The Selkirk grizzly bear population in north- 
ern Idaho and northeast Washington is biologically 
endangered due to hunting pressure, and habitat 
destruction. Biologists estimate that fewer than 35 
grizzlies remain in the Selkirk, a number far too 
small to prevent this grizzly population from going 
extinct unless habitat improvement and restora- 
tion is undertaken immediately. This population is 
especially vulnerable to habitat loss due to 
clearcutting, roading, and other human develop- 
ments, including intentional and inadvertent shoot- 
ing. Inadequate road closures are also a major 
concern. 

In 1992, two Selkirk grizzly bears were killed 
by humans. Hunting of grizzly bears in the Cana- 
dian portion of the Selkirk Ecosystem is still legal 
despite the critically low number of bears; British 
Columbia officials intend to issue four grizzly bear 
hunting permits for the fall 1993 season. 

Formerly found throughout western North 
America, from Alaska south into Mexico, the grizzly 
bear has been reduced to less than two percent of it's 
former range. Today the grizzly bear exists in only 
six small, isolated populations in the lower forty- 
eight states. 

The grizzly bear is presently only listed and 
protected as a threatened species under the Endan- 
gered Species Act. Because grizzlies have only 
threatened status, the U. S. Forest Service has not

The ADC is really freaking. The ruling ex- 
cludes government trappers from over 168 million 
acres in the West, except in emergencies. State or 
local hunters would take over. "If that's what it does, 

I feel it'll destroy the [ADC] program," said Larry 
Dickerson a wildlife biologist for the ADC (oxymo- 
ron?) in Montana. 

It could be the bullet that finally does the 
program in. "Unless we can get some kind of work- 
able situation set up, we may not be able to function 
anymore," said Bill Rightmire, director of the ADC in 
Wyoming. 

Emergency control of predators may be al- 
lowed in specific cases where ranchers have sus- 
tained livestock losses. But preventive controls to 
reduce coyote populations are shut down. 

With the new ruing the ADC has to file an 
environmental assessment for any action taken. All 


adequately prevented the continuing fragmentation 
and degradation of grizzly bear habitat. 

Injanuary of 1991, Jasper Carlton petitioned 
the USFWS to reclassify the Selkirk grizzly bear popu- 
lation from threatened to endangered status. USFWS 
found that Carlton's petition presented substantial 
evidence that the grizzlies in these two areas should 
be reclassified as endangered, but in a Feb. 12, 1993 
Federal Register announcement, the USFWS ruled 
that the requested action was not warranted in the 
Selkirks. 

"The Selkirk grizzly bear population can wait 
no longer for the full protection of the Endangered 
Species Act, " charged Doug Honnold, an attorney 
with the Sierra Club Legal Defense Fund who is 
involved in the case. "Without immediate protec- 
tion of habitat in the Selkirk Ecosystem, the USFWS 
will preside over the extinction of this population." 

"What is at stake here is not only the health 
and viability of this important grizzly hear popula- 
tion, but the ecological health of the Selkirk 
ecosystem, including megafauna such as Caribou, 
wolves, wolverines, and lynx, all should be afforded 
the chance to survive and flourish." claimed Jasper 
Carlton, the lead plaintiff in the lawsuit. 

The Idaho Panhandle and Coville National 
Forests routinely violate environmental laws to ap- 
pease the timber industry. Timber harvest levels 
continue to be set at unrealistic levels to the detri- 
ment of many native wildlife species. As a direct 
result of forest destruction, both woodland caribou 
and grizzly bear recovery programs are failing in the 
Selkirk Ecosystem, and marten, lynx, wolverine, and 

Off-Shore Drilling a 
Double edged Sword

On March 9, at a Congressional hearing, the 
Department of Interior announced that it is backing 
off from its plan to open new tracts for coastal oil and 
natural gas drilling, which would have been located 
along the Atlantic and Eastern Gulf Coast areas. The 
Department's Minerals Management Services (MMS) 
said that states' opposition forced the agency to 
reconsider the five-year plan drafted last year by the 
Bush administration. 

Before the applause gets too loud, here's the 
upshot. Instead of the Eastern Gulf and Atlantic 
Coasts, the agency will, instead, focus on the West- 
ern and Central Gulf and the coastal areas of Alaska 
(!), seeking to expand government leasing of off- 
shore tracts to private drilling companies. 

Carolita Kallaur, acting director of the MMS, 
said that the agency will revise its five-year drilling 
plan this summer. At that time, Bruce Babbitt will 
make any changes to bring it "in-line" with Clinton 
administration policy. 

Many East Coast lawmakers welcomed the 
news, relatively assured that their coastlines would 
be undisturbed and that coastal ecosystems would be 
unaffected. 

What about the marine ecosystems in the 
Central and Western Gulf, and, in particular, the 
coastal areas of Alaska (much of which is still affected 
by the Valdez disaster)? These areas, in the past 
several years, have been severely hit by oil disasters 
and have suffered as a result. On top of that, the Gulf 
of Mexico has seen many violent natural disasters 
(i.e. hurricanes), which play hell with shipping, off- 
shore drilling sites and storage areas, thereby com- 
pounding the problem. 

At the same time, pressure is all too likely to 
be placed on these areas in light of the fact that Bill 
Clinton, (yet another "environmental" president?) 
has hailed natural gas (eat more beans, Bill), as clean 
and abundant, making off-shore drilling all the more 
imminent. Stay tuned.

goshawk numbers are in decline. 

Despite the ecological significance of this 
ecosystem along the US-Canadian border, and the 
fact that the Selkirk Ecosystem may be the last area in 
the lower US that still supports the full compliment 
of Rocky Mountain megafauna, the US Forest Service 
has failed to recognize the urgent need to manage 
this unique area with natural biodiversity preserva- 
tion as its principal management emphasis. Further, 
due to intense political and economic pressure, the 
USFWS has resisted implementing multi-species re- 
covery plans on an ecosystem basis. This flies in the 
face of stated new policies by the Clinton/Babbit 
team in Washington. 

The Sierra Club Legal Defense Fundfiled the 
notice on behalf of Jasper Carlton, the Biodiversity 
Legal Foundation, Montana Ecosystems Defense 
Council, Wild Forever Grizzly Bear Project, Greater

After more than 10 years of resistance to the 
monsterous Gabcikovo Dam project by central 
Danube inhabitants, the fight may be over. If this 
project is allowed to continue, within a few weeks 
dam construction will steal the Danube from Hun- 
garian territory, thus causing tremendous impacts 
on the environment and population of both coun- 
tries. The danger of creating a long term conflict 
between two nations will become imminent. 

The central Danube inhabitants therefore 
appeal to all who may be interested; help us save the 
Danube now, before it is too late... 

Historical Background 

The Gabcikovo-Nagymaros Dam System 
(GNDS) is an ambitious industrial project dating 
back to the 1950's. It was intended to demonstrate 
the triumph of technology over natural forces. The 
trouble is that this technological experiment, which 
is unique in the world, has been carried out in an 
equally unique natural setting. 

After years of planning, the Czechoslovak 
and Hungarian governments finally agreed in 1977 
to build the Gabcikovo-Nagymaros system of two 
dams on the Danube River between Bratislava and 
Budapest. Approximately 140 km of this section of 
the Danube forms the border between Hungary and 
Czechoslovakia. 

In 1978, construction of the Gabcikovo 
project (GP), the Czechoslovakia part of the GNDS 
project, began without any prior scientific evalua- 
tion of the project's environmental consequences. 

People in both countries have been mount- 
ing protests ever since the beginning of the project. 
Unfortunately, under the old communist regime, it 
was impossible to put up any authentic opposition. 
Since political changes in the countries of Eastern 
Europe have occurred, there has been an upsurge of 
protests launched by environmental and conserva- 
tion groups, regional and local, as well as individu- 
als. As a result of the potential ecological and 
environmental dangers of the project and the mas- 
sive scale of the protest movement, in 1989 the 
Hungarian government halted construction on the 
parts of the GNDS project located on Hungarian 
territory (Nagymaros Dam and Dunakiliti weir), and 
on May 25, 1992, withdrew from the 1977 interstate 
treaty. 

However, this was not the case with the 
government of Czechoslovakia, which has proceeded 
with this monsterous project despite the arguments 
of the experts and against the will of the people, even 
in the wake of the revolution of November 1989. 

During the summer of 1991, the conflict in 
Slovakia came to a head. On July 3, the Slovakian 
environmental protection groups Eurochain and 
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Gabcikovo Dam Resistance

Construction of the dam began in 1978 as a 
common project of Hungary and former Czechoslo- 
vakia. Following thepolitical changes in 1989 (which 
took place in both countries), Hungary withdrew 
from the contract and stopped work on Nagymaros. 
The Hungarian party claimed the same approach 
from the Slovak partners but Slovakia hesitated after 
the revolution. At that time, environmentalists all 
over Czechoslovakia (Children of the Earth, 
Eurochain, SZOPK) began to protest more loudly. 
Their activities culminated in 199 1 when they blocked 
the building site and access roads to it several times. 

August third, 1991 was a very sad day, as anti- 
terrorist commandos were used against the demon- 
strators. All the environmentalists' protest activities 
on the building site took place in the presence of 
numerous police troops. The environmentalists natu- 
rally had also employed also other forms of disap- 
proval before they started direct action. Petitions, 
letters of protest and scientific studies, were tried, but 
nothing worked, and they could not prevent the last 
step in the construction: the damming up of the 
Danube on its 1853 kilometre. 

Also on that August third, an action took 
place to prevent the terrible destruction. We — 
Children of the Earth, Greenpeace and Earth First! — 
organized a protest cruise along the Danube in inflat- 
able boats from Bratislava to the mentioned 1853rd 
kilometre. Almost immediately after launching the 
boats on the Danube, the river police appeared and 
appealed to us to push ashore. We did not react to 

Danube! 


SZOPK, backed by World Wildlife Fund and Global 
2000 in Austria, as well as by Reflex and Dunakor 
(Danube Circle) in Hungary, started a campaign of 
demonstrations, sit-ins and site occupations. The 
response from the Slovakian government has con- 
sisted of nothing more than political arguments and 
massive police actions. Every demand that construc- 
tion be stopped has been curtly turned down, as have 
all requests for comprehensive environmental im- 
pact studies. The government has also refused to 
engage in any discussion with the local population. 

The reaction from the Slovakian govern- 
ment was to proceed with construction of the so- 
called "C option" of the Gabcikovo Project. Option 
C would mean the diversion of about 90 percent of 
the Danube's water into a bypass canal, the whole 
scheme operating only in Slovak territory. The start 
of this phase of the Gabcikovo project on Slovak 
territory and the damming of the Danube began on 
October 24, 1992. The operation of the Gabcikovo 
Project according to the C option is a strong viola- 
tion of international law and will have almost the 
same negative environmental and ecological im- 
pacts as the original project. Both the Czechoslovak 
and the Slovak governments argue that Hungary had 
no right to terminate the 1977 treaty and that Czecho- 
slovakia is bound, under any circumstances, to the 
completion of its section of the project. 
Description of the Gabcikovo Project and its 
current status 

This project is 69 km long consisting of a 
dam and storage lake, Hrusov-dunakiliti, a bypass 
canal, hydro-power plant with locks, protective dikes 
and filter canals. 

From Hrusov-Dunakiliti dam, the river will 
flow through the artificial headwater canal which is 
17 km long, up to 730 metres wide, and towers up to 
18m above the surrounding plains, bringing the 
Danube water to the hydropower plant at Gabcikovo. 
The dimensions of this canal are greater than those 
of the Suez canal. The canal will re-route as much as 
90-97.5 percent of the Danube's natural flow. 

Since Hungary backed out of the Nagymaros 
project, the Czechoslovak government can unilater- 
ally start the Gabicikovo power plant. A new weir has 
been built 10 km upstream from Dunakiliti close to 
the Slovak village of Cunovo, and the canal has been 
extended into Czechoslovak territory (Option C). 
These new constructions make the damming of the 
Hungarian side unnecessary. However, without 
Hungarian agreement, this new construction is in 
violation of international law, since Czechoslovakia 
will be changing the flow of the Danube in an area 
where it acts as a border. 

Natural Damage, Environmental Consequences 

The immediate consequences of the power 


those orders given to us viaa speaking trumpet, and 
sailed on to our objective, the pontoon, used as an 
access road by the lorries filling up the Danube. 

However, another police boat, a motorized 
and much more efficient and powerful one, "started 
its service" by bumping into us (see front page 
photo), and by doing so prevented us from occupy- 
ing the pontoon. While this struggle was going on in 
the water, some of us managed to get on the shore 
and tried to block the police but werestopped by the 
workers working on the construction of the dam. 
One of us was even knocked out by them. 

I need not continue describing all that hap- 
pened then; it is enough to state that neither in the 
water nor on shore did things go the way we wanted. 
That day we lost again. When I left the building site 
with my friends, carrying the boat on my shoulders 
and looking at the defamed countryside misused by 
people's conceit, I felt very miserable and depressed. 
All this was made by man and man is proud of it. 

Many of you, who must have had chances of 
seeing something similar (and there have been and 
still are many chances), must have experienced the 
same feelings. But watch out: The fight has not 
finished yet! 

All will be decided at the law courts in the 
Hague, but until then we can continue to evoke 
pressure on the Slovak government and their staunch 
advocacy of this monstrous construction. Those 
interested in more detailed information should write 
to my address. 



station involve actual land loss due to the installa- 
tion itself. According to data from the Hydrostav 
construction company, some 5500 hectares (13,500 
acres) of Danube countryside have already been 
destroyed. But the indirect consequences of start-up 
and operation of the plant will be considerably more 
serious. 

The riverscape and countryside between 
Bratislava and Gyor is almost untouched. Together 
with the adjoining Austrian floodplain forest, side- 
arms and oxbow lakes are regularly flooded. The 
wide range of biotopes play host to a huge diversity 
of species. In this region researchers have recorded 
more than 200 species of birds, 56 species of fish, as 
well as populations of red deer, river otter and beaver. 
Experts estimate that "an additional 5000 animal 
species, many of them still unknown, live in these 
floodplains." 

In the future, it will no longer be the Danube 
that flows through this landscape, but just a streamlet 
of two to ten percent of the present flow. Even more 
crucial will be the loss of the actual river dynamics; 
smaller average-sized floods will no longer spill over 
the floodplains causing the groundwater level to 
drop by several meters. As a result, this whole 
floodplain area will lose the very basis of its exist- 
ence. It is expected that at least 20,000 hectares 
(50,000 acres) of the floodplain will dry up. 

Many plant and animal communities and 
species of which are on the endangered species list 
will die out in this completely altered habitat. Di- 
rectly endangered are 130 species of birds (54 percent 
of total number living in the region), 30 species of 
mammals (75 percent), eight species of reptiles (90 
percent), six species of amphibians (55 percent) and 
28 species of fish (50 percent). 

In the Slovak part of the Danube floodplain, 
at least 17 protected areas would be negatively influ- 
enced. The Cormorant Island Nature Reserve has 
already been destroyed, and at least four other re- 
serves have been recently endangered. Twenty other 
areas proposed for protection would be negatively 
influenced. If no change in the attitudes toward the 
Gabcikovo Project occurs, the proposed National or 
International Danube Park will fall by the wayside.

The dam construction has So far damaged 40 
square km of countryside. Up to 1991, 1500 cubic 
meters of concrete were used on the dam construc- 
tion.

objects and recultivation of the countryside to envi- 
ronmentally acceptable condition. The last alterna- 
tive is the one we support, of course.

Metal Detectors in Forestry — A Perspective 


There are hundreds of metal detectors manu- 
factured in North America. The use of this equip- 
ment is widespread and many factors should be 
considered before using any one type for a specific 
purpose. 

Amateur coin collectors sparked a mass pro- 
duction in the early 1970's. Treasure divers were 
enthusiastic over several types of submersible mod- 
els, in hopes to carry home some significant booty. 

Different types of metal detectors were de- 
veloped for use by the logging industry because of 
metal commonly found embedded in the cut timber 
during industrial processing. These were equipped 
along wood receiving lines to detect any pieces of 
metal before the cut tree passes through to be sawn 
into lumber or chipped into pulp. 

Three types are most commonly used, others 
being too expensive to build or operate: 

Metal Detectors are the least reliable, but 
also the cheapest and most portable and, therefore, 
the most commonly used. They operate on the 
principle of sound. They contain a radio transponding 
device that detects metallic objects by changes in 
resonance of a search coil brought near them. They 
have only been developed for amateur use. The main 
drawback of the metal detector is its overall design. 
Owing to its principle of low frequency sound waves, 
its error in deflection is high, particularly in the 
presence of moisture and corrosion; temperature 
and environmental conditions are also a factor. 
Metal detectors' primary asset is their portability. 

In testing done at the University of British 
Columbia in 1983, several aspects of use were consid- 
ered. First, a number of coins were put under carpet- 
ing. Most metal detectors had an 80-90 percent 
success rate. For greater difficulty coins were placed 
under sheets of one-inch plywood. Of all metal 
detectors used in this testing, a recovery of only 10 
percent was achieved. Cost of this equipment is 
$150-500. 

Proton Recession Magnetometers _are far 
more sophisticated than the simple metal detector. 
Designed for applications in geophysics and defi- 
nitely not portable, their operation relies on the 
earth's magnetic field as a standard. Their unit of 
measurement is in digits of gamma. Any concentra- 
tions of ferrous material would indicate subtle changes 
in the earth's magnetic field. The accuracy of the 
proton recession magnetometer is quite acute and 
the results of several tests have given the machine 95- 
99 percent in areas with larger than one square meter 
of ferrous material. Cost is $15-20,000. 

Ionometers are metal detectors using the 
principle of radioactive isotopes. Very much like a 
common household smoke detector, the ionometer 
emits radioactive particles, though on a far larger 
scale. Ionometers are large pieces of equipment 
requiring substantial lead shielding and are perma- 
nently fixed in their support structure. The accuracy 
of their equipment is little known. They have proven 
to be effective in the detection of large ferrous objects 
such as boom chains or choker cables. Cost is $200- 
300,000, plus permanent installation. 

Metal detectors are for amateurs, magnetom- 
eters for professionals, ionometers for factories. Log- 
ging companies have been dealt the problem of 
spikes and other metal in standing trees. MacMillan - 
Bloedel and International Forest Products have both 
claimed publicly that spikes have been found within 
their licensed tree harvest areas, in both first- and 
second-growth. 

The portable metal detector such as the Beach 
model used by M-B on Meares Island have extremely 
poor success ratings and the certainty of one indi- 
vidual spike missed is absolute. Temperature, pres- 
ence of moisture in the form of rain on the outer bark 
and in the tree's sap itself, iron oxide or rust on the 
metal object (depends on the length of time embed- 
ded in the tree), condition on insertion, distance 
from object, and the depth to which the spike was 
countersunk are all crucial factors. 

The proton recession magnetometer is the 
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only type of metal detector that can find metal 
based on its own molecular structure. This device 
has been widely used in finding large deposits 
within the earth's crust. The magnetometers' draw- 
backs, however, are its cost, complexity of opera- 
tion, lack of portability and the necessity for a large 
enough concentration of magnetic material. 

Magnetometers will not detect alloys and 
often ferrous materials plated with alloys.- Nor will 
they detect iron when rendered unstable due to 
rusting. Iron oxide has no magnetic properties. 
Failure rates for magnetometers are high for uses in 
archaeology, for example. 

The use of metal detectors and magnetom- 
eters in the field of forestry is unacceptable. 
Ecosaboteurs, using drills and custom-made ce- 
ramic pins or insulators, can produce a failure rate 
in detection of 100 percent. Likewise, the use of the 
new very portable high impact nail guns which 
embed hardened concrete spikes so deep into the 
living trees as to evade detection. Further, even the 
slightest misadjustment due to variations of mate- 
rials, depth, temperature, moisture, can cause entire 
days or weeks of errors. Magnetometers must be 
used only by those competently trained in their 
operations to ensure the equipment is properly 
gauged. This requires testing throughout each work 
day to adjust for changes in temperature and weather 
in order to begin to have an accurate survey. 

Despite the fact that hundreds of spiked 
trees were discovered and marked on Meares Island, 
Malcolm Island, and Chilliwack, British Columbia, 
by the logging companies concerned, our concern 
must be for worker safety: how many spikes did 
they miss? 

Those who operate by stealth and with an 
almost religious zeal without regard to personal 
safety will surely not be deterred by any anti-sabo- 
tage laws. The law, for that matter, has little chance 
of catching a spiker in the act in our dense and 
difficult rainforest terrain. Any injuries that may 
occur during logging of known areas of spiked trees 
will be the full responsibility not only of the logging 
companies involved, but the Workers Compensa- 
tion Board, government agencies, the logging unions 
and the Share groups (Canada's industry /wise use 
umbrella) for allowing workers to be exposed to a 
completely unpredictable job hazard. 

I implore workers: for your own safety, 
please question your employers and union repre- 
sentatives and examine each new logging area closely 
before consenting to risk permanent maiming for 
your job.

The Wonderful World 
of Survey Stakes 

Perhaps one of the quickest 
and easiest (and most effective) 
monkeywrench activities that the 
untrained and unequipped can do 
is pull up survey stakes. Any and 
everybody can do this, and with- 
out much planning or time. Al- 
though it's still possible for corpo- 
rate thugs to trash the wilderness 
without the surveying that survey 
stakes leave behind, accurate sur- 
veying is essential for even the most 
mildly sophisticated construction 
projects. 

A great deal of stake pulling is unplanned 
(probably done by folks who are just out for a hike), 
but this has two problems. First of all, just to pull up 
a few survey stakes here and there, while leaving the 
bulk of them untouched, will only produce a minor 
irritation to the surveyors who can quickly replace 
them — a small gesture of defiance (which at times is 
better than nothing). The second problem is that it 
exposes the monkeywrencher to possible arrest. 
Pulling up survey stakes is considered destruction of 
property, and could be treated as a felony. Earth 
First! co-founder Howie Wolke received six months 
in a Wyoming county jail, a $750 fine and $2500 of 
restitution to Chevron for pulling survey stakes on a 
proposed oil and gas exploration road in a roadless 
area. fed. note: It also produced a killer book, Wilderness 
On the Rocks/ 

But a good day's work at planned, systematic 
survey stake removal can and has resulted in many 
weeks of extra work for corporate survey crews. 
Where construction activities are limited to certain 
times of the year, a day or two of well-planned stake 
removal can postpone a project until the next year. 
Done often enough, stake pulling can increase the 
cost of environmentally destructive projects to the 
point where they're shut down altogether. After all, 
profits are the name of the game in the land trashing 
business. 

All you need for serious stake removal is a 
lookout, a claw hammer (for removing nails from 
trees), and a bag for all the flagging, stakes, nails or 
other survey equipment you heist. Find a site that 
will soon be destroyed and go to work. If the site is 
a controversial timber sale, often there will be Freddies 
patrolling the area, and occasionally they will mark 
some stakes with invisible ink (Wear your gloves!), 
which will show up under ultraviolet light back at 
the police station. 

In road building, first the corporations go 
out and cruise the area where the road needs to go, 
leaving behind lots of brightly colored ribbons (flag- 
ging) on tree branches. If you run across this, leave 
it and come back after the real surveying is done. (If 
you cannot come back, go ahead and remove it all.) 
Later they will come back and take precise measure- 
ments of the distance of the road, the grade, where it 
will be filled and where it where be excavated. Each 
point measured uses a station, marked with a stake. 
For higher grade roads, they also leave a hub and tack 
for exact placement. A hub is a fat (about 2 inch x2 
inch) stake pounded flush to the ground, with a 
small tack or nail in the top; these are often covered 
by leaf litter, dirt or the like. It is very important that 
you look for and remove these, too. Remove every- 
thing you find; anything you leave will make the job 
of re-surveying easier. 

Stakes are numbered. Try to find the begin- 
ning, but note that sometimes the numbers don't 
start at zero (to allow for readjustments). Stakes are 
also lettered. Various systems are used, but note if 
the stake says PC, POC, or PI because it indicates that 
the road is turning; give these stakes extra attention 
as they will require more work to replace. 

Often near these stations, surveyors will leave 
a reference point (or RP) in case their stakes are lost, 
moved or accidentally kicked over by construction 
workers. RP's are hubs and tacks usually placed to the 
side of the roadway, but can be as far as 25 or 50 feet

Six Or Eleven to One

A great deal of praise is being lavished these 
days on certain ranchers and concerned citizens who 
have formed what they call "working groups" to 
solve livestock-induced problems on some of our 
western public lands. The people in these groups 
tend to look righteously down at those who refuse to 
come together to talk — the complacent ranchers and ; 
uncompromising Earth First! ers — whose polarized 
views, they feel, stifle the communication necessary 
for satisfactory solutions to be forged. 

In light of this, my perspective as an uncom- 
promising Earth Firstier who is also a member of one 
of these groups may be of interest. 

For the three years of its existence, the 6-6 
group here in Arizona (originally six ranchers and six 
environmentalists — see High Country Nfewsi ^i, 

1992) has not been what would be considered a 
"working group" but a forum in which progressive 
ranchers, Forest Service employees and other: sup- 
porters of public lands ranching could openly and 
peacefully exchange views with those who, in vary- 
ing degrees, are critical of livestock grazing on public 
land. 

The ranching advocates are invariable be- 
lievers in Holistic Resource Management (HRM). In 
the face of ever-mounting criticism, HRM, which 
emphasizes the benefits of grazing to the land, is a 
shining beacon to public lands ranchers. They hope 
it is the final defense their livelihoods will ever need. 
Sticking to an HRM perspective allows the more 
progressive ranchers and agency people to disassoci- 
ate themselves from the "bad" ranchers while con- 
tinuing to defend ranching in principle; it allows 
them to agree to some extent with the Critics of 
public lands ranching while holdingoutthe promise 
of reform. 

HRM sets the tone and the agenda of our 
meetings. Debate does not center around the ques- 
tion of whether cattle grazing has been compatible 
with ecosystem health, but on whetherit can be. The 
group generally meets on public land grazing allot- 
ments which, we are assured, have been "improved ” 
by intensive management, often involving the use of 
cattle as a "tool." After visiting portions of these 
allotments, we argue back and forth,' posing ques- 
tions none of us can answer: What should the land 
look like? Does the land need to be grazed? Which 
species of large grazers lived there in the past, how 
abundant were they and what was the extent of their 
impact on the land? Can cattle be managed to mimic 
the beneficial effects of those wild animals? Does it 
matter? 

Ranchers and their supporters attempt to 
convince the skeptics among us that cattle can be 
compatible with, and even necessary for, ecosystem 
health. We go round and round in our discussions 
but these "truths" have not been established, not in 
my mind at least. Some of the "environmentalists" 
in the group, however, seem almost convinced and 
are restless to test the theory; and so the group is 
poised to "adopt" a ranch that is in need of improve- 
ment, the goal being (I believe) to formulate a man- 
agement plan that will allow us to see the effects of 
our decisions on the land. Without doubt, however, 
the elimination of grazing will not be one of our 
management alternatives and HRM, with its dogged 
faith in "animal impact," will be the guiding model. 

Wilderness as a Warehouse 

Part of the ideology of the 6-6 group is that all 
of us — Forest Service employees, ranchers and envi- 
ronmentalists — share the same goal, which we call 
"ecosystem health." But when ranchers and agency 
people talk of ecosystem health, they generally focus 
on environmental conditions such as soil stability 
and plant productivity that are prerequisites for 
human exploitation. While believers in HRM assert 
that "animal impact" is necessary to achieve these 
ends, which particular animals do the "impacting" — 
and which will benefit from the improvement — 
depends, they say, on human goals. 

It's here that our views diverge irrevocably. 
That cattle can be used as a tool does not surprise 
me — creating tools from unlikely sources is a human 
trademark. But using cattle to improve soil and 
vegetation cannot justify public lands ranching as a 
way of life. 

There is more to healthy ecosystems than 
stable soils and lush forage for livestock. An ecosys- 
tem is healthy to the extent that it contains a com- 


plete set — more or less — or native plants and animals, 
their abundance and distribution determined, not 
by one species, manipulated from outside the sys- 
tem, but by mutual adjustments within the system. 

Aside from the sheer arrogance of it, we 


cascade through the system. Yet so accustomed are 
we to coercing the land to make it produce more 
forage, timber, game animals or scenery, that we 
have come to believe the land requires human ma- 
nipulation to produce what we want. And we still 
have not understood that this way of thinking has 
precipitated an ecological crisis. 

So accustomed are we to coercing the land to 
make it produce more than it naturally would, 
whether of forage, timber or scenery, that we have 
come to believe the land requires human manipula- 
tion to be healthy. We confuse healthy ecosystems 
with ecosystems that produce (are made to produce) 
what we want. And we don't see that this has 
precipitated an ecological crisis. 

So accustomed are ranchers and agency 
people to thinking of ecosystem health solely in 
terms of the production of objects of human interest 
that, for instance, when they try to impress environ- 
mentalists with the benefits of ranching "improve- 
ments" to wildlife, they talk of a superabundance of 
animals people like to hunt. 

Alas, a chasm of misunderstanding separates 
us. An overabundance of deer and elk may please 
hunters and be consistent with multiple-use guide- 
lines, but it cannot be reconciled with ecosystem 
health, according to which it's not more deer that is 
healthy but only the amount of deer the habitat can 
support (without our meddling). Even if that means 
no deer. 

In their resistance to Mexican wolf reintro- 
duction here in Arizona, cattle ranchers reveal a bias 
against complete ecosystems that seems to come 
with the job. No HRM rancher that I know of has 
publicly advocated reintroduction of the Mexican 
wolf, despite Alan Savory's blessing on predators. If 
one's livelihood depends on pampering helpless 
(and tasty) creatures in a difficult environment, 
reducing the risk of predation and competition from 
native animals is good business (as is taking the water 
and manipulating the vegetation). One can see, and 
even empathize with, their point; but simplifying 
(degrading) an ecosystem to make it hospitable for 
exotic eating machines does not serve the cause of 
ecosystem health. 

Wilderness as a Community 

Cattle ranchers seem to be living in another 
world, a pre-ecological world in which nature is a 
stubborn and corrupt adversary that must be beaten 
before it can be loved. Animals in that world are 
"good" if they do not resist human will; they are 
"bad" if they stand in our way. Thus ranchers can 
sincerely claim to be responsible stewards of the land 
(the "original conservationists") while exterminat- 
ing predators and competitors with righteous and 
unrepentant fury. 

What's radical in today's conservation move- 
ment is, taking the needs of other species seriously 
and suggesting that we give up our project of endless 
human expansion and world domination. It's not 
that other species have a "right" to exist — none of us 
has; but we are all in this together; humans, beasts, 
flowers, stones and shit, and attempting to co-exist 
is a better measure of our maturity as a species than 
is the use of our power to subjugate and transform. 

The "Wise Use" people are right to feel threat- 
ened by this. And working groups, because they do 
not see deeply enough into the cause of the ecologi- 
cal crisis, must fail: the crisis will not be solved by 
juggling various human uses of the land — that's the 
cause of the problem — but by limiting human use. 
It's not a sustainable level of exploitation we humans 
must strive for but a reduction of our appetites. 

6-6 and other working groups pride them- 
selves on their diversity of viewpoints. But they fail 
to see that by the time such a group comes together 
to work, a winnowing process has occurred in which 
those who believe that only radical changes will 
solve our environmental crisis have long since 
dropped out (there are not many of us to begin with), 
leaving the working group to those who are merely 


interested in reform, i.e. those who begin with the 
assumption that our public lands exist for human 
use. 

What allows ranchers and urban environ- 
mentalists to work together in spite of vastly dissimi- 
lar backgrounds is their shared believe that humans 


nature is human property, that problems arise only 
when one human use interferes with another. 

' : . The interest of Sierra Club members in wil- 
derness would seem to imply an empathy with the 
needs of other species that sets them apart from 
ranchers and other human chauvinists. But "main- 
stream^ ^Vironmentali sts want wilderness preser- 
vation not for the sake of healthy ecosystems — if 
they did they would have lobbied for much larger 
wilderness areas; they want wilderness so they (and 
"future generations" of them) can continue to live 
decadent city fives and still "get away" when the 
mood Strikes them* Breath-taking scenery, pristine- 
looking riparian area, an occasional deer — the illu- 
sion of wilderness Is sufficient. Since the illusion is 
too easily spoiled by a look into the vacant bovine 
eyeholes, the bungling interlopers must be removed 
from sight 

Our public lands are deadlocked between 
world views. On the side of human domination are 
the ranchers, loggers, miners, sport hunters and the 
government agencies that represent them. On this 
side also are "mainstream environmentalists," and 
"working groups." Multiple (human) use is their 
shared philosophy. 

On theother side are "radicals" who want to 
reduce human presence on the earth so there will be 
more living-space for other species. These "extrem- 
ists" are put down as "people haters" because they 
are unwilling to co-operate in furthering human 
domination of the planet. 

The issue for us biocentric types is not how to 
divide am public lands among "diverse" human 
interests, but whether we should be dividing the 
world amongst ourselves at all. In the 6-6 group, I am 
the tally person asking that question, lxll would 
be.a more appropriate name. 

the eleven incline towards human 
regulation of theearth, I yearn for wilderness beyond 
our control. On the evidence of science, existing 
parks and wildlife refuges are too small for the 
continuing evolution of native American wild ani- 
mals. For this we need our public lands. It turns out, 
quite fortuitously, that what we obtain from these 
lands in the way of commodities is hardly worth the 
cost of harvest. Let us therefore obliterate our roads 
and withdraw our management plans for these 
earthscapes; let us give the land back to wild crea- 
tures (our shadow selves) and begin the really impor- 
tant work of managing our appetites better. Once 
done, we'll understand that these lands are worth 
more to us as wild places than they could ever be as 
sources of wealth or luxury. 

Why do I continue to go to 6-6 meetings, 
when our interests and goals are so obviously irrec- 
oncilable? Well, we meet on the land in the com- 
pany of those who are impacting the land — Forest 
Service agents and permittees — and I consider this a 
learning opportunity not to be passed up. Although 
it's comfortable commiserating with those who share 
my views, the strong opinions of progressive ranch- 
ers have forced me to think more deeply, helping to 
crystallize my views. I also go to preach: to expose 
these would-be earth directors to biocentrism, the 
source of my "extremist" point of view. 

I reiterate at nearly every 6-6 meeting that, 
when it comes to public lands ranching, it's the "sin" 
I hate and not the sinner(s). And I believe that, were 
the "cattle-free" fantasy to come to pass, many 
ranchers could remain on the land. If our land 
management agencies stopped seeing our public 
lands as warehouse/playgrounds for people, and 
devoted their money and personnel to ecosystem 
rehabilitation and protection, there might even be 
an ethical living to be made out there, one befitting 
a species with our Latin name.

It was great to see an article on 
our activities at Twyford Down in the 
last issue of the Journal. As can be read, 
the situation has become very heavy 
down there, but it hasn't deterred the 
demonstrations at all. In fact, another 
action camp is being set up and fresh 
folk are arriving. There has now been an 
evident turn and growth of support for 
Twyford, especially since a TV program 
here titled Dispatches was shown two 
weeks ago. It thoroughly exposed the 
"all or nothing" attempts by the govern- 
ment and the Department of Transport 
to scupper any campaign mounted by 
opposition groups to save the Down. 
The state's tactics of phone tapping, in- 
junctions, and political gerrymandering 
to achieve its goals only again shows 
what we’re up against, and no matter 
how green a movement appears to be, it 
is still led by greed and corruption. 

It must be stressed that Twyford 
is only one of many other road schemes 
(near 70 odd) that have been proposed to 
begin in the following years. Be it Oxleas 
Wood near London, or the foot of 
Snowdonia in Wales, or the wild Cor- 
nish landscape of Bodmin Moor they 
deserve to be opposed. All we have left of 
countryside and Moorland is to be 
trashed: where will folk go to enjoy a 
Sunday afternoon, without the wheez- 
ing and coughing of car fumes and dust? 

Apart from 1993 being the year 


next will be April 1, so we'll see. 

Naturally, Earth First! and the 
ELFin won't be able to succeed with- 
out international support. We des- 
perately ask for solidarity actions to 
put pressure on the British govern- 
ment to halt its plans for Twyford 
Down and, of course Oxleas Wood, 
one of our last remaining ancient 
woodlands. Also we ask that ELF and 
ALF groups, wherever they are, target 
British firms in their country; if they 
are given a hard time, it is a sure bet 
that their complaints will be heard at 
the highest level. We have in the past 
done the same for you, now we ask 
the same for us. 

The ELFin have declared June 
1 an International Earth Night. We 
hope that animal and earth 
liberationists everywhere will reclaim 
the earth that night, so that govern- 
ments and multi-nationals every- 
where feel our wrath. I wholeheart- 
edly agree with the gut reaction of 
Paul Watson: we don't have time to 
fart about, we have one chance, and 
one chance only to save our Mother, 
and as far as the ELFin are concerned, 
the Eco-Wars have started.

The Dongas Return To 
Twyford Down 

The demonstrations have been 
mounted by local objectors to the road, 
obj ectors to other road schemes around 
the country and members of the Donga 
tribe. The Dongas, who in December 
were brutally evicted from an Ancient 
Monument scheduled to be destroyed 
by the scheme, have returned and set 
up camp nearby. They are optimistic 
that together with support from local 
and visiting sympathizers they can con- 
tinue to slow down progress on the 
cutting. 

Since CAT 245 Earthmovers 
commenced work on the Twyford 
Down cutting of the M3 extension, the 
following has happened. 

Tuesday 23 February: A permanent 
protest camp has been set up and the 
work's progress has been consistently 
hampered by a series of demonstra- 
tions. 

Friday 26 February: About 40 demon- 
strators stopped work on the cutting 
for two hours when a woman chained 
herself to the underneath of a dumper 
truck. 

Saturday 27 February: Work was again 
halted by about 40 demonstrators. 
Wednesday 3 March: Work in the 
watermeadows was stopped for two 
hours by a man who chained himself 
to the front of a dumper truck at the 
crossing at Hockley lights. He was 
released by the fire brigade and charged 
with obstruction of the highway. 
Thursday 28 February: Protestors 
chained themselves to an earthmover 
and held up work for one-and-a-half 
hours. 

Saturday/Sunday 6-7 March: Over 
200 demonstrators stopped work for 
the whole day at the cutting, at the 
Bushfield concrete mixer and elsewhere 
on the site. Five people chained them- 
selves to vehicles for up to five hours. 
In two cases, employees of Tarmac, 
the contractors, inserted liquid metal 
glue into the locks so that the demon- 
strators were unable to release them- 
selves and three demonstrators claimed 
that they were beaten up. 



of the road, this year will also see the 
strong emergence of resistance to it. The 
rural, and for that matter, urban com- 
munities have had enough. Hopefully, 
through proper organizing and field 
work, Earth First! and other like-minded 
groups will be able to form a strong 
movement where ordinary folk are en- 
couraged to take the lead.

Through the 
use of Earth Nights, our antics are begin- 
ning to spread. As was reported in Do Or 
Die, ELFin are up to their usual havoc 
everywhere. The last Earth Night, Feb- 
ruary 14, we understand was quite suc- 
cessful. It also brought in the ALF who. 
also declared General Motors a target 
over their crash animal testing. So far, 
reports have filtered in of machines be- 
ing trashed on the Ml motorway, Peat 
Digger engines being spiced in Somerset 
and similar actions here and there. The 



About 1000 people attended a 
series of events at Twyford Down over 
the weekend. Over 400 people marched 
into Winchester on Saturday to deliver 
a letter to the four Guardians of the 
City (the Mayor, the MP, Winchester 
College and the Cathedral) requesting 
that they endorse a proposal to replace 
the cutting by a short-term flyover at 
Hockley lights, pending the construc- 
tion of a tunnel. The proposal has been 
given full backing by conservationist 
David Bellamy and David Gee (ex-di- 
rector of Friends of the Earth). 

On Sunday, about 500 people 
attended a rally held in the cutting 
beside the parked earthmovers. Speak- 
ers included Chris Smith (Shadow Sec- 
retary of the Environment), Simon 
Hughes (Liberal Democrat Environ- 
ment Spokesperson), John Denham 
(MP for Southampton Itchen), and 
David Gee. There were also speakers 
from local groups opposed to the new 
road, and from members of the Donga 
Tribe who over the last year have been 
the inspirational force behind numer- 
ous demonstrations against the project. 
•All the speakers condemned not only 
the Twyford Down scheme, but also 
the Government's multi-million- 
pound plans to build new and bigger 
roads all over the country. Simon 
Hughes stated, "Twyford Down is a 
powerful symbol for future battles. The 
Government's expansion of the road 
system is not only indefensible on en- 
vironmental grounds, it is criminal. 
Three weeks ago I put the odds against 
saving Twyford Down at 1000 to one. 
Now I put them at 100 to one, and as 
support for the campaign grows, the 
odds are lessening daily." Light relief 
was provided by J ay, a speaker from the 
Donga tribe who gave a physical dem- 
onstration of how to lie down in front 
of a bulldozer. The event ended with a 
human chain which transported chalk 
from the water meadows where it had 
been dumped back up to the cutting 
from which it had been excavated. 
Monday 8 March: About 45 demon- 
strators surrounded the earthmovers at 
7 am and halted work until 2.15 pm. 
Sixty police in five vans eventually 
broke up the demonstration and ar- 
rested seven people, keeping them in 
jail overnight. It is not yet clear what 
offense they have been charged with. 
Thursday 11 March: Two pupils from 
top private school, Winchester Col- 
lege, were detained at Winchester po- 
lice station after a schoolboy demon- 
stration against the M3 motorway ex- 
tension. The boys were later released. 
About 20 pupils from the school, which 
is rated among the top ten in the aca- 
demic league tables, invaded the con- 
struction site on bicycles. They chained 
their bicycles together across the path 
of dumper trucks carrying chalk from 
the motorway cutting down to the 
watermeadows. There were scuffles 
with police and security guards and 
eventually the boys unchained their 
bikes and rode away. 

The schoolboys re-formed on 
the top of Twyford Down above the 
cutting and mounted a charge on their 
bicycles down into the cutting to try to 
stop the earthmovers working. They 
were again ejected by police, so they 
retreated to an area of ground outside 
the cutting. The police pursued them 
and asked them to disperse. The boys 
replied that the land they were on 
belonged to Winchester College and 
that they had every right to be there.

As consensed upon at the 1992 RRR, the 1993 Earth 
First! Round River Rendezvous will be on Mount Graham 
— what the San Carlos Apache traditionally call Dzil nchaa 
si an (big seated mountain). Political locators are Safford 
Ranger District, Coronado National Forest and Graham 
County, southeast Arizona. Dates are June 27 - July 4 (July 
3rd is the full moon), but feel free to come early to hang 
and help out, and, especially, to stay afterwards. 

(NOTE: A handout with site and area maps and detailed information on 
living in and protecting the Rendezvous site will be offered to eveiyone 
as they arrive.) 


THE PLACE 

The Pinaleno Mountains, of which the largest mass is called 
Mt. Graham, are vast, rugged, and mostly wild. They stretch 
nearly 40 miles SE to NW and average about 10 miles wide. 
Herein lie the highest elevations in southern Arizona, with 
probably 50 square miles over 7000’, the highest peak reaching 
10,720’. This massive "sky island" rises from an ocean of rancher- 
abused desert-grassland several thousand feet below. Incredible 
rocky canyons drop away precipitously on all sides. 

Wildlife in the Pinalenos is unique, varied, and plentiful, and 
includes the Southwest’s densest black bear population and one 
of the region’s healthiest mountain lion populations. Many species 
are endemic and/or legally protected. The mountains support 14 
perennial streams and three rare high-altitude "cienegas” - wet 
meadows with lush bog-like vegetation. Here are the 
southernmost glacial features in the US and the southernmost 
spruce-fir forest in North America. Mt. Graham is also the most 
dramatic transition from desert to "arctic" coniferous forest in 
Arizona. 

Now the bad news: Though the higher elevations of the 
Pinalenos are no longer logged, ranched, or mined, recreational 
use and development maintain a cancer-like growth in certain 
sections, road improvement is relentless, and, of course, there is 
the infamous telescope project. 

LIVING THERE 

The Rendezvous site is on "Grant Hill” - a lesser summit of 
the Mt. Graham massif - and encompasses the south side of the 
gently sloping hilltop and an adjoining wide ridge top. An old 
logging road runs across the hilltop and a trail winds down the 
ridge, making our living area about a mile long altogether. Several 
open vistas overlook a vast basin-and-range landscape. Though 
logged years ago, the area is now mostly thick timber - spruce, fir, 
pine, aspen - and scattered with small meadows. A large, grassy, 
tree-studded meadow will be the main gathering area. 

Relatively speaking, Earth First! gatherings have been en- 
vironmentally friendly. Still, we could do better. Past Rendezvous 
sites have suffered much more damage, depletion, and distur- 
bance than necessary. The Grant Hill area is wild and wonderful, 
and we want to keep it that way. The RRR committee asks you 
to respect and protect this place. Know it; be part of it. 

The mile-long, 1/4-mile-wide site is gentle terrain with many 
good camp spots. Find one with thick duff and little fragile vegeta- 
tion. Locate away from latrines, fire circles, trails, areas of con- 
gregation, and the few open vistas. The red squirrel areas, main 
meadow, and other sensitive non-camping areas will be identified. 
In making your camp, try to minimize disturbance to wildlife, 
vegetation (even dead and down vegetation), the litter layer, soil, 
and rocks. Leave your picks, shovels, rakes, saws, axes, hammers, 
and other heavy-handed camping paraphernalia at home or in 
your vehicle. 

The Forest Service people we talked with seem as worried 
about bear/human problems as anything else. Be aware that there 
are many black bears around. Camp and manage food according- 
ly. The main idea is to minimize odors that bears find attractive 
and keep the substances that cause them off your body, away from 
your living area, and, preferably, in airtight, bear-proof containers. 

Havel gently. Leave those brutal, foot-stifling waffle- 
stompers at home; you won’t need them. Wear soft-sOled shoes 
or, better yet, no shoes. Move lightly. Move gracefully with your 
surroundings. Make everything you do fit in with where you are. 

This 13th annual RRR will be the highest yet - 9400’ in 
elevation. This altitude bothers some people. You may experience 
queasiness, dizziness, headaches, nosebleeds, or other symptoms. 
These are usually mild and soon enough disappear. 
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This altitude also means COLD. The desert you travel 
through to get there may be a sizzling 110 degrees, but the 
mountaintop will be cool, if not cold. Clear June nights average in 
the 30s, and can dip well below freezing. Days should be in the 60s 
and 70s. June is also the last month of the spring dry season, but 
if the summer monsoon starts early things could get wet. Be 
prepared for cold and rain. 

ACCESS 

The Rendezvous parking areas are both located adjacent to 
Hwy 366 (Swift Trail), Mt. Graham’s main road. Some people may 
want or need to car camp, and that’s OK. But things will be 
happening on Grant Hill, so we encourage you to camp there. 

A "staging area" for the RRR will be established where the 
old logging roads to Grant Hill begin at Swift Trail, directly across 
Swift Trail from the main parking area. One of these "roads” 
(they’re all closed to vehicular traffic) winds up Grant Hill 400’ in 
elevation in about 3/4 of a mile, from the staging area at 9000’ to 
the middle of the Rendezvous site at 9400’. The climb is 
moderate, and the road/trail is mostly gentle, but there are steep 
and/or rocky stretches. Access by wheelchair would be difficult, 
but may be possible, especially with a little help from your friends. 

At the top of the hill the terrain levels out, pathways are 
gentler, and travel is much easier. The old logging road and trail 
there stretch through the entire length of the Rendezvous site, 
and no part of the site is more than a few hundred yards from this 
access way.

other committee people. 

WATER 

There is no permanent water near the Rendezvous site on 
Grant Hill, so unless the weather has been extraordinarily wet all 
water will have to be carried up. Bring large, portable water 
containers if you can. We will truck in water from a spring-fed 
spigot at a campground down the road and make it available at 
the staging area at the base of Grant Hill. 

There are several perennial streams within a mile or two of 
Grant Hill, and we encourage you to filter or otherwise treat and 
use this water if possible. This will cut down on water trucking, 
and it’s more fun getting water this way anyway. But please, 
please, PLEASE! - be kind to the streams, riparian areas, and 
associated meadows. They are sensitive (that’s partly why we 
didn’t locate the RRR in or near them), and some of us share this 
nightmare of scores of people plodding about, trampling the hell 
out of them. The water in streams high above the recreational 
areas is generally drinkable untreated. 

To minimize trauma to the waterways, we are also planning 
to provide a simple plastic-pipe-and-pallet shower aside one of the 
creeks (check your handout map). Creek water (which could be 
snow-melt) is VERY COLD, so if you desire warmer water, you’ll 
have to bring or rig up some kind of solar shower. Don’t use soap 
unless you really need it, and if you do make it biodegradable. 

FIRES 

This year’s RRR site is mostly dense forest that hasn’t 
burned in a long time (probably too long). Accumulated organic 
litter combined with the usual late-June dryness and winds could 
make for high fire danger. We’ve told the Forest Service we plan 
a small number of fire circles, which will be established prior to 
the start of the Rendezvous. Please use these fire circles only and 
don 't build any other fires of any kind! 

We plan these centralized fire circles not only to minimize fire 
danger but to minimize impact. Last year there were lots of fire 
circles, which caused lots of sacrifice areas, displaced and black- 
ened lots of rocks, charred lots of soil, and consumed lots of tree 
branches, down wood, and organic litter. 

The fire circles this year will be strategically located centra] 
to camping areas for kitchen use, refuse burning, warmth, night 
gatherings/jams, and whatever. They will be signed and located 
roughly mid-way between latrines. 

Please do not bring firewood. There is so much down wood 
on Grant Hill that the Forest Service will probably be glad we 
burned some of it. And save the ashes for . ... .

Dogs have been a traditional hassle at RRRs. In the San Juan

Litter is mostly aesthetics, but hey!, why not carry out what 
you carry in? Some of it is toxic or physically disruptive to wildlife, 
and it does look bad. Burn what’s burnable and pack out what’s 
left to recyclers or, as a last resort, to dumpsters. The RRR 
committee doesn’t want to carry out anyone else’s refuse. 

Food scraps should be managed so as not to attract bears. 
Burn them if possible (without disrupting fires) or store them in 
airtight containers. Unburned organic waste should be packed out 
with other refuse out of respect for bear habitat. So bring 
whatever you need to contain it.

Saving Dzil 
Nchaa si an: 

Apache Struggle for 
Religious Freedom 

The San Carlos Apache people in 
southeastern Arizona are battling for their 
cultural survival. Their most sacred mountain, 
Dzil Nchaa si an (Mt. Graham), is being 
desecrated by the joint efforts of the 
University of Arizona, the Vatican, Germany’s 
Max Planck Institute and Italy’s Arcetri 
Institute. 

The Mount Graham project will continue 
125 years of religious oppression suffered by 
the San Carlos Apache. From the 1880s and 
continuing today, they were told to stop 
speaking their native language. Their religious 
beliefs had to be hidden in order to save 
them. For the first time since the formation 
of the San Carlos Apache reservation, 
traditional Apache as well as the tribe’s known 
spiritual leaders, broke traditional reticence 
about religious matters to protest the 
destruction of Dzil Nchaa si an, the most 
important of their holy mountains. In a show 
of unanimity, the secular government (the 
Tribal Council) and the religious leaders of 
San Carlos have united together with every 
major native American organization, including 
the National Congress of American Indians, 
the nations’ oldest and largest native American 
organization, and many human rights groups 
throughout the world. 

In the 1860s, Western Apaches from 
several bands (some of which, historically, had 
not been on friendly terms) were placed on 
the San Carlos Reservation with orders not to 
leave. In 1873 Dzil Nchaa si an was taken 
from the San Carlos Apache reservation by 
Federal executive order. By 1903, other 
executive orders had reduced the reservation 
by one million acres. Apache elders were not 
consulted (nor was any Apache), and the 
reservation reductions may have been illegal.

The Mt. Graham International 
Observatory (MGIO) currently revolves 
around the dream of a massive telescope 
aptly named for the conqueror who enslaved 
and mutilated Native Americans — the 
Columbus Project. Without this huge 
telescope, the rest of the development would 
lack an anchor, and could easily be sited 
elsewhere. The University of Arizona hopes 
this binocular instrument, the largest in North 
America, will improve its public relations 
image and attract investors. But without 
partners and funds, the heart of this project is 
a pipe dream. 

The University has admitted that the 
selection of the site for the Columbus Project 
was based on flawed data. After ten years of 
astrophysical site research, the UA had 
"severely underestimated" the image distorting 
effects of the winds on the sacred mountain. 
On March 1st, 1993, they presented a formal 
request to the Forest Service to move the 
Columbus Project, not yet begun. 

When Congress passed the Arizona Idaho 
Conservation Act (AICA) with a rider that 
established the MGIO, the scopes were to be 
situated in a cluster on one peak. Even so, 
the deforestation for two telescopes created a 
disastrous opening in the spruce-fir canopy, 
with drying effects and blow-downs extending 
far out of the allotted 8.6 acres. 

Moving the Columbus Project to a new 
site will mock even the pathetic intentions of 
the cluster design, spreading the effects of 
drying and increasing the blow-downs in the 
heart of the best boreal habitat of the Mt. 
Graham Red Squirrel, one of the most 
endangered small mammals in North America. 
The proposed site, "Hill 10,298," is a half- 
mile to the west of the approved site, and 
development there would increase the 
destruction in the spruce-fir zone. This tiny 


480-615 acre relict forest is one of the most 
fragile forest ecosystems in the world. 

The Special Use Permit for the project 
requires a new Biological Opinion if the project 
"is subsequently modified in a manner that 
causes an effect to the listed species, or critical 
habitat, that was not considered in the original 
Biological Opinion." Moving the Columbus 
Project is a significant change that, with justice, 
should force the University to return to the 
process for a new permit and a new Biological 
Opinion. 

In customary bully fashion, the University 
announced that if not allowed to move to Hill 
10,298, they would proceed at the old site, in 
spite of its flawed nature. Press accounts 
reported that the project would need to be a 
skyscraper 236 feet tall on the granted site to 
rise above the turbulent air, which would be a 
tall embarrassment to the University and its 
"world class" project. In the October 11, 1992, 
Arizona Daily Star. UA spokesman Neville 
Woolf admitted that "...building to that height 
is impractical because it could double the 
telescope cost (to $120 million) and would 
make Columbus stand out like a sore thumb." 
The 1988 Forest Service Environmental Impact 
Statement was based on the largest telescope in 
the project being 65 to 100 feet in height. 

After ten years of slip-shod site studies, 
this monumental blunder gives the University 
an excuse to end the ill-conceived project, 
spend the million or so it would cost to remove 
the structures, revegetate, and give the 
mountain back to the plants and animals that 
have evolved on that "sky-island" since the 
glaciers retreated.

Church would be obliged to 
address the question of whether 
extra-terrestrials might be 
brought within the fold and 
baptized...." 

George Coyne, S.J., a Jesuit 
priest and the Vatican 
Observatory Director, is the 
driving force behind the 
Vatican’s Mt. Graham efforts. 
Earlier, on May 25, 1992, Coyne 
called for the suppression of 
traditional Apache religious 
beliefs which threaten to 
interfere with telescope 
development on Mount Graham. 
Coyne called the Apache 
traditional religious beliefs "a 
kind of.. .religiosity to which I 
cannot subscribe and which must ' 
be suppressed with all the force 
that we can muster." 

The London Daily 
Telegraph article also reported 
that Coyne added, "... for the 
Church to suddenly find itself 
meeting and extra-terrestrial 
being could pose ‘complications 
from a theological point. ...First 
of all,’ Fr. Coyne said, ‘one 
would need to put some 
questions to him, such as: ‘Have 
you ever experienced something 
similar to Adam and Eve, in 
other words, original sin?’ 
...And then: ‘Do you people 
also know a jesus who has 
redeemed you?’" 

NASA has thus far refused 
to comply with the Freedom of 
Information Act request for 


documents concerning the 
relationship between the US 
government agency and the 
Vatican. The relationship 
between NASA (and most likely, 
the Arizona Board of Regents) 
and the Vatican to "spread the 
Gospel to extra-terrestrials" 
violates the First Amendment to 
the US Constitution which 
ensures the separation of 
Church and State.

What You Can Do 

The University of Arizona, Vatican, 
German and Italian astronomers have 
spent millions lobbying Congress and suing 
Apaches and environmentalists to mount 
telescopes on a sacred mountain and 
priceless ecosystem. Mount Graham or 
Dzil Nchaa si an. 

They have obtained the first peacetime 
exemption of a project from all US 
environmental law. The UA paid a 
lobbying firm over a million dollars and 
sneaked a rider through in the final hours 
of the Congress in 1988 without public 
hearings. The astronomers are now in 
court against the Apache claiming their 
rider exempted them also from all cultural 
and religious protection laws. 

Two Jesuit priests with Vatican 
approval have submitted affidavits in the 
UA lawsuit against the Apache people. 
The Jesuits argue the sacred Apache 
mountain is not sacred - despite the 
signed opposition petitions of 15 Apache 
medicine persons, three unanimous Tribal 
Council resolutions, massive scholarly 
documentation and testimony of expert 
anthropologists. Though Apache elders, 
medicine people and the Tribal Council 
protested months before construction on 
the summit site, the Vatican, the UA and 
German construction crews totally ignored 
them. 


These executive orders removed „ 
Dzil Nchaa si an from Apache 
control and made Apache access 
to the mountain more difficult. 

Between 1870 and the 
passage of the National 
Environmental Policy Act 
(NEPA) in 1971, half of the 
forest of the Pinalenos was cut. 
Oak groves of special value for 
acorn gathering were cut. The 
Apaches were never consulted, 
nor were they ever informed by 
the US Forest Service of any 
actions. The Apaches had no 
political tools to protest; they 
became citizens in 1924, but not 
until 1948 could they vote in 
Federal elections. 

Despite the passage of 
NEPA, the San Carlos Apache 
were not consulted during the 
impact statement preparation for 
a major road, Swift Trail (1976). 
Despite passage of the 
American Indian Religious 
Freedom Act and the National 
Historic Preservation Act, the 
Forest Service did not contact 
the Apache when it issued a 
special use permit to the 
astronomical consortium to build 
a testing station on Dzil Nchaa 
si an. A native American shrine 
was bulldozed during the 
placement of this temporary 
station. At no time during the 
preparation or early construction 
were traditional San Carlos 
Apache consulted about the 
telescope project. 

The Apache people are 
now in court with their backs 
against the wall pleading to stop 
a project which lawyers claim 
has been exempted by Congress 
from all U.S. cultural, historical 
and environmental protection 
laws. The laws that were 
circumvented include: the 

American Indian Religious 
Freedom Act, the National 
Historic Preservation Act, the 
Endangered Species Act, and 
the National Environmental 
Policy Act. These laws require 
environmental impact studies 
and/or consideration of cultural 
and religious values. The 1988 
rider’s passage - the culmination 
of a million dollar lobbying 
effort - bypassed public hearings 
and testimony. An open public 
review process would have 
revealed the project’s profound 
cultural and environmental 
problems. 

Mount Graham highlights 
the vulnerability of Native 
American sacred sites to being 
trampled nationwide in the 
white man’s courts. The 
astronomers’ lawyers are now 
citing cases from U.S. law where 
the courts have "legally" 
destroyed the sacred sites of 
Indians: 1) the Havasupai in 
their effort to protect their 
sacred Red Butte and 
Havasupai Falls from Uranium 


mining desecration and 
destruction, and 2) the Navajo 
and Hopi efforts to protect their 
sacred San Francisco (Flagstaff) 
peaks from ski lifts and other 
Forest Service developments. 
The Forest Service plans for a 
tourist center at the Big Horn 
Medicine Wheel in Wyoming 
deeply offend a dozen Plains 
Tribes. These all involve USFS 
or BLM public lands 
expropriated or piecemealed 
from reservations or ancestral 
lands. 

In addition, astronomers 
and lawyers claim that just as 
the court declared the project 
was exempt from all 
environmental laws, they also 
claim their rider exempts the 
project from all Native 
American, cultural, and religious 
protection laws. Clearly, this is 
a University that has replaced 
fundamental ethics and morality 
with unquenchable thirst for 
federal grant money. 




Vatican Scope to 
"Spread the Gospel 
to Extra-terrestrials" 


In an October 28, 1992 
article "Vatican Sets Sights on 
Outer Space," the conservative 
Daily Telegraph of London 
reports that, "The Roman 
Catholic Church is to team up 
with America’s space agency to 
look for life in outer space and 
so spread the Gospel to extra- 
terrestrials." 

Daily Telegraph Rome 
correspondent Bruce Johnson 
reports that "Jesuit priests who 
run the Vatican Observatory 
near Rome say they are joining 
forces with the US NASA 
agency to hunt for UFO’s and 
signs of life on planets in solar 
systems similar to Earth’s." 

"...NASA’s job will be to 
monitor for ‘alien’ communi- 
cation signals, the Vatican which 
has helped to build a new 
reflector telescope in Tucson, 
Arizona would search for 
planets displaying conditions for 
life.... Should intelligent life be 
found, Fr.Coyne said, "the 


"I’m committed to [the 
Mount Graham project], 
and I’ll do anything I can, 
including trying to change 
the law, to let it happen." 
U.S. Senator Dennis 
Deconini also bragged 
that he had "convinced" 
the Forest Service to 
relocate the telescopes to 
include the ecologically- 
sensitive Emerald Peak 
without even carrying out 
an Environmental Impact 
Study. 


Rogue’s 
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chewing" Senator John 
McCain’s aid threatened the 
Forest Service on his boss’ 
behalf if they granted a stay 
in road building to comply 
with Endangered Species 
Act requirements. 

According to a FS employee 
testifying to the 
Governmental Accounting 
Office, McCain later warned 
Jim Abbot if he didn’t 
cooperate he’d be the 
shortest-tenured Forest 
Supervisor in the history of 
the Forest Service. 
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Father Charles Polzer, 
Society of Jesus, called 
opponents to the telescope 
project "part of a Jewish 
conspiracy ...to undermine 
and destroy the Catholic 
Church." 
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Would-be Buyers of a Priceless Ecosystem: 

Over the Economic Cliff? 


A congressional oversight hearing and 
a US General Accounting Office 
investigation found the project to be in 
violation of the Endangered Species Act in 
June 1990. But US courts have 
subsequently determined the UA’s rider 
exempted the project from all 
environmental law, so no measures can be 
taken to protect the species horn 
extinction. 

Project Alternatives: Studies show 37 
better sites in the US. All astronomers 
admit there are alternatives. The Germans 
say they would love to go to Hawaii but 
can’t afford it The Vatican has repeatedly 
said there are alternatives. All UA’s US 
partners have abandoned the site for 
cultural and environmental reasons or 
because there were technically better and 
less costly options. They include: 
Harvard/Smithsonian, CalTech NASA, 
Ohio State, Texas, Chicago, and NOAO 
which represents 22 US insitutions. The 
Vatican, Germany and Italy seem not to 
care about religious desecration or US 
environmental law.

Tell your 
US Senators and Representatives to 
immediately introduce legislation to return 
US environmental, cultural and religious 
protection laws to Mount Graham and to 
spend the few million dollars needed to 
relocate the almost complete Vatican and 
German telescopes to areas which do not 
destroy Native American culture and a 
unique ecosystem. The UA knows Mount 
Graham’s Emerald Peak is too cloudy, 
storm-plagued, and windy for good 
astronomy. The Vatican and German 
mini-telescopes are low-cost instruments 
giving the UA’s project an international 
appearance, supposedly worthy of 
circumventing so many federal laws. Karan 
English (202/225-2190), Sam Coppersmith 
(202/224-3121), and Ed Pastor (202/225- 
4065) are key for legislation to return 
social and environmental law and to 
relocate the scopes off the mountain. The 


San Carlos Apache reservation is in 
English’s district and she is on the House 
Natual Resources and Indian Affairs 
committee.

The yet unbuilt Mount Graham telescope, 
the "Columbus," a joint Arcetri-UA project, 
is in financial trouble because all its US 
partners have dropped out and because its 
proposed site on Mount Graham is too 
windy for good "seeing," 

Contact the Church: The pope told 
Native Americans in 1987 in Phoenix, 
Arizona, to protect their culture. When 
the Apaches traveled to the Vatican, the 
Pope canceled their appointment with a 
day’s notice, but saw the Graham County 
Chamber of Commerce. Fr. George 
Coyne, head of the Vatican Observatory, 
said that Apache religious beliefs on 
Mount Graham are "a kind of rcligiousity 
which must be suppressed with all the 
force we can muster." Despite resolutions 
by the Tribal Council and Medicine people 
opposing the desecration, Coyne’s affidavit 
claims no "authentic Apaches" believe the 


The University of Arizona has 
claimed for a decade that the Mount 
Graham International Observatory will be 
a boon to Arizona’s economy, to the tune 
of "$200 million." In reality, it will likely 
never be anything but an economic drain. 

The $200 million project never 
actually existed, but its dream died a long 
time ago when the developer of the worl- 
d’s largest telescope," the NNTT, took their 
project to Hawaii Everyone "in the know," 
however, knew that consideration of Mount 
Graham had only been a PR fervor to the 
U of A a scam that had infuriated one the 
most respected telescope site evaluators in 
the world. The Toss” of the NNTT 
obliterated a major chunk of the fictional 
$200 million projectioa 

Next, the federal agencies, too 
intimidated to oppose the development 
outright, approved three telescopes, 
constituting perhaps a $70 million project 
But the University has only been able to 
raise one-tenth of that, $7 million, and 
haven’t had a new investor in years. 

Every major university in the 
United States and Canada and the 
Smithsonian Institution has turned down 
the investment offer. (Thanks to well- 
timed and highly creative educational 
outreach done across the country at 
everything from football games to 
environmental law conferences.) The 
Vatican, Germany’s Max Planck Institute, 
and Italy’s Arcetri now hold the bag with 
the UA hoping to salvage the remains of 
their investments. 

The University of Arizona has 
stated repeatedly and publicly for many 
years that the project is simply not 
financially feasible without a minimum of 
seven telescopes, for which they do not yet 
have Forest Service approval If they get 
approval, the next stage will be strictly 
subject to environmental and cultural laws. 
Ohio State University wisely decided to pay 
the U of A $1.8 million for breach of 
contract rather than continue in the game. 

And quite a tense game it is. 
University administrators must have been 
wondering themselves whether to continue 
throwing good money after bad a year or 
so ago, because they hired a consulting 
firm to analyze their situation. Imagine: 
"We’ll make our investors angry if we abort 
■ the project now. On the other hand, we’ll 
all multiply our losses by ten or twenty if 
we continue and M later." A game of 
chicken heading fast toward a cliff 


mountain is sacred. The other Jesuit in 
the lawsuit, Fr. Charles Polzer, has 
remarked that opposition to telescopes 
"comes out of the Jewish lawyers of the 
ACLU to undermine and destroy the 
Catholic Church."

The consultant report was released to 
the media and Board of Regents in a 
highly-censored version. Most of the 
politically-appointed Board members and 
media neither questioned nor protested the 
missing portions. But they were 
questioned by Apaches and 
environmentalists. One lawsuit and nearly 
two years later, a judge ruled the report 
was public information, and we learned 
that the consultant had warned the 
University, among other thing;, that the 
Columbus telescope bonds were "possibly 
illegal," a term that a well-paid consultant 
would only use to refer to its client when 
trying to be diplomatic in a most extreme 
situation 

Also unethical was the report’s 
statement of a U of A strategy to "make 
outliers" of the traditional Apaches by 
enticing them with "economic programs" 
and grants. A if the University were one 
to bestow economic advice! 

The state has given the U of A over 
$1 million per year for this development, 
plus additional funds for road building. 
Meanwhile, students at the University of 
Arizona have classrooms without chairs, 
and departments with vanishing degree 
programs. And the University Foundation, 
a non-profit arm of the University, has 
been funneling even more money to the 
project for years while publicly denying it, 
over the protests and resignatioas of 
Foundation employees. 

The small town of Safford may be 
hit the hardest, though, after having been 
promised the most While expecting a 
large portion of $200 million dollars to be 
spent their way, they’re likely to see very 
little of the $7 or $70 millioa Telescopes 
are being built in Germany. Even the 
tree-felling jobs went to loggers from Utah 
Whatever jobs are thrown their way will 
certainly be temporary, part-time and/or 
few in number. Safford, though, believed 
in the "trickle down" and gave away rights 
to their fresh water source and the option 
to accept certain kinds of industrial 
development that the U of A thought 
might conflicl with their needs. 

The Universily is gambling with 
other people’s money. You can help end 
this game of economic chicken by 
continuing to put pressure on the 
financiers behind it: The Vatican, Max 
Planck, Arcetri, and the University of 
Arizona Foundation.

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disrupted goings-on — usually with little restraint or even aware- 
ness by the humans "responsible" for them. Not just one or two, 
but nearly every dog created problems. 

Further, the Rendezvous site this year will be close to the 
living areas of several endangered species, including the Mt. 
Graham red squirrel. And, as mentioned, there are also many 
bears in the area; bears and dogs don’t mix. 

So, while you might consider bringing your animal com- 
panion into the wild an act of respect and friendship, with few 
exceptions your human companions and the area’s wildlife will not 
appreciate it. 

Therefore, this year’s RRR- committee unanimously re- 
quests that you don’t bring any companion animals. Please. Even 
on leashes. No matter how loving, wonderful, and "wild” they 
might be. 

KIDS 

In contrast to pets, the RRR committee encourages you to 
bring children (but to minimize having them). Earth First! has 
been compared to a tribe, and who ever heard of a tribe without 
a mix of ages? Besides giving us a sense of tribe, children are 
present and/or future activists. They need to experience what we 
experience, learn what we learn, feel what we feel. Involve them 
in workshops, hikes, fire gatherings, actions, and whatever else. 

Smaller kids and older kids who become disruptive or don’t 
want to participate in the more adult goings-on might want to get 
together. Consider helping them out by planning activities, enter- 
taining them, providing food and water, and so on. Any respon- 
sible, caring person is welcome to get involved with the kids and 
to bring things to the Rendezvous for them. 

NATIVE AMERICAN SITUATION 

Dzil nchaa si an has been a sacred site to the San Carlos 
Apache for hundreds of years and is very important to their 
religious beliefs. The Apache have been involved in the fight 
against the Mt. Graham telescope project for years. Members of 
the tribe may join us on the mountain. Some of the more tradi- 
tional elders are offended by nudity, "profanity," open display of 
affection, cannabis-smoking, drinking, and other things common 
at RRRs. A little discretion here and there will go a long way 
toward keeping on good terms with the traditional elders. Respect 
for their rituals and ceremonies is important. In turn, we hope that 
the elders will respect Earth First! ways and appreciate that the 
mountain is also sacred or "sacred" to many non-natives. 


ALCOHOL 

And now, of all the issues, perhaps the most sensitve ~ 
alcohol. Nearly all of the RRR committee people agree that 
shit-faced, falling-down, puke-hurling drinking does at times com- 
promise the ambiance, if not purpose(s), of RRRs. However, if 
that’s what someone does, that’s their decision. All the committee 
can do is ask that everyone respect each others’ wants and needs. 

We ask you to be particularly aware that heavy alcohol use 
may offend some of the Apache spiritual traditionalists, to whom 
Dzil nchaa si an is a most sacred place. 

Therefore, in the spirit of breaking tradition, saving money, 
and encouraging personal responsibility, the committee has 
decided not to provide Rendezvous beer (gasp!!!). If you want to 
drink, pack your own in and pack the bottles and cans out. Or join 
with others to order kegs from the nearest brewery in beautiful 
historic Bisbee, Arizona: Electric Dave Co., 1 A DD Street!, South 
Bisbee, AZ 85603, (602)432-3606. $85/keg, light lager. 

LOCALS AND AUTHORITIES 

RRRs always garner threats and intimidations from local 
yahoos and special interests, and no doubt this year the rumors 
will fly once again. Safford (several miles northeast of the moun- 
tain) is a strict Mormon town, and Willcox (30 miles south) is 
infamous for its cowboy mentality. Though few in number, 
ranchers dominate most of southeast Arizona. As usual, take 
rumors seriously, but not too seriously. Most of the local folks 
should be friendly enough. 

The situation with the telescope project people and law 
enforcement, however, is another story. The University of 
Arizona and its supporters have vested much time, energy, and 
money in the telescope project, but things have gone far beyond 
investment and astronomy -- to the point where they are as 
concerned with winning the war as it is with the scope develop- 
ment itself. It seems they would do almost anything to protect 
their sacred project. 

There will be a heavy cop presence (both open and hidden) 
on the mountain this summer, from probably more than a dozen 
government agencies. The U of A has its own squad of goons, 
jome of whom were apparently seen packing semi-automatic 
weapons on Mt. Graham last summer. Indeed, UA’s PD may be 
the most hostile, irrational, and dangerous of any. Be aware that 
tensions are high, it’s a volatile situation, and the mainstream 
media is already hyping the "confrontation." (The latest rumor is 
that the National Guard may be called out.) 

TRANSPORTATION 

We strongly urge you to carpool with others in your area or 
region; check the EF! Directory for contacts. Also, offer rides to 
others along your route, and pick up hitchers with RRR signs. If 
you are driving from far away, consider leaving your vehicle at an 
EF!er place in Tucson, Phoenix, or wherever and riding to the 
mountain with them. 

Tucson and Phoenix have major airports; make arrange- 
ments with locals to get picked up and to the mountain. Safford 
has an airport with no regularly scheduled flights. 

Greyhound services Safford and Willcox. Amtrak passenger 
trains run tri-weekly and stop in Phoenix, Tucson, Benson, and 
Lordsburg (but not Willcox). Freight trains stop irregularly along 
the way, and often in Willcox. 

Some folks are planning to bike or hike to the Rendezvous. 
Several awesome foot trails climb from the base of the mountain 
to near the Rendezvous site (consult the Coronado NF, Safford 
RD map or a combination of topos, including Mt. Graham and 
Webb Peak). Trails are the recommended means of access. 

TUcson has cheap gas, several good food outlets, 2nd-hand 
shops, and many other useful businesses and community services, 
of varying degrees of progressive/altemative orientation. Safford, 
population 10,000, is pleasant enough and offers most necessities. 
The store on the turnoff to Mt. Graham has gas and "food." 
Willcox protects jaguar killers. 
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DIRECTIONS 

From Phoenix: Tike US 89 east about 90 miles to Globe, 
then US 70 east 75 miles to Safford, then US 191 south 7 miles 
to Hwy 366 (Swift Hail - the road to Mt. Graham). 

(Note: US 666 was recently changed to US 191 via pressure from Safford- 
area Mormonites because, they alleged, 666 is a sign of the devil!) 

From Ticson: Tike US Interstate 10 east about 100 miles 
(12miles east of Willcox), then US 191 north 25 miles to Hwy 366. 

From southeasterly: Thke US Interstate 10 west about 40 
miles past the AZ-NM state line, then US 191 north 25 miles to 
Hwy 366. 

From points north: Various roads make their way south to 
eventually meet US 70. Tike US 70 to Safford, then US 191 south 
7 miles to Hwy 366. 

To the Rendezvous: Take Hwy 366 (Swift Trail) southwest. 
The road climbs straight out of the desert and twists up the 
mountain. Pavement ends after about 20 miles, just beyond the 
turnoff to Shannon Campground. Follow the too-well-maintained 
dirt road another 2 miles to the Rendezvous parking area. 

PARKING 

The main parking area will be signed and on the right - a 
wide, 1/4-mile-long dirt road with parking on the shoulder. Space 
is limited, so squeeze in there. If needed, additional parking is 
available nearby at Upper Hospital Flat Campground. 

The RRR staging area will be directly across Swift Tail from 
the main parking area, at the entrance for the roads to Grant Hill. 
There will be a table, a bulletin board, fire circle, water, latrine, 
1st aide, and so on. Be sure to pick up a map-and-site-info 
handout here, at the same time you fork over some

Rendevous committees pilfer participants to help defray 
costs and provide enough money for the next Rendezvous com- 
mittee. THis year’s committee asks you to pitch in at least $20 per 
adult person unless you are truly destitute. Bring a few extra bucks 
for Rendezvous T-shirts. 

PERMIT? 

We don’t need no stinking permit! No group or individual 
needs a permit to stay on Forest Service land. The Rainbow tribe 
has held huge gatherings for years without permits. We hope this 
year will set a precendcnt for Earth First!. We are working with 
the Forest Service and other government agencies to protect "the 
resource," but we don’t need a permit and will not let others 
dictate our Rendezvous. 

RENDEZVOUS PLANNING 

The Rendezvous committee is not planning the content of 
this year’s Rendezvous. We have made no specific plans, no 
formal agenda, no "schedule of events." Instead, we feel that the 
Rendezvous should develop naturally and dynamically as it goes, 
to accomodate the wants and needs of all participants. 

We do, however, urge you to plan ahead and to get involved. 
Ifyou have a special interest, consider giving a workshop. Plan and 
pack accordingly. We invite musicians, artists, poets, healers, her- 
balists, naturalists, and so on to share their knowledge and talents 
with the group. Bring whatever you need to do so. 

You can help out by bringing supplies for possible actions, 
workshops, the kids, and the Rendezvous in general. This could 
include: tarps, twine and rope, duct and masking tape, staplers, 
boxes and bags, buckets, boards, various tools, packs, ponchos, 
rain gear, food, water containers, 1st aide, literature, maps, draw- 
ing supplies, various papers, poster board, markers, banner 
materials, paints, costumes, stickers, 2-way radios, locks, chains, 
binoculars 

Everyone is encouraged to participate however they can. 
Consider coming early to help set up, recon for actions, etc. 
During the Rendezvous you can help by hauling water, gathering 
firewood, filling latrine buckets with ashes, taking a turn at parking 
security, and doing other chores. Plan to stay afterwards to help 
clean up, restore the area, and defend the wild. Be prepared for 
extended, mobile, high-country backpacking. 

Let’s make it happen. Save the wild/live wild. See you there!

Rambunctious Rascals at the RRR

At last year's Round River Rendezvous in 
Colorado, I solicited written contributions for the 
collective diary about the event, subsequently printed 
in the Journal. Twelve-year-old Michael summed up 
how adult-oriented our gathering was, "In my point 
of view, there were too many things for adults to do 
and not enough things for children to do." 

Michael's comment got me thinking about 
how we treat children as members of our tribe. 
Although this was the first national RRR I had at- 
tended, a number of people have told me that in 
years past, there had been child care and interesting 
activities for kids every day. Let's once again make 
the Rendezvous a place where parents want to bring 
their kids, and as non-parents, let's set aside time to 
spend with those kids. 

Our children are as much a part of our tribe 
as our adult friends. Many of us choose not to have 
kids of our own because our planet is so overpopu- 
lated, but there is no reason to deny ourselves the 
rich experience that comes with sharing children's 
company. Interacting with Earth First! children 
needn't be the sole responsibility of parents. Not 
only can we and the kids leam from and enjoy each 
other, but child care gives parents the opportunity to 
be involved in workshops and other adult activities 
while they are at the Rendezvous. 


Personally, I think the development of the 
nuclear family was a bad idea. A great step toward 
community and extended family is for non-parents 
to get involved with the children of our tribe. The 
Rendezvous is the perfect opportunity for many of 
us to do that. 

There will be parents and naturalists at the 
RRR who know a bunch of outdoor activities. While 
we encourage folks to use us as a resource, anyone 
can play with children. Can you teach kids how to 
use a compass, make a bow drill, or build a fire? Are 
you a good storyteller? Do you know outdoor 
games? Can you lead kids on a hike? Fven if you 
don't have specific ideas, I guarantee that the kids 
will come up with something creative which you 
can help facilitate. 

I believe that our children are the most wild 
among us, and we can leam a great deal from them 
about shedding our own cultural domestication. 
Besides, playing with kids is incredibly fun. 



About Non-Violence

What is nonviolence? 

It is not simply the absence of violence, as 
peace is more than the absence of war. No word in 
English conveys the singular positive meaning of 
nonviolence. Nonviolence implies no hostility in 
word or deed — no anger. Be polite and rational at 
all times; make no aggressive movements; sit rather 
than stand. Let the truth show in your eyes and in 
your vision. Nonviolence cannot work if it is only 
a tactic, but must be part of a broader philosophical 
approach to life to be truly effective. 

Nonviolence should not be confused with 
being weak or passive, or easier than violence (as 
pacifism is not passive). It is clear how much work 
and training it involves and what its risks are. In 
maintaining a nonviolent approach in the face of 
adversity confidence and a sense of accomplish- 
ment is built. It is essential to help children feel this 
to try to offset the place of power and victory in 
their lives as taught by society, always at another's 
loss or expense. 

Nonviolent discipline is a code of conduct 
agreed to by all those participating in an action or 
campaign to ensure that the principles of nonvio- 
lence are adhered to for the sake of the common 
good and the common goal. It is important that the 
discipline be understood by all and that partici- 
pants help each other to remember and observe it 
during moments of stress. One is honor bound to 
adhere to nonviolent discipline in defense of the 
forests. 

An affinity group is important to help one another 
maintain discipline in smaller groups. 

Civil disobedience is violation of a law or 
court order, generally perceived as unjust, for the 
sake of conscience and to further truth and justice; 
it is civil disobedience, employing all of the prin- 
ciples, ways and discipline of nonviolence. Civil 
disobedience is one form of nonviolence in action. 
A bombing may violate the law, but it is not civil 
disobedience. Some destruction of property may 
involve in-between, grey areas, such as spiking of 
trees; others may be completely nonviolent, such 
as removal of survey numbers, ribbons and tree 
markings. One's physical stance and body lan- 
guage are of primary importance. One needs to 
convey the sense of common cause, of respect for 
and of reachingout to our opponents. Civil disobe- 
dience involves acceptance for and expectation of 
arrest, but not the willingness to participate in 
injustice. 

Arrest in the forests is not our intention. 
Large numbers in jail only serve to tie up our 
resources and weaken our struggle. People in jail 
are not saving the trees. 

IWA union safety regulations prohibit per- 
sons in the vicinity of active tree falling. You 
should therefore make your presence in the woods 


known to both loggers and police by rescue whistle, 
air horn, singing Earth First! songs, etc. Celebrate 
life! 

People in an affinity group of three or four 
should disperse into the forest nearby, so that all are 
not apparent at any one time. Each individual 
should move extremely slowly out of the area when 
directed to move on by a police officer. When an 
individual has left the area, another should become 
visible to take their place. If one must choose 
between arrest and a tree being cut, that decision 
must be left to one's conscience. 

If you do not voluntarily accompany a police 
officer after he has told you that you are under arrest, 
it will take a long time to carry you out of the woods 
or disencumber you from chains and locks so you 
may also face additional charge of resisting arrest. If 
you do move on, you will likely not be arrested and 
charged. The ultimate charge will likely be contempt 
of court or possibly even conspiracy. 

Nonviolent activists have in the past chosen 
noncooperation with the legal system by refusing to 
give their names, refusing to accept bail or sign for 
release, or by fasting in jail. Another option is simply 
to return to the forests as quickly as possible, but 
those charged more than once will face a heavier 
penalty. Remember: Nonviolence works! 



Rik Scarcely Avoids Jail 

On April 6, Rik Scarce was found to be in 
contempt of court by US District Court judge 
Fremming Nielsen. Nielsen immediately released 
Scarce on his own recognizance, pending appeal. In 
March, Scarce refused to answer thirty- two questions 
in front of a Grand Jury investigating the August, 
1991 ALF break-in at Washington State University. 
Before he went before the judge in April, Scarce 
refused to answer three more questions. In all thirty- 
five cases he refused to answer on First Amendment 
"free press grounds", and because answering would 
violate the American Sociological Association Code 
of Ethics. 

Scarce is a Ph.D. candidate at Washington 
State University. At the time of the raid, Scarce was 
researching his dissertation wpic — the radical envi-

The notice to appeal was filed with the Ninth 
Circuit Court of Appeals on April 7. Scarce com- 
mented after court, "A decision either way will be 
precedent setting; but I expect us to prevail . The only 
precedent for this was a 1984 case involving a soci- 
ologist in New York. My case goes a step farther. We 
are actually challenging the restrictions that have 
been placed on journalists and all other writers. As 
things now stand, researchers can't legally safeguard 
the confidentiality of their sources. The government 
can march right in and say, 'Let's have the names of 
your research subjects and all your data — everything 
that people have told you. That's really frightening." 

A decision on the appeal is expected in May

population to within carrying capacity 

of their bioregion. Now this is a radical 
concept requiring that we trust people 
to do the right thing (a tenuous posi- 
tion for us misanthropes). Of course 
this implies that people have a work- 
ing knowledge of their bioregion and 
feel an intimate connection with their 
community; human, plant, animal, and 
rock. More often than not this connec- 
tion is more evident in the rural third 
world than in the hyperdeveloped first 
world. Provide people with not only 
the technical means of reproductive 
choice, but the political as well and 
declining birth rates will result. But, as_ 
long as we continue to exploit and 
dominate nature, women and the ttiird 


world, we will have an overpopulatior 
problem. 


"It was the scourge of colonial- 
ism that cheapened human life, that 
made human dignity a nonsense, that 
showed the people in the hot lands 
that their dignity was not theirs to 
command. As long as the situation 
continues, as long as they have no 
resource base of their own, as long as 
they are mocked by the demands of 
foreign economies, they will have no 
reason to wish to be fewer," states Greer. 

However, not everyone needs 
to become like the developed world. In 
fact, one rich, white kid in the United 
States uses ten times the resources as a 
child in Brazil. Wendell Berry states 
that even one person with the access 
and will to use atomic weapons is too 
many, illustrating that it's not purely 
the numbers of people that should 
concern us so much as what those 
people are doing. 

The standard approach to birth 
control is just that — control over other 
people's reproduction. "The blind 
conviction that we have to do some- 
thing about other people's reproduc- 
tive behavior, and that we may have to 
do it whether they like it or not, derives 
from the assumption that the world 
belongs to us, who have so expertly 
depleted its resources, rather than to 
them, who have not," states Germaine 
Greer. 

As long as population control 
ignores cultural parameters, it will con- 
tinue to backfire. Take India for ex- 
ample. For the eons preceding the 
British conquest tribes practiced effec- 
tive population management. Anytime 
a culture is highly disrupted though 
colonization, the indigenous popula- 
tion takes a nose dive or skyrockets. 
The world suddenly becomes an un- 
known, unfamiliar and dangerous 
place. The response is to increase the

Thousands of 
women were implanted with experi- 
mental IUDs and never checked up 
on, causing disastrous health conse- 
quences. Traditional birth control was 
abandoned and the new methods ei- 
ther did not work or were not suitable 
for those societies. An exploding birth 
rate resulted. 

Environmentalists cannot let 
Africans die of starvation. The solu- 
tions to poverty, overpopulation and 
environmental destruction are the 
same. The solutions are political and 
not easy as long as corporate 
greedheads run the world, as long as 
we value dollars instead of life, ani- 
mate and inanimateT? 

Abundant food resources in 
the tropics indicates those ecosystems 
are capable of sustaining a larger popu- 
lation than the temperate dimes. The 
sparsely populated state of Montana 
could not support itself without mas- 
sive infusions from the rest of the 
world. 

Cattle grazing in Montana may 
well be more ecological sustainable (a 
slippery word, but it's all we've got) 
than being a vegetarian in Missoula. 
Think about that humus spread on a 
tortilla with avocado and tofu and a 
banana for desert. Think about the 
industrial transportation cost involved 
in bringing garbanzo beans from In- 
dia, avocado from California and tofu 
processed from soy beans patented by 
multinational corporations. And un- 
less that's an organic banana (even 
then you've got massive petrochemi- 
cal transportation) you're contribut- 
ing to rainforest destruction, as ba- 
nana companies are the primary cause 
of deforestation in Central American 
countries. And wheat! Even organic 
tortillas use wheat raised on land that's 
been broken and transformed into a 
monocrop. 

We need to view ourselves in 
context. We can't afford to deceive 
ourselves into thinking that by drop- 
ping condoms out of airplanes we've 
solved the problem. That car you stick 
a "Love your mother, don't become 


was the thought that David West 
would show up wearing an Earth First! 
t-shirt, and that he might stand with 
his fist in the air and shout "No Com- 
promise in the Defense of Mother 
Earth!" That would indeed be a power 
statement coming from a union steel 
worker. Duncan Campbell was cut off 
before his three minutes were up.

What was the Conference all 
about? Will it solve the problems of 
forest destruction?

It might 
also provide retraining funds for dis- 
placed workers, as well as some fund- 
ing for economic diversification. But 
when it comes to stopping the de- 
struction of the ancient forests, the 
Conference will attempt to compro- 
mise what little is left of the ancient 
forests.

Continued from page seven 
different from our ancestors who were 
all aboriginal at one point. We have 
embarked on a similar journey with 
our tribal brothers and sisters in a 
struggle to reclaim what we have lost in 
the onslaught of modem western think- 
ing. We both see ourselves as belong- 
ing to the land, and as part of a larger 
community that includes wildlife. 

The preservation of the "primi- 
tive" way of life and the protection of 
the individual species (such as the seal) 
both hinge on the preservation of large 
areas of wild land. To the aboriginal, 
like the subsistence peasants in the 
Third World, land control and self- 
determination are the prime issues. 

Recently, deep ecology activ- 
ists and indigenous people have joined 
together throughout the world to fight 
for sovereign rights and ecosystem pres- 
ervation. This has included the tribal 
people of the Amazon and Southeast 
Asia, and the subsistence farmers and 
herders of theThird World, all of whom, 
on one level or another, are struggling 
to keep traditional and subsistent ways 
of life intact. They represent post- 
modern struggles to resist the pull to 
modernization. And in terms of geog- 
raphy, culture and language, the inter- 
national environmental movement 
may someday be the most diverse 
movement in history, breaking down 
the traditional barriers between north 
and south, developed and undevel- 
oped, rich and poor, to form an alli- 
ance as deep as it is broad. This has led 
to a cultural redefinition of tribal soci- 
eties and their importance to human- 
ity as a whole which has, until very 
recently viewed them as primitive and 
ignorant. 

Therefore, it seems that the key 
to linking deep ecologists with indig- 
enous rights lies in the land rights 
issue. It is here that deep ecologists and 
the indigenous can bridge their differ- 
ences. Like the animal rights issue, 
ecocentric activists must understand 
the native issue in the larger context, 
both strategically and philosophically. 
Restoration of ecosystems is usually 
not a separate issue from restoration of 
indigenous land rights and autonomy. 
One may require the other. This of 
course assumes that indigenous land 
management will reflect deep ecology 
principles, which has not always been 
the case. In cases where the two con- 
flict, deep ecologists need to assess the 
strategic implications and deal with 
them as they might any other sover- 
eign nation, such as Iceland when it 
resumes whaling, or the French regard- 
ing nuclear testing. More frequently^ 
the deep ecologists may side with the\ 
native traditionalists who oppose de< 
velopment, as opposed to the so-called ' 
progressive Indians who support mod- j 
emization. 

The choice, then, is not be-' 
tween the humanist position or the 
animalist position. It is, relatively 
. speaking, between tne wn n or rhp do- 
mesticated . It is this struggle, the 
struggle to re-claim and preserve th 
wild, that links Earth First! with ou 
human sisters and brothers, and ou 
four-legged and winged cousins.

Multiple Timber Sales 
Stopped In The 
Allegheny 

In early February 93, the Forest 
Supervisor at the AlleghenyNational Forest 
issued a finding in favor of the appeals filed 
by the Allegheny Task Force and the East- 
ern Forests and Mountains Conservation 
Project on the Lease Road Integrated Project. 

This was the third attempt by the 
Allegheny National Forest to initiate tim- 
ber sales in the Lease Road Area. The origi- 
nal DN/FONSI was released September 27, 
1991, and an appeal was filed by the Allegh- 
eny Task Force. The initial decision was 
withdrawn by the district ranger to do a 
more complete environmental analysis. A 
new decision was released February 12, 1992, 
that implemented what was essentially the 
same project. Appeals were filed by the 
Eastern Forests and Mountains Conserva- 
tion Project and the Pennsylvania Environ- 
mental Defense Fund. These appeals raised 
issues of the significance of cumalative ef- 
fects on stream quality, new road construc- 
tion, and biodiversity. This decision was 
also withdrawn by the district ranger. 

The third DN/FONSI was released 
on September 30, 1992. Two appeals were 
filed by the Allegheny Task Force, and an- 
other appeal was filed by the Eastern Forests 
and Mountains Conservation Project. 

The Lease Road area provides ex- 
cellent habitat for the Red-Shouldered Hawk 
and the Barred Owl. Both of these species 
are listed as "Species of Special Concern" in 
Pennsylvania, and they are both sensitive 
to disturbance. Road building and further 
timber harvesting in the Lease Road area 
would further threaten these species, as 
well as violate the forest plan.

Headwaters Rivers 
Under Attack 
By USFS 

The Newton County Wildlife As- 
sociation is a group in the Ozark mountain 
area of northwest Arkansas, who are in- 
volved in a conflict over natural resources 
at the headwaters area of the major rivers of 
the Arkansas Ozarks. * 

This headwaters area is beautiful, 
rugged, and remote. Its hardwood forests 
are extremely diverse, and home to a wide 
range of fauna and flora, some endangered 
and many sensitive species. Headwaters 
streams of the Little Buffalo, the Buffalo, 
and the Piney River, all arising within a few 
miles of one another on the Boston Ridge, 
the Ozarks highest formation, have all been 
chosen by the USFS for intense 
roadbuilding, logging, and herbicide op- 
erations during the next two years. Current 
and past USFS activities in the region have 
resulted in extreme resource depletion, 
heavy erosion, siltation, chemical contami- 
nation, and habitat destruction. 

We are working at breakneck speed 
to alter events which may permanently 
scar these important resources. We need 
your help to bring these facts to attention 
and find legislative protection for these 
resources. Administrative decisions on the 
Sandy Springs project are expected soon as 
with the Buffalo Headwaters and the Piney 
to follow shortly. Please work with us to 
introduce and support protective status leg- 
islation, and to urge USFS officials to fur- 
ther consider other management options 
for these resources.

The Trout Mountain timber 
sale respresents what a Colorado forest ac- 
tivist said is the "last original forest we can 
protect in the Rio Grande National Forest." 
It lies within a potential grizzly bear recov- 
ery habitat area as well as being habitat for 
such threatened and endangered species as 
burrowing owls, goshawks, pine martens 
and wolverines. Local ancient forest activ- 
ists promise a campaign of non-violent 
resistance if the Forest Service goes ahead 
with plans to cut.

Greater Yellowstone Area Timber Sales to Watch

The Greater Yellowstone Ecosystem con- 
tains one of North America’s great temper- 
ate forests. The forests within national 
parks and designated wilderness are rela- 
tively intact, but national forests and pri- 
vate lands outside these protected zones 
have been under assault since the close of 
World War II, with the most destructive 
logging beginning in the sixties. Portions 
of each of the seven national forests in the 
ecosystem have already been trashed due 
to intensive logging. The Gallatin, Targhee 
and Beaverhead in particular have been 
heavily impacted, partly due to the pres- 
ence of large quantities of private lands 
within the boundaries of the Gallatin and 
Beaverhead 

With timber supply focus shifting from 
Westside forests to Eastside and Wild 
Rockies forests, you can be sure that the 
great coniferous forests of Yellowstone are 
going to be asked to produce more logs. We 
are already seeing some of this on the 
Gallatin, especially on the Hebgen Lake 
District, which is mosty high, dry lodge- 
pole pine and Douglas fir forest. 

The following is a list of some of the 
nastier upcoming timber sales in Greater 
Yellowstone area. This list is offered for 
your illumination and edification. If you 
have an interest in these sales feel free to 
contact the responsible federal official. The 
Ibex-Cottonwood sale in particular is po- 
tentially very destructive and deserves lots 
of scrutiny!

Wolf In Wyoming 
Wilderness 

A canine shot and killed in the 
Teton Wilderness in Wyoming last fall was 
a full-blooded wolf related to gray wolves 
in northwest Montana, federal officials an- 
nounced on March 18. Tests showed that 
the animal's DNA was identical to that of 
wolves in Montana, Alaska, Minnesota and 
Mexico, said Sharon Rose of the US Fish 
and Wildlife Service in Denver. The animal 
was shot September 30 by a Worland man 
who said he mistook it for a coyote. 

Rose said extensive tests showed 
"It is a wolf. It is a purebred." Rose also said 
officals believe the animal was a lone wolf, 
not part of a Yellowstone pack. 

The man who shot the wolf, Jer- 
emy Kysar, won't be prosecuted, Rose said.

Southern California 
Road Wars 

In a last stand effort to stop the 
construction of the San Joaquin Hills Trans- 
portation Corridor, southern California 
activists are organizing opposition to one 
of three proposed tollroads in Orange 
County, California. The Transportation 
Corridor Agencies, builder of the road, 
have recieved all permits and funding and 
barring any legal victory, may begin con- 
struction anytime. 

The unofficial but obvious inten- 
tion of the new road, which is to serve as 
the taproot for new development, is to 
bisect the largest remaining stand of coastal 
sage scrub in Orange County, home to the 
California gnatcatcher, cactus wren, and 
fifty other threatened species. A local 
biologist's report has said the tollroads "ap- 
pear to be incompatable with maintaining 
biotic diversity in southern California." 

Large scale resistance is expected 
when the bulldozing begins.

Marbled Murrelet Vs Bruce Babbitt 


On April 16, the Environmental 
Protection Information Center (EPIC) of 
Garberville, California filed a federal suit 
against Secretary of Interior Bruce Babbitt, 
the Pacific Lumber company (PL), the US 
Fish and Wildlife Service, the California 
Department of Fish and Game, the Califor- 
nia Board of Forestry, and the California 
Department of Forestry on behalf of the 
endangered marbled murrelet. The 
murrelet, which nests in coastal ancient 
forests, is listed as endangered in California 
and threatened federally. All evidence 
shows that the agencies allowed PL to fla- 
grantly violate the federal Endangered Spe- 
cies Act (ESA) through logging and destruc- 
tion of crucial marbled murrelet nesting 
habitat in the ancient Owl Creek grove. 
This is the first federal lawsuit regarding 
logging of endangered species habitat on 
private land in California. Results of this 
suit will be precedent setting with regards 
to future enforcement of the ESA, and to 
the future survival of many threatened and 


endangered species. 

PL made off with a $2 million 
profit at the expense and irreparable loss.of 
vital nesting habitat for a species on the 
brink of extinction in their two bouts of 
illegal logging in June and November of 
1992 in the Owl Creek area of the Headwa- 
ters Forest area. Earth First! went in and 
stopped logging with direct action in both 
instances, but PL managed to cut many 
murrelet nesting trees before the operation 
could be stopped in the courts. The state 
and federal agencies' inability to control 
PL, even after determining that violations 
of the law would likely occur, sets a prece- 
dent in allowing the timber industry and 
developers to ignore the ESA and destroy 
other wildlife habitat nationwide. 

Owl Creek, at 465 acres, is the 
second largest grove of unprotected an- 
cient redwoods left in the world. Of the 
historical population of 60,000 murrelets, 
fewer than 2,000 remain.

The DNR has 
repeatedly broken promises and refuses to 
enforce the weak regulations in existence.

Imperiled Pygmy Owl 
Moves One Step 
Closer to Protection 

On March 9, 1993 the US Fish and 
Wildlife Serviee (USFWS) published a find- 
ing that a petition to list the cactus-ferrugi- 
nous pygmy-owl ( Glaucidium brasilianum 
cactorum), under the Endangered Species 
Act (ESA), contained sufficient informa- 
tion for the petition action to be consid- 
ered. The USFWS now has one year from 
point of receipt of the petition to decide 
whether the cactus ferruginous pygmy-owl 
warrants protection under the ESA. 

The cactus ferruginous pygmy-owl 
is one of the world's smallest owls. It was 
once considered common throughout the 
desert areas of Arizona, but today is prob- 
ably the most endangered owl in the US, 
with only a few hundred to a few thousand 
pairs left in the US. The owl is found in 
southwestern Arizona and extreme south- 
western Texas in the US, and also in Mexico. 
In Arizona, the owl occurs primarily in 
riparian forest-mesquite bosque edges. 

Riparian forests are the most en- 
dangered forest type in the Southwest. Over 
90 percent of the Southwest’s riparian for- 
ests have been destroyed in the past two 
hundred years. The major threats to the 
riparian forest ecosystem and the cactus 
ferruginous pygmy-owl is habitat destruc- 
tion from livestock overgrazing and water 
developments. 

Conservation Implications 

Protecting the cactus ferruginous 
pygmy-owl under the ESA may lead to 
reductions or elimination of livestock graz- 
ing levels along . riparian areas in Arizona 
and in Oak-Mott forest habitats in Texas. 

Peter Galvin, chief researcher for 
the petition to list the cactus ferruginous 
pygmy-owl under the ESA stated, "The 
loss of biological diversity should be a 
concern to us all, and the decline of the 
cactus ferruginous pygmy-owl is linked to 
the general decline of riparian systems in 
the Southwest. In the desert, our water- 
ways are our lifelines. We need to restore 
our riparian areas or ultimately face 
extinction ourselves".

It has been said that "wilderness 
without wildlife is just scenery, and that 
wildlife without wilderness is a dead issue." 
As we two-leggeds look to a reemerging wild 
Appalachia, it seems we are not alone. The 
cat is back, seemingly ready to take back 
what was hers. 

Since 1965 there have been over 
1500 recorded sightings of cougars (moun- 
tain lions, catamount) in the Appalachians. 
Nearly 600 of these occurred in 1991 alone, 
themajorityinthe western portion of Penn- 
sylvania. This is at odds with the official 
stance of the Pennsylvania Game Commis- 
sion which claims that the catamount has 
been extirpated from the state since 1871. 
The last one killed was believed to be a circus 
runaway.- 

Their stance, based on a lack of 
physical evidence (i.e. tracks of dead cats), 
does not hold much water when consider- 
ing the rising number of sightings, com- 
plete with photographs, coming in from up 
and down the eastern seaboard. Still, these 
sightings are dismissed as circus runaways. 
Further evidence of cougar recovery in the 
north-central Appalachians has been the 
discovery of several kills characteristic of 
the lion's hunting style (prey taken down by 
the neck, with the intestines and bones 
uneaten). 

Theories behind the cougar’s in- 
crease range from a possible southward mi- 
gration from Canadian New Brunswick to 
the idea that they were never really extir- 
pated at all; that a remnant breeding popu- 
lation had somehow escaped deep into the 
woods. 

If indeed the cougar is making a 
comeback, then obviously steps must be 
taken to protect it. The first step in this 
process is proving that indeed they are here. 
Be observant of tracks you come across. 
Lion tracks can be easily mistaken for those 
of a dog or coyote. The difference is that 
lion tracks are usually about 3-4 inches wide 
with the length between the fore and rear 
paws being about 20 to 28 inches. Cats have 
three distinct rear lobes whereas canine tracks 
are triangular in shape. Dog tracks always 
show claw marks; cat tracks usually don't. 
Take casts if you can. 

If you come across a kill that can be 
identified as that of a cougar, take notes and 
pictures and notify the land agency in charge 
of the area. 

If you stumble upon a dead cat, 
mark the spot on your map exactly and 
notify the agency in charge of the land, the 
state game commission, the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service and the PAW predator 
project. Leave the carcass untouched be- 
cause human interference may cause specu- 
lation that the find has been set up. 

Enjoy your ramblings and wander- 
ings, compadres, and those of others, and 
rejoice in the knowledge that we're not the 
only big predator walking around Penn’s 
woods.

The Government’s own report con- 
firms that devastation would be complete if 
the mine plans go forward, stating "de- 
struction of fish habitat would be essen- 
tially permanent..." There are three alter- 
natives including preservation of 2.6 mil- 
lion acres encompassing the entire 
Tatshenshini Wilderness. Other alterna- 
tives include delaying the development 
plans for 15 years or going full steam ahead.

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Carmageddon Actions May 15

Action greetings from a snowy Sweden where 
Spring is on the way. 

This letter is a launch of the Climate Alliance 
action days, 1993. The first action day will be on Saturday, 
May 15. On this day, and during the surrounding weeks, 
we hope that hundreds of groups around the world will 
demonstrate that the United Nations Conference on Envi- 
ronment and Development (UNCED) in Rio was not the 
end, but a new beginning of international action. 

The campaign is initiated by Miljorforbundet 
(The Environment Federation) in Sweden, KePa (Service 
Centre for Development Cooperation) in Finland and the 
Brazilian organization Comissao Pastoral da Terra (CPT). 
The action day, May 1 5, will be co-ordinated from Sweden 
by Miljorforbundet and focus on C02 emissions.. The 
common goal of the Climate Alliance is to demand that 
industrialized countries must reduce their C02 emis- 
sions by at least 20% by the year 2000. fed. note: we suspect 
that Earth First! groups will have some different demands such 
as "Ban cars from cities!", Tear up and close roads!" and "Oil 
and bears don't mix!") 

This campaign is not an attempt to create another 
international organization, but to offer an opportunity to 
organize climate related activities around a common day. 
This is a continuation and broadening of the acid rain/air 
pollution week and the traffic action day traditions. 

This mailing is late because we didn't have a 
decision about funding until now, but we know that many 
groups are already planning to join in. Thanks to all of you 
who have helped develop the campaign since the first 
proposal last spring. We consider solidarity important in 
this campaign. This aspect has been stressed by groups 
from the South. The North has the biggest responsibility 
to reduce C02 emissions. The overconsumption by the 
rich must stop and forest protection in the South must be 
achieved through land reform, improved human rights 
and social change. 

If this campaign wins broad support, we hope to 
make it even bigger in 1994. There are over 13,000 groups 
involved with tree planting in the South, and thousands of 
traffic campaign groups all over the world. We believe that 
fighting global warming is an ideal activity for interna- 
tional co-operation, as it will provide feedback on other 
issues such as acid rain, health, sustainable forestry and 
biodiversity...

World Bank 

The following telegram sent to the Earth First! Journal office 
exposes the World Bank's (WB) failure to incorporate sound 
environmental planning into development projects. According 
to the folks who sent this, loggers in northern New Mexico told 
them that they were sending ponderosa logs to Mexico for 
railroad ties. The company the loggers work for is Hansen, a 
British corporation involved with the WB. Anybody out there 
who wants to follow up on this? 

Unclassified Department of State Telegram 
Subject: Chihuahuan Forestry Sector In Mexico Braces 
for World Bank Project 

Officials and private forestry interests in Chihua- 
hua are bracing for the beginning of the WB project to aid 
the Chihuahuan timber industry. However, limited re- 
sources and uncertainties may prevent either group from 
fully participating in the program. 

As the WB gets ready to begin its project to aid the 
Chihuahuan timber industry, the Mexican Forestry Devel- 
opment Project, government officials and private industry 
are trying to prepare for the impact. However, limited 
governmental resources and uncertainties as to specifics of 
the WB plan are hampering their efforts. The WB plan calls 
for field representatives of the Secretarla De Agrcultura Y 
Recursos Hidraulicos (SARH) to help implement the 
Program's environmental controls. However, the repre- 
sentative for SARH in Chihuahua, Jesus Dominguez 
Balderrama, noted that because of budgetary problems all 
of their field representatives are being eliminated. 

Since these field representatives are the primary 
enforcers of logging regulations, when they are phased out 
neither SARH or the WB will have any effective enforce- 
ment officials in place. This is especially worrisome be- 
cause till parties, the WB included, acknowledge that 
illegal logging is currently a major problem in the 
Sierra. Currently each tree cut in the Sierra must have a cut 
permit. If a sawmill accepts a load of timber without the 
proper permits it too can be fined. SARH is raising the fines 
for sawmills which accept illegal lumber in hopes of 
deterring violations. With the few enforcers they will 
have, they plan to concentrate enforcement in the saw- 
mills. 


Mass Mahogany Action - May 24 
Timbmet Timber Yard, Oxford 

Many of you will remember last year's successful 
direct action against Timbmet timber yard, Britain's sec- 
ond largest tropical timber wholesaler. Since then the 
pressure has been sustained: there was an action at Timbmet 
Rochdale, 500 postcards of protest sent, the seizure of 24 
tons of illegal Chilean timber, and more recently a cam- 
paign to stop British Rail buying from Timbmet. We’re 
calling on Timbmet to stop selling Mahogany. 

As part of the Mahogany campaign, our direct 
action against Timbmet will focus on its continuing trade 
in Brazilian Mahogany. The chances of getting Timbmet 
to ban Mahogany are good; some retailers have already 
pulled out, including B&Q and David Norman Hard- 
woods. If we can get the country's second largest whole- 
saler to pull out too, the effects on the timber trade would 
be devastating. Once they bow to pressure over one species 
of timber, we've got our foot in the door to campaign for 
a moratorium on other species as well. Here are relevant 
dates:

Recent developments in the tropical timber cam- 
paign suggests that now is the time To stop all mahogany 
imports! Mahogany is a key commercial species (one- 
eighth of the UK tropical timber trade) for which the 
documentation of human rights abuses and severe envi- 
ronmental damage are unparalleled. About 90% of all 
Brazilian Mahogany that is being exported is coming to the 
USA and Britain - and almost all of it is being illegally 
logged from indigenous Or wildlife preserves (see FOE 
UK Report 1992) 

The former Brazilian Environment Minister is 
calling for a complete ban on exported Mahogany. The 
present Brazilian minister of Indian Affairs is calling for the 
same, by any means necessary. In Britain the largest Do- 
it -Yourself chain B&Q has just pulled out of the Mahogany 
trade. They just couldn’t live with themselves. The timber 
industry is on the run... Mahogany is their Waterloo. 

Here are some of the things you can do. 

• Organize massive demonstrations in dockyards, 
wholesalers, and retailers... the higher up the food chain 
the better. 

• Talk to anyone who will listen about the insidi- 
ous nature of Mahogany trade (your local political repre- 
sentative and their bosses.)

SARH officials are also dubious of other safeguards 
in the WB plan. The Instituto Nacional De La Indigena 
(INI) has been charged with protecting the interests of the 
TarahumaTa andTepehuane Indians in the area. When the 
head of MFI remarked that he had never seen INI help a 
single Indian in 20 years, the SARH representative, 
Dominguez, interrupted to state that in his experience 
it was more like 30 years. About ten years ago INI bought 
several tractors for the Tarahumara. Unfortunately, they 
forgot to provide gasoline, and the brand new tractors 
rusted in the fields. 

Dominguez also complained of the WB's contra- 
dictory behavior. Although the WB identified illegal 
logging as a major environmental problem to be addressed 
by its plan, it released money to reopen old roads prior 
to putting any environmental controls in place. Thus, 
it allowed illegal logging to expand into inaccessible 
areas, increasing the environmental problems. Dominguez 
blamed this on pressure brought to bear on the WB by 
logging interests. Additionally, state officials have stated 
that since the WB plan covers more than a third of 
Chihuahua they expect to be consulted on all matters. 
However, at times WB officials have haughtily told state 
agencies that the program is strictly federal. During a 
recent trip to Mexico, Augusta Molimar, the head of the 
project, spent all of her time in Mexico City, despite 
promises to meet with groups in the Sierra. Members of the 
WB's large entourage put off state officials repeatedly, 
telling them their input was not needed. 

Some commentators do not believe the industry 
will be able to take advantage of the supposed WB windfall. 
A US source said that most of the timber cut in the Sierra

Continues To Kill 

Indian Government Quashing of Resistance to 
Narmada Dam Turns Violent 

British activists are increasing their efforts to 
pressure their government to withdraw support from the 
disastrous Sardar Sarovar Dam on the Narmada River in 
India. A vigil and demonstration have been organized to 
generate public support to stop more British funding for 
this notorious World Bank (WB) funded dam and water 
supply scheme. Britain holds the decisive vote on the WB 
Board. Canada, Japan, the United States, Germany, Aus- 
tralia, and Nordic countries (44% of the votes) already 
want to halt funding. Britain recently spent an extra one 
million pounds on project studies. Britain's next stand on 
SaTdar Sarovar will be a crucial test of how our aid money 
is spent. 

Twenty three thousand local families pledged 
their opposition to the dam in February in a "People's 
Referendum". They favor small-scale, non-disruptive, 
cheaper alternatives and have lost faith in the WB's ability 
to help them. The main anti-dam group, The Narmada 
Bachao Andolan, has requested help to halt the project's 
foreign funding. The WB granted $450 million in 1985, 
and is voting on additional funding in May 1993. The 
British Overseas Development Administration (ODA) ig- 
nored the flawed project design and police oppression 
even after the WB’s Independent Review made these clear. 
The ODA's October press release even admitted, "There has 
been no effective consultation with those affected by the 
project, and there is insufficient baseline data to measure 
the impact of the project," yet the British representative at 
the WB gave Britain's backing to continue dam construc- 
tion. The WB and the ODA made funding beyond April 
conditional on improvement of the project's environmen- 
tal and resettlement aspects and on holding meaningful 
consultation. These conditions have not been met. 

For examples over 800 project opponents have 
been arrested since October and villagers have been shot 
and tortured. There is not enough land to resettle the 
people from the dam submergence area, nor does the 
World Bank know their true number (over 150,000.) Tens 
of thousands of landholders in the path of the 75,000 km 
canal network leading from the dam are not recognized as 
"Project Affected Persons" and are due only minimal cash 
compensation. The project’s environmental work plan, 
due in 1985, is still not ready. Indian and foreign special- 
ists say the project cannot provide its claimed benefits of 
power and water, and that it would be an economic 
disaster. 

The Sardar Sarovar Dam contravenes the ODA's 
declared guidelines for aid. Above all, a majority of the 
people, including many in areas which are supposed to 
benefit, oppose the building of the dam. They are suffering 
repression and intimidation as the project authorities 
attempt to silence dam opposition. For example, in 
Anjanwara village, on January 29-30 about 200 police beat 
women with rifle butts and lathis, destroyed property and 
seed; then they opened fire, wounding one man. Local 
leaders were later falsely charged with murder. British 
activists are demanding that the ODA release a clear 
statement that Britain will oppose more Sardar Sarovar 
funding when the World Bank Board meets in May.

is too small and too low quality to be used for anything 
other than wood pulp. Because the trees are smaller and 
less accessible, the price of the timber and wood pulp 
product is higher in Mexico than in the US; only import 
duties and restrictions keep the Mexican wood pulp indus- 
try operating. He feels that once the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA) is ratified, the Mexican logging 
industry will not be able to compete with imported wood 
from the US, nor will the wood pulp industry be able to 
compete with cheaper US product. No amount of WB 
subsidy dan change these basic facts. 

Clearly there are still a few bugs in the system with 
regard to the WB's plan. It seems reasonable that they 
would accommodate state officials, given the project cov- 
ers so much of Chihuahua. Additionally, officials on site 
seem to regard the project as a well thought out shell game 
more than a workable program. The WB has put too much 
reliance on Mexican agencies which may not be able to aid 
them due to budget considerations or political ill will. 
Further, given the problems that NAFTA has encountered 
with environmentalists, it is likely that the WB will face 
significant opposition if it allows Mexican loggers and 
sawmills to skirt environmental regulations. It is likely 
that the WB has not paid enough attention to details, such 
as the impact of NAFTA.

No More Tropical Timber! At International Auto Show 


Warner Brothers Studios announced last month 
that they will no longer use tropical timber in set construc- 
tion. According to Lisa Rollins, Vice President of Studios 
and Production Affairs, "Warner Brothers has enacted a 
new policy to use Medite, a medium density fiberboard, 
and not lauan tropical plywood in all set construction.” 

The Rainforest Action Network (RAN), Earth First!, 
Greenpeace and other environmentalists have been put- 
ting pressure on Hollywood studios to end their use of 
tropical plywood. "Educating Hollywood studios about 
the origin of lauan plywood and its role in destroying the 
forests of Southeast Asia has finally made a difference. 
Hanging a 30 by 50 foot banner while halting a shipment 
of tropical timber in Long Beach Harbor helped spur the 
studios to take action," said Pamela Wellner, RAN's Tropi- 
cal Timber campaigner. 

On October 20, 1992, RAN, Greenpeace and Earth 
First! joined forces to stop the unloading of tropical ply- 
wood from Indonesia. A banner was hung which read. 



"Stop Tropical Timber Imports: Rainforest Wood Out of 
Hollywood." The action prevented the plywood from 
being unloaded for most of the day, costing thousands of 
dollars. (See Samhain 92) 

The use of lauan plywood is prevalent in enter- 
tainment set construction from major Hollywood films to 
local theater productions. Lauan plywood has been 
preferred by the entertainment industry due to its low 
price, smooth surface and flexibility. In the last few years 
rainforest activists have exposed the industry's use of 
lauan, which annually amounts to about a quarter mil- 
lion four by ten foot sheets. According to David Kupfer, 
an environmental consultant for the entertainment in- 
dustry, Warner Bros, used approximately 20,000 sheets of 
plywood in 1991. 

Lauan, part of the Meranti family, comes from 
the rainforests of Southeast Asia. Indonesia is the largest 
exporter of this plywood. According to the International 
Tropical Timber Organization (ITTO), Indonesia exported 
8.8 million cubic meters of plywood in 1991. Lauan 
plywood is the United States number one tropical timber 
import, with 1991 imports being over one million cubic 
meters. 

Several other major studios have also stopped 
using lauan plywood. Mike Filonczuk of MCA television 
productions (formally Universal Pictures) is phasing out 
lauan and substituting Medite. Other studios such as 
Sony, Disney, and Paramount have begun testing and 
using lauan substitutes. 

Environmentalists view the Hollywood's studios 
effort to test alternatives to lauan as a hopeful first step, 
but warn that this step does not go far enough. "With 
over 40 million acres of tropical forest disappearing every 
year, we have to act now to protect these forests. We need 
rainforest wood entirely out of Hollywood in 1993," said 
Randy Hayes, Executive Director of RAN. 

The international timber trade is responsible for 
25% of tropical forest destruction. Tropical timber ex- 
porters and importers try to downplay the industry's 
significant role in deforestation by blaming landless people. 
But in almost every area of high deforestation, it was the 
timber industry who started the chain of destruction. 
According to a report prepared for the ITTO, less than one 
percent of tropical logging operates in a sustainable 
manner. 

Indigenous cultures who depend on the forest 
are the first to feel the ecological damage caused by 
logging. With their forest destroyed, rivers polluted, 
animals gone and soil eroded, indigenous people are 
forced into squalid poverty when they no longer can eke 
out a living from the forest. 

"When loggers first came to our land, they said, 
'We are going to make reserves for you. We are only 
passing through this area and getting logs somewhere 
else.' When we were away, they came and destroyed our 
land and bulldozed the areas where we bury our dead and 
collected rattan and poison for our darts. All the products 
of the forest like rattan, animals, fish and many other 
things are what our life depends on. They are gone," said 
a Penan tribal elder. For years, many of these cultures 
such as the Iban and the Penan of Sarawak, Malaysia have 
been blockading logging roads to save their forest home- 
land, but with little success. Many of these forest 
cultures are appealing to tropical timber users to stop 
in order to help them save what forest is left. 

RAN will now extend its lauan campaign to the 
studios and theaters in New York City.

The Native Forest Network (NFN) joined Earth 
First!, the Rainforest Action Network (RAN) and the Boy- 
cott Mitsubishi Coalition at the St. Louis International 
Auto Show on March 18 to disrupt Mitsubishi's display. 
The activists were protesting Mitsubishi’s role in the de- 
struction of the world's native forests. Two protesters were 
prepared to lock on to Mitsubishi steering wheels, but 
found all the vechicles locked and guarded by security. 
Instead, demonstrators took over the Mitsubishi display 
stage with a banner and a megaphone informing consum- 
ers and Mitsubishi employees that, "The Word is Getting 
Around. ..Mitsubishi Destroys Rainforests!" 

Although there were no "official" arrests by the St. 
Louis Police Department, two coalition members were 
escorted from the scene. The action was covered by all 
major media in the St. Louis area. 

According to the International Tropical Timber 
Organization (ITTO), Japan is one of the largest tropical 
timber importers in the world. Mitsubishi Trading Com- 
pany, a principal supplier of this timber, is one of the most 
powerful of Japanese companies and is a major destroyer of 
forest ecosystems. Mitsubishi invests heavily in Malaysian 
logging operations. These operations will destroy all the 
remaining primary rainforest of Sabah and Sarawak in 
three to eight years. Mitsubishi also has extensive logging 
operations in Brazil, Indonesia, the Philippines, Papua 
New Guinea, Chile and Canada. 

The corporation is not just killing trees; it is 
destroying cultures. The Penan, Kayan, Kenyah, Kelabit 
and Iban tribes of Borneo are engaged in a desperate 
struggle to save their homes from logging. They have 
appealed to the state and national government, presented 
legal petitions and have set up roadblocks to stop what is 
now the fastest logging rate in the world. Many indig- 
enous people have spent weeks in jail for defending terri- 
tories that are rightfully theirs. Mitsubishi is responsible 
for cultural genocide. 

In addition to people, millions of animals and 
forest plants have been wiped out as their forests homes are 
destroyed. Important forest species face extinction due to 
huge multinationals like Mitsubishi who have created the 
highest rate of extinction since the age of dinosaurs. 

The Boycott Mitsubishi Coalition is urging con- 
sumers to boycott Mitsubishi products until the company 
develops a conscience. Yeah, right!

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Miners To Be Removed 
From Yanomami Territory 

On February 12, 1993, funding was made avail- 
able for a government project to remove illegal miners 
from Yanomami Territory in the Brazilian Amazon. 

An estimated 1 1,000 illegal miners have invaded 
Yanomami territory in search of gold. Until recently, no 
action had been taken against these garimpeiros (illegal 
miners). The government plan to remove the miners had 
been stalled because of a lack of funds. Now, however, 
funding for the program, "Free Jungle II," has been ob- 
tained from the budget of the Ministry of Justice. Opera- 
tion "Free Jungle II" proposes to: 

• evict the garimpeiros from the Yanomami re 
serve, 

• dynamite the miner's illegal landing strip, 

• impose stricter controls on the airports that the 
miners use. 

The Brazilian government’s delay of the program 
caused serious difficulties for the Yanomami. The 
garimpeiros' gold-panning damaged fragile river ecosys- 
tems and the influx of outsiders has brought in malaria. 
There have also been reports of prostitution as well as the 
open sale of alcohol and fire arms. 

During the previous invasion of the garimpeiros, 
between 1987 and 1990, 1500 Yanomami died. These 
deaths represent 15 percent of the entire Brazilian 
Yanomami population. This problem has proved disas- 
trous for the Yanomami in the past. Now that the Brazilian 
government has chosen to work with the Yanomami, we 
must show them that we stand behind their actions.

Correa, expressing support for this initiative and urging 
the Brazilian government to ensure that operation "Free 
Jungle II" will be followed up by a definite solution to 
avoid future invasions of Yanomami territory.

On February 1 1, 1993, an "explosive device" was 
found by police on the railway between Smithton and 
Stanley in northwest Tasmania. With it was a banner 
saying "Earth First Save The Tarkine." It turned out to be a 
fake bomb but that's not how the media interpreted it. 

Needless to say, this is the latest in the National 
Association of Forest Industries' (NAFI) campaign to dis- 
credit the conservation movement. All the Green Politi- 
cians in Tasmania have been on the media exposing this 
action for the set-up it is. 

However, all this is extremely worrying, as it 
shows how Tasmania is rapidly going down the same path 
as the US and the problems that EarthFirst! and the 
environmental movement in general has had with the 
Wise Use Movement. With a general election in Tasmania 
imminent, this seems to be a last-ditch attempt to discredit 
the Greens. Recently, a whole series of one-page adds were 
run in the main newspapers by NAFI urging people not to 
vote for the environment. 

Great Western Tiers Park Proposal 

Dominating the skyline of north-central Tasma- 
nia stand the Great Western Tiers, a magnificent escarp- 
ment with thickly forested slopes, spectacular dolerite 
cliffs and boulder fields, deeply incised gorges, sandstone 
cliffs and a multitude of streams, waterfalls, springs and 
swamps. 

Ecologically speaking, the Tiers are important for 
their steep climatic gradients, crucial in the context of the 
greenhouse effect, their low to high altitude vegetation 
sequences, their relationship to the Central Plateau and 
their diversity of topography, aspect and geology. 

The Great Western Tiers contain extensive an- 
cient forests . They include many communities of rainforest, 
wet eucalypt forest and dry eucalypt forest as well as 
subalpine forests and shrublands, sphagnum peatlands, 
sandstone cliff communities and montane grassland. Beau- 
tiful stands of King Billy Pine and Pencil Pine (relatives to 
the redwood family) are to be found in the gorges and 
other fire sheltered sites. Much of the higher altitude forest 
has only been lightly logged, if at all. The lower forests still 
abound in big old eucalypts, so important for wildlife and 
a prime target for the woodchippers. 

The area is home to all species of Tasmanian 
native mammals, no less than 70 species of native birds 
and a variety of invertebrates, reptiles and fish. Hence, on 
a state level, the Great Western Tiers is essential for the 
maintenance of faunal populations. 

The park proposal area encompasses about 27,800 
hectares (68,666 acres) most of which was listed on the 
Australian Register of the National Estate. The area is 
immediately adjacent to the Central Plateau World Heri- 
tage Area and the Tasmanian Department of Parks, Wild- 
life and Heritage in its report on the Central Plateau 
recommended that most of the proposed National Park be 
included. The Tasmanian Government has ignored this 
recommendation. 

Most of the park proposal area has been desig- 
nated a permanent logging zone. It is intended to feed the 
ancient forests to a new pulp mill. Forestry operations on 
such steep slopes and benches will increase land instabil- 
ity, erosion, contamination of water supplies and fire from 
escaped regeneration burns and arson (the plant commu- 
nities in the gorges and alpine areas are especially suscep- 
tible to fire) . Logging will also introduce exotic species and 
destroy the wilderness and old-growth characteristics of 
the Tiers. Locally, the Western Tiers campaign is going 
well. Tim Cadman organized a poll of Deloraine (site of the 
First International Tern perate Forest Conference) last week. 
Three hundred households were visited (over two thirds of 
the town) with 232 households agreeing to a survey. 
Results: Do you support the Great Western Tiers National 
Park Proposal? Yes: 57 percent No: 25 percent. Do you 
support Logging on the Tiers? Yes: 40 percent No: 33 
percent. The results were very encouraging and were 
splashed all over the newspapers! The Forestry Commis- 
sion has now refused to take the Native Forest Network 
(NFN) on a forestry tour of Cluan Tier, they are so pissed at 
the results! 

Logging in Warners Sugarloaf (one of the timber 
sales located in the Great Western Tiers) seems to have 
been postponed until April. An awareness picnic at 
Warners Sugarloaf was held in March with over 80 people 
coming to "see for themselves" what carnage the Tasma- 
nian Forestry Commission plans for the area. 

Any forest activists in North America or Europe 
who, by chance, have their thumb up their ass and are 
outraged at what's happening down in Tasmania, please 
consider organizing demonstrations, actions, sit-ins at any 
Australian Embassies or Consulates during the coming 
year. London and San Francisco might be good locations, 
but the more, the merrier. Any willing volunteers?

Dear Censorshit for Brains,

80s to purportedly save endangered elephants. The public 
wept at the descriptions of carnage, the groups sent out 
more mailers, & money rolled in. All of this when the 
groups knew their copy was hype. Regardless, the lie was 
too seductive, the truth too complex, the public too 
gullible. Money spoke louder than morals. The grand 
elephant was elephant was personified. Babar, remember? 

In fact, in Nature Wolf does not look down on 
Brother Squirrel. Or on Trout swimming quietly in the 
shadows. Mad Coyote does not dance with the spirit 
nobler than Lizard. Our particularly human prejudices are 
bom from our persistence to assign values, to say that this 
one is finer than that one. Funny, isn't it? As far as we 
know, other species don't judge each other. Other species 
simply live. One is no better than another. The Beetle has 
equal standing with Owl. Probably, these concepts of 
higher and lower don't even exist outside the human din. 
We create them. But outside the tottering human hot- 
house, gaia goes on, oblivious to our dimwitted judg- 
ments. 

Hierachies are evil. EF! knows that, and a focus on 
protecting Wildcat over Ant is wrong.

Fire suppression has allowed a dense understory of brush 
and young fir trees to take hold, trees normally removed by 
"cool" wildfires that swept through the forest every 15-25 
years. Such fires removed the brush and young firs and 
many young pines, but since they burned close to the 
ground — only rarely "crowning out" — the fires did not kill 
the more fire resistant older trees. Such a natural regime of 
frequent "low intensity" burns kept fuel loads low over 
most of the forest at any given time. And it produced a 
forest consisting of a mosaic pattern of many open— what 
we now refer to as classic — pine stands interspersed on 
wetter sites by occasional multi-conifer stands. 

Fire suppression transformed this structural mo- 
saic into a much more homogenous forest, due to the 
encroachment of dense bmsh and young firs. This, in 
turn, had several other effects. First, the spreading fir 
understory produced an almost unlimited food base for 
insect pests such as the Moduc budworm (the Fremont 
counterpart of the spruce budworm that has ravaged Blue 
Mountain forests), whose preferred food is tender young 
. conifer needles. Not surprisingly, the Moduc budworm 
has been increasing its numbers on the Fremont. 

A second and equally serious consequence has 
been the unprecedented steady build-up of highly com- 
bustible woody materials in the form of a continuous "fuel 
ladder" between the forest floor and forest canopy. This 
build-up of fuels has greatly increased the risk of cata- 
strophic crown fires on dry, eastside forests such as the 
Fremont, and it also has increased the danger that such 
fires, once begun, will scorch ever larger areas. Though 
such a conclusion might be deduced on the basis of 
common sense alone, recently it was confirmed by an 
informal historical survey of fire records conducted by 
Forest Service plant ecologist Bill Hopkins. When I ques- 
tioned Hopkins about his review of Forest Service wildlife 
data, he acknowledged the high likelihood that intense 
crown fires were infrequent events before humans began 
tinkering with eastside forests, and were relatively insig- 
nificant in terms of acreage scorched. Hopkins found that 
stand-replacing (hot) fires occurred in ponderosa stands 
approximately every 80-300 years and probably averaged 
*no more than 80-150 acres in size. These estimates are in 
sharp contrast with the large intense blazes that have 
occurred in recent years with increasing frequency on the 
Ochoco, Malheur, Winema and Fremont National Forests. 
Last summer the Lone Pine Fire on the Winema alone 
burned 30,000 acres, 80 percent of which were scorched, 
surely one of the largest intense eastside fires on record. 


According to forest ecologist Chris Maser, a simi- 
lar study of the wildfire history of fire-dependent pine 
forests in Arizona was unable to document even a single 
instance of a crown fire before fire exclusion was intro- 
duced at the turn of the century. And although differences 
between Arizona's pine forests and those in Oregon make 
the validity of a direct comparison questionable, nonethe- 
less, the fact that both surveys produced similar results is 
highly suggestive. 

From the known facts it would appear that the 
former structural mosaic of eastside forests actually inhib- 
ited the spread of intense fires over large areas, probably 
because of the lack of fuels on the ground and the relative 
absence of "fuel ladders" reaching from forest floor to 
canopy, Intense crown fires probably tend to be self- 
limiting under all but extremely windy conditions. And 
though more hard research needs to be done in this area, 
what we do know serves an ominous warning: that.if the 
eastside's forest health problems are not addressed very 
soon, even larger catastrophic fires in the future could 
consume hundreds of thousands of acres of forest at a 
stroke. 

These changes in the composition of eastside 
forests due to fire suppression occurred slowly, almost 
imperceptibly, over many years. Though Forest Service 
scientists were long aware of the problem, their repeated 
warnings went unheeded. The Forest Service was too busy 
"getting out the cut" to listen to its own experts, let alone 
respond. So a serious problem became a crisis by degrees. 

Certainly the balance has been tipped on the 
Fremont, where even old growth stands that somehow 
escaped past logging are increasingly at risk. Many ponde- 
rosa stands already are in rapid decline, literally falling 
apart because of increasing stress from insects and disease, 
all made worse because of the recent drought. 

High volume timber sales involving the liquida- 
tion of old growth are still being generated by Forest 
Service planners, and amount to a continuation of the 
same old destructive practices of the past. Despite rhetoric 
about "ecosystem management," Fremont staffers are 
forging ahead with plans to road and intensively log one 
of the largest remaining old growth ponderosa pine forests 
known to exist anywhere on the planet! If it is not halted 
in court, the proposed 1993 Augur CreekTimber Sale in the 
Deadhorse Roadless Area will, later this year, eviscerate a 
national treasure that has been widely referred to as the 
"Opal Creek of the Eastside." If the Forest Service is 
successful logging Augur Creek, it almost certainly will feel

away. Then a second hub and tack is placed in a straight 
line away from the road station and the first RP. This 
allows the surveyors to reset the station again. For less 
sophisticated roads, RP’s are just on two widely spaced 
trees, and exact measurement to the trees allows triarigu- 
lation. If the stake says “PT", "POT" or plain "P", then this 
is along a straight section of road, so don’t worry about the 
RP’s there. 

With construction sites, the process is similar, but 
there are many more survey stations. The most important 
ones are the RP's located well away from the building site 
which can be used after construction begins. Timber sales 
are also a good de-surveying target. Remember to be 
thorough. 

When you are going along removing every piece 
of flagging and all the stations and RP's, you will quickly 
accumulate too much stuff to carry. The best thing to do 
is move off a good distance from the potential road and 
bury them. Burning is no good because flagging is plastic 
and it can compromise your security. DO NOT cany the 
stuff out. This is the best way to get yourself in a lot of 
trouble. 

Security can not be overdone. Wear gloves, boots 
and easily washable clothing, and dispose of the gloves 
when done (in case there is invisible ink on them). Always 
be aware of patrollers and dogs (carry pepper for them — it's 
cheap, light and only bothers the dogs long enough for you 
to get away). Have several escape routes planned . If you 
see anyone, quickly get rid of incriminating materials, and ’ 
leave the area. And don't come back any time soon. 

Remember: have fun, be safe, be secure, and be 
nonviolent to all life. Earth First!

unconstrained to move ahead with similar sales in other 
roadless areas, such as on Coleman Rim, another Fremont 
treasure. 

Moreover, though the Forest Service finally has 
begun to address the forest health crisis, thus far the 
agency has placed too much emphasis on salvage logging, 
at the expense of restoration. Salvage is an attractive 
alternative for Forest Service bureaucrats because it carries 
few political risks and allows the agency to continue 
cutting large trees in high volume sales as in the past, while 
"looking good." So it isn't surprising that salvage has 
become the buzz word all across the eastside. And while 
salvage logging can be a valid component of an overall 
agenda to restore forest health, especially in roaded areas, 
it is no substitute for an orchestrated plan to re-introduce 
fire, re-establish a forest mosaic, and stabilize older stands. 
Salvage certainly is not the panacea it is portrayed as. 

For all these reasons the forests of south-central 
Oregon are at a critical crossroads. Decisions made in the 
next few years will determine the fate of the old growth 
that still stands, and quite possibly the fate of eastside 
forests as a whole. Despite having taken several steps in the 
right direction, the Forest Service wavers between past and 
future. Conflicting signals coming from the agency prob- 
ably reflect an internal struggle underway within the 
Forest Service over management direction. Some progres- 
sive staff want true reform, while others hang on to old 
policies, for whatever reason. And because the outcome of 
this intra-agency struggle hangs in the balance, it remains 
to be seen whether the Forest Service will be able to move 
in a timely and integrated manner to administer the 
drastic medicine needed to remedy the present crisis. 

Insofar as the larger picture is concerned, without 
unrelenting pressure from an aroused and educated pub- 
lic, Forest Service management of national forests in east- 
ern Oregon is likely to be nearly as ruinous in the future as 
in the past. Congressional action is needed mandating 
restoration of eastside forests with explicit language pro- 
tecting large diameter live trees.

Montana Mountain Lion 
Management Plan Needs Comments 

Comments are needed on a draft Mountain 
Lion Management Plan recently released by the state 
of Montana. The Plan, ostensibly an attempt to 
reduce mountain lion presence around urban areas, 
recommends an increase in hunting to decrease the 
population in such locales. Since hunting generally 
increases the reproductive rate of game species, the 
result of this type of "management" could actually 
increase the numbers of cats thus leading to more 
livestock depredation problems and more human- 
mountain lion conflicts. Wildlife activists have 
called the plan inadequate, both in its scope and 
specificity. The plan is lacking in its consideration 
of other factors such as presence or absence of other 
megafauna such as grizzly and black bears, density 
distribution, and management of small game and 
fur bearer species, the impacts of variable climatic 
conditions on mountains lions and their food sup- 
ply, and the impacts of logging practices. These 
important factors are absent from the Plan, though 
it does include identification of several specific is- 
sues that impact mountain lions, such as ungulate 
density and habitat protection. For more informa-

Weyerhaeuser Nyet! 

For those who have been following the Sibe- 
rian forest campaign, the Native Forest Network 
(NFN) is pleased to announce that there will be an 
ACTION at Weyerhaeuser's corporate office outside 
of Tacoma, Washington during the third week of 
May (17-2-1). While Weyerhaeuser is proceeding 
with caution in its negotiations with Lesoidom, the 
recently privatized Russian Far East Timber Com- 
pany, and the regional government in Siberia, all 
indications point to a joint venture agreement that 
will allow tire company to log 360,000 hectares 
(890,000 acres) of the Botcha River Basin in the 
Khabarovsk Region . The Russian Ministry of Ecology 
and local scientists have recommended establishing 
a nature preserve in the area to protect this unique 
forest ecosystem. 

We intend to send a clear message to 
Weyerhaeuser's Chief Executive Officer John 
Creighton that the Botcha River Basin cannot sus- 
tain the same destructive forest practices (i.e. 
clearcutting, overcutting, plantations, herbicides, 
etc.) that the company uses in North America. We 
also aim to convey our disgust at Weyerhaeuser's 
export-oriented operation which will allow raw logs 
to be shipped directly to the US — no doubt to make 
up for all the raw logs Weyerhaeuser sold to Japanese 
companies. 

If you are interested in organizing an action 
against a Weyerhaeuser facility or if you want to 
participate in the upcoming Tacoma action, please 
contact the Native Forest Network office in Seattle or 
Jake Jagoff at the Earth First! Journal. Your participa- 
tion can ensure that Siberian forests and their rich 
biological diversity don't fall victim to Weyerhaeuser's 
grime and greed.

Where the Buffalo Roam: The Storm Over the Revolutionary 
Plan to Restore America's Great Plains, by Anne Matthews.

Two new books acknowledge past mistakes in western land policy, but 
present diametrically opposed prescriptions for the future. 

Where the Buffalo Roam is a journalistic account of the odyssey Rutgers 
University professors Deborah and Frank Popper take through the land and 
cultures of the Midwest. Keenly observant and sensitive to unintentional 
ironies, observer Anne Matthews allows the people encountered, along with 
their eroding civilization, to make the case that much of the region should be 
restored to a natural state, a Buffalo Commons. 

Peering through the wide-angle lens that often only distance can 
proffer, the Poppers have noted a regional commonplace and refused to be 
blinded or intimidated by it: Humans are evacuating much of the Midwest. 

To put that phenomenon into context, the frontier, defined by the U.S. 
Census as a region with fewer than two people per square mile, and officially 
closed in 1890, has re-appeared and is growing on over 100 counties west of the 
98th Meridian. With this frontier comes the potential to recreate wilderness on 
almost 89 million acres of the Great Plains. 

Anne Matthews presents this truly revolutionary notion with abundant 
sympathy for the people who tried and failed to permanently settle the prairie. 
Many Midwest residents react to the Poppers' proposal by affirming the moral 
worth of settlement — reading demographic analysis as personal attacks. 

But the Poppers realize, and Matthews conveys, that the failure, while 
certainly cultural in origin, is rooted in a mismatch between land and technol- 
ogy: The West is dry, and as others have noted before, our civilization has never 
been willing to respect that most fundamental aspect of its natures. 

"What if we had not tried to force arid Oklahoma to behave like rich- 
earthed Ohio, piling on the pesticides and the herbicides, the sodbusting and the 
rip-up harvesting?" 

"The history of th e American W est, " Frank Popper broods, "is largely the 
chronicle of one long continuous hopeful feverish real estate transaction, and 
a lot of people, mostly those who could least afford it, got burned." 

The Poppers look astutely at history and suggest restoring biological 
diversity as the best response to the on-going exodus. Of necessity, this will 
entail government acquisition of much private property for a public ("Com- 
mons") purpose. 

Karl Hess, Jr., a "range resource specialist" and free-market ideologue by 
vocation, takes a different tack. In Visions Upon the Land, Hess, as impressively 
fluent as Matthews, twists and distorts Western history to advocate privatizing 
all Forest Service and BLM land. 

While this suit is older than Ronald Reagan (remember him?), Hess 
weaves into it enough new wrinkles to confound and confuse even the best- 
intentioned. Regrettably, Island Press, which usually publishes cutting edge 
pro-earth analysis, saw fit to print Visions Upon the Land. Hess' argument is 
sophisticated, and merits rebuttal. 

Acknowledging that public lands have suffered while livestock have 
been grazed on them, he manages to affix blame on over a century of public 
ideologies that discourage good land stewardship. Livestock, as the Cattlemen's 
Associations are so fond of reminding us, are a tool. Hess implies we can achieve 
whatever we desire with our tools, and our desires have simply been misdirected. 

The hubris that ideology transcends biology led to the present disaster 
on the Great Plains, and on almost all our public lands. But Hess, by misusing- 
using modem ecological terms (and even misapplying Leopold's land ethic!), 
conflates the social and biological world into one, ultimately denying the

independent existence of Nature, a la Alston Chase and Alan Savory. 

"Energy — whether in the form of sunlight, plants, animal flesh, or 
genetic material — is nothing more than information." Building from this and 
other equally intriguing metaphors, Hess suggests that ecological processes are 
properly subsumed by their social equivalents. Biological diversity, in this 
equation, depends upon cultural diversity. And to complete his argument, 
public ownership of land stifles cultural diversity. 

The dishonesty of this approach is only matched by Hess' selective 
reference to the past. The well-documented abuses of public lands form the heart 
of his appeal for privatization, which he says would lead people to strive "with 
single-mindedness toward environmental excellence." But private property 
unsullied by nearby public lands is hardly a novelty item — and its track record 
is worth examining also. 

Compared to most of the public lands, which remained public largely 
because of their lower biological productivity the Great Plains supported 
tremendous life: uncounted grassland flora, billions of prairie dogs, tens of 
millions of bison, elk, deer, antelope and other ungulates, and predators whose 
current names belie much of their original habitat: Lewis and Clark reported a 
"mountain" lion along the banks of the Missouri River. 

Today, under private ownership, almost all that life is gone. The 
naturally poorer public lands west of the plains, though much abused, support 
far more natural diversity. 

And in prophesying a Jeffersonian "virtuous republic of independent, 
caring, and responsible stewards, " Hess also fails to recall the privatization model 
closest to his one. He advocates a twenty -year transition during which each 
American gets "shares" to all (ex-) Forest Service and BLM lands, to pool for 
conservation purposes, trade for individual tracts of land, or buy and sell at will. 

In 1887, federal legislation purportedly designated to emancipate Indi- 
ans from the constraints of communal living, prescribed a similar twenty-five 
year transition to vigorous independence. Instead, the Dawes act succeeded in 
divesting native communities of most of their land (which ended up with Anglo 
economic interests) and in disemboweling aboriginal culture. Though the Act 
was rescinded before all Indian lands were lost, in many respects native cultures 
have still not recovered. 

Hess' proposal will not be enacted soon, but the sophistry of his 
presentation is dangerous nonetheless. Judiciously appropriating ecological 
rhetoric, he obscures the fact that the cow, a species that evolved in the 
rainforests of southeastern Asia, can only flourish in the arid West by drastically 
manipulating the landscape. Water must be impounded, or stream banks eroded 
away. Predators must be exterminated. 

But Hess, who believes only property owners can view land clearly, 
himself only sees it as a stage for a grand economic performance. As such, other 
species are minor characters, and the native ecological processes are ghost-like 
imaginings of the book's main protagonists. 

Deplorably, Hess' scholarly and articulate writing, though disingenu- 
ous, may win him an environmental audience tired of battle and eager to help 
the land while not offending ranchers. With earth advocates in the White House 
and Interior Department, now is the time to demand an ecological re-assessment 
of public land use, starting with the role of the cow in the west. Making us defend 
and explain the very idea of nature to our sympathizers may be the unfortunate 
legacy of Karl Hess.

Turn of the Wrench 

A Review

Dana Lyons’ new album Turn of the Wrench, is 
even more powerful than his classic Animal. 
Dedicated to "the dandelions, who will one day 
crumble the pavement into sand, returning the Earth 
to her wild beauty,” his tape traverses a landscape of 
perspectives and musical styles as varied as the earth's 
moods, from revulsion at the worst of the human 
enterprises to a celebration of the beat in us and 
nature. 

From the grim parody "TV God” (opens up 
my eyes, ...teaches what is real, tells what life is of, 
tells me how to feel”) he moves into understanding 
intimations of revolution in “1 Saw Blood”: "I get up, 
I wash my face, I eat some toast, I cannot taste. Get in 
my car and drive to work. The traffic here has gone 
berserk, But you know I dreamed that I saw blood 
upon my wall." “Turn of the Wrench", a ballad of 
Minnesota farmers who toppled numerous powerlines 
in the late 70’s and early 80’s, suggests an alternative 
to the helpless alienation and disempowerment of 
tolerating earth-oppressive business-as-usual. 

The clouds of anger lift entirely for “Dancing 
in the Dirt,” a song of celebration for "people of the 
earth... back in the hills amongst the trees where we 
belong" — just as danceable with its fiddles and rural 
flavor as the first two tracks are in their ominous 
electric rhythms. "Water in Nevada,” a love song 
both to a person and to desert accompanied by 
acoustic guitar and cello, presents Dana at his most 
tender and vulnerable — a different person, even a 
different voice, from the one who warned us, 
"Everybody be careful!.. .Keep watching your TV." 
The majestic "Half a Planet Away,” featuring the 
soprano saxophone of Denny Goodhew, is about a 
desert river journey, and about life: the endless cycles 
of at-oneness and aloneness, at-homeness and being 
"half a planet away," that we all experience. The 
somewhat Simon-and-Garfunkelesque “Canada 
Geese" is both an ode to migrating geese and 
changing seasons, and a bittersweet, slightly tongue- 
in-cheek commentary on the separation from earth 
that town life brings even to children. 

"Number Three," the tale of a B-52 bomber 
pilot called out for WWIII by computer error, recalls 
the Dana Lyons who brought us “I Saw His Body” and 
“Building One In My City" on Animal. Just as 
striking, and standing in vivid contrast, is what 
immediately follows: "Magic," a memorably melodic 
song and, more than anything else on this album, an 
expression of Dana's vision of truth untrammeled by 
civilized oppression: "I thought I heard a sound of 
magic everywhere...I thought I heard you speak, I 
thought 1 heard you speak/But you’re just an animal 
or some old tree/But I swear you said that you are my 
friend...." Kenneth Cooper on the traditional cedar 
flute gives us "Cry of the Forest," a reflective 
meditation on that same magic. With "Big 
Mountain” we are back to a world of loss: a relocated 
Navajo elder crying in a Flagstaff convenience store, 
haunted by memories of the canyon that was his 
home. "Drop of Water/Traditional Song" is a fitting 
finale, a powerful, eminently danceable tribute to the 
inevitable crumbling of all our dams, the victory of 
wild rivers and native ways. Distinguished, as is “I 
Saw Blood," by Lone Wolf Circle's insistent, "Gonzo”, 
new-tribal conga playing, it provides a foretaste of 
those drums’ prominence on Dana's and Wolf's 
current tour. The cut concludes with traditional 
Native American drumming and singing recorded in 
the Blackfoot Nation, where Milton Born With a 
j Tooth and the Lonefighters Society successfully 
[restored the Old Man River to it's natural course. 

Ted Schadler, Bob Conger, the Bop Cops (of 
the Jazz Police) brass Section, and many others lend 
their talents to this finely produced album. On tour 
they are replaced by the constantly reformulating 
"Howling Gonzo Orchestra”, whose prima, new-tribal 
energy can match Lone Wolf's. The "turn of the 
wrench" called for in both album and tour is not only 
the situationally-appropriate technological 
monkeywrenching, or even just a general dismantling 
of industrial "civilization" (already disintegrating of 
its own accord), but a "turn of the wrench* in our 
preconceptions. We need to undam ourselves as well 
as our rivers, crumble illusions, celebrate our 
connectedness, dance in the dirt, revere the wild 
beauty of life. Dana Lyons, Lone Wolf Circles and 
friends help us do that. "The Howling Gonzo 
Orchestra," we discover, is us. Throughout its many 
moods, Tum ofthe Wrench reminds us not only how 
to howl, but why.

— New Jersey /New York EF! 

On April 26th NJ/NY Earth First! 
blockaded the transport of Georgia- 
Pacific (G-P) rainforest wood with a 
lumberyard "Stump-Sit" just outside 
of Trenton, NJ. This stump-sit block- 
aded the gate of the G-P Yardville 
lumberyard for nearly two hours. At 
about 10 AM three activists arrived 
and immediately blocked the gate 
with four large tree stumps. G-P's 
initial response was to send out cam- 
eramen and an empty flatbed truck. 
The driver inched dangerously by as 
the activists were locking into the 
stumps. G-P's public relations people 
quickly arrived and asked the activ- 


ists to conduct their protest next to the 
gate or risk arrest. Minutes later a group of 
chanting support activists marched up 
Nf Rt. 130 to the lumberyard. G-P realized 
that no more profits could squeeze by 
when three of the support activists sat 
down in solidarity with the "chain gang." 
After a long stalemate, the police moved 
in. 

When the unchained activists refused 
to leave they were carted off. Next the 
cops began work on the chain gang. It 
wasn't easy for them to figure out how 
the activists were locked into the logs. 
Police tried lubricating the arm-holes with 
dishwashing soap, and poked and prod- 
ded, but that didn't get them anywhere. 
Then they tried to move the logs! They 


gave up on that bad idea when they 
realized the three people were chained 
and locked into the logs, with both 
arms, so that the blockade couldn't 
be moved much at all without break- 
ing arms and wrists! They eventually 
figured out how to get at the chain 
apparatus with various bolt cutters. 
Three activists were driven away to 
the Hamilton T ownship Courthouse 
and charged with defiant trespass 
and disorderly conduct. The three 
chain gang members were also 
charged with resisting arrest. The six 
were released on $2,000 bail each 
and await their June 15th court ap- 
pearance.

BRITISH 

HUNT 

SABOTEUR 

KILLED 

— Black and White and Green 

The British fox, stag, and hare hunt- 
ing season ended with the tragic death 
of a young hunt saboteur, the finale of 
a season astonishing in the degree of 
violent conflict between hunt support- 
ers andsaboteurs. Fifteen-year-old Tho- 
mas Worby was killed by hunters in 
early April. Amid much controversy 
over Worby 's death and his part in the 
Hunt Saboteurs Association, The Brit- 
ish Crown Prosecution Service (CPS) 
has yet to prosecute the hunters. 

Saturday, 3 April, 1993. Thomas 
Worby was out with other hunt sabo- 
teurs-— disrupting the last meet of the 
Cambridgeshire fox hunt The day had 
been a successful one for them, a fox 
having escaped unharmed when the 
hounds were called off its trail. 

The hunters eventually boxed up 
their hounds and drove the hound van 
down a narrow lane away from the 
meet area. About thirty saboteurs 
strolled along in front, hindering its 
departure. Huntsman Tony Ball, driver 
of the van, began revving the engine 
and nudging forward, attempting to 
clear the sabs from the path. They 
quickly scrambled for the side, but Tho- 
mas Worby's jacket snagged on the 
side-view mirror as the van forced its 
way past. He was dragged a consider- 
able distance before gaining a foothold 
on the running-board of the truck.

Twyford Down But 


— Oxford Earth First! J 


When yellow-jacketed security guards employed 
by Britain's leading stonecrushers, Tarmac, brutally 
ejected the Dongas tribe from their camp blocking the 
motorway cutting through Twyford Down in Decem- 
ber, 1992, the press decided it was the end of the story. 

For twenty years local people and activists had 
tried to prevent road-builders gutting this ancient 
chalk downland site and strewing its contents all over 
the surrounding watermeadows in the form of 40-foot 
embankments. Now, so the story went, the protesters 
had come to the end of the line; there was nothing to 
prevent Tarmac from swarming in with their CAT 245 
earthmovers and turning arcadia into carmageddon. 
The mainstream environmental organizations agreed 
with the press: Jonathan Porritt, England's green gum, 
declined to join protests; and the deputy director of 
Friends of the Earth announced magnanimously that 
it was time to say, "that's it, we've lost." 

But the press and the media greenies underesti- 
mated the resilience of an angry rump. Groups such as 
the Dongas tribe, the Friends of Twyford Down, Earth 


First! , Reclaim the Streets and Alarm UK put their heads 
and fists together. A new camp was established and a 
telephone hotline called Twyford Down Alert was 
formed. Since the end of February, the hotline has sent 
out a deluge of mailings and press releases advertising 
regular actions at the cutting. 

The response has been phenomenal. So far there 
have been some fifty demonstrations at the cutting, at 
contractors' offices and in the center of Winchester, 
the local town. Tarmac have been harassed everywhere 
they go. Their survey stakes have been tom out, their 
earthmovers immobilized by demonstrators armed 
with bicycle locks, their machinery sabotaged and 
burnt. Tarmac reckon the damage at nearly three 
million dollars. 

For three months the national press preferred to 
ignore the demonstrations. But on May 22nd, Tarmac 
shut down the main road to construct a temporary 
Bailey Bridge overnight, and foolishly dramatized the 
event by bringing in several hundred extra police for 
"Operation Market Garden. " Demonstrators responded 
with "Operation Greenfly."

Many 
people are not completely aware of 
what is going on in Canada. If we do 
not prevent it, endless forests, 
abundant wildlife, and trackless 
Arctic wilderness could live only in 
our memories. BC is the anchor of 
North American wilderness. But BC's 
wild places are under a more vicious 
and sustained attack than most of 
those in the US, and Canadian 
activists have fewer tools for fighting 
the destruction of these wild places. 
The best efforts of a dedicated few 
have scarcely slowed the slaughter. 
Using every tool available to us, we 
must pressure the government of 
Canada to stop the destruction. We 
must also take the fight directly to 
the corporate monster. Direct 
action, boycotts, letter-writing, the 
whole range — all are tactics which 
have proven effective. We must use 
them all, and more. 

Go to BC. See for yourself. 

Work with some of the most dedi- 
cated and visionary activists you will 
ever meet, who work under the most 
adverse conditions imaginable. They 
will inspire you. 

Idaho also means big wilderness. 
In defending the Cove/Mallard 
roadless areas, we have the chance to 
preserve the most intact ecosystems 
in the lower 48. Places where the 
grizzly and the wolf will thrive, if 
reintroduced and protected. We 
cannot allow a crucial part of Idaho's 
wilderness complex to be devoured 


by a rapacious industry and its 
bureaucratic lackeys. 

The Ancient Forest Bus Brigade 
is offering a ride from the RRR to 
base camp in Dixie, ID. Accept their 
offer, or get there any other way you 
can. The Bus Brigade has set up an 
awesome camp on private land, right 
in the middle of the area slated for 
Forest Service destruction. Plus they 
will feed you great vegetarian meals, 
if you come to work. You can also 
play for the EF! softball team — yes, 
there is one, and we'll be playing the 
loggers. And who knows, by the end 
of the summer, the locals might be 
right neighborly. 

Major campaigns are also 
planned for Headwaters Forest in 
Northern California, and Mt. Gra- 
ham, the site of this year's Round 
River Rendezvous. 



If you have plans to leave 
(hopefully not flee) the country this 
summer, check out the campaigns 
overseas. From Twyford Down in 
England to Samarskaya Luka Na- 
tional Park in Russia to Jackey's 
Marsh in Tasmania and all points in 
between. Don't just travel, make it a 
working vacation. Get involved. 

The so-called wise use move- 
ment still exists, and harassment of 
activists continues. Another hunt 
saboteur has been killed in the UK, 
and the police again may not file 
charges. Rik Scarce has been jailed, 
and Mark Davis and Darren Thurston 
are still in jail. The movement is 
under attack. But this is because we 
are effective; we are making a differ- 
ence; we are a threat. 

On the positive side, Peg Millett 
has been sent to a halfway house, 


and is due to be released in August. 
Judi Bari and Darryl Chemey are 
fighting back against the FBI, and 
winning. We have a piece by 
Jonathan Paul, who beat the system: 
forced them to play by his rules, and 
won. 

It is likely that the Journal will 
be going to a new home after the 
Lughnasadh issue. Undoubtedly 
things will be a little rough at first, 
but they will settle down. The 
support community, and the staff or 
editor or editors (whatever is decided 
at the RRR) will need our support. 
Not our unconstructive criticism, 
bickering, threats to withdraw, etc., 
but our support. Communication is 
the first step, not self-indulgence. If 
you have a problem with something 
you see in the Journal, talk to the 
people who put it out. Talk to, don't 
yell at. If we act together, if we 
remember who the real enemies are, 
if we remember just what we are 
working for, we have proven that we 
are an effective movement — a group 
that gets things done. 

One of the best ways to see 
things you want to see in the Journal 
is to come and work on it. Everyone 
I know who has worked on the 
Journal says it was one of the most 
rewarding things they have ever 
done. I certainly agree. 

Moves cost money. Now more 
than ever, the Journal needs our 
financial support. I can't say it 
enough — subscribe to the JoumaU 
Now! I'm amazed (maybe I 
shouldn't be) by how many activists 
have told me recently that they have 
never subscribed. They get a Journal 
from the local contact, take one from 
the table at an event, or occasionally 
buy one at a bookstore. I myself 
subscribed only last year, inspired (or 
maybe guilt-tripped) to do so by 
Mike Roselle (I wonder if he sub- 
scribes).

BC holds the world's record for dearcut 
size), Webb identified a total of 1050 
planned cutblocks for Vancouver Island, 
1201 for the Cariboo-Chilcotin, and 1326 
in the Kootenays. That's a total of 3577 
major clearcuts planned for areas that 
are now wild, all to be completed by 
1997/8. 

It is difficult, but very important, to 
understand the implications of Webb's 
report He offers an analogy: "It's like a 
bathtub when you pull the plug. Itdrains 
slowly at first, but when you get near the 
bottom it flows out very quickly in- 
deed." The bottom line is stark. In the 
next two or three years, BC will make 
choices about wilderness destruction that 
will not be open again for the next two 
or three thousand years. 

The Rest of the Grim Picture 

BC environmentalists don't have a 
lot left to work with. They've run public 
education campaigns envied the world 
over. They can't sue. Big Timber owns 
the conservative politicians and much 
of the media outright, and uses Big La- 
bor to keep progressives on a tight leash. 
Peaceful blockades by desperate com- 
munities, including hundreds by force- 
ful, committed bands of native people 
(known in Canada as First Nations), 
have been met with a ruthless, coordi- 
nated campaign of intimidation and 
suppression by industry and govern- 
ment. On Vancouver Island alone, 107 
people have been prosecuted for inter- 
fering with logging operations. Many 
have been sentenced to hundreds of 
hours of community service, and given 
two years' probation while more than 20 
others have spent up to 45 days in jail. 
Activists across the province face a wave 
of SLAPP suits as well. 

The BC Forest Alliance has retained 
the services of the world's largest public 
relations firm, Burston-Marsteller Ltd. 
of New York. This company practices a 
highly sophisticated form of conflict 
management, and has previously repre- 
sented the Argentinean government, 
Union Carbide after Bhopal; and Exxon 
after the Exxon Valdez oil spill. Burston- 
Marsteller has apparently had quite a bit 
to do with shaping the provincial media's 
coverage of forest and other environ- 
mental issues. 


Industry propagandists have been 
particularly successful in using a few 
pitiful instances of monkeywrenching 
to spread eco-terrorist hysteria across 
the province, helping to obscure 
industry's enormous crimes. 

Taking Action 

Road blockades will continue this 
summer on Vancouver Island both at 
the Walbran (see story next page) and at 
Clayoquot Sound, where Friends of 
Clayoquot Sound (FOCS ) will again be 
coordinating protests in cooperation 
with local native peoples. 

BC activists have begun to call for a 
worldwide boycott of BC's wood prod- 
ucts industries. Garth Lenz of FOCS is 
one pressing for boycotts of Interior and 
Macmillan Bloedel; he states simply, 
"consumers should not be supporting 
the destruction." Lenz and Valerie Langer 
of FOCS toured Europe with a slideshow 
presentation thatcost$5000. In response, 
the industry bankrolled a $1.5 million 
tour by top officials of the provincial 
government. 

Radicalization of BC's famously po- 
lite environmental movement may be 
the most lasting result of the NDP's 
sham reforms, but it is by no means easy 
to be a public radical in British Colum- 
bia. Environmental activists in BC are 
constrained both by Canada's civil cul- 
ture and by the necessity of living and 
working in communities dominated by 
industrial interests. Many have horror 
stories of harassment, intimidation and 
violence. Canadian police agencies rou- 
tinely monitor known activists. This is 
something to bear in mind if you plan to 
visit BC: you will be denied entry to the 
province if authorities learn you are an 
environmental activist — if, for example, 
you admit to having been arrested once 
on a logging road. Be discreet. 

In addition to the ongoing tragedies 
of southern Vancouver Island, there are 
stories in this issue about the Kemano II 
dam project and the plight of the Grizzly 
in BC. What binds all these horrors 
together, beyond their common loca- 
tion, are links to the world outside BC. 
Were it not for the US, European, and 
Asian markets for timber, metals, power, 
water, and even pieces of dead bears, the 
multinationals and their minions could 
not afford to destroy BC. US activists 
must help save BC, in part because we 
may be the only ones who can. 
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Clayoquot Ann Bridge Burned

On Sunday, May 16, at approximately 11 pm, the 
Clayoquot Arm bridge 20 km out of Uduelet was set 
ablaze. It was the second bridge in the Clayoquot area 
burned in the last two years: the Kennedy Bridge was 
burned in 1991. 

Sounds good so far — two bridges out. But the news 
is not good. The Kennedy Bridge was entirely de- 
stroyed — and rebuilt, in steel. By contrast, the Clayoquot 
Arm bridge was not badly damaged, with repairs esti- 
mated at $5000. 

But the big difference is that in '91, nobody got 
arrested. 

By thirty minutes after midnight, three local men 
had been arrested at a police roadblock. All are forest 
activists from the Tofino area. One was a chair of the 
Friends of Clayoquot Sound. He had to resign his 
position from jail. 

A security guard for MacMillian-Bloedel had re- 
ported a diesel spill on the bridge. He drove onto the 
bridge and left the truck to investigate. Smoke began 
to appear from under the beams of the bridge. The 
guard got the hell off the bridge and reported the fire. 

Firebug fever has been gaining momentum in 
Clayoquot since '9 1 . The toll now includes two bridges 
and two boats burned. But the damage is only a 
shadow of the rage and grief of the people who have 
struggled, mostly in vain, as the forests fall all around

On June 21st, 1993, Terra Primal will be opening a 
base camp on Qwa Ba Diwa First Nation's lands in the 
Walbran Valley. Acting on the public invitation of 
Qwa Ba Diwa spokesperson Peter Knighton (who offi- 
cially represents the chief, his brother) to anyone 
interested in stopping the destruction of Qwa Ba Diwa 
lands, Terra Prima! will be doing its bit this summer to 
help stop the colonial invasion of this native forest. 

Qwa Ba Diwa, situated on Southern Vancouver 
Island, consists of a large ecosystem known as the Five 
Valley ecosystem. Including the world famous 
Carmanah (a bastardization of the Qwa Ba Diwa name), 
the Walbran, Cullite, the Logan and Sandstone Rivers, 
this system contains most of the remaining three 
percent of southern Vancouver Island's original old 
growth Rainforest Home to the Marbled Murrelet, a 
species of flesh-eating trout found only in the W albran 
valley, and countless other endangered species, many 
of which have never even been inventoried, the Five 
Valley system will be further fragmented this summer 
by roadbuilding. 

In the South Walbran, Fletcher Challenge may be 
granted permission anytime in June to build a road 
through an area temporarily protected from logging by 
a past blockade and on to a sensitive ridge close to the 
source of Logan Creek. Fletcher Challenge, a New 
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Zealand-based multinational, isn't even allowed to 
clearcut in that country. FC sends most of the forests it 
cuts off-island as cants (logs squared off with only 
primary processing), barely processed lumber, chips, 
pulp and raw logs. FC is joined by in the Walbran by 
Megalith Macmillion Bloedel, a BC-based multina- 
tional famous for laying off workers in the name of 
competitiveness while saying that environmentalists 
are costing jobs! 

MacMillan Blowdown is applying for permission 
to build roads through the deferral area and in towards 
Anderson Lake, a hitherto pristine lake in the heart of 
the Walbran. Further cutting over Sandstone Creek, 
and possibly around Carmanah, will also be happen- 
ing this summer. 

Terra Prima! however is, going to kick butt. Begin- 
ning on the two-year anniversary of the first Walbran 
blockade; the base camp will be a focus for nonviolent 
resistance such as treeclimbing and road blocks. Past 
action in the Valley has included alliance building 
with the Qwa Ba Diwa, spectacular road blocks, and 
anonymous monkey wrenching.

Kemano II, Nechako 0? 

— Terra Prima! 

First off, Kemano is the name of the dam — Nechako 
is the river. Currently it flows into the Fraser River at 
Prince George. Check out a map of BC. The Fraser is the 
major river of BC, and the Nechako is a major tributary 
of the Fraser. 

Alcan first damned the Nechako 40 years ago, 200 
km upstream from Prince George, creating abig (90, 000 
ha) reservoir. At the western tip of this reservoir, Alcan 
dug a tunnel through Mt. Du Bose to the Pacific. By 
dumping up to 70 percent of the Nechako's flow 
through the tunnel, Alcan has been able to generate as 
much as 900 megawatts of electricty, which it mostly 
uses to power its aluminum smelter at Kitimat. 

The first dam flooded First Nations land and dis- 
placed an entire village. The Carrier Sekani nation have 
bee resisting Alcan ever since. 

Kemano II involves building another tunnel and a 
second, 540megawatt powerhouse. 87% of the Nechako 
will be diverted west instead of merging with the 
Fraser. This will definitely fuck up the salmon and the 
many native nations who live off the Fraser River. 
Alcanisn't going to use the power. They're selling some 
of it to BC Hydro [the provincial power monopoly — ed.] 
and exporting the rest to the US. 

The Nechako is still the spawing ground for twenty 
percent of the Fraser's total run of sockeye salmon. 
Despite campaign promises to review the project, 
despite reports from the government's own fisheries 
scientists detailing the dangers to the salmon runs, 
despite the public hearings the BC Utilities Commis- 
sion will be holding this summer, the NDP govern- 
ment insists that Kemano II will go ahead. 

The Ultimate Disaster? 

My name is Leonard Quaw. Iam very pleased to be here 
today so that I can express my views on an environmental 
issue. Iam from the Cheslatta'tan Nation. My life has been 
a direct result of an environmental disaster. That disaster is 
called Alcan. 

The home and land of my parents were destroyed by 
Alcan in 1952. They were tom from their ancestral home, 
uprooted with no notice, and forced to relocate to a strange 
place, which was inferior in every way. 

I was bom in the midst of the relocation process. My 
parents were devastated by the way they were treated. They 
were a proud, self-sufficient people, who looked after their 
land and their people. By the time I was bom they werg^ 
reduced to a hollow shell of humanity, their pride lost, their 
culture gone. 

That was the past. Now, just as we are getting back on 
the road to recovery, the government is going to allow the 
completion of the destruction, the final Armageddon of our 
land. 

Kemano II is the ultimate disaster for our people. It 
seems this project will go ahead the same as Phase 1 . Have 
we learnt nothing? Are we destined to the same future? Will 
history repeat itself? I hope not. 

fust as our people are about to recover from the flooding 
of our ancenstral home we are told the flooding will be a 
thing of the past. But it is not the flooding we must now 
contend with. It is the total loss of our lake. Yes, Cheslatta 
Lake will cease to exist if Kemano II goes ahead as planned. 
Gone will be our water, our prosperity, and our way of life. 

How much must our people endure? Think of this 
project in terms of the past. Now double the devastation. 
Project this image into the future. Incredible destruction! 
The grass will no longer grow, an ill wind will surely blow. 
The sun will rise upon a sick land. 

Look at the consequences this project will have not only 
on people but on the fish, wildlife, and the land. I implore 
you to resist this project, to stop the destruction, toleamfrom 
the past.

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THE GRIZZLY IN B.C. 


Grizzly bears. Images and impressions rood to mind: 
powerful, beautiful, intelligent, deadly, wild. Perhaps more 
than any other animal the grizzly defines wilderness in the 
human mind, for a land is not truly wild unless it is home to 
the Great Bear. 

But the grizzly has often been at odds with the goals of 
man, and has historically come out on the short end of the 
stick. In 1991 the Committee on the Status of Endangered 
Wildlife in Canada, which lists national species and their 
status, listed the grizzly as vulnerable, and the plains grizzly 
as extirpated; there are no more plains grizzlies in North 
America. They have been pushed farther and farther up and 
back into the mountains, in an ever more desperate effort to 
avoid the destructive hand of humans. 

There are somewhere between 2,500 and 10,000 griz- 
zlies in BC. About 6,000 is the most widely accepted figure. 
BC is one of the last places in the world where grizzly bears 
are hunted legally. In British Columbia we lose 8% to 25% 
of our grizzly population each year, with legal hunting the 
major cause of mortality. This is between two and six times 
the provincial guideline of no more than 4% mortality from 
all causes. 

In 1989 at least 765 grizzlies were killed by humans in 
BC, an amount roughly equal to the entire grizzly popula- 
tion in the lower 48 states of the US. Of these, 337 were 
hunted legally, 85 were estimated to have been wounded by 
hunters and not recovered, 68 were killed as "nuisance 
bears" (mostly around logging and mineral exploration 
camps), 260 were poached, and 15 were killed in accidents 
with vehicles and machinery. No doubt many cubs were 
orphaned. All this in addition to the long-term impacts of 
habitat encroachment, destruction and fragmentation, es- 
pecially through the roading of wilderness areas. 

Road-building and the loss of wilderness areas are the 
biggest long-term threats to the grizzly. Roads, usually built 
to facilitate "resource" extraction, provide human access to 
wilderness backcountry, removing and fragmenting wild- 
life habitat, displacing bears, and opening up areas for 
human killing of grizzlies. Greg Mills, a carnivore specialist 
in Washington state, estimates that for each mile of road 
built, approximately four acres of habitat are destroyed. In 
the US the Grizzly Bear Recovery Plan (1985, revised 1992) 
of the Interagency Grizzly Bear Committee recommends 
closing roads that enter grizzly habitat. Yet here in BC, roads 
continue to expand into the most sensitive wilderness areas, 
and are seldom closed. 

Anything that humans do in grizzly habitat affects the 
grizzly, mostly adversely. An old argument holds that 
dearcuts increase forage and are therefore good for the 
grizzly. This is only true for a few years after the cut; second 
growth forests provide poor habitat and little or no forage. 
Grizzlies carefully avoid humans and human-occupied places, 
and are thus driven back into ever-shrinking areas of refuge. 
Shrinking habitat can force bears to become more tolerant 
of humans (habituated) and dependent on human garbage 
dumps, compost piles, domestic animals and orchards for 
food. Such "conditioned" bears are at risk of being poached 
or shot as "nuisance" bears. 


On the Edge 


Human-bear "conflicts" usually lead to the death of the 
bear, and very seldom to the death of the human. Often 
people react to a perceived threat without being in real 
danger, the rationale being that if you can see it, it's a threat. 
For instance, a grizzly on your property is not necessarily an 
immediate threat to you. Bears can be relocated, not killed, 
but conservation officers are not always able or willing to do 
this, as it is dangerous for the human and can be extremely 
stressful and even fatal for the bear. People literally need to 
clean up their own backyards. Sources of bear attractants, 
such as garbage, compost heaps and windfall fruit need to be 
properly contained. Backcountry users need to understand 
and practice clean camp guidelines. 

The growing traffic in bear parts, often for the Asian 
market (galls as aphrodisiacs, paws for soup, teeth and claws 
for jewelry, heads and hides as display "trophies") is respon- 
sible for highly organized, systematic poaching of both 
grizzly and black bears. In March 1992, the North American 
black bear was officially listed in Appendix II of the Conven- 


tion on International Trade in Endangered Species (up- 
graded from Appendix III) as a result of the incredible 
pressure being put on bears for this heinous trade. 

In BC in 1991 at least 100 black bears and 15 grizzlies are 
known to have been poached for their body parts. The real 
figure is certainly many times that. Recently the BC govern- 
ment approved a ban on the commercial trade of bear galls, 
paws or genitalia separated from the carcass or hide. As of 
February 1, 1993, possession, trafficking, import or export of 
these parts is illegal in BC (the only exception being the 
ceremonial use of bear paws by aboriginal people). 

We can learn from the mistakes of the US, where there 
are now only 700-900 grizzlies left. The grizzly was listed as 
a threatened species in the US in 1975 and is "protected" by 
the Endangered Species Act. Millions are spent by govern- 
ment agencies and private organizations studying these few 
bears, educating the public, and working towards "recov- 
ery" of the species. The Americans have realized, perhaps too 
late, the value of the grizzly both as an indicator of the health 
of wilderness ecosystems, and as a spiritual symbol of all that 
is wild within us. Through public education and informed 
action, we in BC can choose a better future for the grizzly 
bear and for all of us. We can and must prevent the 
extinction of these beautiful mammals. ■ 



Trophy Hunting and Grizzly Survival 


Grizzly hunting is legal in British Co- 
lumbia, as it is in Alberta, the Yukon, the 
Northwest Territories, and Alaska. In 1989, 
33 7 grizzlies were killed legally in BC. About 
one-third of the grizzlies killed in BC are 
killed by non-residents. American and Euro- 
pean hunters pay $145 for a BC hunting 
license, $500 for a grizzly license fee, and 
thousands more in travel and guiding for the 
"privilege" of coming to BC to kill one of the 
last grizzlies on earth. 


Almost all grizzly hunting in British 
Columbia is done in the spring. There is 
controversy over spring hunts. One school 
of thought, that held by the BC Wildlife 
Branch, maintains that females are more 
visible in the spring because they have cubs 
with them. Another theory, popular among 
US grizzly researchers, holds that the bears 
are much more vulnerable in the spring, as 
they are weak and very hungry upon emerg- 
ing from their dens, and the young cubs 
require all the mother's attention to protect 
them from predation. Another problem is 
that mothers may approach potential food 
sources (such as carrion and hunters' bait) 
alone. If cubs are not visible the hunter is 
unable to determine gender. When females 
are killed, orphaned cubs are left to die. 


BC Hunting Regulations state: "There is 
no open season on any two year old or 
younger bear (grizzly or black) or any bear in 
its company." This is meant to protect fam- 
ily units and decrease cub mortality; the 
"bear in its company" is probably its mother. 
But grizzlies are the slowest-reproducing large 
carnivores in North America, and females 
may breed only every 3 - 5 years. There is 
nothing to distinguish a female from a male 
during years when they are without cubs. 

Populations are most se- 
verely damaged by the deaths 
of mature females. In a par- 
ticularly vulnerable subpopu- 
lation the death of a single 
female with cubs could signal 
the collapse of the entire sub- 
population. Between 20% and 
30% of legal kills are breeding adult females. 

Biologists believe the crippling rate, that 
is, bears that are shot and not killed or 
recovered, to be about 25% of the death rate, 
with one-third to one-half of these being 
breeding females. 

New studies show that trophy hunting 
interferes with the sexual dynamics within 
populations. University of British Columbia 
researcher Robert Wielgus recently found 
that: "trophy hunting for adult males ... was 
actually depensatory for reproduction and 
contributed to population decline." Trophy 
hunting upsets the delicate balance which 
has allowed grizzlies to reproduce and sur- 
vive for thousands of years. 

Legal killing makes it easier for poachers 
to disguise their illegal take as legal. Al- 


though the trade in bear parts has now been 
banned in BC, it is not illegal to be in 
possession of a legally obtained intact car- 
cass. A dead griz in the back of a truck would 
arouse a lot more suspicion if there were no 
legal explanation available. 

Current management does not reflect 
changing social values. People who live in 
BC and those who visit want to experience 
intact ecosystems, and intact ecosystems 
include grizzly bears. Trophy hunting "ben- 
efits" only a very few hunters; the majority 
of citizens are horrified. The revenues from 
license sales ($444,650 in the 1990/91 sea- 
son — approximately $400 for each grizzly 
killed by resident hunters, $2500 for each 
non-resident kill) can never justify doubling 
the population estimates, as the Wildlife 
Branch has done to rationalize continued 
high permit numbers. 

The Committee on the Status of Endan- 
gered Wildlife in Canada (COSEWIC) stated 
in 1991 that "a 4% total harvest rate is the 
maximum sustainable harvest for grizzly 
bear populations." World Wildlife Canada 
has recommended 3%. These figures seem 
arbitrary at best, especially considering the 
many other threats to grizzly populations, 
the impacts of which are difficult or impos- 
sible to accurately measure. Many people 
feel we don't know enough about grizzlies to 
kill ANY of them safely. The current BC 
mortality rate (8% - 25%) is clearly disas- 
trous. 

The October 1990, issue of Outdoor 
Canada magazine, a publication aimed at 
sportsmen, asked in an editorial: "With all 


the press that the grizzly has had lately — 
losing its home territory and dropping num- 
bers — why don't hunters step right up to the 
podium and support a ban on grizzly hunt- 
ing?" Why indeed. It will be a proud day 
when the hunting community takes the 
only principled stand and calls for an end to 
trophy hunting of the grizzly. 

Help the Griz Survive 

Write to the British Columbia govern- 
ment and let them know your views on 
grizzly hunting. Tell them a halt to the legal 
hunt, aside from stopping the killing of 
hundreds of bears annually, would make it 
impossible for poachers to disguise their 
victims as "legal kills." 

If you live in British Columbia, get a 
hunting license, enter the draw for a grizzly 
bear Limited Entry Hunting Authorization, 
and if you get a tag, don't use it. This tactic 
has been widely used in other areas and can 
be quite successful. Contact the Grizzly 
Project for details. ■

Escape! Escape! 

You felt this tenor before, if only in the black sweat 
of your worst nightmares. Relentlessly pursued. Run! Run 
for your life! Fisted-heart pounding against your ribcage. 
Legs cramping and flailing like the frantic fins of 
beached fish. 

You suffer the screaming lungs of someone unable to 
surface. Submerged — not underwater, but under too thin 
air. Staring up through watering eyes, searching for the 
orienting glow of sun or moon, any indication of north 
and south, up and down. The Earth spins beneath you. 
Every step is labored, as if running in deep sand. Your 
mind strains against all known reference, the way a tree 
strains at the inescapable approach of the chainsaw. 

Stop to rest and you are finished. Somehow you've 
got to go on, and there's only one way to go. Listen 
carefully, over the rush of blood in your ears, over the 
brush breaking in staccato bursts beneath your swelling 
feet. Listen for the clamor, penetrating the silence like 
polished teeth. Listen for the maddened tones of baying 
dogs, ever louder, rolling in on you, suffocating you with 
sound, shoving you forward, slamming you down against 
ungiving ground. Fix their position in your panting mind, 
and mn in the opposite direction. Away! Away! 

You don't know who's chasing you, or why. But you 
know instinctively that it is you they pursue, single- 
mindedly, mechanically, with the determination of death 
itself. You've tried every trick— exiting the river a hundred 
yards below where you enter it. Racing along rimrock 
where your scent is less likely to adhere. Back-tracking 
and circling around them. Struggling up near-vertical 
cliffs as telltale rocks plummet noisily below. But nothing 
works! The frothing, bug-eyed pack is almost on you, and 
somewhere behind, the armed men who trained them. 
Killer man and killer dog— co-products ofMolloch, of the 
cultural paradigm, of the industrial Leviathan, of cold 
iron and the stiffened smiles of plastic. Man and dog, 
unified in common cause, obsessed with a single goal. 
And that goal is to kill you. 

There's no other way they could catch you in this 
dense undergrowth. You could easily crawl under a 
canopy of boughs, climb a high tree, or squeeze into a 
rock crevice, pulling concealing brush in behind you. But 
there's no hiding from those determined canine noses, 
raised heads sniffing the winds, or lowered heads rooting 
and probing the leaf-strewn soil. Even if they were days 
behind instead of hot on your trail, they would still find 
you, homing in like flies to rotting flesh. They're coming 
to get you! 

You break cover, leaping onto the sheer face of a 
sandstone spire, digging your trembling nails in as the 
toeholds give way to the weight of your body. You fall 
hard to the ground, as the pack comes abruptly into 
sight. You squint to see the sparkle of the setting sun 
bounce off their collars of chain and trailing spit. 

What to do? Keep your back against the rock, strike 
out at the closest one with all your might, taking care not 
to expose yourself to the other harrying your sides, testing 
your steadily slowing reaction time. If they can, they wOl 
rip into your throat, disembowel you, pull bitefuls of your 
hair out, and then urinate on your lifeless body. If you 
fight back hard enough, you might survive to witness the 
clumsy approach of their handlers. You can then watch 
helplessly as one of them removes a revolver from its 
sheath, pulls the hammer back, and sends a one-hundred 
and fifty-eight grain lead and copper projectile at eleven 
hundred feet per second crashing through the front of 
your skull. 

You are one of the last mountain lions. And you are 
dead. 

Such is the fate of the Cougar. Panther. Puma. 
They are much too wily to be stalked, and difficult 
to trap, but they are vulnerable to the men with 
hounds. Dogs, the genetically manipulated and 
impoverished descendants of the wolf, turned 
against their wild brethren, accomplishing what 
"lord man" cannot do for himself: outmaneuver the 
great cats! They are the four-legged equivalent of the 
"good indians" once employed as scouts to search 
out the "hostiles" for an inept US Cavalry. 

Through skill and practice, I have snuck up on 
the feeding black bear, and learned to walk the 
streambank without alerting the jewel trout swim- 
ming in its crystalline waters. I have spent years 
immersed in lion country, without ever seeing one. I 
followed a big female all day, returning homeward 
to find her tracks superimposed over mine. Al- 


though I never saw her, she had watched me. How 
fortunate to ever glimpse them in the wilds, staring 
back at you before vanishing into the scrub. 

Cougars once ranged from Canada to the 
southern tip of South America, but are now extinct 
in the eastern two-thirds of the United States. They 
are seriously threatened in the Pacific mountain 
states, and barely holding their own in the more 
sparsely populated Rockies. A distinct subspecies, the 
Florida panther, continues to decline in spite of 
being on the Endangered Species list since 1967, - 
victim to speeding cars and encroaching develop- 
ment. The rest of the big cats were classified as 
"varmints" and shot, poisoned, trapped with no 
legal or ethical restraint 

Although now listed as "big game" in many 
states, mountain lions have been steadily eliminated 
from most of their original range. They have been 
hounded from habitat as diverse as high desert, 
swamp, alpine, mesa, open prairie and glistening 
jungle. 

One- to two-hundred pounds of lithe energy, 
they can swim, climb trees, and leap up to twenty- 
five feet onto their prey. A female's two to six cubs 
are fully four feet long by the end of their first year, 
and will stretch to eight feet from nose to tail by 
adulthood. 

Slaughtered because they threaten livestock, 
they much prefer deer and rabbits. This has earned 
them the enmity of hunters, although lion preda- 
tion actually guarantees the strength of the herd. 
Cougar kills of sick or weaker deer prevent the 
epidemics associated with overpopulation, and 
insure their genetic vitality. 

But more than that! Wild turkey in lion country 
see farther and fly harder. The deer are swifter, more 
alert, more alive as the result of the lone cat's stalk, 
short-range msh, and decisive blow. 

Somewhere in the Rockies, on a warm outcropping, 
mother puma is being mauled by her spotted young, her 
whiskers pulled and ears nipped as she gently pushes 
them back. She lays curled, but flowing, like a golden 
furred lake bordered by sandstone. When she moves, she 
embodies the physics of water, weighty liquid waves, one 
ripple after another beneath loose-hung skin. Always 
flowing. 

She doesn't jump down the rocks, but cascades over 
them, hindquarters and tufted tail following the front 
half through some invisible river channel. She flows 
down the dry wash, the "arroyo seco", filling the moun- 
tain seeps and fissures. 

To protect the lion is to guard a secret too special for 
the telling, save a spirit floating noiselessly somewhere 
outside the limits of your experience. It means protecting 
a poetic ensemble of fur and claw, a set of somber yellow 
orbs staring out of the pleistocene towards an uncertain 
future. They are the feel of water in the shape of a cat, an 
artistic subject of the greatest beauty, a vision of grace 
you will probably never lay eyes on. Art you will never 
see. Music you will never hear. With puma, we leam the 
medicine of appreciating that which is not there for us.. 

A man looks into a pool of water. He sees a reflection 
of himself, and apart from that, he sees a reflection of the 
world.

With the listing of the California Gnatcatcher as a threatened species last 
March, Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt incorporated special rules to provide for 
a regional ecosystem approach to species preservation while still allowing some 
development. This process, known as Natural Communities Conservation 
Planning (NCCP), has won the favor of the Clinton administration. Babbitt has 
said he intends the Gnatcatcher listing to serve as a national model — the proto- 
type for a new way of dealing with endangered species and their habitats which 
also seeks to "balance" the needs of the economy. 

The benefit of the NCCP process is thus far unclear. Is the program mere 
environmental tokenism, or does it represent a move towards a biologically 
sound, big picture approach to species preservation? While it is still too early to 
come to definitive conclusions, and while there are positive aspects of a re- 
gional, ecosystems approach, it is likely that the powerful landed gentry will 
substantially usurp any real protections. 

The beginning of the Gnatcatcher controversy can be marked by the Septem- 
ber, 1990, petition of the US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) to list the bird as 
endangered by the San Diego Biodiversity Project and Palomar Audubon. The 
Natural Resources Defense Council (NRDC) and ornithologist Jonathan Atwood 
of the Manomet Bird Observatory also petitioned that December. Six months 
later, the NRDC and Atwood petitioned the California Fish and Game Commis- 
sion to list the bird under the state endangered species act. 

Ecosystems or Subdivisions? 

The habitat of the Gnatcatcher, a tiny member of the thrush family, is coastal 
sage scrub. One of the least known, but most endangered habitats in the United 
States, coastal scrub is home to over one hundred species considered threatened 
or endangered, including the coastal race of the Cactus Wren, the Orange- 
throated Whiptail Lizard, and various locally endemic plant species. Some

estimates put sage scrub loss at over 90%, with agricultural clearing, and more 
significantly, southern California's ubiquitous suburban sprawl the main 
culprits. There are probably 250-300,000 acres of sage scrub left, primarily in 
disconnected, island-like stands. Some ecologists have predicted that southern 
California will become the epicenter of extinction in the US, due to the massive 
habitat alterations of the last two hundred years. 

With coastal sage scrub occupying some of the most expensive real estate in 
the nation (at upwards of $200,000 per acre), the economic and political pres- 
sure against a listing was bound to be intense. 

Orange County's Irvine Company (the largest urban landowner in the US) 
had several projects which would be affected by a Gnatcatcher listing. The 
company approached the Wilson administration in April, 1991, with a program 
whereby lapdowners and local governments would voluntarily work with state 
and federal officials to complete coastal sage scrub habitat conservation plans 
(HCPs). The program entailed the establishment of a scientific advisory panel, 
composed of state-appointed conservation biologists, who would advise the 
landowners on regional standards and guidelines for the HCPs. The conditions 
set by the Irvine Co. for participation in such a program were that the state and 
federal governments would not list the bird, and if such a listing were to take 
place, no further mitigation than the HCPs already in place would be necessary 
for their projects. At the California Fish and Game Commission's hearing to list 
the bird that August, a top official from the Wilson administration intervened to 
urge the Commission to withhold protection so that this program, dubbed 
NCCP, could be installed. Despite the staff scientist's recommendations to list 
and the legal directive to consider only science and not economic or political 
issues, the Commission obliged the Wilson administration. They denied the 
Gnatcatcher protection, and the administration proceeded with implementation 
of the program. 

Considering its origins, it is not surprising that the NCCP program, without 
the limitations of an endangered species listing, was soon termed "a recipe for

delay and failure" by the Endangered Habitats League, a group intimately 
involved with the program. Strong interim limits on development, promised to 
entice the participation of conservation groups, soon fell to political pressure in 
favor of voluntary enrollment of lands in the program. Not only was participa- 
tion in the program voluntary, but the developers were able to choose which of 
their lands would be enrolled in the program, and could withdraw their coop- 
eration at almost any time. Even with this completely feeble protection pro- 
gram, the state was only able to protect 30% of the Gnatcatchers, and 15% of 
the remaining coastal sage scrub in Orange, Riverside and San Diego counties, 
by the time of the federal listing. 

By March, 1993, it was clear that without any force of law behind it, the 
NCCP process was an ecological disaster. 

Federal Listing 

With Babbitt's listing of the bird in March, the NCCP process was incorpo- 
rated in the framework of the Endangered Species Act (ESA), reinvigorating the 
program and providing it with a certain amount of legal backing. 

A species afforded "threatened" status generally receives the same protection 
as one listed as endangered, except when a special rule applies. This rule, pro- 
posed in the Gnatcatcher listing under section 4(d) of the ESA, allows destruc- 
tion of habitat "associated with land-use activities covered under an approved 
plan prepared under the NCCP." The rule also allows for interim take while the 
NCCP plans are being developed, provided such take occurs under guidelines 
developed by the Scientific Review Panel (SRP), a five-member panel created as 
part of the original NCCP process. 

Landowners not participating in a NCCP plan are subject to the full restric- 
tions of the ESA. This means they must complete individual habitat conserva- 
tion plans in order to take Gnatcatchers (a process expected to be more tedious 
than NCCP participation). Thus, the Gnatcatcher ruling provides a practical 
incentive for the developer to participate in the regional planning process. 

Babbitt's plan is significant not only in that it attempts to incorporate re- 
gional, ecosystem-based planning into the listing, but also because it defers 
federal authority to the local and regional levels responsible for implementing 
the NCCP process. Furthermore, the listing package marks the first time in the 
20-year history of the ESA that the Interior Department has allowed develop- 
ment after a species has been listed — a clear compromise offered to "balance" 
the economy with the environment. 

The effectiveness of this new approach to dealing with endangered species, 
and whether it represents a step forward or backward depends on both the vigor 
of the implementation program and the ultimate guidelines issued by the SRP 
(Dennis Murphy (chair), Reed Noss, Peter Bmssard, Michael Gilpin, John 
O'Leary). 

"The Plan" 

At a March 31st workshop, Dennis Murphy presented a report outlining the 
SRFs guidelines. The "Draft Recommendation for Conservation Strategy" 
recognized the critical state of the coastal sage scrub ecosystem and called for a 
strategy of "no net loss" of habitat quality. The report recognized the transi- 
tional nature of coastal sage scrub (ecological factors may 
convert sage scrub into chaparral or grasslands and vice 
versa), and that successful conservation requires the conserva- 
tion of a mosaic of intermingled habitats. The strategy sug- 
gests breaking the southern California region into about 13 
subregions, each to lose no more than 5% of its habitat, 
concentrated in areas of low habitat quality (determined by 
patch size, presence of natural land, linkages to other habitat, 
proximity to high quality habitat and presence of species of 
concern). The paper suggests using mitigation for loss as a 
means to upgrade habitat elsewhere and better connect each 
subregion to the others. While there are some criticisms to be 
made, the general feeling is that the recommendations are 
ecologically sound and if enacted would be acceptable. 

As far too many examples have shown us, however, where 
there is a clash between politics and science it is usually 
science which comes up the loser. It is on the long road from 
recommendations to actual implementation that political 
pressure is most likely to undermine the intent of the pro- 
gram. 

Signs of Trouble 

The NCCP program is still in an initial phase; the precise 
means of implementation are not yet clear. However the 
initial process guidelines suggest that decisions will be made 
"through a collaborative process centered on local govern- 
ment and meshing with the conventional land planning and 
California Environmental Quality Act (CEQA) processes." 

The effectiveness of this kind of arrangement is immedi- 
ately called into question when one considers the type of 
local officials found in southern California. The dominance of 
development interests in local governments is overwhelming. 

It is not unreasonable to suspect that local decisions will not 
take the interests of the land to heart. 

Theoretically, state and federal wildlife agencies will prevent 
local officials from doing egregious harm. As a practical 
matter, this does not seem likely. These agencies have proven 
that they are susceptible to political influence in controversial 
projects, and there is also the simple matter of lack of staff 
and time. One agency ecologist has suggested that citizen 
pressure and lawsuits are the only way for them to start 
enforcing the existing laws. 

The integration of the NCCP with the CEQA process also 
does not bode well. The CEQA environmental documentation 
system is known for some serious flaws: citizen participation 
is curtailed by stringent deadlines for comment and legal 


action, and the lead agency that prepares the document is often the one that 
approves it. 

The Tollroad Sellout 

Compounding these doubts are recent events which cast serious doubts on 
the efforts to protect southern California's native ecosystems. Roughly a month 
before the listing of the Gnatcatcher, USFWS, in a stunning and calculated 
sellout, issued a "no jeopardy" ruling on the San Joaquin Hills Transportation 
Corridor, a tollroad which will bisect the largest remaining area of coastal sage 
scrub in Orange County. The ruling exempts the project from any restrictions of 
the ESA, including participation in an NCCP. In exchange, the Transportation 
Corridor Agency, in charge of building the road, has agreed to create 268 acres 
of coastal sage scrub for the 150 acres they will destroy. 

The mere fact that the exemption took place is a sign that coastal sage scrub 
will not enjoy serious protection. The conditions of the exemption itself also 
signal that the SRP guidelines will not see the strict enforcement hoped for. 
Numerous SRP standards are ignored; high-quality patches (containing 30 pairs 
of Gnatcatchers and 44 pairs of cactus wrens) are traversed, and more signifi- 
cantly, the road severely fragments the habitat it traverses. An SRP report states 
that habitat fragmentation is the most serious threat to biological diversity and 
is the primary cause of the present extinction crisis. 

Furthermore, the conditions of the tollroad mitigation project signal that 
mitigation will remain an easy out for developers wanting to destroy sage scrub. 
The restoration of coastal sage scrub is highly experimental; the creation of an 
ecosystem is even more problematic. In this case the mitigation is flatly absurd 
due to the siting of the mitigation on a recently closed landfill devoid of topsoil 
(150 acres), and on the banks of the road cuts for the tollroad itself (100 acres). 

At the March 31st workshop in which the draft guidelines were presented, 
justification for the tollroad exemption were articulated. Because the subregion 
is isolated from other subregions, and the tollroad itself will decimate only 5% 
of the total sage scrub in the area, the exemption was allowed. The 5% figure is 
disputed, however; it ignores the growth-inducing impacts of any road. So 
although the exemption for the tollroad was ostensibly before the Babbitt listing 
of the Gnatcatcher, it was done in collusion with the SRP. The precedent set by 
the tollroad provides early indication that southern California is still more 
concerned with environmental tokenism than ecosystem protection. 

On June 4th, Interior Secretary Bruce Babbitt, in Orange County to solidify support for his 
Gnatcatcher plan, announced that the Department of the Interior would reaffirm the 
tollroad "no jeopardy " ruling. Babbitt said he would not reverse the agreement because it 
is important that developers trust the government to keep its word. . . The tollroad mitigation 
project is now underway; workers are busy covering the entire landfill area with plastic 
sheeting (to cap the dump and reduce emissions), upon which topsoil will be placed and 
"coastal sage scrub" planted.

It seems appropriate that I am writing 
an article on "speciesism" the same week 
as the official anniversary of the Holo- 
caust. The daily Missoulian reports that a 
majority of American high school chil- 
dren cannot correctly identify the holo- 
caust as a historical event, nor do they 
show recognition of the word "holocaust. " 
It is my biased belief that future genera- 
tions will refer to the twentieth century as 
a combined holocaust of epic dimensions 
in both human and non-human terms. 
Not only did we humans accept multiple 
wars of mass destruction against other 
humans in this century, we accepted and 
perpetrated a gross and extreme global 
war of wanton mass destruction against 
other species. To me, it's all one catastro- 
phe of human character. 

I'd like to be able to write a nice, non- 
controversial article on this subject, ap- 
proach it rationally, quote the quotes, 
state the statistics, at- 
tempt to establish on 
philosophical grounds 
the moral imperative to 
act with respect and care 
towards the rest of our 
planet's inhabitants, be 
reasonable about the 
whole thing. That would 
be proper and correct 
and would stop me from 
hurting everyone's 
bloody feelings on this 
matter. 

I'm sorry, but I've 
had enough of all that. 

Feelings need to be 
ruffled, jumped on, 
darn-well steam- 
rollered until people pay some attention. 
The situation is simple and terrible. Al- 
most every habitat, every species and ev- 
ery biome on this planet is directly threat- 
ened in some way by the greed and com- 
pulsiveness of humans. Every last living 
thing, every plant and animal that is of 
beauty or beautifully ugly, every land- 
scape, every indigenous human tribe is in 
direct danger. There is not one living thing 
in the whole of creation that we are not 
directly threatening with our desire and 
our ignorance. 

This is "speciesism;" a belief that log- 
ging and logger's livings are more impor- 
tant than Spotted Owls, rainforests, Sibe- 
rian Tigers, or the cultural survival of the 
primitive Penan tribe; that the continued 
wealth of the American elite is more im- 
portant than the air we breathe or the 
ozone layer; that our "right" to develop 
private lands is weighed up against the 
right of the Marbled Murrelet to exist. 

I could approach it rationally, say that 
it's simply a matter of allocation of re- 
sources, that it can be fixed by the applica- 
tion of conservation principles. That log- 
gers and their corporate controllers could 
be given incentives to properly manage 
the forests. But it's already beyond man- 
ageable. 

I could quote the quotes, tell you that 


Aldo Leopold said that the "first require- 
ment in intelligent tinkering is to save all 
the parts," that Gary Snyder said, "There is 
no other life, " that even the Christian bible 
says that god said to Noah that he should 
take "of clean beasts and of beasts that 
were not clean and of everything that 
creepeth upon the Earth" into the ark with 
him and his kin, that the bible grants 
humans only "dominion," not the right 
to rape and pillage. But it’s beyond words 
now. 

I could state the statistics, bore you 
with the fact that one hundred species a 
day become extinct; that the current rate 
of extinction is faster than the estimated 
rate of extinction at the end of the age of 
dinosaurs, when the Earth might have 
been hit by an asteroid; that our human 
population will exceed ten billion early 
next century. It's too late for numbers. 

I could attempt to establish on philo- 
sophical grounds the 
moral imperative to act 
with respect and care to- 
wards the rest of our 
planet's inhabitants, talk 
about St Francis and 
Kant, and rational beings 
and the categorical im- 
perative, and the rest, but 
I'm sick of all that. 

For me, it's the Ho- 
locaust, continued. 
You're either a Nazi, or 
you're a spineless by- 
stander, or you're in the 
resistance. If you're a 
Nazi, you intend to get 
what you can out of the 
dying biosphere and 
could not care less about the beauty of the 
world. If you're a spineless bystander you 
probably have some vague feelings about 
"your beach," "your forest," "your back- 
yard," or "your Jews." 

And the resistance? You're doing 
something, for Earth's sake! You are jump- 
ing up and down on street comers, scream- 
ing at passers-by, wearing a bear suit, or 
teaching grade-schoolers about "the envi- 
ronment," or growing organic gardens or 
raisinggoats. You're in Greenpeace or Earth 
First! or the Green Party, or leading wilder- 
ness programs or subverting the Forest 
Service or anything but accepting the sta- 
tus quo. Because at least you aren't so sick 
with work or alcohol or drugs or 
Christianity that you can't feel good when 
the cool waters of a creek flow over your 
toes, when you eat a dirty carrot from your 
own patch, when your best-beloved hugs 
you fair-and-square. Because you can un- 
derstand that the value gained in a 
summer's day as a human animal is be- 
yond anything you can earn in a whole 
summer working in a Nazi corporation. 
Because when you're old and gTey and 
children turn and ask you what you did in 
the Holocaust, you will say with pride that 
you were in the resistance.

Weyerhaeuser Out of Siberia! 


Earth First! & the Native Forest Network Pay a Visit to Corporate HQ

The Native Forest Network (NFN), in conjunction 
with several Pacific Northwest Earth First! groups, 
kicked off its campaign against Weyerhaeuser's Sibe- 
rian logging concessions on May 20 at the corporation's 
headquarters outside of Tacoma, Washington. The 
protest focused on Weyerhaeuser's plans to clearcut 
large tracts of temperate forest in the Botcha and Koppi 
river basins. Over one million acres of native forest will 
be affected, along with a host of species including 
reindeer, brown bear, sable, salmon and the rare Sibe- 
rian tiger, of which only an estimated 200 to 500 
survive. 

The NFN has deemed the Botcha the newest and 
hottest temperate forest battleground! NFN is also 
working to stop encroachment into another impor- 
tant drainage, the Bikin river, where Hyundai wants to 
log. More and more activists, conservation biologists 
and even the public recognize the biological signifi- 
cance of the Botcha's forest community. We need to 
establish immediate resistance, both in Siberia and 
abroad where Weyerhaeuser's and Hyundai's corpo- 
rate offices, auto dealerships and other subsidiaries 
reside. Our action will provide our Siberian comrades 
with additional determination and spawn a series of 


protests, demos, direct 
actions, boycotts, and pa- 
per monkeywrenching 
around the world. 

The Weyerhaeuser 
action was intended to be 
so simple that I felt like a 
member of the Mild 
Lackies Action Team. 
However, Weyerhaeuser 
made sure that our action 
would not enter the 
Milquetoast Action An- 
nals. While activists were 
gathering in the parking 
lot, a squadron of twenty 
state highway patrol of- 
ficers on motorcycles ar- 
rived in military forma- 
tion and pulled into the 
public entrance, effec- 
tively blockingus from as- 
sembling. Guards with binoculars were posted on the 
roof. Clearly, Weyerhaeuser was taking no chances. I 
explained to Weyerhaeuser's security and public rela- 
tions officials that our intention was not to trespass but 
to have a peaceful demonstration, hold a short press 
conference, and present the company with some peti- 
tions opposing the project. Clean and simple! Not 
suprisingly, Weyerhaeuser refused to allow the dem- 
onstration near their concrete corporate lair lest we 
occupy their prized "earth-friendly" building. 

In the end, Weyerhaeuser's heavy-handed response 
sparked more media interest and gave our press confer- 
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ence more weight We generated a substantial amount 
of publicity about Weyerhaeuser's plans to bring in- 
dustrial forestry to Siberia, a timely issue given 
Weyerhaeuser's ongoing negotiations with Russian 
and Siberian parties. 

After the press conference, activists chanted the 
words of our stunning (thanks to Journal staffers) tiger 
banner, "Save the Siberian Tiger — Boycott 
Weyerhaeuser," alongwith "Weyerhaeuser — TheTree 
Killing Company," and others. Snaggletooth, our de- 
voted minstrel, led us in an inspired version of Restless' 
"For the Forests." Suzanne Pardee and I were asked 
inside to present our petitions and express our con- 
cerns. Suzanne did an excellent job of explaining 
NFN's opposition to Weyerhaeuser's proposed logging 
concession. In particular, she stressed the importance 
of keeping Weyerhaeuser's tree farms and roads out of 
the pristine Botcha river basin which is loaded critters 
inhabiting a thriving forest filled with large coniferous 
trees. 

The meeting was something of a joke given the 
Weyerhaeuser lackey's ignorance. They were very proud 
of the seedlings which they had sent over to their 
recently adopted sister city in Siberia. They claimed the 
trees were native to Siberia and had been grown in 
nurseries in the Northwest and returned for experi- 
mental reforestation. We pointed out this didn't make 
sense cuz it takes years (literally) to gauge regeneration 
rates and every site contains different growing condi- 
tions. 

The media who accompanied us inside sensed that 
Suzanne and I knew heaps more about the issue and 
picked up on the fact that opposition to Weyerhaeuser's 
project is increasing. They also were surprised to learn, 
first, that the NFN had met with Valaria Vogras of 
Soviet Gavan, a Siberian forest activist Weyerhaeuser 
had flown to the US for a week and, second, that he was 
not convinced of the company's good intentions. 
After a sickening display of niceness we figured out that 
this meeting had outlived its usefulness. On our way 
out, I muttered to one reporter, "Next time we won't be 
so nice about it!" He smiled, handed me his card and 
murmured, "Call me next time." *_

Stump-Sit Against G-P Rainforest Imports

In their written response, prepared for this 
action, Georgia-Pacific said that it is "impossible to 
determine" that they are the US's largest importer of 
tropical wood products from US Department of 
Commerce data. This is the typical first line of 
defense for any corporate public relations cam- 
paign — DENIAL. It is the same tactic used by govern- 
ments and advertising firms alike. But if public 
relations is the name of the game, G-P is in big 
trouble. Georgia-Pacific is the nation's largest 
importer of tropical hardwoods, based on US Depart- 
ment of Customs records. 

G-P failed to respond to criticisms of their 
staggering domestic offenses. From 1977 to 1989 
Georgia-Pacific was the second most frequent 
violator of US Worker Safety laws among the fifty 
largest US corporations. Between 1977 and 1990 G-P 
was the third most frequent violator of US air and 
water pollution laws, beaten only by DuPont and 
USX1 As a leading proponent of "acceptable daily 
intake" of deadly dioxin, G-P has law suits pending 
for dioxin release as well as being named "Poten- 
tially Responsible Party" on 96 Superfund sites! With 
their daily record, denial is obviously not their only 
defense. 

Two weeks after the direct action, G-P's cronies 
in the International Hardwood Products Association 
(IHPA) issued a statement to the New Jersey State 
Senate. Besides their faulty assumptions about (or 
ignorance of) ecosystem biology, they further misled 
and lied to the NJ State Senators. First, they insisted 
that boycotts are not advocated by "responsible" 
environmental groups. They then said, "as far as we 
know", EF! and Rainforest Action Network (RAN) are 


the only groups advocating boycotts. Let's hope the 
NJ State Senators are not as ignorant as the IHPA 
and G-P think they are. The IHPA referred directly to 
this action and the Earth First! movement. They 
claimed EF! groups "promote such dangerous and 
violent tactics as tree-spiking and suicide bombing 
in an effort to shut down the timber industry." 

SUICIDE BOMBING!? We can't let the covert, 
"unsolved" attempt to kill activists be spin-doctored 
into a SUICIDE BOMBING! NJ/NY EF! is 
preparing a response to the IHPA's 
misinformation for the NJ State 
Senators. Everyone should let the 
IHPA and G-P know what they 
think of this bullshit. This is the 
typical second line of defense: 

DISCREDITING the finger-pointer. 

Since IHPA members import about 
80% of the US's rainforest wood, 
they must be really nervous about the 
growing international boycott 

By happy coincidence, there is a NJ 
state law under consideration that would restrict 
the sale of rainforest wood. By happier coincidence, 
the blockade was just outside of the state capital and 
was covered on the front page of the Trenton Times 
and appeared on the ABC-TV Philadelphia evening 
news. We hope that the action inspired residents 
and politicians alike. After nearly unanimous 
passage through the NJ State Assembly, the 
rainforest wood ban is now being considered by the 
State Senate.

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NAFTA Is A Disasta— A Perspective

In the past few years, there has been a lot of talk 
about the environmental conditions along the Mexi- 
can side of the US-Mexico border, which have steadily 
deteriorated since the US and Mexican governments 
initiated incentives for corporations (the so-called 
maquiladoras) to locate there. It is generally accepted 
that conditions will further worsen if the North Ameri- 
can Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) is approved by the 
US. But these problems are only the tip of the iceberg 
when it comes to NAFTA's effect on the environment 

NAFTA was written by representatives of the mul- 
tinationals, for the multinationals. Any treaty with 
these credentials must be a disaster for the planet and 
all its life. 

NAFTA is basically a wet dream foT the wealthy: in 
order to raise our profits to even more astronomic 
levels and make ourselves even more grossly rich and 
powerful, how can we eliminate any environmental, 
health, worker safety, etc., laws and regulations; lower 
labor costs worldwide; and make any action by the 
grassroots completely irrelevant? This is precisely 
what NAFTA will do. It is the North American counter- 
part to the General Agreement on Trade and Tariffs 
(GATT), a wider treaty. 

In the name of putting all 
countries on an equal footing with 
regards to trade, NAFTAandGATT 
aim to "harmonize" trade stan- 
dards (laws, regulations, etc.) on 
tariffs, the environment, food, etc. 

In other words, they will create 
international standards by which 
all treaty members will be bound. 

The problem is that this "harmo- 
nization" will be to the weakest 
level; the least common denomi- 
nator. 

NAFTA standards follow the 
those set in the Codex 
Alimentarius — an arm of the UN, 
pretty much controlled by the 
chemical industry and 
agribusiness. As you can imagine, 
the standards are weak, to say the 
least. TheCodexsets,forinstance, 
allowable levels of DDT and other 
toxins in food. Any country with 
standards higher than those set in 
the treaties can have those laws or 
regulations challenged as unfair 
barriers to trade (referred to in 
NAFTA as "non-tariff barriers") . 

The country with the higher stan- 
dards must then lower them, com- 
pensate the challenging country, 
or face retaliation in the form of 
sanctions. This is how interna- 
tional standards will be reduced to 
the least common denominator. 

This is not some far-off future 
possibility; it is here now. Several 
countries have had to lower envi- 
ronmental standards as a result of challenges already. 
For example, Canadian pesticide standards have been 
relaxed due to a challenge by the US under NAFTA. The 
Canadian standards allowed less pesticide residue in 
food than US laws. This was deemed a barrier to free 
trade (the movement of US-grown produce into 
Canada), and the Canadian government (somewhat 
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willingly) lowered its standards to match those of the 
US. 

An international trade panel ruled in 1991 that 
sections of the Marine Mammal Protection Act ban- 
ning the importation of tuna caught using methods 
which kill dolphins constitute an illegal trade barrier 
and must be eliminated. Mexico (which has no 
equivalent law) had challenged the Act under GATT. 

In addition, Canadian paper manufacturers have 
asked their government to challenge US laws which 
require a certain percentage of recycled fiber in news- 
paper. Under NAFTA, these laws could also be found 
to be illegal trade barriers and thrown out. 

Governments are completely complidt in all of 
this. Trade treaties will become the excuse for not 
enacting tougher environmental laws; for politicians' 
sucking up to their corporate sponsors. They will say, 
"we can't make stronger laws because they'll just be 
thrown out by challenges under GATT and NAFTA." 
The same tired jobs versus the environment arguments 
will be used to scare the public: strong environmental 
laws are barriers to trade; trade barriers lead to trade 
sanctions; trade sanctions cost jobs. Even state and 
local laws passed by citizen initiative will be weakened 
or thrown out as they are challenged as trade barriers. 

Some Environmental Consequences 

If the NAFTA and GATT treaties are approved, the 
environmental consequences could be far worse than 
anyone has foreseen. Here are just a few examples. 

NAFTA defines water as a commodity — something 
which can be traded internationally. So any law which 
obstructs its free movement across international bor- 
ders can be considered a barrier to trade. This defini- 
tion is already leading to the construction of parts of 
the North American Water and Power Alliance 
(NAWAPA), a nightmare scheme to dam almost every 
major river in Canada and export the water (and the 
hydropower the dams produce), via a series of aque- 
ducts and canals, to the US. The James Bay Project is 
a part of NAWAPA. The fact that multinationals are 
already working on major parts of this plan is a good 
indication of their feelings on NAFTA's passage. And 
if NAFTA goes into effect, no federal, state or local law 
will stop NAWAPA from becoming reality. 

Recent studies estimate that 13 million Mexicans 
will be pushed off communal land holdings by 
agribusiness multinationals who (without laws to pro- 
tect local farmers) can compete better because of their 
size and resources. They will then introduce chemical- 
and fossil fuel-dependent agriculture — tons of pesti- 
cides, etc. The mass exodus of people from the coun- 
tryside will increase environmental problems around 
Mexico City, lead to increased emigration, and have a 
major impact on the remaining rainforests of Central 
America. 

In the US, laws are being considered which would 
ban the export of raw logs. In some cases, these laws are 
already in place. Such laws are necessary to protect 
both jobs and forests. Uh-uh, says NAFTA. These laws 
impede free trade. The same would be the case with a 
ban on the importation of tropical hardwoods. 

Politics, Politics 

The US, Canada and Mexico have all already 
signed NAFTA. The treaty must now be approved by 
the US Congress. The so-called side agreements (on the 
environment, labor, etc.) which have received so much 
publicity of late, are a scam — Clinton and Congress are

About 250 protesters marched up to the site, linked 
arm to arm in a scrum to form a Roman tortoise, strode 
with ridiculous ease through the chain link fencing, 
the razor wire and the cordon of police, and swarmed 
over the bridge like greenfly. It took police some six 
hours to get them down. 

This was too much for the press to resist. The next 
day the national papers were full of pictures of protest- 
ers and policemen dangling from floodlit girders, and 
the British public realized that Twyford Down was 
going down fighting. Going down, nonetheless. Tarmac 
have gouged an irrevocable chasm out of the hill and 
chances of stopping them completing the project are, 
frankly, negligible. 

But the resistance is not in vain. The road lobby has 
observed the anarchy and noted the disturbing fact 
that the good citizens of Winchester, even if most of 


sympathetic. And the straight environmental organi- 
zations have seen how the road lobby is becoming 
nervous; they have started to conclude that direct 
action, rather than tarring them with an anarchic 
brush, in fact gives a bit of clout to their irreproachably 
moderate stance. 

Thus it is that an unprecedented alliance of envi- 
ronmental groups has formed around Oxleas Wood, 
the next in line of the government's 200 or so road 
schemes. For the first time the lamb is lying down with 
the lion to stop the Machine. Respectable green groups 
such as FOE, WWF and the London Wildlife Trust are 
now happy to be quoted alongside Earth First!, whose 
representative, Jason Torrance, says: "For Oxleas there 
will be no talk of slowing construction work, only of 
halting the whole project, through mass non-violent 
direct action, if necessary." 


trying to mollify an increasingly nervous public. Any 
side agreement would be directly at odds with NAFTA 
and GATT; the two can't coexist. If a group of countries 
negotiates a side agreement with higher standards 
than those in either treaty, they could presumably be 
challenged on it by other countries not party to the side 
agreement (this is already happening as the US is 
challenging the European Community's ban on hor- 
mone-tainted beef under GATT). 
The only way the two trade trea- 
ties can coexist with side agree- 
ments is if NAFTA and GATT re- 
quire the highest possible stan- 
dards for environmental protec- 
tion; this would make the side 
agreements moot This will not 
happen — one of the main reasons 
NAFTA and GATT came about was 
so that multinationals could do 
whatever they want without hav- 
ing to worry about those annoy- 
ing local laws and grassroots 
groups. 

Any politician who claims that 
NAFTA will be good for either the 
environment or the people is ei- 
ther an idiot or a liar. Clinton is 
pushing for passage of NAFTA (if 
he's not in favor of it himself) at 
least partly because the business 
“community" is holding a gun to 
his head. The economy is com- 
pletely controlled by the multina- 
tional corporate scum who do busi- 
ness here. They are talking about 
how NAFTA not passing would 
"panic business." Their "loss of 
confidence" would mean that the 
recovery, so to speak, of the US 
economywouldnothappen. They 
are holding the economy hostage 
and Clinton knows he will be 
blamed if the US goes deeper into 
recession. 

Many mainstream environ- 
mental groups are so anxious to 
obtain influence with the Clinton administration that 
they are supporting the side agreements as a means of 
pursuing their own political agendas. They are selling 
out. 

What to do? 

International trade means, simply, exploitation. 
Exploitation of the planet and its life. Borders should 
be removed; international trade should be abolished. 
But in working toward those goals, we cannot ignore 
the reality of the system which exists now. As a first 
step, the trade agreements must be fought and junked 
entirely. Second, stronger environmental laws must be 
enacted which will extend to anyone doing business in 
the US. International laws on ecosystem and species 
protection must then be drawn up and vigorously 
enforced. 

If NAFTA and GATT are defeated entirely, and 
nothing is done to strengthen environmental laws 
internationally, the multinationals will continue to do 
piecemeal what the trade agreements would do all at 
once.

In Oxleas' case, direct action may not even be 
necessary. The British Roads Federation, the main 
road-lobbying group in Britain, took one look at the 
alliance massed against them, took a second look at the 
hassle given to BRF member Tarmac at Twyford, and 
within a week withdrew their support for the Oxleas 
scheme. The government's Department of Transport 
are now totally isolated at Oxleas; soon they will find 
themselves isolated on the majority, if not all, of their 
ludicrous road schemes. 

The road-building era is coming to an end. This key 
strategy in the project to keep economic growth ex- 
panding indefinitely is unraveling and on the point of 
disintegration. There will be other strategies; but this 
one will soon be dead. 

Twyford Down, however, will not die. It will 
remain a livid scar on the ancient British landscape; a 
testimony to the idiocy and ugliness of capitalism; to 
the power which a small number of determined people 
can exert when the majority waver; to the power of 
direct action. 
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Wheel of Misfortune

The Medicine Wheel, located at 9680 feet in the 
Bighorn Mountains of Wyoming, is a sacred site for 
Native tribes including Arapaho, Northern and 
Southern Cheyenne, Crow, Northern and Southern 
Shoshone, Navajo, Salish-Kootenai, Southern Ute 
and Sioux. It is also a sacred site for the US Forest 
Service, whose religion involves ritualistically selling 
out to multiple use interests. Strict management of 
the Medicine Wheel for "multiple use" has turned 
the site into a circus, involving the Bighorn National 
Forest, the town of Lovell, and the State of Wyo- 
ming. It seems the Freddies consider sacred sites to 
be worthy of little concern. They have actively 
undermined all Native efforts to maintain the 
cultural integrity of the Medicine Wheel by trying to 
turn it into a tourist attraction. The Wheel has long 
attracted public interest, and tourist numbers have 
been growing at a high rate. 

In 1989, the Medicine Wheel attracted 14,000 
visitors, but last summer, after a campaign by the 
Lovell, Wyoming, tourism industry to exploit the 
Wheel, visitor numbers jumped to more than 
70,000. Factor in a couple of proposed timber sales, 
myriad mining claims, token grazing allotments, 
and a herd of snowmobilers and the Medicine 
Wheel becomes another classic example of the 
Freddies' malevolent disdain for tribal religious 
practices. The result is that the integrity of the 
Medicine Wheel as a sacred site is being severely 
compromised. Presently a chain link fence is in 
place to prevent visitors from further desecrating the 
Medicine Wheel. Recent tourist seasons have - 
subjected the Wheel to sickening erosion, theft, and 
vandalism, offending the sensibilities of native 
practitioners who have made pilgrimages to the 
Wheel dating back to 4200 BC. 

In an effort to mitigate the damaging effects of 
maladroit Forest Circus management policy, Native 
American activists have been asking the Bighorn 
National Forest to provide a tiny 2.5-mile buffer

zone around the Medicine Wheel which would be 
completely excluded from the damaging effects of 
multiple use. Then practitioners of traditional native 
religions could peacefully journey to the Wheel for 
rituals and ceremonies, which in Freddyspeak is 
undoubtedly the "highest and best use" of the 
Wheel and its surroundings. 

Ideally, Native Americans would like to see the 
closing of the two-mile FS Road 12, which connects 
Highway 14-A with the Medicine Wheel. The road 
closure would likely solve much of the visitor 


problem, but you know how the Freddies feel about 
their roads. At a February meeting in Billings, 
Montana, Bighorn NF District Supervisor Larry 
Keown got all red in the face when Native Ameri- 
cans asked him if he could close the road in order to 
protect the site from further destruction. He said he 
could close the road, but instead chose to stay 
consistent with a 1991 Draft EIS which eliminated a 
"no action" alternative from the list of alternatives, 
claiming that a road closure would compromise 
multiple use interests. Although the entire 2.5 mile 
zone comprises a diminutive 0.04% of the Bighorn 
National Forest, Keown, the Great White Father, 
can't find it in his heart to exempt the area from 
multiple use. 

The Forest Circus lived up to its name when it 
tried to reach an acceptable short term management 
plan for the Summer of 1993. Instead of closing the 
road to motorized vehicles altogether, which would 
achieve the desired goal of reduced pedestrian traffic 
around the Wheel, the Forest Circus allowed the 
road to remain open to traffic as long as motorists 
remained inside their vehicles. Now motorists can 
simply drive up to the Wheel, do a lap or two, and 
get back on the highway. This kind of policy making 
is clearly an attempt to belittle the Native American 
religious freedom movement by refusing to give 
respectful consideration to tribes when sacred sites 
and Federal lands overlap. 

The Medicine Wheel Alliance in Huntley, 
Montana has been doing good work, but all at- 
tempts to make substantive policy changes or 
initiate meaningful dialogue with the BNF have 
been silenced. Any kind of assistance would be 
greatly appreciated by the MW A, and they can be 
contacted at Box 37, Huntley, Montana 59037.

(In the last issue of the Journal an article entitled The Original Humans Speak Out described the hisory and culture of the 
Lena'pe people. For 10,000 years they have lived in a region of [what is now called] Eastern Pennsylvania. The heart of 
their land was recently threatened by developers offering townhouses and sewers.) 

The following letter was read before the officials and citizens of Marlborogh Township during the long fight with 
developers. It was in answer to a question asked of Chief Sauts as to "how the Lena'pe Wolf-Clan Sakima and 
his people view the potential development of the Unami Creek and surrounding areas." 

Dear Katu’ha 
Hfi' 

The wapsi 'ni (invaders) have never been able to lay the exploitive hand upon the Sacred-Heart of 
Lunapaho'king (Lena 'pe Country) along the Unami Creek where my Wolf -Clan people of my Unami Band of Lena 
'pewuk came up from Inner Earth through the mighty rock outcropping and caves to the surface, led by the Wolf 
A who was directed by the Creator-Father to bring my people out into our surface Homeland. This is why, many 

A winters ago, I brought Aunt Touching Leaves, an elder visionary of our Wolf-Unamis to this Powerful Sacred place to 

\ do a Sunrise Ceremony to the directions and the Spirits-Of-Place who inhabit the geographical formations, the creek, 

Ph and the woods here, protecting it from invasion. 

\ This place is to be kept pure in preparation for the coming New Earth, when it will expand on and into all 

\ 1 directions engulfing all the artificial works and structures of the wapsi’ni until the whole earth surface is again a 

seamless whole. It is here, (along Unami Creek), that we still go to do our Sunrise prayers, and to commune with 
those of our ancestors who remained behind when the rest of us came to the surface anciently, just after Creator- 
Father made the world. These powerful ancestors continue to help us, as angels, to protect this place of our Unami 
I Lena'pes as this cycle ends and the beautiful New Earth prepares to come. There are others who have been called to 
H become apart of our people by adoption, and to help us see that no harm comes to this Sacred Place where our 

people have lived for countless ages; where our winter-lodge places are, and the ancient trade-paths criss-cross 
jlfjj toward distant destinations; where travelers stopped in the established shelter-overhangs for some bean and venison 
J I stew and a night's rest, and ceremonies were done as they still are, and fish were and are netted, and rarely seen 
/ species of woods creatures live protected by Meesing'

circles for calling animals continue to stand ready. 

Wapsi'ni has destroyed the body of Lena'pe country 
from western Connecticut and Manhattan to Maryland;

It is the place of miracles 
both ancient and new and of miracles still to happen as 
the New Earth of our Unami Lena'pe Prophets begins.

A stunning series of photographs 
and police reports, which show that the 
FBI lied about the position of the bomb 
that nearly killed Judi Bari, have been 
released to Earth First! activists by the 
Oakland Police Department. 

Bari and Darryl Chemey were driv- 
ing in Oakland on May 24, 1990, on an 
organizing tour for Redwood Summer, 
when a bomb exploded under Bari's 
seat, maiming her andinjuringChemey. 
Within minutes of the blast the FBI and 
OPD moved in to arrest the two activists, 
thereafter claiming that they were the 
only suspects in the bombing, and were 
knowingly carrying the bomb. 

The two agencies based their claims 
on their assertion that the bomb was on 


the back seat floorboard of the car when 
it exploded, and that Bari and Chemey 
must therefore have been aware of its 
presence. The photos released by the 
OPD clearly show, however, that the 
damage is centered under the seat, and 
the rear passenger seat is relatively un- 
damaged; some photos show OPD tech- 
nicians holding a mock-up of the bomb 
in the one place it could have been to 
cause the damage it caused: directly un- 
der Bari's seat 

Bari and Chemey have filed a law- 
suit against the FBI and OPD for their 
mishandling of the bombing, charging 
them with false arrest and other civil 
rights violations. The photos and police 
reports were released due to this lawsuit. 

Lawyers for the two activists are also 
asking for a court order to protect all the 
remaining evidence in the 
case, after discovering that 
the only known copies of 
a key document had been 
lost or destroyed. A mo- 
tion filed May 28 in the 
US District Court in San 
Francisco asks for sanc- 
tions against the agencies 
and individuals respon- 
sible for the destruction of 
the document The docu- 
ment in question, a Bail 
Enhancement Declara- 
tion, was filed at the time 
of the bombing to justify 
Bari's and Chemey's bail 
being set at $100,000. The 
activists contend that the 
Declaration must have 
contained falsehoods, 
given the lack of evidence 
against them, or the high 
bail would not have been 
approved. 


In a related develop- 
ment on May 21, the FBI 
told reporters that they 
had closed their case on 
the attempted murder of 
Bari and Chemey, though 
the guilty party has not 
been found and the stat- 
ute of limitations has not 
yet expired. Both the FBI 
and OPD claim that they 
have no more leads to fol- 
low in the investigation. 

"That's just another big 
lie," saidjudi Bari. "There 
are plenty of leads. The 
problem is that they point 
to police and big timber." 

Bari says the FBI was pub- 
licly handed a police in- 
formant letter written 
about her in 1989, which is typed on the 
same typewriter and in a matching style 
to one of the death threats she received 
right before the bombing. "I have pub- 
licly stated that I believe I know who 
wrote these documents. Yet the FBI and 
police have failed to investigate." 

There are serious indications that 
big timber interests including Louisi- 
ana-Pacific, Pacific Lumber and the so- 
called Wise-Use Movement spread false 
documents and information to create a 
climate of violence leading up to the 
bombing. "Apparently the FBI and OPD 
would rather be caught in a cover-up 
than reveal whatever it is they are cover- 
ing up," said Bari. 

In light of these new developments, 
Bari and Chemey are calling for a Con- 
gressional investigation of the bombing 
and police cover-up. "Clearly the FBI 
and OPD are too compromised by their 
involvement in the cover-up to conduct 
a reasonable investigation of the bomb- 
ing," said Bari. 


Bari and Chemey are also seeking a 
Congressional investigation of FBI Spe- 
cial Agent Richard W. Held, who an- 
nounced his early retirement in May. 
Held was a principle proponent of the 
FBI's COINTELPRO program to "disrupt, 
discredit, and neutralize" social change 
movements in the US. Held was in 
charge of the FBI's investigation of the 
1990 bombing. 

On May 24, 1 993, the third anniver- 
sary of the bombing, Earth First! held a 
demonstration at the FBI headquarters 
in San Francisco. In spite of the hard 
rain, a healthy crowd turned out to see 
the unveiling of the photos proving the 
FBI and OPD have been lying about the 
incident.

Worby began banging on the win- 
dow to encourage the driver to stop; Ball 
refused. Thomas' grip loosened and he 
fell to the roadside, only to rebound 
underneath the vehicle. His head was 
crushed by the rear wheels of the seven- 
ton truck. 

The truck sped away as Thomas' 
friends attempted to resuscitate him; 
blood was pouring from his ears. Three 
passing hunt riders were implored to go 
back and call an ambulance, but re- 
sponded, "We're going the other way." 
A police car was finally flagged down, 
and an ambulance summoned. Other 
saboteurs in the area were taunted by 
hunt supporters, who seemed amused 
by the death. 

Cops Waver on Prosecution 

Police have released Tony Ball on 
bail; he is now allegedly in hiding. The 
decision on whether to prosecute the 
driver or the hunt organization rests 
with the CPS. We interviewed Superin- 
tendent Tony Rogers of the Cambridge 
Criminal Investigation Service, the of- 
ficer responsible for the investigation. 
Rogers stated that the CPS would need 
evidence of culpability before prosecu- 
tion is considered, but that the CPS 
would interview all the witnesses. Rogers 


also said that the boy's father is on 
record in the local paper as being critical 
of the recruitment of such a young per- 
son into the hunt sab movement. 

"The Hunt" 

The death has rocked the normally 
quiet Cambridgeshire countryside. Ritual 
fox-hunting is a traditional pastime in 
this area, and supporters of the hunt 
consider themselves to be conservation- 
ist, but often of a uniquely British "High 
Tory" political breecL The countryside 
and the "English Tradition" are seen as 
key to the national character. This out- 
look may include acceptance of the aris- 
tocratic hierarchy and "progress" in in- 
dustry. Outsiders to the area are not 
welcome unless they conform to the 
unspoken rules and are willing to hob- 
nob with the gentry. The social affair of 
hunting (and the hunt ball, at which 
one is supposed to make the "right" 
marriage and connections) continues, 
although many hunts are bankrupt. 
Others are in financial trouble, mainly 
due to the success of the sabotage move- 
ment. 

The Cambridgeshire fox hunt has 
always had arestrainedrelationship with 
the regular saboteurs, with none of the 
violence or injuries which have marked 
other hunts. Apparently there has been 


a level of tolerance between sabs and 
hunters, a sort of tacit agreement. Super- 
intendent Rogers reported that hunters 
have made allegations that Worby was 
an "outsider" and not welcome. 

The recruitment of urban youths is a 
controversial move. It seems that the 
sabotage movement has successfully 
threatened the elitist way of life in this 
area. As an urban youth in local author- 
ity care, Thomas Worby was caught up 
in the British class and social system. 
The cultural distance between Thomas 
and the hunters is immense, and this 
adds to the tragedy of his death. 

Hired Thugs 

The past hunt season saw the intro- 
duction of security firms specialising in 
deterring saboteurs. This provoked a dra- 
matic escalation in violent confronta- 
tions between sabs and hunt supporters, 
and vicious acts of retaliation by the 
hunting fraternity "protecting their 
threatened way of life." This retaliation 
included: an attack on two Leeds sabs in 
January by a hunt supporter armed with 
a scythe; a man requiring seven stitches 
from a blow from a horsewhip; and a 
woman who was pinned down and had 
sheep shit stuffed into her mouth. In 
addition, there have been instances of 
attacks on saboteurs in their vehicles. 


In September, the Northumberland 
Beagling Festival was policed by Estate 
Management Services (EMS) .These thugs 
were effective in removing opponents, 
and have since been hired by rich 
foxhunts eager to bump up their secu- 
rity. 

In a letter to clients, EMS included 
the sinister claim, "We are constantly 
updating our files on the Association. 
We have identified and profiled their 
leadership. We have names and addresses 
of the committee members and prime 
movers in the group. We know their 
vehicles and their methods of opera- 
tion. We are investigating their methods 
of generating income and the ways they 
recruit new members." 

Of the 193 hunting packs in En- 
gland, about 50 are "bothered" by sabo- 
teurs, and 8 employ security firms. Po- 
lice have supported the use of hired 
heavies, "ifproperlytrainedandbriefed." 
This would seem to indicate that the 
police themselves are not "properly 
trained and briefed." 

The British Field Sports society claim 
that there have been 28 "attacks" on 
hunts since September, 1992. By this 
they mean orchestrated disruption by 
hunt saboteurs.

She was transferred 
on May 26, and as soon she was outside the prison 
walls she let loose with a long, echoing howl, 
celebrating a body being out in the desert air with- 
out barbed wire around her.

Peg is still incarcerated, and will be until the end 
of August before her sentence is up.

She will be able to work a job outside and receive 
furloughs for other activities outside which will 
hopefully include visits with friends outside the 
halfway house walls. The move means getting used 
to a whole new set of rules, living conditions, staff 
people and roommates, but Peg is feeling like she 
can see the light at the end of what has been a long 
arduous tunnel.

A Letter from Dancn Thurston 

Greetings from within the machine. I've been 
accused of participating in the June 1, 1992, Animal 
Liberation Front action at the University of Alberta's 
Ellerslie Research Station, where 29 cats were liber- 
ated and $100,000 damage was done to the facility. 
After being charged with the U of A liberation, I was 
also charged with nine additional counts related to 
five previous ALF actions in Edmonton during 1991 
and 1992. Grant Horwood was also arrested and 
charged with the U of A liberation. He had his 
charges stayed at his preliminary trial on November 
12, 1992, due to lack of evidence. At my prelimi- 
nary trial, January 11-14, 1993, Grant refused to take 
the stand and testify. The judge has ordered him to 
appear at my trial. If Grant refuses he may face jail 
time himself. At the end of my preliminary trial I 
had three of my charges dropped and was ordered to 
stand trial on the remaining charges. 



Our so-called "just-us" system has kept me caged 
much like my animal sisters and brothers for the last 
three hundred and thirty-six days. Denied bail now 
six times on the grounds that I am a "threat to 
society"! Oblivious to the fact that I have no 
previous criminal record, and whatever happened to 
"innocent until proven guilty"? Although the real 
issue here is not whether I am "guilty" of the 
charges, the important question is: why is non- 
violent action in defense of living beings that are 
imprisoned and scheduled to be tortured and killed 
a crime? Why are the vivisectors allowed to roam 
free while activists working for those that cannot 
help themselves are jailed? What are the real crimes 
here? 

My beliefs were strong before and now they're 
even stronger. Stronger than the concrete and steel 
cages where they try to break us. My tears have 
dried up. I am strong, I am angry. Sisters and 
brothers this is a plea, one that you have heard 
others speak lately. Now is the time to rejoin the 
wild. Go forth and find your roots, be at one with 
the eagle, cougar and black bear. Forget your 
placards, signatures and speeches. For the few that 
have the strength, the time is here... direct action in 
defense of Mother Earth. Run free, move fast Life 
underground. Be silent, be strong.

They Jail Authors, Too.

In a warped way, I should probably feel 
complimented that the government has jailed me. 
They went to all kinds of trouble and waited more 
than a year to see if I would testify about what they 
think I know. They spent tens of thousands of 
dollars in pursuit of me ... Thanks, folks, but I'd 
have preferred that you'd paid me directly. 

On May 14, 1 was sentenced for contempt of court 
by a federal judge in Spokane, Washington. I refused 
to fully cooperate with a federal grand jury investi- 
gating a 1991 ALF break-in at Washington State 
University, where I am a PhD candidate in sociol- 
ogy. I answered dozens of questions, but I've de- 
clined to answer a total of 37. 

The feds are tired of going after activists — tired, 
frustrated, and finding it fruitless. So now they 
figure they’ll go after me — someone who has written 
a book on the environmental movement 
( Ecowarriors ) and who has been continually research- 
ing the movement since 1989. 

A week before they jailed me, the Ninth US Circuit 
Court of Appeals ruled that I had to testify. More 
than two weeks later, they still haven't issued a 


written ruling, so we don't know what their logic is. 
Grand jury secrecy is bad enough, but when the 
courts start acting like prosecutors, we're all in big 
trouble. 

It looks like I will be appealing the circuit court's 
decision to the Supreme Court, arguing that 1 am a 
researcher/writer and therefore I'm protected from 
grand jury testimony. In order to pursue the Su- 
preme Court case I’ll have to stay in jail, which I'm 
prepared to do. I don't have anything to say to the 
grand jury. 

The judge who put me in here said it was coer- 
cive — time in jail is meant to coax me into talking — 
not punitive — punishment for not talking. How 
many people do you know who are in jail to coax 
them into anything? I've heard of legal fictions, but 
this one is as good as "clearcuts help the forest." 

Now than I'm in, jail isn't such a bad place. My 
big complaints are the food and the cigarette smoke. 
But the guys are alright. In fact, thanks to Jonathan 
Paul's groundbreaking work in the same jail, I've 
been treated like a conquering hero. Somebody told 
me 90 percent of all federal cases involve infor- 
mants, so anyone who refuses to kowtow to the 
government's wishes is given a lot of respect. 


Off Idaho route 12, where Post Office creek flows 
into the Lochsa River, is a 187-acre clearcut. Back in 
March, 1989, when there was still a forest there, 
someone tried to save it. With gloves and hammer 
someone pounded 500 pounds of eight inch spikes 
into the trees in a vain attempt to preserve the pristine 
forest 

In March, 1993, five men (John "Spicer" Blount, 
Jeff Fairchild, Dan LaCrosse, Arvid Hartley, and Neil 
McLain) were charged in this action. 

In early June, Hartley and McLain agreed to testify 
against the other three in return for reduced sentences. 
Both admitted to spiking trees with the intent to 
hinder the Post Office Creek timber sale, a misde-

meanor. The maximum sentence is one year in jail. 

Blount and Fairchild were originally accused of 
two counts each of conspiracy, tree spiking, and will- 
fully injuring and committing depredation against 
property. LaCrosse was charged with two counts of 
conspiracy. All three had been charged under the 1988 
"war on drugs" crime bill. The bill contained provi- 
sions introduced by then-Senator James McClure of 
Idaho which called for severe penalties for tree-spiking 
if the damage was valued at over $10,000. 

On Friday, June 4, Blount decided not to contest 
the charges. In the face of overwhelming evidence 
against him, he decided to make a political statement 
of the trial. He would admit to buying spikes and paint, 
and making one of two trips to the site. He would not 
deny spiking trees in Post Office Creek. 

At this point, however, the government's case 
began to unravel. 

On June 9, the third day of the trial, all charges 
against LaCrosse, and all charges against Blount and 
Fairchild related to the McClure legislation, were 
dropped. The prosecution was unable to prove that the 
spiking had caused over $10,000 damage. 

Perhaps more significantly, the government failed 
utterly in its attempt to link the EF! Direct Action Fund 
to the spiking. 

i Blount and Fairchild still face charges of willful and 
malicious damage to government property and con- 
spiracy. Blount considers himself a political prisoner, 
persecuted for his environmental views. He has en- 
tered a plea of no contest. Fairchild has pleaded 
innocent. 



And how could I cooperate? If I testified I could 
never talk to an activist again — or at least no one 
would talk to me. And how would people in 
academia treat me? I would violate my professional 
code of ethics if I answered those questions. Who 
would hire someone known for his unethical 
behavior? 

So I'll be here for a while. I guess it's obvious that 
my spirits are high. Something about resisting the 
state's efforts to turn me into one of their agents has 
emboldened me. A lot about America needs chang- 
ing, but nobody — especially the federal govern- 
ment — has a right to fool with the First Amend- 
ment. When that goes there'll be no stopping them. 

What you can do: 

Send letters to Attorney General Janet Reno 
requesting that the federal government release me 
immediately. Let her know that the First Amend- 
ment has "don't tread on me" written all over it.

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Beating Them at Their Own Came

Jonathan Paul has been released from jail after 158 days behind bars for refusing to 
cooperate with a so-called "federal investigation" of environmental/animal rights 
activists. This is his story, but it is also a story which could happen to any dedicated 
Earth activist. Read it carefully. This could happen to you. 

My gut told me I was going to jail. 

It was around five o'clock on October 12th, 1992. I had just finished a day in 
a private investigator's office in Eugene, Oregon. I was working 
toward my own P.I. license and an investigation business of my 
own, which I hoped to focus on environmental and animal 
issues. I left the office and walked quickly to the parking lot 
across the street, climbing the stairs to the fifth floor, where 
my car was parked. The wind and the rain refreshed me 
after a long day indoors learning the ropes of the P.I. trade. I 
reached my car and had just put the keys in the lock when 
two figures came up behind me. At first, I was quite 
startled, because I was cornered in a dead-end parking lot. 

But I realized who they were from their trench coats and 
wool hats: FBI. 

The tall, skinny one showed me his badge and the short, fat 
one apologized for startling me. "Yeah, right," I thought, as I 
tried not to comment on their stereotypical, made-for-TV image. "We are not 
here to arrest you," the tall one said, "we have a subpoena to hand to you." The 
short one broke in, "You are Jonathan Paul, aren't you?" I replied, "Yes I am. 

It's obvious from my license plate, isn't it? How did you find me here, any- 
way?" The tall one smiled and said, "We have eyes everywhere," and handed 
me the subpoena, to appear before the Spokane Federal Grand Jury on Novem- 
ber 3rd. They asked me if I would like to answer some questions. I told them 
no way, and got into my car. They walked back to their standard issue white 
Chevy Caprice. 

The rain poured down the windshield as I read the subpoena. I noticed that it 
had been issued at 4:30 pm in Spokane. I looked at the clock on the dash. It 
read 5:09 pm. In half an hour, a subpoena was issued and I was located 100 
miles from my home in a five-story parking lot. 

Big Brother is watching. It became a cold reality. It wasn't until I got home 
that I heard the whole story. 

Apparently, while I was being subpoenaed in the parking lot, two other fibbers 
had gone into my workplace. When they found I wasn't there, they left, and 
the P.I. I was working with called my house to tell me I'd had visitors. Big T got 
the call. He watched a police helicopter circle our Portland house as he was 
being told that the FBI was looking for me. 

Although I knew, somehow, that I was going to jail, most everyone I talked to 
told me not to worry, because no one had gone in yet. But I was worried, and I 
told everyone to watch it happen and that this situation was different. 

I prepared myself to go to jail. A week before I was to appear, I drove down to 
California to my partner's house to spend some time with her and have a place 
to leave my dog, Libby, in case I went to jail. Libby sensed something was 
wrong. She would not leave my side, and was peeing in her sleep. On Election 
Day, I reluctantly voted early, then my sisters and I flew to Spokane to the grand 
jury. I didn't feel nervous anymore. I was prepared to go into the clink. I was 
going to fight the grand jury to the end. What I didn't know was that the "end" 
wouldn't come for 158 days. 

After virtually every right guaranteed under the Bill of Rights was denied me — 
as they are everyone who goes before a not-so-grand jury — federal Judge 
Fremming Nielsen found me in contempt of court and ordered me taken away. 

My sis Caroline was very angry when the judge announced he was putting me 
in jail. She gave three US Marshals a 30-second workout They were able to 
handcuff her, but only after she had them straddled all over the courtroom 
benches. Assistant US Attorney Frank Wilson could hot wipe the smirk off his 
face. 

The Government had won their first round, but that was as far as they would 
ever get. 

My first night in jail was difficult. I felt very helpless, and Sleeping in a lit-up 
cell was not easy. The next morning, a US Marshall asked if I would like to 
testify. He told me that if I did not, I would have to wait another 30 days for the 
grand jury to reconvene. I shot back: "the day I die is the day I will testify." I 
was led back up to my cell knowing it was going to be a long road to freedom. I 
hired a local attorney and my friends and family scrambled to set up a support 
network. My attorney felt my due process rights were violated because I was 
refused legal counsel and ten minutes was not adequate to prepare my defense. 
Surprise of surprises, the judge denied the motion and I went back to jail. We 
appealed, but the appeal was denied, too. 

I accepted — as all political prisoners must — that I was looking at a long time in 
jail. But I also knew that I would never compromise my beliefs. I would be 
released on my own terms even if it took 18 months, which is how long some- 
one can be held for civil contempt for not talking to a grand jury. I kept my 
strength up, knowing other political prisoners have spent and will spend more 
time in jail than I ever would. The first two months were the most difficult. 
After that I got used to the time, read many books, and caught up on my 
writing. During my third month in jail, after being hassled and threatened

because of my "environmental views" by some other inmates, I tried to get 
transferred to a minimum security prison, but the judge, still Fremming Nielsen, 
denied the request 

The US attorney tried to make me out to be a threat by claiming that I had 
bought a Beretta 9mm in 1987. This was a total lie. We checked Justice Depart- 
ment records and there was no record of me ever owning a 9mm. 

Finally, after nearly five months, my attorney filed a "Grumbles” motion . 

[ed. note: This type of motion compels the government to release a prisoner 
because his/her incarceration is no longer to coerce, but has become punitive, 
without trial or conviction.] Ironically, the very thing that got 
me jailed — not talking — could result in my release. 

At about the same time, my attorney told me that the 
media were calling him and interviews were being set 
up. My friends from Last Chance for Animals set up 
a press conference with both of my sisters present. 
This was our chance to get the issue out to the public 
and show the true colors of the grand jury process, 
and how it was being used to oppress the environ- 
mental/animal rights movement. 

My sisters told the media, and the public, what all of 
us in the movement must know: that the government 
has used the grand jury to attack and disrupt the anti-war, 
civil rights, Native American and other movements. They 
get us to talk about each other, and to distrust each other. 

The only way to beat them, and to stop such witch hunts, is to not cooperate. 
To refuse to support the system that attacks us, and the planet. 

As a result of our offensive, the national media (including A Current Affair, 
People magazine, Entertainment Tonight, Los Angeles Times, San Francisco 
Chronicle; etc.) ran stories about the grand jury and my environmental views. 
Ironically, in jailing me, the government had given all of us a platform to talk 
about the threat to the planet. 

So we were hitting back at the government — and hard. National media, legal 
motions— and on the morning of April 9th, I was called down and released. 

When I walked out of the jail the press asked me how I felt. I just smiled and 
said, "I won. I beat them at their own game." 

Activist Legal Network Set Up 

An "Activist Legal Defense Project" has been started to provide legal and other 
assistance to environmental and animal rights activists threatened by grand jury 
harassment. The project is sponsored by Last Chance for Animals, but acts 
independently and is designed to help independent, grassroots activists. 

If you are hassled by federal authorities and/or grand juries, or you know 
someone who is, don't ignore it Don't clam up and not share with other 
activists. Call the Project. Ask for information to empower yourself and our 
movement.

The Forest Service has long been cast as the federal 
govemement's flagship natural resource agency. While we 
might point to the agency's hideous record of abuses rather 
than its mythic history of competence, environmentalists 
would generally agree that the direction of the Forest Service 
is a good indicator for the whole alphabet-soup network of 
environmental bureaucracies. A hard look at recent Forest 
Service antics should, therefore, snuff out any lingering 
hopes that the new boys in DC can fix what's wrong with the 
way we treat the planet. 

What with political offensives by the timber junta in 
control of the Forest Service itself, purges of resource special- 
ists and honest managers inside the agency, the Clinton 
administration's inability to pursue even a failed liberal 
vision of environmental reform, cutthroat manueverings by 
Western politicians defending porkbarrel destruction, and 
the hapless flounderings of the national environmental 
groups, an activist could almost lose sight of the continuing 
crimes against nature at the heart of all the intrigue. Almost. 

But every day the political nightmare drags on is an- 
other chunk tom from the wounded land, a thousand 
stumps more left screaming on the mountainside, another 
river filled bank-to-bank with silt, cowshit, and endless 
reports detailing in exquisite obtusity the damage to be done 
according to the Plan. The politics matter because they 
control the fate of the forests.

regulations, giving higher-ups an easy way to discipline 
dissidents and managers who don't make their timber 
quotas.) 


The Timber Junta Takes the Offensive 

The timber bureaucrats who run the Forest Service are 
old hands at Washington politics. The agency's recent 
policy initiatives, including its adoption of Interior Secre- 
tary Babbit's enthusiasm for "ecosystem management" and 
a preemptive strike against efforts to end subsidized clearcuts, 
show that USFS mariagers remain masters first and foremost 
of the management of perceptions. 

Nigel Blakley's neat summary of "Ecosystems Manage- 
ment" (see above) can scarcely be improved upon. His first 
comparison, of "Ecosystem Management" with "New Per- 
spectives, " is particularly revealing, for the New Perspectacles 
program used overkill technical analysis, totalitarian con- 
flict-management techniques and All-American marketing 
sleaze to bathe the same old bulldozers, chainsaws and cows 
in a soft green light. 

Cooptation is the classic political response to demands 
that won't go away. But sometimes a truly Machievellian 
strategist will take up a cause not to divert its followers, but 
to discredit them. That was almost certainly the case in the 
Forest Service's announcement this May of a new plan to 
end below-cost timber sales by 1998. 

Below-Cost Timber Sales: The Big Setup 

Forest activists have been hammering away for more 
than a decade at the Forest Service's practice of selling timber 
for a lot less than it costs to prepare, offer, monitor and 
mitigate the sales. With the federal deficit and environmen- 
tal outrage both rising rapidly, the so-called below-cost 
timber sales have become a huge embarassment for the 
USFS. With the comingof the "environmentally enlighted" 
but "fiscally cautious" Clinton administration, reforms 
seemed inevitable. 

But the USFS needs below-cost timber sales. Under 
accounting rules reminiscent of the Medellin Cartel's money- 
laundering schemes, the Forest Service makes money by 
spending yours. In addition, a lot of the agency's support on 
Capitol Hill comes from the lobbyists and politicians who 
represent the interests that make big bucks on cheap federal 
trees. 

So, before the new administration or the national 
environmental groups could get around to a serious attack 
on below-cost sales, the Forest Service announced its own 


country, regional and local papers ran stories foretelling the 
min of timber-dependent economies. The timber industry 
loosed a propaganda blitzkrieg. Proponents were stuck de- 
fending a lousy proposal they never made. 

Net result: real below-cost timber sale reforms lost a lot 
of political ground. 

The USFS never intended implementing the below-cost 
sales plan. In a series of memos down the chain of com- 
mand, on-the-ground personnel were advised of ways to 
alter timber programs to avoid the proposed changes. No 
one began to plan for sharply reduced cuts: rather, District 
Rangers and Forest Supervisors kept planning for roading 
and logging in years when the plan being released to the 
press would have had entire forests shut down. 

Suppression of Science & Dissent 

Most of the changes that have been made in Forest 
Service policies have been imposed by advocates who force 
the agency to live up to its own specialists' findings about the 
impacts of roading, grazing, and logging programs on native 
biodiversity. 

Rather than change the policies causing all the conflict, 
USFS managers have done their best to undermine the 
laws — and the people producing the embarassing reports. 
Independent and agency researchers alike have faced severe 
attack by National Forest managers. In the desert southwest, 
a 20-year researcher was thrown off Forest Service land for 
failure to secure a permit no one else had ever had, critically 
interrupting his unique study of Mexican Spotted Owl 
reproduction. In the Northern Rockies, a USFS hydrologist 
finally resigned rather than accept continued suppression of 
studies which showed dearcutting was wrecking water 
quality and harming endangered stocks of wild salmon and 
trout. In Alaska, a report on the habitat needs of old growth 
dependent forest species produced by an entire group of 
USFS and other scientists was shdved, and a road engineer 
wrote a document dismissing the biological effects of 
dearcutting whole islands of temperate rainforest. 

Reform-minded, or just marginally honest line offic- 
ers — the District Rangers, Forest Supervisors, and Regional 
Foresters who actually make policy— have been sanctioned 
and purged as well. In late May of 1993, maverick Forest 
Supervisors in the Northern Rockies were removed under 
pretext of a procurement scandal. (USFS procedural manuals 


To Save the Forests, 

We Must Destroy the Forest Service 

Serious advocates for forest ecosystems largely agree 
that to secure changes in policy adequate to protect 
biodiversity, the Forest Service must be destroyed. Though 
you won't read it in Sierra or National Wildlife, even Sierra 
Club and National Wildlife Federation people privately 
agree the Forest Service has to be taken down from the top. 
The timber junta has to be crushed, purged, sent packing to 
retirement in some nice medium-security federal prison. 
They are criminals, after all. 

Bubba and the Tar Baby 

Bill Clinton stepped smack into the stickiest, most high- 
profile part of the national war over forest policy when he 
convened his Forest Conference in Portland this April 2. The 
situation will certainly have changed again by the time you 
read this, but indications in early June are both murky and 
dear. Murky, because no one knows what Clinton will do 
with the "options" handed him by three policy task forces 
which aren't talking to each other. Clear, because Jack Ward 
Thomas' third big whack at the question of what it’ll take to 
protect forest ecosystems in the Pacific Northwest has pro- 
duced — by rumor, now — choices ranging from 300 to 900 
million boardfeet in annual timber cuts from Washington 
and Oregon national forests. That's down from more than 
five billion boardfeet only four years ago. 

Clinton faces squarely the tough choice politicians 
have skirted for generations. It looks likely he'll punt, 
tossing the choice back to the Northwest congressional 
delegation. Given Clinton's plummeting public approval, 
his advisors are reluctant to risk any move which could cost 
him votes in the West — or Western votes in Congress. 

The Timber Junta Takes the Offensive II 

That means no real forest protection, period. The 
country's second-most powerful elected official, Speaker of 
the House Tom Foley, has built a long career on close 
connections to the timber interests of Eastern Washington, 
and played a key role in killing a decent Northwest forests 
bill last year. Across the Northwest, "progressive" Democrats 
are similarly tied to timber— or timber unions, which are 
practically the same thing. Former Democratic Rep. Les 


AuCoin of Oregon, now a timber lobbyist, could have been 
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speaking from his old office when he recently laid down 
industry's demands for the White House: 2.5 billion boardfeet 
or bust. We can't live with less. 

Across the rest of the West, the story's the same. 
Democrats like Senator Max Baucus of Montana have taken 
up the role of industry enforcer that conservative Republi- 
cans played over the last twelve years. Bill Clinton needs 
those Democratic votes, and those Democrats don't want 
real change. 

Those Lame Bastards in DC 

Now that there's an administration in place that will 
actually hire some of their number, the national environ- 
mental corporations — the "Green Group" — can't bring them- 
selves to demand actual environmental protection. Forests 
are nice, and they do bring in pretty good direct -mail dollars, 
but there's political reality to consider, after all. If you go in 
demanding unreasonable things like the destruction of the 
FS, you're just going to alienate people. People to whom you 
need access, if you're going to keep your job as a lobbyist. 

Making Real Change 

Fixing the Forest Service is only a special case of saving 
the world. It's up to us, and people like us. It’s going to be a 
longer, harder fight than we had hoped. But every time we 
reveal abuses, every time we show the Forest Service up as the 
criminal gang they collectively are, we move closer to real 
change. What choice do we have, after all? If we don't stop 
them, no one will.

Information for Direct Defense of the Heart of the Big \Wlderness 


What’s going on here? 

Briefly: two wild and roadless areas adjoin- 
ing the biggest wilderness in the continental United 
States are being roaded and logged by the USDA 
Forest Service. We are determined to stop them. 
The rest of this primer will tell you about the Cove 
and Mallard roadless areas and why so many 
species need them to remain untrammeled. So 
here I’ll just introduce who we are. 

Earth First! It simply means that in any 
situation we prioritize the well-being of the planet 
and all of its ecological communities. It’s a 
condensation- of Aldo Leopold’s famous land 
ethic: A thing is right when it tends to preserve the 
integrity, stability , and beauty of the biotic commu- 
nity; it is wrong when it tends otherwise. 

This ethic of putting the earth first has been 
taken up by the wide array of people who consti- 
tute our movement. We have no official member- 
ship or national organization. The only other 
thing we all share in'. common is a basic strategic 
agreement which is our second motto: No com- 
promise in the defense of Mother Earth! 

The No Compromise position means two 
things. First, that -Wjc will not compromise one 
part of the wilds to save another. Because our 
industrial civilization has already gone way too 
fair, imperiling the very survival of thousands of 
species on this continent alone, we demand abso- 
lute protection oi all existing wilderness; then 
we’d like to see restoration of the land we have 
already razed. In Idaho, for instance, we’d like to 
start with the decommissioning and replanting of 
the Magruder Corridor, a dirt road which alone 
separates the Selway-Bitterroot from the River of 
No Return Wilderness. 

The other part of No Compromise refers to 
our actions. We are not content to simply voice 
protest and then weep as wilderness and 
Biodiversity go under the axe. We belong to the 
wilds and cannot live long if they die, so we take 
direct, physical action to stop the ecological holo- 
caust that will destroy every one of us on the 
planet. We adhere to non-violent principles, 
respecting all forms of life, and within these we do 
whatever is necessary to protect the diversity of 
life which is daily more endangered. 

The problem, and the strength, of this No 
Compromise position is that we can’t be satisfied 
by the kind of mealy political wilderness sell-outs 
that tend to come more often than real victories. 
We have to admit that the odds are against us. 
And because of this, we need help. 

We’re not asking for your money; we’re 
asking for your body, and your mind, and your 
soul. The purpose of this primer is to light a fire 
under your ass so you’ll jump up already running 
towards central Idaho. 

We will be using whatever means of direct 
action we can come up with that looks like it has 
any chance of stopping or slowing the Forest 
Service’s roadblazing and clearcutting. There are 
also lawsuits pending which may stop them; it’s 
vital that we minimize the damage done before 
these suits come to court, and that we’re prepared 
to keep the roads and saws out of the wilds 
indefinitely if the lawsuits lose. There’s only a 
chance that we’ll be able to do it, but it’s a chance 
that many wild things may depend on. 

This primer should give you some idea of 
what’s at stake here. The middle sheet of paper 
has maps you can take into the woods. The 
campaign will be going through the end of sum- 
mer and beyond, unless we can shut them down 
for good before then — and if we can, we’ll have 
a hell of a party and probably all move on together 
to another part of the besieged wilds. So try to get 
on out here. 


The land was wild \ 

and the animals and people on it, and much abounded. The seasons ran up and down the rivers with the salmon and poured from the 
mountains to the plains and back with the bison. Both salmon and buffalo ran in hordes and died in droves. Huge bears wandered across 
the prairie valleys and gorged themselves on these. Others crept through the tangled woods and denned in deep thickets. Beaver gentled 
the wild streams and made deep pools for bull trout. Cranes and crossbills flew over this all without seeing a line out of place. Snakes and 
frogs moved across a land unfettered by ribbons of slaughter. 

Alright: then, we know, the men came from England and New England, and Appalachia and France, and they killed most of the original 
people and animals, and they cast a net over the land and caught it and tried to tame it. But the land is still wild underneath, so every year 
the Euroamericans weave tighter their net of roads, and it becomes harder and harder for the wilds to survive. 

The land is caught in a net of roads, they run along every coast and most rivers, they cross every low mountain pass; they are placed 
at all the easiest points of travel, and they catch millions of critters every year. Millions alone are flattened by the new dominant creature 
on the continent — the car — many others are shot by slobs who would never have bothered walking half a mile to find them, many more 
simply cannot survive in a habitat so divided, so full of roaring machines and foul exhausts. 

In some places the net of roads is so tight that the big creatures of the wild — bears, panthers, great old trees — have been strangled 
out, and the smaller ones face daily decimation. Roadkill is a major cause of death for a number of federally-listed threatened and endangered 
species. Reptiles and amphibians, which move across the land rather slowly, are particularly vulnerable to roads and are among the most 
imperilled classes of critters. Poadways are not only a theater of death for the many animals who fall beneath the wheel; they also exacerbate 
many of the other problems which threaten wild things — overhunting and overtrapping, both legal and illegal, exotic species invasions, 
pollution, habitat destruction — as well as essentially defining habitat fragmentation. 

Even in the Northwest the roads have spread across the mountains and deserts and once-forested land and driven many wild species 
from their former homes. 

But in the Northern Rockies there are some great holes in the net. Here the terrain has been so rugged and so remote that it has not 
been worth the while of the land tamers to spend the great effort it would take to road it and raze it. Until now. Now that the timber 
companies have stripped the huge coastal forests and are still hungry for profit; and now that the federal government, run by industry 
lobbyists, is willing to spend millions of dollars to chauffer them to the trees; now the last wild places are increasingly in danger. 

The largest of these places left in the Wild Rockies, and in the continental US as a whole for that matter, is a huge area in the middle 
of Idaho which is so remote that it has no popular name, as do the High Sierras and the North Cascades. For years it has rather technically 
been called The Central Idaho Wilderness Complex, and now some are beginning to call it the Greater Salmon-Selway Ecosystem. What 
it urgendy needs, more than a name, is protection. 

The Greater Salmon-Selway stretches across the middle of the state of Idaho, and includes parts of western Montana and eastern 
Oregon. A few roads slice though this area, separating off the HelTs Canyon, the Sawtooths, and other wilderness areas. But at the heart 
lies the largest protected wildland in the contiguous States, the Frank Church - River of No Return Wilderness, flanked by the adjoining 
Gospel Hump Wilderness and the adjacent Selway-Bitterroot Wilderness. Together these areas far exceed the size of any other wild place 
we have left. 

The ecosystem lies in a geologic area known as the Idaho batholith, a granitic formation which produces steep topography along the 
river canyons in the area. Hell’s Canyon on the Snake River at the western edge of the region is the deepest canyon in the country, over 
7,000 feet from rim to bottom in places. The Salmon River is, next to the Colorado in its run through the Grand Canyon, the largest 
unroaded length of wild water in the lower forty-eight, and in so forboding a canyon that Lewis and Clark turned back and named it the

River of No Return. All in all, it’s superlative country. 

Hie Salmon-Sehvay is rather unusual among unloaded 
areas in that it is not primarily “rock-and-ice” land of the sort 
often left alone because of its low economic value, land which 
is rather spectacular but which provides a limited habitat. 
There are some high gorgeous peaks in a few ranges — the 
Bitterroots, the Sawtooths — but most of the land is subal- 
pine and forested, arichhabitatforadiversityofspecies. The 
terrain is rugged and can be extremely steep in places. Due 
to the extensive forest cover and the subtle variations of the 
ridgetops, it’s fairly easy country to get lost ifonelacksamap, 
compass and a basic orientation of the drainage patterns, 
contours, trail systems and the existing road network. 

Above the deep canyons of the major rivers, most of the 
land is high enough to make for long, protracted winters with 
heavy snowpacks and fairly wet summers, hosting an excep- 
tionally rich mid-elevation temperate forest ecosystem of 
Lodgepole Pine, Sub-alpine Fir and Douglas Fir on the 
ridgelines. Western Larch and Engelmann Spruce in the 
wetter draws and, as you descend down into the Salmon 
Breaks, huge, ancient Ponderosa Pine. These montane forest 
communities contain an array ofhabitats ranging from wet 
meadow complexes to grassy parklands to densely forested 


Defending Home Turf 

We have an advantage. We are the “home team;” we are 
defending this area whilst the forces of progress are besieging it. 
This means they have to set up a complicated system for their attack, 
a system that has inevitable weak points. As Rhubarb says: Cut the 
Supply Lines. • 

In order to build new roads and cut and haul trees, the 
Freddies etal have to rely on existing roads, on the infrastructure of 
road construction and timber milling, and their complicated bu- 
reaucracy. Interrupting them at any of these places could forstall the 
destruction of the wilds. 

The Red River Ranger Station 

is the office of the Forest Service most immediately respon- 
sible for this assault on the wilds. If you’ve got questions about the 
sales they’re the people to ask, unless you want information. 
They’re out in this remote location and are probably looking 
forward with great excitement to our company this summer. 

The mill in Elk City 

Well, that’s where dead trees turn into lumber. No-one has 
voiced any ideas for here yet. So put your fertile little minds to work. 

The road 

into the Cove and Mallard sales area is a long and fairly narrow 
one. The pile of “detour” signs leaning against the Highway 
Department building between Golden and Elk City suggests that 
rockslides or washouts periodically close it down. It might be 
possible for activists who are looking for a good site for civil 
disobedience to find some place along the road to do a sit in. -This 
could have the effect, particularity if the stretch of road chosen is 
that between Elk City and Dixie, of keeping most workers out of the 
sales for a while and consequently halting or at least delaying the 
progress of destruction. 

Anyone considering actions on the roadways needs to be 
extremely careful of the safety of both activists and potential drivers. 
Few places along the roadway offer very great visibilty. If activists 
are blockading the road, make sure to have support people down the 
road in either direction flagging cars down; if the barricade is inert, 
make sure signs give adequate warning. 

The Magruder Corridor is one of the most despicable roads 
in the country, dividing the Selway-Bitterroot Wilderness to the 
north from the Frank Church River of No Return Wilderness to 
the south. There is no reason why this road should be there, and no 
reason why it should not be closed, removed and revegetated. The 
Freddies show no sign of doing this, so we may have to. If you have 
any ideas of how to do it, keeping safety in mind, don't hold back. 

And, of course, the sales 

will be where we focus most of our attention throughout the 
campaign. Here people might think of cementing themselves into 
the planned roadway, or simply sitting down in it; of locking 
themselves to the machinery of destruction or to the living trees, at 
ground level or further up; of running about in the woods to prevent 
cutting; of playing drums and bagpipes and singing eerie songs; of 
building barricades; and, hopefully, of something no-one else has 
thought of before. 

It may be hard to find some of the sales, as apparently many 
of the survey stakes have been removed, but we should be able to tell 
where they’re working, and to stop them, stop them, stop them. 


summits. Here the Idaho Rockies are truly a wildl ife paradise 
and harbor the last strongholds of Wolverine, Fisher, Pine 
Marten, Lynx, Mountain Lion, Black Bear, Harlequin Duck, 
Boreal and Flammulated owls, Goshawk, Chinook Salmon, 
Steelhead, and Bull Trout. 

In the heart of this wild land lie the Cove and 
Mallard Roadless Areas. They are immediately to the 
northwest of the River of No Return Wilderness and to the 
east of the Gospel Hump Wilderness, and ten to twenty 
miles south and west of the Selway-Bitterroot Wilderness. 
These adjoining areas encompass several large drainages that 
flow into the River-of-No-Return Wilderness and Salmon 
River. Although the river has been designated Wild and 
Scenic and its southern drainages protected by Wilderness 
designation, protectection was not quite extended north to 
the top of the watershed. 

This corridor between the Gospel Hump and River of 
No Return Wildernesses is prime habitat. Unexiting per- 
haps to recreationalists and lobbyists who seek the spectacu- 
lar, the Cove Mallard area is comprised of the kind of mid- 
altitude forest that animals find so homey. Documented 
reports of Gray Wolf make the areas essential wolf recovery 


habitat and this roadless corridor is important to grizzly 
recovery in the Greater Salmon/Selway ecosystem. 

Here the Forest Service is planning one of the largest 
timber sales it has ever offered. All told, the Red River Ranger 
District plans to build 145 miles of new road and clearcut 8 1 
million board feet oftimber. Never before has the Northern 
Region undertaken such a massive project. Despite the fact 
that this sale is set to lose over six million dollars of the 
taxpayers’ money, the Freddies are hellbent on driving roads 
and ciearcuts right through the forests, meadows and creeks 
until they reach the wilderness boundries. 

In the winter of 1991, the Forest Service began their 
massive road-building and logging project. So far they have 
completed two roads, Noble and Grouse, that have amounted 
to over 20 miles of new roads, although aiot of it washed into 
the rivers this last winter and spring. Like their roads, the 
Freddies’ biological justifications have been all washed out 
— not that every Forest in the country doesn’t flaunt the law 
routinely when it comes to causing species -numbers to 
decline. With a whole lotta luck, this evil plot to finish off 
one of the last great unprotected roadless areas in the Greater 
Salmon/Selway could collapse under the weight of its own 
grotesquely Maybe all they need is a little push. 


done this by announcing it at basecamp, we should be able to atgue 
that groups already in the backcountry are not in violation of an 
order they don't know about. 

The one exception to the closure order is for hunting, the only 
open season being on rabbits. Because we do not wish to have guns 
around we will be passing up rabbit season, but we would welcome 
any information about the sales from any hunters in the area 
unassociated with the Cove/Mallard campaigns. 

The Freddies have the advantage of money and numbers; 
however, we have the advantages of passion, endurance and pa- 
tience. With them, we should be able to do whatever we want in 
the woods. 


Ambling about in the forest 


The next few pages show in fair detail the proposed sales and 
the area we'll be working in. Because of the scope of the sale area 
we can't here provide finely detailed topo maps of everywhere we 
might be, but we should have some at base camp or you can pick 
some up at an outdoors store. But this center page should be an 
adequate map for going into the woods. It's easy to get a litde bit 
lost in this area, but it's hard to get very lost, because downhill ends 
up south at the river and uphill ends up north at the ridge. 

Our general strategy is to tty to occupy the areas of the 
proposed roads and sales, to keep informed about their progress, 
and to stop the road construction and cutting through non-violent 
direct action. Obviously this strategy runs counter to that of the 
Freddies, who would like to get all the roads in and the trees cut as 


fast as they can, hopefully without having to deal with us at all. And 
although these sales are in violation of a number of federal laws, as 
well as being ecologically reprehensible, the Freddies do have the 
various machineries of the law on their side. 

The first legal move they will probably pull is to "close" the 
area in an attempt to keep us out of there entirely. This would mean 
that anyone found within the area could be and probably would be 
arrested — if caught. But there's an awful lot of country there, and 
the Freddies don't like to walk as much as we do. It is likely that 
many backcountry teams will continue to do reconnaissance and 
action no matter the legal status of the area. 

The Law is also required to warn people to leave a closed area 
before arresting them, and although they may try to claim they have 







Getting to the Cove and Mallard areas isn’t hard; it just takes a long time. You can find Grangeville and probably Kooskia (pronounced “Kooskie”) in any atlas, and from there follow along the route this map shows, up route 14 next 
to the Clearwater almost to Elk City, turning off (right) along Red River on road 222, taking that through Dixie and turning south (left) on 222D and following that to the Comstock Mine where the Bus Brigade owns land and will be 
setting up base camp. There are other Forest Service roads not shown on this map, so if you get yer kicks by recreating on yer public backroads you should pick up a Nez Perce National Forest map at any Region One office.

Things to remember in the woods 

•The ecological community you are in has seen centuries. 
Take your time. 

•We belong to the woods, and we can feel safe in them. If 
you get unsetded by whatever is coming down, stop a 
minute, crawl into the bush, and pay attention to plants 
& bugs. 

•Take hints from the ways other people (deer, badgers, et 
at) live and move in the woods. 

•Motion is visible; the best way to hide is to keep still, face 
covered. 

•Darkness can help us and hold us safe. 

•Its usually easier to deal with tough situations when you’re 
with a buddy, or a tight affinity group. 

•Take care of each other. 

•Be ready for the unexpected; imagine possible scenarios 
and stay alert and responsive to whatever situations 


Distinguish logistical strategies like these from non- 
violence principals. It’s too easy to fall into the trap of 
saying stuff like, “But drinking isn’t non-violent...” 
While sobriety may be prudent, it is not a measure of 
pacifism. 

Some principles of non-violence 

(each affinity group should consense on their own) 

•We listen to others and acknowledge our differences. 

•We endeavor to respect all living things we encounter. 
(Even cops, though not too much) 

•We will not return the hostility or anger of others. 

•We will take personal responsibility for being in a clear 
state of mind. 

•We will not retreat from conflict if it occurs, but will act 
in ways to resolve it peacefully. (We will not leave others 
in the lurch.) 

•We realize that there may be people at the actions 

(including workers or police) who do not share the same 
principles we do. 

Caution: Non-violent direct action may be hazardous to 
your health, and in some cases has led to injury and even 
death. Self-preservation is not a wise reason to use non- 
violence. We use it to try to stop the cycle of 
destruction, but that sometimes means it stops after us. 
Be careful and brave. 


Affinity Groups (AGs) and Support 

The easiest way to organize decentralized actions is through 
affinity groups. Each activist belongs to a group which 
can make its own plans and coordinate them with the 
whole. If you don’t have a group to start with you can 
join an existing one or start a new one. While local 
organizers can provide alot of ideas and resources, each 
group is ultimately responsible for itself. 

When you plan an action, make sure you include support 
roles: emergency contact people, drivers for drop offs and 
pick ups, media spokesfolks, etc Remember these things 
are as important as the “star roles” of the action. 

Discuss with your AG your preferences in sticky situations. 
Do you want search & rescue sent after you if you are 
lost, or would you rather die in the wilderness? Do you 
want others to be with you if you get nabbed? Discuss 
jail solidarity before you get arrested. 

Always have support phone numbers with you, preferably 
written on you so they can’t be taken away in jail, and 
money for a phone call. If you’re going to use an 
alternative name or story, get it together beforehand and 
have a support person who knows it. 

The support numbers for this action are: 



Security and evaluation: Two of the most important parts 
of an action are talking about it afterwards and not 
talking about it afterwards. 

Always get together with your affinity group after any 
action and discuss what went well and what could have 
been done better. This is useful for meetings as well. 

Don’t talk about anything illegal you or others have done 
to anyone who doesn’t need to know . 

Assume that others may have more need of your security 
habits than you do, and be tight about them.

The Cove/Mallard Campaign: What to Expect 


D. N. Varmint: 

Well, you can never tell ahead of time exactly how an EF! campaign is going to run, and 
organizers who try to often come to grief over it. But we can tell you what we’re trying to 
set up, what we’re expecting, what we’re getting ready for. Hopefully some of this will fit 
in with what you might be interested in doing, and you can come add your own strategies 
to the pot. The earlier we find out about your ideas the more chance we have to prepare for 
backing them up logistically, so if you’ve got something you want support for, let us know 
soon. 

What we’re envisioning is a series of federated, loosely-coordinated actions. We’ve got 
a lot of area to cover, so we’ll probably set up several different bases from which activists can 
work. The types of action — blockades, lock-downs, barricades, cat & mouse, tree- 
hugging — will be as varied as they need to be to stop this roading and cutting, so there should 
be some type of thing tor everyone. We’re hoping for a big turnout, but we’re setting it up 
so every small group and individual should be able to have an impact even if the big plans 
don’t come off. 

Because there will be a lot of small group actions, it would be ideal if people come in 
affinity groups, but if you don’t have one, don’t worry; we’ll be forming them when folks get 
here as well. As new people arrive, some of the people familiar with the area will take small 
groups out hiking to familiarize them with the region, to talk about the local ecology and the 
campaign, about affinity groups and woods skills. We’ll show new folks how to use a map 
w and compass and how to move around in the woods. These walks will also be a good time 
for affinity groups to form and for people to discuss possible tactics and issues such as non- 
violence. 

We’re taking non-violence pretty seriously this campaign, since we’re going to be pretty 
far out in the woods. We could encounter some dangerous situations and need to be prepared 
for them, remembering that using non-violence does not keep us safe. At the same time, 
direct encounters with loggers and locals without the interfering presence of police offers the 
greatest possibility of non-violence making a difference in the way local people think about 
us and about the issue. So its a situation of risk and possibility. We’ll be providing non- 
violence trainings once people get here, and we’d like everyone to go though them; they’ll 
tie in to woodsskills and the local situation, so they’ll be worth going to even ifyou have done 
a training before. 

At the same time, we recognize that each affinity group is going to have its own 
interpretation of non-violence; some may allow for mischief and monkeywrenching, some 
may eschew property damage and sneakery. This may make the situation a little stickier for 
those of us doing straight CD, but we’re going to need all the help we can get. There are 
people to whom this area matters immensely, and if we told folks not to monkeywrench 
they’d probably do it anyway and with hard feelings all around. The important thing is that 
people don’t come under false pretenses; and if you can’t work on such a campaign we’ll miss 
you. This campaign is going to be intense; it could become one of the greatest things we’ve 
done. 

So what do you need? Lots of experience, high-tech gear, a summer’s worth of food? 
Nah, none of that. We’re ready for everybody. What you need is a map (which you have 
already), the willingness, some basic gear (listed on opposite page) , a bit of time. We will feed 
you. We will teach you what you need to know. We will give you some ideas for actions. 
But what we need from you is some more creativity and passion; because we need to finally 
stop this road-building crap and protect one of the last big wild places, and we haven’t done 
it yet. We’re hoping we can come up with something really good and do it this summer. 

In terms of the gear, take the list fairly seriously. The most important things are water 
bottles and clothing for all weather. Last September it was 16' (Fahrenheit!) one morning, 
and it gets toasty in the daytime. Bring wool or polypropylene; bring camping stuff and

The nature of the Cove/Mallard roadless campaign requires forest activists to literally 
be in more than one place at one time. Given the scale of the backcountry (over 130,000 
acres) and the amount of road-building (145 miles) and timber sales (over 200 dearcuts) 
planned in the project area, the only way to be effective is to mobilize activists into small to 
medium sized affinity groups. These affinity groups must be flexible, disciplined, physically 
fit, and, most importantly, nonviolent. Nonviolent forest defense takes on many forms and 
there are certainly gray areas. Perspectives on nonviolent direct action vary widely and it is 
certain that affinity groups will use different tactics. 

For the purposes of Cave/Mallard, nonviolent direct action will include tactics ranging 
from road blockades, lock-downs, barricades, tripods, cat & mouse, tree sits, tree hugging 
and office occupations. Wild Rockies EF! and the Ancient Forest Bus Brigade would 
respectfully ask individuals to refrain from monkeywrenching this summer in deference to, 
the many activists who will be committing civil disobedience. 

More than anything else, we want to stress that the campaign needs focused activists 
capable of spending the majority of their time in the field. 

This is not to say that activists who are unable to participate in backcountry actions will 
not be welcome in the base camp. Obviously, there are many other roles, tasks and 
approaches which will be essential to keeping Cove/Mallard roadless. However, the Ancient 
Forest Bus Brigade and Wild Rockies Earth First! want to ensure that folks who come to 
support our campaign do just that — Provide support! 


hiking shoes; in short, bring what you need but not too much. If you’re new at this and have 
any questions, get in touch with us ahead of time. 

This campaign is about keeping machines and despoliation out of a de facto wilderness, 
an area that provides some of the last habitat for a wide variety of critters. We may be working 
with the Nez Perce to push restoring stewardship of the land to them. We are not working 
towards sustainable logging, because logging is simply not sustainable for fishers, wolves and 
bears. There aren’t really a lot oflocals that far out there, and the ones that are should either 
be able to live with the wilds or move, because it is wild land out there. It is one of the wildest 
places you will ever go. We hope you do. 

There’s a chance that the whole Freddy road & raze scam is going to get stopped in court. 
We’re not going to count on that until it happens, so we’re setting up the strongest and 
wildest campaign we can. So what if they call it off? We’re considering alternative campaigns 
anywhere between the Blue Mountains and the Badger Two Medicine. We can move the 
whole shebang. Come when you can, bring ff iends if you can, and be prepared to shut them 
down. Let the wilds come back! 


A Conundrum in Context: 


These paragraphs, you may well notice, contradict each other. 
Obviously this represents a difference of opinion within Wild Rockies. 
While Wild Rockies Earth First! cannot speak for the Bus Brigade (which 
happens to own the land), no one individual can speak for Wild Rockies 
Earth First! when the individuals involved are themselves not in agreement. 
So there you have it: an internal contradiction. The reader may want to 
regard both statements (and this one as well) with a healthy portion of 
skeptism, and live as freely as she sees fit.

Cove/Mallard is just about as far from what is called the 
“civilized” world as one can get in this country. Missoula is 
the nearest “city, ” and it’s six hours away by car. Kooskia, ID 
is the nearest town with groceries, a full service post office, 
etc., and it’s nearly 3 hours away. This distance makes some 
of the details of mnning a full-time campaign and forest 
occupation a little tricky, but we are fortunate to have been 
given a 20 acre piece of private land right in the middle of the 
timber sale area from which to operate. This makes planning 
a big campaign a whole lot easier. 

This property will be one base for activists. We antici- 
pate that a number of camps will be located th roughout Cove 
and Mallard, and will be resupplied via a larger, coordinating 
camp on the property. Activists may check in at the main 
camp (or not, as they desire) and receive current information, 
non-violence training, supplies, etc. The semi-mobile 
“satellite” camps, however, will be where activists will gather 
when not out in the forest sightseeing or causing mischief. 
Food will be provided at these camps. Many of you are 
planning to come for extended periods; don’t worry about 
hauling around a month’s meals. You need only bring basic 
camping gear and high spirits. Money isn’t of much use, 
either, out there, although there is a bar in Dixie and 
everyone should have something tucked away in case of an 
unexpected arrest. 

Which brings me to the next topic. The Forest “Service” 
is taking this very seriously. It spent $260,000 last summer 
on surveillance and harassment of protesters at Cove/Mal- 
lard, and there were rarely more than a dozen of us around. 
This year there will be many, many more of us and they will 
escalate accordingly. Should you be arrested for, say,

present,” (this actually happened to me) you will be driven 
or flown to Boise and held there probably for the night. You

The Animal Doctor opened the glass 
doors to the pub on the Sacramento 
State University Campus. It was St. 
Patrick's day. Green beer, not weighty 
issues like the Irish potato famine and 
overpopulation, were on students' 
minds. The Animal Doctor yelled, pro- 
jecting in her best theatrical manner: 
"All you humans of reproductive age, 
please come outside for a few minutes. I 
have a very important message foryou." 
Olivia Egg, Sammy Sperm, and a host of 
endangered critters were already cavort- 
ing outside the windows in front of the 
pub. Green beer or no, students could 
not suppress their curiosity about a six- 
foot long, shiny blue sperm and a four 
foot diameter plump pink egg. They 
came streaming out to see the show. 

What they saw was the Animal Doc- 
tor, telling them that an overpopulation 
of humans was driving the wild animals 
up into the hills in isolated wilderness 
areas where they were dying out The 
animals had asked the Animal Doctor to 
take all the humans to the clinic and get 
them fixed since their breeding was out 
of control, but it was too big a task. 
Instead, the Animal Doctor brought out 
a huge condom and a huge diaphragm. 
With the help of Olivia Egg and Sammy 
Sperm, these contraceptives were dem- 
onstrated to the college audience. "We 
know you have birth control — please 
use it!" exhorted the Animal Doctor. 
And don't forget that using condoms 
can help prevent AIDS." After a final 
demonstration of RU 486 (when other 
methods fail), the Enough Already! crew 
(Debbie Lucas as Sammy Sperm, Kevin 
Browning as Olivia Egg and Kelpie Wil- 
son as the Animal Doctor) passed out 
free condoms to the throng of students. 
Perhaps we could be instrumental in 
preventing conception at the Bacchana- 
lian romps that would inevitably occur 
that evening in the name of the Sham- 
rock. Students were also invited to come 
hear more about overpopulation at the 
slideshow later that afternoon. 

Enough Already! presented the skit 
and the slideshow at six college cam- 
puses and five evening community 
events in Oregon and California be- 
tween March 6 and March 20. We also 
presented a special version of the skit to 
two elementary school classes. We did a 
longer, slower version of the skit and 
then answered questions and tried - to 
explain things like exponential growth 
to the kids (what would happen if every 
one in this class had five kids and then 
those kids had five kids each?). These 



presentations were the most fun and 
also felt the most effective. This is the 
audience we need to reach. One class- 
room was at an alternative school and

had ages from 7 to 15. The other was a 
combined 5th and 6th grade class in a 
public school with a very sympathetic 
teacher. Fifth and sixth graders were 
thinking about these issues already, so it 
seems like the right time to get them to 
think about the environmental conse- 
quences of reproduction. 

Once people's interest was piqued 
by the skit, the slideshow allowed us to 
present some of the deeper ramifica- 
tions of the complex topic of human 
overpopulation. The slideshow begins 
with an introduction to forest ecology 
and then tiestheproliferation of clearcuts 
to the proliferation of people and their 
consumption. A comparison of the 
numbers of forest dependent species to 
the numbers of people in California is 
instructive — humans outnumber the 
spotted owls by 7500 to 1, and even the 
salmon by 75 to 1. We are quite literally 
displacing the animals. The slideshow 
goes on to explain the frightening con- 
sequences of exponential growth and 
the grim outlook for the survival of even 
the human species given our rate of 
resource consumption and destruction 
of vital environmental components like 
the ozone layer. 

Then the slideshow begins to ex- 
plore new territory by asking the ques- 
tion: "Is it not a form of child abuse to 
bring a child into a world where there is 
so little hope for the future? The graphic 
image of a fair-skinned infant exposed 
to the UV hazards of an ozone-depleted 
atmosphere is presented, along with 
images of children spending their time 
in front of video terminals (in the "vir- 
tual reality" that they increasingly live 
in as the natural environment degrades). 
Modem humahs are so disconnected 
from the natural environment that we 
are no longer capable of making sensible 
choices about reproduction. This is in 
contrast to both animals and people in a 
wild, natural setting. 

Contrary to popular opinion, wild 
creatures don't always rely on predators 
to keep their numbers down. Instead, 
many animals take steps to regulate their 
own populations. For example, the clas- 
sic textbook case of predator/prey rela- 
tions, tire population cycles of the lynx 
and the snowshoe hare, turns out to 
occur not because overhunting by the 
lynx causes a crash in the rabbit popula- 
tion, but because general reproductive 
failure by the rabbits curtails the food 
supply of the lynx , which then experi- 
ences a population crash. The rabbits 
experience reproductive failure because 


of the stress due to the overcrowding. 
The slideshow gives several more ex- 
amples: Overcrowded tree shrews eat 
their young. Wolves use dominance 
relations to ensure that only one female 
in the pack breeds when food is scarce. 
Humans from nomadic, hunting and 
gathering cultures relied on prolonged 
nursing and a low fat diet to limit ovula- 
tion, with infanticide as a backup. 

As human cultures became more 
agricultural and more sedentary, bio- 
logical population controls were less ef- 
fective, and cultural population con- 
trols became more necessary. These 
included late marriage, polygamy, celi- 
bacy, abortion and infanticide (espe- 
cially female infanticide). The problem 
of human fertility control, in fact, has 
had a profound effect on the develop- 
ment of culture. This effect is especially 
easy to discern when one looks at the 
status of women. The Catholic Church 
and other patriarchal institutions have 
built entire power structures upon the 
regulation of sex and the exploitation of 
women. These expansionist cultures are 
always in need of new territory, so the 
ultimate expression of the patriarchal 
thrust is the space program. Yet, accord- 
ing to Helen Caldicott, NASA's space 
shuttle program alone will deplete the 
ozone layer by 10% in the next ten years. 
It is obvious that the patriarchal, expan- 
sionist phase of human history is com- 
ing to an end. 

The slide show ends with a call to 
join in a pregnancy strike, after the ex- 
ample of Elizabeth Gurley Flynn. Flynn 
was a IWW organizer early in this cen- 
tury who distributed birth control infor- 
mation to women because, as she said, 
"the large family system rivets the chains 
of slavery upon labor more securely. It 
crushes the parents, starves the children, 
and provides cheap fodder for machines 
and cannons." Americans are asked to 
join in the strike for the additional rea- 
son that our consumption habits are 
eating the planet alive — on that basis 
the USA is the world's most overpopu- 
lated country — and because it is not fair 
to children to bring them into our dys- 
functional society and environmentally 
depleted world. 

Besides "Enough Already!" our slo- 
gans for the tour were, "More Wilder- 
ness, Not More People," and "Join the 
Ozone Hole Pregnancy Strike."

T&L: Dave, do you still follow the Earth First! movement, read the Journal, follow the 
debates and keep abreast of campaigns? 

DF: I look at the Journal, I talk to groups of Earth Firstiers all over the country ... last 
year I visited with Earth Firstiers in Vermont, Florida, and Austin, Texas ... 
essentially whenever I speak I see folks and talk to them, and keep up to date 
more or less. 

T&L: Is there anything that you would like to say in general to the movement of which you 
have been such an integral part? 

DF: I guess if I could offer any kind of advice at all, it’s just that as lobbyists for the 
Sierra Club can become trapped by their world view of Potomac fever, of being 
trapped by being reasonable, it is also easy to become trapped in having to be 
overtly "radical," whatever that means, and I would just gently sugggsLthat-we// 
Ishould be guided by what works and not get trap ped into doing someth ing^, I 
[B gcause it is a styltr t hal we TfirnkTs pr oper. 

— Ce rtain things work uTCgtTafiTpIaces7and I think as a generalist species, 
human beings are best when they are very flexible, and can move very fast, and 
that one of the things that we have in our advantage is that the "mega machine,” 
in Lewis Mumford's terminology, is not very flexible, it is very ossified, it is very 
slow to move and react. 

All of us in the ecocentric movement have to be very fast on our feet. We 
are smarter than they are, we are faster than they are. They are a lot bigger and 
more powerful than we are, so let's stay flexible, let’s not get trapped into doing 
certain things because it is how we have done them or because there is a certain 
cachet about being "radical."

Two Interviews with Dave Foreman 


1 : 


T&L: Would you be willing to share your thoughts about strategy in this post-Bush period? 
More specifically, what roles and under what circumstances should direct action and 
monkeywrenching per se plan in such a strategy? 

DF: The first thing to remember is that it was not reaction to Ronald Reagan that 
caused the launching of the Earth First! movement. It was reaction to Jimmy 
Carter. I was New Mexico Chairman of Conservationists for Carter and out of my 
frustration and the frustration of other folks seeing the Administration co-opt 
conservation groups we started Earth First! The entire conservation movement 
needs to learn from the Carter experience. 

We had members of the Carter Administration who had worked for 
conservation groups — people like Cecil Andrus as Secretary of the Interior — 
telling us "don't worry, we will take care of it,” and we let them take care of it, 
and we got shafted 

It is our job to make Bill Clinton and A1 Gore live up to their campaign 
promises. It is our job to push them even further. We are really fortunate that 
with A1 Gore we have a V-P who can even spell biodiversity, and knows what it 
means. But that does not mean that A1 Gore is going to do what is right on his 
own. His heart is in the right place, he generally knows what he is talking about, 
but there needs to be massive political pressure across the whole spectrum, from 
the National Wildlife Federation on the one hand to Earth First! and the Sea 
Shepherds on the other. 

\ T&L: So you would concur that direct action will remain an important tool and technique 
for generating pressure on the Administration? 

DF: Sure, like the Nature Conservancy buying land remains an important tool. We 

need the whole gamut, and we have to figure out where each one of those things 

I ^ works best . . . which time, which place, how to do it. 

T&L: What do you think about the recent "ecoflavored" Animal Liberation Front actions 
concerning factory fur farming and ADC? 

DF£ I personally think that there are some fundamental philosophical differences in 
/ the world view between ecocentric conservation and animal liberation. That does 
N not mean there has to be any conflict at all about working together on certain 
/ issues or cooperating. I wrote one place that while we have philosophical debates

To protect ecosystems which span national borders, and to respond to corporate initia- 
tives like GATT and NAFTA, it seems to me one of the most pressing tasks for Earth 
activists is to work effectively across national borders. How do we do that? 

That's going to be a very good thing for us to learn how to do. Central America is 
way ahead of us now with the Paseo Pantera. When we go down there, we go to 
educate people about wildlands protection, but also to leam. That's something 
Americans need to do. 

Do you support a boycott of B.C.? 

Oh, yeah, and not just B.C. I recently refused to attend the International 
Whitewater Championships in Norway, where I'd been asked to speak at an 
wilderness conference associated with the championships, because of Norway's 
plans to resume whaling. International boycotts are one of our most effective 
tools. 

But it is racist and patronizing for us to think people outside the U.S., 
Australia and Canada can't appreciate wilderness for its own sake. We have to be 
concerned about social justice, but we don't have to water down our concern for 
wild places and life. 

In the first few months of the Clinton Administration, Western members of Congress 
have strongly resisted even minor reforms in natural resource policies. Max Baucus, 
Democratic Senator from Montana, led a successful effort to pressure the Clinton White 
House into withdrawing grazing, mining, and logging reforms from the budget proposal. 
Now Baucus has forced Rep. Joe Kennedy not to introduce the Northern Rockies Ecosys- 
tem Protection Act by threatening funding for the "cleanup" of Boston Harbor. Are we 
in for bitter disappointment from Clinton? 

I think it’s a little too early to gauge. There are always different ways to accom- 
plish the same ends. I've been disappointed by the way Clinton backed down, 
but somehow we've got to break the power of the Western Senators. We did it 
with ANILCA [the Alaska Native Land Claims Act — ed.], but the Sierra Club 
developed an assumption it could be done but once. This assumption is belied by 
the Forest Summit. Even if it doesn't come out the way we want it to, we're still 
steamrolling the Northwest congressional delegation. 

The whole question raises a historical problem. Buying into a state-by-state 
approach with RARE II was a mistake. In the seventies, we didn't do that. We 
passed bills which protected National Wildlife Refuges and Primitive Areas all 
over the country. 

Moving away from that approach, accepting the agencies' state-by-state 
approach, was one of the biggest strategic mistakes the movement has made. We 
need to build on what the Northwest Ancient Forest movement has been doing 
in breaking down state delegations’ control. NREPA is the perfect vehicle for that. 

How does the campaign to protect the Cove-Mallard area fit in with changing the politics 
of the Northern Rockies? 

It's crucial. You’re dealing with the largest wildlands complex in the Northern 
temperate world. You're also redressing a compromise a few conservationists 
made over 15 years ago in the Jersey-Jack negotiations. It is an absolutely urgent ,

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ADC SHUT DOWN? 

The Killing Continues

In the last issue of the Journal, a front page story 
described a Humane Society lawsuit which shut 
down offices of the Animal Damage Control (ADC) 
in most Western states. It seems we should not be 
quite so optimistic about the ADC's demise. ADC 
offices throughout the West were stalled because 
they failed to comply with National Environmental 
Policy Act (NEPA) regulations, but large loopholes 




still exist for predator 
killers to ply their trade. 

So, in the spirit of NEPA, a feeble and toothless 
procedural law, ADC offices throughout the West 
are frantically working to establish minimum 
compliance. Five districts in Utah, a state proud of 
its predator-killing campaigns, have already begun 
working on Environmental Assesments, so they can 
resume the killing soon. Wyoming is not wasting 
any time, either. 

It is clear that the ADC was not shut down in 
order to abate the slaughter of wild predators, but to 
ensure that the ADC killed within legal boundaries 
established by the Feds. So, once the ADC becomes 
current on predator control plans the poison will 
flow once again. 

According to Tom Skeele of the Predator Project, 
it is still possible for ranchers bent on predator 
control to circumvent the present restrictions on 
ADC sanctioned killing by filing a plea for "emer- 
gency control" measures. If a rancher has an impla- 
cable urge to destroy troublesome predators and 
feels that it is an emergency, he must only submit 
"loss data" paired with a "request to control" to the 
ADC. The ADC, on a case by case basis, will then 


take it upon itself to determine if "action is 
waranted to control" predator uprisings. There is 
obviously a problem with this arrangement. Are we 
expecting a corrupt agency to police itself when it 
has been violating its own policies for years — and 
getting away with it? 

It is time to pull the plug on ADC death squads 
throughout the West. ADC programs are required to 
file environmental assessments prior to taking any 
predator control actions. ADC is now in the scoping 
stages of the NEPA process, so it is necessary to 
submit comments immediately if we are going to 
force government trappers off more than 168 
million acres in thirteen Western states. Express 
your concerns, however creatively to your favorite 
BLM district offices now!

A Grizzly Bear has reintroduced herself to the 
Kalmiopsis region of Southwestern Oregon. The last 
known Griz in Oregon was shot in 1939. Nicknamed 
"Trouble," she escaped from a rehabilitation center 
near Grants Pass on May 4th. 

The bear is from the South Fork of the Flathead 
River near Kalispell, MT. She was originally relocated to 
the Eastern Front of the Rockies for dumpster diving, 
but returned to her home range. Later she was sent to 
a Washington State University research facility and 
then, as a result of a Humane Society lawsuit, to 
Wildlife Images, an animal rehabilitation center which 
borders the Kalmicosis Wilderness Area of the Siskiyou 
National Forest. 

To escape, Trouble climbed seven feet up a chain- 
link fence, clamped her teeth onto an overhanging tree 
limb and pulled herself through a small hole she made 
in the fence. Wildlife specialists, Oregon State Troop- 
ers, Oregon Dept, of Fish and Wildlife and an "ace- 
number-one indian tracker" have been unable to lo- 
cate her. To get home, she would have to cross the 
Cascade Mountain Range, a 1000 mile journey.

The new brand of Eastern National Forest 
canopy destruction is particularly gruesome, as 
evidenced by the destruction of Whoopie Cat 
Mountain Wildlife Area in Southeast Illinois' 

Shawnee National Forest. 

Gaping holes were tom in the magnificent forest 
canopy, eliminating critical interior forest habitat. 
The forest was chewed up and spit out as shipping 
pallets and raw log exports. 

The Shawnee Defense Fund maintained a 43-day 
vigil on site. 

Our vigil attracted the attention of our elected - 
official in the House of Representatives. Rep. Sid 
Yates pushed through language in the 1992 Appro- 
priations Bill eliminating Shawnee timber sale 
funding for 1993. This language, however, was 
removed by none other than Senator Robert Byrd 
and his fellow criminals on the Senate Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee. Fearing the language would set 
a precedent, they threw out the Shawnee protection 
measure and replaced it with an endorsement of 
"Gap Phase Dynamics" cutting. 

The Shawnee battlefields for 1993 represent the 
last forest islands of old growth in Illinois. They 
include: Hayes Bay, Cripps Bend, Burner Hill, 

Quarrel Creek and Whoopie Cat 2. 

In March, I traveled to Washington, DC with Dr. 
Joe Glisson, public relations director for Regional • 
Association of Concerned Environmentalists (RACE), 
to testify in front of Rep. Yates' House Appropria- 
tions Subcommittee regarding the Shawnee. Dr. 
Glisson submitted testimony concerning the illegal 
aspects of the Shawnee timber sales and described a 
federal lawsuit to protect the Pine Warbler. On 
viewing photographs of the Whoopie Cat massacre, 
Rep. Yates was visibly aggravated, muttering, "We've 
got to get this stopped." 

Pressure is being applied to Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture Jim Lyons for an investigation into the 
cutting plans of the Shawnee's Harrisburg District 
Supervisor. Since the Clinton administration plans 
to halt all below-cost timber sales in 1994, it would 
be insane to allow five more such sales to fall be- 
tween the bureaucratic cracks in 1993.

Of Scientists 
and Six-legged Cows 

— Northeast Earth First! 

For 4 billion years the Earth has evolved in its own style. The planet has 
developed its own system of evolution and eradication of species. Humans, feeling 
the need to understand and manipulate the planet, have spent ever-increasing 
amounts of time and money exploring the depths of existence at its most basic. 

We have divided and defined the vastness of life rather than exploring the 
extravagant diversity and ever-expanding symbiosis of biosystems. People have 
invested billions of dollars to try to cure ills that could easily have been prevented 
by exploring the larger cause. Millions of animals have been tortured to better 
understand and alter the irrelevant. Lifetimes are spent dissecting the cell in order 
to manipulate and control life as we define it. With the new construction and 
opening of the Stafford building at the University of Vermont, scientific manipula- 
tion has been pushed a step further. 

On May 17,1993 Northeastern Earth Firstlers said NO. About 40 Northeastern 
activists, clad in rad-suits and lugging banners, signs, eight-legged cows and a 
dancing square tomato, gathered at U VM to protest the grand opening of a new bio- 
tech lab. A science complex built to continue research on bovine growth hormones 
and fluffier snow at a University notorious for its eugenics experiments in the 1 920's 
and 30's. Besides creating 6-legged, big-headed dead cows, one of the center's goals 
is to entice bio-geeks, and the industry they spawn, to the state of Vermont 

The demonstration, which began queitly exploded into a raucous display of 
disgust. At one point the president of UVM, Tom Salmon (sic), became so agitated 
that he hit a protester prompting others to sound a fire alarm through the sterile halls 
of science. Being thrown out of the actual ribbon-cutting ceremony did nothing to 
pacify the mob. They lobbed a paint bomb into a hall, splashing bystanders, walls 
and carpets. Relegated to the outside lobby, protesters chanted and danced, 
disturbing the mad scientists' bio-gathering. 

At the end of the day protesters and scientists returned home leaving behind a 
building full of anti-biotech messages and lingering questions about the validity of 
a science bent on manipulating random chunks of the life-force. 


Southwestern Fish Suit

Matthew Kenna, a Durango, CO, lawyer, has filed 
a formal 60-day notice of intent to sue the US Fish 
and Wildlife Service on behalf of the Greater Gila 
Biodiversity Project and the Southwest Center for 
Biological Diversity. The Service is in violation of the Endangered Species Act for 
not designating critical habitat for the Loach Minnow and the Spikedace, two 
critically imperiled southwestern fish. The lawsuit will be filed in mid-July of 
1993 if critical habitat has not been designated by then. 

The Loach minnow and the Spikedace were listed as threatened in 1985 and 
1986. A poor critical habitat package was proposed for both in 1985, but was 
never finalized due to intense political pressure from the cattle industry, the 
mining industry and several county governments. In the intervening years, the 
species' habitat has continued to be degraded by overgrazing, dewatering, 
logging and human-exacerbated flooding. The Fish and Wildlife Service, mean- 
while, has done little to protect either fish. Immediate, formal designation of 
critical habitat is essential if these species are to survive. 

Suits to protect the Loach Minnow and Spikedace mark the beginnings of a 
campaign by the Greater Gila Biodiversity Project and the Southwest Center for 
Biological Diversity to preserve the native fishes of the Greater Gila Ecosystem 
and the Southwest. Ninety percent of the Southwest's native fishes are now 
biologically endangered due to habitat loss and introduction of exotic fishes and 
amphibians. Their protection is an absolute priority for those seeking to main- 
tain naturally diverse native ecosystems. 




NFN Targets Australian Consulates in 
Defense of Tasmania's Great Western Tiers 

In solidarity with activists in Tasmania working 
to save the forests of the Great Western Tiers, 
simultaneous demonstrations were held at the 
Australian Consulates in San Francisco and New 
York City. 

New York 

The Native Forest Network (NFN) called for this 
demonstration and was joined in NYC by Earth 
First!, Amanaka'a Amazon Network, Wetlands 
Rainforest Action Group, Federal Land Action 
Group, Worldview, Ltd., and local anarchists. These 
groups converged on the Australian Consulate in 
Rockefeller Center on May 27 to protest the Tasma- 
nian Forestry Commission's plans to allow clearcut 
logging in the proposed Great Western Tiers Na- 
tional Park. (For details, see the related story on page 
28.) 

The demonstration began peacefully, with more 
than 20 activists converging on Rockefeller Center, 
hanging banners and handing out leaflets to rush- 
hour pedestrians. It turned into a confrontation 
when cops and security forced activists to move off 
of private property or be arrested. Activists vowed 
not to endanger the public safety with their leaflets 
and were allowed to continue distributing informa- 
tion. As the demo progressed, numerous Australian 
tourists stopped to thank the participants for hold- 
ing the protest and getting the word out about these 
Tasmanian travesties. 

The day before, Northern Hemisphere NFN 
Representative Orin Langelle and New York EF!er 
James Hansen met with Tony Miller, Australian 
Public Affairs Consul. NFN and EF! demanded that 
the 68,666 acre Great Western Tiers become a 
National Park. Langelle and Hansen gave Miller a 
bag of woodchips symbolizing the woodchipping of 
the Tiers for export to Japan. 

San Francisco 

In San Francisco, Earth Firstlers turned out at the 
Australian consulate simultaneous with the New 
York demo. With signs like WOOD CHIPS OR 
POTEROOS? and HEY AUSTRALIA! NO LOGGING 
IN TASMANIA!, we attracted quite a few of the 
lunchtime downtown SF crowd (jeez, they sure dress 
funny...). We collected about a hundred signatures 
on our petitions calling for a halt to logging plans, at 
least until fauna surveys are complete, and a move 
in the direction of the National Park proposal. We 
also met with Howard Wilson, the Australian 
Consul General, who, in his polite Aussie way told 
us he was a greenie, too, as he put it When con- 
fronted with our admonitions that loss of 
biodiversity is a worldwide problem that we all must 
be concerned with, and our concern that the locals 
were being railroaded (they were told that half of 
the area would be protected, and that what would 
be cut would be selectively cut; the current plan is to 
clearcut the whole shebang), he AGREED and said 
the railroading part sounded like a familiar scenario. 
He then proceeded to engage us in a discussion of 
the killing of kangaroos in Tasmania and the deci- 
mation of the indigenous people on that same 
island, his point being the connection between the 
two. He contends it is essentially the same kind of 
people (rednecks, as he called them) using the same 
kind of tactics (just going out and shooting them 
without any concern at all), and he lamented the 
tragedy of the emptying of the island of any indig- 
enous people at all. 

Wilson promised he would get our petitions and 
our message (that NO old growth native forest 
should be cut anywhere in the world, and we ARE 
paying attention here several thousand miles away 
and we DO care) to the Ambassador and to those in 
Australia who should hear it. He added that he felt 
our activities in San Francisco and New York were 
particularly important because (he felt) our voices 
would be heard at a higher decibel level than those 
of the Australian forest activists. As he left, he 
wished us good luck and (get this) RAISED HIS FIST 
IN THE AIR! Earth First! outreach kicks in, in all 
comers of the planet. 

These actions were partially funded by the Earth 
First! Direct Action Fund and are only the beginning 
of the NFN's international campaign to save the 
Great Western Tiers. 

Orin Langelle and Karen Pickett conspired, so to 
speak, on this story. 


Headwaters Alert! 


— Ecotopia Earth First! 

Earth First! is calling an action alert this summer 
for Headwaters Forest While the newspapers talk 
about legislative proposals to save this 
incredible grove of 2000-year old red- 
woods, both Maxxam and Elk River Tim- 
ber Co. (a subsidiary of Sierra Pacific) are 
quietly filing timber harvest plans (THPs) 
to clearcut around it. The most urgent is 
Elk River's plan for a 180-acre clearcut 
right up to the edge of the ancient forest. 

This plan is nearly through the California 
Department of Forestry's review process, 
and cutting is expected to begin this sum- 
mer. 

The targeted area borders the north 
side of the Headwaters old growth. It is 
mature second-growth redwood begin- 
ning to recover old growth characteristics, 
and is a connecting corridor to another 
1500 acres of mature trees which needs to 
be preserved as a buffer if the already 
isolated Headwaters Forest is to survive. 

You would think that a clearcut right 
up to the edge of such a precious ecologi- 
cal preserve as Headwaters Forest would 
violate some environmental law. Headwa- 
ters is home to a dense population of 
Marbled Murrelets, who have taken ref- 
uge in a shrinking area of ancient forest as 
the surrounding old growth has been cut. The Califor- 
nia murrelet population once ranged all along the 
redwood coast and numbered about 60,000. Now 
there are less than 2,000 left in California and they live 
in three isolated areas, one of which is Headwaters. But 
never mind, says California Fish and Game, whose job 
it is to enforce the Endangered Species Act. Clearcutting 
this migration corridor and potential future habitat 
area will have "no impact from a murrelefs stand- 
point." 

Maxxam has been clearcutting around the edges of 
the Headwaters ancient forest core for years, and has 
just filed several more timber harvest plans in the area. 
Two of them are in the Elkhead Springs area, just east 
of the piece Elk River Timber wants to slaughter. 


Elkhead Springs is a grove of ancient forest, second 
growth, and residual old growth, which has already 
been separated from Headwaters by past logging op- 
erations. Right now the plans are held up — 
waiting for Fish and Game to come up with 
more information on the murrelets. 
Murrelets havebeen observed flying through 
the second growth in Elkhead Springs to get 
to their old growth nesting areas, but once 
again Fish and Game thinks it's okay to 
clearcut. They propose leaving a 300-foot 
buffer zone next to the old growth during 
breeding season only (April-August), after 
which it could all be cut. They apparently 
have no clue as to what the murrelets are 
supposed to do next year. 

This summer we are preparing to be out 
in the woods again as Maxxam makes a 
final grab before legislation can be passed to 
protect Headwaters. We demand a total 
moratorium on loggingin the entire 72,000- 
acre Headwaters Complex, as defined in the 
Headwaters Legislative Action Team's pro- 
posal. 

We will probably have to defend this 
land with our bodies again when the timber 
companies act to take down as many trees 
as they can before a court restraining order 
can be issued. So be prepared to quit your 
job on short notice this summer. Headwa- 
ters is the best of what little is left of the ancient forest. 
We can't let them slice it to pieces.

Wally Weally Wants Wolves Wasted

Now that the furor has died down and the tourists 
are on their way, Governor W ally Hickel and the Alaska 
State Board of Game are again pushing a plan to kill 
wolves in Alaska. The Board of Game will meet in June 
to consider more than 90 wolf control plans, including 
proposals for aerial shooting. This action comes de- 
spite promises by the Hickel administration that no 
wolf kills would be undertaken in 1993. State officials 
are weaseling (apologies to all weasels) out of their 
promises by claiming that FISCAL year 1993 ends on 
July 1! 

The promise came as a result of a worldwide 
boycott of Alaska tourism. The boycott was a response 
to plans by the Alaska Department of Fish and Game 
(ADF&G) to kill some 400 wolves in Alaska in an 
attempt to increase caribou numbers in those caribou 
hunting regions most favored by the state's urban 
hunters. Governor Wally held a "Wolf Summit" in 
Fairbanks in February of this year, after which state 
officials vowed that no wolf control measures would be 
undertaken in 1993. 

Pressure from Alaska's hunters, hunting guides 
and related "business(mostly)men" have encouraged 
officials to reconsider their promises and open ne- 
gotiations to reinstate aerial wolf shooting as 
a legal means of "wolf control."

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Has the Deforestation of 
Sarawak Destroyed a 
Cure for AIDS? 

Starting with twigs from a Malaysian gum tree, researchers isolated a 
compound in 1991 that blocked the spread of the HIV-1 vims in human immune 
cells, according to a paper made public by Rep. Gerry Studds (D-MA). Citing AIDS 
research as he intoduced legislation to reauthorize the Endangered Species Act, 
Studds stressed the importance of species diversity. 

The tree is a member of the guttiferae 
family of gum-producing trees. The type, 
known as calophyllum lanigerum, was found 
in a swamp in the Malyasian island of 
Sarawak. Researchers originally collected a 
little more than two pounds of twigs, bark 
and fruit from the tree. At the National 
Cancer Institute's center in Maryland, they 
reduced saplike material in the tree to a 
compound, “calanolide A." They tested it 
against the HIV-1 virus, the most common 
vims form in known AIDS cases. The new 
compound was found to be "100 percent 
effective" in blocking human cell mortality. 

"We have very good data. It's very 
promising," said Dr. John Cardellina II, co- 
author of the study. "To say it's definitely going to be a cure is jumping way ahead 
of the game." Cardellina indicated that the compound could more than control 
the disease. 

The team sent biologists back to Malaysia for more samples from the tree. 
When they arrived at the swamp, the tree was gone. Despite an extensive search, 
scientists have not yet succeeded in finding another tree that yields the anti-HIV 
extract.

International Campaign Wins 
Temporary Reprieve for 
Threatened Tasmanian Forests 


Residents of Jackeys Marsh, Tasmania, have succeeded in staving off opera- 
tions in the dry sclerophyll eucalypt forests of Warners Sugarloaf. The Premier 
and Minister for Forests, Ray Groom, granted a temporary stay of execution on 
May 6. This is by no means a long-term victory. In four weeks the area will again 
be targeted for logging. (See related story, page 27.) 

Warners Sugarloaf is part of a 28,000 hectare mainly eucalypt forest, the 
most poorly protected forest type in Southeastern Australia. The area contains 
extensive stands of old growth, and is prime habitat for many of Australia's rare 
and endangered species. The unique Great Western Tiers forest region has been 
recommended for national park status by the Tasmanian World Heritage Man- 
agement Committee, the Tasmanian Parks, Wildlife and Heritage Department 
and the International Temperate Forest Conference. No fauna surveys have been 
conducted, despite the presence of the Tasmanian Bettong and the Long-footed 
Potoroo, both recognized endangered species. The understorey is dominated 
Banksia Marginata, the main food source of the Tasmanian Lorikeet. 

Current plans call for clearfelling for woodchips, broadcast burning and the 
laying of 1080 wildlife poison. 

Jackeys Marsh is being targeted by the timber industry in an attempt to 
break down opposition to the Great Western Tiers NP, despite the wishes of 
residents in Deloraine and District, the nearest population centres, who favour 
the formation of a national park. The Tasmanian government recently shut off a 
comment period three weeks early due to the overwhelmingly pro-preservation 
response.

Organize a demonstration outside your nearest Australian Embassy to 
express your outrage at the destruction of part of the Great Western Tiers NP.

Watch Out, Kazakhstan: 
Chevron is on the Way 

Chevron has cut a deal with the Republic of 
Kazakhstan to spend $20 billion over the next 40 
years drilling for oil in the Tengiz region on the 
northeast shore of the Caspian Sea. The venture, 
called Tengizchevroil, is the largest of its kind thus far 
between a large Western oil company and a republic 
of the Commonwealth of Independent States (CIS). 

Kazakhstan is dominated by desert and plateau. 
The Kazakhs, of Mongol descent, are largely nomadic, 
although due to programs introduced in the 1950s, 
have become agrarian. 

The Tengizchevroil project, similar to one in 
Papua, New Guinea, is expected to draw other ven- 
tures involving such despoilers as BP, Amoco, and 
good ol' Exxon. This venture is part of Chevron's 
ongoing strategy of pursuing foreign oil operations 

Two years ago, pumping operations began at 
Tengiz, and the current output is 65,000 barrels daily. 
Chevron is plans to pump 700,000 barrels a day by the 
year 2010. The outlook is grim.

I Dear Earth First! Friends, 

This letter was written in northeast Thailand on the last day of a "Buddhism and Deep 
Ecology Forest Walk" organized by the International Network of Engaged Buddhism. The 
walk was led by the venerable Phra Prachat of Hu Nam Phood Forest Monastery, who is well 
known in Thailand for his work in the defense of the remaining Thai forests. He is espe- 
cially known for his unique method of forest protection by ordaining trees. 

This forest is in grave danger of extinction. Unless the illegal logging is stopped very 
soon, there will be no natural forest left in Thailand. Presently, various corrupt vested 
interest groups encourage desperately poor villagers to cut big trees, sell the wood to 
middlemen (often for furniture for export), and then plow and plant the land with eucalyp- 
tus for use in commercial pulp making. This is occurring at an alarming rate. Logged areas 
are rapidly converted to eucalyptus plantations, and these plantations quickly degrade the 
soil through nutrient removal and erosion. 

Tree plantations do not replace the natural, wild forests in any way. In addition to the 
rainwater retention of the forest, the habitat of numerous animals and birds is rapidly 
disappearing. During our trip we were visited by elephants, tiger, bear and many other 
animals and birds. Villagers showed us a photo of one of the remaining bears, Wiled by a 
hunter's land-mine trap. This in a Natural Park! We cannot allow these beings to become 
extinct due to the loss of their habitat or to poaching by thoughtless, greedy humans. 

The laws of Thailand are being broken as well. Logging was banned in Thailand in 
1988, but it has not been stopped at all. Parts of the forest are in the Thaplan National 
Forest Park, where logging has been illegal for decades. Yet, in that National Park we saw 
many of the forest's tallest trees felled and most of the wood was left to rot by villagers 
desperate for the pittance they received for only the prime wood. This must stop! 

Help us to save this forest by sending two important letters: one to the king, and one to 
the Prime Minister of Thailand, urging them to undertake measures to stop logging. We are 
certain international pressure will help enormously. Finally, we encourage you to spread the 
word as much as you are able. If you can, please send any size donation to Phra Prachak to 
help him in his campaign to save this forest. He has excellent plans for helping the villagers 
build a forest and near-forest community based on sustainable agriculture and village 
handicrafts, and for forest protection patrols of forest monks and villagers. 


Thailand is Destroying 
Burma’s Teak Forests, too. 

The government of Thailand has approved the reopening of 
seventeen border checkpoints to assist Thai companies in the 
logging of Burmese Teak. The border crossings were closed last year 
after criticism that the Thais were helping Burma's military govern- 
ment destroy its forests. 

Logging was banned in Thailand in 1988 after hundreds were 
killed in severe flooding which was the result of deforestation. Thai 
loggers were forced to look for elsewhere to supply the 8 million 
cubic meters of teak the industry consumes annually. Burma has 
become Thailand's major supplier of teak, followed by Cambodia. 
The Thai Deputy Minister of Agriculture has justified this action, 
stating that if Thailand did not buy Burma's teak, "other countries 
would." 

Burma has a serious deforestation problem. According to a 1990 
report, Burma is losing 800,000 hectares of forest annually. But teak 
is a major source of foreign exchange for the government of Burma. 
This has resulted in a furious rate of logging and the smuggling of raw 
logs into Thailand. 

Thailand's Interior Minister asked that 14 checkpoints on 
Thailand's border with Cambodia be reopened. Thailand's Interior 
Minister has said that opening the border to allow easy access to the 
forest for logging would not encourage deforestation. But Prime 
Minister Chuan has denied this request because of UN sanctions 
against the Khmer Rouge. 

Write: to the Prime Minister of Thailand and demand that Thailand 
not assist the Burmese military government in the destruction of its 
forests.

Make sure letters include the 
following points: 

• Stop all logging in National Parks in 
Thailand, and severely curtail all 
logging in remaining natural forests. 

• Provide appropriate agricultural 
support and income alternatives for 
the impoverished villages in and 
around the forests. 

• Bring to justice those officials and 
businessmen who are destroying the 
tropical forests. 

• Restrict eucalyptus plantations. 

• Support co-operation between forest 
monks (like Phra Prachak) and 
villagers. 

• Stop construction of the road 
through Thaplan National Park. Not 
only does it cut a large gap into the 
least spoiled parts of the forest, but it 
also invites further road building, 
logging and destruction.

In December of 1992, a group of Sea Shepherd Conser- 
I vation Society crew, with the help of local Norwegians, 
P stalked and attacked the Nybrena, a Lofoten Island ship used 
| exclusively for whaling (See Brigid, 1993). A seacock was 
I broken and the ship was partially sunk, which attracted 
| international attention and created quite a stir in Norwegian 
fi waters. 

In addition to the initial damage costs, Sea Shepherd's 
| scuttling of the Nybrena has cost Norway millions. Although 
| the Nybrena has been recovered, the responsible insurance 
| company will not reimburse the owners for the extensive 

I * damages because it is being claimed as an "act of war." 
According to ORCA force agent #13, insurance premiums 
for whalers have now soared in Norway and whaling ships 
are protected twenty-four hours a day. The tourist industry, 
P a mainstay of the island economy, has also been adversely 
| affected. The islanders, known for their hospitality, now 
| distrust all foreigners, creating an uncomfortable situation 
| for most visitors who quickly leave, taking their cash with 
| them. 

On another front, the Humane Society's boycott of 
pi Norwegian products has been quite successful. Fish, cheese, 
| oil and other Norwegian exports are beginning to fail in the 
| US and European markets. A German trade company, Beeck 
| Feincost, has just canceled a 3000-ton order of herring and 
| a 400-ton order of salmon. Many companies are being 
| forced to close their doors and are beginning to openly 
| protest the government's continued pro-whaling policies. 
I Over forty Norwegian organizations have now come out 
| against whaling. 

Norway is saying they will kill 1 36 whales for "scientific 
| research" and 1,60 whales for commercial purposes regard- 
§ less of Internation al Whaling Commission approval. Last 
| year whalers killed 95 for "scientific research." Trade sanc- 

I tions imposed by the United States would probably stop the 
slaughter this year. Norway is a staunch pro-whaling coun- 
try that has sworn it will fight any threats to its right to 
slaughter marine animals.

| Plans Massive Chip 
| M il l in Costa Rica 

Stone Container Corporation is preparing to build 
| Central America's largest chip mill on the Osa Peninsula, an 
| area often called the "jewel" of Costa Rica. 

The Osa Peninsula contains rainforests with trees and 
| plants found nowhere else in Central America, including at 

I least 50 endangered or threatened plant species, as well as 
the only ecologically viable populations of jaguars, tapirs 
and spider monkeys. It is also home to Corcovado National 
Park, one of the last remaining protected Central American 
Pacific rainforests. Because of its unique characteristics, the 
Osa has been nominated to become a United Nations World 
Heritage Site and a Biosphere Reserve. 

The chip mill Stone proposes will operate 24 hours a 
day, causing excessive amounts of noise pollution and 
dramatically increasing truck traffic. Noise pollution affects 
animal and bird behavior, disrupts the fishing industry and 
“ degrades the quality of life for local community members. 
Stone's plan also poses a threat to the Golfo Dulce: a 

I deep tropical basin on the Osa Peninsula with restricted 
water circulation, which increases susceptibity to chemical 
pollutants and sediment runoff from road construction, 
agriculture, oil spills and wood chips. Because of its anoxic 
(lack of oxygen) condition, it m ay be one of the only marine 
ecosystems of its kind in the tropics. River estuaries, man- 
groves and coral reefs make this aquatic system the breeding 
ground for whales, dolphins and many species of fish. 

Stone’s Costa Rica subsidiary, Ston Forestal, has planted 
over 25,000 acres of a non-native tree species called gmelina, 
which grow from seed to harvest in six years. With construc- 
tion of the chip mill, this plantation will increase to 60,000 
acres. Secondary forest, wetlands and some old growth trees 
will be threatened. Seeds dispersed from Stone's 30 million 
trees into existing forest will displace native species, chang- 
ing the ecosystem of the surrounding forest. The fruit of the 
gmelina attracts birds and mammals from nearby forest 
habitats, creating abnormal migration patterns with un- 
known consequences to the ecosystem.

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Iron 6r Glass Night Maintenance — a Hobby for the Nineties 


Dear Ned, 

Should we take our political advice from that engineer 
in the last issue who assured us that "Iron oxide has no 
magnetic properties?" As for proton procession magnetom- 
eters, portable and sensitive instruments can be homebrewed 
fairly cheaply, as the Amateur Scientist column of Scientific 
American once described (in about 1960, give or take a few 
years). 

But on to the technical properties of glass. The best way 
to do the job to meet the specs is to use a tungsten carbide 
wheel glass cutter to scribe a large wheel with spokes 
radiating toward the center. Put tape on the segments and 
then use a miniature butane torch like they sell at Radio 
Shack to make the glass crack along the lines. Practice, if you 
tap the glass to get it to crack along the lines, you have to do 
it from the inside, but because of expansion, cracking it with 
a hot needle flame works best from the outside. Or you can 
use the torch flame alone to make it crack in some uncon- 
trolled direction. 

Hydrofluoric acid is worthless because you would have 
to let a deep puddle of this stuff, about the nastiest to use of 
all liquids, react a long time on a horizontal glass surface. 
Forget it. The proper use of hydrofluoric acid is in diluted 
form in toothpaste kind of tubes they sell at stained glass 
craft shops to frost glass. If some impetuous rebel were to use 
a tube of this stuff to write a politcal slogan on the side of the 
big plate glass window of a bank while they were waiting for 
the late night bus some night, then the bankers would have 
a pretty hard time removing the message without removing 
the whole window, right?

It is very hard to unbuild a freeway, dam, clearcut, or 
other such atrocity. Concrete or asphalt can be destroyed, 
but the sheer size of most civil engineering puts a huge 
burden on the environmentalist, cramping his/her lifestyle. 
The burden should be on the land rapist; the environmen- 
talist should enjoy the joyful, fun free lifestyle that s/he 
deserves. 

In the process of destruction, there are "bottlenecks" 
where a small effort by the activist can have an enormous 
effect in hindering or stopping the process (environmental 
jujitsu). Your job is to find and exploit these pressure points. 

One such point is heavy equipment (bulldozers, scrap- 
ers, cranes, trucks, etc.). One such vehicle can do a huge 
amount of damage in a day. On the other hand, an ounce of 
night maintenance can prevent a ton of damage. 

Familiarize yourself with the movements of the sun and 
moon. At the new moon, the sun and moon are close 
together in the sky, and both set at the same time, creating 
the darkest possible sky.Friday night, all over the uncivilized 
world, big yellow vehicles will be parked in destruction sites 
unattended, and usually unlocked, for the weekend, with 
big "kick me" signs on their behinds that are only visible to 
the righteous. Daylight hours must be used to locate all of 
them, particularly those whose location makes them most 
vulnerable (for example, behind a hill), or where enough of 
them congregate to make it worth your while. They may be 
very hard to find in the dark (which is to your advantage!). 

Work completely alone. This is the only way you can 
achieve the necessary level of security for this dangerous 
(but thrilling) hobby. Resist the urge to brag. 

It is very tempting to slash all tires, leaving a very clear 


message. It will cost the rapist dearly, but not dearly enough. 
It will create headlines, but give the opposition the psycho- 
logical and political advantage to spare no expense in 
tracking you (or some suitable scapegoat) via the evidence 
trail you inevitably laid down. And the added security 
instituted will hinder further adventures. Unless you can 
cause a huge, crippling expense instantly (for example, by 
burning a great number of vehicles irreparably), it is far 
better to initiate a damaging process that won't get noticed 
until the evidence trail is obliterated. 

A possible candidate is putting the finest (smallest- 
grained) aluminum oxide (see "abrasives" in the Yellow 
Pages) you can afford in the oil filler hole, washing it down 
with a quart or so of salt water. Ideally, the engine will be 
operated until it is destroyed, without any problem being 
noticed. Your footprints will be long since obliterated. The 
only tools you need are gloves, a small flashlight or penlight,. 
and a small plastic container that can be squeezed to form 
a pouring spout. 

This is a hobby the whole family can enjoy! Everyone 
can keep their eyes peeled for yellow vehicles, and report the 
sightings in their neighborhood newsletters. Kids can ask 
the rapists and their elected representatives embarrassing 
questions, like, "Why are you destroying our neighbor- 
hood? Why are you cutting down trees? Why are you 
destroying animals' homes?" Grandma and Grandpa can 
research who is profiting from the project and organize the 
appropriate boycotts and picket lines. Joe Boy Scout and 
Suzie Girl Scout can earn merit badges learning about the 
species endangered by the projects or lobbying the city 
council (or the city council's children!) against them. Fun 
unlimited!

Proposed Spanish Dam Endangers Brown Bear 


Environmental organizations in Spain are mounting an 
international campaign against the proposed Vidrieros Dam, 
which threatens one of the last populations of the European 
Brown Bear and a host of other sensitive birds and mam- 
mals. 

The Carrion River flows through the Valle de Pineda in 
Fuentas Carrionas, a mountainous area in NW Spain. The 
valley's relatively undisturbed vegetation shelters many 
species of birds now rare elsewhere. Among 21 species of 
birds of prey found in Fuentas Carrionas are Bonelli's Eagle, 
Golden Eagle, and Peregrine Falcon — all officially threat- 
ened in Europe. Many other sensitive birds also nest there, 
including Eagle Owl, Middle Spotted Woodpecker, Ca- 
percaillie, Nightjar, Bluethroat, Raven, and Chough. 

The area shelters at least 32 mamalian species, includ- 
ing the Brown Bear, Wolf, Otter, and ten kinds of bats. There 
are also ten amphibian, 15 reptile, and a multitude of insect 
species. 

The Brown Bear is one the biggest reasons to stop the 
dam. Due to intensive hunting, the Spanish population of 
the Brown Bear was almost extirpated around 1950. The 
government established some Brown Bear reserves and, in 
1973, the Brown Bear was officially protected. But today, the 
Brown Bear remains only in two isolated populations. The 
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larger, in the Cantabrian Mountains, was estimated at 80- 
130 individuals in 1986. A much smaller group remains in 
the Pyrenees along the French border. Habitat destruction, 
poaching, inadequate forestry practices and farming are 
now serious threats to the Brown Bear, and the population 
is again declining. 

There are two nuclei of bears in the Cantabrian Moun- 
tains. Fuentas Carrionas is the core of the smaller, eastern 
group, estimated at 13-20 individuals, which is particularly 
threatened by genetic isolation. Valle de Pineda is a vital 
corridor for this population, and there is evidence of female 
bears with cubs using the valley and surrounding areas in the 
winter. Flooding of the valley would further fragment the 
habitat, posing a severe threat to the survival of the eastern 
Cantabrian bears. Further disturbance due to new access 
roads, tourism, sports activities and a flooded valley would 
magnify the negative impacts of the dam. 

An independent commission which reviewed the pro- 
posed dam concluded the impact on the Brown Bear would 
not be significant and may be mitigated under the Brown 
Bear Protection Plan. However, this study neglected advice 
from the Council of Europe, scientists from the University of 
Leon and environmental organizations. 

Obviously, the dam will affect many species other than 


the Brown Bear. BirdLife has designated the area an Impor- 
tant Bird Area. The World Wildlife Fund has proposed 
Fuentas Carrionas for protection under the Habitat Direc- 
tive of the European Community. The Secretariat of the Bern 
Convention (on the conservation of European wildlife and 
natural habitats) has recently expressed doubt about the 
dam project. ^ 

You Can Help! 

Buy a square meter of land. Spanish environmental 
organizations have bought some farmland to further legal 
action and to strengthen local farmers’ resistance in the land 
expropriation process prior to dam construction. They are 
selling patches of land to complicate and block the process. 
The price is symbolic (1000 pesetas for a square meter), and 
the land is sold under the condition that, when the project 
is cancelled, the right of use reverts to the old owners.

De- 
fenders of Cove/Mallard have not been 
around Dixie much since last autumn 
when the relationship between the 
townspeople and members of the An- 
cient Forest Bus Brigade were somewhat 
more amicable. It must have been a long 
hard winter for Dixieites as they nestled 
down for the big snows with the Freddies 
and industry heavies who diligently 
courted support for a joint massacre of 
Idaho's roadless areas. When the 
snows melted, we were not wel- 
come in the land of Dixie, the 
road building had nearly 
resumed, and the Freddies 
had blood in their eyes. 

Notwithstand- 
ing the local re- 
ception, the 
Rendezvous 
was a good, 
productive time 
with plenty of base 
camp preparations, 
engaging dialogue, great 
beer, and general merri- 
ment on the Ancient Forest 
Bus Brigade's twenty-acre Cove/ 
Mallard home. Goodinformational 
talks were given by the likes of Jake 
Jagoff, Eric Ryberg, and Howie Wolke 
regarding the Freddies' road construc- 
tion efforts, non-violent strategies for 
the summer actions, and the character 
of the Greater Salmon-Selway-Bitterroot 
ecosystem. 

We also had a surprise speaker who 
came from Dixie or thereabouts and 
suggested that his fellow townsfolk were 
not as hostile as we would gather from 
looking at their long faces when we 
drove through town . In fact, he felt folks 
would not be nearly so contentious if it 
weren't for the Freddies, who paid fre- 
quent educational visits to Dixie during 
the winter. Now, that ain't right. 

Freddy cops were not much of a 
presence considering that Earth First! 
has lately been bulldozed by the media 
forour incendiary rants aboutroadbuild- 
ing, drillin', and countless Forest Circus 
blunders throughout the Wild Rockies 


Bioregion. Mild security measures were 
taken, however, to guard against any 
four wheelin' yahoos and common mal- 
contents who might want to spoil the 
fun.

The Rendezvous was a good way to 
ignite what looks to be a long, hot 
summer. Big wilderness is going to suc- 
cumb in Idaho if the roads don't die, 
and the folks with the Ancient Forest 
Bus Brigade are expecting lots of bodies 
to help this summer. Make plans to get 
to Cove/Mallard. There is plenty of 
room for anyone who's interested in 
stopping further encroachment into 
Cove/Mallard. 

Chris Schwaderer got stuck on a logging road 
with BillBob after the Rendezvous. The rest 
of us ran out of gas in the middle of hostile 
territory. We're all going back for the ac- 
tions, though. 


Le Blue Plateau Rendezvous

This year's Oregon Rendezvous, held 
atop the Potumas Creek Canyon of the 
Blue Mountains, was beautiful. The site 
was in a wooded area, part of the "Blue 
Plateau." The canyon contains primeval 
Grand Fir/Ponderosa Pine forests. Steep 
canyon walls have prevented the hooved 
locusts from defiling the pristine ripar- 
ian areas. Home to Elk, Mule Deer, Coy- 
ote, Great Homed Owl, Pine Marten, 
Porcupine, Wolverine, Bear, Raven, 
Pileated Woodpecker, Goshawk and a 
host of others, this area is wilderness. 

All is not well, however, in the for- 
ests of NE Oregon. There are a myriad of 
roads, clearcuts and proposed "salvage" 
sales being offered by the Umatilla and 
Wallowa-Whitman National Forests. The 


plans call for opening more roads to 
vehicles and grazing permits. This area 
is truly slated for destruction. 

Next on the chopping block is the 
proposed "Camas" timber sale in the 
North Fork John Day RD of the Umatilla 
NF. This sale alone would srtip 28.2 
mmbf from 6202 acres (including 297 
acres of old growth), scrape in 40 miles 
of new roads, and open 23 miles of new 
"off-highway vehicle trails" to anyone 
with an engine (comment deadline: July 
23). At the same time, the National 
Aububon Society recently completed 
an old growth survey which forced the 
Forest Service to admit that half of the 
designated old growth in Eastern Wash- 
ington and Oregon has already been 
logged. 


The Ecotopia Regional Rendezvous 
in the Sinkyone Wilderness was relo- 
cated due to rain. It's really not as 
wimpy as it sounds. Yasee,itpouredthe 
entire week before, and turned the Usal 
Road into mush. Trucks got stuck, and 
with the grey coastal clouds about to 
break, we decided to move the event to 
Westport, the site of the annual Logger- 
EF! party. Sorry to anyone who got stuck 
waiting for directions in the rain. 

In spite of the last-minute 
switcheroo, about 80 of us managed to 
gather for the weekend. There were 
several workshops including, "The Wise 
Use Movement," "Saving the Headwa- 
ters Forest," "Eco-Feminism," and "Na- 
tive American History of the Sinkyone." 
One of the highlights of the Rendezvous 
was the "How to Talk to Loggers" work- 
shop by Ernie Pardini (5th generation 
logger-gone EF!er), where we learned 
some humbling advice about how not 
to piss off f alters wielding large chainsaws 
during woods actions. The focus was on 
how to dialogue with workers and be- 
ing clear that we got a problem with 
the corporadoes, try not to take it 
personally. On the north coast, 
there are some genuine and 
groundbreaking efforts to build alliances 
with disgruntled timber workers and 
create alternatives to the liquidation 
logging practiced by MAXXAM corpo- 
ration. They are raiding forests, the 
S&L's, the workers' pension funds and 
the integrity of the rural forest commu- 
nities. Two specific alternative projects 
are the Mendocino Real Wood Co-op 
and the restoration jobs component of 
the Headwaters legislative proposal. 

It would have been useful to have 
had a workshop, "How Not to Piss Off 
the Town of Scotia." Scotia is the last 
company-owned town in the West. 
Governor Pete Wilson made a rare ap- 
pearance in Humboldt County to visit 
to the Pacific Lumber mill and con- 
gratulate his partnerin crime, MAXXAM 
CEO Charles Hurwitz, for making a fi- 
nancial and environmental killing in 
the redwood forest. 

Earth First! demonstrators crashed 
the reception and were greeted by 
schoolkids and their parents yelling, 
"Get a job, go home!" to which we 
responded, "We live here and this is our , 
job." We were singin' (to the tune of t 
Drunken Sailor), "What can you do 
with Governor Wilson, Ear-li in the ' 
morning, Put him in a cell with Charlie • 
Hurwitz!" and having friendly, produc- 
tive conversations with the 
unindoctrinated young people of Scotia.

Dear ShitFer Brains:

Actually, we need every one of those 
composters and recyclers, and every tree 
spiker is ifty idol. Any level of awareness and 
action is Setter than apathy, or despair. 

But, being part of this society demands 
endless and constant compromises with my 
environmental ethics. Every time I use elec- 
tricity, flush the toilet, get in the car, I am 
knowingly contributing to the degradation. 
Looking around my room, I see the resources 
of an entire planet going to support my one 
body. Foods grown in South and Central 
America, and all across the US. Clothing 



processed in Asia, petrochemical compo- 
nents from the mid-east in a dozen forms, 
and I wonder where all the electrical wires 
were mined ... To keep our sanity, we all 
make the compromises while we do what we 
can to live right. But ... 

But I want to stop compromising. So I 
wish to propose an experiment in living 
authentically "in place," as humans did for 
99.99% of our history. I want to form a small 
hunter-gatherer tribe which will use only 
the resources of it's range. Is American land 
still able to support a small population of 
omnivores as large as humans? Have we so 
domesticated ourselves that, like chickens, 
we can no longer survive "in the wild"? 
These are legitimate questions. There are no 
more wild indians in North America, and 
the surviving tribal peoples of the world are 
among the most endangered of all this 
planet's life. Yet stone age technology sup- 
ported human life for 2,000,000 years, and 
industrial technology is killing off all life in 
mere centuries. 

The ideal experimental group will be be- 
tween 10 and 20 men and women, of various 
backgrounds and ages. Some will be knowl- 
edgeable in primitive technology, some in 
plants and animals, some perhaps in heal- 
ing. I'd suggest we have a shaman; we seem 
to need an earth-based spirituality to keep 
from degenerating into earth-rapers. The 
experiment should run for at least two years. 
That will give us four seasons of trial and 
error learning, and then a second chance to 
do better. We may also need a year of prep 
time, to replace our manufactured tools and 
clothes with made-in-our-place ones. 

Our primary experiment will be survival 
with stone-age technology. However, in 
forming a small tribe, we will also be experi- 
menting in social living. With this in mind, 
I'd hope for a mix of racial, ethnic, and 
cultural backgrounds among members. Di- 
versity is strength. 

The biggest barrier to starting this ex- 
periment will be getting a land use 
permit. I do not know the range 
needed to support 20 people. Is it 
40 acres, or 200 acres? Is there a 
private organization that could 
offer the use of the land? If we 
were under the aegis of a govern- 
mental or academic sponsor, 
could we use public land? And 
can we find wilderness which is 
not a nuclear test site, a toxic 
waste disposal site, or downstream 
from a plutonium mine? 

I would be happy to seek official sponsor- 
ship in exchange for a site. We could provide 
data on how the common man will fare, to 
counterbalance the scientists living in Bio- 
sphere II, seeing if the select few might 
survive the destruction of the biosphere! But 
regardless of all the official and legitimate 
reasons we may generate to justify the ex- 
periment, my Real Why is that I need to live 
ethically, if only for a few years. This experi- 
ment may not contribute more to saving the 
planet than staying home and writing to my 
congressmen about the issues. But at least a 
small group of us will be freed for a while 
from the constant compromises. 

This letter is the first step in arranging this 
experiment. If you are interested in joining 
the "tribe," please write to me. If you have 
any advice or knowledge concerning land 
availability or govemment/academic back- 
ing, let me know. I am;

A communique of some 
sort must be sent to local media, 
forest agencies, the mill which was 
to handle the timber, the millworkers’ 
union, the loggers or logging companies, 
etc. A spiking which is not publicized does 
nothing to stop logging; it is a reckless and 
pointless gesture (and definitely not a course 
of action advocated by any earth first !er I 
know). If any who have been warned then 
choose to go ahead with the cutting and 
milling of the timber, they must accept the 
consequences of their actions. At that point 
I have little sympathy for the workers. All 
workers have the choice of working or not, 
and it's the logger who has the final decision 
on whether a tree is cut. Get some backbone 
and use no-compromise tactics on labor 
issues. I don't give a shit whether a timber 
worker, or any worker for that matter, can 
afford that box of donuts or that second big 
mac or second car or microwave oven or big- 
screen TV. Let them become wards of the 
state and drag it down instead of the forest. 
The future of life on this planet is more 
important. 

The second argument is that spiking is 
ineffective as a tactic. Contrary to the claims 
of the anti-spiking faction, spiking has saved 
areas from the chainsaw; witness Meares 
Island, BC, and Bowen Gulch, CO., to name 


a couple. And hell, if we're going to elimi- 
nate every tactic which is ever ineffective, 
why don't we just shitcan all our tactics and 
all become lawyers.

Dear Editor, 

I wish to engage in a little comradely 
debate with Greg Gordon, who stated his 
conviction in the May Journal that Malthus 
was fundamentally wrong. Malthus believed 
that overpopulation was going to be a pri- 
mary cause of the worldwide problems we 
now often associate with overpopulation 
rather than the result, as Gordon believes. 
Gordon believes that the key underlying 
factor is a "a cultural cancer that is spreading 
over the planet" that caused the population 
explosion that coincided with the industrial 
revolution. 

Gordon's observations hold true in many 
regards, but they are likewise consistent with 
the ideas of neo-Malthusian historians like 
Paul Kennedy. Kennedy is a clear-minded 
scholar who gives a detailed analysis of the 
historical roots of the current technology 
related population crisis and its probable 
effect when projected into the future. This is 
the topic of his recent book "Preparing for 
the 21st Century"; Random House, $25. His 
previous major work, "The Rise and Fall of 
the Great Powers" is a richly documented 
analysis of the syndrome of empires, like the 
United States after WWII, that get them- 
selves overextended militarily in the course 
of trying to maintain by force a system that 
generates wealth. 

Gordon observes and explains historical 
trends, but I explain them somewhat differ- 
ently. Because of the fairly universal ten- 
dency of humans to pass along useful infor- 
mation, technology has continually evolved 
in the direction of greater complexity and 
refinement. This gradual accumulation of 
useful technique has enabled mankind 
to pass through three great stages 
of development. There are the 
hunting and gathering stage, 
for the last million years or 
so, during when our be- 
havioral traits as a spe- 
cies of ape largely 
evolved. Second there 
is the agricultural 
revolution of the last 
ten thousand years 
or so. Finally there is 
the industrial revolu- 
tion lasting for only 
the last century and a 
half in the United States. 

(See "The Economics of 
World Population, " a classic 
and wonderfully insightful 
little book by Antonio Cicippio) 



Each of these three stages is associated 
with a sharp increase in population and also 
the complexity of social organization over 
the preceding stage. Each human popula- 
tion and stage of technology tends to have a 
fitting social organization and culture. Mean- 
while, human numbers have usually 
ratcheted upwards to exploit fruitful ad- 
vances in technology within generations, 
not counting setbacks caused by plagues, 
natural disasters revolutions, etc. 

The greed of imperialism operating on a 
global scale is no stronger than the greed of 
Columbus, butthe side-effectsof such mind- 
less acquisitiveness on the environment have 
increased since his time by orders of magni- 
tude. This is true because of the power of 
modem technology multiplied by the in- 
creased population itself made possible by 
technology. The third world as well as the 
industrialized world is being rapidly trans- 
formed by technology. The resulting cul- 
tural turmoil is in itself contributing to 
the population explosion. 

What Gordon seems to me to leave out 
is a discussion of what it is about the new 
culture that is causing it to spread so 
rapidly. I think that Gordon should 
focus more on the underlying technol- 
ogy that is introducing cheap beer, re- 
frigerators, telephones, television and 
automobiles, into the third world. Until 
the present time, the tentacles of con- 
sumer desire introduced by communi- 
cations technology have overpowered 
tribalism pretty much everywhere. 

What Gordon wants to see is a spiritual 
rebirth in our culture evolving in reaction to 
capitalism and then catching on to spread 
worldwide. Who could disagree with this 
vision? This point of view offers hope that a 
religious or cultural rebirth to "get tribal" 
could save the planet from a hellish popula- 
tion crisis. 

The test of this philosophy is to be able to 
see examples of cultures that have willingly 
and successfully rejected materially wealth. 
A lack of such groups does not mean that 
anti-materialist rebellions are impossible. In 
fact Kennedy believes they are increasingly 
likely, given the increasing inability to de- 
liver the goods shown on television. Perhaps 
Moslem fundamentalism and religious cults 
in the United States are a harbinger of the 
times to come. But maybe not. 

I believe it is very possible that the moral 
bankruptcy of world capitalism driven by 
technology may eventually destabilize the 
world economic system through overpopu- 
lation, followed by a great die-off. This could 
cause something like the dark ages that 
followed the economic collapse of the Ro- 
man Empire. As an old radical turned envi- 
ronmentalist, and one who still thinks Marx 
was largely on target, I think we have a moral 
obligation to minimize the disaster. I think 
a first class way to decide how to expend 
political effort effectively is by studying the 
works of the best neo-Malthusian scholars 
like Kennedy.

Each year around this time, rumors bounce around 
EF! circles about the upcoming RRR: local roughnecks 
are planning an armed attack: the Forest Service won't 
give us a permit; people with dogs cannot attend; the 
Grateful Dead will make a surprise appearance at the 
rally; whatever. Maybe due in part to the unique nature 
of this year's Rendezvous on Mt. Graham, some of this 
year's rumors are especially interesting. Your ever- 
vigilant and hardworking 1993 RRR committee would 
like to conect some of these misunderstandings. 

Before spuming the Rendezvous because you heard 
this or that, why not personally communicate with 
one of the RRR committee members and get the real 
story?

Rumor: The Rendezvous will be held on a pristine 
mountaintop near the summit of Mt. Graham, in the 
middle of endangeredMt. Graham Red Squirrel habitat— 
a place so super-sensitive that any large gathering of 
people could not help but wreak environmental havoc. 
Reality: The Rendezvous will be held near the top of 
Grant Hill, which is 1000' lower/several miles away, 
and across the road from Mt. Graham's high peaks. 
A variant of this mmor runs that we'll be camping in 
a sensitive riparian area: the nearest stream is half a 
mile away and over 500' below the site. Grant Hill 
has been thoroughly logged, and several old logging 
roads traverse the area. It does have a nice tree cover 
now and is beautiful, but it is not pristine and, 
relatively speaking, is not very environmentally sen- 
sitive. 

Most of Mt. Graham's Red Squirrels are on the 
high peaks, but there are lesser numbers scattered 
throughout the mountain range's upper elevations, 
including right near some of the most popular camp- 
grounds and other developments. There are also a 
few Red Squirrel middens on the north side of Grant 
Hill, but the Rendezvous site is located on the south 
side, and we will only minimally disturb the squirrels

Rumor: The Rendezvous site is within the Apache's Dzil 
nchaa si an (Mt. Graham) traditional sacred site. 

Reality: The entire mountain range is a sacred site. This 
includes not only the RRR site but also the Forest 
Service campgrounds, reservoir, and roads — all of 
which the Apache use, for camping, fishing, and to 
reach the high peaks for ceremonies. The amount of 
damage being done and the attitude of the visitors 
matter most. The Rendezvous committee has care- 
fully considered Native American concerns and is in 
contact with local Apaches. We have worked with 
local Native Americans in arranging the Rendezvous 
and have received no indication that they are op- 
posed to our use of Grant Hill for the Rendezvous. 

Rumor: There will be "designated drinking" days and areas 
at the Rendezvous. 

Reality: Say what?! We have only asked (relative to 
drinking) that everyone try to respect everyone else's 
wants and needs. This Rendezvous is part of the 
burgeoning alliances between EF! and Native activ- 
ists. Alcohol is a survival issue for Native peoples. Out 
of respect for their struggles, you may wish to refrain 
from alcohol this RRR.

The University of Arizona and the Vatican, 
partners in the Mt. Graham International Observa- 
tory, have announced they will rename the so-called 
Columbus project, in a show of sensitivity to Native 
peoples. Of course, the newly-christened Large 
Binocular Telescope is still planned for the top of 
Mt. Graham, a site sacred to Apache people. Mem- 
bers of the Apache Survival Coalition, an alliance of 
traditional Apaches, have welcomed the name 
change, but still oppose the project on religious 
grounds. 

"They can name it Sally or John or 
whatever name they want, but we still 
don't want it," said Coalition member 
Ola Cassadore Davis. "That mountain 
is our church, if s a temple, so they 
should leave it alone, leave it the way 
it is." "If s not right for them to build 
anything on top of that mountain," 
said Frank Stanley, a tribal spiritual 
leader, "I don't care what they call it." 

Reaffirming the tribe's opposition 
to the project, the San Carlos Apache Tribal Council 
unanimously approved a resolution condemning 
the Observatory as a desecration of a religious site: 
“the San Carlos Apache Tribe states its firm and total 
opposition to the construction of a telescope project 
on the top of Mt. Graham and ... stands ready to 
defend its constitutional rights if this project is 
allowed to be continued." This is the fourth such 
statement in as many years. 

Mt Graham (Dzil Nchaa Si An) is a sacred 
mountain to the San Carlos Apaches, and any 
permanent modification of the present form of the 
mountain constitutes a display of profound disre- 
spect for a revered feature of the San Carlos Apache's 
original homeland as well as a violation of tradi- 
tional religious beliefs. 

Apache activists are planning a 50-mile sacred 
run on July 3 from San Carlos to Mt. Graham, where 
they will join Earth First! for a protest against the 
telescope project 


In addition to conflicts over sacred land, oppo- 
nents of the observatory have leveled charges its 
construction could harm the Mexican Spotted Owl, 
an imperiled species now finally listed as Threatened 
after years of delay by the Bush and Reagan adminis- 
trations. 

Robin Silver, a Phoenix doctor and Mt. Graham 
activist, has filed a 60-day notice of intent to sue the 
Forest Service and Department of Agriculture for 
failure to consult with the US Fish and Wildlife 

Service as required under 
Section 7 of the Endan- 
gered Species Act. In his 
letter to Secretary of 
Agriculture Mike Espy, 
Silver charges that the 
observatory, "continues 
to negatively and 
cumulatively impact the 
habitat of the owls' prey 
base in the Pinaleno 
Mountains." Silver 
noted the need to notify the Secretary directly, as 
"the Forest Service, at the highest levels, has estab- 
lished that it will not attend professionally to the 
situation on Mt. Graham. This fact was established 
on May 7, 1990 when the US General Accounting 
Office (GAO) discovered and documented that USFS 
Chief Dale Robertson has an illegal, previously secret 
'understanding' with Arizona Senator John McCain 
to 'facilitate the Mt Graham project.'" 

Silver is also pursuing a $1 million false arrest 
lawsuit against the University of Arizona for his 
arrest on Columbus Day 1992 his lawyer says was 
"wrongful, without probable cause, and motivated 
and designed to harm Dr. Silver and deprive him of 
his constitutional rights." In the suit, Silver is 
charging the arrest was to intended to punish Silver 
for uncovering information (in still another lawsuit, 
natch) which shows University of Arizona officials 
knew state advisors had criticized a funding scheme 
for the project as "risky, and possibly illegal."

As we also noted in the last Journal, the RRR 
committee will not be furnishing beer this year. Any 
special arrangements about alcohol can be made by 
Rendezvous-goers when they get there. 

Rumor: Access to the Rendezvous is via a steep, rocky, 
mgged, brutal, two-mile trail; you'd have to be a world- 
class athlete just to get there! 

Reality: The walk from the staging area (next to the 
parking area) to the Rendezvous site is less than 3/4 
of a mile on a gently sloping old logging road. There 
are a few moderate stretches, but it's generally quite 
easy. With time and effort, someone in a wheelchair 
could probably make it. 

Rumor: Absolutely no dogs are permitted at the Rendezvous, 
and those who do manage to smuggle in their domesti- 
cated friends will be treated like dog shit. 

Realtiy: For reasons detailed in the last Journal, we 
strongly discourage people bringing dogs, but we 
would not presume to tell anyone not to bring dogs. 
Our request that you leave your dog at home is based 
not on an anti-dog bias, but on our strong commit- 
ment to protect the endangered Mt. Graham Red 
Squirrel. This squirrel spends most of its time on the 
ground, making it very vulnerable to dogs. One dog 
accidentally off its leash could cause a tragedy. Please 
help protect the squirrel, and choose to leave your 
dog at home. 

Rumor: Hundreds of wild-eyed eco-terrorists will be running 
amok, defecating everywhere. (This is mostly an Arizona 
rumor spread by our opponents and their media friends.) 

Reality: Deep, narrow-trench latrines will be strategi- 
cally located throughout the Rendezvous site; they 
will afford some degree of privacy, pose no more 
health danger than porta-potties, and be environ- 
mentally friendly and biodegradable. 

Rumor: No wearing of boots will be allowed at the Rendez- 
vous. 

REALrrY: We kindly request that people use soft-soled 
footwear or bare feet rather than waffle-stompers. A

i and bring people closer tn thp Earth , not because the [ 
site itself is incredibly sensitive or because the Ren- 
dezvous committee is a bunch of fascists. 

Rumor: The 1993 RRR committee is controlled by the 
resurrected, infamous "Tucson Junta" of the 1980s. 

Reality: None of the committee members were ever 
part of the so-called "Tucson Junta," (if there ever 
really was such a thing), though some of us do 
happen to live in Tucson. 

We of the RRR committee feel good about this 
year's site, and planning for the RRR is going smoothly 
so far (with the usual minor hassles). We're excited, 
and we think this will be one of the best yet. So come 
to Mt. Grahamjune 27-July 4!!! Form affinity groups 
ahead of time. Bring tarps, twine, buckets, packs, 
food, and whatever else we'll need to make it hap- 
pen. See you there!

Two activists set out from Yellowstone National 
Park on June 4 for a four-month, 1100-mile trek to 
southern Colorado. Jeff Rottler andjames Carpenter of 
Durango, CO, hope to draw attention to the plight of 
the endangered Grey Wolf and raise money for groups 
supporting Wolf restoration in the Rocky Mountains. 
They planned their route near the Wolf's original 
range, traveling through some of the wildest parts of 
Wyoming and Colorado. 

The hikers are asking for pledges of a penny a mile 
or more for their walk. The money will be split equally 
between four groups: Mission: Wolf, educating for wild 
Wolf recovery and against the ownership of Wolves; 
Wolf Recovery Foundation, supporting Idaho's tenuous 
population of Wolves; PredatorProject, a national group 
based in Bozeman, MT advocating for protection and 
restoration of wild predators; and SINAPU (Ute for 
Wolves), working to reestablish a population of Grey 
Wolves in Colorado. 

The hikers will stop along their route to educate 
about Wolves.

Black-Footed Ferret Alert! 


USFWS Proposes "Experimental" 
Status for Reintroduction 

The US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) has 
proposed "nonessential" status for reintroduction of 
the Endangered Black-footed Ferret ( Mustela nigripes) 
to sites in north-central Montana and southwestern 
South Dakota. The proposals, intended to be models 
for planned reintroduction efforts in Arizona, Colo- 
rado, and Utah set a very disturbing precedent. 

Instead of seeking to recover wild ferrets as re- 
quired by law, the USFWS is planning "intensive ferret 
management" in direct response to a small, vocal 
group of locals opposed to ferret recovery. The only 
ferret colony in the wild, located in Wyoming, is 
already designated "non-essential" to the survival of 
the species in the wild. 

Predator Project contends that the "experimental, 
nonessential" designation is totally inappropriate for 
biological, legal, social and moral reasons. USFWS 
should instead designate both experimental popula- 
tions as "essential," thus retaining full protections 
under the Endangered Species Act (ESA). USFWS is 
seeking to relax legal standards for the management of 
Montana and South Dakota ferret populations to 
accomodate "human activities:" including grazing, 
prairie dog control, trapping, ORV use, and oil and gas 
development, all of which disturb the habitat of the 
prairie dog colonies upon which the Black-footed 
Ferret depends for food. These are the same practices 
which have reduced prairie dog habitat to 2% of its 
original extent and driven the ferret, an indicator 
species for prairie ecosystems, to within a whisker of 
extinction.

Russian Quarry Occupation 

Dear friends ! 

We are writing to interest Earth First! in the action 
that will take place in Samarskaya Luka National Park. 
We value all support and if, as a result of the action, we 
attract the attention of the public to this problem at 
home and abroad, it would be a tremendous accom- 
plishment (though we aim for bigger achievements). 

The Samarskaya Luka National Park is located 
1000 km east of Moscow. It occupies the area within 
the "U-bend" of the Volga around Samara, Syzran, 
Togliatti and Zhigulevsk cities. 

Historically, the construction firms of the Samara 
region were using the National Park as their source of 
raw materials. This is still going on. The park territory 
has several quarry pits where they extract stone for the 
construction industry. The Zhigulevsk Hills are se- 
verely damaged as a result of the quarries. The land- 
scapes and ecosystems of the hills are severely eroded. 
Due to worsening economic conditions in Russia, the 
extraction of construction materials in the national 
park is increasing. There is no law to regulate the 
process. All the calls of environmentalists, workers and 
scientists to protect this National Park have been 
ignored. 

That is why we consider it necessary to carry out a 
radical action against the decision makers. We are 
planning to set up a constant vigil in protest of the 
mining at Mogutova mountain, directly in the blasting 
zone. 

When making plans for arrival, It would be better 
to arrive in one group. This is especially important for 
those who do not speak Russian. It is advisable, but not 
mandatory, to bring a tent, sleeping bag, some food 
and money. Due to inadequate funding, our resources 
are rather limited. Communicate with us preferably by 
E-mail or Phone the Sodo-Ecological Union in ad- 
vance. 

We warn you; Russia differs slightly from the rest 
of Europe and here you could be with a very high 
degree of probability cheated during the first minutes 
of stay. Suggestions: 1 . Do not be in a hurry to exchange 
your hard currency for rubles after leaving the plane. 2. 
Do not be hasty to buy things or pay for services in the 
airport. 

If you cannot join us on the front lines, contact the 
Sodo-Ecological Union and we will keep you informed 
throughout the action.

The Greenpeace Guide to Anti-Environmental 
Organizations , by Carl Deal, Odonian Press, Berkeley, 
1993.

The Sea Lion Defense Fund sounds like a worthy 
cause, doesn't it? I might even have considered 
giving them money (once that $10 million phone 
call comes from Ed McMahon), had I not read about 
them in this book. They are, you guessed it, effec- 
tively an anti-sea lion society, a fishing industry- 
funded group which lobbies for raising fishing 
quotas on this threatened species' main food. 
Likewise, the BC Forest Alliance, the California 
Desert Coalition, the Global Climate Coalition, and 
the National Wetlands Coalition advocate, respec- 
tively, increased timber harvests, mining-grazing- 
ORV use of the deserts, the debunking of the global 
warming "myth", and the destruction of wetlands. 
Accuracy in Media, the Alliance for a Responsible 
CFC Policy, the Environmental Conservation 
Organization, and the Society for Environmental 
Truth, are each, according to Greenpeace, for 
anything but. Oregonians for Food and Shelter's 
main mission is to convince the public that chemi- 
cal pesticides are safe. 

The gem of wisdom to be gleaned from the 
Abundant Wildlife Society of North America is that 
wolves "regularly attack people in India" because 
that country "has a philosophy of environmental- 
ism". But without wolves (which the Abundant 
Wildlife Society would exterminate) who will be left 
to attack the environmentalists? The groups in this 
guide, including "greenwashing" public relations 
firms, corporate front groups, right-wing think

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tanks, industry-funded "public interest" legal 
foundations, ultra-conservative endowments and 
charities, and "wise use" and "share" groups, all 
seem to be vying for the honor. "Preservationists 
are like a new religion — a new paganism," according 
to one group. "They worship trees and sacrifice 
people." Even the Humane Society is finally un- 
masked as a "radical animal-rights cult... a front for a 
neo-pagan cult that is attacking science, health and 
reason." 

This directory is proof that environmental 
ignorance and doublespeak did not die with the 
Watt-Reagan-Bush-Quayle years, nor did the incred- 
ibly inane "witticisms" accompanying ecological 
myopia. "Parks are like aspirin," the National 
Inholders Association's executive director believes. 
"Two can be helpful, but a hundred will put you in 
the hospital." For most of us, this guide will be not 
a list of groups to avoid giving money to, but a list 
of corporate anti-environmental sponsors (many of 
the groups' known funding sources publicly culti- 
vate a "green" image) to boycott, and a reminder of 
the mixture of deception and stupidity we danger- 
ous anti-American neo-pagan cultists are up against.

Artist Ray Troll and writer Brad Matsen, two North- 
westpan-icthyists, have teamed up to produce "Shock- 
ing Fish Tales" — a twisted coffee-table book promis- 
ing "deep, deep thought with full-scale illustrations." 

Ray offers dreamtime, colored peifcil illustrations 
of the fish world encountering ratfish, lumpsuckers 
and even "business men at twenty fathoms." He asks 
us "Fish worship — is it wrong?" Besides being an 
artist, Ray is a committed activist, having worked in the 
old "Crabshell Alliance," [the Pacific Northwest anti- 
nuclear movement that shut down five nuclear power plants 
in the 70's and 80's — ed.] and, more recently, fighting 
the nuclear sub base being built near Ketchikan. 

Brad Matsen, when not submerged in marine 
mysticism , writes for National Fisherman — a publica- 
tion which is becoming increasingly vocal on environ- 
mental matters from witnessing the collapse of fishery 
after fishery. In Deep, Deep Thoughts he writes: 

"The possibility that we humans are fouling up the 
old globe beyond our ability to repair seems to be on 
everybody's mind these days, probably because a 
decrepit version of creation theory has expired, wheez- 
ing and gasping in the comer of the shack where we 
store our collective wisdom." 

And later: 

"One thing is for sure: water makes earth the 
paradise it is. Fish are our canaries, and a lot of them 
are missing a few notes or hacking between verses. So 
do a good turn for a Pacific spiny lumpsucker today." 

Amen. Buy this book.

On Top Of 
M r. Graham

Rounding the turn in the grown-over road, figures become visible, smallish conical lumps 
on the ground. Joining the circle, the lumps take on human features, barely recognizable, 
whispering plans for the following day across the dark circle. Some of the shadowy faces can 
be identified by voice. It was the night of the final day of the RRR atop Mt. Graham. The 
whispered plans involve several affinity groups who would go out in the woods, in the area 
of the Red Squirrel Refugium, and approach the scope site, while the larger legal group would 
demonstrate at the University of Arizona gate guarding the long-fought road cut winding 
up the mountain. 

Up at dawn, without enough sleep, as the misty fog floats up through the trees and the 
heat began to descend, sleepy-eyed campers trudged down the dusty mountain trail toward 
the cars. As we caravaned to the road which leads to the 10,000-foot level, our snake of cars 
was joined by many cop cars. Once out of vehicles, the 100 plus hikers paused at the locked 
gate blocking the road claimed as the private property of the University of Arizona (UofA). 
A cheerful sheriff and a marine-like cop accompanyed us on the one mile hike up to the 
refugium boundary. To the consternation of those authorities, we paused at the point we 
were ordered to stop and then spontaneously continued the march another mile up the 
forbidden road, right to the observatories. 

Upon reaching the chain link fence at the end of the road, the sight we saw shocked the 
senses — huge concrete foundations, with the Vatican's phallic dome rising toward the sky 
they want to study, but don't respect. The Max Planck Institute's boxy monolith greets us 
silently but seems to shout. It is gargantuan and totally out of place in the previously quiet 
pine forest. 

Armed guards stood behind the fence, stone-faced, puffing out their chests, one warning 
protesters that they had "tools" which, he declared they would not hesitate to use if people 
were to break the law. continued on page 8

Reclaiming the Noble Road 


Road 
War / 
Victory

And now for the good news: Oxleas Wood, an 
8,000 year-old, 100-acre island of green in the heart 
of southeast London, has been saved. Direct action 
wasn't necessary — just the threat of it was enough. 
Yes, the British establishment, having experienced 
the wrath of Britain's radical environmental move- 
ment over road building at Twyford Down (see Litha, 
EF!J) has pooped its pants and backed down. Now, 
lets scrap the lot! 

On the 7th July the Government shocked the 
British green movement by announcing that it was 
dropping existing plans for the East London River 
Crossing (ELRC), a six-lane highway that would, if 
ever built, dissect the human communities of 
Plumstead and Welling, the ancient Oxleas and 
smaller Shepherdleas Woods. The government 
climbdown came several days after the British Road 
Federation (an industry lobby group) had launched 
its "Plan to Save Oxleas Wood." The industry was 
panicking and the government followed. 

The proposed destruction of Oxleas Wood has 
served to bring about the widest alliance ever of 
environmental groups in Britain, because it com- 
bines two of the most popular environmental issues, 
the destruction of ancient woodland in a severely 
deforested land, and the cancerous growth of a trans- 
port infrastructure that causes massive environmen- 
tal damage. The Oxleas Alliance consists of The 
Alliance Against Road Building, Earth First!, Friends 
of the Earth, London Cycling Campaign, London

To the uninitiated, the backcountry of Cove/ 
Mallard seems like a never ending sea of coniferous 
green. There are no readily recognizable landmarks 
or reference points; only ridge after ridge, drainage 
after drainage, sloping steadily towards that River of 
No Return — the Salmon. 

The US Forest Service and its serfs, Highland 
Enterprises (the road contractors) and Shearer 
Lumber Products, are hell-bent on destroying this 
priceless area for a quick cut-and-run buck. Their 
most gruesome crime so far: the Noble road, which 
plunges like a dagger into the heart of this roadless 
corridor. This road was the target of a major direct 
action on the morning of July 15. 

While the distance between base camp and that 
brown scar called Noble is about four and a half 
miles as the Raven flies, the Noble Road Action 
Team (NRAT) bushwhacked over eight miles, due to 
the nature of the terrain and the dense stands of Fir, 
Spruce and Alder. Only the more open stands of 
south-facing lodgepole pine offered easier going. 

Over two dozen activists completed the demand- 


ing journey (without cars or bucks!). The hike 
provided the teams with an opportunity to see 
firsthand what makes Cove/Mallard so biologically 
significant. Much of the Nez Perce National Forest, 
including Cove/Mallard, escaped the catastrophic 
fires of 1910, which burned much of northern 
Idaho and western Montana. The history of 
wildfires in the area indicates oldei, smaller fires 
that burned faster, and stayed on the forest floor or 
were contained. This, combined with its relatively 
high elevation and wetter aspects, has enabled a 
number of different forest communities to thrive. 
Pockets of old-growth Douglas Fir, Grand Fir, 
Engelmann Spruce and, in lower elevations, 
Ponderosa Pine provide wildlife sanctuaries. These 
forests exemplify productive habitat and in them 
we sought refuge and strength for the coming 
action. 

Only the Freddies and the road crews, thanks to 
their allegiance to the internal combustion engine,

Earth First!, all previous Journal editors and 
volunteers, and all others that have been 
associated with this rag during its stay in 
Missoula. ! 

In this issue the flavour is truly global, 
something/ not totally unconnected to the 
fact that rwo of the staff collective (Mick 
Womersley and myself) were bom in Brit- 
ain. In Mick's OpEd on page 3, the issue of 
divisions is brought up . We have long known 
that the industrial machine rules through its 
ability to divide us by our differences in race, 
gender, class, age, sexuality and species. Yet, 
how far do we go to personally challenge 
this? As a traveler from 7,000 miles away, 


brought up in an era of American military 
and cultural imperialism, I know that I ar- 
rived in this land with my own prejudices. 
Yes, the American dream is a nightmare. But 
how many of us in Europe are aware of the 
tireless, amazing resistance there is here on 
the North American continent? and vice 
versa ? We are more alike than I ever realised. 
As people trying to create a better future, we 
share the same fears, hopes and dreams as 
those involved in struggles thousands of 
miles away. The struggle to liberate our- 
selves and the Earth is a global struggle. Yes, 
there are differences, but the only borders 
that exist are in our minds. 

The same is true within our own coun- 
tries. At the recent Mt. Graham Round River 
Rendezvous the attendance by Native Ameri- 
can activists was very significant. The ac- 
tions reported in this issue were as much in 
outrage against the desecration of Apache 
sacred land as they were for the Red Squirrel. 
At the RRR, some of the differences between 
the Native struggle and our own were brought 
up and dealt with. Many, including the 
tensions over spirituality, will take a little 
longer. The fact is that we are starting to deal 
with them arid more importantly, work to- 
gether. We are not responsible for the mis- 
takes of our ancestors, but the future is the 
responsibility of all of us. The Earth de- 
mands we work together. In this issue, ar- 
ticles about Mt. Graham, the Sweetgrass 
Hills, Nopiming, the California desert, and a 
piece by well known Native activist Winona 
laDuke about James Bay, prove that we are. 

This issue also brings good news. Oxleas 
Wood, one of the last surviving woodlands 


in London, has been saved by the threat of 
direct action. In Idaho, on Vancouver Island 
and in Russia, resistance is reaching new 
levels. Yet with more successful resistance 
comes greater repression. Gene Lawhom's 
article and interview about the escalated 
harassment of environmental activists show 
how desperate the forces of greed, narrow 
self interest and destruction have become. 
The fact is that they are responding to the 
agenda WE are setting. The "final solution" 
article, analyzing the result of the Clinton 
forest summit, addresses this. It proves, how- 
ever, that "radical environmentalists" are 
not radical enough. Not only do we have to 
set the agenda, we have to set the context in 
which it is discussed. That means being 
more revolutionary in our approach, an 
argument that the folks from Terra Primal 
have made a good case for in this issue's 
blank wall. Are we, by recognising the au- 
thority of institutions that are inherently 
oppressive, anti-Earth and unaccountable, 
merely reinforcing the problems we are try- 
ing to resist? 

Along with the familiar issues of grazing, 
wolf-killing, and overpopulation come less 
frequently mentioned issues. The destruc- 
tion of the world's northern forests is one of 
these. The taiga or boreal forest, being the 
largest area of wilderness left on Earth, rep- 
resents the last frontier for the forest product 
companies. In Russia, an area of contiguous 
forest as large as the lower 48 states of the US 
is being hacked apart by timber companies 
using Korean slave labour — a potent ex- 
ample, if one is still needed, that the ma- 
chine that enslaves the Earth enslaves people 
too.

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Op Ed: Our Global Tribe

Boundaries and borders do not figure large in the 
vernacular culture of wild people. The original unit of 
human geography was the tribal territory, perhaps 
approximating the bioregion we talk about today. 
Territoriality is a concept in ecology that consists 
more of a containment of sufficiency: enough wild 
resources to meet the needs of a certain animal or 
organism. A grizzly mother knows that her spring 
grasses are found over that mountain, that her possi- 
bilities of feeding on carrion are good under that 
avalanche chute. She also knows that when food is in 
plentiful supply, it's better for her to expend energy 
eating the salmon in the creek than to fight for 
territory with her neighbor. 

What is the nature of Earth First! territoriality? The 
expansion of the deep ecology and radical environ- 
mental movement worldwide continues apace. In 
this issue, we joumalistas found ourselves reporting 
on issues from all over the world, as is usual for this 
paper. But one thing that impressed us was the 
number of new Earth First! groups and Earth First!- 


type groups beginning to work around the planet. 
This brought up questions as to what to do with all the 
information arriving for publication. Does it go in 
International; or does it get put in Regional Roundup 
with all the US news? What about all the places? 
Malaysia, Australia, Canada, the UK, Slovakia, the 
Czech Republic, Siberia? And the issues? Twyford? 
Oxleas? Clayoquot? Hydro-Quebec? Manitoba for- 
ests? The Amazon? 

What is a region? Are the regions in our Regional 
Roundup section bioregions, or simply the various 
states of the US? If they are bioregions, then what 
makes them different politically to other bioregions 
of the globe? 

In trying to answer these questions we can find 
ourselves running into the limitations of our indi- 
vidual intuitive ecological understanding. Deep ecol- 
ogy postulates ideas for continuing human life on the 
planet with increased satisfaction, spirituality and 
consequently happiness. These ideas must be avail- 
able to all the people the industrial world is hurting, 
from Bangor to Bangladesh and back again. We do not 
serve the movement well by remaining attached to 
artificial boundaries. 

Boundaries exist to serve theneedsofthe corporate 
state, delineating areas of operation, taxation and 
oppresion. Without boundaries, the human popula- 
tion of an area is limited more naturally by carrying 
capacity and cultural mores. Boundaries help in the 
industrial exploitation of the natural world by delin- 
eating zones. You can log in that drainage there, but 
not this wilderness here. We let you rape this place 
and this woman, but not that one there. Boundaries 
are the mechanism of compromise for the rape of the 
planet. 

One great service the deep ecology and radical 
environmental movement has done has been the 


effective removal of boundaries to activism. We pour 
into areas from all over the world to concentrate 
efforts on campaigns. 

We have also broken down economic boundaries 
and worked to dismantle exploitive trade practices by 
using bioregional ideas in our community econo- 
mies. Urban ecologists and back-to-the-landers are 
the lifestyle scientists of our movement, testing ways 
to live within the ecology of a bioregion. If we con- 
tinue to be successful in these experiments, creating 
satisfying lifestyles that expand the possibilities of 
human health and happiness, the word will get out. 
Eventually the bioregion will become the normal 
geographical unit of human culture once again. 

As joumalistas, we can serve to encourage this by 
not differentiating between so-called international 
and regional news on the basis of artificial boundaries. 
One of the rules of changing the world is to act as if it 
were already changed. Consequently a better differ- 
entiation would be the less artificial boundary be- 
tween news from our Earth First! tribal members and 
news from other areas of the world in general. Using 
this split, Regional Roundup would be reserved for 
Earth First! pieces, and a new section, called Global 
News or similar, would handle all other short news 
pieces from the US and the rest of the world. 

By recognizing our world as one biosphere divided 
only into bioregions, we act as if this truth were 
common to all people now, encouraging the day 
when it is a global truth. We also honor the diversity 
and extent of our friendships.

We, the Ancient Forest Bus Brigade and Wild Rockies Earth First! are organizing a rally 
and free concert for the weekend of August 14-15.

could be so blind as to miss the veritable treasure 
chest of life congregating in Cove/Mallard. But then 
again, most Freddies are not paid to walk — they are 
paid to drive — which means they must build more 
roads so next year they can access new clearcuts to 
drive their new trucks on. An endless cycle of 
destruction and extraction, obsolescence and waste. 

To prevent these unnatural occurrences in the 
forests of Cove/Mallard, NRAT trudged into the 
night and arrived on the road with a party of road 
rippers, tripod climbers, lockdown teams, legal 
observers and video runners. On to the task at hand: 
occupying the eyesore upon which they trod. 

Once on the road, flashlights were extinguished 
and voices ceased. Fortunately, the security on the 
Noble road was lax that night. The team reached the 
chosen site and the tripod crews set to work finding 
the poles for the sitters. In minutes the tripods were 
in place and both Deer Runs Away and Snapping 
Turtle were sitting atop their perches. Ironically, it 
would be over five hours before any law enforce- 
ment arrived on the scene. 

The second stage involved the road rippers, who 
began digging feverishly. They dug holes on either 
side of the tripods. In each 
hole two people were locked, 
back to back, by their necks. 
In the chest-deep front hole 
was poured a bag of quick- 
Cv-, crete with a chain buried in

cover of Cove/Mallard's 
evergreen canopy. 
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through the forest with the light from the sunrise 
slowly creeping above the horizon, was worth the 
time spent in Idaho County Jail. The legal observers 
lit fires next to the folks buried in the road and 
spirits were high. It was only a matter of minutes 
before the showdown began. 

The first vehicle was a Freddie truck which arrived 
at 5:30 am. The two special agents walked up with 
dumbfounded looks and exclaimed, "Well it looks 
like you've all been busy." No shit guys! They forgot 
their video camera, which was apparently in another 
truck, so they left to go get it. Upon returning they 
started photographing the whole scene and asked 
everyone to identify themselves. 

While they were doing this, the bravest of all 
crawled underneath the Freddie truck and locked 
her neck to the rear axle. It was done so subtly that 
the Freddie videographers didn't know what was up 
until a camouflaged forest defender came out of 
hiding to inform them that they had better not try 
to move or even start their truck because someone 
was locked underneath. The activists witnessed two 
of the most surprised-looking Freddies west of the 
continental divide. Their surprise turned to anger as 
the bearer of the bad news ran off with Freddies hot 
on his heels yelling, "Stop, come back!" . 

The next Freddie truck showed up at about 6:15 
am, with the engine left running lest the lockdown 
team have their way with another vehicle. For the 
next couple of hours they continued to film and 
take photos. It wasn't until two hours later when 
two deputies from the Idaho County Sheriff's 
Department arrived that any effort was made to 
remove people. From this point onward, a whole 
host of Forest Service personnel, sheriffs deputies, 
highway patrol and the road crew began to trickle 
in. As more people arrived, efforts to remove NRAT 
members intensified. 

By 9:00 am, law enforcement had gotten serious 
about digging out the four buried in the road. 

Despite this show of initiative, it would take them 
over an hour and a half to do it. It was satisfying to 
see the law not only digging, but working as hard as 
the road rippers did. 

As the deputies dug, Don Blewitt's (owner and 
chief fat man for Highland Enterprises) road crew 
arrived and one young logger contracted an obvious 
case of "Macho-itis". He boasted how easy it would 
be to catch one of our support team stationed in the 
vicinity. Suddenly, he spotted Thom E. Weather, 
one of the lockdown team, attempting to approach

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some equipment. The macho logger was heard to 
exclaim, "I'm gonna catch me one of them faggots," 
as he took off after her through the forest. Emerald, 
who was hidden next to where the logger had 
sprinted past, decided to intervene. He yelled at the 
logger to stop. The logger turned around and ran 
back and tackled Emerald. He pushed Emerald down 
the hill and onto the Noble road where he presented 
his prized Earth Firstier to the Freddies. 

At about 10:15 am, Roo and Jagoff were removed 
from the front hole. The legal observers, Blue and 
Roadblock, who had witnessed Roo and Jagoff s 
extraction, were now placed under arrest and 
prevented from further witnessing. A dangerous 
situation was getting more dangerous. Then Clyde 
and Bill, who were buried in the back hole, were dug 
out. The road crew had previously surrounded Clyde 
and threatened to chop her leg off with a chainsaw 
if she didn't move. In the end, Clyde and Bill went 
limp and had to be picked up and placed inside the 
bucket of a front end loader. Now only the tripod 
sitters and Pink were left blockading the center of 
the road. 

Rather than be party to a chainsaw masscare, 
Seargent Skot Mealer suggested lifting the pole to 
which Pink was attached and sliding her down and 
away from the tripod. As Skot and an assortment of 
cops and roadies lifted the tripod, he told Snapping 
Turtle, "Get ready to jump!" As they lifted, two of 
the poles pinched Snapper's leg like a couple of 
giant chopsticks. 

With Pink and the legal observers gone and the 
rest of the affinity group out of sight, things got 
even more dicey. The loggers fired up their 40-inch 
phallic chainsaws. At this point Skot changed his 
tone and said, "I hope you both are ready to jump 
because we're going to cut you guys out of the way." 
Not wanting to risk life and limb, Snapping Turtle 
and Deer Runs Away decided to come down and 
were duly arrested. Acacia was still locked beneath 
the Freddy vehicle. 

A reporter and photographer from the Lewiston 
Tribune were now allowed to inspect the action site. 
Sheriff Gene Meinen had just arrived with an 
electric saw, complete with portable generator, to 
attempt to cut the kryptonites that held Roo and 
Jagoff and Clyde and Bill together by their necks. 
None of those still locked together gave Gene 
permission to cut them off. In the end (and with 
media watching), Sheriff Meinen decided to trans- 
port the four kryptonited hole-dwellers to 
Grangeville. 

Meanwhile, Thom came out of the forest and put 
her body in front of a grader on its way to repair the 
road. "Stop, you have no right to do this!" she 
exclaimed. Although she held up the grader for less 
than a minute, she was in 
perfect position to ensure a ^

NRAT and the Law: 

The two legal observers at the July 15th action, 
Blue and Roadblock, as well as Emerald and Acacia, 
were taken to Boise, ID and charged with violation 
of a federal closure, a misdemeanor. Acacia was also 
charged with a felony for interfering with a forest 
officer. All four were initially held on $5,000 bail, 
but were released on their own recognizance (O.R.) 
after their arraignment on Monday, July 19, with 
the following instructions: 1. they must seek gainful 
employment; 2. they must phone their probation 
officer every day; 3. they must not violate the 
closure order; 4. if they fail to appear in federal court 
in Moscow, ID, on August 25, they must pay the 
court $500. 

The other members of the NRAT affinity group 
who were arrested are being held on state felony 
charges. All were charged with con- 
spiracy to commit grand theft (in excess 
of $150) for depriving Shearer Lumber 
products the use of the road — which, by 
the way, Shearer claims to own, even 
though the Noble road is National Forest 
land. The four members of the group 
who were embedded in the road are also 
charged with a second felony — malicious 
injury to property— for allegedly creating 
two gaping holes in the Noble road. 

The eight activists feeing felony state 
charges immediately began a solidarity 
fast, refusing all food and drinking only 
juice and water. The men held out for 
three days and then began eating. The 
women held out on their fast, and at 
press time were still not eating and not 
being served juice by the jailers in Nez 
Perce. 

Prior to arraignment, all members of 
the affinity groups refused to give their 
names to the authorities. Initially, all 
eight activists were held in the Idaho 
County Jail in Grangeville, Idaho. They 
were arraigned by Judge Michael J. 

Griffin on Friday, July 16. Judge Griffin 
is holding the eight on $5000 bail each. On Satur- 
day morning, two of the women, Clyde and Pink, 
were moved to the Lewis County Jail in Nez Perce, 
due to space limitations for female prisoners at the 
Grangeville facility. 

On Tuesday, July 20, the eight were brought 
before visiting judge Stephen L. Calhoun of Lewis 
County for a bail reduction hearing. Darren Fales of 
the Grangeville law firm, Dee, MacGregor, Fales, 
and MacGregor, was assigned as public defender for 
the group. He made a strong plea for the eight to be 
released on their own recognizance with restrictions 
such as refraining from further civil disobedience 
and entering the northern half of the Cove/Mallard 
project areas pending trial. 

Judge Calhoun, upon hearing statements by both 
the defense and by county prosecutor Jeff Payne, 
said he did not feel qualified to make any changes 
to the bail, as this was not his case and Judge Griffin 
seemed to have a handle on the proceedings. Yet he 
said that if we should happen to raise the $40,000 to 
bail ourselves out, we would be restricted from 
remaining in or returning to Idaho County except 
for court dates. 

After the arraignment, all the activists were sent 


back to their respective jails where now they sit 
until their preliminary hearing on Wednesday, July 
28th, at 2:20 PM. They will be reunited in front of 
Judge Griffin who will have returned (hopefully 
refreshed and invigorated from his vacation) to hear 
the prosecution present its evidence to demonstrate 
it has a case solid enough to go to court. If Payne 
can convince the judge that the state has sufficient 
evidence, the case will then be turned over to 
Federal District Court under Judge Rheinhart who, 
not being an elected official and not having to 
prove himself with the community in order to win 
votes, will hopefully be less biased against the eight 
activists and grant them an O.R. release. Judge 
Rheinhart has been heard to say, "The County Jail is 
not the place for political protesters."

Cove/Mallard 
Action Update 

"They came on July 13 of last year. My life 
changed significantly that day." 

With that sentence, quoted in the Spokane 
Spokesman Review on July 12, 1993, District Ranger 
Ed (Dead) Wood said it all. Since then he has rarely 
been seen, choosing instead to hide in the safety of 
his office rather than deal with the protests raging 
through the Nez Perce N.F. 

How We've Changed Dead Wood's Life: 

—July 1. Six activists arrested for being chained to 
a gate, thus denying access to the road beyond to 
road building equipment. Gate removed hours later 
and dragged away with howling activists still 
attached. Refusing to give their names, they were 
jailed for ten days and then released on a small bail 
charge. 

—July 14. The same six, plus Erik Ryberg, are 
required to attend a mandatory appearance in US 
District Court, Moscow, Idaho, and informed that 
Federal charges are pending. Erik has six separate 
charges of violating the closure order and resisting a 
Federal Officer. Or was it violating the Federal officer 
and resisting the closure order? 

—July 15. 12 more arrested for blocking the same 
road, the so-called Noble Road. Naturally we call it 
Ignoble Road. The arrestees utilized a variety of 
tactics ranging from being buried and cemented in 
the road up to their hairy armpits, locking to truck 
axles, chaining to tree platforms, and, most heinous 
of all, observing. 

—July 19. The twelve remain in jail. We tried to 
raise the $5, 000 bail for each of them, but could 
only make $55,000, so we're off to 
Paris for a few weeks . We'll write, 
honest.

The desert regions of California have become 
southern California's solution to its waste crisis for 
nuclear waste, toxic waste, and municipal waste 
dumps. Sparsely populated and politically disenfran- 
chised residents are outgunned and out-moneyed, 
but dauntless. They have banded together to form 
an effective and powerful coalition to fight these 
desert desecrators. The Desert Rebellion membership 
includes Native Americans, retired military officers, a 
Catholic Nun, scrappy jojoba farmers, high school 
students, and grandmoth- 
ers in tennis shoes. Just 
your average group of 
extremist ecoradicals. 

This desolate but 
beguiling landscape holds 
a certain undeniable 
mystique. Native Ameri- 
cans still draw inspiration, 
insight, and power from 
its sacred mountains, 
enchanted springs, 
beautiful valleys, and 
wealth of complex but 
fragile flora and fauna. 

Others flock to these areas 
to find the solace denied 
them in their frantic city 
lives. 

But now the deserts are 
looked upon by greedy 
waste companies as space 
aplenty for the mountains 
of waste produced by our 
consumptive society.

Toxic Waste Incinerator 

A road tour of the desert dumping 
projects starts at the western end of the 
Antelope Valley where National 
Cement bums, in an aging 
cement kiln, 75 million 
gallons of toxic waste a 
year. The only such 
toxic incinerator in 
the western United 
States, it is perched 
above the apex of 
the two largest 
earthquake 
faults in the 
Western 
Hemisphere, 
the San 
Andreas 

and Garlock faults. National Cement stores 
400,000 gallons of liquid hazardous waste, 
half a mile from the Los Angeles aqueduct and 
over the recharge area for one of California's 
largest aquifers. Trucks carrying the wastes must 
cross the aqueduct to deliver their poisonous 
cargo. The land surrounding National Cement, 
designated critical recovery habitat for the endan- 
gered California Condor, is now hopelessly compro- 
mised. Contamination from the burning of hazard- 
ous waste may have resulted in the death of one of 
the two condors released to the wild in the past 
decade. 

From National Cement's site, it is only a short 
drive to the most toxic town in California, 

Rosamond — home of the state's worst child cancer 
cluster and Stormy Williams, the unofficial mother 
hen of the Desert Rebellion. Nope, there are no 
proposed dump projects in this area — they wouldn't 
dare. When a nearby cement company proposed 
burning toxic waste in its kiln a few years ago, the 
proponents were run out of town on a toxic rail by a 
STORMY citizenry.

alone, southern California is the premier garbage 
producer in the world — a dubious honor indeed. 

The nation's largest waste haulers are in a high 
stakes game to see who can site southern California's 
first "mega-landfill." 

California also produces thousands of tons of 
nuclear and toxic waste each year that "has to go 
someplace" according to our politicians and the 
dump companies. What better place than the fragile 
desert ecosystems that are home to hundreds of 
sensitive species and the endangered Desert Tor- 
toise? Not to mention that rare but intrepid species 
commonly known as the "desert rat" 

The desert rats began inhabiting these regions 
relatively recently in geologic time, but have 
adapted quickly to the harsh, unforgiving desert 
clime. Joining the already indigenous species of 
Native Americans, they are now engaged in an all 
out war to save their treasured lands from the forces 
of destruction that have no conscience, and answer 
only to the almighty dollar. 


Toxic Waste Graves 

About an hour and a half 
drive due east lands you in 
Newberry Springs, a small town 
that was relatively quiet — until 
public hearings were scheduled for 
a toxic repository. Now neighbors 
who usually only see each other in 
a red moon are on the phone 
sharing the hottest new informa- 
tion from Rachel's Hazardous 
Waste News. 

Just a few miles northeast, 
another toxic repository is planned 
in the Cady Mountains, directly 
along the migratory path of the 
Bighorn Sheep. The Bighorn is a 
sensitive species with a great deal of 
spiritual power for the Native 
Americans who have frequented 
the area for thousands of years. No 
matter that the toxic waste trucks 
would drive right through a pro- 
tected Desert Management Area 
and thousands of tons of toxic 
waste would be placed in underground silos, to be 
retrieved "at some appropriate time in the future for 
reuse or treatment". 

Seismic experts indicate that Barstow will be the 
likely site of the next BIG ONE in California, with a 
chance of an 8.0 quake in the next 50 years being 
somewhere between "probably" and "most defi- 
nitely". Some seismologists think that the San 
Andreas fault may be taking a new path up the 
eastern side of California and that the recent 
Landera quake was just the beginning of bigger and 
better things to come. 

This entire area is proposed to be our nation's 
next national park if the Citizens for the Mojave 
National Park are successful. Led by Peter Burk, a 
humble librarian from Barstow, this huge undertak- 
ing has pitted environmentalists and big business 
against one another. To maintain their lucrative 
projects; mining interests must now vie not only 
with environmentalists, but also with dump compa- 
nies who are competing for the right to pollute too. 


The West's Largest Human Structure Is a Dump 

Another short hour to the east is the Amboy 
Crater where an ancient Indian god burrowed 
himself into the ground to hide until the eons 
deemed it fit for him to raise his fiery soul again. 
Watch out, Waste Management, Inc. — your proposal 
to build the West's largest manmade structure, a 42- 
story three-square-mile trash pile in the middle of a 
dry lake bed, may be met with some rather formi- 
dable local resistance. Large enough for 150 pyra- 
mids of Egypt to nestle comfortably inside, this 
project has already destroyed native cultural re- 
sources. Rumbling trains carrying 20,000 tons of 
trash a day from LA are liable to awaken more than 
the Desert Tortoise from its hibernation. 

In fact, Ray Kirkham may be able to claim kinship 
to that fiery Indian god, at least in spirit. He has 
emerged as one of the most outspoken critics of this 
planned trash edifice. Spending hours gathering 
resolutions from local towns denouncing the dump, 
circulating petitions, and meeting with reluctant 
politicians, he is a certified, stalwart desert rat. Ray is 
determined to stop the desert desecrators from 
poisoning the water and air of this unique ecosys- 
tem. 

"We're not against free enterprise and profits," he 
says. "We're against profiteering on pollution." Ray 
has become the champion of the small rural town's 
right to make its own decisions about the quality of 
life it chooses to reserve for its future. 

Nuclear Reactors and the Colorado River 

The Southwest's greatest high stakes poker game 
is being played out another hour's drive east of 
Amboy at Ward Valley. A beautiful, pristine valley, it 
is home to our nation's healthiest, most robust 
population of Desert Tortoise and a huge variety of 
fantastic plants and animals. 

If US Ecology and Governor "Plutonium Pete" 
Wilson have their way, Ward Valley will become the 
dump for much of the nuclear waste produced in 
our nation. Only 20 miles from the Colorado River, 
the lifeblood of the Southwestern US and northern 
Mexico, Ward Valley has 8 million acre feet of water 
beneath it which drains into the river. Details, 
details. Proponents say the dump will never leak. 
They plan to bury millions of tons of highly radioac- 
tive nuclear garbage in unlined trenches. 

US Ecology contends that the climate is so dry 
and the water so deep that the radionuclides have 
no possibility of percolating into the aquifer below, 
although studies show tritium from nuclear weap- 
ons testing is already beneath Ward Valley, migrat- 
ing at an unknown but rapid rate. Merely more 
details for US "it will never leak" Ecology. Similar 
assurances were heard at Maxey Flats, Kentucky 
before US Ecology opened a dump there in 1978. 

Four years later plutonium was found two miles 
away from the site. Maxey Flats is now a Superfund 


Desert Protection Act 
Update 


As of press time, the California Desert Protection 
Act (Senate Bill 21) was scheduled to be voted on by 
the Senate Energy and Natural Resources Committee 
in late July. If it becomes law with its current lan- 
guage, the act would protect nine million acres, the 
largest lands protection legislation ever enacted in 
the contiguous US. 

Hie gun lobby is blitzing Congress to make the 
Mojave desert a national park preserve, rather than a 
national park, a distinction that would allow hunt- 
ing. Led by the National Rifle Association, the 
hunting lobby is pushing a "no net loss" amend- 
ment to the bill. This language would require that 
the overall acreage of federal land open to hunting 
could not be reduced from its current level. The 
result would be that new national parks could never 
be established unless they allowed hunting.

of Mt. Graham managed to get up to the seventh floor 
offices of UofA president Manuel Pacheco.

— Tens ions rose as the occupation of Pacheco's of- 
fices and many other parts of the building contin- 
ued. A banner proclaiming " Respect Native American 
Rights and Environmental Law/Free Mt. Graham!" and 
bundles of shredded paper floated down from the 
window as banners and music took over the front 
lobby and steps. Finally, after two protestors locked 
themselves by the neck to Pacheco's door with a 
kryptonite bicycle lock, the cops started making 
arrests. The entire action, though loud, boisterous 
and spirited was completely non-violent. People 
, reiterated over and over our non-violent intentions; 
nevertheless, the cops used pain compliance holds 
on nearly all the arrestees. 

A protester who was subjected to a painful, neck- 
wrenching trip to the police van faced further prob- 
lems. A cop noticed his badge missing. When that 
same badge mysteriously showed up in the protest- 
ers shorts pocket, he was slapped with the additional 
charge of theft. 

The action continued outside as well as inside. 
While some folks were locked down, there were 
reports of a damaged painting, missing office equip- 
ment, and glued locks elsewhere in the building. 
Action outside was also getting creative. Scores of 
Earth Firstlers were witnessing the cop-transport of 
their compadres, cheering each arrestee with wild 
howls and admonishing the police for their harsh 
treatment ("Bad cop! No Donut!") Meanwhile others 
were dragging large blocks of concrete over to block 
the police vain exit route, playing cat and mouse. 
There were plenty of verbal confrontations, singing 
and the usual rowdiness. After a busy day, a romp 
through the campus sprinklers proved to be a re- 
freshing respite. 

In all, 25 people were arrested and charged with 
the misdemeanor Interfering with the Lawful Activ- 
ity of an Educational Institution. Sorry, but when* [ 
that "lawful" activity includes desecration and dyf

This year's Round River Rendezvous was some- 
thing special. Earth Firstlers, American Indians, po- 
lice officers, onlookers and feds came from all over 
the planet to recognize the importance of Mt. Gra- 
ham. The site was a heavily forested plateau, more 
than 9,000 feet above the desert, close to the summit 
of Mount Graham. The rendezvous committee 
really got ambitious, with Apache events and forest 
actions throughout the week. 

Every morning, which seemed to get later every 
day, there was a discussion circle followed by work- 
shops of all kinds. Notable topics included: Mt. 
Graham vs. the U of A, Earth First!/ American Indian 
alliances, Cove/Mallard, Big Mountain, Non-Mo- 
nogamy, and "How to Sink a Whaler." On Friday 
morning we decided to have next year's RRR in the 
southern Appalachians. The Activist Conference will 
be in southern California this winter, and Oregon 
will host the Northwest Rendezvous in the spring. 

San Carlos Apaches came to the site to welcome us 
and to work with us.^Ola Cassador Davis spoke of 
Mount Graham's power and of alliances with envi- 
ronmentalists. An 18-mile Apache Sacred Run ar- 
rived on Saturday despite harassment from police 
and other motorists. Dozens of EF!ers joined in the 
run which climbed over 4,000 feet! 

Things got weird at night with entertainment 
everywhere. The site was so large that some folks "got 
lost" and found themselves in the Red Squirrel 
preservatorium. The local authorities were kind 
enough to return them to the fold. The TribalJ am got 
funky around the fire while others chose to view 
from a cliff. Energy flowed over into the rally on 
Sunday where dead bloated caribou fired up the 
show with Dennis's "Caribou Polka." 

Post rendezvous actions were held at the observa^g 
tory site and in Tucson (see cover story). All in all, thiirS 
year's RRR significantly furthered the relationship^ 
between tRFehvironrnental and American IndianJ- 
t ovements. The rendezvous committee did a fan£5 
tastic job. Muchas gracias compadres.

100 Ellers, still suffering from city shock after being 
on wild Mt. Graham for a week, took the dancing, 
chanting rally to the University of Arizona's Mirror 
Lab in Tucson on July 6. Here the largest telescope 
mirrors in the world are produced for a price so high 
the U of A had to start their own project to get any 
buyers. But this scorching party was not exciting 
enough, so we decided it would be best to get some 
shade, preferably in oT Manny's office way up on the 
seventh floor. Though the ever-dutiful security cer- 
tainly tried to guard U of A's precious President 
Manny Pacheco's little box from some harmless 
folks who only wanted to speak with him, they failed 
miserably. 

The first elevator full was so calm and mellow, I'm 
sure spokeswoman Sharon Kha now wishes she had 
just let us make the appointments we wanted, in- 
stead of forcing us to make a ruckus to get them. But 
lo, the elevators kept coming, and coming, and 
coming, and all these EFIers kept packing the little 
lobby with their big and little bodi es. After a while, 
we were all breathing the sweat of sacrifice dedicate d 
to a sacred mountain, a mountain fi llpH with p7p- 
cious critters an d plants found no where els e, a moun- 
tain being prostituted for the sake of the Ghiirrh's^ 
science. W hoever believes the Pope doesn't know 
about the Vatican Observatory's partnership in the 
project may also believe feminists are a threat to 
society, as he's recently stated. 

After rhpppng anr j intense dm mming and sing- 
ing, Apache Medicine Man Irwin Rope spoke. He 
talked of the racial injustice mat continues for the 
Apache people, having to go to courts and Congress 
to fight for their religious freedom, and having to 
fight against the destruction of their holy cha pel. H e 
spoke well, of thg alliance hetween Aparh es and 
Earth .First! to defpnd rrfiatuxe&^Jnse fn rlk appearing 

We were finally warned of arrest if we stayed. Just 
then, a displaced Mt. Graham Red Squirrel disguised 
as a bearded hippie from hell decided to communi- 
cate the demands of the people. Eloquently stated: 

— We call for an end to ANY construction plans 
atop Owl Peak (peak #10298), endangered habitat 
and home to many threatened and endangered 
species. 

— The honoring of Apache religious freedom. 

—The dismantling of the two scopes atop Emerald 
Peak. 

— President Pacheco should get naked and dance 
with us. 

Since we planned to stay until these demands 
were met, it was time to get comfortable. After all, 
they still had the whole day to begin bulldozing the 
scopes — or at least sign and agree to our demands. 
With one woman kryptoed to the door hinge and 
three others chained to her, the rest of us sat in a 
circle of locked arms — in solidarity with freedom for 
the mountain and the Apache people. Luckily, there 
were enough extra chains for the Red Squirrel to 
krypto onto the door as well, making for some really 
photogenic shots of these lock lovers' necks pain- 
fully bent at 90° angles on top of one another for over 
two hours. 



Although some folks had cleared out after the third 
warning, an impressive number remained. The two 
children present provided inspiration and strength to 
us all and we thank them. There were some good 
rounds of storytelling, speeches on why we were spend- 
ing this day of our lives trying to get a message across 
to Prez Manny, and songs of deep spirit. We were 
joined not merely by arm and neck but by the unbreak- 
able power of our love for this Earth and our instinc- 
tual, timeless commitment to defend Her against all 
rapists, liars, wimps, and popes. We brought the 
mountain's wishes right to U of A's doorstep — what 
more could they ask for? 

They asked for the Tucson City Police; I guess they 
were a little intimidated by the ctSf ally n on-violen 
peaceful singalong. The riot-geared helmet-costume 
force, ever so diligent and professional, went over to 
the first arrestee and applied a pain hold — "used for 
compliance" to get him standing. Continuing to the 
next person, the officers yanked her neck and removed 
her from the room. Next was a woman who screamed 
that she had metal plates in her face after they'd 
pressed their hands into it. Holding her arms and legs 
while increasing the pain holds, her body thrashed as 
she was taken. The violence continued on person after 
person as each one went limp — poking fingers into a 
Texan's eyesocket, headlocking and dazing a Tucson 
man, until all us violators of peace were effectively 
taught to return to passive dissent once again... NOT! 

WE WENT BACK! Even after the last krypto-locked 
woman was pain-complied into arrest, while she was 
still locked down. Even after learning that the woman 
with the metal face plates complained of pain on the 
elevator (away from the eye of the press), only to have 
a female suit stick her fingers up the arrestee's nostrils. 
Even after learning that a woman in a paddywagon 
had her head brutally yanked around by a male officer, 
forcing her to be videoed. 

Holding her arms and legs while 
increasing the pain holds, her 
body thrashed as she was taken. 


We were released fairly quickly that day, excepting 
the woman who thrashed when they bloodied her 
rebuilt face and was held in County Jail on charges of 
assault. We had a night of bare-skinned wa-hooin g to 
celebrate and, being back up to par, we returned TKe 
extday chanting "We'r e angry , we' re b ack, and we're 
ot go i ng to Jail!" About 25 of us masochistic eco- 
arriors, the same number who were arrested the 
previous day, carried pick, hoe, shovel and saw to the 
front of U of A's administration building. We offered to 
help takedown the scopes but the officials weren't 
open to it. ~^> 

We then marched over to the Steward Observatory/ 
Vatican offices, for a swim in their slimy unkept 
fountain which bears the inscription, "The right is 
more important than peace." Manny, go visit the 
memorial and get the point; we love Mt. Graham, and 
we will keep coming until you stop the scopes! We may 
have a hell of a lot of fun being serious — but it only 
means more success and press next time. 

Hie j ailed woman was finally released two days later. 
The tribe is as strong as ever, more pissed off than ever, 

and ready to head back 
to the mountain. Ready 
to defend and beat the 
scopes, in our homes as 
well — the woods are our 
territory. So come on and 
join the fun, cause it ain't 
over until the pope's 
scopes are dozered.

Summer Actions 
Continue

The 1993 Round River Rendezvous fired off a rash of 
actions in the continuing struggle to liberate Mt. 
Graham. The following is a compilation of various 
actions carried out by Earth Firstlers and kind and eager 
informants. Several of these activities are described in 
more detail in this issue. 

Freedom Walks, June 29 and July 2: A large troop of 
Rendezvousees walk alongside the University of 
Arizona's sacred road (to touch it means arrest) to the 
refugium boundary, with the idea that marchers famil- 
iarize themselves with the mountain and converse/ 
share donuts/play cat & mouse with the cops. Over- 
heard radio conversations between officers on the 
ground and helicopters above indicate that the copters 
are technoed-out with infra-red and can point out 
precise locations of humans in the woods. The Butt- 
Naked Affinity Group (BNAG) forms and resurfaces in 
various locations and with varying aims throughout 
the next three weeks. 

Venture to Owl Peak, July 3:14 individuals scamper 
swiftly through the night with gear for two treesitters 
planning to occupy the proposed scope site on Owl 
Peak (formally called peak #10298). Techno-crap, per- 
haps motion detectors, alert UofA guards and dogs of 
EF! presence atop the peak, and the sit effort is foiled. 
However, the effort results in the Peak's renaming. . 

Emerald Peak Rally/Woods Action, July 5: 100-175 
people rush the scope site, on the road and in the 
woods. 

UofA Occupation, July 6: Approximately 80 folks 
visit president Manuel Pacheco's office with Mt. Gra- 
ham related demands and a request for personal ap- 
pointments (see article this issue). Twenty-four people 
are brutalized and arrested by Tucson police. Mean- 
while, there are press reports that the pope meets with 
an extraterrestrial for a baptismal ceremony at the 
Safford Chamber of Commerce. 

The Grapevine, July 7 predawn: Rumors fly that prez 
Pacheco was seen slamdancing butt-naked to AC/DC 
at the post action debriefing. 

UofA Action, July 7: Mothers Against the Scopes 
Affinity Group (MASAG), decked out with shovels, 
saws, rakes, ropes and a slingshot, offer a free scope 
dismantling service to the UofA. After silent stares from 
the Administration building, MASAG members voice 
choice chants such as "The people united shall be 
rounded up and shot." Mt. Graham steering commit- 
tee member Steve Emerine is seen slinking around the 
Administration building and is kindly requested to 
retire. 

UofA Action, July 8: After being blocked from the 
elevator by Pacheco's five-foot secretary, six individu- 
als visit Pacheco's office to see when the appointments 
with the president are, and discover that the July 6 list 
of appointment requests was mysteriously lost. 

UofA Action, July 9: Earth First! arrestees announce 
on the Administration building steps that the Tucson 
Police Department is being sued for use of excessive 
force during the July 6 arrests. 

Forest Circus, July 14: After pleading "no compro- 
mise," 20 individuals wander from court to the 
Coronado National Forest Stupervisor's Office to meet 
with stupervisor Jim Abbott and a biologist. Abbott 
and Costello are amazingly unresponsive and the glum 
Abbott repetitively admits to not knowing answers to 
very basic questions regarding Mt. Graham. 

Nude Strollers, July 15 predawn: BNAG, manifest- 
ing as nude strollers, marches in Tucson. After visits 
from helicopters and cop cars, all members, even at 
such an odd hour, graciously decide to honor the 
Tucson Police Department's vigorous effort to meet 
with them to discuss the Mt. Graham issue.

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DEFENDERS OF NOPIMING 


by David Nickarz 

The production of mainstream news- 
papers in the United States from Illinois 
to Colorado is resulting in the death of a 
forest and the extermination of the south- 
ernmost herd of Woodland Caribou, an 
endangered species. 

When settlers arrived in the Red River 
Basin in the early 1800s, over 63% of 
Manitoba was covered with forests. Red 
Pine, Jack Pine and White Spruce cov- 
ered the southern part of the province. 
The middle of Manitoba is covered with 
boreal forest, making a northern bound- 
ary for the prairie. By 1870 railroads 
came to Winnipeg, making resource 
extraction easier. The southern forests 
began to disappear. Prairie was sacrificed 
to agriculture, wetlands were drained 
and the forests were exported for lum- 
ber. The Red Pine forests were gone by 
the 1920s. 

Two giant pulp mills at The Pas (Repap 
Inc.) and at Pine Falls (Abitibi-Price) are 
now transforming two-thirds of the bo- 
real forest to wood pulp. Most of this 
wood pulp is for newsprint exported to 
the US. In Manitoba, "Provincial Parks" 
means logging and mining. Only one 
other province has such a backward 
view of its provincial parks, Quebec (sur- 
prise surprise). The two pulp mills in 
Manitoba rely on logging in Grass River, 
Duck Mountain and Nopiming Provin- 
cial Parks. 


We have acted very 
patiently with this issue ; 
but as usual, we've been 
screwed. 


The defenders of Nopiming have or- 
ganized to stop resource extraction in 
Nopiming Provincial Park, and in all 
provincial parks in Manitoba. The 
Abitibi-Price mill in Pine Falls has a 
Forest Management License (FML) with 
Nopiming situated right in the middle. 
This mill, which has been in operation 
since 1921, is located at the mouth of the 
Winnipeg River and has been polluting 
the drinking water on an adjacent Na- 
tive reserve, Zaangiing. The mill em- 
ploys 500 people from the town of Pine 
Falls, while of the 5,000 Anishinaabe 
people who live in the area, only about 
30 work at the mill in low-level jobs. 


The mill in Pine Falls is a sulfite mill. 
It does not use chlorine to make it's 
paper white, but the damage caused by 
the whitening process is still extensive. 
Although no studies of these polluting 


River, and from the height of the land in 
northwest Ontario to Lake Winnipeg. 
The forest consists of a mosaic of four 
main types of natural communities: Jack 
Pine is located on the dryer upland sites; 



substances have been completed in 
Manitoba, similarpollutants have wiped 
out entire species of fish in Sweden. In a 
recent university study, plans to install 
recycling facilities have been found to be - 
unfeasible 

The Zaangiing reserve is directly down- 
stream and right next to the mill. People 
from this reserve have been reporting 
tainted drinking water and illnesses for 
70 years, yet these reports are either 
denied or ignored by mill management 
and all levels of government. Itis easy to 
understand why the Anishinaabe people 
do not trust the mill management when 
they say that they will clean up their act. 

The Nopiming Forest stretches from 
the Winnipeg River to the Wannipigow 


a Black Spruce/Tamarack community is 
associated with swamps and bogs; river 
communities contain White Spruce, Bal- 
sam Fir, Aspen and Balsam Poplar, and 
isolated stands of Scrub Oak, White Elm, 
Ash and Manitoba Maple make up the 
remaining areas. 

The word Nopiming is an Ojibwe 
word meaning "in the forest." The 
Nopiming Forest is part of the Boreal 
Forest, the last remaining abundant for- 
est in North America. The last untouched 
old growth in Nopiming Forest is about 
to be cut, thereby threatening this 
region's already reduced biodiversity. 

A remnant herd of Woodland Cari- 
bou is struggling for existence in the 
Nopiming Forest. This herd of 40 ani- 


mals, once 400 strong, relies on the 
lichens found only in old-growth boreal 
forests. Therefore, if the old growth in 
Nopiming is cut, we can kiss the south- 
ernmost herd of Woodland Caribou 
goodbye. 

Time for Action! 

This is the first logging license subject 
to a public environmental assessment 
review in Canada. The assessment re- 
port, supportive of the environment, 
was overtumedby the government with 
a stroke of a pen. We cannot allow this 
precedent to stand. 

We have acted very patiently with 
this issue but, as usual, we've been 
screwed. All of our suggestions have 
been ignored. Loose coalitions formed 
between enviros and workers have been 
sabotaged. Laws have been being bro- 
ken or by passed. Abitibi-Price has co- 
erced its workers into a frenzy about 
losing their jobs, and government is 
predicably anti-Earth. The time for talk 
and discussion is over. If the situation 
has come down to a jobs-vs.-forests is- 
sue, then so be it. 

The Pine Falls mill produces 100% 
virgin Boreal Forest newsprint. We will 
contact all of the customers of the mill 
and inform them of the grave injustice 
being brought upon the Nopiming For- 
est There is one newsprint made from 
100% old papers. 

In the winter of 1992, the student 
newspaper at the University of Manitoba 
switched from Abitibi-Price paper to a 
100% recycled newsprint. That com- 
pany is FSC Paper Company, Alsip, 
Dlinios 60658, USA; phone (708) 389- 
8529, fax (708) 389-8237. 

There are also several newspapers in 
the US that use Abitibi-Price paper from 
Pine Falls. We will send information kits 
to EF!s near these papers. With help 
from EF! locals we will pressure these 
people to change their newsprint source. 

The Pine Falls Mill does not need to 
exist. Those 500 jobs are not more im- 
portant than 5,000 people's health and 
the health of the Nopiming Forest. The 
sooner we close this mill, the better.

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Taking Back Caledonia from the Shithouse

We the last people on Earth; the last of the free; 
Have been sheltered until this day by our very 
remoteness, 

But now the boundary of Britain has been exposed, 
Beyond us lies no nation, only rocks and waves and 
Romans more deadly still, the pirates of this world, who 
have exhausted the land by plundering and now they 
ransack the sea, 

They create desolation and call it peace, 

Let us, the unconquered as we are, ready to fight for 
freedom, 

Prove what warriors Caledonia has been holding in 
reserve. — Calgacus, 83 AD (Accelerated Destruction) 


Caledonia is a wounded land whose healing is being 
denied. You too may have heard of the misty hills and 
glens, the lochs and endless heather of wild and bonnie 
Scotland However, the fact is that Scotland was once, 
like so many parts of the Earth, covered in forests. The 
great wood of Caledon, whose depths once were home 
to the wild northern peoples who stopped the advance 
of Roman imperialism, is nowalmosttotally destroyed. 

It is a fact not often remembered that the land 
grabbing, ecocidal ways used so often by the British 
empire were first practiced and perfected in the British 
Isles. Indeed, the process of deforestation and social 
disintegration that we have so successfully exported to 
many parts of the world, continues to this day in the 
overpopulated and deforested British Isles. The strange 
story of Mar Lodge is one example, involving an 
American businessman, his wife, the queen and a 
oversized flock of Red Deer. 


Fortunately, this fairytale does end 
with a happy ending. Mr. Shithouse 
and his bride got divorced. 


The Mar Lodge Estate in the Cairngorm Mountains 
of Scotland is one of the largest contiguous remnants 
of boreal Scots pine forest left. The estate covers 310 
square kilometers of some of the most important 
mountainlandin the British Isles. It has been identified 
as one of only two areas in British Isles worthy of 
United Nations World Heritage status. It includes three 
of the four highest mountains in the British Isles, part 
of the largest and most diverse area of sub-arctic 
plateau, the most permanent snowbeds, the entire 
headwater catchment of the River Dee. It is one of the 
most important remnants of the once great Caledonian 
forest. It should be protected, but (surprise, surprise) it 
isn't The problem is that Mar Lodge is currently owned 
by the American billionaire, John Kluge (hereafter 
referred to as Mr. Shithouse because of the very close 
similarity between his surname to a Gaelic word for the 
small building where people excrete their digested 
oats) a man who, if the world were just, would not be 
entrusted with owning a dog. 

Mr. Shithouse married a woman whose only interest 
in climbing was that of the social kind. It was her wish, 
we are reliably informed, to acquire the mountains and 
forests of Mar Lodge so she could pop over for after- 
noon tea with the queen, whose Balmoral estate is to 
the east Fortunately, this fairytale does end with a 
happy ending. Mr. Shithouse and his bride got di- 
vorced. Shame! Mr. Shithouse has decided to sell his 
wedding present and he wants 10 milli on pounds for 
it 


A consortium of conservation groups, consisting of 
the John Muir Trust, the World Wide Fund for Nature 
and the Royal Society for the Protection of Birds, 
mounted a bid to raise half the asking price. Unfortu- 
nately, difficulty with securing funds together with 
political obstruction has caused the bid to be sus- 
pended. Now is the opportunity for the land to be 
liberated and time is of the essence. The forest on the 
estate is dying through decades of mismanagement — 
time is running out. 

Although the destruction of the forest has been 
underway for many centuries, it has been in the last 
200 years that most of the damage has been done. In 
common with many areas of the Highlands of Scot- 
land, Mar Lodge was converted to a hunting estate in 

the late 18th century. The 
farming population was 
forcibly cleared from the 
land to make room for a 
Victorian elite hunting 
ground. Management for 
hunting has led to an em- 
phasis on maintaining un- 
naturally high numbers of 
wild Red Deer, which in 
turn have suppressed the 
natural regeneration of the 
forest. For 200 years there 
has been no significant re- 
generation and the few 
trees that are now left are 
old Scots Pine. Very few 
broad-leaved trees remain 
and the forest looks more 
like African savannah than 
boreal forest. The land is 
severely degraded and the 

Land value in Scotland is based upon a system in 
which hunting estates are valued according to the 
number of game animals and fish which can be killed 
per year. The lack of predators (the last wolf was killed 
in Scotland in 1743 ), combined with artificial winter 
feeding and an unwillingness to cull sufficient num- 
bers of hinds, has allowed a huge increase in the Red 
Deer population. The unnaturally high populations of 
deer graze on the young trees and the forest cannot 
regenerate. 

To make matters worse the feudal system of land 
ownership in Britain will almost certainly guarantee 
that the purchase of the land will be by another rich, 
absentee landlord committed to hunting. The current 
situation is allowed to persist at Mar Lodge even 
though 42% of the land is designated as National 
Nature Reserve by the government. Landowners can 
act with impunity. 

The National Nature Reserve designation has al- 
lowed a limited amount of restoration to take place, 
but only in small fenced enclosures (where rapid tree 
regeneration immediately takes place). It is estimated 
that the ancient pines only have another 50 years of 
cone-bearing maturity. Even now, with new proposals 
for the future management of the Cairngorm Moun- 
tains roadless area and surrounding land as a whole, 
the Government is still relying on the "voluntary 
principle" whereby landowners are not compelled, 
obliged or required to take any action to protect and 
restore the environment — they must volunteer. If the 
Brazilian government were to claim that such a prin- 
ciple would protect the Amazonian rainforests it would 
probably be criticized as naive and corrupt. Parallels 
between Scotland and other areas suffering deforesta- 
tion do not end there. For as much as the battle for Mar 
Lodge and other areas of remnant Caledonian forest is 
about ecosystem protection and regeneration, it is also 
a struggle for land reform and justice for the Scottish 
people. A powerful resurgence in crofting (traditional 
agriculture) communities and a demand for reforesta- 
tion, combined with demands for justice regarding 
land rights extinguished by the British ruling class, is 
also emerging. Scrawled on the boarded windows of 
Derry Lodge, an old house within the Mar Lodge estate, 
is the message "Kluge!

The Solution: 

Revolutionary Market Forces 

In the tradition of environmental groups using 
market forces to force change (boycotts, green con- 
sumerism etc.) but withoutthe inherent legitimisation 
of mass market capitalism, Divided Queendom Earth 
First! is hatching a plan to take back the land of Mar 
Lodge.

Wildlife Trust, Royal Society for Nature Conservation 
and the World Wide Fund for Nature. Everything from 
conservative mainstream letter-writers to crazy, wild, 
Earth defenders. Along with this array of national 
groups, whose combined membership, although 
mainly inactive, numbers over one million people, was 
an even more impressive network of local people. Fully 
2,500 people signed a "Beat the Bulldozer" pledge and 
vowed to defend the woods, many of whom had 
already been using other means for 15 years. Earth 
Firstl's involvement didn't come until late 1991 with 
the realization that direct action could be necessary. 
Complex plans for defending the wood had been 
developed. 

The Oxleas decision comes after similar victories / 
against other insane road schemes in Hereford, 
Hindhead and South Birmingham. The significance of 
the Oxleas Wood campaign is that, as the hardest > 
fought and most well known battle, its success or 
failure reflects upon the future of the government's 
entire £23 billion road building program. Even the 
most mainstream of political pundits are now predict- 
ing that the government's plans to further carve up the 
country are in jeopardy. A Department of Transport 
(DoT) source, said about the government, "They're 
getting out of a very hot political issue; it's a real victory 
for the campaigners." 

Th e government is now looking atm aking the ELRC 
a tunnel that goes under the woods, a plan which the 
Oxleas Al li ance will continue to resist. However, a 
high ranking Conservative politician commented, "It’s 
not a live duck this century, in my view." A previous 
statement by a government official arrogantly claimed 
that badgers would fly before the ELRC through Oxleas 
was defeated. Flying Badgers have notyet been sighted, 
although you never know. continued on nex t page

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Road Wars 

The wood, bought by governmental 
compulsory purchase order, has now 
been taken over by the local council and 
a group of coppicers (who practice tradi- 
tional low impact forestry to which all 
English ancient woodlands have become 
adapted), calling themselves the Oxleas 
Partnership. Many Earth Firstlers are 
among them. 

The threat of action at Oxleas was 
strengthened by the reality of resistance 
in anotherpartof Britain:TwyfordDown, 
where continual actions have success- 
fully opened up a running green sore in 
the side of the DoT. The official esti- 
mated costs to industry of protest activ- 
ity between October 1992 and March 
1993 are £1.75 million ($2.89 million), 
which many believe to be an underesti- 
mate. Oxleas Woods owes much to 
Twyf ord Down which many believe had 
to be lost to teach both sides a lesson. 
The corporate road builders have learnt 
about the power of grassroots direct ac- 
tion, as have the corporate environmen- 
talists whose patronizing compromised 
ways, we hope, will become a thing of 
the past. 

Seven Jailed as Twyford 

CONTINUES TO RISE 
The "Twyford Rising" demonstration 
on 4th July was attended by a record 
1,000 people. Protesters occupied the 
construction site and walked the length 
of the three-mile scar that was once 
Twyford Down. 

Joining them were 13 people, who 
openly declared their contempt for a 
court injunction which seeks to stop 65 
known activists from hindering and dis- 
rupting construction work. The 13, all of 
whom are named on the injunction, 
proudly declared their continuing op- 
position to the road by being present 
and by wearing their injunction num- 
bers on television. The government, 
outraged by this lack of recognition of 
their dubious authority, immediately 
started legal proceedings against the 13. 
On the night of 19th July, agents from 
Brays detective agency, employed to spy 
on activists by the DoT, attempted to 
serve high court summonses on injunc- 
tion breakers. On 23rd July, three women 
and 4 men were jailed 28 days for con- 
tempt of court.

BOYCOTT ECOVER 

Take Action Against the Abuse of Activists

Ecover, the "eco-friendly" household cleaning 
products line, is not so green anymore. They have 
been bought by Group 4, a very unfriendly com- 
pany altogether. Here's why: 

On December 9, 1992, protesters living in the 
path of the construction of the M3 Motorway at 
Twyford Down, England, were subjected to hours 
of physical abuse by Group 4 security guards. The 
activists were kicked in the kidneys, throttled, 
punched, dragged through thorn bushes by their 
hair, neck, ankles and wrists. Some of the women 
were sexually assaulted. Two people were held 
behind machinery and seriously beaten for a period 
of four hours. On other occasions they have thrown 
activists from earth diggers, breaking their ribs, and 
broken peoples' noses. One woman after being 
punched in the face had her face stomped on. The 
violence is disgusting and shows no signs of stop- 
ping. 

Group 4, the private company being used to 
replace the British state prison system, is now being 
employed by all eco-destructive companies facing 
direct action. They bug our homes and are known 
to be developing anti-Earth First! security programs. 
Group 4 staff are often psychotic army rejects and 
thugs unable to find employment elsewhere who, 
once given a uniform that makes them unidentifi- 
able, are given a free hand to beat up earth defenders 
whilst the complicit police force does nothing. 

Earlier this year Group 4 purchased a 49 .5% stake 
in Ecover. Products are sold to franchise companies 
all over the world by the Ecover parent company 
based in Belgium. In response, British environmen- 
tal groups, including Earth First! and the Green 
Party, launched a boycott of Ecover earlier this year. 
Ecover sales dropped by 10% in one week. Robin 
Bines, their distributor in Britain, has ended a 
thirteen-year association with them. Inspired by 
such successes a boycott is being launched in North

Over the Bridge to Skye? 

Margaret Thatcher's dreams for the transport system in Britain were to have a 
private road tunnel from southern Britain to France and a toll bridge to the Scottish 
island of Skye. The tunnel is nearing completion and the construction of the bridge 
to Skye has just started with serious implications for the resident Eurasian Otter 
population, its habitat and local human communities. 

Located off the northern west coast of Scotland, as part of the Inner Hebrides, the 
island of Skye is a place of legend and incredible natural beauty. Much of the human 
population still speak Gaelic as their first tongue and the surrounding sea is rich in 
aquatic life including large populations of Seals, Otters, Dolphins and Orcas. The 
area is also ahaven formany types of seabirds. At the nearest pointto the mainland, 
a ferry service runs. On a dear day, Skye's jagged Cuillin mountains can be seen. 

The B ritish government (consider ed a colonial power b y many in the area) an d 
industry are plotting to exploit LlifcTegion, demanding greater transport infrastruc- 
ture development. The hard rock of the Outer Hebridean Islands of Lewis and Uist 
may soon be mined by super quarries and oil exploration is underway. So the small 
ferry service, whose toll subsidises other community transport, is going to be 
replaced by a massive bridge. The two local communities of Kyleakin and Kyle of 
Lochalsh are dependent upon the ferry for income. 

The contractors are a Scottish and German partnership, Miller/Dywidag, with 
financial backing from the Bank of America. The bridge will be built across two 
islands, Eileen Dubh and Eilean Ban, whose resident Otter populations were 
immortalised by British novelist Gavin Maxwell. The Otters will be killed in the 
process of construction and the rest of the marine ecosystem has already suffered 
because of dynamite blasting on the sea bed. 

The Otter is listed as vulnerable by the International Union for the Conservation 
of Nature (IUCN) and supposedly enjoys strict protection under the UK Wildlife 
and Countryside Act, the EEC Habitats Directive, and the Bern Convention. In 
May, the IUCN called for the Skye Bridge Project to be halted and recommended 
that officials in Scotland acknowledge the international significance of the Scottish 

-and-re commended that nffirials in.S rntlanri li ve wild or die . Yet again, protesters 

were physically attacked by construction workers who then attacked the media. 

Mot surprisingly, the media reports were all favourable.

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Hydro Quebec Fears 
Cree Activists

Quebec Crees, Greenpeace and a number of environmental and religious 
organizations lambasted Hydro Quebec this spring for expanding and re-arming 
the governmental corporation's private police force. They dted a recently leaked 
Hydro Quebec document which outlines a plan for "advanced investigatory 
powers" to protect the corporation's interest from opponents. Native people and 
organizations have filed a complaint with the Quebec Human Rights Commission 
that the governmental corporation violated the Canadian Charter of Rights. 

The report, entitled "evolution of Security and Business Plan for the Surete 1991- 
4, Horizon 1996," brings to light the provincial corporation's plan to expand and 
restructure its security branch by creating a police force specializing in intelligence 
gathering and combating terrorism. Fully 188 security personnel would have 
special investigatory powers and focus on "terrorism." This proposal was particu- 
larly disturbing to the Cree and other opponents of Hydro Quebec's James Bay II 
Mega Project The report singled out Natives as a force to be reckoned with and a 
group capable of using violence in the pursuit of its goals. Hydro Quebec officials 
explained the report was drafted after the Mohawk-Quebec Oka crisis, when "fears 
of sabotage were very high." 

The Cree countered that in the almost two decades they have opposed Hydro 
Quebec's projects, they have exclusively resorted to legal and peaceful methods, and 
therefore they found the Hydro Quebec proposal to be an affront to Cree dignity. 
Cree representative Romeo Saganash calls the proposal "a threat to the develop- 
ment and the preservation of the right of the Cree to voice their positions in the 
province of Quebec." Environmentalists and Crees wondered aloud why consum- 
ers should pay for a special anti-terrorism private police force as a part of their electric 
bill. 


At stake is much of northern Quebec, a land where Innu, Inuit and Cree have lived 
thousands of years. For only two decades has there been either electricity or a single 
Hydro-electric official. James Bay Phase I has already flooded 4,425 square miles of 
land. The project, the size of Connecticut, is comprised of nine dams, 206 dikes, five 
major reservoirs, and a diversion of four rivers, all without an environmental 
assessment prior to construction. Phase II would consist of 21 dams and 200 dikes. 
It promises the diversion of four more rivers. Underwater would be an area the size 
of Lake Erie. 

This sequel is on the rocks, so to speak. Pressure and litigation from environmen- 
talists and Natives has not only caused the cancellation of the largest contract, the 
New York Power Authority to the tune of $21 billion, but forced an environmental 
review of the project We can't afford to rest on those proverbial laurels, however, 
since a Canadian environmental review has never before been binding. 

The northeastern US sill gets plenty of power from Cree rivers. The Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts alone consumes 40% of the electricity generated at James 
Bay, an amount equivalent to 6-10% of the total electricity generated statewide. And 
another New York Power Authority contract for 800 megawatts is still on the books, 
used as leverage for new financing, although the contract can be canceled until 1994 
without any penalty to the state. 

Hydro Quebec is understandably very insecure about any opposition to the dams, 
evidenced not only by the proposed expansion of their force, but by a recent set of 
forays into New England universities. Hydro Quebec “observers" attended the New 
England Environmental Conference and environmental gatherings at Brown 
University and elsewhere.

There is a great deal of money to be made, and Hydro Quebec's interests are not 
isolated on the free-trade frontier between the US and Canada. The United States, 
after all, is the single largest energy consumer in the world and uses more than a 
third of the world's electrical energy capacity. For years, Canada has serviced the US 
consumer market, particularly with natural resources, and more recently with 
■■^electricity. So, while much of the American environmental movement has focused 
/ on the evils of Hydro Quebec, there are other dams and communities similarly at 

Visk. 


Manitoba's Watery Mess 

Take forinstance the case of Manitoba Hydro. In the early 1970s, a series of seven 
dams were put into place on the Nelson and Churchill River systems. They now spin 
out 2,600 megawatts of power. Another 1 1 generating stations are proposed, which 
would produce an additional 6,000 megawatts. The Churchill and Nelson River 
systems drain one of the largest watersheds in North America, extending from the 
Rockies in the west to the northern boundary of the Mississippi and Lake Superior 
drainages. The Churchill and Nelson Rivers ultimately flow into Hudson Bay, the 
larger body into which James Bay flows. One control dam at Missi Falls on the 
Churchill River illustrates the intent The dam cut the flow from an average of 1 ,050 
cubic meters per second to an average of 150 meters per second, and turned all the 
water back into South Indian Lake. 

A major resulting problem is siltation. The Manitoba Hydro dams are situated on 
permafrost, a layer of subsoil that remains permanently frozen even in summer. Dr. 
Robert Newbury of the Winnipeg-based Freshwater Institute notes, "What made 
the venture most critical was that it was the first large river diversion and lake 
impoundment in widespread permafrost. When the project was planned, the 
implications of that were suspected but unproved. " The development has inadvert- 
ently been an ecological experiment. Since the temperature of the water always 
exceeds the temperature of the soil, the water causes the shoreline to constantly 
melt away. The annual rate of shoreline retreat, as is aptly called, is presently 40-50 
meters. According to the Freshwater Institute, it may be 80 years or more before 
shoreline retreat subsides. 

Siltation chokes the reservoirs. It causes widespread mercury contamination and 
the destruction of wildlife. Northern moose hunters tell a story of two hunters in 
a boat scanning the shore of South Indian Lake for moose. After much searching 
they finally happened upon one — a moose sinking up to its neck in silt 
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Such anecdotal testimony to shoreline retreat is evidence for ecological damage 
which the Freshwater Institute says has caused over 98% of the waterfowl to 
disappear from the region and one out of every six people on the Nelson River to 
suffer from mercury contamination. The impact has been widespread economic 
and social disruption. Two decades ago, 75% of the food and the majority of local 
income came from the land. Today that is impossible. Very little comes from the 
land, and people are forced to buy food at prices which are often ten times that in 
the south. 

At the Cree village of Moose Lake, for instance, two-thirds of the land base was 
flooded and 634 people were moved into a housing project. After the flooding, 90% 
of the adults were estimated to have substance abuse problems. Explains Jim 
Tobacco of the Moose Lake band, "There is a very hostile attitude in the community. 
Our young people are always beating each other up. My people don't know who the 
hell they are. They live month to month on welfare. Our way of life and resources 
have been destroyed. We were promised benefits from the Hydro Project. Today, we 
are poor and Manitoba Hydro is rich." 

Elsewhere, there are suicides, epidemics, flooded communities. "There's just a 
feeling they're being exploited, they're being used," says Allan Ross, Chief of 
Norway House, another flooded community. His small village had 15 suicide 
attempts a month during the 1980s. At Cross Lake, 20 suicide attempts occurred per 
month during an eight-month period — ten times the provincial average. Manitoba 
government officials are quick to point to the recent "compensation package" 
worth tens of millions to these northern villages, but in the face of a near doubling 
of hydroelectric capacity in the North, many Natives have come to wonder if there 
is such a thing as just compensation for a way of life. 

From Newfoundland to British Columbia, hydroelectric dams devastate salmon, 
rivers, remote communities, and cultures— and more are planned. A good portion 
of that power is designated for American markets. The single largest out-of-province 
export contract held by Manitoba Hydro, for instance, is with Northern States 
Power. This utility hails from US Energy Secretary Hazel O'Leary's old home turf in 
Minnesota. A larger contract with Ontario Hydro was recently canceled after 
Ontario environmentalists opposed the contract on environmental and economic 



Free Trade = Environmental Disaster 

Aside from dollars and megawatts, there is also a great deal of pride and ego 
involved. Quebec has coupled much of its provincial identity with its provincial 
utility. Hydro Quebec is called by some the sacred cow of Quebec politics. To many 
within the province, to be anti-hydro is to be anti-Quebec. 

In the meantime, Premier Bourassa has pinned much of his province's future on 
the massive project, and a dream of ostensible aluminum and magnesium smelter 
heaven. In terms of environmental disaster, Quebec's development plan rivals only 
that of a World Bank debt-ridden country like Venezuela— with whom Quebec is 
locked in a debauched bidding war to promise huge multinationals the lowest 
possible electrical prices in the world, in order to secure the metals industry's 
investments. 

The US-Canada Free Trade Agreement compounds the boon for American 
utilities, but not for the North American environment. The Free Trade Agreement 
guarantees Canada (and possibly soon Mexico) access to that infinite US market, in 
return for US access to their relatively abundant and so-called underdeveloped 
reserves, while prohibiting government interventions that hinder that process. As 
Shelly Battram and Renier Lock write in an Energy Law journal article, "For Canada, 
achieving assured access to US markets, free of 'energy policy' interventions or 
protectionist distortions and for the US, the ability to procure Canadian energy 
supplies on a long-term, reliable basis, free of 'energy policy and nationalistic 
interventions in time of perceived shortage,' is paramount." 

The North American Free Trade Agreement accentuates the unequal trade. 
Articles 603 and 604 virtually eliminate Canada's and Mexico's ability to control the 
price or flow of energy exports on the basis of resource conservation, environmental 
protection, or interest of their citizens. 


It's Up to Us 

What appears obvious is the amount of work left to do, and the need for the 
continued efforts of coalitions of grassroots activists, Native people and environ- 
mental groups. Hydro Quebec wouldn't be so interested in an intelligence gathering 
police force if environmental activists and Crees weren't so successful in their 
opposition. In mid-April Native leaders in the US and Canada took out a full-page 
New York Times advertisement. Bobby Kennedy and Matthew Coon Come of the 
Crees held a New York press conference. These events once again sent the company 
reeling, hoping their stock rating wouldn't drop further. Hydro Quebec is praying 
that the poor and unknown, the Crees and the Bobby Kennedys, won't make New 
York cancel that 800-megawatt contract. I, for one, hope we do.

Olympics Compete with 
Stone Mountain

Ed. note: Stone Mountain Park, just east of Atlanta, Georgia, has been 
chosen as the site for several events of the 1996 Olympic Games. 

Additionally, excessive tourism and several other construction projects, 
including an incline railway, threaten to destroy this unique treasure. 

This article updates previous reports in the Lughnasadh 1992 and 
Eostar 1993 issues of the Journal.) 

The April board meeting of the Stone Mountain Memorial 
Association (SMMA) personified the new low in relations between 
park officials and the public. For the fourth consecutive month 
the meeting had been moved to an undisclosed location and the 
public had to hunt the SMMA down. Like all of the agency's 
meetings, it was held at the inconvenient time of 4 pm on 
Monday. It is becoming clearly evident that citizens' input, or even 
our presence, is no longer appreciated. 

The board also displayed a belief that any anti-Olympics move- 
ment would evaporate under a crush of Olympics euphoria as the '96 
Games draw closer. For the record — we are not an anti-Olympics movement

tal consultants employed 
by the SMMA to conduct 

the studies. However, although the public can bear witness to the spreading of 
bullshit, we are not allowed to speak at these proceedings. 

GEPA is a new and untested law. It's main thrust is full public disclosure of any 
environmental impacts of state projects. This includes state-funded projects and 
those on state land. Both apply to Stone Mountain. If the state agency in charge of 
the proposed project, in this case the SMMA, determines it may have an adverse 
impact then they must prepare a more in-depth EER. Here you may notice a problem 
with this law — the SMMA will decide if its own projects have an adverse effect. Such 
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The modified sign makes much more sense. 
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a piecemeal approach will never take an overall view of the degradation caused to 
the parks, forests, animals, plants, or historic and archaeological sites by construc- 
tion projects. Nor will the secondary Olympics impacts and additional recreational 
stresses be taken into account 

In April, Park Director Larry Allen also asked the board for an immediate go- 
ahead on as many pro j ects as money would allow. This is a clear violation of GEPA 
since no EERs have been completed yet. 

The May meeting brought more of the same. The park director repeated his 
request to speed up development. He made no mention of the status of Environ- 
mental Reports. The SMMA also announced it would begin evaluating the 
credentials of designers and contractors wishing to build the incline railway on 
June 9. 

On June 5 the most blatant example to date of disrespect for the law became 
known. Bulldozing, tree cutting, drilling and various surveying activities have 
already taken place at the proposed Olympics tennis facility site. The EER for this 
area remains in the draft stage only and will probably not be completed before 
September. The site preparation appears to be a procedural violation of GEPA. 

On June 8 survey flags and stakes were found near a population of the Rock Aster 
(Aster avitus-Cl), a federal candidate for listing under the Endangered Species Act. 
Drainage alterations near rock outcrops where this plant grows are likely all that is 
needed to drastically affect it. 

Disturbing information was recently given to the Friends of Stone Mountain 
Park that someone, possibly park employees, may be killing wildlife in the park 
after hours. While this is unconfirmed as of press time, a second source has reported 
hearing gunfire followed by the sounds of panicked geese or ducks. It is apparent 
that the populations of some wildlife have drastically decreased in recent months, 
especially Canadian Geese. If this information proves true, it's disgusting, immoral, 
and illegal. 

Work still remains to be done assessing wetlands. The park has applied for a 
general permit from the Corps of Engineers. The park has been fined previously for 
destroying wetlands; it doesn't seem they are taking them any more seriously this 
time around. 

My personal belief that the native flora and fauna of Stone Mountain should not 
be compromised is stronger than ever. Nor should the mountain itself by sacrificed 
for any damned Incline Railway.

Overpopulation and 

Bumpersticker Pouncs

Slogans have a surprising amount of power; take 
"Earth First!" for example. And bumpersticker politics 
is always bound to offend someone. Ever since the 
"Malthus Was Right" bumpersticker appeared, there 
have been people who have objected that overpopula- 
tion is an exceedingly complex issue and can in no way 
be reduced to a slogan like "Malthus Was Right." It is 
not necessary to take that slogan as an absolute (jeez, 
it's just a bumpersticker!). I believe it was devised to 
stimulate thought and discussion in a society that has 
been pro-natal, patriarchal and unwilling to accept 
natural limits for 6,000 years. 

Malthus was actually the first known thinker in the 
history of western civilization to challenge the 
idea of unlimited growth in both the 
economy and in human population. 

He was motivated by a concern for 
the problem of human misery, 
though his proposed solution, to 
starve the poor, was both mor- 
ally reprehensible and totally 
ineffectiveinredudngthebirth ' .. j , 
rate. (Malthus opposed birth 
control like all religious moral- 
ists of his time. He was certainly 
wrong about that!) 

Conversely, William Godwin, 

Karl Marx and other social revolu- 
tionaries pointed to human greed 
and capitalism as the root cause of 
social injustice and misery. That school of 
thought, if it concerns itself with overpopula- 
tion at all, views it as a mere symptom of a larger 
problem of capitalism. But a large part of Marxist 
solution was increased industrialism and manage- 
ment of the Earth for the good of all people. From a deep 
ecologist's point of view, this is as morally reprehen- 
sible as deliberately starving people and also ineffec- 
tive in solving the problem of justice (more goods 
translates into more greed, not better distribution). 

Native American author, Ward Churchill, offers the 
example of indigenous people who generally have 
more egalitarian social relations that operate by con- 
sensus. Indigenous people also know that they have to 
hold their numbers below the level which causes 
serious ecological disequilibrium. As Churchill says, 
"population, not production, is the actual issue before 
us." 

But civilization was built on the destabilization of 
traditional tribal cultures, turning women into baby 
factories and men into slaves. It has been the same 
process from its beginnings in Mesopotamia and the 
Nile, to the imperialism of the nineteenth century, 
and finally to the global corporate rampage of today. 
Rather than separate the problems of greed and over- 
population and turn one into a symptom of the other, 
we have to see both as different aspects of the same 
sickness. 

The solution is to bring about both economic justice 
and population reduction at the same time. Some 
examples of societies that are attempting this are: 
China, Cuba, the Indian state of Kerala, and some . 
experimental communities in Costa Rica All have 
programs that combine a guaranteed level of subsis- i 
fence with family planning and health care. 

Most population activists today are fully aware that 
dropping condoms from an airplane is not going to be 
enough. But, in contrast, the much touted "demo- 
graphic transition" which has brought birth rates 
down in the "first world" through increased "standard 
of living" (read: consumption) came at the expense of 
the colonization and subjugation of the "third world." 
The destabilization brought about by colonization 
was the factor that tipped the balance, bringing about 
the modem explosive population growth in countries 
like India. 

I say that colonization tipped the balance because 
population pressure itself has always existed and has 
been highly significant in the development of agricul- 
tural civilizations like India's. Paleontologists have 
concluded that it was possible for nomadic, stone-age 
people to obtain a high protein diet with less than four 
hours of work per day. Agriculture, on the other hand, 
requires constant work for a nutritionally inferior, 
grain-based diet. Why would any humans settle for 
such a life unless population pressure had depleted the 
wild game, or unless all territories had already been 
occupied so that the only way to support more people 
was to resort to agriculture? 
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It is no coincidence that large scale agriculturedidn't 
begin until the human species had spreadall across the 
globe, occupying every available niche. Once humans 
stopped gathering and began agricultural production, 
they stepped out of natural balance with the ecosys- 
tem. This introduced a totally new kind of thinking. 
Whereas gatherer-hunters had to adjust their numbers 
to what the Earth would freely yield, agriculturalists 
could produce more food by putting more people to 
work. Additional workers came from larger families 
and from captured slaves. With agriculture, the twin 

at 


once. 

The fact is that even if people had wanted to 
come back into balance with nature by 
reducing their numbers, this was never 
an easy thing to do. According to 
anthropologist Marvin Harris, stone- 
age women like the !Kung Bush- 
men were able to naturally sup- 
press ovulation by prolonged 
nursing in combination with 
their high protein, low fat diet 
But whenever times were not 
good and the diet tended to- 
wards more starches and less pro- 
tein (as under agriculture) women 
would develop a higher percentage 
of fat in their bodies, and ovulation 
would resume. 

Under these conditions, the only op- 
tions were abortion and infanticide. (Harris states 
that the existence of herbal contraceptives is mainly a 
folk mythology.) Primitive abortion techniques were 
very brutal and dangerous to women. Many women 
died and still die today from drinking poisons or 
inserting sticks into the uterus. Infanticide was the 
safest option for women, but to be most effective in 
controlling population, female infanticide was prefer- 
ential. And so societies developed in which women 
were less valuable than men. 

To see overpopulation merely as a symptom of a 
larger problem is also to ignore the problem of human 
fertility control as a determinant of just social systems. 
Let's look at India again. India has been cited as an 
example of a society that had its numbers under 
control before colonialism, but how was this accom- 
plished? The answer is, mainly through the devalua- 
tion of women. Female infanticide, bride burning, and 
the starvation and mistreatment of female children all 
reduced the number of breeding females and kept 
population stable. 

Is there anyone who would describe this system as 
socially just? Colonialism curtailed these practices at 
the same time that it introduced other destabilizing 
factors that tipped the balance toward population 
explosion in India. One thing that colonialism and 
development did not change, though, was the status of 
women. A woman's only route to status remained the 
production of male children. 

Greed and fertility control must be considered as a' 
whole. There will be some kind of population control 
because there are limits to the Earth; Malthus was 
absolutely right about that The real issue is what 
kind — will it be patriarchal and devalue women, or will 
it be just? Modem contraceptives and abortion, though 
not without pain, avoid the more traumatic and unjust 
necessities of infanticide and devaluation of women. 
The social justice approach to population control must 
include justice for women and the widespread avail- 
ability of modem contraceptives and abortion. This 
approach is the most effective and will finally lead us 
back into balance with the Earth. 

"Love Your Mother, Don't Become One" is another 
bumpersticker that some find offensive, but it need not 
be viewed as an attack on mothers, but rather as an 
affirmation that one very good way of loving the Earth 
is the conscious choice not to breed. For years I've 
wanted to see a "non-mothers" or "non-breeders" day 
established to honor those who would forgo the plea- 
sures and ego-satisfactions of parenting. Face it, in most 
cultures you are looked upon as very weird if you have 
no children. If you are a woman, your very femininity 
is called into question. 

I've also thought of starting an "Artemis Society" to 
honor childless women. Artemis was the "virgin" or 
childless Goddess who was the guardian of the animals. 
The Ladakh and Tibetan cultures honored childless 
women. Many of them became celibate Buddhist nuns 


which helped keep the population stable. I might add 
that the women who did have families often took 
several husbands! Lucky for us, we have modem meth- 
ods that let us enjoy heterosexual relations without 
reproduction. Les U. Knight of the Voluntary Human 
Extinction Movement has a "Meritorious Service 
Award" for "not adding another human to the existing 
billions." Write him for this attractive certificate to 
display on your wall. 

I don't mean to say that children themselves are not 
valuable. Kids are usually more wild and more fun than 
adults. Since I've settled down and become more of a 
bioregional rather than nomadic activist, I've had 
more exposure to kids and it is definitely enriching. 
I've also come into a comfortable relationship with 
many parents who can appreciate my strong position 
on overpopulation, while I appreciate their work rais- 
ing new little environmentalists. I am against pro- 
natalism, not against kids. 

Pro-natalism is that cultural attitude that automati- 
cally praises birth and parenthood, nomatterwhatthe 
circumstances. This ingrained attitude shows up every- 
where, even in the EF! Journal. Greg Gordon in his 
article "Malthus Was Wrong" (Beltane, 1993 issue) 
made a statement with pro-natalist overtones: "There 
is nothing more wild, more natural and more sacred 
than giving birth." I cannot accept this absolutist 
statement. Maybe he didn't mean it as such. If not, 
then surely he would agree with me that choosing NOT 
to give birth is behavior that is just as wild and sacred! 
And that equally wild and sacred is the tribe in western 
Australia which ate every tenth infant that was bom to 
them. One more bumpersticker is appropriate: "Feel- 
ing Crowded? Eat Your Young."

Administration Capitulates to Timber Industry 

The Clinton administration's much-ballyhooed so- 
lution to the deforestation of federal lands was an- 
nouncedlastmonth, confirming activists' worst doubts 
about the plan since the Portland timber conference in 
April. Specifics include: no protected ancient forest 
reserves, logging and roading in roadless areas, cutting 
levels higher than even the Forest Service nazi scien- 
tists proposed in their eight alternatives, "salvage" 
logging of forests burned by arson fires started by 
loggers, and massive logging on forests east of the 
Cascades. 

Since the Clinton logging plan will violate a number 
of environmental laws such as the Endangered Species 
Act, National Environmental Policy Act, and National 
Forest Management Act, the administration at first 
proposed gutting these laws by using sufficiency lan- 
guage. This language would exempt the planned log- 
ging activities from the existing environmental laws. 
But the administration has now backed off from this 
public line; instead they plan to let certain legislators 
such as Tom Foley and Mark Hatfield do the gutting 
this fall in Congress and will quietly go along. By 
attaching exemption language to totally unrelated 
funding bills these agents of the logging industry have 
for years been able to provide for massive government 
deforestation without any environmental restraint. 

Deforestation, wildlands, destruction, 
extinction - it's all negotiable, like another 
trade agreement 

In the first few days after the administration's plan 
was leaked to the public, environmental groups de- 
nounced it for the sham that it is. The timber lobby, 
because they had won, was at first silent. However, 
realizing along with the administration that silence 
might result in concessions for more protection, they 
began kicking their PR machine into high gear. This 
way Clinton could use the predictable tactic of claim- 
ing the middle ground against the perceived extremes. 
The intense disinformation campaign waged by the 
timber industry since the release of the new forest plan 
has been successful in achieving this end. Democratic 
members of the northwest congressional delegation 
are trying to reinforce the portrayal of the environ- 
mental opposition to the forest plan as unreasonable. 
They are probing for support within some environ- 
mental organizations in order to further weaken oppo- 
sition. 

Expect this anthropocentric dance that passes for 
government to continue into crunch time this fall 
when appropriation bills are passed. 

Because the Forest Service is still under injunction 
and barred from selling ancient forest ecosystems 
inhabited by spotted owls to their buddies in the 
timber industry the new forest plan must be submitted 
to Judge William Dwyer for a ruling on its legality. Two 
years ago in a landmark decision, Judge Dwyer halted 
further timber sales in spotted owl habitat because of 
a continuing pattern of criminal disregard for the law 
by the Forest Service. The plan was submitted by the 
judge's deadline of July 16. 

By the time you read this, the government will 
probably have announced its public comment period, 
since the Clinton administration wants to put timber 
sales under injunction on the fast track to fulfill Inte- 
rior Secretary Bruce Babbitt's promises to the timber 
tycoons. If Judge Dwyer gives the okay, the Clinton 
administration wants to be back in business selling 
ancient forests to industry by winter. 

Another part of the Clinton plan is the establish- 
ment of experimentation zones called "adaptive man- 
agement areas." Get this: local logging communities 
will decide how to "manage" these supposedly public 
lands. These sacrifice areas are adaptive for all the other 
species living there: it's adapt or die. This gee-whiz 
concept, euphemistically called "ecosystem manage- 
ment" is beingpromoted by asouthem Oregon "enviro" 
group called Headwaters in conjunction with the 
timber industry. 

Head(up the assjwaters has consistently undercut 
attempts to protect ancient forests over the past year 
since being co-opted by timber industry money and 
influence. Led by self-proclaimed environmentalist 
Jack Shipley and the Croman Logging Co., this group 



now tries to pass itself off as a forest protection group. 
Atthesame time, itis planning timbersales in conjunc- 
tion with the Forest Service and the Bureau of Land 
Management to enrich its timber industry patrons. 
Shipley believes that with the new Forest Service "eco- 
system management" we can even log roadless areas. 
In Headwaters, the Clinton administration and Pacific 
Northwest congressmen have found a perfect pawn, 
and a rationale for not protecting any ancient forests. 
This is possibly the first example of an environmental 
group being subverted by the wise-use movement. 

There are some interesting parallels in all this with 
what came down during the late 1970s and ultimately 
led to the formation of the Earth First! movement in 
1980. Then, as now, a democratic administration came 
into office with promises of a renewed environmental 
commitment, the usual empty campaign rhetoric. 
Carter appointed environmental professionals to high 
offices. Hopes for meaningful change ran high. Then 
came the disastrous Roadless Area Review and Evalua- 
tions I and II, when almost all public land was given 
over as community sacrifice zones. The administration 
then went looking for willing collaborators in the 
environmental elite and found them, deal-makers 
more interested in access then in defending the earth. 
At the same time, although it was being ignored, the 
local grassroots environmental movement was taking 
off in a big way. 

From the beginning, the Clinton administration 
has moved down the same track, looking for compro- 
mise as a way to solve the ancient forest issue. Defores- 
tation, wildlands destruction, extinction — it's all ne- 
gotiable, like another trade agreement. To them, the 
problems are not corporate exploitation or govern- 
mental abuse, but the court injunctions and environ- 
mental laws. Instead of trying to come to grips with the 
problem of an ecosystem undergoing meltdown and 
taking steps to reverse the accelerating decline, we are 
treated with media events and political expediency to 
satisfy campaign contributors. 

While all this is remarkably similar to what hap- 
pened a decade and more ago (except there is a lot less 
wild forest now) the role of collaborators in extinction 
has changed. The big environmental groups have been 
affected by the rising tide of the grassroots, and have 
become more resolute in their stand, while a few locals 
have become total boot-lickers to the timber barons. As 
happened two years ago 5 with the Tongass Timber 
Reform Act, and attempted Montana Wilderness Bill 
last year, more and more lately, a few self-appointed 
feel-good enviros have undercut efforts for strong 
protection. They've been dealing away the forest, the 
rivers, the salmon so the rape 'n' run boys wouldn't yell 
at them. Dealing away what is not theirs to give. 

Starting back in 1983 Earth First! made the destruc- 
tion of the ancient forest a national issue. If this forest 
plan is rammed through we will be at a crossroads 
when the snow begins to melt in the spring. It is time 
to reevaluate old tactics and strategies and consider 
new ones. 

Only the last remnants of the great northwestern 
rainforests remain, and it is quite likely that the only 
thing standing between the chainsaws and the trees 
will be our bodies. 

These places must be defended by any 



Four years after a citizens’ petition was brought before the 
Minnesota Environmental Quality Board (MEQB), the MEQB 
finally prepared the draft generic environmental impact 
statement (GEIS) on logging and forest management in 
state-owned forests. The only problem is that the GEIS 
suggests Minnesota's forests could sustain double the cur- 
rent logging rate, in spite of the huge environmental im- 
pacts on biodiversity and general forest health. 

Among the many problems with the GEIS is the fact that 
the document was prepared by multinational forestry con- 
sulting firm Jaakko Poyry Consulting, Inc. The citizens of 
Minnesota have been virtually shut out of the process 
because of restricted access to the necessary information, 
limited media exposure and lies from industry representa- 
tives. So what else is new? It's business as usual in America's 
forests. 

A few facts: soil debilitation is occurring at a high rate, by 
1995 the rate of logging is scheduled to be double that of 
1980, 90% of the logging would be by clearcutting, and 
more than half of Minnesota's forest dependent bird species 
would be affected. 

Written comments are being accepted by the MEQB 
through September 13, 1993. All you have to do is write the 
MEQB and tell them that the "GEIS Study on Timber 
Harvesting and Forest Management in Minnesota" should 
be scrapped in favor of a plan that favors biodiversity and 
forest health over logging interests. To submit comments, or

At the conclusion of the Oregon Rendezvous, enroute to Idaho's Cove/Mallard area, a 
delegation of forest "critters and spirits" stopped off to hold Pendleton's first Earth First! demo. 
The delegation issued Jeff Blackwood, Umatilla Forest Supervisor, its Decision Notice and 
Preferred Alternative (alternative EF!) which reads as follows: 


DECISION NOTICE 
AND 

FINDING OF NO SIGNIFICANT IMPACT 
THE BLUE MOUNTAINS FOREST COUNCIL 

An ecosystem of forest (EF!) is available for Forest Service personnel and human public 
review in the few remaining natural forest lands of the Blue Mountains of Eastern Oregon 
and Washington. This EF! [statement] documents the cumulative impacts analysis con- 
ducted by a multi-species team to determine the potential eco-logical effects connected to 
a proposed salvage removal, diverse native species reforestation, road removal, return of 
natural fires, and wildlife and fisheries habitat improvement. 

The Forest Council proposes the salvage removal of governing human institutions from 
a dead and dying corporate society severely infested with greed. The actions are needed to 
reverse the ecological crisis currently faced by many species, reduce corporate and 
government offices to reduce the risk of moderate to high intensity natural habitat and 
water quality destruction, remedy unsustainable human consumption, and begin the 
restoration of a viable ecological balance to the human society. 

These actions, with modifications*, are consistent with the Forest Council Land and 
Fiuman Management Plan. We have determined that these actions are not a major Earth 
action, individually or cumulatively, and will not adversely affect human species viability. 
Therefore a written EIS, in addition to the ample evidence of the forests themselves, is not 
required. This project will be implemented spontaneously to facilitate forest rehabilitation 
and recovery in the Blue Mountains and to return ecological viability to a dead and dying 
human society. 

This decision is exempt from appeal pursuant toMSR/Ex (Multiple Species Retaliation/ 
Extinction). Decisions related to the rehabilitation of natural forest lands and recovery of 
species viability resulting from corporate disasters, human mismanagement, and single 
species greed (as in the current forest health crisis) are not subject to appeal when the Forest 
Council determines and gives notice that good cause exists to exempt such decisions from 
human appeal. Notification of this decision has been given in the recent thunder storms 
during the last week of May, 1993. 

* Mitigation measures include establishing a "security area’’ for corporate and govern- 
ment personnel severely dependent on greed. A retraining and restoration program is 
also planned. 

For the Wild Earth, 
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As some of the crew went inside, others staged a "Watson" style action, hanging banners off the 
hill in full view of southeast Pendleton and 1-84. Blackwood was in (contrary to what his 
receptionist claimed) and spoke to the critters in his office. He had no defense for his devastating 
"salvage" logging sales and claimed his hands were tied by funding directions from Congress. Of 
course he could do something — he could blow the whistle on the entire "salvage" logging hoax! 
This demo was just a mild warning of actions to come if current logging plans are not abandoned 
and replaced by restoration and ecosystem protection. So while you're out there — in Idaho, the 
Northwest, or elsewhere fighting for the Earth — keep an ear to the winds for a wild howling call 
from the Blue Mountains of eastern Oregon. If the Blues are to become the next forest ecosystem 
under siege — we may soon need you on the front lines of resistance.

Dioxin Update

Earth First'.ers in Maine have prevented the paper industry from 
getting the state to raise allowable dioxin discharge levels by 38 
times. 

Maine's Board of Environmental Protection (BEP) held hearings 
last fall on the proposal. This came at a time when paper industry 
sluts are bragging about the "success" of their efforts to clean up 
their effluent contributions to aquatic life downstream. 

The plan came right from the paper industry, through the 
governor, with the support of the commissioner of Environmen- 
tal Destruction. The governor appoints member of the BEP, and 
the governor's brother is a paper industry lobbyist in Washington, 
DC. 

In spite of the importance of these hearings, the pros and cons 
would have been debated privately if not for the presence of Earth 
First! With the press alerted, we managed to give the circus 
atmosphere a public face. In a roomful of big-brain types we 
convinced everyone that the whole event stunk. After unloading 
goodly quantities of an unspeakable stink agent, everyone agreed 
and headed for the exits. So it was that the front page of every 
Maine daily newspaper told the story of the stinking deal that the 
governor wanted dumped in the rivers. 

In March the BEP decision was due. Public opinion had mounted 
against the scam so the sleaze were in need of a different angle. The 
recommendation: wait until the federal Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency decides to set levels. It was meant to appear that strict 
interim standards would prevail. Again Earth First! vigilance 
smelled something foul. Again we refused to allow this to occur 
unchallenged, forcing more public hearings, attended by a strong 
band of non-compromising, whistle-blowing Earth Firstlers. 

If there is a place for dioxin, it's up the ass of every tree-killing 
pulp-pig CEO, not in river and marine ecosystems. We were 
ultimately able to convince one board member that life in the 
rivers couldn't wait for federal bureaucrats to act on its behalf. 

Instead of raising the allowable level of dioxin as it had pro- 
posed, Maine accepted the federal standards. This continues the 
status quo by multinational scum who dump more than a hun- 
dred organochlorines, including dioxin, into rivers and eventually 
coastal waters . The policy is currently being challenged in court by 
the logging industry. Maine's chief toxicologist resigned in protest 
shortly after this policy was adopted. 

The up side is that the dialogue over chlorine-free pulping has 
begun, with participation even by those sworn to protect the paper 
industry. And the local paper agreed with Earth Firstl's position 
although they "don't agree with [our] tactics." We think we gave 
some attention to the point that dioxin contamination isn't 
acceptable because it makes river fish inedible or disrupts the so- 
called harvest of marine fish. Our species must honor other species 
through respect and harmony, realizing that jobs, health risk 
assessments and profits are meaningless to us wild ones.

Brazil of the North: Deforestation in BC 



British Columbia (BC), the westernmost province in Canada, contains 50% of 
North America’s remaining temperate rainforest, and contains more wildlife species 
than any other province in Canada. BC has been dubbed “Brazil of the North” by 
international media, and with good reason. The rate of logging in BC has increased 
traumatically: the volume of wood cut in 1990 was 3 times the volume cut in 1960. 
According to the Federal Government of Canada: “The annual area logged is approxi- 
mately 1000 sq. mi/year in B.C. .. .Atthis rate, in 16 years all the commercial coastal old- 
growth will be gone, except the minuscule amount that is protected in parks.” And as of 
1 990, the number of jobs per volume cut in BC had fallen to hal f of what it was in 1 960 . 

The main difference between Brazil and BC is that in Brazil, the destruction of the 
rainforests is fueled by poverty and population pressure, while in BC the cause of 
deforestation is the greed of the multinationals and their shareholders. The largest single 
shareholder of MacMillan Bloedel is the BC government itself. 

Not surprisingly, the provincial and federal governments do not recognize the 
inherent jurisdiction of the First Nations. The BC Forest Service controls all “Crown” 
forests. Crown forests are forests that are supposedly managed for the residents of BC 
by theBC government. As already mentioned, many of these so-called “Crown” forests 
are in fact lands stolen from native peoples by the federal and provincial governments. 
Nevertheless, the BC government continues to assume jurisdiction over most of the 
province and has so far done an excellent job of handing out cutting and roadbuilding 
rights to the multinational companies, giving them permission to destroy native lands 
and increasing corporate control of the wilderness. 

BC has been divided into 67 major management units: 32 Tree Farm Licenses 
(TFLs) and 35 Timber Supply Areas (TSAs). TFLs are 25-year contracts; basically, the 
company rents the forest from the government. The difference between TFLs and TSAs 
is that companies plan forestry in TFLs (monitored by the BC Forest Service), while the 
Forest Service plans forestry in TSAs. In both cases, the companies are supposed to be 
limited by an Annual Allowable Cut (AAC), which is set by BC’s Chief Forester. 
Companies are supposed to show their detailed plans and proposed AACs for TFLs 
every five years in Management and Working Plans (MWPs), which are supposed to be 
subject to public input. Theoretically, a cutting or roadbuilding permit cannot be issued 
unless the MWP has been approved by the Forest Service. 

Multinational logging companies and the government frequently ignore the 
regulations. For example, permits were issued to Fletcher Challenge to cut the Walbran 
in the summer of 1991 even though their MWP had expired and no new AAC had been 
set. MacMillan Bloedel was recently fined for logging in an area of Clayoquot Sound 
where they were not supposed to be cutting. 

Two companies, MacMillan Bloedel/Noranda and Fletcher Challenge Canada, 
control the rights to cut more than 2 1% of the annual cut set by the Forest Service. Others 
on the Top Ten hit list (from third largest to tenth largest): the Canfor Group, West 
Fraser, Weldwood of Canada LTD, Doman Group, Westar Group, Slocan Forest 
Products, International Forest Products, and CP Forest. 

Currently many contentious areas are being studied by a government body called 
CORE (Comission on Resources and Environment [or Co-opted Racist Environmental- 
ists depending on who you talk to]). This process proports to bring all interested sectors 
together at round tables to discuss land use issues. CORE has no legitimate decision 
making power: most of the land they talk about is not even within colonial jurisdiction, 
and CORE is only capable of making recommendations, and has no legislative powers. 
By sapping the power of environmental groups and by encouraging them to legitimize 
this colonial process, CORE has managed to accomplish its purpose: to stop people from 
uniting to take on the multinationals... <§)

Damming Wild Rivers: The Columbian 
River Treaty and BC Hydro 

In the 1960s the British Columbian government entered 
into the Columbia River Treaty with the United States. 
According to the terms of the treaty, BC was required to 
construct several dams, flooding prime wildlife habitats 
and farmland and destroying indigenous peoples’ ways of 
life. For the US, the agreement provided massive water 
storage on the upper Columbia River. The treaty isn’t 
coming up for renegotiation until 2024. 

Over 50% of power produced in BC is for existing pulp 
mills. Although therateofovercuttinginBC is severe, more 
pulp mills are planned — and more pulp mills means addi- 
tional demand for electricity. BC Hydro’s development 
plan calls for the construction of a $3.5 billion Site C dam 
on the Peace River despite years of public protest against 
this project. Also specified in BC Hydro’s development 
plans are megaprojects on the Thompson River (in the 
southern interior), the Stikine River, and the Liard River 
(both in the north). A $20 billion five-dam project has 
already been designed for the Stikine. 

The BC government recently appointed the BC Energy 
Council to develop an “energy plan” for the province. The 
first task for the Council is to develop guidelines for 
exporting energy. According to the BC Energy Coalition, 
the Council’s interim report focuses on the market for 
exporting electricity to the US and how BC Hydro can grab 
a share of that market. 

Not content with destroying BC’s rivers, BC Hydro is now 
looking for a contract on China’s proposed hydroelectric 
dam, The Three Gorges. This proposed $30 billion ecologi- 
cal disaster would be built on the Yangtze River. The 
proposed megaproject would: displace 1.2 million people 
and jeopardize the livelihoods of the other 74 million 
people who five along the river; flood massive areas and 
cause tremendous erosion, sedimentation, and deforesta- 
tion; threaten already endangered species; and decimate 
fish populations already depleted by pollution, dammed 
tributaries, and overfishing. BC Hydro was part of a Cana- 
dian consortium that conducted a feasibility study for the 
dam; although BC Hydro International’s President Stan 
Ridley states that“BC Hydro is presently not involved with 
this proj ect”, BC Premier Mike Harcourt recently endorsed 
their involvement and believes they will be given a contract 
by China’s government. 

Kemano H 

Forty years, the Cheslatta people were forcibly relocated so 
that Alcan could build the first stage of their Kemano 
hydroelectric project. Alcan stole the traditional home- 
lands, homes, and freedom of the Cheslatta; as if that were 
not enough, Alcan is now beginning the secondphaseofthe 
Kemano project: Kemano II, Alcan’s monstrous $1.2 
billion scheme to dam the Nechako. A parliamentary com- 
mittee recently announced that the exemption of an envi- 
ronmental assessment for Kemano II by the Federal Cabinet 
was illegal. 

The Cheslatta band are fighting Alcan, and support for the 
Cheslatta is growing.

NAWAPA Water Diversion Scheme 

Thirty years ago, the North American Water and Power 
Alliance (NAWAPA) was concocted by a group of entre- 
preneurs looking for a way to make a large profit from the 
North’s rich network of rivers that sustained indigenous 
peoples for thousands of years. Not content to destroy the 
natural bounty of the rivers through overfishing, logging, 
and other resource exploitation, NAWAPA planned to 
force wild Canadian and Alaskan waters through a series of 
dams, reservoirs, and canals, to water golf courses and 
fields in the arid southwestern US. 

For many years, NAWAPA’s billion-dollar price tag and 
seemingly outlandish scalekepttheplan from being seen as 
a threat to wild rivers. But recent droughts and Free Trade 
Agreement (FTA) negotiations have reinvoked the night- 
marish mega-project Since the FTA does not specifically 
exclude water, water is considered a commodity. And as 
droughts and global warming increase the economic value 
of this commodity, developers of NAWAPA mb their 
hands in glee at the prospect of tremendous financial gain. 

Since the FTA overrides existing environmental laws, 
opponents of NAWAPA are justifiably concerned that 


passage of the scheme will devastate the wild rivers of 
Alaska and Western Canada. NAWAPA’s scope is as- 
tounding. According to Loretta Griffin of the Earth Island 
Journal, “At least 19 Canadian rivers would be diverted 
through the Canadian Rocky Mountain, turning a 500 mile 
long valley into a water reservoir capable of storing 400 
million acre-feet of water. Dams 800 to 1700 feet high 
would plug British Columbia’s mountain ravines and mil- 
lion-horsepower pumps would push the Susitna, Copper, 
Tanana and upper Yukon rivers backwards to reach these 
reservoirs. IntheUS, water from Alaska and Canada would 
be impounded in Flathead Lake, Montana and Lake Mead, 
Arizona.” (Fall 1991 issue) 

Across the north, the framework for the entire diversion 
proj ect is being laid, dam by dam. So far 1 2 dams have been 
given the go-ahead. NAWAPA is hoping that with the 
framework in place, there will be a minimum of public 
outcry. 

NAWAPA’s Northern Thompson Water Di- 
version Project 

KVA Resources (a US firm) has teamed up with Multina- 
tional Resources Inc. (a Canadian-based corporation) to 
force a substantial portion of the North Thompson River’s 
water into the Columbia River drainage, for the benefit of 
California’s agriculture industry. The plan to export one 
million acre feet ofNorth Thompson water ay ear is suppos- 
edly “designed to have a maximum positive impact on the 
environment”. TheNorth Thompson, whichjoins the South 
Thompson at Kamloops and then flows into the Fraser at 
Lytton, supports abundant wildlife, fish, vegetation, and 
various human activities. The North Thompson is a tradi- 
tional source of physical and spiritual sustenance for the 
Shuswap people. 

Neither KVA nor Multinational Resources Inc. has for- 
mally applied for permits yet, but in a letter to Provincial 
Environment Minister John Cashore, datedMarch 17 1992, 
William Klancey of Multinational asks the government for 
“an indication that the government would seriously con- 
sider allowing this project to go ahead...”. KVA has spent 
$500,000 (US) on feasibility studies so far, and plans to 
spend an additional $5 million on engineering and impact 
assessment studies over the next two years. 

Resistance to NAWAPA in North Thompson 
River Region 

Opposition to NAWAPA is growing quickly in the North 
Thompson River region ofBC . The Alliance Against W ater 
Diversion, a coalition including groups as diverse as the 
United Church and Traditionalists from the Shuswap Na- 
tion, has formed to save the North Thompson and stop 
NAWAPA from becoming a reality. The first step is to 
convince people that as ridiculous as NAWAPA sounds, it 
poses a very real threat to western ecosystems. The second 
step is to build enough opposition across North America to 
stop NAWAPA. Construction for the Thompson diversion 
could begin as soon as 1994; according to a KVA spokes- 
person, “(the timing) depends on the opposition.”

On Saturday, May 15, 1993 from 9 am to 4 pm, an 
Information Checkpoint Blockade was conducted at the 
Northern Thompson River Bridge. This action is in oppo- 
sition to aproposed ecological holocaust by Water & Power 
Multinational Incorporated, a company with offices in 
Vancouver, which plans to export of million acre feet of 
water annually to California... 

The Simpc Nation feels the proposal of the Northern 
Thompson River Water Diversion Project will irreversibly 
destroy the ecosystem which they depend on for hunting, 
fishing, and trapping. The scale of destruction to the Simpc 
traditional way oflifewillbethreatened in the samemanner 
as the Cree Nation has been from Hydro Quebec’s James 
Bay Projects. Claiming sovereignty over control ofrivers in 
the Shuswap territories means taking a zero-tolerance stand 
to this project. 


The proposed scheme to divert water has been pre- 
sented to the provincial government in Victoria, which has 
placed a temporary moratorium on water exports by ocean 
tankers — but not by means of diverting whole rivers. The 
scheme calls forthe drilling oftunnels and the development 
of pipe systems, with a merging of these waters into the 
Columbia River system. Little public outcry has been heard 
concerning this potential massive environmental devasta- 
tion. The Simpc Nation Support Alliance in Vancouver 
fears that water, with Free Trade and NAFTA, is controlled 
as a commodity by corporations — not people whose lives 
depend on it for substance.

One of the most important things non-native people can do is educate themselves and others on the history of the oppression and resistance of native peoples. The following 
document, “Ecocide as Genocide ”, was signed by nine native nationals of sovereign native states (including Qwa-Ba-Diwa) who have never surrendered their independence 
by treaty. It was filed in Pemberton Provincial Court June 1, 1992. This document is a potent reminder that environmentalists cannot separate the struggles to liberate the forests 
and liberate the indigenous peoples of those forests. This is a message many non-indigenous environmentalists, in their racism and ignorance, have ignored 

ECOCIDE AS GENOCIDE 

1 . The ethno-biological continuity of life as our ancestors knew it, is at the point of no return throughout the Pacific North West. The systematic 
alteration of the ecology in which our autochthonous cultures flourish correspondingly, inevitably and self-evidently entails the systematic 
destruction of the continuity of our human cultural identity — for the character of our human cultural identity is by definition dependent upon 
continuity of the bio-cultural identity of our forests. 

2. Materialism and spiritualism are not opposing and antagonistic forces in our native culture. Rather, over the eons they have been reconciled 
in an equilibrium. That equilibrium is maintained by our paramount cultural value: respect. In our culture, the goal is to take from the material world 
enough to survive not only as physical beings but also as spiritual beings. In contrast, we observe that in the non-native culture surrounding us, 
enough is not enough. More is better. W e observe that materialism and spiritualism are opposing and antagonistic forces in that non-native culture. 

3 . Our ancestors taught that this was not our business to try and change. Ours was to accept the world basically as we find it and to leave to Mother 
Nature and to the Creator the education of this rapacious new race of people overrunning our homeland. Our principle of respect meant that it was 
not up to us to dictate to whites how to live. Instead, our principle of respect led our ancestors to adopting a live-and-let-live survival strategy with 
the transplanted race of Europeans who came to occupy our country. Respect means coexistence in a relationship of peace and friendship — with 
all beings and things — and indeed there is no crucial difference between beings and things, for everything that exists is entitled to respect. 

4. The Kings and Queens, as the hereditary guardians of England and on behalf of the transplanted race, agreed to conform with our principle 
of respect. As a matter of law, the respect was to be mutual and universal. The Royal Proclamation of 1 763 confirmed for all time that “the several 
Nations of Tribes of Indians with whom We are connected and who live under our Protection should not be molested or disturbed in the Possession 
of such Parts of Our Dominions and Territories as not having been ceded to or purchased by Us are reserved to them or any of them as their Hunting 
Grounds.” 

5. Today, we observe that in practice the respect paid to this agreed law has not been mutual. We gave our word. The whites gave their writing. 
We have kept our word. They have broken their writing. In terms of the Proclamation, we have not “molested or disturbed” the whites. But they 
have both “molested” and “disturbed” us. The crucial point, for legal purposes, is that this breakage was carried out, in practice, by local white 
governments which did not possess the jurisdiction to repeal or to amend the paramount law enacted by the Imperial government. Thus, the breakage 
ofthe paramount law describes the fraud, treason and genocide committed by the legal and political establishment of local government rather than 
a change in that paramount law. 

6. In consequence, the whites and their native collaborators are not so much governing us as attacking us — treating us as squatting trespassers 
in our own homelands, destroying our forests, killing our people. Under the smoke screen of crimes masquerading as federal and provincial laws, 
the whites are waging a war of physical and psychological intervention and attrition upon us. Systematically, we have been physically killed, 
infected with diseases, beaten, imprisoned, threatened and sexually preyed upon. We are psychologically held up to contempt and ridicule, 
patronized, brainwashed, bribed, corrupted, threatened, and then criminalized for trying to defend ourselves. Their lawyers and politicians, who 
should uphold the paramount law, are effectively their Generals and their police their Storm Troopers in the unremitting campaign to take 
everything and leave us nothing. Although it is all illegal, immoral and unjust, nevertheless, the usurpation of our native jurisdiction to govern 
ourselves as a free people in a free land continues. Today, the white judges are the Commandants of our concentration camps — the reservations 
onto which we are herded and from which we are forced to watch through the fence of chicanery the invasion, clearcutting, pollution and tortured 
death of the body of our Mother, the earth, our home and native land. 

7. By casting nets across the mouths of our rivers, the ancestors of the whites taught our ancestors they could break the continuity of our salmon 
runs, and starve us into submission. By having their priests and ministers promise us everlasting life, they grouped us around churches and thereby 
broke the cyclic patters of our economy . By outlawing our potlatches, they broke the legal, economic, political and social ties that bound our people 
holistically as nations. By kidnapping our children and beating their native languages out of them in residential and white schools, they brainwashed 
our culture out of existence. By apprehending our children and giving them to whites, they broke the family unit. By the whites’ systematic removal 
or prohibition of alternative life support economies, native Elders have been made physically dependent for survival upon white social welfare 
payments and in consequence many live in constant terror that by speaking out against white tyranny, natives in general and themselves, in 
particular, will be deprived ofthe necessities of life. By training our children to be contemptuous ofthe ways of their parents, the white establishment 
inculcated in our children a mirror image ofthe whites’ sickness of racist ideology, thereby turning native against native, and by this means, 
perpetuating the genocide to the point where today we stand at the brink of the plunge 
to the whites ’ final solution to the problem we constitute for them by our very existence 
and persistence. Today remains the Indian Act system, with its network of nepotism, 
sycophancy to bureaucrats, and economic manipulation of a people reduced to abject 
dependency, that carries on the genocidal tyranny of the white master race — through 
the medium of the fostered “band” and “reserve” mentality of the privileged class of 
native collaborators: the Indian Act elected “chiefs” and councillors. Being appointed 
by these puppets, the paid Indian task force members and constitutional negotiators 
active in the Canadian constitutional revision process are fifth columns. Thus even the 
process of reform is prejudiced by the white system’s monolithic and omnipresent 
usurpation of the connective relationships between persons and property — a usurpa- 
tion that leaves no alternative to survival. Compared to Esson [Judge in the Supreme 
Court], Harcourt [Premier of BC] and Mulroney [ex-Prime Minister of Canada], Hitler 
is a crude amateur. White Canada and British Columbia have made a painstakingly 
“civilized” and refined art of the same end process that the Nazis overzealously hurried. 

After studying the plight of the Lubicon Cree, the Human Rights Committee of the 
United Nations (UN) rightly concluded that effective legal or political redress was not 
possible within existing Canadian institutions. INCOMINDIOS, an international indig- 
enous advocacy organization, considers Canada “one ofthe last colonial countries”. The 
agents of the governments of BC and Canada brutally suppress Native peoples acting in 
self-defense and in defense of their lands; in 1991, Lil’wat nationals were beaten, 
arrested, and jailed during a blockade to stop International Forest Products’ desecration 
of sacred lands. Despite the repression, native peoples’ resistance to ecocide and 
genocide continues.^) 





TEN YEARS OF DIRECT ACTION 


Grouse Mountain: spiking 

Paul W atson and the North Vancouver Garden and Arbour Club claim to have spiked 2000 trees on Grouse Mountain in the early 
eighties. 

Clayoquot Sound 

Wah nah jus/Hilth hoois (aka Meares Island): marine blockade, spiking 

Wah nah jus/Hilth hoois is the home ofthe Tla-o-qui-aht and Ahousaht, two ofthe fourteen tribes oftheNuu-chah-nulthNation. 
In Nov. 1984 the Nuu-chah-nulth and Friends of Clayoquot Sound (FOCS) held a marine blockade and stopped MacMillan 
Bloedel fallers at C’is-a-quis as they tried to land on Meares. Meares is said have 23,000 spikes. 

Sulfur Passage: road blockade 

In the summer of 1988, 35 people were arrested for blockading BC Forest Products’ road building at Sulphur Passage. 
Kennedy & Clayoquot Rivers and Toflno & Bulson Creeks: bridge burning, road blockades, hunt sabbing 
In 1991 the Kennedy Lake Bridge was burnt. It has since been rebuilt (metal). Six people were arrested during road blockades 
in September 1991. Between July and December of 1992, 63 people were arrested during blockades at the Clayoquot Arm 
Bridge. In the late spring of 1993 there was an unsuccessful attempt to bum a bridge (3 men suffered from arsonis interuptis — 
and were caught & charged). In a spontaneous hunt sab, 6 people seized a bear skin from a trophy hunt guide who was in the 
middle of leading a group of trophy hunters. 

Haida Gwaii/Lyell Island (aka South Moresby): road blockades 

The Haida Nation and allies blockaded MacMillan Bloedel in 1986; 72 people, including Haida elders, were arrested. 

Tsitika: road blockades, treesitting 

Over 20 people were arrested for blockading in the summer of 1990. Eco-freak blockaders were joined by native people. 

Mt. Currie: road blockades, bridge bombing, monkeywrenching 

The Lil’wat People’s Movement blockaded International Forest Products (Interfor) at the Duffy Lake Road for four months in 
1990 in solidarity with theMohawks at Oka; on Nov. 6, the RCMP arrested 63 First Nations people, charging them with criminal 
contempt for ignoring a Supreme Court injunction. Refusing to surrender to a foreign nation’s authority, 49 Natives declared 
themselves prisoners-of-war and spent almost a month behind bars without bail for refusal to give their colonized names or sign 
a pledge to not set up the blockade again. In Jan. 1991 a blockade was set up at Ure Creek. Interfor was granted an injunction 
on February 1, and on February 9 the RCMP raided the camp and arrested and beat 11 people. Again, First Nations people 
remained in custody without bail on charges of obstruction and contempt. Also in 1991, dynamite was stolen from an Interfor 
site and was used to blow up the bridge accessing Boulder Valley. A tractor was also tampered with. No one claimed 
responsibility. 

Walbran: road blockades, treesitting, sabotage, spiking 

Blockades went up in the West and South Walbran in the summer of 1991 and continued for three months. Over 35 people were 
arrested In April 1992, MacMillan Bloedel discovered 100 spiked trees in the Central Walbran. In May, several pieces of 
logging equipment belonging to Fletcher Challenge and a contractor ofMacMillanBloedel were trashed to the tune of$ 100,000. 
No-one has claimed responsibility for either action. In the summer of 1992, a blockade! spent 30 days in jail for refusing to 
concede to the colonial courts’ jurisdiction in land beyond the treaty frontier. 

Hasty & Lasca Creek: road blockades, blocking of culverts 

In September 1991, 84 people were arrested in a mass blockade of Slocan Forest Products’ attempts to log Hasty Creek, the 
source of water for Slocan Valley residents. The Lasca Wilderness Direct Action Group blockaded Lasca Creek for several 
weeks, resulting in 65 arrests. In 1 992, road culverts were blocked several times, andin May , cops posing as road workers arrested 
four people. 

Vancouver: road blockades, treesitting 

In autumn of 1992, Vancouver Earth First! ’s blockade stopped the clearcutting of old-growth in the North Shore mountains, 
which are part of Vancouver’s watersheds. In the summer of 1993, Earth First! ers and other activists are treesitting to 
protect the University Endowment Lands from condo developers and university expansion. 

AND MANY, MANY, MORE @ 

Clayoquot Summer ’93 

Yes it’s happening again, and this time on a much larger scale. Hundreds, perhaps thousands of people from around the 
world are going this summer to join the blockade in Clayoquot Sound, BC. This is in response to the New Democratic Party 
(NDP)’s disgraceful decision of April 13 to clear-cut log most of the largest remaining temperate rainforest on Vancouver 
Island Several untouched islands and watersheds are going for the chop. Areas that are protected are for the most part not 
suitable for logging anyway, being rock, bog or marginal forest Talk of “special management’ and “new guidelines” are 
vague promises that the companies have broken before. Some of the areas to be left as “scenic corridors” have already been 
clear-cut! It is doubtful that Premier Mike Harcourt ever flew over the Sound before making his decision. What he obviously 
was thinking about was his government’s recent purchase of $50,000,000 worth of shares in MacMillan Bloedel, the com- 
pany with the most cutting rights in the Sound making BC’s NDP the largest single shareholder. After the Clayoquot 
decision, of course, stock values began to rise! 
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It is obvious Harcourt is feeling the heat in the public’s reaction, because he just spent $300,000 on a glossy propaganda booklet justifying why he chose to destroy that vital ecosystem, and he se 
scared too. They put out “the first in a series of ads” in Canada’s national newspaper. The Globe and Mail. The ad took up two pages and we all know what megabucks that costs. It was also justi 
Bio’s promise to no longer be such a nasty company in Clayoquot Sound When asked by an environmentalist what the rest of the; ads will say, a Mac Bio spokesperson replied “Well that depem 
save the Sound will be ‘addressed’ in future Mac Bio ads. Well, at least we’re setting the agenda! 


Mac Bio have a disinformation Centre in Tofino, Clayoquot Sound’s largest village, and the other company. International Forest IProducts (Interfor), are opening an office there. Tofino, Opitsaht, 
up the communities of the Sound Tofino ’s main industry is tourism, the other villages are mostly Native (Opitsaht is a Native res erve on Meares Island) and it’s their fishing industries that will s 
Region Tribes of the Nuu-chah-nulth Tribal Council are opposed to the decision. In an April 30 press release the First Nations stated they “will do everything necessary to protect and manage Are 


If you happen to be going up to Tofino to participate at the peace camp or the blockade, please respect all beings you may encounter: loggers. Natives, environmentalists etc. Apparently there is a 
training to be taken by all campers. Remember that Clayoquot Sound has international support right now, with campaigns underway in Australia, Austria, Belgium, Brazil, Canada, Costa Rica, Ei 

Sweden and the US. Boycotts on BC wood products are happening. And don’t be intimidated! <S>

The folk of the north island are asking themselves if they haven’t already suffered enough from the BC economy thru logging fishing, and minin g without taking in their garbage. But hey, ! BHP 

The fact remains that BHP minerals has a contract to reclaim the land if the dump is not approved and in 197 1 had promised to restore the mine to its original habitat Returning the lan d to a nab 
perhaps any substance too hazardous or toxic could be brought to BHP headquarters or shareholder’s meetings since they seem to have such good solutions. (£\ 



As a member of the Industrial Workers of the 
World (TWW), woodworkers local, I was 
surprised when the mention of the Wobblies 
was brought up by an IWA member whilst I 
was visiting the Northern Section of Vancou- 
ver Island. This reference was in the context 
of radical worker organizing in the Courtenay 
area in the earlier part of this century. The 
Wobblies have had a powerful influence on 
the early woodworkers unions formed on 
Vancouver Islandas inmost areas ofWestem 
North America. Chaff for the mill of capitalist 
destruction of Temperate Rainforests, work- 
ers were radicalized in the 30’s when the 
IW W and the One Big Union (OBU) worked 
to bring about a revolution in the organization 
of labour in Canada. This revolution was only 
foiled by heavy handed repression, such as 
the large scale massacre of striking unem- 
ployed workers in Regina, orthejailing ofthe 
entire Communist Party leadership. This re- 
pression, and the need by the end of the 
thirties for workers to join the mobilization 
against the Nazi regime. 

I have recounted this brief past of labour to 
give the context of the current situation. At 
this point the IWA (International Woodwork- 
ers Association, the woodworkers union) as 
an organization has mostly sold out With 
their membership rapidly diminishing due to 
layoffs and successful union busting tactics 
by the multinationals (such as the contracting 
of work to Non Union company Pat Carson 
Bulldozers by Fletcher Challenge in the

“What have I got myself in for?” I thought as I drove the 
Budget van full of freaks across Vancouver Island. “Could 
you take over now?” I called to our other driver. 

Ten of us and all our stuff plus lights, props, costumes and 
food were heading from Victoria all the way up to Sointula 
for the first showing of our play about a logger and a 
blockader caught together in a forest fire. Sointula is a 
fishing villageonMalcolmlsland, across ffomPortMcNeill 
on the northern east coast of Vancouver Island. The indus- 
try-backing mayor of Port McNeill kept us out ofthat town, 
but Sointula welcomed us and its resident alternative types 
quickly took us in. We were happy with our fourteen- 
member audience that night. They trickled in and filled the 
chairs ofthe community hall, laughed at the funny bits, and 
gave good input in the discussion that followed It was the 
first time all of us remembered all our lines. 

Our collective is known as That Damn Stage Behind the 
Rad (as in Radiator). We specialize in community based 
theatre of a political and/or educational nature, with a 
chance for audience members to participate if they so 
choose. Following each performance, they can decide be- 
tween either an open discussion, where points raised will be 
incorporated into further performances, or actual interac- 
tion with the play . In this case the cast will perform sections 
or all of the play a second time, during which audience 
members interrupt the action when they feel changes would 
resolve the crisis. Suggested changes are acted out by the 
cast or by the audience member her /himself. During Fire’s 
tour we had some very interesting audience interventions, 
from one person crawling on stage as a wounded animal in 
the middle of a heated argument between the logger and the 
environmentalist; or the International Woodworkers Asso- 
ciation (IWA) Union executive (known for once saying “I 
love the smell of a clear-cut in the morning!”) lecturing the 
audience, then asking us to act out a scene at the CORE 
(Commission On Resources and the Environment) table; to 
audience members enacting a revolutionary attack on the 
play ’ s corporate executive in his office. Other times people 
simply asked for our characters to be more intelligent to get 
ourselves out of the fire. It’s fun! 

The fire, of course, symbolized the destruction of our 
temperate rainforests here in BC that threatens both loggers 
and environmentalists. We have to work together against 
the big Evils or we’re toast. The play was meant to smash 
stereotypes and get people talking, and to show the danger 
involved ifwe stay divided Our play was very balanced so 
it’s a pity not more loggers came to see it. 

The more remote places our play took us were the villages 
of Zeballos and Kyoquot, accessible only by logging road 
and/or boat. Considering this, I was shocked to see how 
much old growth has been cut up there., 

Now we are being asked to perform Fire for festivals, on 
blockades, and in front ofthe CORE table. Maybe my days 
of driving ten mega-stressed actors around are not over yet. 
But I think it’s worth it. We certainly got our reward after 
the last Victoria show when we happened to end up in the 
samepub as BC Minster ofForests, Dan Miller, and we sang 
him out of the place! (S) 




Walbran area) the IWA seems to be moving into 
a partnership with multinationals. Following the 
lead of ex-IWA head Jack Munro who is now head 
of the Forest Alliance (a so-called “moderate” 
group funded by the industry and acting as a 
spokesgroup forpro- industry viewpoints), the IWA 
seems less and less ready to confront the multina- 
tionals. Though to their credit, they have organ- 
ized demonstrations against Fletcher Challenge 
and Macmillan Bloedel layoffs. 

I have talked with many workers here on the 
Is land who express the same powerlessness in the 
face of the Corporate menace as I and many non- 
woodworker environmentalists feel. Yet by 
continually putting us as odds the corporations 
have successfully used divide and rule to keep us 
apart. Through the use of “community based” 
share groups (part of the Ron Arnold wise-use 
movement), workers havebeen convinced thatthe 
environmentalist movement is to blame for many 
of their problems. And the environmental move- 
ment has made its fair share of mistakes to help 
this strategy along. Even Earth First! continually 
stereotypes woodworkers as stupid hicks with no care for 
the earth, which is especially incongruous here on Vancou- 
ver Island where numerous Old Growth stands have been 
saved through the refusal of woodworkers to cut the giant 
trees. These are not single isolated incidents. Everywhere I 
have been on this island I’ve heard of workers standing up 
in resistance to the corporation destruction of the forests 
and woodworker communities (which is resistance). 

I strongly believe that the rainforests on Vancouver Island 
will not be saved on a permanent basis without a revolution 
built through strong alliances between First Nations, W ood- 


workers and environmentalists. Blockades are part of the 
building of this revolution, but unless they are carried out 
with a willingness to confront racism, sexism, lesbo and 
homophobia, classism and other forms of oppressive be- 
haviour which threaten the building of these alliances, 
blockades are less than productive. For the affiances we 
build with First Nations (who still own most of Vancouver 
Island ) and with woodworkers are the affiances that will 
topple the multinational controlled forest industry and 
provide the blueprints for a new society. (S\ 


MULTINATIONALS GET SLAPP-HAPPY: 

STRATEGIC LAWSUITS AGAINST PUBLIC PARTICIPATION

No longer content with dragging activists through 
criminal court proceedings, several forest companies are 
now turning to civil litigation to further intimidate and 
harass people. SLAPPs, or Strategic Lawsuits Against 
Public Participation, are such an obvious abuse of proc- 
ess that several states in the U S have passed anti-SLAPP 
legislation. 

In the last couple years SLAPPs have become the 
corporate tactic of choice in BC . MacMillan Bloedel has 
lawsuits pending against the Galiano Islands Trust 
(Galiano’s local government), plus each of the trustees 
as individuals, for allegedly conspiring to devalue land 
that MacMillan Bloedel is trying to sell for development 
(after 40 years of logging). Mac Bio also has a suit 
pending against over 20 folks allegedly involved in the 
1990 blockade ofthe lower TsitikaValley, on the north- 
east coast of Vancouver Island. The defendants include 
the Western Canada Wilderness Committee, a main- 
stream environmental group with 10,000+members that 
has a policy to not support any kind of illegal action, 
including blockades. In addition, Mac Bio is threatening 
to sue people who were arrested in 1991 and 1992 
blockades in Clayoquot Sound. 

Fletcher Challenge could not stand letting Mac Bio 
outdo them in the SLAPP department. In 1991 Fletcher 
Challenge filed a lawsuit against people allegedly asso- 
ciated with blockades in the Walbran Valley. A grand 
total of 41 individuals and the Carmanah Forestry Soci- 
ety are being charged with conspiracy, intimdation, and 
harassment. 

The Walbran SLAPP is the first SLAPP to be heard 
in theBC courts involving peoplewho wereconvictedof 
criminal contempt of court for blockading. So far the 
Tsitika and Clayoquot SLAPPs seem to be on hold-- 
probably until Mac Bio sees whether or not Fletcher 
Challenge is successful with the Walbran SLAPP. 

This is also a significant case because it involves a 
court which, according to binding Canadian and interna- 
tional law, has no jurisdiction. Because the Walbran is 
beyond the treaty frontier, the only valid court is that of 
the sovereign nation of that area. But it is unlikely that 
Fletcher Challenge will apply to Qwa-Ba-Diwa to sue 
us, given that the courts of Qwa-Ba-Diwa have already 
issued orders telling agents of Fletcher and the BC 
govenment to get out of Qwa-Ba-Diwa. 

Y ou would have thought that lawyers would just be 
jumping at the bit to get in on such an important case. Ha 
ha ha ha ha. Most ofthe Walbran defendants are forced 
to be self-represented, thanks to Legal Aid’s disgusting 
decision to not cover any ofthe lawyer fees in this case. 
Of course not many of us can afford to hire lawyers for 
such a lengthy case. This is one of the real dangers of 
SLAPPs: if you are unrepresented you may not under- 
stand the process. Six people have already been de- 
faulted (i.e lost the case before trial)for not following 
“proper procedure”. 


Already we have seen the Fletcher Challenge lawyers 
trying to take advantage of self-represented people by 
asking them questions that are totally outside the bounda- 
ries of the SLAPP. They are asking a lot of questions about 
Earth First!, and about the environmental movement in 
general— who do you know, where did you meet them, etc. 
It’s difficult to know what the ramifications are of not 
answering their questions. According to one lawyer, Fletcher 
can apply for a court order demanding we answer the 
questions— if we don’t, we face contempt of court charges 
and possible jail time. Sound anything like a Grand Jury? 

It’s remarkable how similar the two actually are. 
Like a Grand Jury, Fletcher needs little or no evidence to 
name people as defendants in the SLAPP. In addition, part 
of the process of a SLAPP is what’s called the “Examina- 
tion for Discovery”. In these examinations, the defendant 
faces the multinational’s lawyers in a little room ,with no 
supporters or press allowed (only other defendants are 
allowed to be present, and none of these defendants can 
speak at any time). There is no judge presiding, which 
means that the corporation’s lawyers can and do ask all sorts 
oftotally outrageous questions, hopingtointimidatepeople 
who are unaware oftheir rights. The examinations can be as 
long as the company sees fit Even as you read this, activists 
are being pulled out of the woods for ”re-examination”. It 
seems that they are trying to keep us in court this summer. 

Of course we could always default.. .but then they 
have up to 20 years to garnish our wages and seize our 
assets. And through “joint and several liability”, ifoneofus 
can’t afford to pay then everyone else must. SLAPPs are 
potentially a very divisive tactic. 

The good news is that some of us are countersuing 
Fletcher Challenge and the government of BC for con- 
spiracy to commit ecocide and genocide, conspiracy to 
usurp jurisdiction, abuse of process, intimidation, harass- 
ment, and just about any other nasty thing we can prove 
they’ve done. It will be interesting to see the company’s 
reaction to this SLAPP-back. 

We WILL be fighting corporate sleaze in the woods 
and in the courts this summer. Werefuseto be intimidated 
by SLAPPs, which are just the latest sleazy attempt by 
multinationals to silence any kind of resistance to their 
ecocidal, genocidal destruction of the wilderness. 

SEE YOU IN COURT, ASSHOLES! 

PS: We are in desperate need of money. It is incredibly 
expensive to file documents needed to fight the SLAPP. 
Already people have been defaulted because they could not 
afford to go to Vancouver to appear in court.

I Jived on Lasqueti for only two montlis, but in those two 
months I heard over and over again the many legends of 
monkey wrenching on Lasqueti Island Lasqueti is a small 
island between the east coast of Vancouver Island and the 
mainland of BC. It was logged over in the fifties , then in the 
sixties the draft dodging hippies invaded and squatted the 
island Many of the “old-timers” are still there. 

Lasqueti is one of the last of the southern Gulf Islands to 
resist paved roads and hydro lines. It, like the other Gulf 
Islands, is struggling with the battles between pro-develop- 
ment land owners and anti-development residents . At times 
the battles have been fairly bitter, and in a community this 
small, everyone knows what everyone else is doing. . .or do 
they? Fueled by Lasqueti’s #1 crop (the coffeehouse re- 
frain: “down to stems and seeds”), it appears that the mad 
monkey wrenchers are afoot in the alder woods... 

So for your night-time amusement, here are my two favour- 
ite tales of merry mayhem. 

The Tale of the Chopped Up Hydro Poles 

BC Hydro made the fatalmistake oftrying to getLasquetians 
to accept a swath of hydro poles across the island. To add 
insult to injury, the electricity wasn’t even for the islanders: 
the poles would be part of a leapfrog from the mainland to 
Texada Island to Lasqueti Island to Parksville, on Vancou- 
ver Island. 

This simply would not do. 

From here. I’ve heard the tale told two ways: 

According to the first version, there was a public meeting.

According to the second version, the 
hydro poles were brought onto the 
island and stacked in nice neat piles to 
be put up. ..and then each pole myste- 
riously appeared in tiny little pieces. 

The lines never went up. 

The Tale of Sunken Treasure 

There’s not many big old trees left on 
Lasqueti, but there are some that were 
too small to be cut in the fifties and are 
now nice-sized trees just ready for the 
chainsaws. But any prospective greedy 
individuals make sure to keep one eye 
on their machinery, for who knows 
when the Sea-Shepherd wannabees 
will reappear... 

There once was a clearcutter who cut 
down far too many trees on Lasqueti. 

Some people on Lasqueti didnot approve ofthe clearcutter’ s 
greed. 

There is no car ferry; vehicles or large pieces of equipment 
must be barged over. When the clearcutter tried to bring his 
heavy machinery off the island on a barge, the barge 



mysteriously sank in the middle of the night. .. 

In response the greedy clearcutter burned down Lasqueti’s 
community centre. To the credit of the community, the 
centre was rebuilt (and it is beautiful). The clearcutter never

original forest! It is our intent here to giveyou an idea ofthe 
magnitude of destruction imminent all over BC., and to 
encouragey ou to get involved remember talk-action=0! If 
you want a better idea ofwho we are, we are a group ofEarth 
First! ers who have been working together for about two 
years now, and the following is our basis of unity: 

TERRA PRIM A! BASIS OF UNITY 

(based on consensus, as of June 1 5, 1 993 ; this is a work-in- 

progress and is subject to change) 

1. We listen and respond to the spirit of nature. 

2. We strive to understand and respect the traditional and 
hereditary laws of sovereign native nations. 

3. We are committed to addressing oppression where it 
occurs, in an atmosphere of honesty, openness, and 
trust. 

4. We do not prioritize wilderness areas on the basis of 
viability or degree of fragmentation: all remaining 
wilderness is necessary for the survival of this planet 
and all wilderness has an inherent, intrinsic value. 


5. We call for: 

* Theprotectionofremainingwildemessandalllife 
forms. 

* The end to clearcut logging. 

* Exploration of ecologically appropriate forestry 
methods (eg. eco forestry) that maintain the integ- 
rity of regenerating ecosystems. 

* Ecological restoration of degraded ecosystems. 

* The removal of the TFL (Tree Farm License) 
system and the end of corporate control of the 
forests. 

* The colonial government to actively facilitate 
alternative employment/livelihoods for workers 
displaced by corporate greed and an unjust eco- 
nomic system. 

* The support of control, by workers and communi- 
ties, over their livelihoods and homes. 

* The colonial government’s legal system to recog- 
nize the inherentrightandresponsibility ofpeople 
to protect this endangered planet, where the colo- 
nial government has jurisdiction. 

* The colonial government to immediately stop 
usurping jurisdiction over lands beyond the treaty 
frontier, and make restitution to native nations 
who have had their lands, cultures, and people 
abused and stolen by racist governments, corpora- 
tions, and individuals. 

* The right to have and defend self-determination 
for all beings. 

* The recognition that all oppressions are linked, 
and that all oppressions must be equally resisted. 

* NO COMPROMISE IN DEFENSE OF MOTHER 
EARTH! (§)

The Independent State of Qwa-Ba-Diwa 


The Independent State of Qwa-Ba-Diwa, an in- 
dependent nation on the south-west coast of Vancouver 
Island, includes the areas known as the Carmanah and 
Walbran Valleys. This place was once a vast primeval 
paradise of ancient temperate rainforest, home to thou- 
sand-year-old trees, the threatened marbled murrelet, 
and hundreds of other species . T oday the upper portions 
of these valleys bear the ugly scars of extensive clearcuts 
androads. This summer, MacMillan BloedelandFletcher 
Challenge, operating under licenses illegally granted by 
the Province of British Columbia, are extending their 
greedy claws to the forests in the southern and western 
portions of the Walbran. 

The Qwa-Ba-Diwa have never consented to any 
surrender of sovereignty or jurisdiction. The precondi- 
tion to any exercise of non-native authority — a treaty of 
informed and voluntary consent — does not exist. As 
such, the traditional tribal government of Qwa-Ba-Diwa 
retains full and exclusive jurisdiction as a matter of 
settled and binding international law. Canada and the 
province of British Columbia are bound to respect the 
independence of Qwa-Ba-Diwa. Y et the foreign govern- 
ments ofBC andCanada continue to invade, occupy, and 
destroy Qwa-Ba-Diwa lands. 

The Qwa-Ba-Diwa will no longer be treated as 
trespassers in their own homeland. They rej ect the racist 
position that their land rights are “extinguished”. They 
reject any type of “self-government” that makes the 
colonized administer upon themselves thepolicies ofthe 
colonizer. To this end, the Qwa-Ba-Diwa leadership 
have left the internment camp “reserves” to which they 
were arbitrarily assigned by the government and re- 


turned to Qwa-Ba-Diwa. The reassertion of this traditional 
and spiritual leadership is potentially the strongest protec- 
tor of the forests witbin Qwa-Ba-Diwa. 

Chabat His-tah-too-kwa, aka Peter Knighton, is the 
spokesperson for the hereditary chief of Qwa-Ba-Diwa. 
Speaking before the International Court of Justice in the 
Hague, His-tah-too-kwa stated: “Soon my people’s fives 
will be lived out in a wasteland of devastated rainforest, 
rather than in a paradise. This must not be.. ..The human 
people of Qwa-Ba-diwa, like the winged people of the air, 
the furred people ofthe land, the finned people of water, the 
tree people, the stone people, and all else that makes Qwa- 
Ba-Diwa constitute the burden that the hereditary Chiefs 
Nytom are charged to carry, to protect forever.” 

American Indian Movement (AIM) spokesperson 
Ward Churchill recently spoke on five hundred years of 
Euro predation in North America: 

“The choice for Indigenous People is clear: either 
to renew their commitment to struggle for survival, or 
pass into the extinction which has been relentlessly 
proj ected for them since the predators ’ arrival on their 
shores. Non-indigenous must choose sides also. Be 
willing participants in the final gnawing on the bones 
of their native victims, or join hands with them to end 
the wanton consumption of indigenous lands and lives, 
which has thus far marked the relationship. 

Ultimately, the same system of predatory goals 
and values which has greatly consumed the people of 
the land, is increasingly consuming the land itself. 
Thus the struggle which confronts and unifies us, is 
saving our collective habitat, as a survivable environ- 
ment. At long last, we have arrived at a tangible, even 


overriding confluence of interest between natives 
and non-natives. Quite clearly, this alliance must 
not only stop the predator from conducting business 
as usual, but must conceive of and implement a 
viable socio-cultural alternative. Here, the experi- 
ence of indigenous peoples could serve as inspira- 
tion and example. The requisite knowledge still 
exists.” 

Qwa-Ba-Diwais apotentialmodel, a labo- 
ratory for a genuinely liberated and sustainable alterna- 
tive. At this juncture in time, there is no middle ground. 
Support for native peoples’ struggles to de-colonize the 
land and people, repair damaged ecosystems, and re- 
build viable, self-sufficient communities is urgently 
needed 

Letters to thepress, governments of Canada 
and BC, and your local elected official are important. 
Letters should condemn the governments of Canada and 
BC for the ongoing rape of Qwa-Ba-Diwa forests, and 
urge an immediate halt to this outrageous ecocide and 
genocide; please send copies to Qwa-Ba-Diwa.

Green , Kimb erly Dawn, and Craig Benneville nave 
made that commitment to our movement. " ^ 

— A Journal Advisory Committee 0AC), will serve as 
a group of folks whom the editors can call upon to aid 
in decisions if they wish. 

— If a long-term editor is unable to stay on the job for 
a full year, the rest of the long-term editors are empow- 
ered to select someone to fill the vacancy, working 
with the JAC. 

— If conflict arises regarding the new editor 
chosen, the JAC is empowered to decide upon that 
person's qualifications via a group decision arrived at 
by whatever decision making process the JAC choses to 
use. 

— The JAC will consist of nine well known, trusted 
Earth First! activists creating a geographic balance. 

— Each area shall select the JAC member from their 
region using whatever process they choose. 

The geo-areas were drawn up based on present

No Compromise in Defense of the EF! Journal 


ed.note:What follows is a summary of the 
proposal consensed upon at the annual 
Earth First! Journal meeting at the 1993 
Round River Rendezvous. 

PROPOSAL 

The Earth First! Journal will be published by an 
affinity group of EF! activists who work collectively 
using the consensus process as the Journal Editorial 
Staff. Each and every person will be responsible for 
making editorial decisions concerning the EF!J, and 
each staff person will be accountable for the quality of 
their editorial work. Although the affinity group has 
the freedom to divide up tasks and labor as they see fit, 
editorial decision-making will be done by consensus. 
All editors will review all submissions. 

STAFF STRUCTURE/PROCESS 

The Journal affinity group will be comprised of four 
long-term editors who will commit themselves to work 
on the Journal for a full year, a pool of short-term editors 
who will work for one or two issues only, and two non- 
editorial members of the affinity group who will work 
on office management and fundraising for a full year. 

The four long term editors were consensed upon at 
the 93 RRR. Each long-term editorial staff person will 
work on a minimum of seven issues, with a mandatory 
one issue vacation per year, to pursue their own lives 
and activism. An attempt will be made, depending on 
finances, to pay the Journal staff a living wage and to 
give long-term editors a paid vacation. 

The two additional long-term members of the Jour- 
nal affinity group will work as a man aging edito r/

These two 
members will not participiTi! Ill routine dally editorial 
decision-making, but their input may be solicited by 
other members of the affinity group. 

There will be space for one to two short-term editors 
available on each issue of the Journal for EF! activists to 
join the affinity group. The short-termers will be fully- 
empowered, equally paid members of the Editorial 
Staff. The selection of these short-term folks will be 
made by the four long-termers 
based on applications received 
with suggestions and advice 
from other EFlers. 

Should any EF! activist feel 
concerned about anything with 
the contents or operations of 
the Journal, their proper recourse 
will be to directly contact a mem- 
ber of the Journal affinity group.

Wolf Kill Plans Worse Than Ever

Did you think Alaska's wolves were safe after Gover- 
nor Walter Hickel and his cronies announced the 
cancellation of plans for wolf control in 1993? We 
certainly did. 

But these state officials have once again decided to 
renege on their word. The actual time elapsed between 
the cancellation of the previous plans and submitting 
proposals for new wolf control plans was a mere three 
months. The state intends to kill 80% of the wolves in 
some areas. This control is scheduled to be maintained 
for five years, using predominantly ground-based meth- 
ods, which might include tracking wolf packs via radio 
telemetry, and then saturating den site areas with 
snares and traps. In less forested areas, once there is 
snow on the ground, it might mean running radio 
located wolves down with snowmobiles and guns. 

At its June 26-July 1 Fairbanks meeting, the seven- 
member Alaska Board of Game decided to: 

•Sanction wolf control in Game Management Unit 
20A Control Area. State and private hunters and trap- 
pers would reduce wolf numbers from more than 200

In the 1940s, federal, state and private wolfers finished 
their job of killing of enough wolves — virtually all wolves — 
in the western United States to make the range safe for the 
livestock industry. 

That process took more than 50 years. Although wide- 
spread anti-wolf sentiment was both real and representative 
of the nation's attitude at the onset of the extermination 
campaign, attitudes changed over the decades. The West was 
tamed for the most part, and the wolf no longer threatened 
the livestock industry. The last wolfers continued to kill 
wolves because they and the people who hired them could 
not let go of the belief that had justified their actions from 
the start: the belief that the only good wolf was a dead one. 

For years, most wolf advocates have rallied round the 
strategy of reintroducing wolves into Yellowstone National 
Park under an "experimental, non-essential population" 
designation. This designation was established in a 1982 
amendment to the Endangered Species Act. 

This would allow for "greater management flexibility" in 
dealing with wolves that prey on livestock by lessening 
protection otherwise afforded endangered wolf populations 
listed under the act. Wolf advocates have supported this 
strategy because they believed it was the most feasible way to 
meet two goals: to appease the anti-wolf forces and to return 
wolves to the Yellowstone region in a timely manner. 

This strategy has been formalized as one of the five 
alternatives in the Gray Wolf Environmental Impact State- 
ment. Although other wolf advocates have tried to build 
support for letting wolves return to the Yellowstone region 
with the full protection afforded them under the act, the 
experimental, non-essential contingent has so far set the 
agenda accepted by most Americans. 

Recent events have brought around a change in circum- 
stances, and its now time to reconsider this strategy. 

•The US Fish and Wildlife Service confirmed in March 
that an animal killed just south of Yellowstone Park last 
October was a true wolf, related to wolves in NW Montana. 

•There have been other tantalizing sightings in the 
Yellowstone region in the last few years. Most biologists who 
viewed the film of a dark canid in H ayden Valley last summer 
thought it was probably a wolf, judging from its behavior 
and appearance. 

In the aftermath of these sightings, biological and legal 
experts have spoken out in recent weeks regarding the 
hazards of pushing through a wolf reintroduction program. 

First the biology. Wolf expert Bob Ream has long held 
that wolves could recolonize the Yellowstone region on their 
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to as few as 35. Fewer wolves would supposedly mean 
more moose and caribou for hunters to shoot. 

•Approve same-day airborne hunting of wolves. 
Sport hunters will be able to spot wolves, land, and 
shoot the animals as long as they are 100 yards from 
the aircraft. This regulation is virtually impossible to 
enforce since many hunters will not bother with the 
100-yard limit and will start shooting upon landing. 

•Extend the trapping and hunting season one full 
month. 

•Reject an extension of the buffer zone around 
Denali National Park. This, of course, will put Denali's 
wolves — the world's most studied packs — under the 
hunters' guns. 

The Board of Game's just-approved wolf control 
plans are as scientifically baseless as the original No- 
vember plan, which called for the aerial gunning of up 
to 400 wolves each year for five years. In Alaska, where 
the wolf population is estimated at only 6,000, hunters 
and trappers already kill some 1,000 wolves annually, 
about 15% of the state's population. Moose and cari- 
bou in Alaska number more than one million; in fact, 
the state's caribou population has more than tripled in 
the course of the last 15 years. 

The state abandoned the original plan after Gover- 
nor Hickel's office was inundated with more than 
50,000 calls and letters from outraged individuals, 
criticizing this short-sighted, biologically reckless ex- 
termination program. This public outcry was prompted 
by the international tourism boycott called for by the 
Fund for Animals and other groups. Now, with the 
summer vacation season well underway, the Board of 
Game has shiftily adopted plans to slaughter wolves. 


own. He says that the confirmation of a wolf killed near the 
park is proof not only that wolves can, but are, making their 
way back. Government officials like US Fish and Wildlife 
Service biologist Joe Fontaine have dismissed the appear- 
ance of the wolf as showing "...what we already know, 
wolves are great dispersers." Some wolf activists have said 
that "one wolf does not a population make." 

While these statements do not seem to refute the fact that 
what we are witnessing is natural wolf ecology, the under- 
lying message is that long range dispersal will not lead to 
natural recolonization in the Yellowstone region. 

While this recolonization may never happen, or happen 
fast enough to please wolf partisans, we should not deny the 
possibility that wolves are doing in the Yellowstone area 
what they've done in Glacier Park, the Ninemile Valley, the 
NW comer of Montana, and are beginning to do in central 
Idaho, the Rocky Mountain Front and the north Cascades. 

Second, the law. Siena Club Legal Defense Fund attor- 
ney Doug Honnold, in a recent Jackson Hole Guide article, 
said the appearance of a wolf near Yellowstone Park last fall 
may disallow the option of using an experimental popula- 
tion designation for reintroducing wolves. Under section 
10(J) of the act, where the experimental population is 
provided for and discussed, two criteria are established. 

First, the area for reintroduction must be "outside of the 
cunent range" of the species. Second, the newly introduced 
population must be "wholly separate geographically from 
the non-experimental populations of the same species." 

Even though some people may dispute the fact that 
Yellowstone is (or may soon be) part of the "current range" 
of wolves, the appearance of wolves in the region makes it 
difficult to argue that the area is geographically isolated 
from other gray wolf populations. To proceed with the 
reintroduction of an experimental population at this point 
would not only lessen the protections afforded those resi- 
dent or naturally recolonizing wolves in the region, it would 
also set a terrible and illegal precedent for the Endangered 
Species Act. 

All wolf advocates now have an opportunity to broaden 
the range of discussion on wolf recovery for the Yellowstone 
ecosystem. While the imperative for swift restoration re- 
mains, the conservation community needs to realize that 
we cannot stay the course of experimental, non-essential 
reintroduction and simultaneously preserve the integrity of 
the law and respect the animal we are trying so hard to 
protect. 

As wolf advocates, we need now, more than ever before, 
to insist that the federal agencies responsible for wolf 


The state's motive is to eradicate wolves, believing 
that fewer wolves will mean more moose and caribou. 
In the last decade, half of the wolf population of Alaska 
has been killed. Governor Wally Hickel's appoint- 
ments to the key wildlife posts have consisted entirely 
of outspoken wolf control advocates. It may not stop 
with wolves, either. Just this past March, the Board of 
Game approved plans to "control" Grizzly Bears in a 
vast area of south-central Alaska. 

With your help, we will let Alaskans know that they 
cannot blast away at the last American stronghold of 
the Gray Wolf while the rest of the country, and the 
world, looks on.

recovery cease their head -long dive into a scenario of experi- 
mental, non-essential reintroduction. Agencies should in- 
stead conduct prompt and thorough field surveys before 
proceeding with any plans for the Yellowstone region. If this 
means we have to wait two more years before making a 
decision, then so be it. The consequences of rushing ahead 
could be much more costly ecologically. 

If a survey confirms either wolf presence or geographical 
continuity between the Yellowstone region and wolf popu- 
lations elsewhere, then we have lost the opportunity to use 
the experimental designation. However, we still have the 
option of population augmentation (one of the five alterna- 
tives proposed in the Gray Wolf Environmental Impact 
Statement). Wolves introduced in this manner would have 
no less protection than naturally occurring wolves else- 
where, and the Endangered Species Act would remain intact. 

As for the political feasibility of this strategy, wolf activists 
have known for a long time that public support for wolf 
recovery is tremendous. Last summer 35,000 Yellowstone 
National Park visitors said "yes" to wolves in a Defenders of 
Wildlife poll. One survey after another shows a majority of 
the public wants wolves back. With the loss in Montana of 
one of wolfdom's most fervent enemies, Rep. Ron Marlenee, 
and an administration in Washington more favorable than 
the last to environmental protection, we can afford to take 
a more ambitious stance. 

Let's not forget the two primary reasons given for pursu- 
ing an experimental, non-essential population designation: 
wolf recovery would be more palatable to ranchers, and such 
a designation allows wolves to be "controlled" more easily. 
The livestock industry has wavered little from its "no wolves, 
no way" stance from the beginning, despite being all but 
promised the experimental, non-essential designation as a 
compromise and despite talk of allowing ranchers to shoot 
wolves themselves under certain conditions. 

Wolves are already controlled quite easily and readily 
where they already exist in the contiguous United States and 
supposedly enjoy full protection as an endangered species. 
When wolves finally do return to the Yellowstone region in 
large enough numbers to satisfy the most ardent critic, they 
will be controlled outside of Yellowstone and Grand Teton 
National Parks to protect livestock. We don't need to sanc- 
tion that by weakening the law. 

Let's have the imagination and boldness to move with a 
changing natural world. We should take this opportunity to 
move away from a strategy based on the political power of 
the livestock industry, and instead develop one based on the 
ecological needs of the wolf and the Yellowstone region.

Let Nature Fill the Niche 





The Grazing 
"Tradition" 


by Vistara Parham 

Red meat producers persuade us that grazing is "good for the land" just like the 
tobacco industry says cigarettes are fine for the body. I'm the third generation of a 
ranching family and I'll tell you what I think. The death of elk and deer in winter 
is yet another symptom of overgrazing that can be mistakenly blamed on weather. 
Eighty-five percent of all US topsoil loss is associated with livestock grazing and a 
1990 EPA report says riparian areas throughout the West are in "their worst 
condition in history." 

The cow is an alien, exotic species, ill-adapted to arid western ecosystems. Unlike 
native buffalo, the cow (which evolved in humid Europe) tends to congregate and 
stay on the most fragile areas near ponds and streams. Native birds and plants are 
pushed out when the soil is compacted and streams choked. Thousands of streams 
are reduced to mere trickles. Others are too shallow, filled with sediments devoid 
of riparian cover and laden with excrement. 

A report from the United Nations says "overgrazing is changing 85% of the West 
into a desert of scrub and creosote bush," threatening an environmental disaster 
that could affect everything from food production to water availability and wildlife. 
The UN report warns that damage to semi-arid lands, due mostly to overgrazing by 
cattle, already costs nations around the world $42.3 billion per year in lost crops. 

Even if one could deny the documentation from growing numbers of scientists, 
those who live here have undeniable evidence from our own eyes and noses. We 
dare not put a sleeping bag down in the dark, our public wildlands swarm with flies, 
riparian areas are trashed and the stench of cows is overwhelming, even in the most 
remote places. Even though federal laws require that public lands be managed for 
multiple use, our public lands are being managed for the benefit of the agriculture 
industry, whose owners and worker comprise only 7% of the population. The 
remaining 93% have watched the land turn into a gigantic cow ghetto. 

Cows, unlike native buffalo, cannot survive a natural ecosystem with predators, 
so taxpayers in 1992 spent over $45 million to slaughter wildlife on public lands and 

provide a low risk business environ- 
ment for agricultural interests. 
The Animal Damage Con- 
trol (ADC) exterminates 
millions of magnificent 
predators every year in 
order to turn our wild- 
lands into big open- 
air stockyards. 
Wyoming's governor 
put agribarons on the 
Game and Fish Com- 
mission andshamelessly 
begged the feds for 
$250,000 extra to poison 
native wildlife this year. 

Federal agents raided the Wyoming Agri- 
culture Dept and uncovered evidence of an illegal trade in deadly poisons 
stretching from Texas to Wyoming. The director of the US Fish and Wildlife Service 
said the agents seized enough poisons "to probably kill every man, woman, child 
and predatory mammal in the western US. " This tax-supported war on wildlife must 
end. Our millionaire politicians must be held accountable to the public's demand 
for protection of our natural heritage. 

Public lands do belong to the public and the public won't tolerate the expense and 
the degradation much longer. We've watched the destruction of millions of acres 
of grasslands and the invasion of alien plants such as Cheatgrass, which is 500 times 
more flammable than native grasses. We've seen as well the seeding of monocul- 
tures of introduced grasses. Crested Wheatgrass is an example of an exotic import 
from Turkestan shunned by everything except cows. In order to grow cows in a place 
where they do not belong, we've had to ravage the natural environment 

I think it's time we livestock people admit a mistake and eliminate grazing on 
public lands. Only 2% of the nation's beef is produced on public lands anyway. 
There are plenty of private lands. It is time to move meat production to more 
appropriate terrain.

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Giant Billboard 
to Orbit the Earth

Advertising is about to reach new heights — and a new low— when Space 
Marketing, Inc. sends a massive billboard into space. 

The Atlanta-based marketing firm announced in April it would launch an 
inflatable billboard in 1996, large enough to carry corporate logos thatwouldappear 
about the size of the moon from Earth. 

Ever since the announcement, consumer and environmental groups have been 
waging a public relations campaign against the project. The Center for the Study of 
Commercialism expects 15 to 20 new organizations to endorse a letter it will send 
to the United Nations' Office of Outer-Space Affairs calling for a resolution 
condemning the venture. 

"Blights in the sky, advertising gone awry," chants Teresa Schilling of the Sierra 
Club. Fearing a loss of ground control, the folks at Space Marketing have responded 
by emphasizing the environmental side of the project Scientific instruments 
attached to the billboard will monitor the Earth's disappearing ozone layer and 
track other environmental concerns. In addition, the billboard will no longer be 
used to deliver ads but will sport an environmental message or symbol that 
corporations funding the project will be able to use on product packaging. Better 
still, when the billboard bums up upon reentering the Earth's atmosphere about 20 
days after launch, it will release a small quantity of gases helping to reverse ozone 
depletion. 

Space Marketing has become much more careful about what it says. 

"It's not abillboard, it's a platform," stresses public relations manager Mikejones. 

But all of this comes from the same agency that has launched an ad for Arnold 
Schwarzenegger's Last Action Hero on the side of a rocket this summer, for half a 
million dollars. 

Not surprisingly, the distinction between billboard and platform isn't good 
enough for Scenic America, the United States' first anti-billboard group. Spokesper- 
son Frank Vespe says his organization is ready to take the leap from a national 
organization to a galactic one. 

"From day one when the first billboard was erected, people were protesting it," 
Vespa says. "This is sort of an extension of that. One of the reasons that billboards 
are a problem is that they not only degrade the scenery, but they're so intrusive you 
can't tune them out, you can't go away from them, you're a captive audience." 

The billboard may also interfere with the work of astronomers. By reflecting the 
sun's rays it could cause "light pollution" which would make observing distant stars 
like trying to watch a slide show in a lighted room, says David Crawford, director 
of the International Dark Sky Association. 

More than anything, however, it is the very idea of ads in space that may ground 
the project. 

"Any one billboard in any one city is no problem.. . but this is just the camel's nose 
in the tent," says Crawford. "I think the most inspiring thing we have going for us 
is our view of the universe. Anybody who's been out in a dark sky and who looks 
up, no matter how jaded, is mightily impressed." 

Those in the know say Space Marketing may have floated ideas as a sort of trial 
balloon, more to raise publicity for themselves than anything else. But whatever the 
reason, Mike Jones says the project is going full speed ahead. Which leaves 
consumer, environmental and astronomical groups three years to bring Space 
Marketing back down to Earth.

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Pyrenean Bears Condemned

Ed note: On the border between France and Spain the last Brown Bears in the Pyrenee Mountains are under threat of extinction. A road which 
is planned to link Bordeaux (France) with Valencia (Spain) will drive a wedge through their habitat. Although direct action by European groups 
including Earth First! succeeded in halting construction work, even if the road is totally stopped, this may not be enough to save the bears. 

"The improvements to the road and the building of the tunnel do not constitute in any way the key to the survival of the bears." This 
phrase, taken from a study prepared by a group of experts at the request of the Segolene Royale and Jean-Louis Bianco, former 
Environment and Public Works minister respectively, will not fail to refuel the debate between the opponents and partisans of the 
Somport road tunnel linking Beam and Aragon across the Pyrenees. 

The study group included two bear specialists not involved in the Pyrenean battle, Christopher Servheen from the American University 
of Montana, and Djuro Huber from the Croatian University of Zagreb. The experts are definite: "The policy for the protection of the Brown 
Bears of the Pyrenees has failed. The sole means of maintaining a viable bear population in the Pyrenees is to introduce 'individuals' 
originating from a foreign population." In their opinion, the Pyrenean animals are doomed to become extinct in the next 20 years, no 
matter what is done to protect their habitat. Eight to ten years of undetermined sex (there might only be one female) cannot assure the 
regeneration of the species. 

Restoring its population therefore demands the introduction of several females from the Slovenian and Croatian mountains of Dinari, 
where there are bears with a similar acceptable genetic make-up. If the state decides to reintroduce individuals"the opportunity is unique 
in putting all those in charge with their backs to the wall, making them responsible for a true management policy for the bear populations 
in parallel with the improvements to the road."

Tatshenshini Protected 

Glader Bay Park and National Preserve in Alaska has been 
declared part of UNESCO's World Heritage Program. The move 
is a setback for the Canadian government's plan to construct the 
Windy Craggy copper mine just 40 kilometers upstream from 
the park's boundary, at the confluence of the Alsek and 
Tatshenshini Rivers. Canada is bound by treaty "not to take any 
deliberate measures which might damage directly or indirectly 
the cultural and natural heritage" of a designated World Historic 
Site. 

The Windy Craggy plan to store add-generating waste rock 
in a reservoir behind a 110-meter high dam threatens to 
contaminate the environment of Glader Bay, and would end 
the subsistence lifestyle and culture of the Yakutat Tlingit 
people who populate Alaska's Gulf Coast. (See artidein Samhain

Clayoquot Logging, 
International Outrage 

The dedsion made by the British Columbian (BC) govern- 
ment to log Clayoquot Sound, the largest area of temperate 
rainforest left on Vancouver Island, has provoked outrage 
internationally as well as at home. Over 20 people have been 
arrested since the Rainforest Summer direct action campaign 
began on July 5. 

This spring, after many months of negotiation with local 
people, the BC government gave the red light to Macmillan 
Bloedel (MB) and International Forest Products to log 74% of the 
sound. A few weeks previously the government, confirming 
their total commitment to multinational logging corporations, 
invested $50 million of public money in MB, making them the 
single largest shareholder. 

Since then, environmental groups across the world, at long 
last recognizing that deforestation is not just a problem in 
tropical countries, have taken on the issue of forest liquidation 
in Canada. The government corruption, industrial manipula- 
tion and ecosystem annihilation in evidence at Clayoquot 
Sound is just an example of the general situation across Canada. 
Canada is now being referred to as the "Brazil of the North." 

This year's Canada Day, July 1, saw activities at Canadian 
embassies in Australia, Austria, Britain, Finland, France, Ger- 
many, India, Italy, Japan, Netherlands, and the US. 

On July 15, the Australian rock band Midnight Oil played to 
a crowd of 5,000 people at the "Black Hole," an infamous 
clearcut at the edge of the sound which shows what MB plans 
to do to the rest. News of the concert, which also involved 2,000 
people blockading the Kennedy Bridge entrance to the sound, 
made global headlines. The BC government, in a pathetic 
attempt to stop the concert going ahead, handed an injunction 
to Midnight Oil as they entered Canada. Lead singer Peter 
Garrett, said of the injunction, "If it's meant to be intimidating, 
it's a failure."

A Guatemalan group, the Foundation for Ecodevelopment and Conservation (FUNDAECO), urgently requires financial help to 
preserve the Cerro San Gil rainforest The largest contiguous area of rainforest on Guatemala's Atlantic coast, the forest of Cerro San Gil 
is a treasure in urgent need of protection.

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Korean Slaves Log Siberian Forests 


North Korean workers, living like prisoners of the still-surviving Gulag prisons, are logging Siberian forests. There are 1 5,000-20,000 working for two large joint Russian- 
North Korean timber companies. Productive forests have been clearcut within 10 kilometers of a railroad. When not busy destroying forests, the workers turn their 
attention to hunting and trapping the remaining wildlife for food or profit, including species such as the Siberian Musk Deer, who are killed for their potent musk used 
in perfumes. Brown Bears are killed for their gall bladders, which are considered an aphrodisiac in some eastern countries. Huge sums change hands in this deadly tr affi c 
The logging camps are under strong North Korean police control. Workers trying to escape are caught by the police and sent home to North Korea, where they simply 
disappear. According to an agreement between the two countries, North Korean standards of salaries and labor regulations apply for the loggers. 


Russians Fight National Park Quarry 

Rainbow Keepers, the radical Russian environmental group, launched a campaign of non-violent 
direct action on July 5 to stop illegal mining in Samarskaya Luka National Park. 

From July 6-14, the activists successfully obstructed the explosions on Mogutova Mountain with 
their constant physical presence. However, on July 13, workers and the militia arrived and 
confiscated the tents from the camp. The protesters were blocked from entering the quarry site. Two 
were illegally seized and taken to the militia headquarters. Residents who live nearby have joined 
with the activists to protest the quarrying. 

On July 15, the activists were attacked while attempting to enter the blasting area. Eleven people 
were injured when they were forcibly removed by quarry workers.

Foreign Minister Kozyrev has repeatedly stated that Russia is not 
supporting the communist regime of North Korea. Still, the Minis- 
try of Foreign Affairs seemingly has not taken any steps to cancel the 
agreement since the demise of Russian Communism. The North 
Korean joint ventures can be seen as part of a much larger Russian 
system using forced labor for logging operations — a remnant of the 
Gulag system. Approximately 200,000 Russian prisoners are still 
living under severe conditions in forestry prison camps. During the 
last few decades the Ministry of Internal Affairs, which manages the 
camp system, has been the third biggest timber company in the 
former USSR. 

The organization, the means of operation, and the living and 
working conditions of the prisoner/workers are still the same as in 
the bad old days. During the last few years, there has been growing 
local resistance to the prison camp logging. The Amur region wants 
the North Korean activities in the region to cease. The "Save the 
Lower Angara" movement has successfully opposed the activities of 
one regional prison authority.

Burma's Oil Profits Pay for 
Dirty War 

Burma's military regime, the State Law and Order Restoration 
Council (SLORC), is relying on the exploitation of Burma's 
natural resources to finance the warfare it wages on its own 
people. In 1988, the regime "began to sell Burma's natural 
resources like fast food," according to the Burma Action Group, a 
British human rights organization. One item on this menu is 
Burma's oil reserves. 

With the critical assistance of multinational oil corporations, 
the SLORC plans to significantly expand oil production in 
Burma over the next several years to generate foreign currency to 
. . purchase weapons. Between 70 and 90% of the profits from oil 
‘ . and gas development will go directly to the military regime. 

Burma is a country with a particularly rough terrain and 
almost no infrastructure to support oil exploration and produc- 
tion. Most of the areas where oil exploration is proceeding 
•„ remain inaccessible. Many activities require helicopters to bypass 
the roads and rivers. Forests must thus be cleared to open areas 
for helipads, base camps, testing sites, and roads. The companies 
are cutting roads by hand or with bulldozers through virgin 
tropical rainforests.

Reprieve in Tasmanian Conflict

The Tasmanian government has postponed forestry operations in the proposed Great Western 
Tiers National Park (see International News, Litha EF!J) after prolonged state, national and 
international opposition to logging plans for the area. Forestry operations had been planned to 
commence on June 21 on the expiry of the ministerial consultation period. It seems that the area 
has become so well known and the national park proposal so broadly supported that the 
government has been forced to abide by its own "public consultation" rhetoric. 

Logging of the unique dry sclerophyll eucalypt forests of the Tiers is still scheduled to begin in 
January, 1994. Activists can use the momentum to make sure the area is spared the fate of most of 
Tasmania's forests, which end up as 2.8 million metric tonnes of annual export woodchip quota. 
The Tasmanian government is currently trying to double this quota and build three new woodchip 


mills on an island the size 
of Sri Lanka.

Save St. Luda from Miners 

The Campaign for St. Lucia, South African defender of the largest 
estuary system in Africa, is resisting an invasion by miners as part of its 
attempt to achieve World Heritage status given to the area. 

St Luda comprises a 50-kilometer strip of rugged and densely 
forested sand dunes on South Africa's eastern coast, dose to the 
Mozambique border. There are 1, 200 spedes of fish living amongst the 
coral reefs offshore and 388 species of indigenous trees cover its slopes. 
Its lake represents 60% of South Africa's remaining estuaries. 

The Richard's Bay Mineral Company, however, has different plans 
for the area. It wishes to mine tor titanium. 

Campaigners are appealing to all future and present leaders of South 
Africa, as well as people of the world, to help them preserve St. Luda 
for all time.

About 100 members of the Karnataka Rajya Raitha Sangha 
(KRRS), a powerful farmers' association in India, entered and 
partially demolished sections of a factory owned by Cargill Seeds 
India Company in a pre-dawn operation on July 12. The plant 
was scheduled to begin commerdal operations in three months. 

More than 50 farmers were arrested during the incident at the 
partially completed seed processing plant in Bellary, 300 km 
from Bangalore in southern India. The farmers were later re- 
leased. In Bangalore, Cargill Seeds authorities said "considerable 
structural damage" estimated at US $15,750 had been caused. 
This is the second action taken by the movement as part of a 
campaign targeting all multinational corporations operating in 
the seed sector. Last year approximately 1,000 farmers gathered 
at Cargill's offices to demand a ban on the entry of such compa- 
nies into India. Previously, KRRS activists have destroyed official 
records in the company’s Bangalore office, but no officials were 
attacked in line with the Sangha's policy of non-violence. 

The KRRS, led by law professor Nanjundaswamy, launched its 
"seed satyagraha" (a "satyagraha" denotes actions of civil disobe- 
dience) late last year with the aim of protecting the "rights of 
farmers to produce, use, modify and conserve seeds." 

This fundamental right is under threat from multinational 
seed companies which see farmers' rights to their own seeds as 
an obstacle to corporate market expansion. 

"Our movement will be intensified, and the farmers will 
continue to wage a relentless battle against multinationals," said 
Prof. Nanjundaswamy. He announced the KRRS's intention to 
destroy the property of multinational corporations operating in 
Karnataka two months ago. Cargill Seeds, a joint venture of the 
Delhi-based Tadco Group and Cargill Inc. USA, is constructing 
seed-processing plants and huge structures in Bellary to store 
seeds. This latest incident would delay the completion of the 
project, and Cargill spokespersons have said the company is 
contemplating legal action. 
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Horror of Wyoming Wildlife Racket 


Wyoming's wildlife is being trapped and sold for sport hunting and pet stores. 
Last summer, one trapper legally took 200 Red Foxes from Wyoming to Indiana 
to be sold to fox hunting clubs in the eastern US. The live foxes are sold to 
hounding dubs for "the chase" for $140 each. Wyoming Game and Fish also 
received a request for a permit for 1000 Bull Snakes per week, to be sold to pet 
shops at $50 to $80 apiece. 

State officials are concerned about a "serious problem with commercialism of 
non-game wildlife," according to Assistant Chief Game Warden John Talbott, 
speaking at a meeting of the Wyoming Game and Fish Commission. Other 
spedes found to be of commerdal interest are Golden-Mantled Ground Squir- 
rels and Thirteen-Lined Ground Squirrels. At least one local population of the 
rare Midget Faded Rattlesnake has been wiped out. The trappers use a plastic pipe 
inserted in the snakes' den with its lip hanging over a barrel. The snake crawls 
up the pipe and falls into the barrel, from which it cannot escape. 

The department has drafted regulations to deal with the taking of non-game 
spedes for "pecuniary gain or commerdal purposes." However, the state 
legislature has failed to pass strider laws due to pressure from hunting and 
trapping interests. 

Additionally, the new regulations would apply only to non-game species that 
are not considered predators, because a state statute spedfically allows anyone 
to kill a predator at any time in any manner. For instance, since foxes are 
predators, the department cannot stop the trapping and sale of live Wyoming 
Red Foxes in Indiana. Offidals have no way to tell if species are being affeded 
by trade of this sort.

USFS Backs Bear 
Baiting Ban 

The US Forest Service (USFS) has agreed to prohibit the use of bait to attract 
bears for hunting in Wyoming. 

To lure bears to be shot, hunters establish bait stations usually consisting of 
smelly food such as old pastries, rotten food and dead animals dumped on the 
forest floor. 

The decision by the Forest Service represents a complete reversal which came 
about only after conservation organizations threatened further litigation. They 
were supported by the Council on Environmental Quality, a federal office 
charged with overseeing the implementation of the National Environmental 
Policy Act (NEPA). 

During litigation in 1992, the Forest Service agreed to comply with NEPA by 
assessing the environmental impacts of its plan to allow bear baiting to 
continue. The subsequent Environmental Assessment found that bear popula- 
tions were overhunted, but derided to allow baiting to continue. Two conser- 
vation groups, Fund for Animals and Friends of the Bow, disagreed. They 
convinced USFS to change its mind. 

The Fund for Animals is continuing in its efforts to get bear baiting banned 
throughout the country. Bear baiting is still allowed on forests in Alaska, Idaho, 
Maine, Michigan, Minnesota, New Hampshire, Oregon, Utah, Washington and 
Wisconsin.

His trap lines 
run between Midwest and Edgarson,WY, and he ain't just 
trapping foxes. Wyoming Game and Fish agents are following 
the bastard, but are legally powerless to stop him. 


Texas Re-enacts 1918 
Bounty Hunting 

Texas has enacted House Bill 716 written by Rep. Steve 
Holzeauser, which reinstates bounty hunting as an incen- 
tive to increase the killing of predatory animals. This law, 
administered and funded at the county level, allows county 
commissioners to determine which animals are predators 
and and set bounties at their discretion up to a cap of $20. 
Species listed in the original law (written in 1918), such as 
ocelots and jaguarundis, now on the federal endangered 
species list, and wolves that have long since been wiped out 
in Texas, had to be deleted to make the bill legal. That leaves 
cougars, bobcats, coyotes, javalinas, rattlesnakes, and, seem- 
ingly, anything else county commissioners deem as preda- 
tory. Another archaic law draining taxpayer dollars.

Utah Animals Delisted! 

The Utah Legislature passed a bill delisting the Marmot, 
Red Fox and Skunk. All three species may be killed by any 
means at any time of the year by anyone, including by 
spotlighting at night, pending county approval. 

The Three Jims 

In April, Bureau of Land Management (BLM) in Utah was 
directed to tell Animal Damage Control (ADC) to halt all 
predator control on BLM districts without Environmental 
Assessments in place (see story in the past two issues of the 
Journal). In the instruction from BLM Director Jim Parker to 
ADC Director Jim Winnatt, an unobsequious addition 
allows for the killing of predators "in the event that 
emergency livestock situations develop." In a few short 
months in 1989, requests for emergency control resulted in 
the death of 232 coyotes. The Utah Wilderness Association 
has been lobbying BLM National Director Jim Baca about 
the abuses on BLM land. WUEF! expects Baca to take action 
soon. Please write to WUEF! if you have any information on 
similar abuses in your state. We are trying to get an idea of 
how widespread these violations are. 

Hunt Ban Effort Switches to Utah Cougars 

Utah passed legislation prohibiting the spring Black Bear 
hunt, so activists will concentrate on stopping the hound- 
ing and killing of North America's largest wild cat, the 
Mountain Lion. 500 hunting permits a year have been 
issued in the past to hunt Mountain Lion, yet no one knows 
how many animals reside in Utah. Efforts will focus on the 
August hearing of the Utah Wildlife Board.

Farmers, Ranchers 
Defend Sweetgrass 
Hills 

The Sweetgrass Hills of northern Montana have held a deep 
cultural and spiritual significance to Native people for centu- 
ries. Today, many fanners and ranchers of the area share 
respect for the hills, if only as a vital source of water and as a 
unique habitat and landscape. As steward of the Sweetgrass 
Hills, the Bureau of Land Management (BLM) has recognized 
their extraordinary nature with an Area of Critical Environ- 
mental Concern designation. 

In the spring of 1992, Manhattan Minerals Ltd. of Canada 
and E.K. Lehmann Associates submitted an operations plan to 
che BLM's Lewiston District Officer for mineral exploration 
activities. The proposed plan includes the construction of 
nearly six miles of roads and 38 separate drill sites on East 
Butte, one of the three distinct Sweetgrass Buttes. Completion 
of an Environmental Assessment (EA) in July, 1992, deter- 
mined that an Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) was 
needed before any mineral activity in the hills could be 
authorized. 

Seven months later, BLM issued its "Royal East Joint Ven- 
ture Exploration Project Sweetgrass Hills Draft EIS," recom- 
mending approval. Except for two pages of new analysis, the 
document is essentially identical to the EA. 

No effort was made in the EIS to assess the importance of 
the hills as a unique, and intact entity, nor were the possible 
consequences of mineral exploration leading to development 
considered. With Montana's largest heap leach gold mine, 
Zortmann-Landusky, which literally reshaped a portion of the 
Little Rocky Mountains, not far to the east, citizens felt it was 
not unreasonable to expect BLM to consider the potential 
consequences of opening the Sweetgrass Hills to mineral 
exploration. 

Three scoping hearings were heard on the draft EIS in 
March 1993. Of 180 people attending, only one spoke favor- 
ably of any mining activity in the Sweetgrass Hills. Opposition 
expressed by both the Native American and farming and 
ranching communities has been overwhelming and unequivo- 
cal. County commissioners from three area counties have 
formally passed resolutions supporting a moratorium on any 
mineral exploration while a groundwater survey is underway. 

Chippewa-Cree Elder Art Raining Bird had wider-reaching 
damnation of the project: "No one ever thought they’d be 
excavating there. It's as if they’re going to take down the 
shrine meant for Native Americans. If that ever happens, 
unexplainable things could begin to happen." 



Massive Copper Mine 
Planned Near Mt. 
Graham 


A coalition of environmental groups has appealed a Bureau 
of Land Management Environmental Impact Statement (EIS) 
and decision to allow the construction of a massive new 
copper mine near Safford, Arizona. The mine would threaten 
a federal endangered fish, the Razorback Sucker, and violate 
the water rights of two American Indian tribes. 

Azco Mining Company anticipates extracting 56 million 
pounds of copper annually, ultimately totaling one billion 
pounds. Challenging the mine are the Southwest Center for 
Biological Diversity, based in Phoenix, Arizona; the Mineral 
Policy Center of Durango, Colorado; and the Greater Gila 
Biodiversity Project of Silver City, New Mexico. 

The appeal states that the BLM violated the Endangered 
Species Act by not entering into formal consultation with the 
US Fish and Wildlife Service. The Gila River, adjacent to the 
proposed mine, was designated earlier this year as critical 
habitat for the Razorback Sucker. The BLM ignored requests 
by the FWS to analyze possible threats to the sucker. 

"This kind of flagrant abuse has made Arizona fishes the 
most endangered in North America," said Peter Galvin, 
conservation biologist for the Greater Gila Biodiversity Project. 

The appeal also states that the mine will violate the water 
rights of downstream users, especially the San Carlos Apache 
and the Gila Indian Community, who were not even notified 
that an EIS was being prepared.

Condor Fried on Power Lines

A year after its release into the wild, a California Condor was killed in May when it attempted 
to land on a 1 7, 000- volt power line near Fillmore, CA, south of the Sespe Condor Sanctuary in 
the Los Padres National Forest. According to witnesses, the Condor was attempting to land on 
the power line when it lost altitude and its body touched one line and one of its wings touched 
another. 

In the same area, on June 12, a year-old female Condor was found on a highway east of 


Fillmore where the other Condor was electrocuted, 
trauma, " according to a US Fish and Wildlife Service 
(USF&WS) spokesperson. This fatality is the third 
since 1992, when eight Condors were released into 
the Los Padres National Forest. In addition to the 
two power lines fatalities, another died after ingest- 
ing antifreeze. 

In 1987, there were only 27 Condors known to 
exist. Hunting, poisoning, loss of habitat, and acci- 
dental kills contributed to its near-extinction (see 
Eostar 87). 

There are now seventy-six California Condors, 
only six of which are wild. The Condor has been the 
subj ect of a $ 25 million program led by the USF& W, 
which involves breeding the birds at the Los Ange- 
les Zoo and at the San Diego Wild Animal Park for 
reintroduction into the wild. 

In an ironic move, federal biologists are making 
noises about taking "aggressive" action to "deter" 
the five remaining Condors in the Condor Sanctu- 
ary from encounters with human-made objects. 
They cited the main problems as the birds' "lack of 
experience and strength." 

My, what an enlightened viewpoint! And such a 
simple solution! All they need to do is to teach those 
Condors not to fly into all those nasty power lines 
out there (which are so crucial to human "progress"), 
and everything will be just fine. 

Hopefifily, the day will come when power lines 
no longer cut a swath across the sky.

Cape Cod 
Earth First? 

A Provincetown environmental activist planted 
a sapling at Fort Hill yesterday to protest a National 
Park Service tree-clearing project there. 

Ranger Lloyd Oja, who had been burning brush 
at the site, yanked the offending evergreen from its 
foot-deep hole and warned Peter Souza he couldn't 
dig holes on federal property. 

Souza and Julie Trzcinski, members of 
Provincetown Earth First!, also held up protest signs 
at the entrance to the Fort Hill lower parking lot 
Souza's sign said, "Now showing, the Fort Hill 
ChainsawMassacre." Trzdnski's asserted "The Cape 
needs all its trees." 

The Park Service has cut down three acres of Black 
Locust to get rid of hurricane-damaged trees and to 
restore the area to pasture land, as it was in the 19th 
century, according to Chief Interpretive Ranger 
Frank Ackerman. Tree-clearing is also planned for 
another three to five acres directly behind the 
historic Captain Penniman House at Fort Hill. 

Cape Cod National Seashore Superintendent 
Andrew Ringgold said Souza's actions may violate 
two sections of Park Service regulations, one related 
to the tree-planting and the other for demonstrat- 
ing without a permit 

Although Ringgold said he is sensitive to the 
issue of first amendment rights that guarantee 
citizens the right to demonstrate, he said federal 
agencies are allowed to regulate where and when 
protests may be carried out 

"Our concern is the protection of resources and 
avoidanceofinterferencewith operations," Ringgold 
said.

Livermore Lab 
Shut Down by 
Mass Action 

A coalition of peace and environmen- 
tal groups, homeless activists, Western 
Shoshone leaders, atomic veterans and 
downwinders, religious leaders and a 
Livermore citizens group recently joined 
together to take direct action at Lawrence 
Livermore National Laboratory and seize 
vacant homes in Oakland. 5700 people 
marched at Livermore. 

The events June 5-7 called for no re- 
sumption of nuclear weapons testing on 
Western Shoshone land in Nevada, the 
conversion of Livermore Laboratory from 
nuclear weapons testing, research and 
design to meeting human and environ- 
mental needs and the conversion of the 
military budget to homes and jobs. Simul- 
taneous protests took place in France, 
Britain, Holland, Belgium and Toronto, 
Canada. 

"We have to stand together if we are to 
think of surviving for the next few hun- 
dred years," said Western Shoshone leader 
Corbin Harney. "We today had to unite 
together as a people in order to have a 
cleaner world, cleaner water and cleaner 
air.... We're the ones that should be taking 
care of Mother Earth. Mother Earth is very 
important to us — this is where our food 
comes from, this is where our air comes 
from, our water comes from. Livermore — 
where they make the heart of the bomb — 
is the one we have to stop.

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An Interview with Lauri Maddy 

by Gene Lawhorn 


Lauri Maddy is an environmental activist with the Prairie Women 's 
Environmental Action Coalition. She lives in Rose Hill, Kansas. When 
she and her family became seriously ill, they suspected the neighboring 
plant operated by Vulcan Chemical Industries. When she lost her 
lawsuit against the company, she was cross-sued for expenses, and the 
company has threatened to file another suit for $2 million in damages. 
As a result of her activism, she has become a target of death threats and 
extensive harassment 

Gene Lawhom met Lauri Maddy in 1991 at a conference ofharassed 
environmental activists at the Highlander Research and Education 
Center in Tennessee. This interview was conducted this spring. 

Gene: Lauri, I recall in a conversation with you at Highlander that 
you said your group was mostly made up of women. Is that still the 
case? 

Lauri: Yes, the women of course are the strongest! 

Gene: The involvement of mainly women in environmental 
activism, especially toxic issues, I've found to be very widespread, 
especially in the eastern US. Why is this ? 

Lauri: Because all of our lives we were taught to be nurturing and 
caring. So when our children are being attacked, and it's our 
children who suffer the brunt of this thing, a woman's claws come 
out, and she'll fight for what's hers. She'll go to her grave to protect 
them. We can look at our situation and our generation and say we 
can live with this, but when they go for our babies, that's our life's 
blood. So it's the women who become the strongest activists, and 
it's the women who won't compromise. 

A man will, and I'm not saying that's the case with all men. A 
man who is not enlightened will go in and be extremely technical, 
he will go into a technical arena and never deal with emotions. 
Unfortunately a chemical company will hire a paid whore to go up 
against your technical expert. A woman will go up and say I'm 
hurting, your doing this to my family, and we're breathing so 
much of this pollutant and we know this causes this or that, I feel 
like you're killing me. We can do this without them being able to 
hire a psychologist or psychotherapist to dispute what we say. 
They don't have any way to counter it. 

Gene: So women put heart and emotion into what the chemical 
companies would like to keep technical? 

Lauri: Yes, exactly. 

Gene: Lauri, could you give me a historical background on your 
fight with Vulcan Chemicals and how the threats and harassment 
against you began? 


and we became a fairly viable force. Vulcan kept denying respon- 
sibility and saying it was Raycon Chemical's fault, and Raycon 
would say it was Vulcan. Then we neighbors decided to keep an 
ambient wind pattern chart. Whenever the fumes would blow in 
our direction we'd write the health effects on us and our children 
on the calendar. One time the plant had an accident where toxic 
fly ash blew in our direction. As a result my husband got a real bad 
headache. I ended up in the hospital where I had to have 19 spinal 
taps to drain the fluid from my brain. 

We never realized the real long-term effects on my husband 
until a couple of years ago when he had a stroke at 38 years old, and 
he has brain lesions from neurotoxins. All three of our children 
have neurotoxin damage and are immunosuppressed. 

Oh man— -we discovered mutated cattle. Our grapes and fruit 
trees would no longer produce. The eggs of our ducks, geese and 
chickens would no longer hatch. Whenever the wind blew in our 
direction we would often find dead birds in our yard. My doctors 
finally told me Td have to move or I'd die. 

Gene: Let's talk a little more about the harassment. 

Lauri: I've learned the best thing a harassment victim can do is 
become national. To work with national groups, to constantly 
connect yourself. With the national standing 1 have now I don't 
get near the harassment I used to. Right before I met you at 
Highlander in the fall of 199 1 was one of the wont experiences I've 
had. I was coming from a public involvement meeting and a white 
truck with black tinted windows tried to run me off the viaduct, 
which is a 60-foot overpass, and that was real scary. 

Gene: Didn't someone kill your dog? 

Lauri: Well, we found one dead in the swimming pool, and the 
other dog was shot in the back with a 357 mag, but she survived. 

Gene: To your knowledge did anybody do any studies on the 
effects of the workers or the wildlife in that area? 

Lauri: No! But we screamed for the federal government, the EPA, 
and the state government to come in and do some type of health 
study. But they refused because they said this was a very sparsely 
populated rural community. But Gene, this very sparsely popu- 
lated rural community is the heartland of dairyland. We supply 
several states with milk from the cattle that live on the fence line 
of that damned plant! 

Gene: Makes one frightened to drink milk. 

Lauri: Yeah, especially since it’s bioaccumulative. 


Lauri: It's to kill insects, rats, mice, etc. that get into the huge grain 
bins. 

Gene: That's really scary! So far these toxic poisons have been 
getting into the milk, now the grains that are supposed to be so 
healthy for us. Are these chemicals known carcinogens? 

Lauri: Yes they are! One is even outlawed through chemical 
warfare protocol clear back in World War II, which is phosgene 
gas. Eighty percent of the phosgene gas produced in the world is 
produced in my backyard. 

Gene: I sure would be interested in what a chemical analysis of that 
milk looks like. Has anyone done that? 

Lauri: No! I've begged and begged the EPA to do one. They refuse 
to do one. I think I'm finally going to have one done myself. It's 
kind of hard for me to do right now because one of the families 
which was one of our strongest activists was gagged on their 
settlement. He and I have gone around and around on that. 

Gene: That's something I'll never understand, a gag order. It seems 
like that goes against the right of free speech. 

Lauri: Well it does, and that's why I fired my attorney. I filled the 
first cast; it was Maddy vs. Vulcan et al. After that 28 other people 
amended under me. At that time our lawyer went back to us and 
said, “Everybody shut up." I said, "Fuck you!" You know, if I shut 
up I've lost my integrity. I refuse to do that. I want the whole world 
to know what Vulcan Chemical is doing. Well, the others shut up 
and we parted ways. The lawyers for Vulcan told me if 1 didn't shut 
up they'd sue me for millions, and 1 said, "Hey, go ahead, what are 
you gonna take? My lungs are shot, my heart is shot. Go ahead!" 

Gene: How dose do you live to the plant now? 

Lauri: I live about 15 miles in a totally opposite direction from 
which the wind blows. My doctor actually chose where I could 
live. 

Gene: I have to tell you that I find all of this totally amazing and 
a little unbelievable that this is going on in the bread basket of the 
US. 

Lauri: Right now Kansas is what I call a throwaway state, and that 
is because our environmental laws are so lax. We are making some 
of the deadliest known chemicals to man right here. We have 
more cement kilns than any other state. We have huge landfills 
that go unregulated. We have the only licensed dioxin incinerator 
in the nation, and it all goes on because our environmental laws 
are so lax. 


Lauri: The harassment began the first day I got started. My actual 
fust time I ever got up and spoke in a public forum was on August 
24, 1984. 1 spoke out because I had severe health problems, and I 


Gene: You mentioned another chemical company which Vulcan 
was blaming for the local health problems. What was their name 
and how many do they employ? 


Gene: What is the union at Vulcan? Is it the Oil, Chemical and 
Atomic Workers or what? 


didn't know why. Matter of fact I had just gotten out of the 
hospital, again. After I spoke about my health problems I was 
immediately attacked. Shortly after that I really became active and 
started investigating all the chemicals, what they were doing, 
what they were making, and the process they were using. 1 started 
asking more questions than anyone ever wanted anyone to ask. 
That was when the workers of the plant started calling me. At first 
they weren't real abusive. They'd call and say, "If you keep on 
pushing on this we're gonna come over to your house and eat off 
your plates, and steal the food out of your kids' mouths." Then a 
couple of months later they started trying to run me off the road. 
I knew it was Vulcan employees because I knew the people. 

Also right after the hearing a few of my neighbors came up to 
ask me if 1 knew anything about Vulcan Chemical. 1 said no, 1 
really don't. They said let's form a group to investigate them and 
I said, okay, great. Our first organization was called Neighbors 
Against Pollution. Our acronym was NAP, because we weren’t 
going to sleep though this anymore. I found out they made 
pentachlorophenol, which is contaminated with dioxin. This is 
the only plant which makes it because of the dioxin content. I also 
found out they had a liquid-injected PCB incinerator that had no 
permit. 

Oh god, you name it, we discovered it. We found a 41.6-acre 
landfill which was leaking. We found all three aquifers under- 
neath that area were contaminated. Vulcan had put in interceptor 
wells which had formed a cone of depression that depleted the 
farm irrigation of that area. We found that the water had been 
drawn off-site by a huge irrigation well actually against the 
migration pattern. We found communities where people were 
drinking the water contaminated with chemicals that Vulcan 
knew were leaking underneath their home into their wells. 

After that point we started comparing the health effects. We 
found that out of our small group of 28 people, eight of us had 
children with severe seizure patterns. My middle child was one of 
them. We discovered the majority of our children had severe 
headaches and would bleed out their noses and mouths. We 
found... oh god, it's all hard to remember, and painful, too. 

We started comparing everything we had learned in that area 
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Lauri: Well, it was Raycon. Now it's called Alvedo Chem. It's a 
French Company which is the second largest producer of CFCs in 
the world. They employ about 300 that they contract out for 
Vulcan, who employs about 700 people. Vulcan owns about 4,000 
acres next to Alvedo Chem. Alvedo was placed next to Vulcan 
because Vulcan produces all five feed stock compounds for all CFC 
producers in the US. Next to them is also Garvy Grain, which is the 
world's largest grain elevator. It was placed there strategically also 
to use Vulcan chemicals as fumigants. 

Gene: These feed grains are treated with chemicals? 

Lauri: Fumigants, carbon tetrachloride and phosgene gas. 


Lauri: No, hell no! God, if it was OCAW 1 wouldn’t have to worry 
so much. It's the Operating Engineers. I work real well with the 
OCAW union in Gismer, which is organized in the ugly stepsister 
to this Vulcan plant close to where I live. We exchange a lot of 
useful information with each other. I've taken dioxin breathing 
zones to the Operating Engineers and told them what their 
workers were breathing, and they kicked me out of their office. 
They're real nasty. 

You know, Gene, I've had workers call and tell me this, and now 
upper management admits to this— they have a VCR tape they 
show to the new hires at Vulcan about me. On who I am and how 
to avoid me. 


Gene: What is the purpose of these fumigants?

Gene: Whew! Vulcan seems to be really frightened of what you 
have to say. 

Lauri: Yeah! They are and I'm glad! But they have another one of 
me they show whenever that have to do layoffs or cutbacks, and 
they tell the workers this woman is the reason you are getting laid 
off. This is the reason you can't support your families. Well you 
know of course the workers are going to be pissed off and come 
after me. They even have a Lauri Maddy of the week cartoon where 
they have a character drawing of me doing some hellacious thing, 
and they put it on all the bulletin boards. 

Gene: I recall reading something about you handcuffing yourself 
to the governor's chair. Tell me about the reason behind that. 

Lauri: The reason I did that was because I learned Vulcan in 
conjunction with the federal government had what they called an 
"acceptable risk factor" of one in a thousand people, which meant 
the government said it was okay to die . I became very furious 
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because the agencies which were formed to protect us were not 
protecting us, but were protecting the chemical plants. So I wanted 
for one day for our government structure to be as uncomfortable 
in their environment as I was in mine every day of my life. So I 
went to the Governor's office who wasn't there, so I said I'll wait 
and handcuffed myself to his chair.

Before that we had a rally outside, then 20 people went in 
with me. Theywere my spokespeople and support group. 1 took 
a vow of silence, then handed them a note to be released, which 
said something to the effect of, "Consider me a hazardous waste. 
You cannot remove me, there is no place to take me, " and so on. 
My point was I am a toxic chemical. I cannot hear, I cannot see 
you. The only thing I can do is set here and make you worry 
every minute of your life. That lasted for five and a half hours. 
I finally broke my vow of silence when 17 officers came in and 
drew their weapons on me. 

Gene: They drew their guns on you? 

Lauri: Yes. They pulled their guns out because they were so 
intimidated by this 4'H" woman. I broke the vow of silence 
when the governor went into another office and slammed his 
door. I said, "You know, it's really fine that you, the governor, 
can go into your office, shut the door and ignore me, but we 
can't ignore the fumes and the problems you have created by 
your laws. We can't slam our doors. There are no magic barriers 
for us." So they went from there and called in the Kansas bureau 
of the FBI and brought in some handcuff keys. Then escorted me 
off with an officer on each arm and kicked me out of the State 
Capitol. 


People like myself will be in this fight 
for the long haul. There will not be a day 
that goes by in our lives that we don't 
continue the fight. 


Gene: Lauri, you once mentioned to me about Kansas and 
another state being a repository for other states' toxic waste, and 
how environmentalists were perpetuating this problem. 

Lauri: Yes, this is a big bone of contention with me. A lot of 
environmental organizations don't even realize this. There are 
two states in the US which take Superfund waste — Kansas and 
Alabama. Alabama landfills it, Kansas incinerates it. When 
environmentalists in a community that's been contaminated 
scream, "Clean it up, clean it up!"— well, stop and think about 
Kansas and Alabama. Because we get that waste. 

Gene: Any closing statements you'd like to make? 

Lauri: Well, there is a theory I'd like to share. There are two types 
of people who come to this movement. One is your ignorant 
and one is your intelligent. The people who come through 
ignorance are people like myself who did not know what was 
going on, but were thrown into a situation that we had no 
control over. Now the people who come through intelligence 
are the people who had the foresight and wisdom to know that 
Mother Earth is in great peril, and they want to save Mother 
Earth. I have more respect for the people who come through 
intelligence because they didn't have to take up the fight like 
people like myself. We had to take up the fight; it's the only way 
we had to survive. We had to take up the fight. We are fighting 
for our children, we're fighting for the next generation. People 
like myself will be in this fight for the long haul. There will not 
be a day that goes by in our lives that we don't continue the 
fight. 


Environmental Activists Organize 
Against Harassment

Harassment, threats and violence have been a historical reality for anyone in this nation who speaks out 
against social injustice. US elites have a long and very bloody track record of using violence to silence labor, 
civil rights and Native American activists. In the last decade environmentalists have increasingly become 
targets of violence. While many activists are somewhat familiar with social injustice history and aware of the 
risk involved in their work, it is one thing to read about murdered labor activis ts like the Haymarket martyr 
Joe Hill, or nuclear whistle-blower Karen Silkwood, but quite another thing to find yourself shot at, run off 
the road by a logging truck, bombed or threatened because of your environmental activism. 

On June 4 a small group of about 29 victims of violence and harassment gathered at the Highlander 
Research Center in New Market, Tennessee for a three-day workshop on harassment of environmentalists. 

The Highlander Center has a long history. It was started by Miles Horton in the fall of 1932 as a "folk 
school" offering community-based education for working people. In the early days Highlander organized 
labor unions for the Congress of Industrial Organization (CIO) but in the 1950s shifted its focus to the civil 
rights movement. Highlander facilitated "citizenship schools" in which African-Americans learned to read 
and write well enough to pass the literacy exams designed to deny them equality. Well-known civil rights 
leaders such as Rosa Parks, Septima Clark, and Martin Luther Bring were frequent guests. 

Since the 1970s Highlanderhas focused on environmental issues. The Center conducts "STP Schools" (STP 
means different things to different people who participate: Stop The Pollution, Share The Pain, Start The 
Party, Save The Planet) meant to empower citizens to create an environmental movement that will, in the 
words of Highlander historian Frank Adams, "alter economic and political power relationships to the 
advantage of the poor and powerless." 

The first night of the workshop, a few participants complained of bad headaches and nausea. The next day 
several people, especially those who were chemically sensitive, were too sick to get out of bed. 

Some people speculated that the wind was probably carrying fungicide spray from the tobacco fields not 
far from the Center. Watching a helicopter fly over the Center brought to mind stories about farm workers 
organizing in the field being intentionally sprayed with pesticides by helicopters. 

Despite the fact that illness forced some to leave early, we still were able to conduct a valuable workshop. 
Subjects we addressed included the media, attempting to define what constitutes harassment, precautions 
harassed activists should take, and creating a harassment report repository and support network. 

Much time was spent on discussing participants' experiences, and their perceptions of the corporate news 
media. Several people felt that activists should "market themselves" for publicity's sake. Sohie of us objected 
strongly to that approach. Larry Wilson, Highlander Facilitator, pointed out the fact that the news media are 
not only puppets of corporations, but the voices of big business interests. 

The following recommendations are for activists who perceive themselves to be the victims of harassment: 
PRECAUTIONS 

1. Document all threats and harassment incidents. 

2. Acquire all witnesses' names. 

3. Where available, get "Caller ID", a service that tells you of the phone numbers of all incoming calls. 

4. Take pictures of any people you suspect are following you, and let them see you taking the pictures. 

5. Report every incident to police, and ask for a copy of the report. 

6. Convoy on trips and watch each other's backs. 

7. Make sure your car has plenty of gas, and keep it well maintained. 

It was resolved that Lauri Maddy would build the harassment report repository out of her home in Rose 
Hill, Kansas. Cathy Grandfield, an environmental activist with experience in both being harassed and 
working as a crisis intervention specialist, volunteered to provide counseling for harassed activists. 

A harassment support network is forming to ensure that the repository is effective. When a call about 
ongoing harassment comes in, the network will be alerted. Activists in the network will then call or write to 
the appropriate law enforcement agencies and to the legislative representatives of the harassed activist We 
will let these officials know the eyes of America are watching them and will hold them accountable if 
anything happens to the activist(s). 

In every state in the US there are whole communities of people, as well as wildlife, that are being poisoned. 
The families which live in these communities are dying a slow painful death. When some of these people 
dare to speak out they are attacked, harassed, and ostracized. We are all fighting the same battle to stop the 
destruction of our wilderness areas, rivers, air and earth. For some, the fight is a great deal more personal. They 
are literally fighting for their lives.

A major business deal prevents me fran appearing in person today: I'm 
bidding on the Earth First! beer concession for their 1993 Rendezvous. 

As a leader in the business cannunity, I'd like to present sane very 
serious arguments regarding the fees for grazing livestock cn public lands. 

This part of the country owes its character to the nctole rancher. If it 
wasn't for him, with the government's help, the West would still be wild 
with grizzly bears, wolves, and Indians. Thanks to bullets and poisons, the 
once Wild West can now be called the Mild West. 

The current grazing management practices need to be changed. Cows and 
sheep should be managed to create public lands which have a "fresh- 
mowed" look. Scientists have proven that grasses with maximum similarity 
have a calming effect on people; it's callpd the Parallel Pasture Effect 
(PPE ) . Why do you think that golf is so popular? And dandelions the scourge 
of so many suburbanites? 

I propose that we lower the grazing fees for any allotment which passes 
the putter test. Specially trained federal employees would Treasure PEE by 
determining hew easy it is to sink a thirty foot putt cn the allotment. 

In order to help provide the political will to enact the PEE plan, the 
federal government must expand the concept of ownership of public lands.

Dear Tribe, 

Greg Gordon's comments on the causes 
of overpopulation ("Malthus was Wrong," 
Beltane 1993) requires a response. I agree 
that overpopulation is a symptom of a much 
greater problem. But it is not a symptom of 
some social ill. Overpopulation is a result of 
abundance. It is the abundance created by 
the industrial age that has allowed the hu- 
man population to explode. 

Natural procreation patterns have re- 
mained intact while natural limiting pro- 
cesses have been curtailed. We have beaten 
back starvation by employing ancient sun- 
light in the form of fossil fuels to greatly 
enhance agriculture. We have refined tech- 
niques to allow a growing dominance of the 
natural world for our own use. We have 
developed medical technology that allows 
us to step out of the natural processes, dis- 
ease, etc., that normally keep populations 
under control. And yet we cling to reproduc- 
tion habits formed in a time when survival 
to reproductive age was not likely. 

This fate has become primitive and indig- 
enous cultures too. [sic.] See Paul S. Martin's 
article on early North American nomadic 
cultures (p. 29, Wild Earth, Winter 92/93). 
(Y ou might want to examine my comments 
in addendum, p. 29, Wild Earth, Spring 93.) 
And just as before, the environmental crisis, 
and the eventual collapse of the abundance 
is due primarily, to our failure to resist the 
temptation to expand our numbers when 
the going is easy. The problem is that we are 
doing too well. 

And so our numbers expand. No matter 
how we reorder civilization or alter our 
lifestyles, that expansion has a physical limit, 
which we probably have already passed (over- 
shoot). 

It is not just ridiculous but dangerous to 
assume that more primitive cultures may 
somehow be excused from the tyrannical 
certainty of mathematical truth. Sorry, 
Malthus was right. 

I am grateful for your consideration of my 
thoughts.

USFWS Proposes 
Endangered Listing for 
Southwestern Bird 

In response to a petition filed last year 
by a coalition of environmental groups, 
the US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) 
has proposed adding the Southwestern 
Willow Flycatcher to the endangered 
species list The petition was filed by the 
Gila Biodiversity Project, the Biodiversity 
Legal Foundation, Friends of the Owl, 
and Forest Guardians. 

The small bird lives in riparian habi- 
tats. It's range includes southern Cali- 
fornia, Arizona, New Mexico, extreme 
southern portions of Nevada and Utah, 
and western Texas. It may also live in 
southwestern Colorado. The Flycatcher 
has declined in recent decades to an 
estimated 500 nesting pairs or less. Ag- 
ricultural and urban development, wa- 
ter diversions, river channelization and 
livestock grazinghavecaused widespread 
loss and damage to the southwestern 
riparian habitat the bird requires. 

A total of 648 miles along streams and 
rivers are proposed as critical habitat, 
including seven areas in southern Cali-

"However, I am fully aware of the 
impact this proposal could make on 
people. Therefore, I encourage the pub- 
lic to participate in the listing process by 
giving us their concerns."

A series of public hearings 
will be scheduled in California, Arizona 
and New Mexico. The USFWS intends to 
publish its listing decision by January

Dear Ned Ludd: 

A pain in the pane — in response to Feathered and 
Itching (Beltane EF!J). So you say you have to 
actually go through the pane. Best bet is to try a good 
quality glass cutter available from your local hard- 
ware store. But depending on the glass thickness it 
may be too much work. Second best, try some 
porcelain, the round piece off of a spark plug or an 
older style electrical insulator (check your electrical 
and surplus stores). Tie one end of a three-inch piece 
of string around your piece of the porcelain. Now all 
you have to do is swing your piece of porcelain at 
the pane (pain) not too hard at all, and your win- 
dow will break. You will have some noise from glass 
falling. 

If you actually have to go through a pane and 
there are no alarms on the window, then it is 
probably much easier to get in some other way. To 
go through a door or wall is often easier. A little 
elbow grease and an old-fashioned brace and bit drill 
with a one- to two-inch diameter bit works great. 
Drill holes side by side in the shape of a square, 
approximately three inches on each side. Finish off 
the square with a keyhole saw and presto — a door to 
go through your door. This method can be adapted 
to wood and even brick walls with a masonry bit. 

Have fun and don't forget security.

Launched some five years ago by editor Carolyn 
Moran, Talking Leaves has become journal of deep 
ecology in this country. Its potent blend.of ft&ivism, 
Earth-based spirituality and primaiflridigenQas world- 
view has won acclaim from the likes of David Suzuki, 
Winona LaDuke and Terry Tempest Williams. 

The evolution away from the New Age arid to more 
Earthen and action orientation is evidenced in the 
early interviews with myself and Bill Dev0, who: 
continues to act as an advisor to the periodical: Talking 
Leaves has come to serve the concepts and passions of 
deep ecology, featuringjohn Seed, Jim Swann, Barbara 
Mor, Starhawk, Barry Lopez, Ame Naess, Terrence 
McKenna, Chris Roth, Karen Wood and Lou Gold, 
among others. Talking Leaves and its editor have pro- 
voked my finest writing. Each issue has a theme, such 
as music, women's empowerment, environmental cam- 
paigns, art, civil disobedience, eco-education, vision 
quests, and Native American struggles — all from a 
Gaian perspective. The art is consistently some of the 
finest, making up a large part of the alchemical whole. 

Talking Leaves is indte-ful, challenging, spiritually 
reaffirming and socially disruptive. I highly recom- 
mend it

It is rare that I am as enthused about any recording, 
let alone someone's first, as I am about my friend 
Casey's. Not since Joanne Rand's maiden album have 
I been as anxious to introduce a performer to a nation- 
wide environmental audience. He combines the lyrics 
of deep ecological consciousness with emotive vocals, 
and truly amazing acoustic guitar work reminiscent of 
Leo Kottke. 

album begins with an opening chant set to a. 
vsJrii^TAnd primal beat, calling us into the cirdev 
to council: 

. "Open your arms, open your eyes, open your heart to 
Earth drt(f sky. Raise your voice, raise your hand, spyfakMf 
fbf jtisfree ffr-every man. For every woman, for ey^fy di^d, 
F^ei^^^jiving, for everything wild..." 

th# is: Stfe introduction for the first and one of the 
stongestditS on the tape, "Always Coming Home": 

“Why has the spirit been so far from our sight? Why has 
the COyote been so silent, and why have the signs been so 
carefully hid, and the sea so gentle yet defiant? Walk 
mindfully well-loved one. Walk carefully my darling one. 
Walk fiercely into the sun." 

Casey's style is Celtic-flavored folk-rock. The Celt 
mu sicians of today fuse the druidic feel of their ancient 
ancestors with contemporary inflections. Artists like 
Dougie Maclean address the environmental realities of 
modem Scotland as well as the quest for a spiritual 
connection to the land. If there is any tradition to 
which Casey Neill belongs, it is this one, coupled with 
the most specifically deep ecological lyrics of any artist 
yet. Every line is a celebration of unhobbled wilder- 
ness, and wildest human nature. "The Courage You've 
Shown" is a tribute to the warriors among us, begin- 
ning with Anna Mae and Leonard Peltier, and then Peg 
Millet and Mark Davis, feeling the green fire: 

“Activists are dangerous to the workings of the big 


machine. How great is the strength to stand for the wonders 
that you've seen. You may not see the tree rise from the seed 
that you have sown, but in time down the line she'll be fully 
grown. And the great song of freedom around the world will 
be blown. Oh, the courage you have shown. " 

The piece has excellent keyboard lines, while many 
of the songs benefit from the harmonies of Katya 
Chorover. "Shiny Things" tells the story of window 
shoppers, and lampoons Earth Day as the Christmas of 
the environmental movement. In another cut, the 
only simple love song, he tells her "I don't really want 
you, and if I didyou probably wouldn'tcome, butljustcan't 
shake you." A penny whistle struggles to be heard over 
a churning ocean storm in the exemplary cut, "The 
PbWer is Turning," but: 

. *1* fhis is nottfuf&idpfthe world. It’s only the beginning, 

The nameless is returning, 
frimgfrpiyn thf^sfsffrppedn, shining off to sea, carried by 

Alive again. The power is 
turning, the wild sea is burning. Watch as it comes alive. A 
world is emerging. See itmfflegfeam of the serpent's eye." 

*©ne epic is for "All Our Relations," another on the 
life and attitude ofjohri^titjtip:" Heights ofKildonan" 
we have a spirited lament To: the disappearing pine 
fbtesteytpld byarpaa given to take long walks at night 
near title unprotected machinery at the edge of the 
destruction. “NakedDndemeath YourClothes" is writ- 
ten Jim Page, the only cut not written by young 
Casey. It rides drialcm^ groove, with a bridge built on 
a mean bass and traps jam. 

We need to book this guy as many places as we can. 
In the meantime, check out the cassette Pawprints. 
Opening the insert, you'll find the poem "Benedicto" 
by hero Ed Abbey. The music of Casey Neill carries us, 
like that river, toward the adventure of our own 
potential. Toward a place, Ed tells us: 

“...where something strange and more beautiful and 
more full of wonder than your deepest dreams waits for 
you — beyond that next turning of the canyon walls."

Red Mountain 
Actions 

14 Arrested in San Juans 

by Denis Hall 

The Red Mountain Timber Sale is lo- 
cated west of the San Luis Valley in the 
South San Juan Mountains. This sale is 
in the last known habitat for Grizzlies 
and possibly wolves in the state. The 
Forest Service and Stone Forest Indus- 
tries (SFI) plan to construct over 18 
miles of new roads to remove 8 million 
board feet of trees. Like many Colorado 
forests slated for timber harvest, Red 
Mountain is unique, beautiful and pris- 
tine. Roads are being constructed this 
summer and logging is due to begin in 
1994. 

Colorado forest activists began con- 
gregating in the Rio Grande National 
Forest on July 8. Their purpose was to 
create a presence and establish a base 
camp. The Forest Service and the con- 
tractor building the road for SFI moni- 
tored the group continually. 


My companions and I, representing 
Crested Butte Forest Rescue, drove to 
the timber sale. There we found Forest 
Service law enforcement personnel, log- 
gers, cat-skinners and others interested 
in keeping protesters out of the area. 

Forest Service agents were friendly as 
they handed me a closure notice, and 


explained that it was now illegal to drive 
any further on the road. My compan- 
ion, whom we shall call Dogface, growled 
something about taxpayers not being 
able to walk through National Forests. 
Since he has never paid taxes, I ignored 
him.

The log truck's driver, halted by an Earth First! 
blockade, pondered a seemingly tough decision. He 
eyed the forest activist locked to the underside of 
his old growth-laden truck as his boss, Don Nolan, 
shouted, "Put the truck in gear and go...or you're 
fired!" 

Thus began the most desperate moments in the 
Week of Outrage against Maxxam, a series of actions

August 21-28. The targets: 
Charles Hurwitz and his corpo- 
rate front Maxxam, plunderer of 
the Northern California red- 
woods. The crime: Hurwitz/ 
Maxxam took over Pacific 
Lumber Company (PL) in a 
1985 junk bond scam. Hurwitz 
wasted no time liquidating PL's 
most valuable assets — thou- 
sands of acres of ancient red- 
wood forest and the workers' 
pension fund — in order to pay 
his junk bond debt. 


Imho Erupts!

There is a chapter heading in one of Kurt 
Vonnegut's recent books which reads, "Look out 
fan; here comes the shit." Well, welcome to central 
Idaho, summer of '93. The summer of rain, hail, 
and snow. The summer of fans ducking shit. 

Consider this. Since the last issue of the Journal, 
the following events, in chronological order more or 
less, have gone down... 

Vandalism to road-building equipment was 
discovered. $40,000 in damages, screamed the 
outraged contractor. Red-faced, the Sheriff charged 
into camp, then almost immediately calmed down. 
It's pretty obvious, even to the law, that we are 
conducting an open non-violent civil disobedience 
campaign; monkeywrenching is decidedly off the 
table. The local newspapers think otherwise, how- 
ever; we are tried, convicted, and sentenced: go 
home. And get a job while you're at it. 

But we are home. Dixie, Idaho, our home town. 
Hell, even the locals think we were set up. 

Naturally, the Freddies, being Freddies, took the 
offensive and closed twenty-seven square miles of 
forest, throwing federal charges at any and all who 
violated the "closure." Many did. 

Then they paid two "visits" to camp, in the same 
day, and in violation of an agreement with all law 
enforcement branches that they could enter our prop- 
erty only by invitation, or with arrest or search war- 
rants. All hell broke loose as enraged activists tried to 
detain them, parked in the middle of the 20-acre 
inholding, for photos and video shots. Before you 
could say, "Holy Chaos, " four arrests were made. Three 
more followed in a matter of minutes as the jail 
support team was busted. The first four were taken to 
Boise, eight hours away, and released on their own

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Campaigns Continue... 


The summer has been intense. Major 
direct action campaigns which have 
been going on throughout North 
America are winding down somewhat, 
and people are drifting back to work, or 
school, or heading home. While the 
attack on Mother Nature is more in- 
tense and sustained than ever, so is the 
level of resistance great — and it is in- 
creasing. One thing we should keep in 
mind is that we are effective; it's evident 
by the oppressive tactics used by the 
powers that be. If you are one of those 
who took time off to take part in a 
summer campaign and are now going 
back home, remember that the cam- 
paigns and issues are still there — don't 
just drop what you have been doing. 
There is plenty to be done, no matter 
where you are. 

Cove/Mallard has become much more 
than a summer campaign; as "Dogpatch" 
puts it, it's become a struggle! The fight 
to save the largest wilderness in the 
lower 48 has been transformed into a 
permanent "occupation" in Dixie, Idaho 
(let's face it, Earth First! is putting Dixie 
on the map!). Stalwart Cove/Mallard 
activists are starting to batten down for 
winter by building structures and col- 
lecting warm clothing. 

It is important to remember those 
facing legal hassles as a result of summer 
actions. Eight people arrested in a July 
road blockade spent 19 days in jail and 
still face charges. Altogether over 50 
people were arrested during the sum- 
mer, and unfortunately they will have 
to deal with the charges for a while. 
They deserve our support. 

The Cove/Mallard base camp was 
raided by Feds on August 8, and the road 
contractor for the Forest Service is suing 
anyone even remotely involved with 
the campaign. The funny thing is the 
Freddies still haven't completed the 
Noble Road. 

Northern California activists are con- 
tinuing to battle Charles Hurwitz and 
the Maxxam corporation. Hurwitz is 
still trying to destroy Headwaters — the 
last and largest unprotected old growth 
redwood forest. California EF!ers are de- 


termined to stop him. They held a week 
of outrage against Maxxam at the end of 
August, and more actions are sure to 
come. 

Mount Graham was the site of the 
Round River Rendezvous and some ex- 
cellent actions. Perhaps the most un- 
usual actions of the summer took place 
in Tucson after the Rendezvous. The 
pressure is mounting on the University 
of Arizona and the Vatican to abandon 
their plans to further trash this unique 
ecosystem. 

In British Columbia, road blockades 
continue at Clayoquot Sound, where 
several hundred people have been ar- 
rested since June. These are the largest 
protests ever to occur in BC. A tremen- 
dous amount of pressure has been 
brought to bear on the BC government 
to reverse their disastrous logging deci- 
sion. 

In Britain, a new group devoted exclu- 
sively to monkeywrenching has arisen 
from the Twyford Down protests. The 
Earth Liberation Front acts purely out of 
dedication to the earth. They are calling 
for nights of action against all corpora- 
tions and governments that trash the 
earth — what are you doing on Hallow- 
een? 

Good news for Peg Millett She was 
recently released from th e halfway house 
she had been in since May. But Mark 
Davis is still in jail and we should do 
whatever we can to support him. 

Many more thanks to the folks in 
Missoula (who we are convinced had a 
huge party right after the Journal cara- 
van hit the road) for their work on the 
Journal and their help in the transition. 
And thanks to those wonderful souls 
who actually did the packing and mov- 
ing while some of us took off to our 
favorite endangered ecosystems. The 
Eugene community has given the Jour- 
nal a great welcome. Local EF!ers have 
been a tremendous help in moving the 
Journal into its new home. 

The new staff at the Journal is com- 
posed of four long- term, and one or two 
short-term editors. Every editor on the 
staff this issue has taken part in a sum- 


mer campaign, whether going to block- 
ades in Clayoquot, fighting the U of A 
over Mt. Graham, or going to the 
backcountry in Cove Mallard. We hope 
this involvement lends a personal fla- 
vor to this issue; we are all very proud to 
be activists as well as editors. 

We feel thejoumal's role is to inform 
and to bring the movement together. 
The Journal is also a valuable outreach 
tool; it should bring new faces into the 
movement. In light of this, we'll be 
putting a lot of effort into communicat- 
ing with all the far-flung Earth First!

The sun slowly ascends over unspoiled 
wilderness, with clouds of moisture ris- 
ing like heaven-bound spirits. Down in 
the valley a small village seems to grow 
out of the Earth itself, a ring of circular 
lodges made of the soil and water, rock 
and branches they lie among. It's then 
we first hear the threat, thick soles crush- 
ing fragile flora, the metallic clank of 
armament never before seen on this 
side of the mountain. Dressed alike in 
crass uniforms and bright colors, they 
can be heard answering to a single leader. 
He in turn takes orders from a distant 
despot, ordained by a white male God to 
deliver order to those remaining less- 
than-orderly frontiers. They bring with 
them a language and belief system based 
on reductive logic, highly destructive 
technology, and a host of deadly dis- 
eases to which the people below have 
no immunity. They come to conquer, to 
take by force of arms all they deem of 
value, processing sacred nature into "re- 
sources" and indigenous peoples into 


slaves. Acts of greed are committed in 
the name of some "higher" moral im- 
perative.

They 
appear to be 
idol-wor- 
shippers, 
unable to 
differentiate 
"creator" 
from "cre- 
ation", engaged 
in profane magic. 

They continue the 
most basic intercourse 
with both animals and spirits, 
even to the point of emulating them in 
song and dance. 

The people of the valley are said to 
have no understanding of organized 
warfare. Still the invaders seem to fear 
them, terrorized by the way the women 
line up beside the men, shaking spears 
in the air! Their war cries are deafening, 
and it is not uncommon to see a single 
warrior rush ahead of the rest, growling 


and ripping into the ranks of the infan- 
try with a vengeance. 

The invaders kill every animal for a 
hundred miles around, and set fire to 
the orchards andforests, depriving them 
of any physical or spiritual sustenance 
from the Earth. Recognizing the power 
in ritual objects and sacred 
places, they are mthless in 
theirdestruction. Hav- 
ing arrived from dis- 
tant shores, they 
feel no empathy 
for the land. It is 
a frontier to be 
conquered, 
tamed, and 
then split up 
into its mar- 
ketable com- 
ponents and 
sold.

The barbarians 
standing in stark opposition to their 
grandiose civility — their exploitive "new 
world order" — are not Amerindian but 
Celt and Norse. Those who go under- 
ground rather than give up their beliefs 



and practices will be hounded and killed 
as witches in the bloody centuries to 
follow.

Such "blessings", from packaged foods 
to television, have been as effective as 
genocide or imprisonment in maintain- 
ing control over the conquered. And 
these "blessings" have resulted in greater 
destruction of cultures and ecosystems 
than the wars themselves. The primary 
threat to wild places and wild people has 
always been linear thought, abstract 
ideation that permits a split between 
mind and body, self and Nature, "us" 
and "them." 

For tens of thousands of years human- 
kind thrived in blissful balance with the 
rest of the then-wild world. What histo- 
rians refer to as "the achievements of 
man" have occurred in the few thou- 
sand years of imbalance that have fol- 
lowed. Beginning with the abandon- 
ment of a relatively benign hunter-gath*»~. 
erer lifestyle, the entrenchment of in- j 
dustrial agriculture and private prop- 
erty, and personal estrangement, civili-/ 
zation grew to become the most signifiC 
cant factor shaping the character, qual- \ 
ity and fate of government or ideology 
that has brought both primal peoples 
and wild species to the brink of extinc- 
tion.

The Journal must get off to a good start in 
Eugene if it is going to survive and become 
a better tool for outreach and education as 
well as for improved communication and 
debate among Earth Firstlers. FWN expects 
to put in at least $10,000 to ease the finan- 
cial side of the transition, but it's up to the 
movement as a whole to provide the ongo- 
ing support to keep the Journal going and 
growing. FWN has also been reorganizing 
itself lately, and the only reason we are able 
to put this money into the Journal now is a 
generous bequest frpm the estateof Stephen 
Arrowsmith, a river-person and wilderness 
teacher from Moab, Utah.

We drove back into the forest and 
joined the protesters at camp. I was told 
there were special agents in the woods, 
and at one point, I saw Forest Service 
enforcement officers dressed in camou- 
flage gear, carrying semi-automatic 
sidearms. It seemed a bit much. 

The protesters spent several days ex- 
ploring the area, and discussing tactics. 
The group agreed on a tree-sit outside 
the closure in a location thought soon 
to be bulldozed. Joni, the tree-sitter, was 
secured in her platform about 60 ft. up 
a beautiful old Englemann Spruce. She 
would camp there, tied to the tree, until 
physically removed, or until the loggers 
conceded defeat. 

From Sunday afternoon to Thursday 
morning Joni sat in her Spruce without 
incident. On Thursday morning at 8:00, 
the shit hit the fan. We heard the sound 
of an idling engine and, looking through 
the brush, saw a big Ford, windows 
darkened with menace. 

The Ford and three other Forest Ser- 
vice vehicles converged on our camp. 
Several Forest Service Special Agents 
emerged from the woods. They had 
changed out of their camouflage, and 
nowwore green jackets identifying them 
as agents. Officers Charlie Burd, Chris 
Ortiz and others, told us that the closure 
had been expanded. The area in which 
we were camped was now closed. 

The new closure comprised an area of 
a hundred yards on both sides of our 
camp which included Joni and her tree. 
"Come on down, Joni," called Charlie 
Burd. "It's over now." But Joni refused 
to leave her tree. We reached the hun- 
dred yard limit and stopped to look back 
for Joni. We were still in earshot, and 
could watch the freddies trying to talk 
her down. 

Charlie Burd climbed Joni's tree to 
bring her down. She clipped onto ropes 
rigged to other trees, and traversed out 
over empty space. She hung there, know- 
ing that without water and a ground 
support team, her tenure among the 
branches couldn't last long. Charlie cut 
down her platform, climbed back down, 
and left for lunch. Joni traversed back to 
the Englemann, and clipped herself to 
the trunk. She was exhausted. The rest 
of us stood on the road, periodically 
calling to Joni to monitor her safety. 
This situation continued all afternoon. 

At 5:00 PM Joni said, "Enough of this 
shit." It took about an hour to get her 
down and de-rig the ropes — more time 
to arrest her, and place her in handcuffs 
and leg-irons. 

Dogface questioned the use of leg- 
irons, suggesting that the 9mm Smith 
and Wesson automatic pistols carried 
by the agents should be enough to dis- 
suade an escape attempt. Somehow, Joni 
didn't seem that desperate a criminal. 
The agents loaded Joni into one of the 
vehicles, and left for jail. 

We moved our camp several miles 
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more logging tales 


away from the closure, into a meadow 
with a beautiful view of 12,018 ft. Red 
Mountain. We dedicated our new camp 
to Joni, and hung her Earth flag to 
affirm our solidarity. We could still hear 
the chainsaws. 

Monday morning the protesters had 
left base camp early, blocked a narrow 
place in the road with logs and debris, 
then sat in a circle in front of the barri- 
cade. Logger Gerry Doyon's son was the 
first to arrive; he radioed his father who 
showed up angry. 

Shouting ensued between Doyon and 
his men, and the protesters. Doyon al- 
legedly threatened Dave the logger, by 
now entrenched with the environmen- 
talists, but not part of the barricade. 
"You're going to wake up some morn- 
ing with a belly full of lead," he report- 
edly said. According to witnesses, Doyon 
"jack-rabbited" his truck at the protest- 
ers, then inched it forward repeatedly, 
pinning people against the barricade. A 
protester tried to take the truck keys to 
prevent more violence, but Doyon 
turned the truck around, revving the 
engine, threatening to poison the pro- 
testers with exhaust. 

Several of the support group had gone 
to summon the sheriff who didn't show 
up for a few hours. It's also interesting to 
note that camouflaged Forest Service 
special agents who had shadowed the 
group for two weeks were suddenly no 
where to be seen. Where is a cop when you 
need one? 

When Forest Service Special Agent 
Charlie Burd did arrive, he was accom- 
panied by the sheriffs department. They 
promptly threw up a police cordon, 
calling several in the support group down 
off the hill. Some were cited and re- 
leased, some arrested. Allegedly, officers 
kept moving the yellow police tape, 
including any area or group on which 
they wanted to focus. Gerry Doyon 
wasn't arrested. 

Tuesday afternoon I drove to the San 
Luis Valley. I met a representative of 
Boulder's Ancient Forest Rescue, and we 
caravaned to the jail in Del Norte. An- 
cient Forest Rescue posted $250 for each 
bail, and the group called for a circle to 
discuss the next move. 

As this is being written, Gerry Doyon 
is still felling trees. Every morning, he 
drives past the defunct barricade, and 
lets loose his chainsaws and bulldozers 
on the forest. Joni mourns her trees, the 
standing people. Dogface refuses to wash 
the tree sap from his hands. "I'm part of 
those trees now," he growls sullenly. 

What did we do? We stopped one 
logger from cutting trees. We might 
have raised the consciousness of a few 
San Luis Valley residents. We gave the 
Forest Service headaches. We gave some- 
thing back to the Earth. Hopefully, we 
justified a little of the space we take up 
here — the air we breathe. We paid a 
little rent

Decided to walk farther up the old 
logging road than I'd gone in the past — 
past the meadows with too many cows 
chewing, and up towards the base of the 
Chama mountains. Not too many miles 
from where the last grizzly in Colorado 
had been killed in the late 1970s. The 
wilderness of these mountains is strong 
still, and the meadows 
gave way to an old 
growth, towering, 
dense spruce-fir forest. 

The quietness and 
stillness was powerful. 

Suddenly, I realized the 
road had ended at a 
marsh at the edge of a 
forest that had never 
been logged. No 
stumps here, and no 
more roads — just 
forest. 

Something caught 
my eye at the edge of 
the marsh. I saw blue 
flags hanging from a 
tree inside the grove 
surrounding the bog. 

More blue flags! And 
then I saw that the trees 
had been flagged every 
20 feet and a huge old 
spruce with CC 14 
painted on it. 

A sickening feeling came over me, and 
I realized this was marked for a timber 
sale. They were planning to log this 
forest! Here?? Back miles away from the 
highway, cows, meadows, oldroads and 
humans?? Here, in one of the only places 


I'd ever been outside of a wilderness area 
that felt so untouched. 

This forest has never been logged and 
needs to be left that way. I walked far- 
ther and deeper into the forest, and 
found more blue ribbons tied on trees — 
My heart sank while my anger and 
sadness grew stronger. To build a road 
into this forest would 
destroy it. 

I walked slowly and 
carefully — talking to 
myself so as not to 
distrub or surprise any 
bears nearby. I felt 
more and more like 
the intruder hhere — 
except that the blue 
ribbons had already 
been here, and had 
violated this space. 

Stepping carefully 
down towards a small, 
beautiful stream lined 
with willows and 
sedges, I came upon a 
large, very fresh bear 
dropping — and felt it 
was time to turn back. 
This forest has beauti- 
ful flowers — creamy, 
white and pale green, 
delicate camas flow- 
ers were blooming, 
and lots of violet-colored harbells in the 
meadows, swaying in the breezes, and 
small yellow sunflower-type flowers ev- 
erywhere, andredpenstemon (or gilia), 
which the hummingbirds were spar- 
kling around...

The Headwaters bill is better than nothing. But it 
serves as yet another testimonial supporting the 
Earth First! opinion that the radical changes needed 
to get us out of the biodiversity crisis will not come 
about from working within the compromise-based 
political system. This is why direct action campaigns 
have been the focus of the Earth First! Headwaters 
strategy, which dates back to the 1985 PL takeover. 
Earth First! is demanding that all logging cease 
within the area of Headwaters included in HR 2866 
while the bill is before Congress. 

"Jail Hurwitz!" 

The theme of the Week of Outrage would estab- 
lish common ground between Earth First! and the 
timber workers: Jail Hurwitz! Obviously both groups 
have an interest in getting Hurwitz out of town, but 
Earth First! demanded more. As a reporter recounted 
on the local six o'clock news: "Jail Hurwitz and call 
it even!" 

At the beginning of the week, Earth First! hung an 
enormous "Jail Hurwitz" banner high on the 
prominent cliffs above Scotia, PL's company mill 
town. A couple of days later, when the banner had 
come loose and was hanging like a bath towel from 
the cliff, a local man from Scotia re-hung the 
banner. He was found by a search and rescue team 
shortly thereafter, having gotten himself stuck up 
on the cliffs. 

"Charles Hurwitz" Comes to 
Humboldt County 

Guerrilla theater involving a Charles Hurwitz 
clone continued on the theme of the banner. 
"Hurwitz," flown in from Houston for the occasion, 
was clothed in stereotypical Western attire and 
spoke with a thick Texas accent. A mock trial took 
place in front of Humboldt County District Attor- 
ney Terry Farmer's office. Not surprisingly, the 
"jury" found Hurwitz guilty of six crimes committed 
locally, none of which are being pursued by Farmer. 
The crimes include the illegal takeover of Pacific 
Lumber, the liquidation of PL's pension fund, 
violation of the Endangered Species Act, fraudulent 
acquisition of timber rights along the Northcoast 
Railroad, violation of the Forest Practices Act and 
California Environmental Quality Act, and the 
looting of United Savings and Loan of Texas. 
Hurwitz's guilt was so obvious that the jury didn't 
even have to go into deliberation. Shouts of "guilty" 
and "criminal" pierced the air above the Eureka 
midday traffic as the procession of angry jurors 
marched into 

Farmer's office •« 

leading "Hurwitz" 
to the lions. After 
two hours of office 
occupation in 
which "Hurwitz" 
was locked to a 
waiting room 
bench to make it 
easier for the jailers 
to apprehend him, 
the assistant DA 
emerged and 
confirmed our 
worst fear by 
proclaiming, "No 
matter what he 
does, we're not going to arrest him." The slightly 
biased jury felt certain that, if your name is Charles 
Hurwitz, no one will dare arrest you in Humboldt 
County. 

This theory was proven false the following day 
when "Charles Hurwitz" was arrested at the Califor- 
nia Department of Forestry in Fortuna as he de- 
manded the realization of his latest plan: Drive-thru 
Timber Harvest Plan approval.

ger," reasoned Ernie 
Pardini, fifth-generation 
timber faller and 
founder of the 
Mendocino Real Wood 
Co-op. Pardini is one of 
the most outspoken 
loggers to denounce the 
industry's plunder of 
both the forests and 
future job capacity in 
his community. For 
doing so, he has been 
disowned from one of 
the oldest logging 
families in redwood country. Inspired by last year's 
Albion Nation Uprising tree-sits, Pardini came to the 
base camp anxious to sit in a tree himself. So he 
received fire welcome and training he needed. The 
next morning he was one hundred feet up an old- 
growth redwood complete with flannel shirt, 
suspenders, six-foot beef jerky rope and Logger 
Bread in hand. 

Pardini's tree was located directly across the road 
from an active Maxxam/PL Timber Harvest Plan. 

The banner hanging from his platform, visible from 
a public highway, read: "Blame Maxxam, Not 
Owls." This was a unique opportunity for Pardini to 
get his message across to PL loggers. Unfortunately, 
Pardini felt he needed to descend the tree after 
several hours. While he had originally speculated 
that tree-sitting would be a piece of cake, he later 
said reflectively: "I found out this was not the case; I 
gained a great deal of admiration and respect for 
hippie tree-sitters and the courage they display." 

The tree-sit support group members' stomachs 
churned as they observed over 500 log trucks, many 
carrying old-growth, careening down Highway 36 
that day. The next day's action plan became pain- 
fully clear. 

Log Truck Blockade 

It turned out to be fortunate that Ernie Pardini 
was not up a tree on Friday, August 27. Over fifty 
Earth First! activists blockaded one of Don Nolan's 
100 log trucks that day at an intersection in the 
heart of logging country just north of Scotia. The 
blockaded truck was cocooned with yam as two 
Northcoast Earth First! activists locked themselves 

down to the vehicle. It 
was then that Don Nolan 
yelled those chilling 
words to his driver, "Put 
the truck in gear and 
go...o: you're fired!" 

When Ernie Pardini 
stepped in to talk the 
driver out of committing 
murder, Nolan became 
quite impatient. He 
climbed into the cab of 
the truck and started the 
ignition himself. Mean- 
while, Albion Uprising 
veteran Bill Heil pulled in 
front of the truck with his 
pickup. The situation looked grim as activists 
scrambled to block the truck, but an unknown 
person managed to pull the keys from the ignition. 

The blockade continued with Earth First! organizer 
Darryl Chemey strumming his guitar and dancing 
with three others on top of the old growth-laden 
truck to the tune of "Maxxam's on the Horizon." 
After two hours, the Highway Patrol arrested six 
activists, including those locked to and dancing on 
the truck. The charges included petty theft (stealing 
the keys to the log truck), trespassing, obstructing 


the highway, entering the cab of a semi-truck, and 
refusing to disperse from the scene of a riot. Since 
the action took place at the junction of highways 
101 and 36, the group is calling itself the highway 
36 six. (And since they were arrested by six cops, 
they are calling them the highway 36-six-six.) 

That evening, the community of Areata hosted a 
Headwaters benefit concert which drew three 
hundred people. 

Closing Demonstration 

Saturday's demonstration at the court/jailhouse 
brought the Week of Outrage to a close. Seventy- 
five activists showed up in solidarity with the six 
jailed activists. Direct action participants and others, 
including Earth First! organizer Judi Bari, held signs, 
played music, and spoke through a bullhorn as the 
prisoners upstairs and passersby on Highway 101 
looked on. One PL employee drove by and ex- 
changed his company shirt for an Earth First! shirt. 
But as a logger drove by hurling insults from his car 
window, Ernie Pardini yelled back, "You wouldn't 
make a pimple on a logger's ass. I've forgotten more 
about logging than you'll ever know, you little 
puke!" 

Things calmed down after that. Five of the six 
arrestees were released the next day, but Darryl 
Chemey was held for four days on $5000 bail. All 
charges were subsequently dropped, escept those 
against Chemey. 

The resistance against Hurwitz and Maxxam will 
continue until they're out of Humboldt County for 
good. Unfortunately, the rate of liquidation logging 
is only increasing. The situation is getting desperate 
as Maxxam rushes to file Timber Harvest Plans 
throughout the Greater Headwaters area before the 
Hamburg/Stark bill can pass. The Week of Outrage 
was a step in the right direction, and there's always 
a glimmer of hope in the eyes of Earth Firstiers and 
progressive timber workers as they stare up at the 
cliffs over Scotia to read that passionate plea: "Jail 
Hurwitz!"

The emergence and fate of the Clinton forest plan — 
forever known as Option 9 — will surely mark a water- 
shed of some kind. What we don't yet know is whether 
groups working for Northwest forest protection will 
decide to fold or leam to fight. 

Although Option 9 is laid out in an environmental 
impact statement, and public comments are due Octo- 
ber 28, there has been very little informed discussion 
of the plan and only feeble efforts to alert the public to 
its dangers. People who ordered the two-volume, 
1800-page Draft Supplemental Environmental Impact 
Statement (DSEIS) and Report of the Forest Ecosystem 
Management Assessment Team (FEMAT) weeks ago 
are still waiting for their copies. Others are still hoping 
it'll go away if they don't look at it. 

Jim Britell, conservation chair of the Kalmiopsis 
Audubon Society and a respected West Coast forest 
activist, has put together an analysis of Option 9. We 
took the liberty of excerpting his memo below. Don't 
forget to write to Bubba. 

A quick recap: after the Portland Forest Conference, 
while a bunch of scientists were locked in a big room 
coming up with a "range of options" for the President's 
consideration, Interior Secretary Babbitt was telling 
the timber industry they'd get 2 billion board feet (bbf) 


in federal timber sales this year — and into the future. 
When the scientists came up with a maximum of 1.2 
bbf, Babbitt and company flipped. New Forestry gum 
Jerry Franklin replaced Jack Ward Thomas as leader of 
the design team, and Option 9 was bom. 

With some luck, the industry will kill Option 9 for 
us. But we have to be sure, which means opposing it as 
clearly and strongly as possible. We also need to 
understand what Option 9 tells us about the Clinton 
administration and its environmental agenda. 

A glaring signal of the administration's intentions is 
its effort to "free" some timber from federal judges' 
injunctions. The only people who can make that 
happen are the environmental groups who sued the 
Forest Service and BLM. To convince the plaintiffs to 
pony up some timber sales, the Clinton administra- 
tion has threatened to support the timber beasts in 
Congress who will soon try to suspend various envi- 
ronmental laws. 

The national organizations, law firms, regional and 
local groups that mostly speak for the "Ancient Forest 
Movement" haven't made up their collective mind 
whether to fight or pee in their pants. At press time, it 
looked like a group of "moderates" would drag a few 
holdouts into signing over between 40 and 80 million 
board feet. 


If the national environmental groups keep praising 
Option 9 by their feint damning of its details, the 
outlook could be bleak. By the time the industry's 
legion of Congressional lackeys gets done with it, 
Option 9 could make Section 318 — the Rider From 
Hell that liquidated 400 square miles of owl habitat 
and turned countless decent citizens into wild-eyed 
lockdown artists — look like a Sunday walk by the river. 

Dismayed by the ready capitulation of their Wash- 
ington collaborators, "mainstream" activists have be- 
gun to speak of mass civil disobedience. That'd bring 
the Clinton administration to its senses. Wouldn't it? 

Meanwhile, the maniacs who've been putting their 
butts on the line are wondering what real options are 
left. Small-scale civil disobedience is a delaying tactic 
at best The industrial state is still playing the only 
game it knows, T Rex to everyone else's Diploducus. 

Maybe it's time to change the playing field. Time to 
take the battle for the forests to the homes, cars and 
offices of the old white men destroying our only 
planet. Maybe it's time for direct action to cut the 
demand for dead trees by reducing the number of mills 
left to turn forests into truckloads of chips and stink- 
ing, poisoned pulp. Picket signs and protest marches 
alone won't sway the industrial elite. A few million 
dollars' profits lost might help them see the situation 
differently. 


What's Up With Option 9?

he Clinton Forest Plan is a wick- 
edly political "attractive nui- 
sance" which the Ancient 
Forest community embraces 
at its peril. While it is pre- 
sented in the form of a pre- 
decisional document (a DSEIS), the Clinton 
plan actually represents as "science" a deci- 
sion made months ago: that much of the 
remaining Ancient Forest, roadless areas, 
and species in the Pacific Northwest must be 
sacrificed. 

To package this decision as sound eco- 
logical science, it presents data in a way that 
underestimates both the amount of An- 
cient Forest that will be placed at risk and 
the benefits of creating reserves, but overes- 
timates the benefits of logging. It arrays data 
so that it cannot be compared with previous 
reports and assumes the success of major 
projects which are neither funded nor de- 
signed. The process records and meeting 
minutes are sealed or nonexistent, and the 
methodology received inadequate peer re- 
view. The plan's technical and legal con- 
struction is so weak, and its species protec- 
tion so poor, that it probably wouldn't 
survive a legal challenge. 

Option 9 trades protection of 60% of the 
remaining multi-canopy Ancient Forest for 
clear-cutting the other 40%. It will rely on 
logging of Ancient Forests for over half the 
timber volumes projected in the plan for the 
indefinite future. Logging abuses on the 
Northwest's forests are of such magnitude 
that even the option most restrictive of 
logging — Option 1, called by the scientists 
who wrote it "Big Green" — is inadequate to 
preserve the viability of many species. 

The effects of the preferred alternative are 
not fully described because the location and 
magnitude of logging depends on future 
studies and processes not yet designed. Spe- 
cifically, the amount, location, and effects 
of thinning and salvage logging and 
roadbuilding are not disclosed. Much of the 
logging is to be done after "watershed analy- 
sis" but this is an untried process and the 
methodology was not disclosed — the chap- 
ter on this being merely an encyclopedia of 
practices, not required procedures. 
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The DSEIS states that watersheds will re- 
cover under Option 9. But some scientists 
believe that most, if not all watersheds, are 
on a downward path and that when normal 
rainfall resumes roads and denuded slopes 
will fail. The Elk River wa- 
tershed analysis, claimed 
as a model for watershed 
restoration, is in fact a 
highly controversial fail- 
ure, which many believe 
was merely justification for 
logging a fairly intact wa- 
tershed. A draft watershed 
restoration guidance docu- 
ment (a companion to the 
FEMAT report) is now out 
for comment and will be 
published by 11/15/93. It 
should be obtained by any- 
one with an interest in wa- 
tersheds. 

The historical patten of 
forest planning clearly 
shows that successive administrations at- 
tempt to establish a predetermined level of 
logging on public land, and then apply 
endangered species protection to whatever 
habitat remains; rather than adhere to clear 
legal mandates by setting aside land for the 
survival of species and then scheduling any 
logging on what land is left. This practice is 
continued in the Clinton forest plan. This 
administration, and the scientific and envi- 
ronmental communities, must face the fact 
that billions of board feet more of timber 
cannot be cut in the Pacific Northwest Na- 
tional Forests unless a number of environ- 
mental laws are repealed. 

Despite 1800 pages we still have no an- 
swer to the basic question that should have 
been asked: what is the maximum amount 
of species protection that is yet possible on 
federal lands? The conclusion the data sug- 
gests is not even mentioned in the report: 
except thinning for restoration and fire pre- 
vention, further logging of National Forests 
in the Pacific Northwest should probably be 
ended; restrictions on private land logging 
imposed; and timber sales sold but not yet 
cut, repurchased. 


As a practical matter, this report may be 
consigned to the dumpster by a current 
timber industry lawsuit over alleged illegal 
administrative procedures used in prepar- 
ing it. The briefs and affidavits filed in that 
suit allege widespread illegal administrative 
procedures by the DSEIS and FEMAT teams. 
Lawyers familiar with the case say the tim- 
ber industry case is strong. 

The fast track this DSEIS is on guarantees 
that the public comment period is a sham. 
It is j ust one of the plan's many ironies that 
the interagency DSEIS team feels compelled 
to bend and break NEPA rules to get the 
document to Judge Dwyer; 
yet the reason they must go 
before the Judge is because 
the agencies were found 
guilty of a consistent pat- 
tern of NEPA and NFMA 
violations. 

No credible peer review 
of the document was done. 
FEMAT's authors selected 
the peer reviewers, gave 
them little or no time to 
comment, and won't re- 
lease their comments. This 
is not a new phenomenon. 
The Forest Service and BLM 
have historically refused to 
subject the models, meth- 
odology and conclusion of 
their scientific studies to bona fide peer 
review. It is unlikely that the scientific com- 
munity will ever formally object to this 
since logging funds much of the "research 
and science." 


But while the many process violations of 
this report are disturbing, it is the substance 
that is truly apalling. One thing that jumps 
out of the report are the hundreds of viabil- 
ity ratings that show Option 1 protects 
every species better than Option 9, but 
when the writers rank all the options, mi- 
raculously, Option 9 does better than Op- 
tion 1 in terms of the entire ecosystem. How 
can this be? Is Option 9 a neutron bomb that 
destroys species without harming the eco- 
system? 

The key to understanding this plan is to 
tease out the drivers that implicitly or ex- 
plicitly treat Option 9's high logging levels 
as a plus for the ecosystem, and Option l's 
inviolate reserves as bad for the ecosystem. 
(Option 1 has the lowest timber volume and 
the largest reserves. It is similar to option 
14c in the Gang of Four report, but with 
better stream buffers.) 

One alleged plus for Option 9 was to posit 
that the forest is so damaged silvicultural 
restoration is necessary to restore its func- 
tion. Since the biggest reserves were in Op- 
tion 1, and assumed to be closed to "resto- 
ration, " this meant that even thinning plan- 
tations to protect against fire was not pos- 
sible in Optionl. On the other hand, Op- 
tion 9 allows "restoration" activities in re- 
serves. 

Another plus, available only in Option 9, 
is Adaptive Management Areas (AMA's). 
Now, although AMA's might strike activists 
as merely turning the forests over to the 
same locals who caused the problems in the 
first place, the scientists who did the ratings 
assumed they could somehow trade reduced

protection on federal lands in AMA's for 
increased protections on adjacent private 
lands. 

Clearly AMA's represent the triumph of 
hope over experience. The Applegate project, 
which served as a model for this idea, is still 
in its honeymoon stage, and hasn't proved 
anything except that injunctions make the 
industry sit down and talk. A better model 
would have been any of the unsuccessful 
experiments like the Illinois River Basin or 
Shasta Costa Roadless Area, or any of the 
several other community planning efforts 
that have come to impasse and failure. 

A claimed plus for Option 9 is the assump- 
tion that long term ecosystem health is 
contingent on forest ecologists' logging ex- 
periments. In numerous places in the plan 
they admit they have very little knowledge 
about old growth ecosystems and it will be 
a long time before they acquire it. How 
many trees will be left standing by the time 
they acquire this knowledge? Viability rat- 
ings should not be fluffed up by assuming 
funding not yet allocated, studies not yet 
designed, and oversight by agencies not yet 
reformed. 

The proper, logical, and legal action would 
have been to create a new alternative, which 
should have shown how various species 
would fare if all logging of National Forest 
was stopped, except to convert plantations 
and fire suppressed stands back to their 
natural, uneven-aged condition. 

Another alternative should have displayed 
the effects of no logging at all in National 
Forests. This would have been a better way 
to satisfy the NEPA requirement that a "no 
action" alternative be considered. As it is, 
the "no action" alternative assumes imple- 
menting existing Forest Plans. 

A Final Note 

The political process must reflect balance, 
as must a person or an ecosystem, but that 
does not mean that every part of the system 
must itself be in balance or take a balanced 
position. It is the system that must have 
balance. For example, if you wish to balance 
a teeter-totter and a big fat person is sitting 
at one end, you will not create balance if you 
sit in the middle. You must sit far out at the 
other end. Powerful forces want it all, and 
are getting it: we must position ourselves so 
the overall political process remains in bal- 
ance. 


Hey! What About the Eastside ? 


One of the largest holes in the Clinton 
forest plan is its neglect of the hammered 
forests east of the Cascade crest in Oregon 
and Washington. Though the Eastside for- 
ests have been even more badly damaged 
than the Westside, the Clinton team is 
working hard to keep timber volumes high. 

As this issue went to press, the Eastside 
Forests Scientific Society Panel released the 
Executive Summary of its upcoming report 
on the protection of eastside forests, com- 
missioned by seven members of Congress. 
The panel includes representatives of the 
American Fisheries Society, the American 
Ornithologists’ Union, the Ecological Soci- 
ety of America, the Sierra Biodiversity Insti- 
tute, The Society for Conservation Biology 
and The Wildlife Society. The report's in- 
terim recommendations, listed below, are 
firm confirmation of activist opinion that 
the Forest Sendee must be stopped. 

1. Do not log late successioml/old growth 
forests in eastern Oregon & Washington. 


2. Cut no trees older than 150 years or with a 
diameter at breastheight(DBH) of 20 inches 
or greater. 

3. Do not log or build new roads in aquatic 
diversity management areas (places with 
wild fish). 

4. Do not construct new roads or log within 
current(l) roadless regions larger than 1 000 
acres or (2) roadless regions that are biologi- 
cally significant but smaller than 1000 
acres. 

5. Establish protected corridors along streams, 
rivers, lakes, and wetlands. Restrict timber 
harvest, road construction, grazing, and 
cutting offuelwood within these corridors. 

6. Prohibit logging of dominant or codomi- 
nant ponderosa pine. 

7. Prohibit timber harvest in areas prone to 
landslides or erosion unless it can be conclu- 
sively demonstrated by peer-reviewed scien- 


tific study that no associated soil degrada- 
tion or sediment input to streams will result 
from harvest. 

8. Prevent livestock grazing in riparian areas 
except under strictly defined conditions that 
protect those riparian areas from degrada- 
tion. 

9. Do not log on fragile soils until it is conclu- 
sively demonstrated by peer-reviewed scien- 
tific study that soil integrity will be protected 
and that forest regeneration after logging is 
assured. 

10. Establish a panel with the appropriate dis- 
ciplinary breadth to develop long-term man- 
agement guidelines that will protect Eastside 
forests from drought, fire, insects, and patho- 
gens. 

1 1 . Establish a second panel to produce a coor- 
dinated strategy for restoring the regional 
landscape and its component ecosystems. 


Groimd-truthing a “Model Unit” in the Blue Mountains

A petition and threatened lawsuit by 
the Natural Resources Defense Council, 
challenging the Forest Service's glaring 
failure to maintain habitat for old growth 
forest species in eastside forests, have 
thrown a wrench in the eastside timber 
program. The Forest Service has re- 
sponded by cooking up some "screens" 
which it claims will protect remaining 
habitat but allow timber sales. 

The Blue Mountains Biodiversity 
Project has field-surveyed several tim- 
bersales in Eastern Oregon's Blue Moun- 
tains presented by the Forest Service as 
examples of its new “screening" process 
in action, including the Genesis timber 
sale. Malheur National Forest Supervi- 
sor Mark Boche described Genesis as "a 
model unit exemplifying the more eco- 
system-aware type of management to 
be expected in future planned cuts." 

Upon field checking the units, we did 
not find clearcuts. We did find: 


• Most of the area high-grade logged. 

• Most of the large trees, old-growth 
and mature, were cut; 

• Those large trees that were left were 

usually isolated, and as such subject 
to blowdown, sun exposure (for firs), 
and soil erosion. 

• Soils and ground vegetation were 
heavily disturbed by machinery; 

• Compaction and deep ruts destroyed 
much of the forest floor and the 
soil's fungus community, upon 
which a healthy forest depends; 

• Spindly thickets, some defoliated, are 
the main "forest" cover left, with a 
few isolated snags and mature trees 
— no real old growth. 

• Canopy closure was virtually non- 
existent, definitely below the 50- 
60% needed for canopy-dependent 
species (woodpeckers) which for- 
merly used the area. 

• Despite the Forest Service's claim that 
the Genesis sale would remove firs 


"encroaching" on a Ponderosa Pine 
area due to a century of fire-suppres- 
sion (a real problem), the sale actu- 
ally destroyed a natural mixed coni- 
fer grove. Fir stumps showed fire 
scars and an average age of 165 
years — well before white encroach- 
ment. Some were much older. 

• Springs and the headwaters of creeks 
were logged as well, seriously dam- 
aging the riparian areas. 

Projects like the Genesis sale — and 
presumably much worse, if that's their 
"model" — are imminent on all four of 
the Blue Mountains' National Forests 
(Umatilla, Malheur, Wallowa- Whitman, 
and Ochoco), destroying some of the 
last roadless areas and other areas of 
contiguous old-growth. 

If Genesis is what we can expect from 
"the more ecosystem-aware type of man- 
agement to be expected" of the Forest 
DisService, then it is well past time to 
take responsibility for the forests away 
from this agency. 
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ARSON FIRE REWARDED

One of the worst aspects of the Clinton Forest 
Plan is its plan to allow "salvage" logging after fires 
in old-growth forest reserves. Cascadia EF! of 
western Oregon has spent the last year resisting the 
so-called Warner Creek Fire "Recovery" Project, a 
Forest Service scheme which shows clearly what the 
Clinton Plan will 

mean if it becomes law: arson fires in 
old-growth reserves will be rewarded 
with jobs and logs. Though we've 
made some headway, we expect an 
announcement soon of a decision 
to salvage log the Warner Creek 
fire area. 

The next phase of the Warner Creek 
Fire "Recovery" Project is set for the 
Autumnal Equinox when the 
Willamette National Forest releases its 
decision in the Final Environmental 
Impact Statement (FEIS). The fire 
October 1991 burned a portion of a 
Northern Spotted Owl Habitat Conser- 
vation Area (HCA) near Oakridge, 

Oregon known as the Compatch 
Roadless Area. In the Draft EIS released last October, 
the Willamette Forest Supervisor, Darrel "Dare All" 
Kenops, proposed salvage logging in the Warner 
Bum, claiming that the stands of "dead and dying" 
trees were no longer "currently suitable" owl 
habitat, and increased the risk of cata- 
strophic fire hazard to adjacent owl habitat. 

The agency's preferred alternative "F" 
released in the DEIS would have extracted 
40 million board feet of trees across 1200 
acres of this Roadless Area/HCA through 
"New Forestry" style clearcuts (e.g. leave 
four clumped snags per acre). 

This proposal, dubbed the "Firebug" 
proposal, shocked and angered environ- 
mentalists because it not only breached the 
concept of an HCA as a reserve where no 
commercial logging should or could take 
place, but it also set a dangerous precedent 
for rewarding arson fires in HCAs with 
firefighting jobs and salvage timber sales. 

After attempting to cover up the crime, 

Supervisor Kenops was forced to admit that 
it was, in fact, determined that an arsonist 
had started the Warner Creek Fire, and that 
he had known this long before he ordered 
false statements about the fire's origin to be 
published in the DEIS. The public's outrage 
at this crime was compounded by anger at 
the Supervisor's attempted cover-up and 
his shameless complicity with Bush, Bob 
Packwood, and Big Timber in sham salvage 
logging scams. Kenops was eventually 
forced, under intense public pressure, to 
grant two extensions of the comment 
period — and the public sent him a stunning 
2400 comment letters! 

The Supervisor's preferred alternative was 
so blatantly destructive of owl habitat — and 
the agency's credibility — that the Forest 
Service's own internal oversight commit- 
tees quietly rejected the plan. It has taken 
the agency 11 months to process the 
hundreds of critical comments received 
from the public and come up with a new 
proposal for "recovering the resources" in 
Warner Creek. The details of the new plan have 
been shrouded in official state secrecy, but the FEIS 
will most likely contain another savage (sic) logging 
plan. Most definitely, it will reveal the proposed 
methods and rationales by which criminal corpo- 
rate timber maggots and their co-conspiring bureau- 
cratic hosts will attempt to "get the cut out" of 


Spotted Owl reserves. Using tailor-made salvage 
logging loopholes written into Clinton's proposed 
Forest Plan, a defacto Scorched Earth Policy of "light 
it, fight it, and log it" will continue to ravage the 
Pacific Northwest. The Warner Creek FEIS will offer 
the new "Ecosystems Management" propaganda for 


justifying the agency's old pogrom of liquidating 
native forests. Indeed, while the international 
community has loudly condemned the slash-and- 
bum deforestation of Amazonia's tropical 
rainforests, it has yet to oppose the mode of bum- 


and-slash deforestation of Cascadia's temperate 
rainforests. 

The Warner Creek FEIS will also establish a new 
avenue for eco-resistance. It will contain an alterna- 
tive management strategy written by Cascadia Earth 
Firstlers. Alternative EF (for Ecology of Fire, of 
course) proposes to manage the Warner Bum as a 


natural recovery research area, permanently preserv- 
ing the land from logging, reading or replanting in 
order to facilitate long-term research on Spotted 
Owls, natural succession, and fire ecology processes. 
Alternative EF has earned active aid and support 
from a wide community of non-traditional Earth 
First! collaborators including 
academic scientists, mainstream 
environmental organizations and 
even Forest Service workers who, 
against all odds, still have some sense 
of professional integrity and environ- 
mental ethics. Dubbed the "KNOW 
Action Alternative" for its goal to 
learn from the bum, Alternative EF 
will in fact represent the first official 
acknowledgment given to the natural 
role of wild fires in maintaining 
biodiversity critical to westside 
ancient forest ecology and spotted 
owl habitat. The fact that this EF! 
proposal, with its assumption that 
natural fires are vital for owl-growth 
forests, will appear in the FEIS along- 
side the agency's new preferred alternative, built on 
the opposite premise, that natural fires are detri- 
mental, represents an important coup for paper 
monkeywrenchers. 

We don't yet know whether Supervisor Kenops 
will submit a Record of Decision along 
with the FEIS, or if he will try to ram a 
ROD through by exempting it from 
appeals, (which has been the norm in 
previous fire salvage logging scams). Big 
Timber and its pimps in the agency and 
Congress have lost all patience and will be 
pulling all stops to begin logging soon — as 
early as this Fall, if possible. The scenarios 
will likely entail helicopter assault teams 
and Federal closures in this rugged 
Roadless Area. If Clinton's proposed Forest 
Plan and its wide-open salvage logging 
loopholes become law, nothing short of 
direct action will be able to stop this 
ongoing crime against Nature. Once again, 
it will be up to Earth Firstlers to stand 
against all compromisers, collaborators 
and capitulators with State-sponsored 
eco-terrorists. 

WHAT CAN YOU DO? 

After two years of fighting this proposed 
project, the day of reckoning is upon us. 
Should the Supervisor have a miraculous 
eleventh-hour conversion of integrity in 
forest stewardship and decide not to 
salvage log Warner Creek, then we can all 
head for Idaho. More likely, though, 
Kenops has chosen to salvage the shit out 
of this area. The precedent for gaining 
timber access in reserves is not going to 
be set by the Clinton Administration, 
but by the Warner Creek Recovery 
Project. We will not allow salvage logging 
to happen. This is our call to action, and 
we will show Mr. Kenops exactly what 
putting the Earth First means in Oregon! A 
Base Camp site has already been chosen, 
and may be occupied this Fall. We have an 
Action Alert List that needs your name on 
it This may be our last chance to prove to 
Bill and A1 that reserves must be off-limits, espe- 
cially to match-happy industry pyros.

August 1 7th was declared by Earth First! to be the 2nd 
annual International Wild Rockies Wilderness Day! 

The following are updates on the NREPA bill, the 
Cove/Mallard campaign, and other issues, with what 
you can do. Most important at this point is to call the 
Forest Service and express your outrage over the de- 
struction of roadless wilderness and the raid on the 
Dixie base camp. 

Legislation: The Northern Rockies Ecosystem Pro- 
tection Act (NREPA) has been introduced in Congress 
by Carolyn Maloney, a New York Democrat. It would 
protect 15 million acres of public land, create a Wild- 
land Recovery system, protect Native American reli- 
gious and treaty rights, designate 1300 miles of Wild 
and Scenic rivers, and study two areas for National Park 
status. Another 2.5 million acres would be protected as 
key corridors between Wilderness Areas. NREPA needs 
international support and more sponsors in congress. 

Cove/Mallard and many other areas which would be 
protected by NREPA are critical habitat for such amaz- 
ing and imperilled species as Gray Wolves, W olverines, 
Fisher, Grizzly and Black Bear, Lynx, Pine Marten, 
Pileated Woodpecker, Bull Trout, Chinook Salmon, 
and Goshawk. Critical links in the wilderness chain — 
again, Cove/Mallard is a great example, as well as such 
places as the Centennial Mountains, Badger/Two Medi- 
cine, Selkirk Mountains, etc. — are being converted 
into industrial forestry and mining zones. These places 
provide corridors for movement of wildlife between 
such core wilderness areas as Yellowstone, Glacier 
National Park, the Bob Marshall Wilderness, the River 
of No Return Wilderness, Selway-Bitterroot Wilder- 
ness, and Hell's Canyon. Sever the links and you have 
a series of isolated island ecosystems without free 
genetic exchange and the age-old dance of interdepen- 
dence. 

NREPA passage is critical to end wilderness demoli- 
tion in the Wild Rockies, the last stronghold of wilder- 
ness and biodiversity in the lower 48 U.S. A morato- 
rium on roadbuilding and logging on public lands is 


necessary pending passage of NREPA and an investiga- 
tion by Congress into wrongdoing by the Forest Ser- 
vice.

Cove/Mallard campaign: The Forest Service is pro- 
ceeding with the destruction of Cove/Mallard. This is 
an area which would be protected by NREPA, so the 
USFS is trashing an area slated for protection by pend- 
ing legislation. This is illegal. Cove/Mallard is the 
classic example of public wilderness areas being ruined 
due to lack of much-deserved federal wilderness desig- 
nation. 

The Earth Firstl/Ancient Forest Bus Brigade activist 
base camp was raided and ransacked by federal agents 
August 8th. The feds allege tree-spiking has occurred in 
justifying the raid. Many activists are likely to be 
subpoenaed before a new Grand Jury. Michael King, 
Supervisor of Nez Perce national Forest, calls protesters 
"terrorists." The Forest Service are the environmental 
terrorists, bringing death and destruction to formerly 


wild and peaceful places, employing armed, camou- 
flaged agents, ransacking peaceful camps, taking per- 
sonal property, enflaming local residents to the point 
of violence against protesters, and doing all this with 
U.S. taxpayers' money— terrorism and extortion!

International Actions: Hosted by the Rainforest 
Information Centre (RIC) and the Native Forest Net- 
work (NFN), Smokey Bear joined a demonstration 
outside the US embassy in Canberra, Australia, to 
protest logging, road building and the harsh suppres- 
sion of peaceful protesters in Cove/Mallard. Smokey 
provided an entertaining focus for the event, sup- 
ported by a "Save Cove-Mallard" Banner. 

In Sydney, NFN Southern Hemisphere Coordinator 
Tim Cadman presented a letter to the US consulate on 
Smokey's behalf. "All we are asking for is a moratorium 
on roadbuilding and logging on public lands pending 
passage of NREPA, and an investigation by Congress 
into alleged misconduct by the U.S. Forest Service", 
said RIC spokesperson Brent Hoare. 

Demonstrations in support of the Cove/Mallard 
campaign also occurred across the US and at other 
locations around the world, including a demo at the US 
embassy in Estonia.

Old Farts Blockade tlie Noble Road 


Tuesday, August 17th, Wild Rockies Wilderness 
Day, dawned cold and damp, just like every other 
summer day this year near the Cove/Mallard timber 
disaster. At 6:00 A.M. base camp split into two groups, 
with forty or so heading for the (Ig)Noble Road to do 
a legal demo just outside the closed area, and about 
twenty off on a backwoods trek 
to do a "diversion." The demo 
went along swimmingly for 
about two hours as three bored 
Freddie cops watched us mill 
about and sing and shout. When 
does a direct action campaign 
reach epic and legendary status? 

Why, when it h< its very own 
songs, that's when 
Then the diversionists arrived 
from an unexpected direction, 
up the (Ig)Noble Road from the 
forest. "Boo! Hey Freddie! 

Whoop!!" they booed and 
whooped, and the now-awake 
cops turned away from the demo 
and charged, albeit slowly and 
with caution (they're still being 
taught that demonstrators are 
terrorists). At that point, 

O.F.A.G., the Old Farts Affinity Group, linked arms 
and strolled into the closure and down the road. 
Surprised, the gendarmes turned and attacked, one 
managing to do a tremendous face-first pratfall. The 
Old Farts, seeing that they were about to be maced, sat 
down and covered up. Linking arms, legs, and other 
appendages (?) they proclaimed that they were taking 
back the road. Puzzled, the cops just stood there for a 
while, then handcuffed them the way they were, 
wrists to wrists, ankles to ankles, wrists to ankles, 
whatever they could find to shackle. For an exultant 
minute or two, this seemed to please O.F.A.G. mem- 


bers; their position was now somehow enhanced, as 
in; "Hah; they've played right into our hands.. ..let's 
see them arrest us now!" Reality soon set in. They were, 
in fact, locked into a permanent game of "Twister," 
with no way out. If someone wanted to scratch his or 
her nose (and it always starts to itch the second you get 


cuffed, doesn't it?), five other bodies had to move, 
sometimes painfully, in the general direction of the 
offending nose. 'Twas a good thing nobody had to pee; 
not yet, anyway. 

For the next five hours, the diversionists became 
road-runners. Fifty yards down the road they erected 
barricades and lit bonfires. Taunting the Freddies 
unmercifully, they retreated and advanced as the 
forces of law 'n' order advanced and retreated. It 
looked like a mating dance. O.F.A.G. attempted to join 
forces with them by squirming their way, using but- 


tock-power, toward the party. In half an hour, they 
actually had covered almost two feet of road; then they 
bumped into the knees of Freddie reinforcements. 

Said reinforcements continued to arrive all after- 
noon until over a dozen vehicles from every jurisdic- 
tion imaginable were represented. Mostly, of course, 
they just milled around and took videos while the 
demonstrators did the same. Camcorder wars! Then 
young Chelsea thought it would be a good idea to lock 
herself to the undercarriage of a cop car. The cop took 
umbrage and a great deal of pulling, pushing, macing, 
and shouting went on. The law won, and she was 
tossed into the back of a pickup truck like a sack of 
Idaho potatoes. Eventually she was dragged off to the 
juvenile gulag where she spent a number of highly 
enjoyable days. 

By late afternoon, the cops decided they'd never get 
home in time for dinner unless they actually did 
something, so they began the arrest process. Lots of the 
eighteen arrestees went limp and refused to cooperate, 
including most of O.F.A.G. (except Ramon, who is 
more polite to cops than he is to hippies). 

The cops then added the nineteenth "criminal" of 
tne day to tneir catch. Scout Walkingflower was just 
standing on the public highway, but they decided that 
they recognized him from earlier in the day. Or the 
month. Or maybe the summer. 

All were then driven to Grangeville, two and a half 
hours away, in shackles (buses, actually) and thence to 
jail in Boise. The usual abuse was heaped upon them 
for the next forty-eight hours; dreadlocked men were 
given chemical shampoos; the women were tested for 
HIV; vegetarians got to eat bologna; vegans got to eat 
mayonnaise; Ramon couldn't get any gin. It was truly 
terrible! 

The trial is Monday, September 27th at Federal Court 
in Moscow, Idaho. It should be the usual circus, so get 
your tickets now.

recognizance after a night in jail. The 
support team of three women, how- 
ever, was taken to the county seat, 
Grangeville, and held for three totally 
unwarranted days and nights. They were, 
and are, furious. 

At this point, the Feds decided to 
make it "legal." They obtained search 
warrants which were signed by the judge 
partly based on allegations in an affida- 
vit that they had placed an informant 
inside the camp, and that he/she had 
information about tree-spiking. They 
raided at dawn, herding people around 
like sheep at shotgun -point. Everything 
was ransacked: tents, sleeping bags, back- 
packs. So were the trailer, the teepees, 
and yes. . . YOUR ANCIENT FOREST BUS! 
In what was nothing more than a fish- 
ing expedition, they confiscated diaries, 
articles, film, gas receipts. They stole 
personal letters, credit cards (hippies got 
ere lit cards?), photo IDs, and cash (hip- 
pies got cash???). 

then they called in the media and 
accused us of spiking trees. 

Atthis juncture, ABC-TV out of Wash- 
ington, DC, decided to pay us a visit. 
They asked about tree-spiking; we talked 
about keeping Cove/Mallard roadless. 
They asked about tree-spiking; we talked 
about the largest wilderness in the lower 
48. They asked again. Frustrated, we 
answered. Hell no, we didn't do it; 
wouldn't it be plain stupidity to spike 
trees just a few miles from camp where 
our presence is known? And where we 
live completely unarmed? 

That's a wrap. Once again, tree-spik- 
ing makes the national news, and the 
real issue of Cove/Mallard ends up just 
another face on the cutting-room floor. 

Speaking of cutting, Idaho activist 
Steve Paulson chose this opportunity to 
get the shit beat out of him just so he 
could arrive at camp, blood streaming 
down his face, as the ABC camera crew 
was leaving. Somewhere in all this mess, 


a reporter for the Washington Post 
showed up. They plan to publish a 
"Style" piece about us. (Style? We got 
style?) 

Then Paulson identified his assailant 
and pressed charges. 

Almost fifty people have been arrested, 
most on multiple charges. We have 
spent, cumulatively, over 200 days in 
jail. And we were just sued for $300,000. 

Are we having fun yet? 

Are you getting angry yet?

be preserved, including the plaintiff.'' 

To the charge that defendants inter- 
fered with ana delay t 1 road-building: 

"DENY. The derex. .ant has not inter- 
fered with plainr if > road-building con- 
tracts and has no knowledge of the 
plaintiffs financial affairs. The defen- 


dant believes the extensive rain during 
the summer of 1993 may have caused 
delays and made plaintiff's performance 
of its contract more expensive and bur- 
densome. She denies she is responsible 
for the rain." 

He also asked for sanctions against the 
plaintiff's attorney in the amount of 
$ 10,000, citing his "failure to determine 
whether the claim against her is well- 
grounded in fact, and for filing the suit 
for an improper purpose, either to ha- 
rass the defendant or to discourage her 
from exercising her right to peaceably 
assemble and to speak out against the 
destruction of the largest roadless area 
in the lower forty-eight states." 

So there. 

Meanwhile, legal hassles in other are- 
nas continue unabated. The Feds are 
seeking jail time for several hardened 
criminals who have been accused of 
(gasp) sitting in the middle of a logging 
road. The State of Idaho is going after 
seven who blocked the same road and 
asking for somewhat extreme remedies. . . 
like, would you believe up to fourteen 
years for "Conspiracy to Commit Grand 
Theft?" 

Since all of these happenings involve 
one or more members of your Ancient 
Forest Bus Brigade, as well as the Brigade 
itself as an "organization", we have de- 
cided to take them seriously, or at least 
semi-seriously, and have narrowed our 
plan of action to a few well-thought-out 
options, to wit: 

A) Hire real lawyers and counter-sue 
the road company. 

B) Hire real lawyers and sue the State 
of Idaho. 

C) Hire real lawyers and sue tire US 
Government. 

D) Hire real lawyers ar:u cook them : ~ 
dinner. 

E) Change our name to the Ancient 
Forest Busted Bngade and emigrate to 
Belize. There's a place there called 
"Ramon's Reef"... you can iook it up. 

As always, stay tuned. 


Feds Raid Base Camp

Because of the importance of Cove/Mallard, activists 
have gathered in Dixie, Idaho, employing direct ac- 
tion and civil disobedience in a long-term struggle to 
stop its destruction. Because of this no compromise 
attitude the US Forest (Dis)Service obtained a warrant 
of search and seizure for the land. I was there and this 
is how it went down from my point 'o' view... 

At approximately 5:30 a.m. on August 8, 1993, I 
awoke to a booming male voice shouting "Federal 
agents with a warrant! Everybody out! Now!" I bolted 
upright. As I reached for my pants a federal agent 
outside my tent yelled for me to get out. Politely I 
responded, "Yes sir," and inquired, "What time is it?" 
He didn't answer. He reminded me to get my coat as 
it was a cool northwest morning. He "allowed ' me to 
grab my water bottle upon request. 

As I emerged from my tent the armed agent herded 
me towards my friends, who had been corralled in a 
grassy open area. We stood together as 8 agents armed 
with shotguns surrounded us. Various others, also 
armed with shotguns, continued to force friends of 
mine to the waiting stockade. Eventually, the com- 
manding officer told us there had been a total of 30 
agents involved. As we were plucked from various 
campsites, tensions rose. Boundaries were set where 
we could and could not step. We circulated the war- 
rant among us. 


A US magistrate judge had given Forest Service agent 
Michael Merkley the "legal" authorization to search 
various temporary camps, vehicles, outbuildings, lo- 
cated on the Robert Amon property (base camp). 
Because of their guns we were obliged to recognize 
them as an unstoppable force. Exhibit B was the list of 
property to be seized and included nails, hammers, 
digging tools, axes and hatchets, spray paint, metal 
cutting tools, tree climbing equipment, saws, photos, 
negatives, undeveloped film, video tapes, computer 
discs, records, diaries, documents, receipts, canceled 
checks, vehicle registrations and titles 

The warrant specified activities prohibited while the 
search was conducted, including threatening, resist- 
ing, intimidating, interfering, falsification or 
fraudulence. 

We had initially been split into two groups, one on 
either side of the property. After approximately 30 
minutes the other group was marched to our grassy 
spot. While the agents searched tents and campsites at 
the other end of the land, we talked to our guards. 
Recognizing Ron, an agent who had kicked a 15 -year- 
old dog here a week prior, we asked him, "Have you 
kicked any dogs lately?" He turned his back toward us. 

As the morning wore on we kept our spirits up by 
singing environmental songs and telling jokes. We 
noticed the way one agent was leaning on the butt of 
his shotgun while the muzzle was digging into the dirt. 
A 9-year-old camp resident informed the agents, "The 
only reason you carry such big guns is because your 


peruses and brains are so small." We couldn't disagree. 

About an hour and a half into this we were ? .owed 
to make coffee and hot water for tea. But o lly one 
person could go into the kitchen. We wer< also al- 
lowed to eat cinnamon rolls. Another 2 hours dragged 
by and we were shuffled to a larger grassv spot while 
the remaining area of the land was searched. At around 
11:30 the commanding officer allowed 3 people to 
enter the kitchen and begin food preparation. The 
tension was eased as a woman in our >,roup began to 
ask one of the agents if he was a :rue redhead and 
exactly what color his pubic hair was — reverse sexual 
harassment. I'm not saying it was pretty, only very 
funny at the time. When we asked if we might have 
wool fr^m our pile to start a fire and keep warm, the 
agents consented under the conditions that we leave 
the pile of wood out of our reach and that only one 
person at a time go near the fire. "You understand, 
officer, that this defeats the whole purpose of building 
a fire to keep us all warm?", we asked. The officer 
replied, "You understand that it's my job to keep you 
away from all potential weapons and these logs could 
become T>lunt instruments' and the fire could become 
a 'weapon'." We said, "Forget it," and eventually 
casually built a small fire anyway. 

In another 2 hours or so the FBI left, taking a great 
many of our belongings with them; in return we 
received an itemized list of what they took. Many 
articles seized definitely were not on the list or the 
warrant. Personal mail from families and friends, 
banners, wallets, money, IDs, credit cards, plane tick- 
ets, student loan information, cameras, books, pam- 
phlets, chewing gum, latex gloves, a bottle of wine,

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Fall in Idaho, Resistance Continues. . .

As I write this summer is closing down and cold 
temperatures are coming on fast in the Wild Rockies. 
Activists at the Cove/Mallard base camp are in a mad 
scramble to put together structures for the fall, and N 
for some, the winter. We have a new office in 
Moscow, Idaho and numerous activists from across 
the country have decided to make the western flank 
of the Salmon-Selway Ecosystem their permanent 
home. What just two years ago was envisioned to be 
an "action" to protest these unconscionable, intol- 
erable timber sales has developed into a full cam- 
paign and year-round occupation. Now some are 
beginning to call it not a campaign but a struggle. 

It has been a summer of full-on, quick-bum 
intensity and so much has flown past us, so much 
has zinged by at full speed it's nice now to have a bit 
of Indian Summer; a pause to relax and to contem- 
plate what a beautiful and wild thing we have done 
together. And to begin to plan for the next chapter 
in this campaign. 

The Cove/Mallard campaign has had certain for- 
midable constraints. First, it is far away from any 
city and a long, long drive even to basic services like 
telephones and electricity. The remoteness of the 
place makes it dangerous work to be an activist and 
difficult to complete the bureaucratic duties necessary 
to run a campaign. 

But the land has turned out, as even we bureaucratic 
humans should have known, to overcome all disad- 
vantages associated with its isolation. Cove/Mallard is 
a place more wild than most people have ever been. 
Cove/Mallard and the Salmon-Selway Complex is a 
big, big place and when people go there they start to 
understand its magnitude all the way down in their 
bones. For the magnitude of Cove/Mallard is a thing 
that hits you not in your head, but somewhere in your 
guts When you hike off into Cove/Mallard on a 
compass bearing and spend a few nights under the 
stars you know you are in a place that is still almost 
whole, a place that still does not bleed and shake under 
the weight of multiple Forest Service inflicted wounds. 
Y ou who have spent years under domestic strain begin 
to feel a little wild in your teeth. Then your toes, your 
hair, your kidneys, your knees get a new spring to 
them, your eyes change hue and before you know it 
Cove/Mallard has devoured you up and you find 
yourself overcome by a wild, raging desire, a fury, a 
howling anger at the inability of those lunatics at the 
Red River Ranger Station to perceive what a stupid

and address books all turned up missing. When we 
reported the loss of these items, the commanding 
officer assured us that they would not have been taken. 
Many of us traveled into town to file theft charges with 
the local police; I reported my credit card and diary 
stolen. Mike Merkley, the commanding officer, did 
return my credit card to me before 1 left. My diary 
remains in the hands of the federal agents despite the 
fact that I made my last entry one week before entering 
the state of Idaho.

thing it is they are doing to this place. 

But when you return to base camp, or arrive at a 
satellite camp, you look around you and you realize 
you are not alone. Others have that wild look, too. 
When Howie Wolke stood up early this summer and 


flat out called the defenders of Cove/Mallard "heroes," 
I didn't believe him . I thought he was sensationalizing 
things. Now I see he was not. Cove/Mallard sawmany, 
many quite, private, heroic acts and brought to the 
surface many heroes. 

This summer has seen dozens and dozens of arrests, 
a federal raid on base camp, a $300,000 SLAPP suit, a 
promised Grand Jury investigation, and increasing fits 
of aggression on the part of the freddies. In addition 
newspapers have reported incidents of serious 
monkeywrenching. The purported victims include a 
demolished dozer, spiked trees, a rorched rock crusher 
and miscellaneous wounded, mangled and mutilated 
lightequipment. Rumors abound that, in Crazy Horse- 
inspired ambushes, freddie vehicles have been de- 
stroyed in broad daylight, sometimes with, sometimes 
without their wide-eyed drivers barricaded inside. We 
may not be the only ones in the woods defending this 
treasured ecosystem. 

The campaign has carefully and pointedly disavowed 
monkeywrenching, choosing instead to focus our 
attentions on the freddies who, after all, are the 
masterminds behind this project. Nevertheless, 
monkeywrenching occurred, and the media response 
was as sensational as ever. Yawn. A longtime local 


$100,000 due to our actions and are seeking retribu- 
tion. Don't hold your breath waiting for that cash, 
Highland. Even if an unjust system tells us we must 
pay you, we won't! So go ahead and harass us. Confis- 
cate our digging tools and building tools, then criticize 
us because our latrine is not up to regulation. Employ 
your tactics to undermine the nonviolent direct ac- 
tions of environmental activists from around the 
nation. You're only fueling our dedication to stopping 
your destruction. 

The legal system is set up to shut up activists and the 
Forest (Dis)Service is working hard to shut down 
environmental activism. We're making them nervous 
and they're desperately trying to scare activists away 
from the campaign. In turn, environmental activists 
are working hard to shut down the Forest (Dis)Service 
and save our public lands and ecosystems from abuse 
and destruction. People are continuing to put them- 
selves at risk of arrest; they are continuing the strate- 
gies of civil disobedience and direct action. What are 
our alternatives? There are none. Giving up is no 
alternative. Allowing Uncle "Scam" to continue in the 
tradition of ecological genocide is no longer a viable 
option. Remaining inactive, passive or apathetic while 
our government sells our national forests and destroys 
our hope for a natural world worth existing in is just 
plain dumb. 

So come to Idaho. Make yourself feeeeel better about 
living in a consumer nation. Stand up and be counted 
against ecocide. Speak out for the land! Let it start here 
with the largest wild place left in the contiguous US. 
Yeeha, kiss my ass I'm going to Dixie!!! 


activist was subsequently assaulted by a group of 
loggers who bravely surrounded him and left him with 
a broken rib and a severe beating.

Cove/Mallard 
Action in Vermont 

On August 23, Earth Firstiers and Native Forest 
Network (NFN) activists converged on the Green Moun- 
tain National Forest (GMNF) Supervisor's Office in 
Rutland, VT, where they hung a 25-foot banner read- 
ing "Destroy the Forest Service" and took over the 
lobby, disrupting business as usual. The forest defend- 
ers were showing solidarity with activists in Idaho 
trying to protect the Cove/Maiiard roadless area. 

When activists attempted to lo< Ige complaints about 
Forest Service conduct in Idaho Mary Jeanne Packer, 
GMNF Planner refused them, stating that they would 
have to go to Idaho. EF!er Ellis Dean quickly produced 
a USFS brochure that stated that GMNF would answe' 
any questions ab rut USFS policy. Packer later said, 
"Franklv, I don't know anything about what's going 
on out tnere " EF! and the NFN do. 

St ven Rutland police officers arrived on trie scene 
and Onn Langelle was arrested for "Refusing to Leave 
a Restricted Area" after firing the Forest Service em- 
ployees for their complicity in the decimation of the 
nation's public forests. Langelle refused to leave unless 
he was allowed to call USFS Chief F. Dale Robertson 
about the situation in Idaho. The call was not allowed 
and Langelle was earned out by the cops. 

Activists were also expressing their outrage over the 
increase in the number of timber sales in the GMNF. 
These increases may be dueto increased demand from 
Japan and China with many areas of the Pacific 
Northwest currently off-limits to protect the Spotted 
Owl. This has greatly increased the pressure on north- 
eastern forests.

Accursed Grizzly Zoo Opens

K "It Can Move 50 Yards in Three Seconds. But It Can't Meet the 
® Demands of the Human Race." So reads the ad being run by developer 

■ 1 Lewis Robinson for the so-called "Grizzly Discovery Center" in West 
H Yellowstone, Montana. The controversial bear zoo and tourist trap 
H opened to the public on August 27 with three bears on display in 

$ "natural" enclosures. 

m The "Grizzly Discovery Center" is allegedly designed to educate 
tourists about Grizzlies and Black Bears so they will know how to 
I behave in the bears' habitat. But is seeing bears at close range, in a 
N zoo-like setting, going to give people the right message? Probably not. 
As Bob Ekey of the Greater Yellowstone Coalition said, "It's a great 
idea, without the bears." 

■ What Robinson fails to realize, cr to admit, is that his bear zoo is 
at going to put yet more demands on the species it is allegedly designed 
h to protect. By putting captive Grizzlies in the midst of critical Grizzly 
B Bear habitat, right on the west boundary of Yellowstone National 

B Park, Robinson has created another potential "black hole" for bears. 

|| Captive bears and their food could draw wild bears, leading them into 
13 trouble in West Yellowstone, a town which has done a great job of 
K cleaning up former bear attractants. Of course, this may be just what 
§jj Robinson wants — his first choice for bears for the facility is "problem" 
gl bears from Yellowstone and Glacier! 

g The three bears now serving to lure suckers to the zoo are all cap- 
11 tive-bred from Alaskan stock. The poor critters (two are cubs) have 

R been declawed and neutered. Are these even bears any longer? They 
are on long-term loan from Charlie Robbins' bear "research" center at 
Washington State University in Pullman. Robbins is the chief bear 

I "expert" hired by Robinson for the West Yellowstone mess. What a 
cozy arrangement. 

Robinson is attempting to obtain a wild bear which has been 
getting into trouble in Denali National Park, Alaska, and a Brown Bear 
from Russia. 

Robinson must obtain permission from the US Fish and Wildlife 
g Service (USFWS) in order to legally keep Grizzlies from Yellowstone, 

§1 Glacier, or elsewhere in the lower 48. These bears are listed as a 
P Threatened species under the Endangered Species Act So far he has 

I P not received the required permit. Could this be because, as of June 15, 
jg! 1993, 97% of the comments received by the USFWS were opposed to 
the zoo? 

Robinson has gotten the required permit from the state of Montana. 
Montana Dept, of Fish, Wildlife and Parks (MDFWP) made some lame 
attempts in the Decision Notice to respond to public concerns over 
the Grizzly zoo. Here's a sickening sample: 

Concern: The development would send an inaccurate message 
regarding Grizzly and Black Bears and therefore jeopardize Grizzly 
Bear recovery efforts. 

MDFWP Discussion: The vast majority of the visitors to 
Yellowstone never see a Grizzly Bear. Therefore, seeing one in captiv- 
ity along with an educational message coordinated with the agencies 
could be a strong inducement to the visitor for following food storage 
and camping restrictions in occupied Grizzly Bear habitat. 

Our reply: Perhaps. But who is going to tell these people that the 
£ bear is the essence of wilderness? That a bear in a pen is not a bear at 
g all? That gawking at captive Grizzlies is twisted voyeurism? That one 
K should never be that close to a bear and feel perfectly safe? That bears 
H are being called nuisances and put in zoos when it is the humans who 
K are the nuisance? That the bear is up against the ropes, its habitat 


being trampled by hordes of tourists, by hideous subdivisions, by 
logging roads and goons on ORVs, by massive mines, by hotels, 
Winnebagos and golf courses? 

Any agency-sanctioned message spewed by Robinson's hacks to 
the public is going to be watered-down milquetoast. It will cer- 
tainly not challenge the way the feds and the state are treating the 
bear, especially when the Grizzly zoo is hoping to get most of its 
bears through the state and the federal government's declarations 
of "nuisance” animals. Robinson will offer lah-de-dah drivel about 
the need to "manage" bears for their own good, and crow about 
how the bears in the pens would otherwise be dead. They might as 
well be. 


It is not too late. 

We can still keep Robinson from obtaining Grizzlies from the 
lower 48. USFWS hasn't given him any permits so no wild bears 
have been grabbed yet

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"It's pretty well cooked," said the despondent District Ranger. 
Seems his brand spanking new, million-dollar Coyote Ranger Station 
on the Carson National Forest spontaneously combusted just days 
before it was to open. Lucky he wasn't shot — this is the same area 
where radical Chicanos, chanting, "Tierra O Muertfe," killed a cop 
and Freddie while trying to reclaim the Carson National Forest as a 
Spanish Land Grant.

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Sierra Club Rebellion

When I was a young boy in the Sierra Club, 

I prayed to the Freddies and the good lord above. 

I asked them for wilderness and some old-growth trees, 

I quoted the facts and I always said please. 

Maybe that just isn't enough in these days of 
forest trashing and mass extinction. The Sierra 
Club's idea of good wilderness proposals seems to 
depend on what keeps them in good with the 
politicians who write them. And I've never heard of 
a politician answering to the big money that elected 
it, so everything's cool, right? 

Apparently some Sierra Club members think 
otherwise. In the Wild Rockies, there is a movement 
within the Headwaters group of the Club to support 
the Northern Rockies Ecosystem Protection Act and 
the Alliance for the Wild Rockies. Makes sense, since 
NREPA is an excellent, comprehensive wilderness 
proposal. But their actions have put them at odds 
with the Montana office of the Sierra Club (not to 
mention the national organization), who seem to 
have their noses buried in Pat Williams' (D-MT) ass. 
The Montana office is supporting Williams' atro- 
cious, business-as-usual "wilderness" proposal. They 
see the Headwaters group as quite a threat, and are 
threatening to disband the group if they do not fall 
into line with official Club policy. 

Various local groups around the country are 
joining the Headwaters group in supporting NREPA 
and criticizing Williams' bill. This has led to quite 
the exchange of nasty e-mail. James Conner, the 
head of the Montana office, has become downright 
territorial, telling California Club members to keep 
"hands off Montana." "Making judgments on 
acreage [of wilderness] is risky," he intones. "Only 
those with local knowledge can make informed 
judgments." Sound familiar? "Clearcutting is a local 
issue. Now hand me my chainsaw." Hack, hack. 


Meanwhile, in the midwest, the Downstate Illinois 
chapter is circulating a petition to change Club 
policy on forest issues. Their proposal is downright 
visionary: it calls for an immediate end to all logging 
in roadless areas and ancient forests, and a gradual 
phase-out of logging on all public lands. The chapter 
(and others) had been frozen out of the normal 
process for such changes by a wilderness committee 
protecting its own power. The committee does not 
want the general membership of the Club to decide 
on such things because the issue is "too compli- 
cated." One of the co-chairs of the National Forest 
subcommittee believes that stopping logging on 
public lands would not be moral (?), and the other 
feels that it would harm biodiversity. Go figure. 

As is usually the case, the grassroots are way ahead 
of the national organization. Maybe if the national 
leadership would listen to the grassroots there would 
be more real wilderness proposals written. But the 
Sierra Club, like so many mainstream groups, is 
more interested in protecting its imagined power 
and bringing in members and money, so it will 
never do anything risky or forward-thinking. In this 
case, the national leadership, in the person of 
Executive Director Carl Pope, feels the petition will 
"discourage many members. ..We will lose supporters 
and financial strength..." Why, our members would 
never stand for being allowed to decide for them- 
selves on such an important issue. 

Maybe it is for the best if they kick out all of the 
dissident members. It seems the Headwaters group 
would be more comfortable giving their support to 
AWR anyway, or maybe even Earth First!

Wilderness Held Hostage 



The Sheep Mountain Alliance is alerting environ- 
mentalists about a wilderness land-swap between 
the US Forest Service and a sleazy western Colorado 
developer. Tom Chapman, of West Elk Develop- 
ment Corporation, is demanding that the Forest 
Service trade his 240-acre parcel in the West Elk 
Wilderness Area for a more valuable National Forest 
parcel near Telluride, Colorado. The Forest Service is 
giving the Telluride parcel a value of $6,000 per acre 
despite recent sales and appraisals of adjacent 
properties ranging from $20,000 to $45,000 per acre. 

Chapman purchased his inholding in 1992 and 
wasted no time constructing a luxury home on it. 
Access is currently limited to foot and helicopter but 
Chapman has threatened to sue the Forest Service 
for road access. Chapman isn't new to the public 
land-swap game; in 1984 he forced the National 
Park Service to buy land above its appraised value to 
prevent development within Black Canyon National 
Monument, and later got a private citizen's alliance 
to pay him over $400,000 to preserve traditional 
river access near Delta, Co. 

Developer Chapman is holding the West Elks 
Wilderness hostage, and the ransom he demands is 
public land where the development potential is 
enormous. Although land trades are sometimes 
good for preserving intact wilderness, the Forest 
Service can not afford to squander National Forest

acreage and the taxpayers' money. Sheep Mountain 
Alliance, a citizens group in Telluride, CO, has been 
fighting private development on public lands and is 
calling for reform of wilderness inholding laws and 
land trade practices. They welcome your involve- 
ment and suggestions, and urge you to express your 
outrage at the spinelessness of the Freddies. For

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Rainbows Demonstrate (!) 
to Protest Proposed 
USFS Rules 

Between July 8 and August 4, 1993, 200-300 
activists from the Rainbow Family, that's right, 
Rainbow activists, streamed through Washington, 
D.C. to protest proposed regulation which severely 
restricts freedom of assembly and speech within 
National Forests. On the final day, 16 Rainbows 
even got popped, as a large crowd presented a 
petition (signed by 22,000 people) opposing the 
regulations to the Freddies at their DC headquarters. 
All were charged with "unlawful entry," were ORed 
and face trial September 15. 

USFS propose regulations which would require 
groups of 25 or more to get a permit before gather- 
ing in a National Forest. The proposal would also 
require a permit to distribute literature or educate 
people within a National Forest. 

This isn't just about hippie gatherings. The pro- 
posed regulations are a direct attack on Earth First!. 
They would require permits for virtually all gather- 
ings and demonstrations within National Forests. A 
permit can be denied, and the gathering declared 
illegal if Freddy believes the gathering would "delay, 
halt, or prevent administrative use... or other 
scheduled or existing uses or activities..." This 
includes "blocking, restricting, or otherwise interfer- 
ing with the use of a road, trail, or gate." Disturbing 
timber, mining or livestock industry right-of-ways is 
specified as grounds for permit denial. Distributing 
printed material or educating the public while doing 
so would also require a permit. This includes hang- 
ing a banner, holding up a sign, handing out 
pamphlets, distributing a petition, talking to loggers 
and campers, etc. 

Violators of the new regulations could be fined up 
to $500 and imprisoned for up to six months. When 
put into the context of the recent creation of laws 
specifically aimed at tree-spiking, hunt sabbing, and 
animal liberation, this proposal represents a con- 
tinuing and very serious attempt to outlaw Earth 
First! and all direct environmental activism on our 
public lands. 

The comment' period on the proposed rule ended 
August 4, 1993. Send your comments in anyway. It 
will be at least two months before a final rule is 
issued. The Rainbows have successfully sued the 
Forest Service over permit requirements in the past 
and are planning to challenge these as well. 
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was arrested September 9 by RCMP officers as he 
entered Oak Bay high school. 

I "Over 600 people face imprisonment for 
protesting the government decision and now 
a student is in jail for attending his classes," 
said Tzeporah Dorman, spokesperson for the 
Friends of Clayoquot Sound. "This is not de- 
mocracy. This is not justice." 

The court has refused to assign trial dates to 
the hundreds of protestors arrested. Many of 
these people have commitments which pre- 
clude the extensive time required for 
"mass trial." Many of the accused are unable to 
afford lawyers and have been forced to repre- 
sent themselves. 

"The Crown Counsel is representing the 
public and is prosecuting public citizens for 
defending public land against a logging com- 
pany in which the public is the largest share- 
holder. This situation is an international dis- 
grace and must be dealt with immediately," 
said Karen Mahon, Greenpeace spokesperson. 
While the jailed protestors awaited the court 
decision, protestors outside the Victoria legis- 
lative buildings carried placards that asked: 
"Who are the real criminals?" 

Arrests now total over 500 people. Julie 
Draper, from the Friends of Clayoquot Sound, 
said they are expecting anywhere from 200- 
500 more people and the "actions are not 
going to fizzle out."

In 1985 Native American author David Seal wrote a 
couple of essays for the Earth First! Journal proposing 
an alliance between traditional Native Americans and 
Earth Firstlers. One of the articles was written from Big 
Mountain, where the government and goons from 
Peabody Coal were attempting to force relocation on 
the traditional Dineh. The resulting strength that 
David Seal predicted from this alliance is beginning to 
be realized in campaigns across the US and Canada. 

Unfortunately for the Ticc-yaa'toh Dineh (tradi- 
tional Navajo of Big Mountain) the relentless harass- 
ment of government agents continues to this day. A 
small group, mostly elders, still resist against the odds. 
The following is a report from the frontlines, their 
home. 


teachings of my parents, and my great-gr eat-grandpar- 
ents; the things that they taught me in the traditional 
ways. These I go by, these I live by. 

From the first time my eyes opened, in the place, I 
was taught and told that when my time came to start 
having my children, it was my responsibility to teach 
them of the old ways. I'm resisting here for my 
children, for my grandchildren, so they can carry on 
this kind of living in their future life. 

This is the place of our sacred herbs, that grow here 
on the land. We want to continue using them for 
healing, for giving us strength. We want always to 
have our hogans, our cornfields, our weavings. These 
have many teachings that show us a way of life. These 
things are our mind, they make us strong, they give us 
guidance. For these reasons, I resist against PL 93-531. 

We're told not to construct anything, not to rebuild 
our hogans, houses, our sheep corrals. They look 
sad — ready to fall apart. It is in these hogans we have 
our sacred ceremonies. We pray that soon we can 
rebuild them as we used to. We will not relocate. 
This is our land. We know what Relocation brings: 
the life with no future, the misery life. It is espe- 
cially hard for our elders, those whose children 
have left them and now they are living alone. 
These who will read my statement of how we are 
struggling here, I ask that you understand what I've 
said with good hearts and minds. I'd like to ask also 
that you remember us in your prayers and that you 
give of your help, in any way you can.

of 1974. Ever since then, we've been suffering day to 
day with our livestock, the four-legends, the winged 
ones. It's sad to live in this way because of what the 
government and energy corporations are doing to 
us — disturbing our Sacred Mountains, the flowers of 
Mother Earth. All the Native American Indian tribes 
are struggling to stop these same things. They wanted 
everything from us. How much more can they take? 

Or religion is our life. Our sacred ceremonies, our 
prayers, our language. These were here before the 
Europeans arrived here. This is the way the Creator 
gave us life — to live in these ways. We want the young 
ones, the newly bom, the yet unborn, to continue 
learning these ways, to follow these teachings. 

The Public Law has hurt a lot of our elders — the 
stress, frustrations, worries that come with relocation. 
I pray that the time will come when I won't see them 
cry, when there will be smiles instead of wiping away 
tears. I pray the time is near when they will be strong 
again in mind, in spirit, in body. 

I have some of my own relations that have voluntar- 
ily relocated to different areas. Some of them lost their 
new houses — they've got nothing, nowhere to go. 
Some of them went to the "New Lands" where they're 
drinking the radiation poisoned water — causing all 
kinds of problems. Now they have to buy water from 
the store. The houses they live in, they have to pay for 
utilities. A lot of them are uneducated in the modem 
way — they have a hard time paying these bills. 

When some of the elders come back to visit the land, 
they cry: "I'm living in the loneliness." They're living, 
some of them, in a house all by themselves. They tell 
us "What you're doing is right — by resisting. Reloca- 
tion isn't worth it. We don't have nothing." 

Some of the young ones had good families and jobs. 
In place of these they took the bottles into their hands. 
They're killing themselves with this disease of alcohol; 
breaking up their families. 

When you go to the New Lands, you don't see no 
hogans. When we were put here on our Mother 
Earth, we were given certain natural laws to live by. 
We have to have hogans. Our people say "When 
there is no more hogan on the whole Dineh land, 
that will be the end for us Dineh people."

Six Sacred Mountains 

Update on Public Law 93-531 


My name is Irene Yazzie. In the Dineh way I am an 
old medicine woman. I was bom here, in the place 
called Ticc-yaa'toh. My father, my mother and their 
father and mothers before them are buried here. 

Those of us who resist here, our lives are like trees, 
plants. Like them our roots have grown into the 
Mother Earth. On this land, our medicine people have 
done ceremonies to heal people. On this land, they 
have offered back sacred objects. The cedar and juni- 
per — there are sacred prayers to them; the rocks— we 
have offered blessings for them; the wells — we have 
sung to them. These things are very sacred to us. They 
cannot be disturbed. We want them left alone. 

In our way, the six Sacred Mountains surrounding 
our reservations are a female hogan. It is in this way 
that we have respect for them. The rivers around us; 
these are our boundaries. And what we call the Rain- 
bow; this surrounds us. 

This is our Mother Earth. She likes it when we live on 
her, when we sleep on her. To her it is like holding her 
children. This is what keeps her happy. The Universe, 
the Sky, is our Spirit. Also it is our Father. We live on 
the Mother Earth, we are surrounded by our Father. 
From all sides they 're taking care of us, like we take care 
of our children. 

These sacred things I talk about, these that I sing to, 
these that I pray to — this is why I remain here. This is 
why I resist for my land.

An organized action against the corporate land grab 
of Public Law 93-531 and the specific perpetrators, 
Peabody Coal, is taking place this October. Mass non- 
Indian support is needed to demonstrate unilateral 
solidarity of Earth's children against the fragmenta- 
tion, assimilation and destruction of Indigenous 
peoples and their sacred lands. 

Some sideshow holocaust realities: 

• This is not Disneyland, resource land or national 
sacrifice land. It is Indian land; 

• In 1974 through corporate contrivance with the 
help of Evans and Associates, a public relations firm, 
the range war between the Dineh (Navajo) and Moqui 
(Hopi) was created so that Mormon lawyer John 
Boyden could push a law through Congress forcing 
Dineh to move to one side of a fence and Moqui to the 
other, making land claims clearer (publicly the law was 
a humanitarian effort to stop war). Effectively it en- 
abled the industries to decide which tribal council to 
approach for land leases. Mr. Boyden reaped millions 
for his heroic effort; 

• The act, Public Law 93-531 called for the relocation 
of over 10,000 Native Americans, 90 percent 


livestock reduction (livestock coincidentally being the 
core of Dineh subsistence) and prohibition of any new 
home building or old home repair. The deadline given 
for compliance was 1986; 

• Or else the Native Americans would be subject to 
harassment, both indirect, like draining the aquifers so 
that Indian wells ran dry or direct like theft, threats and 
acts of physical violence and frequent low level aircraft 
sonic booms. 

Big Mountain calls to you and me. Newspapers like 
the N.Y. Times still allude to "taking care of the 
Indians" and war on Native America continues behind 
a flimsy screen of disregarded legislature. Fewer than 
1,000 Dineh and Moqui remain to resist the tide of the 
Earth wrecking, dollar kissing progress Reich. The 
people need your presence. They need your power. 
They need your extra food, cash, clothing, etc. Their 
very lives are direct opposition to the false powers that 
be. Don't sit on the fence, help tear it down. 

The action itself will take place on Columbus Day, 
but prep begins 1-2 days prior.

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U.K. Mahogany Campaign Gathers Force

The British Mahogany campaign has being gathering steam 
over the last six months, freaking out the timber industry, which 
is making ever more desperate claims that it is sorting itself out. 
The evidence against mahogany has been building over the past 
year and is now irrefutable. Mahogany logging is the leading cause 
of deforestation in the Brazilian Amazon, both 
in its direct affects and through opening up 
intact forest to settlers and ranchers. Over 80% 
of mahogany logging is taking place illegally on 
Indian lands, and when Indians have tried to 
resist the loggers they have been brutally shot 
down or massacred. The logging companies are 
also evading up to 95% of taxes, smuggling 
timber, bribing politicians and judges, and ig- 
noring forestry and environmental laws. 

It will come as no surprise to EFlers that the UK timber industry 
has consistently denied all this evidence. Even when two of their 
largest suppliers (Maginco and Perachi) were found guilty in the 
Brazilian federal courts of illegal logging; even with 85 Brazilian 
environment and human rights groups demanding an immediate 
suspension of logging; even when industry representatives have 
visited logging areas and seen the impact with their own eyes — 
still they say they are sorting it out. 

So once again, it's action time. In March there were actions all 
around Britain. Manchester EF! went mad in their local DIY store, 
chained themselves to mahogany and threw red paint about 
causing £400 worth of damage. Two hundred EFlers and assorted 
other ratbags occupied the largest supplier of mahogany in the 
south of England, and were it not for the office workers arriving 
before 6 AM, would have closed down operations. The Norwich 
Environmental Network held a month-long fast outside a John 
Lewis Department Store, causing considerable consternation. 

Brazilian Miners 
Slaughter Yanomami

On August 17, an entire village of Yanomami people was 
slaughtered by gold miners in the northern Brazilian Amazon. The 
killers used shotguns on the men and hacked the women and 
children to pieces with machetes, apparently to save shotgun 
shells. 

Brazilian federal police began a search August 20th for the 
miners, and also for Joao Neto, a rancher who is thought to have 
financed them. Theinvestigation, conductedbythegovemment's 
National Indian Foundation, indicates that about fifteen miners 
took part in the massacre, which occurred at the Homi-Itu village 
near the Venezuelan border. 

After luring the villagers from two malocas (communal huts) to 
trade sugar and rice, the miners fired upon them with shotguns. 
Following the fusillade, they stormed the malocas, stabbing 
women and children, then dismembered the bodies and burned 
the huts. Although estimates total thirty to forty people killed, the 
exact number of victims is unknown: the Yanomami do not count 
higher than two. 

The Yanomamis, one of the last Stone Age people, are resisting 
a gold rush whi ch began in the mid-eighties. By 1 98 7, some 50,000 
gold miners had invaded the Yanomami land, bringing virulent 
malaria and epidemic diseases. 

Many of the miners were removed at the end of 1990, under 
federal court order to enforce the legal recognition, or demarca- 
tion, of the Yanomami territory. However, military ministers, 
mining interests and the local political elite blocked the demarca- 
tion, arguing that recognition of the 9.2 million hectare area 
inhabited by the Yanomani represents a threat to Brazil's national 
security. And so the miners continue their invasion. 

Word of the massacre came initially when four Yanomamis who 
survived the gunfire escaped into the forest and fled to a Founda- 
tion outpost The government, which used army helicopters in 
the search for the killers, said that in all likelihood they fled across 
a remote section of the border into Venezuela.

The Malaysian Ministry of Primary Industries has directed the Malay- 
sian Timber Industrial Development Council (MTIDC) to establish an 
office in the United Kingdom to coordinate efforts to counter the anti- 
tropical timber campaign, particularly from the European Community. 

Calling the campaign a battle to counter anti-tropical timber senti- 
ment, the Council is soliciting contributions from all sectors of the 
wood-based industries. "The battle to counter the anti-tropical timber 
sentiment must be pursued continuously," Minister Yaik told the 
Malaysian Panel Manufacturers' Association.

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Mexican Sea Turtles In Trouble

The EF! Oceans Task Force is rearing its ugly head 
once again to come to the aid of their brethren — the 
ancient sea turtles. 

Sea turtles, symbol of the Earth's creation in the 
mythology of cultures from North American native 
peoples to Asian Buddhists, are being pushed to the 
brink of extinction for ... you guessed it ... corporate 
greed, while uninformed US consumers satiate their 
appetites on those delectable crustaceans known as 
shrimp. 

The Kemp's Ridley, the most critically endangered 
sea turtle in the world, has been reduced to the last 400- 
700 adult females. The Kemp's nests at only one beach 
in the world, in northeastern Mexico, and spends a 
significant part of its life in US waters along the Gulf 
and Atlantic coasts. 

In April and May of 1993, Mexican shrimpers 
drowned at least eleven of the remaining Kemp's 
females. This occurred illegally inside the nesting 
reserve, in full view of US and Mexican biologists. The 
Mexican marines who usually guard the beach had 
been removed by the government. Nothing was done 
aboutit. Italso occurred afterthe Mexican government 
issued proclamations stating that all of their Gulf 
shrimp boats would be using turtle excluder devices 
(TEDs). 

TEDs are devices that allow turtles to escape from a 
trawler's net through a trap door, and their use is 
critical to the survival of sea turtles in areas where 
shrimp trawling occurs. 

The following problems have been identified by 
Mexican biologists and conservationists and have now 
come to the attention of the international environ- 
mental community: 

1. Mexico keeps promising to put turtle excluder de- 
vices (TEDs) on all Mexican shrimp trawlers as re- 
quired by US law. The deaths of thirteen Kemp's 


Ridleys prove that this is not being enforced. With- 
out the use of TEDs, thousands of sea turtles will be 
drowned each year. 

2. The unpunished rape and torture of two women 
sea turtle biologists by known turtle 
poachers is not only unforgivable, but 
has also created a climate of fear and 
intimidation for biologists doing 
frontline work. 

3. The sale of two important nest- 
ing beaches despite promises 
to recognize these areas 
protected turtle preserves 

4. The continued poaching 
and open sale of se 
turtle products 
throughout the 
country. 

Unless Mexico is 

pressured to im- 
prove sea turtle 
conservation, 
the Kemp's 
Ridley and 
other 
criti 
cally 
en- 
dan- 
gered sea 
turtles will 
swim closer to the 
brink of extinction. 

It took a grassroots activist 
movement to close the notorious 
sea turtle slaughterhouse in Mexico 
where 75,000 turtles were being killed every 
year. The EF! Oceans Task Force helped lead a 



coalition of grassroots activists which helped force 
Japan to stop importation of endangered Hawksbill sea 
turtle for jewelry. Now Mexico needs to be pressured 
again by a grassroots campaign. The EF! Oceans Task 
Force plans on leading this campaign and we need 
your help!

Samarskaya Luka Action Update 


Hands Off 
From Water 
In Somalia!

The summer has come to an end and 
we are back in our urban headquarters, 
remembering the steamy days on 
Mogotova Mountain. The Samarskaya 
Luka action has completed its first phase 
and now we are strategizing for the 
upcoming phases. We want to thank 
you for your support and fill you in on 
the progress we have made. 

The protest tent camp ended on Au- 
gust 12th with the announcement by 
the Oblast Administration to suspend 
the work of the Quarry company until 
an environmental assessment is com- 
pleted. All documents were transferred 
to the Oblast Committee on Ecology, 
which has been ordered to complete the 
assessment of the restoration project of 
Mogotova Mountain within one month. 

The restoration project was initiated 
three years ago as the "environmental 
compensation" for the destruction be- 
ing done by the Quarry company. The 
project was drawn up by the company 
itself in consultation with a few scien- 
tists. According to the National Park 
Scientific Director and other local ex- 
perts, the restoration project is not the 
solution to the problem as the destruc- 
tion has mainly been done on the south- 
ern side of the mountain where trees do 
not grow. Ending the blasting and min- 
ing gives the mountain much greater 
potential to heal itself. Regardless of the 
restoration and the requirements put on 
the Quarry company to complete the 


project by 1997, it has done very little 
either to phase out the mining or to 
restore the mountain. 

The international protest camp was a 
huge success in decreasing the number 
of explosions and intensity of mining 
from July 5 until the present Fifty-two 
people participated in the camp itself 
coming from cities all over Russia, former 
Soviet republics, Europe, and the US! 
Local residents of Zhigulevsk and work- 
ers in the mining facility regularly vis- 
ited the camp, bringing food and water, 
and offering their homes to the protest- 
ors for baths. The local and Oblast news- 
papers ran articles regularly from both 
sides of the debate. National radio, tele- 
vision, and newspaper coverage of the 
action continues. 

Towards the end of the action, repre- 
sentatives of Greenpeace Russia arrived, 
bringing more international pressure. 
Greenpeace is sponsoring a bus tour 
through the Volga Region in September, 
with one of the stops being Samarskaya 
Luka. They are planning an action at the 
mining facility. The demands remain: 
stop the illegal mining in the National 
Park, stop further expansion of economic 
activity in the National Park, and start 
immediate implementation of the Oblast 
Declaration to phase out all types of 
environmentally unsound economic de- 
velopment by the year 2010. 

As an international environmental 
lobby we have made much progress this

Military plans for Somalia include 
building a dam on the River Shebelle to 
support troops with water held back in 
the next rainy season . The River Shebelle 
is not only a very fragile ecosystem but 
also supports a very sensitive socio-eco- 
nomic system created by the Somalis to 
use its waters. These systems have been 
destroyed to a certain extent during the 
former rule of Siad Barre and with the 
support of Western "development" aid. 

The systems of the River Shebelle will 
be destroyed if these plans are not stopped 
immediately. The result will be long- 
term environmental destruction and a 
tremendous decline in the traditional, 
flood-based agriculture that still exists.

Please, Don't Sit Down

Don't you hate when you come back from vacation to find you've left the 
water running? That's how we felt, when, returning to Austin from the Rendez- 
vous, we learned that only six hours previously our City Council had approved 
a "development agreement" with our most despised developer, Jim Bob Moffett. 
Worse, our friends in the Sierra Club and other local environmental groups were 
party to the agreement! Local media were applauding the “peace plan" with no 
critical evaluation. There was nothing to do but engage in a little bondage ritual 
(familiar to all Earth Fixstllings) in the Mayor's office. 

ABOUT JIM BOB 

For three years, Austin EF! and other local eco-activists have done battle with 
our equivalent of Charles Hurwitz, a New Orleans mining magnate by the name 
of Jim Bob Moffett. In the US, his company Freeport McMoRan has been 
recognized as the nation's biggest single water polluter for discharges from their 
fertilizer plant on the Mississippi. Abroad, Freeport is notorious for its gold and 
copper mining in Irian Jaya, Indonesia, where he has converted a mountain 
into a hole of the same dimensions, dumping the tailings into a river local tribes 
use as their water source. Freeport is the biggest taxpayer to the brutal, genocidal 
regime of Indonesia's General Suharto, who gained power in a coup the CIA 
called "one of the worst mass murders of the twentieth century." In a letter to 
Rainforest Action Network, Jim Bob described Suharto as "a compassionate 
man." Do birds of a feather flock together? 

A WATERSHED VICTORY 

Here in Austin, Freeport bought four thousand acres on our sacred Barton 
Creek, and proposed a massive development called the Barton Creek Planned 
Unit Development (PUD). Back in June of 1990, a thousand Austinites showed 
up at a City Council meeting where Jim Bob had the votes sewn up to approve 
the PUD. Our rallying point was and remains Barton Springs, a huge spring-fed 
swimming hole in the middle of Austin, which gets much of its flow from the 
Barton Creek watershed. At six in the morning, after a hearing in which hun- 
dreds of folks spoke in opposition to the PUD and in favor of the endangered 
species, clean water and beautiful vistas of Barton Creek, the City Council 
unanimously rejected the PUD. 

Not satisfied with a temporary victory, Austin environmentalists unified to 
pass a citizens initiative, the Save Our Springs (SOS) Ordinance, to strictly limit 
development in the watersheds that contribute to the flow of Barton Springs. 
Although the initiative was passed by a landslide two-thirds of the voters, the 
pro-development City council succeeded in delaying the election for five 
months, enabling hundreds of developers to throw together applications, thus 
"grandfathering" their developments from the SOS Ordinance. Jim Bob was one 
of those in under the wire, submitting thirteen subdivisions in lieu of the 
defeated PUD. Those thirteen subdivisions have subsequently been approved by 
Austin's Planning Commisssion, and have been used as a gun to our heads in 
the "good faith" negotiations of the Development "Agreement." 

OF DEVELOPERS, ROADS, AND ENDANGERED SPECIES 

The citizens of Austin also voted for $22 million in bonds to buy endangered 
species habitat for the Balcones Canyonlands Conservation Plan (BCCP). This is 
a Habitat Conservation Plan (HCP) as allowed for by the Endangered Species 
Act — a way for private landowners or local jurisdictions to destroy endangered 
species habitat without violating the ESA. 

The BCCP is one of the biggest sacrifices of endangered species habitat in the 
US, as well as one of the biggest developer bailouts in Texas since the S&L 
debacle. Although the original concept of the BCCP was to provide large pre- 
serves for viable, recovering populations of our nine endangered species, it now 
calls for the sacrifice of 63 to 71 percent of the habitat of the Goldencheeked 
Warbler, the "keystone" species of the BCCP. And where the preserves were 
supposed to be paid for 50-50 by the public and developers, the entire burden 
has now fallen on the local taxpayers. 

When Austin voters approved funds for the BCCP, they were probably voting 
to buy and protect two tracts on Barton Creek, Sweetwater and Uplands. But the 
county won't let the city buy the parcels until the debt for a failed road develop- 
ment bond issue is cleaned up. Since some of Jim Bob's proposed development 
is also affected by the road bond nightmare, and since he needs the BCCP to 
legally destroy 900 acres of Warbler habitat, Jim Bob's offer in January of this 
year to pay off the road bond debt was somewhat less than altruistic. Of course, 
he asked for a few small concessions from the city, approval of his development, 
and the water and wastewater services he needs to actually do the deed. 

JIM BOB TO THE RESCUE 

Initially, even mainstream environmentalists looked askance at Jim Bob's 
proposal. But Mayor Bruce Todd, a developer ally and ex-County Commissioner 
who voted for the refinancing of the road bonds, rounded up some environ- 
mentalists and created a task force to refine the offer into something he and Jim 
Bob could stuff down our throats. After all, if the Road District scam blew up in 
Todd's face, it could thwart his aspirations to occupy Representative Jake Pickle's 
seat on Capitol Hill. 


When Austin Earth First! left for the Rendezvous, various versions of the 
proposal were spinning their wheels in the task force. We were surprised to find 
on our return that the task force had agreed to a development much like the 
one originally offered by Jim Bob. Local environmental groups, including the 
coalition responsible for passing the SOS initiative, had endorsed it, and our 
City Council had approved it, pending the resolution of a few small details, 
including exactly how big the new "son of PUD" would be. 

While y'all may have missed Danny Dolinger and his guitar around the 
Rendezvous campfires, you'll be proud to know he was here fighting the "Deal 
With the Devil" at the City Council. As he put it at the Council hearing, "I had 
a dream. It was the weirdest thing. I woke up and I went out and was, like, 
having a cup of coffee by my pool, and I don't even have a pool. And this guy 
comes over and he does a number two in my pool, and I'm like, 'dude, what are 
you doing, you're dumping in my pool.' And so he grabs this bird and he puts a 
gun to the bird's head and he says, 'you let me dump in the pool or the bird 
gets it' And that's what we're dealing with here. And it's not like it's my pool or 
it's his bird. You know what I'm saying?"

NO MORE BLACKMAIL 

It was clear to us what had happened. Sympathetic City Council members 
and mainstream environmentalists voted for the Deal with the Devil because 
they thought there was no other way to get the Sweetwater and Uplands. 
Supporters of the BCCP, afraid to ask for more than half a loaf, backed the deal, 
thinking that the half a loaf would be taken away if the County backed out of 
the BCCP. It was up to Earth First! to say, "No Deals With Jim Bob! No More 
Blackmail!" Since Mayor Todd was the architect of the whole Task Force/ 
Development Agreement, and since the whole idea was to get the political 
albatross of the Road District off his neck, we decided to bring our wrath down 
on him. 

So on August 9, the day after the anniversary of the passage of the SOS 
ordinance, a good number of us occupied City Hall, bringing with us a variety 
of show-n-tell items with which to decorate the Council members' work envi- 
rons. With no resistance from the Mayor's office staff, we spilled into his 
unlocked, private office and made ourselves comfortable. TTiree of us made 
ourselves comfortable in spite of the kryptonite locks connecting us to the 
Mayor's chair. Bongo drums and Danny's guitar in the hallway made it certain 
that there was no "business as usual" at City Hall while we waited for the Mayor 
to recant his evil ways. 

To make a long story even longer, the Mayor has not recanted, and now Hank 
Erb, Tamar Rivers, Robert Singleton and Neal Tuttrup face charges of trespassing 
on City property. However, after the action, a groundswell of rank-and-file 
environmentalists broke ranks with the organizations that sold them out Even 
the environmentalists who previously supported the deal have reconsidered 
since details of the agreement have come to light. We now know that the new 
"son of PUD” is much larger that its previous incarnation, and that a good deal 
of the bond money reserved for the purchase of the Sweetwater and Uplands 
may be diverted into Jim Bob's pockets. 

A new coalition of EFlers and refugees from the mainstream groups has 
formed to fight the deal, calling itself Citizens Opposed to the Development 
Agreement (CODA). As a couple of us noted over beers, "the wheels of this 
thing are bound to fall off— all we have to do is provide a bumpy road." 

WHAT YOU CAN DO TO HELP: 

Boycott gold. Jim Bob owns the largest gold mine in the world. What he has 
done to us in Austin doesn't come close to what he has done to the land and 
peoples of Irian Jaya. Write your congressfolks and ask them to strengthen the 
ESA's protection of endangered species on private lands and to abolish the HCP 
loophole. We'd love to hear from other activists who are facing HCPs in their 
community. And, of course, send all your money to Austin Earth First!

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n April 6, 1993, Bureau of Land 
Management headquarters in 
Washington, DC, ordered a ces- 
sation of all Animal Damage Control 
(ADC) activities on districts where no 
current environmental analyses exist — 
most BLM lands in the West. The direc- 
tive was in response to 8 appeals filed by 
the US Humane Society. Wildlife advo- 
cates were ecstatic, proclaiming that 
ADC had been booted off of public 
lands. But wildlife advocates have been 
utterly duped. After the supposed April 
6 shutdown, the carnage actually in- 
creased, with unprecedented audacity 
and illegality. ADC is running amok on 
public lands! 

When I heard about the BLM order, I 
was happy but rather suspicious. My 
suspicions were validated when I found 


that the BLM districts in Utah were 
allowing ADC to respond to "emer- 
gency” situations. I had found the loop- 
hole that I knew was sure to exist. How- 
ever, nothing in my long history of 
dealing with this wretched issue had 
prepared me for this big a loophole. 

On June 21st I began to inquire into 
the nature and effect of the BLM order 
and the emergency provisions. What 
my investigation turned up revealed an 
incredible abuse of the public trust and 
public land management, and is a testi- 
mony to the renegade attitude and total 
unaccountability of APHIS/ADC. 

First of all, the April 6th memo from 
Washington is quite clear: it directs the 
districts simply to "instruct the Animal 
and Plant Health Inspection Service 
(APHIS) to cease any ADC activities until 
further notice." However, Utah BLM 
Director James Parker's response memo 
to ADC (sent 8 days later) instructed, 
"[i]n event that emergency livestock 
situations develop in these Districts, 
you should follow the procedures for 
emergency ADC found in BLM Manual 
6831." This was wholly a creation of the 
State office; no mention of such provi- 
sions was made in the DC directive. 
What's more, the provisions in the BLM 
manual give carte blanche to ADC to act 
with complete discretion on requests 
from permittees for lethal predator con- 
trol. 


ADC Rampage Continues... 

Renegade Agency Still Running Wild on BLM Lands in the West

Under the manual's emergency pro- 
visions, any request from a permittee 
triggers ADC authority. ADC need only 
make the determination that "immedi- 
ate action is warranted" and it may take 
any action that it deems necessary, us- 
ing "permitted methods" (anything). 
Amazingly enough, ADC need not give 
prior notice to the BLM district; they 
need only "notify the Bureau as soon as 
possible." 

The provisions do set forth criteria for 
a more detailed submission and autho- 
rization process to be used in instances 
where ADC determines that "time is not 
of the essence." I went to the Utah State 
ADC office to find out what these "emer- 
gency" guidelines meant as far as actual 
lethal control activities on BLM lands. 
What I found was astounding! First, 
Acting State Director Duane Rubink 
admitted to me that not a single request 
by a permittee for lethal control had 
been refused under the emergency pro- 
visions. Moreover, every single request 
had been treated as warranting immedi- 
ate action, and almost all had been 
responded to without prior notice to 
BLM. With some apprehension, I asked 
Mr. Rubink for district-by-district num- 
bers of permittee requests (and thus 
ADC approvals) for this so-called "emer- 
gency" killing. The number was shock- 
ing! In the period from April 15 to June 
12, ADC had used lethal control in 
response to 89 requests on four BLM 
districts — more than one per day! 

More disgusting and disheartening is 
the number of coyotes killed in this 
short spree. Statewide, ADC killed 232 
coyotes in response to "emergencies." 
Moreover, 85% of the killings were ac- 
complished using the most expensive, 
most controversial, and least selective 
methods, including aerial gunning, M- 
44s and denning. One hundred and 


thirty-six coyotepupswereeitherbumed 
alive in their dens, or pulled out with 
hooks and bludgeoned to death! 

I wanted to see what the BLM manag- 
ers thought about the all-out unautho- 
rized and illegal assault on wildlife on 
BLM lands. I found that they had virtu- 
ally no knowledge that ADC was doing 
anything on their districts. For instance, 
on the Moab District, BLM officials told 
me that they had no documentation 
whatsoever and had just relied on peri- 
odic phone calls from ADC informing 
them that lethal control had taken place . 
They had received phone calls from 
ADC on 5 occasions. They assured me 
that "five should be all there are," and 
that anything more would be a "big 
surprise." In fact, ADC reported re- 
sponses to 9 requests on that district. 
Surprise. 

An official of the Richfield District 
told me that his office had had "no 
communication with ADC," and he as- 
sumed ADC was not operating at all on 
the district. In fact, ADC's Rubink re- 
ported a whopping 44 requests and the 
untimely deaths of 146 coyotes and one 
mountain lion. The official I was talking 
to was rattled and angered by this infor- 
mation, stating concern for the "total 
lack of responsibility and accountabil- 
ity" on the part of ADC. 


Even in the Salt Lake District, where 
the guidelines are stricter than the BLM 
manual, ADC is running amok. Salt 
Lake requires a prior written request 
from ADC, and a written authorization. 
The District Manager believed there 
could be no ADC activity that his office 
didn't know about. However, ADC's 
records show the killing of 38 coyotes in 
response to 19 requests. The proverbial 
wool is being pulled over everyone's 
eyes. 

In short, the "emergency" ADC provi- 
sions in the BLM manual are a complete 
farce, and untold carnage is occurring 
because of them. In fact, it is question- 
able whether there has been any autho- 
rization from DC to use the provisions. 
And even these farcical guidelines are 
being blatantly violated, for in the over- 
whelming majority of the cases in Utah 
no notice has been given to BLM as 
required. 

ADC is a renegade agency operating 
outside of the law and out of control on 
public lands. Wildlife advocates all 
around the west must investigate the 
situation in their states, and we must 
call for an immediate and unequivocal 
moratorium on all ADC activities on BLM 
lands.

Black Bear and Cougar Struggle to Survive 


— Advocates of the Wild 

Black bear and cougar are under se- 
vere attack throughout the US by the 
timber andlivestock industries and other 
special interest groups. Trophy hunters 
are often hired by these groups for pur- 
poses of "damage control." 

Hunting for black bear is allowed in 
27 states. Twenty states permit the use 
of hound packs, eleven allow baiting 
and six permit a spring hunt for bears. 

Aslow-densitypredators, neither black 
bear nor cougar has evolved to with- 
stand human-induced stress and mor- 
tality. Black bears are typically run for 
many hours by hunting dogs in the fall, 
when they are normally preparing for 
hibernation by storing up fat. Dog packs 
often separate mother bear and cougar 
from their young cubs and kittens, re- 
sulting in their deaths by starvation or 
predation. 

Poaching of bear is at epidemic levels 
due to an expanding black market for 
body parts destined to become Asian 
medicinals. Bear gall bladders can sell 
for over $1000 apiece. A California De- 
partment of Fish and Game undercover 



poaching investigation contacted over 
100 hound hunters, of which nearly all 
were involved in the illegal sale of bear 
parts. Poachers and hunters are indis- 
tinguishable to law enforcement offi- 
cials. Poachers often use the legal hunt 
as a cover, killing every animal they tree. 

It is suspected 

that at . . 


least as many animals are poached as are 
legally hunted. The only way wildlife 
agencies could tackle the poachingprob- 
lem would be to ban the legal hunt. 
Most state wildlife agencies lack any 
hard population data on bear and cou- 


gar, and use vague population estimates 
to sell their big game hunts to critics. 

Considering global habitat loss and 
the fact that both black bear and numer- 
ous large cats are endangered world- 
wide, wildlife agencies should do every- 
thing in their power to preserve these 
beings. However, most state wildlife 
agencies have held on to preda- 
tor hunts as a blatant subsidy 
to industries such as timber, 
whereblack bears are perceived 
to damage even age tree farms. 

WHAT CAN YOU DO? 

•Get as much information 
as you can from your state’s 
wildlife management agency. 
Get the word out. Most ur- 
banites don't even know their 
state has bear or cougar, let 
alone that they are being 
hunted. Write letters to the 
editors of your local papers. 

Black 'Stay' •Participate in your state's 

big game planning process in hopes of 
exposing it as the sham it almost cer- 
tainly is. 

•Several interesting legal methods are 
being experimented with to thwart bear 


and cougar hunters throughout the U.S. 
Almost all of these hunters employ dog 
packs which chase and tree the target 
animal. Bear and cougar scent can be 
distributed along forest roads to confuse 
the dogs and send them on false trails. 
This can be accomplished by making a 
very dilute tea out of the animals' scat, 
which can be scraped up along logging 
roads (if any animals still remain). Some- 
times scat can be obtained from animal 
rehabilitation groups or zoos. If you 
have some sort of pressurized spray ap- 
paratus, the tea trail can be distributed 
without even leaving your vehicle, just 
like the hounds men. 

Another tool for thwarting the 
houndhunters is the electronic jamming 
of their radio telemetry equipment. This 
equipment is used to track and locate 
the dogs after they have treed the target 
animal. One would have to research the 
specific frequency used by the 
houndsmen, and match j amming equip- 
ment 

If these techniques were employed on 
a large scale over bear and cougar hunt- 
ing hot spots, maybe hunter success 
would drop and bear and cougar could 
again run free without harassment. 
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What I Did on My Summer Vacation

Forget Mt. Graham and its ancient Engleman spmce. 
The most outrageous and heartfelt RRR campfire went 
down in a sweaty Tucson livingroom lit by a makeshift 
strobelight (red bandana and table lamp) and 25 
naked EFlers slam dancing 'till dawn. Eighty of us had 
taken over the office of U of A president Money 
Pacheco that day, demanding the University respect 
the rights of native peoples and endangered species. 
We wanted the Emerald Peak 
scopes tom down. Instead, 
twenty-five of us were brutal- 
ized, arrested, and held for 
hours in the sweltering heat of 
the University stable grounds. 

So what did we do? Took over 
a bar, watched ourselves on 
the news, dragged a mattress 
into the cactus strewn back- 
yard, had an orgy, got attacked 
by fire-ants, and slammed to 
AC/DC, Hank Williams and 
Irish jigs. 

Somewhere in there we 
planned another action, so early the next morning we 
dragged our abused bodies back down to the Univer- 
sity. This time though, we were armed to the teeth, EF! 
style, with axes, hammers, monkeywrenches, shovels, 
ropes, slingshots, a huge pitchfork, and an eight-foot 
cross-cut saw. The U of A cops watched in disbelief as 
Mothers Against the Scopes came right back to them 
chanting "We're back, were pissed, and we're not 
going to jail." They didn't even try to fuck with us this 
time. Instead they closed off the Administration Build- 
ing and watched from behind glass doors as we headed 
off to the Vatican office in the Steward Observatory. 
The papal posers didn't try to stop the crowd as it 
chanted, "The people united will be rounded up and 
shot," while whacking away at the building with axes 
and pitchforks. 

The confrontations added a whole new dimension 
to the Mt. Graham debate as Tucsonites were treated 
to story after story of police brutality and graphic 


footage of peaceful protesters being dragged down 
stairs and having their eyes and noses gouged by 
Tucson's finest. The relationship between environ- 
mental destruction, genocide and the police-state was 
actually the subj ect of radio talk shows and cable news 
programs! Our ragged affinity group was swept into 
the freedom and empowerment of direct collective 
action. We were defending the Earth, we were wild, 
spontaneous. We wanted to dance and sing and fuck 
and tear down the state and learn how to be tribal and 
human all over again. 

Still, we were exhausted, 
it was 105 degrees, the mon- 
soons were nowhere in 
sight, and police helicop- 
ters were buzzing the house 
every night. Our bioregions 
were calling us. Time to de- 
scend on the University 
again. After a little "shop- 
ping" in the campus book- 
store, six of us headed back 
up to President Manny's 
office. His administrative as- 
sistant (ASS) tried to block 
us out of the elevator, but 
we barged through — only find that the elevator no 
longer stopped at the Presidential Suite. Huh. ASS 
frantically clutched at the phone as we dashed out of 
the elevator, up the staircase and into Manny's office. 
Amidst the chaos of yelling, shuffling and locking of 
doors and files, the coppers finally arrived — just in 
time to watch us waltz out of the frenetic office. 

The next morning it was back to the Administrative 
Building one last time. We held a press conference on 
the steps to announce our "excessive force" lawsuit 
against the University and City police. Meanwhile it 
was not the cops but us who faced arraignment. 
Negotiations with the DA broke down when the 
University thugs requested the trial be delayed so they 
could trump up more charges against us. Not letting us 
in the courtroom, the judge entered not guilty pleas 
across the board and set pre-trial for October 7. Now 
what is a bunch of tired activists supposed to do in 
downtown Tucson? The court was only two blocks

from the Coronado National Forest Headquarters, so 
three and four at a time, we headed over to visit Forest 
Supervisor Jim Abbott. Abbott was none too happy to 
see 50 angry enviros drinking his coffee and perusing 
his bookshelf. We were not about to leave, however, 
even after the FBI (whose office is conveniently located 
on the next floor) arrived. Abbott and Forest Biologist 
Lou Costello played "Who's On First?" for the next 
hour and a half as we lectured them on basic ecology 
and morality. 

The monsoons finally arrived, filling the sky with 
lightning and the streets with rain. It was a full ten days 
since 150 of us marched past the police blockade to the 
top of Emerald Peak, and even longer since the first 
infra-red tracked Freedom Walk along the University 
road. Time to go home. Two mattresses were dragged 
into the back yard that night for a huge spontaneous 
orgy which spilled over into one last Freedom Walk. 
The final image I have of the Tucson actions is of police 
cars and helicopters with searchlights chasing seven 
naked — very alive — souls through the streets of Tuc- 
son. 



The Pope Sins on Mt. Graham

This was the message brought to a half-million lost Catholic youth who found 
their way to Denver the weekend of August 15th. Protesting the highly immoral 
and hypocritical desecration of Mount Graham by the Vatican, activists from 
Arizona and Colorado Earth First! joined forces with the 
Animal Rights Mobilization to vocally oppose the Vatican's 
actions. World Youth Day 1993 began in downtown Denver 
with 30 thousand-plus youths from around the world milling 
about to a background of evangelical rock and roll. EF! treated 
them to a slide show projected on the wall of the Denver 
justice department, adjacent to the concert, which explained 
the Vatican's role in disrupting the home of the endangered 
Mount Graham Red Squirrel and the religious freedom of the 
San Carlos Apache people. Passers-by also were handed 
information about Father George Coyne's desire to "suppress" 
environmentalists and native Americans "with all the force we 
can muster." 

The day before the opening of World Youth Day, the Pope 
had told indigenous people in Izamal, Mexico, that their 
rights have been disrespected, naming several indigenous groups, including the 
Apache, as examples, and added "the Church contemplates your authentic 
values with love and hope." What a crock of shit, especially in light of the fact 
that the Vatican is planning to further its commitment to cultural genocide on 
Mount Graham by joining as a partner in the planned third, and ecologically 


most destructive, telescope, the so-called Columbus Project ( now the "Large 
Binocular Telescope" — ed.). 

The last two days of the four-day extravaganza saw a mock pilgrimage of 
youth to Cherry Creek State Park, and a huge papal Mass in the park. On both 
days, the faithful were showered with confetti inscribed with such messages as 

"Respect the Earth, Stop 
Vandalizing Nature," and 
"Vatican off Mt. Gra- 
ham" — a small but annoy- 
ing contribution to the 
hundreds of tons of 
McBratwurst bags and 
other trash left in the park 
by papal pilgrims. 

Incidentally, over 3000 
prairie dogs were clandes- 
tinely poisoned by park 
workers before the Pope's 
visit to ease the efforts of 
maintenance people to 
blade and scrape a former prairie into a level field for the events. 

The finale to the weekend's events came as the followers started to leave, and 
the no-fly rule was lifted from the park. A plane trailing a huge banner reading 
"The Pope Sins on Mount Graham — Earth First!" circled the captive audience 
trying to leave the park.

Michigan State University Meets USFWS Requests ESA Consultation on Vatican Looking for Aliens — 

Opposition to Partnership in Plan to Move Mt. Graham Telescopes Forest Service Can't Find 

Mt. Graham Project Native Americans 

After US Fish and Wildlife Service biologists 


The U of A's boondoggle Mt. Graham Interna- 
tional Observatory project changes partners almost 
as quickly as it changes public relation ploys. The 
Smithsonian Institution and Ohio State University 
dropped out when U of A's moral and ecological 
bankruptcy became evident Well-timed, surprise 
demonstrations helped convince the University of 
Toronto early on that it didn't even want get in- 
volved in this mess. Now the U of A is trying to rope 
in Michigan State University. 

The mouthpiece this time is MSU Associate 
professor Timothy Beers, whose ignorance stretches 
the bounds of imagination. According to Beers, "(i)t 
is very difficult to think of a less intrusive presence 
on land than an astronomical station." Think hard 
Tim, we know you can do it. Interim president, 
Gordon Guy, has admitted, however, that MSU is 
concerned about the "controversy over the project 
among the Native American community." 

As it continues negotiations with U of A, MSU has 
found a formidable opponent in the MSU Mount 
Graham Coalition, which has pledged "to use any 
means necessary," to keep the University out The 
Coalition has thus far waged a successful educa- 
tional campaign.

revealed that they had been forced to conclude that 
the Mt. Graham International Observatory project 
would not endanger the Mt Graham red squirrel, 
the U of A, with help from Manny Lujan, convinced 
Congress to exclude the construction of telescopes 
"on Emerald Peak" from the Endangered Species Act 
and the National Forest Management Act. The 
University now claims the originai site was chosen 
on the basis of a measurement "error." It wants to 
build its largest scope on Owl Peak, some half mile 
away, further fragmenting the mountain's forest. 
Fish and Wildlife, however, has rejected the 
University's claims that Emerald Peak encompasses 
Owl Peak as well, and is therefore also exempt from 
the ESA. They have asked the Forest Service to enter 
into Endangered Species Act consultation if the 
Service decides to approve the University's move 
request. 

A report liberated from the U of A's Steward 
Observatory during last year's Earth Day occupation 
has revealed that the U of A knew all along that 
Emerald Peak was a poor observatory site. The 
University apparently planned to take what it could 
get and bully or buy off the Forest Service later. No 
deal, assholes. Reinitiation of ESA consultation will 
seriously endanger the entire project and make fools 
of the U of A, who spent over $3 million dollars 
lobbying Congress to have the project exempted. 


According to Vatican Observatory Director George 
Coyne, S.J., "(t)he Roman Catholic Church is to 
team up with America's space agency to look for life 
in outer space and so spread the gospel to extrater- 
restrials." NASA has officially denied that such a 
coalition exists. To find these heathen aliens, the 
Vatican wants to desecrate Mt. Graham, a sacred 
Apache site, and push the Mt. Graham Red Squirrel 
off the earth entirely. Coyne has described tradi- 
tional Apache beliefs as "a kind of religiosity to 
which I cannot subscribe and which must be 
suppressed with all the force that we can muster." 

He declined to comment on the religiosity of Red 
Squirrels. 

The Forest Service, meanwhile, has trouble finding 
Native American cultures right here on this planet 
They have repeatedly claimed there is no evidence 
the San Carlos Apache used Mt. Graham as a sacred 
site. Former Coronado National Forest Supervisor 
Robert Tippeconnic recently admitted, however, 
that he knew from the earliest planning stages 
"many traditional Apaches considered Mount 
Graham to be sacred, but would be reluctant to 
describe their feelings to non- Indians." According to 
Tippeconnic, the Forest Service "made no effort to 
solicit the views of San Carlos Apaches, beyond 
writing a letter to the tribal council to announce the 
proposed development." 

Shortly after signing the Decision Notice authoriz- 
ing the Mt. Graham telescope project, Tippeconnic 
was promoted to Washington, DC, as the head of

A Superior Court judge has ordered U of A to 
release a report censored on the grounds that it 
"would be detrimental to the interests of the State." 
The Booz Allen report was indeed detrimental: it 
detailed national Native American resistance to the 
Mt. Graham Observatory project and outlined a 
. plan to further destroy traditional Apache culture 
and religion. The report was released in response to 
a suit brought by the Maricopa Audubon Society. 

Explaining that the University's callous approach 
has not worked, the censored report urged the 
University to "create a positive atmosphere with the 
San Carlos Apache Tribe," in order to "successfully 
manage," the Mt. Graham issue. It also called for a 
"new public relations strategy," centered around 
“new Indian programs to enhance U of A's reputa- 
tion." The University's Office of Indian Programs 
has since created a "model program" with the San 
Carlos Apache Tribe, thus far dumping at least 
$45,000 into the new propaganda/buyoff effort 

U of A was penalized $5,000 for censoring the 
report, which cost the public more than $40,000 to 
prepare.

SHIT IN THE WOODS? 
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“Experimental, Nonessential” Ferret Article

Bet you hadn't heard that President Clinton has 
called a "Prairie Dog Ecosystem Summit" in an at- 
tempt to avoid further decline of the besieged ecosys- 
tem and its keystone species, prairie dogs ( Cynomys sp.) 
and Black-footed Ferrets {Mustela nigripes). There's a 
good reason you haven't, and won't any time soon. 
Although at least as threatened as the Pacific North- 
west old growth forest ecosystem, prairie dog ecosys- 
tems have yet to receive the public notice they deserve. 

To date, only the farmers, ranchers, oil and gas 
developers, ORV users and prairie dog hunters have 
paid prairie dog colonies and the grasslands they 
occupy much mind, and with drastic results. It is 
generally thought that the prairie dog ecosystem has 
been reduced to less than 5% of its historic extent, and 
only a fraction of that remainder 
presently receives full protection 
from farmers, ranchers, and the 
rest. 

Another indication of the 
plight of this ecosystem is the 
status of the species most often 
associated with prairie dogs — 
the black-footed ferret. Ferrets 
are prairie dog obligates, depend- 
ing on them for both food and 
shelter. The Black-footed Ferret 
is often referred to as the most 
endangered mammal of North 
America, 
having 
barely es- 
caped extinc- 
tion when a 
mere eigh- 
teen indi- 
viduals were 
placed in a 
captive 
breeding 
program in 
1986. 

In the fall 
of 1991, fer- 
rets were re- 
introduced 

into the Shirley Basin of west-central Wyoming, creat- 
ing the only known population of ferrets in the wild. 
Unfortunately, but to no one's great surprise, the 
whines and whimpers of the ranching industry 
prompted the US Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) to 
designate the Shirley Basin population as "experimen- 
tal, nonessential." This designation allows "greater 
management flexibility" in dealing with a reintro- 
duced species, which in this case includes the continu- 
ation of prairie dog control in the area. 

USFWS, with help from other federal and state 
agencies, has identified five or six other potential 
reintroduction sites (in WY, MT, SD, A Z, CO, and UT). 
Until recently, plans were set for reintroducing ferrets 
onto public lands in northcentral Montana and the 
Conata Basin/Badlands of southwestern South Da- 
kota. Plans for each of these reintroduction sites in- 
clude designating the ferret populations "experimen- 
tal, nonessential." 

This is particularly frustrating because the ferrets 
would be returned to public lands. Defusing political 
opposition on private lands in order to secure a coor- 
dinated conservation effort for the species is one thing, 
but it is both illegal and unacceptable to propose a 
recovery plan on public lands that allows for excessive 
"incidental take," removes protective measures, and 
undermines the long-term recovery prospects for the 
feTret 

Predator Project and the Biodiversity Legal Founda- 
tion are adamantally opposed to these proposals. 
From the outset, our contention has been that for 
biological, legal, social and moral reasons, the "experi- 
mental, nonessential" designation is entirely inappro- 
priate. Instead, at the very least, USFWS should desig- 
nate either the Montana or South Dakota population 
"essential." Sound biological reasoning demands full 
protection for both reintroduced populations. 
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"In The Wild" 

Is it legal for the Fish and Wildlife Service to consider 
a captive population to be the "essential" population 
of a species? A 1982 amendment to the Endangered 
Species Act (ESA) provides for the designation of 
experimental populations, and requires only that the 
Secretary of the Interior decide whether a population 
is "essential to the continued existence" of that spe- 
cies. But the legislative history and USFWS regulations 
are more specific. Both refer to whether the population 
is essential to the survival of the species "in the wild." 
It is highly inappropriate to consider the captive 
population the essential population, given that the 
intent of the Endangered Species Act is the recovery of 
a species in the wild. With an existing captive breeding 


Biological & Social Importance 
of Wild Populations 

The USFWS should also consider the importance of 
establishing and maintaining protected wild popula- 
tions of ferrets. The proposal to create the northcentral 
Montana population states, "[cjontinued captivity 
increases fire risk of losing important wild survival 
instincts and reduces the likelihood of successful rein- 
troduction and recovery of the species." This high- 
lights the need to place ferrets in the wild and provide 
them with the greatest protection available. 

The Montana proposal also states that "[a]s addi- 
tional wild populations become established, the cap- 
tive population will diminish in relative importance 
and the wild populations will increase in relative 
importance in die overall species recovery effort. "The 
decision to designate the Wyoming population "non- 
essential" may become a precedent the USFWS may be 
afraid to reverse. If so, a critical, historic precedent is 
about to be established whereby a species, once de- 
clared extinct in the wild and being "recovered" in 
captive breeding facilities, might never receive full 
protection of the ESA when reintroduced to the wild. 
What are the chances the USWFS will up-list one or 
more ferret populations once they've been declared 
"nonessential?" It would be better and cheaper for the 
the USFWS and the involved state(s) to pursue ferret 
recovery by using individuals from other wild popula- 
tions than it would be to continue to depend upon the 
more expensive captive breeding program (which has 
already cost millions of dollars). We may want to 
retain the captive breeding program to bolster wild 
populations, but not as the essential population. 

Finally, ferret reintroduction in both Montana and 
South Dakota has been cancelled for fall, 1993, be- 
cause the captive breeding program did not result in a 
sufficient number of ferrets. Only the existing Wyo- 
ming population will receive ferrets this fall. Though 


a formal evaluation has not been completed, up to four 
different factors may interfere with captive breeding: 
pseudo-pregnancy, cannabilism, dietary problems and 
ineffective late breeding. This is a significant setback, 
which highlights the need to get Black-footed Ferrets 
back to the wild while providing them with full 
protection under the ESA. 

Ecosystem Protection 

Persistence of the same human impacts which helped 
cause the initial demise of the ferret, high risk of 
catastrophic events such as canine distemper (a dis- 
ease to which ferrets are susceptible) and sylvatic 
plague (in prairie dogs), and a genuine lack of quality 
ferret habitat stand as the prominent reasons this 
species should be granted full 
protection under the ESA — des- 
ignated as the "endangered spe- 
cies" they are! . Full protection 
could provide critical habitat for 
the recovery and long-term sur- 
vival of ferrets. 

However, the ESA was devel- 
oped not only to protect and 
recover threatened and endan- 
gered species in the wild, but also 
to "provide a means whereby the 
ecosystems upon which endan- 
gered species and threatened spe- 
cies depend may be conserved." 
Based on six studies since 1958, a 
total of 163 vertebrate species 
have been sighted on Black-tailed 
Prairie Dog colonies across their 
present range. Potential habitat 
for four listed species — the Bald 
Eagle, Peregrine Falcon, Piping 
Plover and Black-footed Ferret — 
exists within the ferret reintro- 
duction site in Montana. The 
area also contains habitat for the 
following candidate species: Ferruginous Hawk, Moun- 
tain Plover, Long-billed Curlew, Baird's Sparrow, Black 
Tern, Loggerhead Shrike, Swift Fox and Preble's Shrew. 

US Fish and Wildlife's proposals to designate the 
reintroduced ferret populations in Montana and South 
Dakota as "experimental, nonessential" demonstrate 
a reduced commitment to native prairie dog and 
grassland ecosystem protection and restoration, and 
particularly to programs for the conservation of listed 
and candidate species that now exist within these 
ecosystems. Certainly, this ecosystem is critical to far 
more than the ferret, and the ferret — as a keystone 
species — should be given full protection as a means of 
conserving the long-term viability of what little re- 
mains of the prairie dog ecosystem.

Lobo Reintroduction Planning Underway

The US Fish and Wildlife Service 
(USFWS) is now preparing an Environ- 
mental Impact Statement (EIS) on the 
proposed reintroduction of the Mexi- 
can Gray Wolf— the Lobo — to the Ameri- 
can Southwest. The proposal is the long 
awaited response to a successful lawsuit 
brought against USFWS and the Depart- 
ment of Defense by New Mexico EF! 
activists as the Wolf Action Group 
(WAG). The suit was originally opposed 
by the more established (read: conserva- 
tive) Wolf Coalition which has since 
taken credit for it. The reintroduction 
proposal has a number of serious flaws 
that need national attention and pres- 
sure (that means you). 

USFWS has identified five possible 
sites for Lobo reintroduction, including 
the White Sands Missile Range in New 
Mexico and the Blue Range Primitive 
Area, the Chiricahua, Galluro/Pinaleno, 
and Patagonia/Atascosa mountain 
ranges in southeastern Arizona. A pre- 
liminary analysis by the Arizona Game 
and Fish Department, which has pushed 
for reintroduction in Arizona, showed 
the Blue Range to be the best prospec- 
tive site in Arizona, as it is the most 
remote, has the least grazing pressure, 
most contiguous habitat, and the best 
connection to other large natural areas 
in the Southwest — especially i the Gila 
Wilderness and the Mogollon Plateau. 
An independent biological analysis of 
White Sands Missile Range found it to 
be a suitable site as well. 

However, the USFWS says any rein- 
troduced population "would be desig- 
nated experimental in accordance with 
Section 10(j) of the Endangered Species 
Act, and would not be considered essen-

tial to the continued existence of the 
species." (The Predator Project articles 
on this and the facing page discuss 
problems with this designation in some 
detail.) With only 77 wolves making up 
the entire captive breeding population, 
none can be considered nonessential. 

The recent, verified sighting of wild 
Mexican wolves with pups near 
Patagonia, Arizona by two Forest Ser- 
vice biologists underlines one of the 
concerns predator advocates have raised 
with the "experimental, nonessential" 
designation — that it unnecessarily and 
illegally reduces protection for wild 
wolves in wolf reintroduction areas. 


The plan is also deficient in that it 
arbitrarily limits reintroduction to one 
site. Several reintroduction sites of fully 
protected wolves are necessary to estab- 
lish well distributed viable wolf popula- 
tions in the Southwest. 

Lobo still has a long way to recovery. 
Though public attitudes about wolves 
in the Southwest have changed a lot, 
anti-wolf forces are still potent and vin- 
dictive, and the USFWS is still mostly 
asking the wrong questions, to wit: 

1. Will reintroduced wolves prey on 
domesticlivestock? (Cows are easy meat.) 

2. What will be the economic effects? 
(What about the ecological effects?) 

3. How would the reintroduction af- 
fect other species and the balance of 
nature? (No wolves, no balance.) 

4. Is the captive population of Mexi- 
can wolves genetically viable? (Recover 
'em, then study 'em.) 


5. How will wolf reintroduction affect 
other wildlife management programs, 
especially hunting? (How does hunting 
harm the Lobo?) 

6. How will it affect other land uses, 
such as grazing, mining, logging, off- 
road vehicle use, hiking, and back-coun- 
try camping? (How do they harm the 
Lobo?) 

7. Are there better ways to achieve the 
recovery objective for Mexican wolves? 
(Is there any way to restore the Lobo 
more quickly and completely?) 

8. Is Mexican wolf recovery philo- 
sophically and ethically correct? (You 
have to ask?)

The Draft Environmental Impact Statement (DEIS) 
is out, and as we predicted, the recommended Alterna- 
tive is to reintroduce the Gray Wolf to Yellowstone 
National Park and Central Idaho as an "experimental, 
nonessential" population, a designation which would 
reduce the protection afforded both reintroduced 
wolves and those which either already live in the two 
areas, or which recolonize the regions on their own. 

There are two criteria for designating a population 
"experimental, nonessential." First, the reintroduc- 
tion area must be "outside of the current range" of the 
species. Second, the newly introduced population 
must be "wholly separate geographically from non- 
experimental populations of the same species." Based 
on these legal requirements, the designation of wolves 
in both Yellowstone and Central Idaho as an experi- 
mental, nonessential populations is highly inappro- 
priate. 

Yellowstone: Though people may dispute whether 
Yellowstone National Park currently supports a wolf 
population, the confirmed presence of even single 
wolves in the region — especially wolves known to 
have dispersed from Montana — makes it difficult to 
argue the area is geographically isolated from other 
gray wolf populations. 

Idaho: Wolf populations already exist in Idaho. 
Over the past ten years there have been more than 250 
probable wolf sightings, numerous photographs of 
wolves, a wolf radio-collared in northern Idaho, and at 
least one poisoned in central Idaho. Clearly, Idaho 
wolf habitat is not geographically isolated from other 
occupied wolf habitat in the Northern Rockies. 

It is premature and indefensible to lessen the legal 
protection for wolves via the experimental, nonessen- 


tial designation. The following points need to be 
emphasized in comments on the proposal: 

• All wolves reintroduced into either region should 
retain full protection under the ESA. The best ap- 
proach is outlined in Alternative 5 of the DEIS, 
"Reintroduction of Nonexperimental Wolves." 

• USFWS must immediately commence a significant, 
thorough wolf monitoring and detection program 
in both Yellowstone and Central Idaho; 

• Critical habitat should be designated for both re- 
gions. Federal and state agencies should protect all 
critically designated and potential wolf habitat in 
the two regions, addressing issues affecting wolves 
and their habitat, including road densities, livestock 
grazing, and hunting; 

• No wolf control should be allowed. If the American 
people insist on continuing to subsidize the cattle 
and sheep industry by compensating ranchers for 
depredation losses, so be it. But the loss of wolves to 
"lethal removal" and "management translocations" 
(killingandkidnapping)mustnotcontinue in North- 
ern Montana. 

Wolf advocates must respond in unprecedented 
numbers! Please alert your friends, family and activ- 
ists. The anti-Wolf, anti-Earth, pro-livestock, "Wise 
Use" people will be responding in droves, as they have 
during all of the past comment periods. The wolf cannot 
afford to be outnumbered this time.

Alaska Wolf Kill 
Action Network 

In reponse to the state of Alaska's plans to con- 
tinue its slaughter of wolves, a national network of 
wolf lovers is preparing a series of actions, including 
a tourist boycott and "howl-ins" in at least nine 
cities. 

Under policies approved by the Alaska Board of 
Game, wolf killing may resume in Alaska as soon as 
October 1, 1993, and run through April of 1994. A 
$15 "trapping" license will allow hunters to legally 
shoot wolves without limit from November through 
April. The Alaska Department of Fish and Game 
supported the Board's move to legalize "aircraft- 
assisted" wolf "hunting." Alaska hunters now kill 
more than 1000 of the state's 6000 remaining 
wolves every year.

Whether reviled or exalted, civilization can be de- 
fined by certain characteristics: the consolidation of 
diverse tribes into a monocultural state with defined 
borders; distinctive social classes directed by a hierar- 
chical (religious and political) elite; systematized deple- 
tion of "resources;" an economy dependent on endless 
growth, regardless of the consequences; man-made 
laws in deference to the "laws" of Nature; institution- 
alized education, adherence to a narrow and self- 
serving set of nationalistic and materialistic values; 
intolerance for other values, cultures, peoples and 
species; fear of, and hatred for all that is "uncivilized," 
wild (willed) and natural. 

From Mesopotamia to the Roman State, from Babylon 
to the multinational corporations and "one world 
government" of today, civilization has established a 
pattern of genocide and ecocide unimagined by any 
primal peoples. Rome and its subservient colonies 
epitomized the city-state — later appropriately known 
as the "Holy Roman Empire." The empire is known 
now by its addiction to technology and reliance on 
unchecked growth to survive. Primal peoples, like 
primal wilderness, are still under assault by the new 
Roman Legions. 

Not long ago the tribes of this country marked five 
centuries of opposition to the European invasion of 
the Americas, preceded by a millennia of other land- 
based peoples struggling against the civilized paradigm 
in Asia, Europe, and Africa. I remember it, as part of a 
vast store of wordless information, a language of touch 
and smell, love and fright, sound and sight I remem- 
ber it in bright pictures, in green fields tinged with red. 

I remember it in innocent laughter rent by screams. In 
the aroma of sexual bliss overcome by the smell of 
open wounds, oiled gears, and retching mountains 
of refuse. I remember something like three-thou- 
sand years of conscious resistance! 

The strength to resist destruction or assimilation, 
to resist the denigration and transformation of the 
physical landscape — comes from the depth of our 
relationship to it Strength is one of the gifts we are 
given in return for our devotion and loyalty, in return 
for acting like a responsible native. Strength results not 
from owning the land, but from belonging to the land. 
It is this connectedness that gives indigenous people 
the power to face seemingly insurmountable odds. 

It is this same sense of fealty to place that emboldens 
the most insistent wilderness defenders today, them- 
selves harried like the witches, threatened and incar- 
cerated as punishment for their beliefs. By refusing to 
give up their lawsuits and attempts at educating others, 
or refusing to move from in front of bulldozers poised 
against the wild, they are acknowledging the growth of 
their roots. And like a tree they will not — cannot — 
retreat. 

To commemorate, to celebrate, to pray, and just to 
make it real , the deep ecology and land-based environ- 
mental communities have begun to fashion rituals 
relevant to contemporary society, the planet's dire 
straits, their mixed-lineage of the clans, and their 
terrestrial site, their place. And yet they have no elder s 
to turn to for inst r uction, n o rites Jo call their own. So 
in base camps next to threatened forests, at river 
rendezvous, and even in county jails where they await 
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Such a group, sincere.in intent and having made 
numerous sacrifices in the course of their work for the 
Earth, had a demonstration in Ft. Bragg, CA. They 
formed a circle in the middle of town and, beating on 
drums and singing, they began to create and act out a 
ritual on behalf of the Spotted Owl threatened by 
rampant logging. The energy was building, each per- 
son finding their voice and power to contribute, near- 
ing that point where self-conscious ritual shifts into 
real magic. At that moment a handful of Native Ameri- 
cans showed up carrying signs and chanting "Shame! 
Shame!" Half of the circle broke off to talk with them, 
while the rest completed the ritual without raising the 
level of energy like they'd hoped. 

After having had their homelands appropriated and 
sold, the extraction of Native American rituals and 
symbols is seen as the final theft: cultural genocide. 
The one thing left to beaten and dispossessed peoples 
is their unique cosmology, the songs andrituals through 
which a culture knows and defines itself. The new 
Indian traditionalists grew up with their artifacts sold 
to museums, their implements bastardized as rubber 
tomahawks and pueblo ashtrays, their people stereo- 
typed by western movies. They have struggled to 
eschew the materialist ways of the invader culture and 
to learn the old ways of their tribes. Now they find 
other Native Americans charging for lessons in their 
spiritual ways. They find Euro-Americans marketing 
"Lakota" Inipi ceremonies (sweats), and making money 
writing books about Indians. 

T Itis a fine line, how- ever, that exists be-

Dennis Davies, longtime pagan EF!er, has initiated 
EF! tribal sweat lodges at rendezvous for ten years now: 
It is this repetition of intent, prayer and practice thatj 
creates tradition. However, when it came time to dis-' 
cuss it there were objections from two young activists 
om the American Indian Movement (AIM), who 
ibjected to non-Indian sweats. I spoke of the use of 
medicine sweats by my own Nordic and Sami ances- 
tors, and of the permission we had received a head of 
time from the spiritual elder, Ola Cassador Davis. Then 
I spoke to an anglo friend who had volunteered to lead 
the sweat with his Plains-style medicine pipe, asking 
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that we go with only things the meadow provides, act 
out no ritual that doesn't arise from our own tribe and 
our own experience, and sing no song in any language 
not channeled through us by the Spirit. I was giving 
voice to sentiments I'd heard from a powerful native 
activist of this generation: 

"It is essential that people reconnect with Earth-based 
religions, but many times people are trying to practice 
Lakota vision question or other practices out of context. You 
can't practice Lakota without being in the context of a 
Lakota community."

Sapphire Six Sacrificed by Oregon Supreme Court

SLAPP! We filed out of the Gold Beach, Oregon, 
courthouse, having just been told by the judge that we 
were a threat to democracy and should move to a 
communist country if we didn't like it here, when we 
were approached by a large, pink-skinned man sweat- 
ing in the August heat, waving papers at us. He looked 
like a meat eater. "Are you Kelpie Wilson?'' he asked. 
"Last time I checked," said I, and was handed a thick 
wad of paper. 

And so the Sapphire Six learned that we were being 
sued by Huffman Sc Wright Logging, an outfit that we 
had never heard of before, but that turned out to own 
the logging yarder we had done a bit of theater on a few 
weeks earlier. The judge in Gold Beach had just con- 
victed us of "criminal mischief," a misdemeanor de- 
fined as "interfering with the property of another, " for 
chaining ourselves to the yarder and hanging a ban- 
ner. 

That was back in 1987. Trying 
to stop the logging of old-growth 
in the North Kalmiopsis roadless 
area of the Siskiyou National 
Forest, we arrested that yarder 
for crimes against trees. Got some 
media coverage, stopped them 
for a day, dutifully went to jail 
and thought that would be it. 

Little did we know that the 
weight of the entire Northwest 
timber industry establishment 
had just slammed down upon 
us. We were to be "made an 
example of." 

The timber industry sicced 
their top lawyer cn us, one Mark 
Rutzick. who has done all the 
Spotted Owl cases for them in 
federal court. Rutzick keeps los- 
ing the owl cases, but he's been 
winning against us. Heck, with 
his poor record on the Spotted 
Owl, maybe we've been the sal- 
vage of his career! You owe us 
one, Mark. 

Rutzick's style was very effec- 
tive with the jury of loggers and 
logger's wives. During the 1988 trial, he dragged 
chains around the courtroom. He brandished spikes 
and read passages from Dave Foreman's Ecodefense. 
Our lawyer objected — there were never any allega- 
tions of tree-spiking or property damage in our case — 
but the judge overruled. So surprise, surprise, we lost. 

Huffman & Wright won an award of $25,000 in 
punitive damages and $5,717 in actual damages. We 
appealed on the basis that punitive damages would 
violate the first amendment, and we eventually wound 


up in Oregon Supreme Court. On August 19 this year, 
we received the court's judgment punitive damages 
were upheld. Needless to say, we are crying in our beer, 
but take some comfort from the fact that there was an 
excellent dissenting opinion in favor of overturning 
the lower court decision. 

From the beginning, we argued that punitive dam- 
ages should not be allowed since the purpose of our 
trespass on the yarder was for constitutionally pro- 
tected expressive conduct. We had already been pun- 
ished by the criminal justice system for our action. To 
allow additional punishment through a monetary 
award would have a chilling effect on everyone's right 
to free speecn. We asked the Oregon Supreme Court to 
rule on the issue of the allowability of punitive dam- 
ages in this case. 

The plaintiff's argument could be summed up by 
Mark Rutzick's repeated plea to the judges to get the 
"hooligans" out of the woods, so the timber industry 
could go back to doing its job of "responsible forestry. " 

The court responded to our 
argument in its ruling opinion 
by asserting that the expressive 
conduct couldbe separated from 
the tortious conduct. In other 
words, our protest could some- 
how be reduced to a free speech 
action and a trespassing action, 
and that a jury is allowed to 
award punitive damages for the 
trespass part. 

lire court's dissenting opinion 
was far more cognizant of real- 
ity. Hanging the banner from 
the yarder was an integral part of 
the statement, and a jury would 
not be able to separate it into two 
actions. Furthermore, the instruc- 
tions the jury was given invited 
them to consider the "...impor- 
tance to society in deterring simi- 
lar misconduct in the future," as 
well as the character and motiva- 
tions of the defendants. 

The dissent found that the 
"...resulting possibility that 
speech will be punished due to 
the punitive damages standard 
is of constitutional magnitude 
when speech is a significant component or is an 
integral part of the overall tortious activity for which 
punitive damages are sought." 

Despite the favorable minority opinion, of course, 
the maj ority mles and we are now stuck with a terrible 
precedent. Non-violent civil disobedience, histori- 
cally a political tool of great importance to this coun- 
try, is no longer a viable option for many activists. 
Chalk up ano Liter win for the corporations, but don't 


get too discouraged, because all is not lost. 

It seems so unfair that they can sue us for our little 
actions that barely even slow them down, but we can't 
sue them for destroying our ecosystems, stealing our 
trees, bribing politicians, calling us "eco-terrorists," 
beating us up, creating an atmosphere of hate and 
violence and otherwise being selfish, ignorant jerks. 
But wait a minute, we can! The best defense against a 
lawsuit is to slap back! 

When the Tsitika blockaders on Vancouver Island 
were SLAPPED, they brought their own lawsuit against 
MacMillan-Bloedel for encouraging local hate groups 
like "Women in Timber." Once these companies see 
that there is a possibility that they could be liable for 
something, they tend to back down. So far, Mac Bio 
has failed to prosecute their suit. 

There is also no guarantee that companies will win 
all these lawsuits. When they ask for compensation for 
actual damages, they have to prove that the damages 
are real. In the case in northern California of Louisiana 
Pacific's suit against the Albion protesters, the value of 
the timber went up during the time they were pre- 
vented from logging it, so if and when they do log it, 
they will see a greater profit. For now, though, a court 
injunction is keeping them away from the trees. 

Even when they do win, it's not the end of the world. 
First off, they can't take everything from you. The law 
differs from state to state, but in Oregon and Califor- 
nia, they can't take more than 25% of your wages 
down to a minimum which they can't touch at all 
($ 8, 840 a year, in Oregon) . Y ou can even own a modest 
home and an old car and have $400 in the bank and 
they can't take it. It is like being sentenced to relative 
poverty for the rest of your life. Considering the state 
of the economy, this is not much of a lifestyle change 
for many of us anyway. 

In the future, activists will probably have to divide 
into two camps. Those who do direct action will have 
to stay lean, mean and low on the food chain. They 
can't keep suing us when they don't get anything out 
of it. I am sure it cost the timber industry 7 hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to prosecute us. Even if they get 
their $30,000 from us, it will be a drop in the bucket. 

Th ose of you who wish to live at higher trophic levels 
in the economy but who still want to support direct 
action should go to law school and defend us! After 
paying off your student loans and doing your pro- 
bono work for indigent activists, you might have 
enough time left to make a decent living. 

Three cheers for David Atkin, our heroic attorney, 
who has faithfully pursued this case for the last six 
years. Those of you who have any bucks and want to 
help us compensate David a little for all his work can 
send money to: Earth First!/Sapphire Six Fund, P.O.

Whether we like it or not, money is a part of our lives 
and we all need some of it just to get along, but you 
don't need money to defend the earth. In fact, you're 
better off without it.

A Letter F rom Mark Davis to You (who should be writing him ) 


Greetings to my sister and brother 
envirorabble, and others, 

I want to thank all of you who sent 
backs in response to my pathetic plea 
last time I wrote. Enough came in to 
keep me in stamps & candy bars, send a 
iittie to my ex-wife for my kids, and 
placate the lawyers, sort of. I'll be OK for 
a while unless something happens which 
requires a court appearance, in which 
case things will get desperate again real 
quick. Attorneys are just amazing. Even 
when they are working for expenses 
only, as mine are, the money vanishes 
amazingly fast. 

My legal situation is mighty compli- 
cated, but I'll ny to give a simplified 
version in the interests of brevity. I have 
been denied parole and am appealing 
that decision in court. The Parole Com- 
mission has to have a reason to hold an 
old-law (pre-November '87) prisoner 


beyond the time called for in their guide- 
lines. My guidelines call for a maximum 
of 18 months in the slammer. I have 
served 26 as of this printing of EF!J. 
There is a long and convoluted history 
I won't go into, but the upshot is that 
the Commission has justified its action 
by claiming that I was arrested while 
trying to sabotage a nuclear power plant 
and cause multiple deaths. The fact that 
the FBI arrested me cutting down a 
power line going to a water pump that 
had no connection with anything 
nuclear at all didn't impress them a bit. 
It's hard to explain this to anyone who 
hasn't been exposed to this system; it all 
sounds too strange to be true. It's sort of 
like Alice in Wonderland with all the 
parts L )layed by the Red Queen. 

Anyway, I have a motion filed to 
overturn that decis.on and it's impos- 
sible to tell what is going to happen with 


it. The sad reality is that the justice 
system is completely overwhelmed, and 
there is a good chance that my motion 
will join the vast numbers which are 
rejected without ever really being read 
because it's the quickest way to clear 
work off the court's calendar. I should 
know something by the end of this year 
at the latest. Since virtually everything 
has gone against me so far in this mess, 
I can't say I'm optimistic. But you gotta 
keep trying. 

Prison isn't glamorous and it isn't fun. 
I am hanging on, keeping myself busy 
and trying to avoid both hope and de- 
spair. It's pretty interesting to watch 
myself veer into and out of self-pity; 
there is always someone around in worse 
shape than I am, but there seems to be 
a place in humans where we secretly 
believe that our pain is somehow worse 
and more important than the general 


common run of misery. After all, this is 
ME! But I read the LA Times everyday, 
and it sure sets things in perspective to 
see the pictures and stories coming out 
of some of the real hellholes of the 
world. 

But of course I want out. I miss my 
freedom and my kids and it feels pretty 
useless to be sitting in here while the 
collapse of the biosphere accelerates. 
Twenty-one more months. 

So I send my respect to all of you out 
there on the Cove/Mallard, the North 
Coast, all the places the battle is being 
fought. You have my respect and appre- 
ciation and gratitude and love, the ones 
I know and the ones I don't. I thank you 
for fighting for Life, and when I get out 
I'll try and make some minor contribu- 
tion myself.

The U.S. Forest Service regularly violates 
or ignores Congress' laws. James Abbott, 
Coronado Forest Supervisor, was summoned 
into Senator McCain's office on May 18, 
1989 for what McCain's aide described in 
the General Accounting Office documenta- 
tion as an "ass-chewing." It was a 60 minute 
verbal tirade and job threat by McCain 
(with DeConcini and Rep. Kolbe present) to 
speed up the telescope project. Within 72 
hours Abbott was disregarding all laws pro- 
tecting forest habitats and endangered spe- 
cies on Arizona's unique Mt. Graham sum- 
mit ecosystem. 

Congress’ Mt. Graham law stated in plain 
English that the first three telescopes shall 
be "clustered" together on "Emerald Peak 
only. " Abbott now erroneously claims they 
can go anywhere within the 150 acres Con- 
gress set aside for all seven telescopes. Con- 
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gress, in exempting the first three telescopes 
from environmental laws, limited the first 
three to "Emerald Peak only" to limit project 
damage and forest fragmentation. Abbott 
would pretend he is Congress and shade the 
law so the University of Arizona can build a 
second destructive observatory on a new 
summit exempt from those laws. 

Abbott had a long pedigree of radicalized 
logging practices and anti-endangered spe- 
cies militancy in New Mexico before he 
came to Arizona. He was brought here as a 
Forest Service hard-liner who had contempt 
for the rules and would do McCain's, 
DeConcini's and the UofA’s bidding. Hope- 
fully the Clinton Administration will weed 
out such blots upon USFS professionalism.

Dear ABC News, 

This is to protest your reporting on the 
protest of road building and clear-cutting in 
theNez Perce National Forest at Dixie, Idaho. 
Your news item was by Barry Serafin on 
August 19th, 1993. 

It was not news reporting: it was a propa- 
ganda piece for the timber industry which 
has been the recipient of US Government 
giveaway programs for many years but espe- 
cially during the last twelve yean. 

If your reporter had spent a few minutes 
with the people doing the protest he might 
have discovered that these are young ideal- 
ists who are deeply offended by what is 
happening to our national treasures. They 
are exactly the kind of people you would 
want your children to be. One of them is my 
granddaughter and I am so proud of her my 
chest pops out. They are non-violent. The 
violence being committed is the violence of 
the timber industry to the 
national forests and to 
the youngsters doing 
non-violent protest. 

If your reporter had 
done a little research in 
order to discover what it 
is Earth First!, Seeds of 
Peace and the other orga- 
nizations who formed the 
coalition (unacknowl- 
edged by Serafin) to do 
the action at Cove Mal- 
lard, stand for, he might 
have known enough 
about what was going on 
there to make a report 
that portrayed the mat- 
ter accurately. As it is, 
your portrayal was a gross distortion of the 
true situation as it pertains to the welfare of 
the natural endowment of the United States 
and the commitment of some heroic young 
men and women doing an enormous ser- 
vice to the nation, trying to save something 
we cannot do without — wilderness. 

The activists protesting the Forest Service 
give-away of a publicly, i.e., taxpayer-owned 
wilderness are motivated by the sacrilege of 
the Cove Mallard timber sale. It requires 
building 145 miles of roads in the largest 
remaining roadless wilderness in the US, so 
as to open it up to the clear cutting of 81 
million board feet of Giant Ponderosa Pine, 
Grand Fir, Douglas Fir and White Spruce 
and the ruin of bogs, meadows and marshes 
that speckle the area. The area is home to 
endangered grey wolves, threatened Chinook 
salmon, bear, moose, cougar, elk, wolver- 
ine, bighorn sheep, pileated woodpeckers, 
boreal owls plus other sensitive fish and 
plants. 

Those charged are not criminals and they 
are not terrorists.

They say that in the old days everybody in 
the movement sold subscriptions. I don't 
know how true that is, but they sold as 
many subscriptions as they needed to sup- 
port the paper. They say that the Tucson 
staff was paid $250 a week. We pay our staff 
a measly $300 every six weeks. They say the 
Tucson operation pushed merchandise like 
a dog-sled team. We sell merchandise. We 
try cute little ways of creating new stickers 
and shirts and re-arranging the merchan- 
dise pages to feed the eco-shoppers. We 
would rather support the paper with sub- 
scriptions. 

What this all boils down to is the move- 
ment supporting the paper. Plain and simple, 
if we want a strong movement paper, we 
have to push it, sell it. If the paper is ex- 
pected to reflect and report on the move- 
ment, then it has to have the support oft he 
movement. This means peddling subscrip- 
tions to everyone you know. This means 
setting up new retail outlets (bookstores, co- 
ops, etc.) and distributors (contact the Jour- 
nal office for details). This means selling 
Journal subscriptions at merchandise tables. 

As an EF!er you have a responsibility to 
the paper. Not only to sell subscriptions, but 
to buy subscriptions yourselves, to reduce 
the amount of "free" Journals you take and 
to help the paper whatever way you can. 

Admittedly, the paper has been some- 
what controversial in the past years. This 
can make it hard to sell papers. How can you 
push subscriptions if you are afraid to open 
the pages for fear of what you might see in 
print? Well, if we don't at least double the 
current subscribers, you won't even have a 
paper to read about what 's happening in the 
"radical environmental movement" of 
which we all are an important part. It's the 
only paper that prints this stuff, so ya gotta 
read it.

A 
stretch of blacktop goes up in flames, destroying a 
£250,000 earth digger on a deserted roadway. 

Water pumps are fixed so rivers pump back into 
construction sites. 

The Earth Liberation Front (ELF) is a movement 
of independently operating ecosaboteurs whose 
activities have already caused an estimated £2 
million in damages to Earth rapers throughout 
Britain. Of greater consternation to said Earth 
rapers, notably road contractors and tropical wood 
importers, is that ELFin numbers are growings each 
month. 

According to one Elf, Alder, "There are 20 or more 
cells now in Britain. They vary in effectiveness. 
We've been targeting Group 4 Security vans, Shell 
stations, monkeywrenching. There's a lot of 'level- 
ling' going on now but I don't know about every- 
tl'mg. No one advertises what they've done or 
claims responsibility. We are deep green but we 
support the miners, the railwaymen, communities. 
We are not eco-fascists or middle class commuters." 

Says Elf activist Elm "We look back to pre-Indus- 
trial Revolution, to rebellious agricultural move- 
ments. Elfs see themselves as a spoke in the wheel of 
an international civil dissent movement that draws 
in the Chipko women in India, the Narmada dam 
protesters, European groups and environmental and 
human rights activists." 

The Elfs have grown out of the British EF! move- 
ment, which has focused largely on public direct 
actions, with the recent actions at Twyford Down 
providing, say many, a training ground for militant 
ecodefense. 

Animal Liberation activists are also doing their 
own ecotage. As one says: "What's the point of 
releasing animals into a world of concrete? The 
intellectual link between the two creeds is now 
being made." 

But unlike the Animal Liberation Front, which 
courts publicity, ELF cells, for security reasons, work 
without informing the press and do not claim 
responsibility for actions. "We have learnt from the 
ALF experience," says one. "They are careless, have 
made mistakes. The surest way to be done for 
conspiracy or to attract surveillance or infiltrators is 
to seek attention." 


"To an Elf a CAT is just a large chunk of metal, 
probably from somewhere like Papua New Guinea," 
says Elm. "If you monkeywrench it, you're return- 
ing it Those machines have no right to exist; 
they've been turned into monsters. There's a 
philosophical jump between seeing violence as the 
last step to what we see should be the first. It is the 
only option, the first option." 

Much ELFin success has been achieved by the use 
of pre-announced "Earth Nights," sometimes semi- 


coordinated across continents and coinciding with 
favored pagan holidays. 

"The Establishment is so used to having an 
empire, but the only empire it has left is the public 
and it's riding roughshod over it,' says one Elf. 
"There is a terrible, growing dissent in the land and 
people are being driven to the edge of society. 
When they get there they find it rather attractive. 
As the authorities have sown, so are we reaping."

The Earth Liberation Front (ELF) has called for an international series of Earth 
Nights to protest the way the Earth and its inhabitants are being destroyed by 
governmental policies and multi-national greed. 

We call for a broad alliance of environmental, animal liberation, worker and 
ievolutionary groups to take the opportunity on these nights to strike back together! 
Inflict economic sabotage on road 'construction', vivisection labs, anti-union 
corporations or oppressive State legislation! Every minority and species should be 
allowed to be heard from and we already know that actions speak louder than words. 

We have chosen Halloween as an ideal time to kick off the event since that night 
people are traditionally afraid to go out after dark, worried that the 'little people' 
might get them.

Only through this 
kind of strategy will we be taken seriously. 

The only thing we ask is that there be no injury to life. The ELF is a non-violent 
movement and does not condone any violence to living beings. Sabotage to property, 
however, is liberation and solid protest, by far the most effective means of

Hunting and habitat loss have taken 
many species to the threshold of extinc- 
tion. Global telecommunication and 
international commerce have given 
birth to a thriving illegal market for the 
transport and sale of endangered spe- 
cies.

TAIWAN DEFIES

All wildlife trade is regulated by the 
Convention on International Trade in 
Endangered Species (CITES) which is 
administered by the United Nations. 
International sale and trade of species 
listed on CITES Appendix I is prohib- 
ited. Species on CITES Appendix II can 
be traded only after a CITES scientific 
committee has given its approval. Ti- 
gers, leopards, rhinos, elephants, oran- 
gutans, pandas and all species of Asiatic 
bears and cats are on Appendix L All 
other species of bears and most Asian 
primates are on Appendix I or II. Every 
one of these species is illegally traded on 
the Taiwanese black market. 

OPEN SEASON ON 
ENDANGERED SPECIES 

The Taiwanese market also supports a 
heavy trade in live animals. As many as 
two hundred tigers are held in captivity 
forbreedingpurposestosupplyTaiwan's 
market demand for tiger meat, blood, 
bones, organs and skins. These tiger 
"farms" inside Taiwan also serve as stag- 
ing areas for the illegal importation and 
transport of live animals like leopards, 
bears and orangutans.

Taiwan fears international trade and 
diplomatic sanctions. Please write to 
Clinton and demand that the United 
States pressure the government of Tai- 
wan to halt the illegal trade of endan- 
gered species by strictly enforcing its 
own laws and CITES regulations.

The public is not powerless to counter the cynical "wise use" movement An 
old-fashioned consumer boycott of sponsoring corporations could help us 
weaken financial support for organizations such as People for the West, Oregon 
Lands Coalition, Blue Ribbon Coalition, National Wetlands Coalition and 
others who are promoting commercialization, privatization and development of 
our public lands under the guise of grassroots anti-environmental sentiment 

Wise Users are using boycotts and boycott threats to intimidate businesses 
into withdrawing support for conservation organizations. For example, Ford 
Motor Company and General Electric withdrew support for a PBS Audubon 
special on federal land grazing last year under pressure from "wise use" groups. 
In Oregon, small businesses supporting forest protection have been targets of 
boycotts sponsored by "wise use" groups funded by large timber corporations. 

We can boycott Chevron Oil Company which last year donated thousands 
of dollars to the Western States Public Lands Coalition, sponsor of "People for 
the West?," (PFW?) a pro-logging and mining group based in Pueblo, Colorado. 
PFW? advocates opening wilderness and park areas to mining, road building, 
and logging and has joined with multinational corporations in the Southwest to 
thwart endangered species protection on federal lands while fighting reform of 
outdated mining and grazing laws. 

I suggest that readers cut their Chevron credit cards in half and send the 
remains with a letter of explanation to Chevron Oil, PO Box 7753, San Fran- 
cisco, CA 94120. 

Unfortunately many other "wise use" sponsors are religious organizations, 
Japanese motorcycle manufacturers or large mining companies which aren't so 
vulnerable to consumer market boycotts. But with your help, companies such as 
Chevron will think twice about supporting the "wise use movement" in the 
future.

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Story Earth 

Native Voices on the Environment

Story Earth is a collection of 18 narratives by 
indigenous people from six continents, on the 
subject of the "natural order" and the place of 
human beings within it. 

According to the book jacket, "these healing 
visions of a harmonious relationship between 
people and the earth offer hope and inspiration for 
sorely-needed change." And the book does offer 
many accounts of how humans can live in appro- 
priate, respectful ways on the earth: every indig- 
enous culture represented has found an approach 
that has proven "sustainable" for centuries or 
millennia. 

Yet this is a deeply disturbing book, expressing as 
much pain as reason for optimism. For without 
exception these cultures are under assault — their 
traditional ways of life rapidly becoming, or already 
become, impossible. "We are, I fear, on the brink of 
collapse as a distinct people," Tanien Ashini, a 
Natassinan from Canada writes. "Like indigenous 
peoples all around the world, our distinct culture 
and economy are being cmshed by an incredible 
greedy and environmentally irresponsible industrial 
order." 

The more recent the incursion of the West, the 
fresher the pain. For some, the devastation to land 
and culture introduced by Western development 
schemes and resource exploitation, often accompa- 
nied by missionary and neocolonial activities, has 
occurred only within the last generation, as in the 
case of the Nubians. [Displacement from our land 
along the Nile], Baher Kamal reports, "is the price 
that our people — who have given much to Egypt, 
who developed our own formidable culture, who 
once knew abundant harvests and fishing but now 
serve as waiters in the big cities — have had to pay 
for a modem technology that has tried to domesti- 
cate the Nile ... to generate electric energy to 
ensure that the TV sets of today can show never- 
ending hours of foreign soap operas and game 
shows." 


"Most of our global crises— war, pollution, over- 
population, overconsumption, hunger and oppres- 
sion — ," King Mosjhoeshoe II, a Basuto from 
Lesotho observes, "are symptoms of a single cultural 
evolution that is often referred to as 'civilization'." 
Because of this "civilization," even island groups 
such as the Lau of the Solomon Islands "have been 
overinfluenced by completely different ways of 
thinking and doing things. Sometimes we think the 
white men will destroy the world," Nathan Wate 
tells an interpreter. "They spoil the sea, they spoil 
the forests, they spoil the air and spoil the land. We 
blame them for that, yes. They don't act carefully to 
find out what is good and what is bad for people." 

The most inspiring essays are by those who have 
found ways to take action on their own behalf. 
Rhada Bhatt's description of the Chipko movement 
in the Indian Himalayas, whose most recent success 
came in their opposition to the Tehri dam project — 
as well as other accounts of resistance movements 
and growing alliances not only to preserve what is 
left of indigenous peoples and their lands and ways, 
but to regain some of what has been lost — are all 
reasons for hope. 

Unfortunately, Bhatt's essay is the only one in 
this volume written by a woman. Even more 
distressing is the fact that only two of these pieces 
(the U.S. and Canadian contributions) avoid the use 
of sexist, language to refer to human beings, a major 
distracting flaw for which the editors, translators 
and perhaps some of the contributors' English- 
language teachers may all share responsibility. 

The essays do not always agree with one another, 
nor reflect the same nature-harmonious vision. 
While Bhatt's article places a high value on the 
contributions of woman (who started and led the 
Chipko movement, often against the initial opposi- 
tion of the village men), a Kenyan account epito- 
mizes patriarchal attitudes, equating women, 
darkness and the jungle with famine and evil, as 
threats to the sacred cow of the Naasai. Though

The archaic meaning for the word "folk" is 
"tribe." Folk is the music of the people, as opposed 
to the cultured distractions of some elite. Tribe, in 
the deep ecological sense, includes the myriad other 
species, and gives voice to them as well.

The Swamp Poets, and hold there album out as 
one of the finest new folk releases. Take for instance 
their song "Toil and Trouble," kicking along with 
intensely smart acoustic guitar licks layered against 
one another like waves lapping the shore: 

"I wish that I had never seen a lobster taken from 
the sea entombed within a cage of glass waiting for 
the hours to pass while dreaming of the briny deep 
all bathed in darkness there to creep about the land 
where it was spawned a taste of freedom moving 
on... I wish that I had never seen the branches 
severed from a tree deep wound all sticky with the 
tears a child's sappy mother bears with dreams of 
gentle winds a blowin' stretched out proud the buds 
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all showin', sweet home for birds upon the hill, a 
taste of freedom standing still..." 

Swamp Poets is a highly charged musical couple 
putting out the energy of a four piece band. It is rare 
among unsigned groups to find such an exemplary 
interweaving of guitar licks combined with the 
ecological passion and natural humor that can be 
shared but never owned. 

From Scott's haunting vocals on the moody 
"Ghost of the Prairie," to his vocalese exchange 
with Rosebud on "After That I Should Have Been," 
the voice is an instrument they truly play, in every 
sense of the word. Her singing is as robust as a rose 
in full-tilt bloom, with just a hint of thorns. Their 
harmonies remind me of the group Pentangle, while 
at times she cuts loose like we used to hear with Joy 
of Cooking's Terry Garthwaite. The song "Pickin'em 
Up" speaks of a joyful acceptance of our mortality, 
and honors our return to the composite soil, the 
flesh of Mother Earth. 


most contributors challenge the concept of the 
earth as "resource," see interspedes equality, distrust 
the biases of a sdentific/technological worldview, 
and emphasize the importance of living appropri- 
ately in place, there are also voices in this volume 
(such as the Buddhist and the Hindu) promoting 
dements of the opposite: the "wise use of re- 
sources," the placement of humans above the 
"lowly animals" in the natural order, the potential 
of sdence and technology to "solve” the problems 
they have created, and "globalism" at the apparent 
expense of bioregionalism. The influence of West- 
ern anthropocentric (or androcentric) religious and 
cultural paradigms, which appear even amidst these 
statements from indigenous peoples, is evidence of 
the magnitude of the struggle in which those 
people — and everyone fighting for the earth are 
engaged. 

Even though we hear these native voices through 
a filter of Westernism, it is clear that the need for 
action is urgent. Tanien Ashini observes what has 
happened to other cultures before his when he 
warns: "Unless the Canadian, Quebec and New- 
foundland governments change their policies 
toward us, we will fall off the cliff. We will fall into a 
downward spin of alcohol abuse, family violence, 
despair and other symptoms of cultural collapse." 
There may still be time to prevent the repetition of a 
tragedy that has happened too often, and to put 
into practice the lessons expressed eloquently in 
such pieces as the Abenaki Joseph Bruchac's "The 
Circle Is the Way to See." Despite its shortcomings 
and the despair it can at times engender, this book 
is evidence that the Earth's "global family" is 
waking up.

The Dirty Deed 

On October 6, the White House crowed 
that it had reached an agreement with 
the 12 plaintiff groups who had gotten 
a landmark injuction to halt logging in 
spotted owl habitat. The agreement calls 
for the release for logging of some 54 US 
Forest Service timber sales containing 
83 million board feet These sales are 
mostly old growth containing trees 400+ 
years old. What these erstwhile "envi- 
ronmentalists" have agreed to is an- 
other 2000+ acres of clearcut ancient 
forest and implicit approval of Option 9, 
the Clinton old growth liquidation plan. 

In a classic case of first an inch, then a 
mile, the White House states that the 
deal has "the potential for release of 
substantially more timber." 

Unwilling to go along with the surren- 
der (what one activist crudely called the 
"Stop Rape: Just Say Yes" deal) four true 
grassroots groups, (the Native Forest 
Council, the Friends of the Breitenbush 
Cascades, Kalmiopsis Audubon and Save 
the West) filed documents seeking to 
intervene in the "spotted owl" lawsuit 
before Judge William Dwyer, who had 
issued the injunction. The press labeled 
them "renegade" environmentalists; a 
surrendering plaintiff dismissed them 
as "fringe elements" and "dissidents." 

The Background 

The main pressure on the plaintiffs 
was the threat from Bruce Babbitt and 
(Asst. Secretary of Agriculture) Jim Lyons 
that if the plaintiffs didn't do this as a 
"good faith" gesture, the administra- 
tion would go to Congress to seize the 
trees while denying conservationists the 
right to go to court to try and stop it. This 
maneuver involves so-called sufficiency 
language which would shield the whole 
process from existing environmental 
laws. 

This has been done a number of times 
in the past, culminating with the infa- 
mous Hatfield/ AuCoin "Rider from Hell" 
in 1989 that led to the clearcutiing of 
130,000 acres of ancient forest. With 
75% of Americans claiming to be envi- 
ronmentalists, there is little chance that 
Congress can repeal popular environ- 
mental laws like the Endangered Species 
Act, so instead they just suspend en- 
forcement of the laws for a year — cer- 
tainly not the democratic form of gov- 
ernment of laws we were told about way 
back in civics class.

from the event, about 30 people 
confronted arriving guests. Activists 
eventually pushed the police back in a 
peaceful march, accompanied by 
native drumming and singing — a 
powerful presence throughout the 
weekend.

"When I come to a place like this, I 
always ask myself, 'What are we doing 
here?"' — Father George Coyne, S.J., at 
the Vatican telescope dedication on 
Mt. Graham. 

On September 18, the telescope 
crusaders tried once again to bury the 
Mt. Graham issue and convince 
themselves that the international 
observatory project is really off and 
running. But the "dedication" of the 
nearly-complete Vatican and Max 
Planck telescopes on Mt. Graham 
turned into a public relations quag- 


mire, as the five-year campaign of 
civil disobedience opposing the 
project continued undeterred. Cre- 
ative blockade tactics delayed the 
ceremony for about three hours. 

A festive weekend had been 
planned for funders and others 
associated with the embattled tele- 
scopes, to remove the lingering, 
uncomfortable taste of conflict It 
began September 17 with what a 
counter-invitation called a "Genocide 
Dinner and Cocktail Party" at the 
posh Westin La Paloma Resort outside 
Tucson. Though confined by heavy 
security to a small comer removed 


Mt. Graham protests, had a power 
cutter handy. An hour later, the 
slowly moving caravan neared the top 
of the steep and winding 30-mile 
Swift Trail road. With no one guard- 
ing the road's only gate, student 
activist Wendy Young was able to lock 
down to it by her neck.

Forest Service Shenanigans on the 
Cherokee National Forest

When last we left the Bearwallow Area on the Watauga 
Ranger District of the Cherokee National Forest in Tennes- 
see, there was good news. The Forest Protection/ 
Biodiversity Project and Sierra Club appeal had resulted in 
withdrawal of the Bearwallow timber sale. That was back in 
April. In July, FP/BP activists were hiking around the 
former proposed sale area and wandered into some amaz- 
ing and beautiful areas, including some which appeared to 
possess old growth characteristics. On the way out of town 
the activists decided to stop in at the District Ranger's 
office to inquire about future plans for the area. It turned 
out the Forest Service was planning to reissue the same 
timber sale, with slight modifications of course, in a few 
weeks. Huh? This was the first that FP/BP had heard of 
such plans. It seemed odd that neither office had been 
contacted, seeing how both offices are on the Cherokee 
forestwide mailing list and both had sent in appeals of the 
old sale. This was just the first in a series of incidents where 
the Watauga District would fail to alert the FP/BP on time 
about an issue we had been involved in since 1992.

For readers unfamiliar with USFS procedures, whenever a 
project is being proposed it must go through the "scoping 
process." All interested parties are contacted and invited to 
voice comments and concerns about the project The 
Forest Service then supposedly looks at the comments and 
concerns, takes them into consideration, and writes an 
environmental assessment based on their investigation of 
the project. They then issue a decision notice stating what 
they plan to do, explaining the other alternatives consid- 
ered, and saying how they will not break any laws while 
executing the project.

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Rising to the Challenge 


One of the more interesting tasks 
we have here at the Journal office is 
responding to the diversity of mail we 
receive. Recently twelve-year-old 
Laura of British Columbia earnestly 
asked, "If all of us took part how 
much would we get done?" At first I 
dismissed this as the kind of unan- 
swerable question kids ask, and 
dashed off a brief reply to her easier 
inquiries about environmental issues. 
But her pointed question continued 
to rattle around my brain. 

Those of us who are taking part now 
are accomplishing a great deal, based 
on the news coming into our office. 

At Mt Graham, Native American and 
environmental activists wreaked 
havoc at what was supposed to be a 
celebration of the University of 
Arizona/ Vatican telescopes. Southern 
Californians embarrassed the film 
industry by calling attention to the 
use of rainforest wood for sets, which 
resulted in the companies stating they 
would discontinue this practice. Sea 
turtle activists confronted Mexican 
President Salinas and squeezed a 
commitment out of him to protect 
these endangered animals. At the 
closing celebration of the reenactment 
of the Oregon Trail crossing (a "thou- 
sand-mile-long commercial"), protest- 
ers succeeded in drawing many 
people's attention to the connections 
between genocide and ecocide. 

Our effectiveness is also reflected in 
the ugly barometer of escalating 
government harassment The FBI has 
been skulking around questioning 
environmental activists in New 
Mexico. Mark Davis is well-acquainted 
with just how far the FBI will go to 
punish activists, as he continues 
serving his six-year sentence. In this 
issue, he provides his first public 
account of the Arizona 5 case, in 
response to yet another revisionist 
book about Earth Fnst! Mark's article 
appears in two parts; the second 
installment will be printed in the Yule 
issue. 


In British Columbia, harsh sen- 
tences have been given to the first of 
nearly 800 people arrested protesting 
the ravaging of forests in Clayoquot 
Sound. Activists in Idaho have re- 
ceived the same treatment for defend- 




ing the Cove/Mallard wilderness. 
Animal rights activist Kim Trimiew is 
behind bars after her fifth refusal this 
year to cooperate with two grand 
juries. 

Along with the legal crackdowns, 
violence has increased. Navajo activist 
Leroy Jackson, found dead under 
suspicious circumstances, may have 
paid the ultimate price for his dedica- 
tion to protecting Mexican spotted 
owl habitat In Papua New Guinea, 
tribal leaders opposing widespread 
deforestation have been arrested and 
beaten. The Malaysian government 
used its military against the Penan, 
whose peaceful nine-month blockade 
against logging had protected their 
rainforest home. 

Such incidents are chilling. But 
despite the powerful forces we face, 
we are still succeeding. The, FBI may 
be harassing Earth Firstlers in New 
Mexico, but not one person has 
agreed to talk with agents. 

Author Rik Scarce was released after 
spending more than five months in 
jail. He was imprisoned for refusing to 
cooperate with the scare tactics of 
grand juries and having the gall to 
stand up for his constitutional rights. 


Unable to intimidate him, the govern- 
ment finally gave up. 

Louisiana-Pacific made the mistake 
of filing a Strategic Lawsuit Against 
Public Participation (SLAPP) against 
Albion Uprising activists who had 
halted logging of Enchanted 
Meadow's redwoods in northern 
California. The creative response of 
Earth Firstlers has made the experi- 
ence a bureaucratic nightmare for L-P. 

There is a lot to fight for. Chainsaws 
can still be heard in the Walbran 
Valley and Clayoquot Sound in British 
Columbia. The wolf killers in Alaska 
and BC are at it again now that the 
tourist season is over. Option 9, the 
official government plan to wipe out 
old growth in the name of "ecosystem 
management," has received the 
blessings of mainstream environmen- 
tal groups and jeopardizes the forests 
of the Northwest.

Av Orbv Letter to Susan Zakin ; Author of Coyotes and Town Dogs

Editors' note: In 1 988-89, the FBI infiltrated a group of 
activists in Prescott, Arizona. Spending millions of dollars 
and accumulating 800 hours of clandestinely recorded 
conversations, the government's frame-up culminated in 
the arrests of Mark Davis, Peg Millett, Marc Baker, Use 
Asplund and Dave Foreman. 

The Arizona 5, as they came to be known, were accused 
of a conspiracy to destroy nuclear power plants, a charge 
thrown out of court for lack of evidence. The defendants 
accepted a plea bargain in 1991, pleading guilty to lesser 
charges. Foreman was placed on probation for five years. 
His sentencing was delayed until the end of that time, when 
his felony conspiracy charge will be reduced to a misde- 
meanor. The others received jail time: one month for 
Asplund, six months for Baker, three years for Millett, and 
six years for Davis, who is the only one still in prison. 

The following is a revised version of the letter Mark sent 
to Susan Zakin and several other individuals in September 
after the publication ofC oyotes and Town Dogs — Earth 
First! and the environmental movement (reviewed in 
this issue). A copy of this article was sent to Dave Foreman 
prior to its publication here.

Dear Susan, 

Thank you for sending me a complimentary copy of 
your book. I rather wish you had informed me of your 
intentions when we spoke in person as you conducted 
your research. Naturally, now that I have read your 
version of events I can understand why you chose not 
to do so. 

It's quite a portrait you draw of me in the two and a 
half chapters which discuss matters in which I was 
personally involved. I believe that the caricature you 
have created describes a person with serious emotional 
and mental problems; he is suicidal, delusional, and 
obsessed with grandiose schemes, on top of being 
possessed of a rather pathetic martyr complex. 

You have a perfect right to hold whatever opinions 
you wish of my character and actions. When you 
publish those opinions as facts, and when you deal 


with a person who lacks the ability to respond to your 
contentions, I believe you have concomitant respon- 
sibilities. At the least, the facts used to support a 
portrayal as one-sided and harsh as the one you have 
made of me should be checked for accuracy. It is a 
terrible breach of journalistic ethics to knowingly 
create a false picture in service of an unspoken agenda. 
I believe that is exactly what you have done. At the 
very least you have completely failed in the first duty 
of a journalist — to check the facts. 

I have maintained a discreet silence regarding the 
Arizona 5 case for a variety of reasons despite numer- 
ous opportunities, and re- 
quests, to spell out what I 
know. As other participants in 
those events observed my reti- 
cence, I saw a gradual intensi- 
fication in the effort to create 
and sell a version which flat- 
ters one of the major players. 

I kept hoping that the whole 
thing would die down and 
disappear, for the truth is 
pretty ugly and I don't like the 
idea of trashing someone un- 
necessarily. The publication 
of your book makes my reser- 
vations moot. 

You are doubtless hoping 

that a great many people read your book. If so, a great 
many people will believe the picture you have painted 
both of the events themselves and the participants. 
The only hope I have of defending myself is to tell the 
truth in reply to your distortions of fact and interpre- 
tation. I relate here enough of the truth to rebut your 
distortions, and avoid gratuitous ugliness. I am relat- 
ing as fact only that which I know to be true, and 
provide a means of verifying what I say in almost every 
instance. 

You describe an incident in which I intervened 
between FBI informant Ron Frazier and my friend Jody 
Skjei, whom Frazier was threatening. Your summation 
of my actions is: "Mr. Hippie himself stepped in, Mark 
Davis, the old drug and alcohol counselor, mystic 
warrior, protector of women and children." 

What a pathetic fool. 

Jody is a single mother with a little girl, Lexa.

Frazier's messages, some of which I heard and read, 
indicated that he was considering doing one or both of 
them physical harm. The police told Jody that until he 
actually did something they would not act. As it 
turned out, Frazier had a record of armed and violent 
assaults, a fact which came out at the trial. Jody asked 
me for help, which put me in a bad situation since 
Frazier knew of my monkeywrenching activities. Self 
interest dictated that I tell Jody that she'd have to find 
someone else, but there was nobody else. I love Jody 
and Lexa, so I worked out an admittedly cockamamie 
story calculated to appeal to Frazier's fractured sense of 
reality (he had confided in Use 
that he felt under mental at- 
tack from mysterious 'dark 
forces'). I sought to get him to 
try some of the practices I had 
seen help other troubled souls. 
The alternative was to beatthe 
holy crap out of him, an op- 
tion which was not only mor- 
ally repugnant but probably 
wouldn't have worked. 

I succeeded in getting 
Frazier's attention off Jody. I 
also managed to send him 
straight to the cops. One out 
of two isn't a great average, but 

it was a messy situation and I 

did the best I could. You can verify this information by 
contacting Jody and Ilse. 

I fail to see why that draws a sneer from you. If you 
were a low-income single mother under attack from a 
psychopath, and the police had refused to help, I think 
you also might have welcomed a hand from a friend. 

There are many factual omissions and misstate- 
ments scattered throughout the book. Most are insig- 
nificant and Hack the space to correct them all. Typical 
is your description of thermite as an explosive. It is not.

Dear Editors: 

I am glad to learn that after 56 days of 
phenomenal support (in terms of bodies, 
food donations and cash) the blockade at 
the Kennedy Arm Bridge, in Clayoquot 
Sound, had finally stopped a few days of 
logging (Mabon, 1993). I spent almost a 
month on Vancouver Island this summer, 
checking out the forest and the activism. I 
was impressed that Friends of Clayoquot 
Sound (FOCS), with the backing of local 
alternative business people, was able to serve 
sun-dried tomatoes, organic apricots, and 
chocolate (along with rice and beans) to 
hundreds of hungry peace campers. (Though 
I wondered why FOCS was so popular when 
an Earth First! group sponsoring a base 
camp and anti-roadbuilding actions to save 
watersheds a few valleys southeast of 
Clayoquot Sound could barely scrape to- 
gether the funds to keep their van running.) 

I was not impressed that FOCS takes the 
maxim "think globally/act locally" to mean 
"compare your piece of forest with Brazil, 
while ignoring your more radical neigh- 
bors." I was disgusted when FOCS decided it 
could not take a public stand of solidarity 
with a few activists who initiated an inde- 
pendent tree sitting action in Clayoquot 
Sound. Perhaps tree sitting violates FOC’s 
code of open, dignified, peaceful behavior. 
Perhaps FOCS was afraid of losing the sup- 
port of respectable people (the eco-yuppies 
with money and influence) for supporting 
something as defiant as tree sitting. Or per- 
haps FOCS cannot support any action in 
Clayoquot Sound which it cannot control. 

I got the clear impression, in August, that 


FOCS was going out of its way to distance 
itself from Earth First! tactics and Vancouver 
Earth First! groups. So I was surprised to see 
you publish an article which reads just like 
an FOCS press release. If FOCS can't openly 
support tree sitters, (and if FOCS asked an 
Earth First! group to stay away from their 
"peace camp") why is its contact address 
featured at the end of an article in EF! 
Journal ? Do the Friends of Clayoquot Sound 
want to be Earth Firstiers or not? They can't 
have it both ways. I'm not sure FOCS de- 
serves any more publicity than it's already 
got through the mainstream press. If its 
success depends in part on a disavowal of 
more radical (but still non-violent) activists, 
I certainly don't think the Journal should be 
giving FOCS even more publicity, free of 
criticism.

Willamette National Forest Supervisor Darrel Kenops 
recently celebrated the second anniversary of the 
arson attack against the Warner Creek area by an- 
nouncing his "kinder, gentler" salvage logging plan 
for the land. Under the guise of "fire protection," 
Kenops plans to clearcut and slashbum this spotted 
owl Habitat Conservation Area (HCA), arguing that 
removal of "dead and dying timber" will "prevent 
future catastrophic wildfires." On the contrary, the 
Warner Creek Fire "Recovery" Project offers a sneak 
preview of the kind of light-it-and-log-it arson salvage 
scams that will likely occur under Clinton's infamous 
proposed Option 9 Forest Plan. 

From the very beginning, this project was intended 
to "test the waters" of new management restrictions 
on old growth logging imposed by the listing of the 
spotted owl under the Endangered Species Act. At the 
behest of corporate and congressional timber barons, 
Kenops dutifully walked the plank of the Freddie 
timber pirate ship — fast sinking from numerous pub- 
licscandals and congressional investigations of agency 
mismanagement. 

Kenops found the waters to be scalding hot when his 
original proposal to log 40 million board feet (MMBF) 
from the heart of this Roadless Area inflamed the 
public anger, justifiably outraged that an arson attack 
on an HCA would be rewarded with salvage sales. His 
truly outrageous plan provoked a nationwide response 
in the form of thousands of protest letters during the 
public comment period on his draft preferred alterna- 
tive. Mercifully, Kenops was bailed out of his public 
relations debacle when his preferred Alternative "F" 
was flunked by the agency's own internal oversight 
committee, who quietly withdrew the plan from con- 
sideration in the Final EIS. 

The Supervisor's new Final Decision still proposes to 
clearcut and slashbum the Warner Creek area, taking 
out nearly 10 MMBF of trees in order to "construct fuel 
breaks" and "reduce fuel loads." Forest Service 
firefighting dogma considers snags and logs to be 
nothing more than "dead fuel" for wildfires, while 
ignoring their ecological functions as living habitat 
structures needed by spotted owls, their prey and 
numerous old growth dependent species. Using sinis- 
ter "New Forestry" logging schemes and cynical "New 
Perspectives" propaganda, Kenops is attempting to

mask his timber extraction plan behind the 
smokescreen of "habitat protection" and "ecosystem 
management." An area intended to be safe for spotted 
owls will now be made safe for loggers to remove trees 
from burned stands, and made safer for firefighters to 
wage trench warfare against wildfires. The birdshot 
pattern of clearcuts, and strategic placement of fuel 
breaks, will effectively fragment this area, thus remov- 
ing any future possibility of wilderness designation. 

Kenops had to craft his salvage logging plan along- 
side an alternative written by Cascadia Earth Firstlers 
that proposed setting aside the whole Warner Creek 
Bum as a Fire Ecology Research Natural Area. Alterna- 


tive EF (that's "Ecology of Fire," silly!) presented a true 
alternative to the typical "manage-mentality" of 
Freddie fire recovery proj ects, and proposed that natu- 
ral succession and fire ecology restoration return the 
area to spotted owl habitat. Going beyond the No 
Action alternative, it offers a "KNOW action" alterna- 
tive to learn from the bum while letting Nature 
proceed with the only known method of recreating 
owl habitat. The prescribed natural fire program pro- 
posed in Alternative EF is the first of its kind in the 
western Oregon Cascades, and its vision of ecological 
research and restoration puts the supervisor's timber 
salvage plan to shame. At the last possible minute, 
Kenops threw in his plan, a phony "natur al succession 
area" slicedup into six pieces by the fuelbreak clearcuts, 
attempting to appease the community of scientists 
and environmentalists supporting Alternative EF. 

The inclusion of Alternative EF in the Warner Creek 
FEIS represents a maj or paper victory for Earth Firstlers . 
It makes it worth ordering a copy of the FEIS from the 
Freddies just to count the number of times "EF" is 
written in the document! Nevertheless, forest destruc- 
tion is planned to begin as soon as the Freddies can 
mark off their logging units and auction off these 
timber sales. Currently, a 45 -day appeal period is in 
effect — another victory for environmentalists who 
regularly see fire salvage sales exempted from appeals. 
Weather-permitting, logging could begin as early as 
this winter, but will not likely start until next spring 
due to the extreme hazardous conditions involved in 
logging scorched snags on steep slopes. Cascadia Earth 
First! is already beginning to plan direct actions to stop 
this continuing crime against Nature. This time for 
real, NOT ONE BLACK STICK wifi be removed by 
pyromaniac timber maggots! Just say NO! to arson 
salvage in Warner Creek! 

WHAT YOU CAN DO: Order a copy of the Warner 
Creek FEIS and submit an appeal on the plan. Add your 
name to the Warner Creek action response network. If 
and when cutting begins, a nationwide call-out will 
get the word out. Plan actions in your local area to 
protest the Warner Creek arson-salvage plan and its 
implications for future assaults upon other protected 
forests.

Cruisin' the Forests of Southern Appalachia 


Forest Service Road Policies Jeopardize Black Bear

"I hate dams. I hate all dams." - 

— David Brower 

I hate roads. I hate all roads. Black 
bear, brook trout, freshwater mussels, 
and other wildlife of the Southern 
Appalachians despise and fear roads, 
too, and rightly so. Roads and the 
motorized access they invite pose the 
single greatest threat to a great many 
animals, plants, and entire ecological 
communities in North America. 

Unfortunately, the US Forest Service 
has an undue love for building and 
maintaining critter destroying forest 
freeways. The Forest Service maintains 
over 5,000 miles of roads on the six 
southern Appalachian National 
Forests, at great cost to US taxpayers 
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and at an ecological price that defies 
analysis, though we will try. 

Roads destroy habitat from the get 
go. Construction of forest roads kills 
many animals, especially the smaller, 
less mobile ones. Obviously plants 
have nowhere to go but under the 
tread of the dozer. But even worse 
than the initial destruction is what 
roads bring after completion— logging 
crews, people with trucks, dogs, beer 
and guns, and mindless tourists. 

Roads across steep mountainsides 
are vulnerable to landslides, especially 
after heavy rains, which often dump 
tons of sediment into streams. Even 
without such landslides, unpaved 
roads produce sediment as long as 
they remain unvegetated. Such 
sediment greatly reduces the quality 
of aquatic habitats and eliminates 


species which require pristine water- 
ways. 

Most cases of arson and human- 
caused fire are started along roads. 
Many invasive, non-native species, 
such as kudzu and Japanese honey- 
suckle, invade forest areas along 
roadsides. 

Long-term research indicates that 
high road densities pose one of the 
greatest threats to the survival of black 
bear in the southern Appalachians. 
Black bear have already been elimi- 
nated from 90-95% of their range in 
the southeastern US, and are still 
losing ground. If current trends of 
private land development continue, 
within 20-25 years black bear will 
exist almost exclusively on public 
lands in the southeast

The plaintiffs' attorneys at the Sierra 
Club Legal Defense Fund (SCLDF) fear- 
ing a lock on the courthouse door would 
upset their gravy train, took the 
administration's side and hammered 
their clients into accepting the deal. 
Some plaintiffs described SCLDF's brand 
of reasoning as "badgering and berat- 
ing." Without SCLDF or the plaintiff 
groups conducting a thorough review 
of what was at stake, they capitulated to 
the demand and offered up the trees. 
Others who did look at the sales found 
them to be clearcuts of old growth, pure 
and simple. 

How Did Such a Sony State of 
Affairs Come About? 

At critical junctures in the Ancient 
Forest struggle, we've come to expect 
the national groups to sell out. 

1) In 1984, activists in southern Or- 
egon were fighting the Bald Mountain 
Road. Eventually it was decided that, if 
the laws governing roadless areas were 
to be enforced, citizens would have to 
filealawsuit Earth First! and local groups 
initiated a suit and the Oregon Natural 
Resources Council (ONRC) signed on to 
the RARE n lawsuit The national Sierra 
Club reacted by sending letters of ad- 
monishment to members of their chap- 
ters who supported the lawsuit. 

2) In 1986, GreenWorld petitioned on 
behalf of the northern spotted owl for 
listing as a threatened species under the 
Endangered Species Act. There was 
unanimous condemnation of the peti- 
tion by mainstream conservation 
groups. 

3) In 1987, after 50 arrests and the loss 
of 63 acres of ancient forest in the infa- 
mous North Roaring Devil Timber Sale, 
ONRC and Freinds of Breitenbush Cas- 
cades (FBC) won the right to appeal 
"buy-back" sales. Immediately 238 ap- 
peals were filed on Forest Service old 
growth sales. Activists were accused by 
representatives of national groups of 
"setting the movement back a year" by 
filing the appeals, yet over 40% of these 
"mass appeal" sales were never cut and 
are now located in proposed "reserves." 

4) In 1989, the long-advocated strat- 
egy of suing on behalf of the spotted owl 
bore fruit. At the request of local groups, 


a series of lawsuits was filed on behalf 
of the owl. These suits were opposed at 
the time by the national groups. In 
sweeping injunctions, Judges Dwyer 
and Frye stopped cutting old growth 
forests on much federal land. The 
Dwyer case is the same one on 
which the victorious plaintiffs are now 
capitulating. 

5) In 1989, Senators Mark O. Hatfield 
(R-OR), Brock Adams (D-WA) and Rep. 
Les AuCoin (D-OR) succeeded in push- 
ing through a rider on the 1990 Interior 
Department Appropriation Bill. This 
rider, Section 318, has come to be known 
as “the Rider from Hell" by conserva- 
tionists. It led to the lifting of injunc- 
tions on much of the enjoined land. It 
spoke of the need to protect old growth 
forests of ecological significance, yet 
failed to permanently set aside even one 
acre. It mandated a sale of 9.7 billion 
board feet of public ancient forest in one 
year alone. At the time, a representative 
of a national group, who now works for 
Babbitt, called section 318 a "compro- 
mise victory." 

"Money Doesn'tTalJk. ItSwears." 
(B. Dylan) 

It's no surprise that the nationals 
would get cozy with Clinton. What's 
new here is the abject collapse of groups 
once thought to represent the grassroots. 
How is it that grassroots power was 
traded for power lunches? 

In 1991, there was the forest equiva- 
lent of a "Mau Mau chic" cocktail party 
in a high-rise Portland tower where rep- 
resentatives of the big foundations 
(Rockefeller, Pew, Bullitt, W. Altonjones, 
etc.) entertained longtime activists. The 
gist of the arrogant funders' message 
was, "You've done a good job here in 
nationalizing this issue, butreally you're 
amateurs. So now, we pros are here to 
win it for you." 

From that point on, things went down- 
hill. Immediately the funders created 
their own front group, "Americans for 
Ancient Forest," and hired a well-con- 
nected Democrat Party apparatchik, Bob 
Chlopak, to run it at a personal salary of 
$165,000 per year. The whole dysfunc- 
tional process whereby the foundations 
could buy a seat front and center of the 


movement was conveniently ignored 
by all the other groups on the same 
foundation dole. 

The Western AndentForest Campaign 
(WAFC) was set up ostensibly as the 
voice of the grassroots in DC. Soon, it 
also became a front for the funders 
movement. WAFC board members are 
prominent among the capitulating 
plaintiffs and indeed are vociferous pro- 
ponents of the deal. And now WAFC 
seeks to expand beyond the western 
forests and carry out the same sort of 
effort on behalf of all the nation's for- 
ests, as that is the new sexy issue the 
funders say they'll finance (RED ALERT: 
all other forested regions). Competition 
is stiff for this new source of funds with 
various national groups all daiming that 
they are the true representatives of the 
grassroots. Hell, the Forest Service has a 
better public input process and is often 
more receptive to input than all these 
groups claiming to represent the 
grassroots. 

In short, the mainstream groups, the 
larger locals (ONRC, Headwaters, 
Northcoast Environmental Center, etc.), 
virtually any groups with paid staff and, 
of course, SCLDF, have learned that 
they must pull their punches if they are 
to continue to get money from the 
foundations. 

What's Really Going On 

Rumor is that Weyerhaeuser, the na- 
tional groups, the foundations and 
Clinton cut a deal. The deal would have 
the timber industry fume about the 
lower federal cut. The final EIS would 
then be modified with a higher cut 
level. The national groups scream loud 
and clear and threaten suit This leads to 
the final being Option 9. All sides then 
daim a bitter compromise. 

BigTimber demands that enviros agree 
to drop all mention of exports and tim- 
ber tax reform as part of the problem or 
solution and, in return, industry will 
mount only a verbal assault on the final 
plan. Even more amazingly, the groups 
apparently agreed not to mention that 
Option 9 clearcuts old growth. 

Meanwhile, the timber industry, while 
posting record profits, exported about 
100 times the volume of unfinished 


logs that the plaintiffs agreed to give up. 
Yet no one will even begin to address 
how that plays into the "timber supply" 
equation. 

This mmor may be far-fetched, but is 
there any credible explanation for 
silence on exports and old growth 
clearcutting AND conservationists 
giving up sales to help with "timber 
supply?" 

Given the administration and foun- 
dationblackmail, the industry lies about 
supply and jobs, and the general col- 
lapse of the mainstream environmental 
movement, real Americans for the an- 
dent forests have no choice but to try 
and intervene in a process run amok 
with "win-win," "consensus," "alterna- 
tive dispute resolution," "balance," "out 
of the courtroom and into the confer- 
ence room," etc. One simply can't get 
the pigs out of the trough with such 
Clin ton-babble. You have to use a two- 
by-four. 

Option 9 is just the latest old growth 
liquidation plan and everyone knows it. 
The intervention may lead to a full-on 
legal assault on Option 9. Implementa- 
tion of Option 9 means that 40% of the 
remaining anrient forest will be cut. 
And the remaining fragments consti- 
tute but 5% of the original. Real balance 
would mean replacing, not further cut- 
ting. It's year 99 in the 100-year war. As 
long as "gridlock" is a chainsaw lock, we 
don't need no stinking "consensus." 
There's a reason why the rivers of Arkan- 
sas run full of chickenshit. He lives in 
the White House. And he and his co- 
horts are no friends of the Earth. 

The Big Picture 

The ultimate tragedy of Option 9 
really is that it gives a wink and a nod to 
worldwide deforestation. From this point 
forward, America (and its big environ- 
mental groups) has given up any daim 
to the moral high ground. All the ideas 
about US leadership on planetary forest 
issues presented in A1 Gore's book are 
now moot. Can you imagine us going to 
Borneo now and decrying tropical de- 
forestation? Their likely response? 
"Hypocrites. You liquidated your own 
forests and exported them. You didn't 
even need the wood."

TERRA PRIMA! DEFENDS THE WALBRAN

The southern tip of Vancouver Island is once again under attack from Fletcher 
Challenge of Canada (FCC). On Wednesday, October 13, machinery and 
loggers moved into the Walbran Valley, under the noses of protesters. Activists 
weren't expecting FCC to move in until the following day, when a fire closure 
would be lifted. However, when it was realized the company was in the area, 
the group immediately went to work. 

Activists have very little time to spare; the road is to be built and the trees 
felled in no more than three weeks — before the start of the rainy season. The 
area FCC is currently destroying is in the Walbran Valley. It is actually an area 
that the BC government says it is saving — under defend from logging. Since 
BC has no Endangered Species Act, the only things we can rely on are deferrals 
and moratoriums, and now it seems we don't even have those. FCC ap- 
proached the courts a few months back and requested that they be allowed to 
enter the defenal and build roads. Apparently they argued that the lines and 
circles known as the defenal were just a little too vague and obscure and they 
said they only wanted to go in a little bit Most folks didn't think the courts 
would grant such a ludicrous request. But they did. FCC has been granted 
permission to enter an area where they are not supposed to be. They asked and 
wpre granted permission to cut through the defenal for 300 meters to get to a 
cutblock. If 

Terra Primal (anticipating the arrival of FCC) has been in the woods since the"! 
weekend of October 12. Their mere presence has stopped work once, but that I 
will not last. Soon there will be people in the trees to stop the destruction that I 
is becoming all too common in the rainforests of Vancouver Island. Three | 
weeks makes for a damn short woods campaign, but FCC has its hands full. An I 
unruly group of approximately 50 activists was last seen somewhere in the 1 
Walbran, and who knows what they may have up their sleeve?

Once upon a summer there was a 
Clayoquot Peace Camp in a clearcut, 
and it was full of peaceful (well mostly, 
except for those who vociferously ex- 
pressed their concern about the "woo ’ 
factor) people. Some of these people 
were there becau se they believed strongly 
in the cause around which the camp had 
been established. Some were there be- 
cause it was a community, something 
they didn't have where they came from. 
Some were there because it was a cool 
place to hang out. All of them, from 
drainbowto dedicated, helped keep alive 
a blockade for four months, resulting in 
nearly 800 arrests, and setting a prece- 
dent for civil disobedience in Canada. 
An impressive diversity of people took 
part, varying in age from babies to 80. 

The blockade was an interesting ritual. 
Everymomingfromjuly 5 until October 
4, blockaders were on the road by 4:30 
am. For the most part the same proce- 
dure was repeated: the MacMillan-Blodel 
process server arrived (with two video 
men) and read the injunction. If you 
had not heard it before, you could stay 
until he was finished. Then you had to 
leave the road or be arrested. Those who 
had heard it before stood to the side 
behind nice pink lines which were 
thoughtfully provided by MacBlo. The 
arrestprocedure was straightforward, and 
usually didn't take more than half an 
hour (when 304 people were arrested it 
took all day). Some people walked, oth- 
ers went limp. Some made statements, 
some let their arrest be their statement. 
It was impressive and powerful, and we 
cheered every one of them. 

Then came one of the hardest parts: 
watching the log tracks head over the 
bridge. Yes, trees fell almost every day 
despite the blockade, and are still falling. 

The Peace Camp was many things, but 
it was not the place for hard-core direct 
action fans. The Friends of Clayoquot 
Sound decided early this year that the 
tactics used in the past in Clayoquot 
Sound, which included everything from 
wrenching to lockdowns to peaceful pro- 
test, hadn't gotten them the widespread 


support they need. So they decided to 
try a mainstream orientation instead of 
the "warrior" approach. Building and 
maintaining the fragile and fickle public 
support, and parlaying this into political 
pressure and further exposure for the 
Clayoquot campaign were the main 
goals. It took a good deal of restraint on 
the part of many involved, but it has 
paid off. It made Clayoquot a household 
word in Canada, broughtincredible pres- 
sure and support from around the world, 
and exposed Canada's forest practices 
on a level approaching the attention 
given Brazil. Whether or not the cam-

paign actually stops any cutting re c 
to be seen. At this point e're looking 
long term, and it is hard to say whether 
or not it "work 'd." 

Not everyone was content to do he 
blockade thing The Forest Action Net- 
work came onto the. scene by doing two 
separate tree-sits in the Bulson water- 
shed. Both lasted about six days, stop- 
ping road-building and cutting, with | 
teams going up one after the other. 
They are very good at training (and are 
always looking for potential climbers), 
and we can expect to hear more of their 
antics in other areas of BC. 

The Peace Camp was officially closed 
on October 4, but sporadic appearances 
of winter blockaders have occurred (the 
October 12 student blockade — 13 ar- 
rests; the October 22 business people 
blockade) and more are likely. For the 
most part, however, the Friends have 
switched their campaign to "Corporate 
Fall" (sound familiar?) and, importantly, 
to supporting those arrested. 

And support they will need. The first 
44 were found guilty in Provincial Court 
of criminal contempt of court (for refus- 
ing to heed the injunction), and were 
sentenced October 14. Twenty-two were 
released on conditional bail pending 
appeal. The minimum sentence was 45 
days with a $ 1,000 fine. For those more 
active, there have been fines of as much 
as $ 3,000 and j ail terms of up to 60 days. 
Harsh! The conditions of release are 
equally ridiculous: they can't be any- 
where near a Mac-Bio operation in BC; 
they can't go within one block of any 
court dealing with a Clayoquot trial; 
those released must appear in the Su- 
preme Court in March of 1994, when 
they may be taken into custody for the 
duration of the appeal. 

Some arrestees were not surprised: the 
judge conducted himself in a biased 
manner throughout the trial, cutting 
off and disallowing expert testimony, 
allowing the prosecution to introduce 
selectively edited video with no rebuttal 
allowed, and other acts. It was clear he 
planned to spank these folks hard, no 
doubt at the direction of the govem- 
ment-on-an-industry-string. 


The government lackeys have taken 
pains to point out that the judges set the 
sentences, not the government. How- 
ever, it was the Crown that aggressively 
prosecuted the blockaders, advised the 
judge on what evidence to accept, and 
recommended the heavy penalties. 

The BC public is outraged, rightly 
realizing that this is an act of intimida- 
tion, not an objective meting out of 
justice. Maybe the provincial govern- 
ment wants to pay for their MacMillan 
Bloedel stock (which they purchased 
just before the April 13 Clayoquot Land 
Use Decision): add up nearly 800 arrests 


times a minimum fine of $1,000 (allow 
for many higher fines) and you have 
about $1 million coming in to the cof- 
fers! Outrageous! 

Corporate Fall targets US markets for 
paper produced at MacBlo's Port Albemi 
mill, to which Clayoquot's old growth 
goes. The boycott is starting with com- 
mercial users like phone books and news- 
papers (examples listed below), and will 
be widened to include all consumers 
later if negotiations to get commercial 
contractors to switch (to what?) are un- 
successful. 

The seven chiefs of the Clayoquot 
tribes also support the boycott idea. 
They asked American politicians for a 
boycottof BCforestproducts, with Chief 
Cliff Atleo, of the Ahousat Band, stating, 
"It's too bad we have to come to another 
country for assistance, but there's no 
other option left for us in Canada." At 
that time (mid-September) the Natives 
were also threatening to file injunctions 
based on land claims in three key areas 
of Clayoquot Sound, including the 
Clayoquot River valley, where MacBlo 
has already flagged a new road. Arriving 
home, however, they found a kowtow- 
ing Premier Harcourt, ready to try to 
appease them. He offered to enter into 
govemment-to-govemment (Sovereign 
Nation) land claim negotiations, pro- 
viding the injunctions were not filed. As 
of mid-October, they haven't been, but 
they remain an option as the Clayoquot 


tribes test Harcourt's word. Although 
this represents a major step forward for 
land claims, logging in ancestral home- 
lands will continue. 

So what's up for the winter? Sporadic 
blockades and likely more actions in the 
woods. Licking some wounds, and un- 
fortunately, planning for what looks like 
the inevitable summer '94 campaign. A 
road show is being planned, so look for 
it in your neck of the woods. Call FOCS 
if you can help. 

Obviously the boycott will take a lot of 
work, and support from groups in the US 
is needed. 

Object to continued logging in 
Clayoquot Sound, and to the outrageous 
sentences being given out!!

As the event wound down, a line of police formed 
where the guests were leaving. They enforced the

"He told me he doesn't care what happens on the 
mountain, only at the university," Hodges said.

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Navajo Environmentalist Dies Suspiciously

On October 9, after being missing for over a week, a prominent Navajo 
environmentalist was found dead in his van in New Mexico's San Juan Mountains. 
Leroy Jackson, co-founder of Dine CARE (Navajo Citizens Against Ruining our 
Environment), had been active in a fight to make the Navajo Forest Products 
Industries (NFPI) abide by regulations protecting the Mexican spotted owl under 
the Endangered Species Act. 

Members of Dine CARE had received several threats from employees of the NFPI, 
a Tribe-owned timber company, over the past month. In early August, NFPI board 
member Jimmie Bitsuie stated "somebody's going to get hurt if they [Dine CARE] 
keep this up... they should be put in jail." At a forestry meeting attended by Jackson 
on September 28, unemployed loggers talked of possible violence. "We've got a lot 
of people who axe really upset," said Ed Richards, general manager of NFPI. 

Leroy Jackson was the first Navajo activist to get involved with logging issues on 
tribal land. In his efforts to stop the NFPI from cutting in the Chuska Range, the only 
forested mountains on Navajo Reservation land, Jackson discovered the company 
was cutting trees outside timber sales and disregarding logging guidelines. The legal 
cuts are themselves huge; the Big Water timber sale allowed for the removal of 20 
million board feet on the eastern side of the Chuskas. "They [NFPI] have pursued 
the white man's values," said John Redhouse, a co-founder of Dine CARE. Jackson 
also found that the Bureau of Indian Affairs (BIA), which oversees the timber sales, 
owns a substantial percentage of NFPI and had loaned them well over $ 10 million. 

Family, friends and several local environmentalists became concerned after 
Jackson missed an arranged meeting with his wife Adele Begay, also a member of 
Dine CARE, and their children on October 2 in Shiprock, New Mexico. Jackson was 
planning to leave with his family for Washington, DC, where he was to meet with 
Interior Department lawyer John Leashy to discuss protection of the Mexican 
spotted owl and logging in the Chuskas. When family and Navajo friends called the 
state police, they were told that it was a tribal issue and they should call the Navajo 
Tribal Police. This was despite the fact that Jackson was last seen in Taos, several 
hundred miles from the reservation. It was only after a prominent white activist 
called that the state police got involved. 

New Mexico state police found Jackson's body wrapped in blankets in his van at 
a frequently visited rest area in the San Juan Mountains. The patrolman who found 
the body said there were some things about the scene in the van that were 
"suspicious." The doors of the van were locked and the windows covered with 
blankets. Police claim they have a witness who says the van was there since October 
2; however, Sam Hitt of Forest Guardians contradicts that assertion. "We had a 
major search," Hitt said. "We went past the rest area were he was found several 
times... his van was not there. He died elsewhere." 


The New Mexico Medical Investigator's office has ruled out natural causes for 
Jackson's death, after waiting two weeks to release the autopsy results. The 
Investigator's office is conducting a toxicology study, although friends note that he 
didn't drink or use drugs. 

New Mexico Representative Bill Richardson is requesting that the FBI investigate 
Jackson's death. Richardson sent a letter to FBI Director Louis Freeh stating, "There 
are still many unusual aspects to Mr. Jackson's death... [he] was an environmentalist 
involved in sensitive federal issues... he had received death threats." 

Jackson had planned to meet with Department of Interior officials to discuss the 
status of the Mexican spotted owl on the Navajo Reservation. The BIA is trying to 
exclude tribal lands from protection for the owl, which is listed as threatened under 
the ESA. The BIA's request was self-serving and insulting to the Navajo Way; they 
claimed that tribal land should be exempt because reservations are sovereign 

nations ("sovereign nations" 
which regularly receive inad- 
equate funds for schools and 
health care and in essence are 
controlled by the outside force 
of the BIA) and that "Indians 
don't like owls." 

Jackson responded at the time 
by saying that although owls 
have a "negative" connotation 
in Navajo culture, "negative" is 
associated with aggressiveness, 
maleness and the ability to pro- 
tect oneself. Owl feathers axe used 
for parts of the Protection Way 
ceremonies and the war cap. An owl flying by someone's house is "a sign that 
something's going to happen," Adele Begay stated, and an indication to get a singer 
to do a Protection Way to make sure what happens isn't bad. 

Sam Hitt, director of Forest Guardians, is hiring a private investigator because 
family and friends believe the police axe bungling the job. "Leroy was the first 
Navajo to get involved with logging issues on tribal lands," said local biologist 
Kieran Suckling. "He was successfully workingwith tribal elders, local environmen- 
talists, and various agency officials. There is no doubt that he was perceived as a 
threat to the interests of the BIA and the Navajo timber company." 

Leroy Jackson's body was buried on October 20 in a ponderosa pine forest in the 
Chuska Range he was trying to protect. Jackson's widow, Adele Begay, stated she 
will carry on Dine CARE's work. "It is a struggle for our destiny and our future."

Grand Jury Targets Activist 


The Spokane grand jury saga continues and once 
again it is a good news/bad news scenario. Rik Scarce 
was released after 159 days, but the jury has set its 
sights on another victim. Kim Trimiew, an animal 
rights activist from Medford, Oregon, was jailed on 
October 5 on charges of civil contempt after her 
third appearance in front of the grand jury in 
Spokane. She has invoked her Fifth Amendment 
rights a total of five times before two grand juries. 
Prosecutors believe Kim, Rod Coronado and another 
woman vandalized Washington State University in 
an Animal Liberation Front raid in 1991 and are 
responsible for similar raids in Oregon and Michi- 
gan. She is now free on bail, pending appeal. 

Kim could be back in jail by the first week in 
November, when the 9th Circuit Court will make a 
decision on her appeal. * 

Earlier this year Kim was subpoenaed by the 
Eugene, Oregon, grand jury twice, which required 
her photograph, fingerprints, handwriting and hair 
samples. The Spokane grand jury forced Kim to 
reenact a scene allegedly taken from a hidden 
camera at the University of Washington. In addi- 
tion, Kim's family members have been harassed by 
unexpected visits, questioning and subpoenas. 

Kim became the third witness in less than a year 
to be jailed for refusing to testify before the Spokane 
grand jury, which is investigating the Animal 
Liberation Front. Hunt saboteur and animal rights 
activist Jonathan Paul was the first and Scarce was 
the second. An organic farmer from southern 
Oregon, Kim is described as being a shy woman in 
her early twenties. "I think the grand jury is target- 
ing her because she's soft-spoken and they hoped 
she would be easily intimidated into talking to 
them," said Jonathan. "But they were obviously 
wrong." 


US District Judge W. Fremming Nielsen told Kim 
the same thing he told Jonathan and Rik: "This is 
not to be considered as punishing you. It's only for 
one reason...to coax you, to convince you to tes- 
tify." It didn't work with Jonathan and Rik and it 
doesn't seem to be working with Kim. 

Grand juries investigating the ALF have been 
convened in five states. This fo rm of intimidation 
was used extensively in the 1960s and 70s against 
such groups as American Indian Movement, the 
Black Panthers and the feminist and Puerto Rican 
independence movements. In the 90s grand juries 
have been quite enchanted with the environmental 
movement and especially animal rights activists.

On October 19, Rik Scarce was shown the exit by his 
illustrious host, the Spokane County Jail, after spend- 
ing an unwarranted 159 days as an uncooperative 
guest. Judge Fremming Nielsen and the US District 
Attorney admitted defeat, realizing that Rik wasn't 
going to cooperate and it was pointless to hold him any 
longer. After failing to intimidate Rik and Jonathan 
Paul one would think t he Spokan e grand jury would 
have learned its lesson. But now they've jailed another 
victim, Kim Trimiew, who also refused to testify. 

Rik was jailed on May 14 for refusing to testify before 
the grand jury investigating the Animal Liberation 
Front. The grand jury tried to extract information 
about Rod Coronado, whom Rik interviewed for for his 
book Eco-Warriors: Understanding the Radical Environ- 
mental Movement. The Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
trampled Rik's rights when they ruled against an 
appeal to consider the balance between the public 
interest in a free press and the interests of the state. In 
response to the court's decision, supporters have asked 
local representatives to sponsor a federal shield law 
which would protect all members of the press from 
testifying about their work. 

In the past year the grand jury process has been 
running amok in five different states, affecting people's 
lives without consideration for their personal rights. 
"We must do everything we can to stop grand jury 
abuses," Rik said. "It continues to be used against 
people fighting for change." 

Rik would like to thank the environmental commu- 
nity, from Earth First! to the Sierra Club, and all those 
who wrote to him in j ail. "The support I received in j ail 
was phenomenal," he said. "I heard from people from 
36 different states and 8 countries — I can't stress enough 
how important it is to know you're not alone in there. " 

Rik added that some people aren't sure what to say to 
someone in jail but "writing about what you did today, 
a protest you were at, telling stories, all are great. The 
best thing was receiving letters with pictures of nature. 
Please keep in touch with people in jail!"

After being held for over 14 months, Darren 
Thurston was released from jail in Alberta, Canada, 
on September 3. Darren received a suspended 
sentence, two years probation and was ordered to 
pay a total of $73,725 in restitution for two Animal 
Liberation Front actions. Sheesh! 

Darren entered "guilty" pleas on August 19, 1993, 
to two counts: breaking and entering to commit 
theft over $1,000 and arson. The first count per- 
tained to the 1992 ALF liberation of 29 cats from 
the University of Alberta Ellerslie Research Station. 
The arson charge arose from a 1991 action at 
Billingsgate Fish Company where three trucks 
burned (whoever did it done good). 

Through the released police reports and prelimi- 
nary trial it was learned that police obtained all of 
their information from a "suspect", Jessica Michelle 
Charlotte Sandham of Calgary, Alberta. Sandham 
cooperated with police and made a four-hour 
statement on video; she also testified against Darren 
and other "alleged" ALF activists at Darren's 
pre-trial. 

As it stands now Darren doesn't know if he has to 
return to jail— he may get screwed. On October 1, 
he was served with a notice of appeal by the pros- 
ecutor on grounds that "the judge failed to impose a 
sentence which reflected the principle of general 
deterrence" — lawyer speak for "the judge failed to 
impose a sentence harsh enough to send a scary 
message to the ALF and punish Darren good and 
proper." The prosecutor will be seeking a sentence 
of three years! Don't these guys have anything 
better to do?! The Animal Liberation Front Support- 
ers Group is raising funds to help pay Darren's fines.

Keep quiet, keep cool, 
and don't let the bastards unnerve you.

Squirrel

A squirrel caused about 1,000 people to lose their 
power October 5 in the Kalispell, Montana suburb of 
Evergreen. 

The outage occurred after the squirrel got into a 
transformer, causing a fuse to blow. 

Normally, that would have disrupted electrical 
service only in the small area served by the trans- 
former. But due to work on a nearby power line, the 
Evergreen substation was placed in a protective 
mode that halts the power in case of any distur- 
bance in the electricity flow. 

The breakers at the substation usually reset auto- 
matically, but in the "one-shot" mode, power 
service has to be restarted manually. 

There was no immediate word on the fate of the 
squirrel.

The Legal Question of Earth First! s Existence

Louisiana-Pacific's SLAPP suit against Earth First! 
and Albion Nation continues to move through the 
molasses of the Mendocino County Court system. 
They claim we caused their multi-billion-dollar corpo- 
ration grave economic damage and emotional distress 
by successfully blockading their illegal logging opera- 
tions in Albion. And although the case hasn't even 
come dose to trial yet, we've been getting a great legal 
education on how to deal with corporate slime on 
their own turf. 

L-P began their case against us with their infamous 
"Snitch Survey. " They singled out eight people named 
in the suit and demanded that they answer a set of 
questions (called interrogatories in legal language) 
that would require them to snitch on everyone else. 
Name everyone who trespassed. Name everyone who 
sat in trees. Name everyone who yarned, glued locks, 
and on and on. 

Our first naive reaction was to think we could fight 
this in the court. But we soon found out that the 
American court system is designed to protect L-P from 
Earth First!, not the other way around. The judge ruled 
against all our motions, and ordered us to answer the 
snitch survey or pay a $3,850 fine. And if we still 
refused to answer, they could default the case against 
us, meaning that L-P would automatically win, and we 
wouldn't even get to present our side. 

Finally we hit on a solution. We axe certainly against 
snitching, as a matter of principle. But on the other 
hand, we're proud of what we did in the Albion 
Uprising. We didit quite openly, and there's no reason 
to let L-P turn us against each other. So we decided to 
hold a mass confession, and voluntarily admit our 
"crimes" against L-P. Seventy of us gathered on the 
courthouse steps for a "So Sue Me" rally, and many 
more mailed in their confessions. Amid music, laugh- 
ter, and some hilarious confessions, we stood up to 
and disarmed L-P's intimidation tactics. 

After the So Sue Me rally, the eight people were able 
to answer L-P's interrogatories without snitching, us- 
ing the information frbm the confessions. L-P predict- 
ably responded by nearly doubling the number of 
people on the SLAPP suit. Now there are 200 of us, 80 
by name and the rest John and Jane Does. Since the 
new people stood up voluntarily, knowing full well 
that they would be sued, our defendant group is 
stronger and bolder than we were before. 

But our problems with the snitch survey were not 
over yet L-P's next move was to demand that Earth 
First!, as an organization, answer the interrogatories. 
They knew they wouldn't get any more information 


out of us, but they needed someone to come forward 
as Earth First's representative so they could establish 
their right to sue Earth First! Again we tried to argue our 
case in court. Earth First! does not exist as an organiza- 
tion. It's a philosophy. It's a battle cry . It's a T -shirt. But 
Earth First! has no members, officers, or structure. 

Again our arguments fell on the judge's deaf ears, 
and he ordered Earth First! to submit an answer to the 
snitch survey in two weeks, or he would fine us $4,579. 
"But who, Earth First!?," asked our lawyer. "You know," 
responded the judge. "Those people who share the 
Earth First! philosophy and participated in the Albion 
Uprising." 

So once again we found ourselves in a legal dilemma. 
And once again we turned to the political strategy of 
solidarity to get out of it On the last day before the fine 
was to kick in, we submitted the following interroga- 
tory answer on behalf of Earth First!: 

Introduction: 

"We have made extraordinary efforts to comply 
with the Court's order. We have sought the advice of 
three different attorneys (and received three different 
answers), and have conferred extensively with each 
other. Yet we are unable to resolve this conflict. Earth 
First! is indeed a philosophy to which some of the 
participants in the Albion Uprising subscribe, and our 
common belief in that philosophy, although it is 
vague and undefined, at least theoretically connects us 
with each other. 

"However, despite the ruling of the court, the fact 
remains that Earth First! has no members, no officers, 
and no process or mechanism by which to appoint an 
official representative or agent Although various people 
may voluntarily serve as informal spokespersons for 
the philosophy/phenomenon of Earth First! at various 
times, part of the basis of unity of those people holding 
the Earth First! philosophy is that there are no formal 
Earth First! leaders or representatives. Each Earth Firsfier 
speaks only for him/herself, and others are free to join 
or not as they see fit. Thus, in its unwritten but long- 
practiced informal structure, leadership in (and asso- 
ciation with) Earth First! is situational and transient. 
As soon as anyone assumes an unacknowledged level 
of power, that person is rejected or ignored by other 
Earth First!ers. 

"This is the quandary in which we find ourselves. If 
any one of us were to claim to be an agent or represen- 
tative of Earth First!, capable of assuming responsibil- 
ity to answer interrogatories in the name of Earth 
First!, that person would be rejected by the other Earth 
First! ers, and thus no longer be their legitimate repre- 
sentative. None of us is willing to swear to a lie by 
making a false claim of representation. And so we are 
caught in a contradiction. 


Correction 

The article, "Wolf Recovery in the Northern 
Rockies" in the last issue contained an incorrect 
address for comments on the Draft Environmen- 
tal Impact Statement concerning reintroduction 
of the Grey Wolf in Yellowstone and Idaho. 

Fortunately, the US Fish and Wildlife Service 
has extended the comment period to November 
26. 

The following points should be emphasized in 
comments on the proposal: 

— All wolves reintroduced to either region 
should retain full protection under the Endan- 
gered Species Act. The best approach is outlined 
in Alternative 5 of the DEIS, "Reintroduction of 
Nonexperimental Wolves." 

— USFWS must immediately begin significant, 
thorough wolf monitoring and detection 
programs in both Yellowstone and Central 
Idaho. 


— Critical habitat should be designated for both 
regions. Federal and state agencies should 
protect all designated and potential critical wolf 
habitat in the two regions, addressing issues 
affecting wolves and their habitat, including 
road densities, livestock grazing, and hunting. 
— Absolutely no wolf control should be al- 
lowed. If the American people insist on subsi- 
dizing the cattle and sheep industry by com- 
pensating ranchers for depredation losses, so be 
it But the loss of wolves to "lethal removal" 
and "management translocations" (killing and 
kidnapping) must not continue.

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"In making his ruling on this issue, Judge Luther 
ordered Earth First! to answer the interrogatories or 
face fines in the amount of $4,579. This penalty may 
be intimidating, but it does not change the reality of 
what Earth First! is or is not. Therefore, in a good faith 
effort to comply with the ruling of the court, we are 
collectively submitting these responses to the inter- 
rogatories on behalf of Earth First! Each of us repre- 
sents only ourselves, and none represents the group. 
But we believe ourselves to be the people to whom the 
court refened in describing Earth First! as those people 
who identify with Earth First! and participated in the 
Albion Uprising. We do not know if we are all the 
people who fit that description, and we have no way 
of knowing that. But we are each participants in the 
Albion Uprising and proponents of Earth First! 



During the Albion Uprising, L-P attorney Cindee Mayfield told a 
local radio talk show host, "I like my job. I'm on the 
cutting edge of the law." 


Response: 

"Earth First! has no knowledge with which to re- 
spond to the propounded interrogatories. During the 
entire period of the Albion Uprising, Earth First! held 
no meetings, had no separate call list or callers to get 
people to come to demonstrations, maintained no 
separate grouping within the larger group of Albion 
demonstrators, and kept no records. Any information 
that could be obtained from the adherents to the Earth 
First! philosophy is contained in the interrogatory 
responses already submitted by the individuals who 
were previously asked to respond." 

This statement was signed by 39 people, some of 
whom weren't even named yet in the SLAPP suit. And 
this time L-P didn't jump to add any more crazy Earth 
First! ers to the defendant group. In fact, we submitted 
this statement last July, and they haven't said a word 
about it yet. As far as we can figure, this means they've 
given up on nailing Earth First!, and accepted our 
answer. Or maybe L-P's lawyer, Cindee Mayfield, is so 
overwhelmed with all the bizarre motions and sepa- 
rate legal strategies pursued by the 80 named SL APPees 
that she's too busy tearing her hair out to respond. 

At any rate, it looks like we got out of another legal 
pickle. And if there's one lesson we've learned from all 
this, it's not to get sucked into the mindset of the 
System. L-P has already made two settlement offers, 
and even though they are not acceptable, they show us 
that Cindee is getting tired of this mess. We expect that 
L-P will think real hard before they file another SLAPP 
suit against 200 dedicated activists who thoroughly 
reject the values of Mendocino County Superior Court. 







Continue to Kkl Wolves 


Boycott Wally World!!

As winter snows begin to cover the Arctic, Alaska Department of Squish and 
Maim's (ADF&G) hired wolf killers are oiling their shotguns, tuning their radio 
collar receivers and gassing up their airplanes and helicopters in preparation for 
this winter's scheduled wolf kill, during which as many as 150 of North 
America's last free-roaming wolves will be destroyed. State biologists claim this 
action is necessary to increase caribou numbers in two herds near the urban 
centers of Anchorage and Fairbanks, which have been reduced in recent years 
due to dry summers, heavy winters and excessive pressure from human hunters. 

The Alaska State Board of Game approved the plan proposed by ADF&G 
Wildlife Management head David (Machine Gun) Kellyhouse, despite Governor 
Wally Hickel's cancellation of a proposed wolf hunt in 1993 in response to an 
international boycott of Alaska tourism. By summer, state officials felt that with 
the 1993 tourist season well under way, any plans for a boycott in 1993 would 
have little effect. 

State game officials attempted to diffuse public opposition to state-sponsored 
wolf killing by extending the state's big game season for wolves by two to four 
weeks in various game management areas across the state. In Alaska, wolves are 
considered game animals and can therefore be legally killed by private citizens 
by hunting or trapping. 

In a more controversial move, the Game Board approved land and shoot 
hunting for wolves, allowing wolf hunters to locate wolf packs from aircraft, 
land close to the animals and shoot them immediately. This practice was 
outlawed in 1991, after extensive abuse of aircraft-assisted hunting was revealed 
with the arrest and conviction of Jack Frost, an Anchorage doctor convicted of 
running wolves to exhaustion with his airplane before landing and shooting the 
immobolized animals with a bow and arrow. Hunters are still able to locate 
wolves from the air, but, until this summer's ruling, they had to wait 24 hours 
after landing before they could shoot any wolves. 

ADF&G biologists plan to assess the results of this season's extended time 
limit for wolf hunting, and then decide how many wolves will be killed to meet 
the 150 wolf quota. State wolf killers will shoot wolves from the air in an area 
south of Fairbanks. 

Still unanswered are accusations that state wolf killers will use radio collars, 
already installed in 1992 to facilitate wolf control plans, to locate and shoot 
wolves during this coming season. State officials claim that radio tracking will 
not be used in this year's “hunt," but they have already admitted that radio 
collars were installed expressly for this purpose, despite Federal Communica- 
tions Commission regulations prohibiting the use of radio collars for tracking 
and killing of wild animals. 

Howl-ins in September in several cities in the Lower 48, as well as Anchorage, 
focused international attention on the continuing plight of wolves in Alaska at 
the hands of Alaska state game "management" officials. To be effective, this 
year's boycott must be bigger and broader. If necessary, it must include all 
Alaska products and services, to bring the message home to Wally and his Gang 
of Old White Men that their archaic ideas for wildlife "management" will no 
longer be tolerated by a public that has grown beyond "subduing the wilder- 
ness."

Killing Wolves in 
“Super, Natural” 
British Columbia

While the wolf killing programs in the Yukon and Alaska have received (and 
deserved) much attention lately, the government in "Super, Natural" British 
Columbia is also actively destroying the symbol of Canada's wilderness heritage. 

The BC government has an ongoing poisoning program to reduce the number 
of wolves in the province. Using a substance called Compound 1080 (sodium 
monofluoroacetate), the Environment Ministry's Wildlife Branch lays poisoned 
bait near sites where ranchers have complained of predators harassing livestock. 
The province denies the fact that they are practicing wolf eradication through 
an Orwellian Newspeak version of public relations; as a result, the public is 
continually misled by the so-called "problem" predator control policy. 

Compound 1080 is classified as a "super" toxic poison, and was banned in the 
US by the Environmental Protection Agency in 1989. It is toxic to all life, 
especially canines. There is no known antidote. 

Here are some facts: 48 milligrams or less than 1/500 ounce will kill a 150- 
pound person, and 25% of this amount will kill a 35-pound child. One tea- 
spoon is sufficient to kill between 30 and 100 people each weighing 150 
pounds. One ounce can kill 20,000 canines. Death can result from cardiac 
failure, progressive failure of the central nervous system, or respiratory arrest 
following severe prolonged convulsions. Contrary to BC Environment public 
relations, it is not a "humane" way of "managing" wildlife. 

Out of 1,200 wolves killed last year in BC alone, 375 were poisoned. The BC 
program hurts wolf recovery programs in Alberta and the US. Wolves cross over 
into BC, where they encounter poisoned bait, as well as hunters. In the US, 
shooting a wolf can mean a $100,000 fine and a year in prison; here, it means a 
slap on the back at the local saloon. Not only are there no fines for shooting 
wolves, but there is no closed season either, and in some Management Units a 
bag limit of ten wolves! 

In response to BC and Yukon 
governments' war on the Wolf 
Nation, a BC chapter of Friends of 
the Wolf has been formed. We 
will fight against the wolfs 
three main threats: government 
wolf-controi programs, wolf 
bounties and the elimination of 
wolf habitat. Our struggle 
represents an opportunity to 
save one of the ecosystem's 
most important predators and 
set aside habitat which will not 
only help the wolf, but other 
species who share the ecosys- 
tem as well.

poison sites or trap locations, please let us 
know, and include area maps if possible. If you want to get involved 
with the struggle, we want to hear from you.

The fight over the remaining wildlands in the Austin, Texas, region 
is currently focused on Freeport McMoRan, a multinational corpora- 
tion seeking to build a city in the hills west of Austin. This development 
has been linked to a countywide endangered species Habitat Conser- 
vation Plan (HCP) that is being called the national precedent for 
resolution of conflicts between urbanization and endangered species. 
This account is a snapshot from mid-October. By early November, most 
of these issues will have been, for better or worse, resolved. 

Freeport's proposal contains 5,597 residential units and 5.7 million 
square feet of commercial space on 4,284 acres. An estimated 14,000 to 
16,000 people would live there. This land contains 900 acres of 
endangered Golden-cheeked warbler habitat and is immediately adja- 
cent to Barton Creek. Barton Creek feeds the Edwards aquifer, which 
feeds Barton Springs, home to a salamander that has been proposed for 
listing as an endangered species. The salamander is threatened by 
runoff pollution from development. The Fish and Wildlife Service has 
violated their statutory deadlines for action on the salamander peti- 
tion, fearing the listing would derail efforts to cut deals with Freeport 
and other developers. City and county officials are threatening to 
cancel the bond election for the countywide habitat plan if mainstream 
environmentalists don't give Freeport's development their blessing. 
Negotiations between "reasonable" environmentalists, Freeport, and 
various officials are being held in secret. When "unreasonable environ- 
mentalists" and media representatives crashed one of those meetings, 
members of state and federal environmental agencies ran for the door 
and a mainstream environmentalist declared, "You weren't invited." 

So what you have is an elaborate blackmail scheme in which 
mainstream environmentalists are being asked to waive environmen- 
tal laws for a powerful developer in order to "protect" endangered 
species. Compounding the irony is the fact that the bribe/threat being 
employed is an HCP. HCPs are used by developers as a loophole in the 
Endangered Species Act (ESA) to allow destruction of endangered 
species habitat if preserves are set aside. The "preserves" proposed for 
our county contain less than half of the remaining habitat of the nine 
species they are supposed to protect, and the local taxpayers are being 
asked to foot the bill. The habitat not in the preserves will be opened 
for development. Local Fish and Wildlife officials have told us flatly 
that if we don't buy the preserves, they too will be released to 
developers. 


Fish Story

The Greater Gila Biodiversity Project (GGBP), the Southwest 
Center for Biological Diversity and the Biodiversity Legal Founda- 
tion have petitioned the USFWS to upgrade two critically imperiled 
fish from threatened to endangered. The GGBP simultaneously filed 
suit against the USFWS for not designating critical habitat for the 
two fish. 

Massive habitat destruction has isolated the loach minnow 
(Tiaroga cobitis ) and the spikedace ( Meda fulgida) to a few stream 
reaches in the Greater Gila Ecosystem and the Gila Headwaters 
Bioregion. The loach minnow has been reduced to less than 15% of 
its historic range and the spikedance to less than 6%. Both fish were 
listed as threatened under the Endangered Species Act in 1986. 
Critical habitat was proposed in 1987. Nearly seven years later, the 
USFWS has still failed to finalize the critical habitat designation. 
Ranching, mining and wise use interests have managed to indefi- 
nitely "delay" the designation. The habitat, meanwhile, has contin- 
ued to degrade under an onslaught of cattle and water diversion. 

Documenting the continuing decline of both species and the 
highjacking of the Endangered Species Act under the Reagan/Bush 
administration, the USFWS's Desert Fishes Recovery Team has 
repeatedly urged the agency to upgrade the fish to endangered and 
finalize the Critical Habitat designation. Nothing was done. They 
went so far as to recommend a captive breeding program to save the 
fish. Still the USFWS did nothing. The lawsuit and upgrade petitions 
were filed after negotiations with the USFWS broke down when the 
Clinton administration blatantly refused to let its wildlife biologists 
obey the Endangered Species Act John Marshall (202-272-6495), 
attorney for the Justice Department's Environmental and Natural 
Resources Division, was especially responsible squashing the ESA. 

Over 90% of Arizona and New Mexico's desert river riparian areas 
have been converted to sandy cowshit and motorboat pastures. 
Eleven fish have already been extirpated; several are now extinct. 
Full protection for the loach minnow and spikedace is part of the 
Greater Gila Biodiversity Project's continuing effort to restore the 
Southwest's magnificent river ecosystems. 



So are the mainstream environmentalists calling for actual enforce- 
ment of the ESA? Are they demanding that the burden for protecting 
endangered species fall on those who are endangering them? No. All of 
the mainstream groups have formed a coalition with the developers 
and are waging a media campaign on behalf of the HCP bonds. Ahhhh, 
the surreality of the late 20th century. 

Editors' note: At press time, there was good news for the four Austin Earth 
Firstiers arrested in a protest at the Austin City Hall in July (see the Mabon 
issue of the Journal). The Furniture Four (so named because they locked down 
to the Mayor's chair) agreed to a deferred prosecution deal whereby all charges 
would be dropped if they stay out of trouble (!) for six months. 


Hollywood Out of the Rainforest!

Line up eight tree stumps alternating with eight people whose arms 

disappear inside the stumps. That's what we did, and we lined 'em up 
in front of Paramount Pictures, contributor to rainforest destruction. 
We blocked the gate, created a spectacle with a sixty by thirty-foot 

chainsaw, and demanded that Paramount 
end their use of lauan plywood and put it in 
writing before anyone was willing to unlock 
and go home. Paramount not only con- 
ceded, but one week later they faxed 
Greenpeace and Rainforest Action Network 
to inform them that they were going to stop 
, purchasing all rainforest wood by October 4. 

Hollywood uses at least 250,000 4'xl0' 
sheets of lauan plywood annually. Lauan is 
extracted from Southeast Asia, Indonesia and 
i Malaysia. The demand for lauan is a principle 
| cause of deforestation in Indonesia, estimated 
[ at 2.5 million acres per year. 

RAN began contacting studios in Holly- 
j wood in 1991 to inform them of the impact 
of using rainforest woods and what alterna- 
tives could be used, like recycled materials. 
Since then, there hasn't been a significant 
[ drop in the lauan supply going to the studios, 
j A more direct approach seemed necessary. 

Direct it was, because those were no ordi- 
nary tree stumps blocking the entrance to 
Paramount, those were five hundred pound 
cement filled banels painted to look like tree 
stumps. And those were no ordinary people 
either, they were individuals committed to 
being anested if necessary in order to pro- 
voke the studio to take a hard look at what it was participating in. 

The action took place on the Jewish New Year, and the studio 
executives were presented with a packet that contained a lot of informa- 
tion that they probably already knew and a letter from Rabbi Joseph M. 
Hurwitz who said, "There is a very powerful phrase in our prayer book 
which reads: 'When atree is wantonly cut down, its voice rings from one 
end of the earth to the other.' The trees of the rainforests are being cut 
down wantonly. It is up to us to hear their voices as they call to us to save 
them... I appeal to members of all religions, races and creeds, to hear the 
voice of God through its creation — the trees." 

It seems we got them to listen and then act according to their own 
conscience.

Stone Mountain 
Again Threatened 
by Development

One of Georgia’s most unique natural sites is once 
again under attack by developers. Stone Mountain, the 
world's largest exposed granite monolith and home to 
an amazing diversity of plant and animal life, is about 
to be desecrated once again— for an Incline Railway. 

If park management has its way the railway will 
further fragment forest habitat containing several rare 
plants. As proposed it would also conflict with habitat 
for federally listed threatened and endangered species 
at the summit. An Environmental Assessment (Geor- 
gia Environmental Policy Act) already prepared for this 
project clearly indicates that any alterations to Stone 
Mountain must be considered significant environ- 
mental affects. In spite of this, park management is 
delaying completion of a full Environmental Effects 
Report. 

In addition to loss of plant habitat, the assessment 
mentions other associated impacts: blasting, drilling, 
pollution, displacement of wildlife, destruction of 
wetlands (vernal pools), noise and creation of an 
eyesore visible from surrounding areas. 

Friends of Stone Mountain Park was formed to 
preserve and protect the natural and historic features 
of Stone Mountain and its surrounding park. FSMP 
feels strongl y that park management should be held to 
its 1988 promise of no new development. Manage- 
ment focus should be on the preservation and mainte- 
nance of one of Georgia's great natural wonders. 

FSMP is circulating a petition to ask Governor Zell 
Miller, the Stone Mountain Memorial Association, and 
Park Director Larry Allen to drop this project. 

On Saturday, November 1 3, FSMP will sponsor a rally 
to give citizens an opportunity to voice their opposi- 
tion to the Incline Railway. We urge you to join us. We 
need your help to save Stone Mountain. At 11:00 am, 
we will assemble at Confederate Hall Plaza (the base of 
the walk-up trail). Governor Miller will be invited and 
FSMP will present the petition to date at that time.

Fain's efforts in this direction. I repeatedly refused his 
offers.

one to the courthouse steps" (to make a deal to testify 
for the prosecution) will get a light sentence, while 
those with no one left to rat on will do the longest time. 
It's a hell of a good arrangement for both prosecutors 
and defense lawyers. Since it means that most cases 
never go to trial, lawsuits are settled through plea 
bargains as the players cave in to save their asses. 
Prosecutors are happy because eachpleabaxgain counts 
as a conviction, another notch on the gun, achieved 
without the expense and trouble of a trial. Defense 
attorneys are happy because they make a lot more 
money per hour if they don't have to do all the tedious 
work of trial preparation. Defendants are, ifnot happy, 
ruefully willing to accept a plea bargain which every- 
one is assuring them will mean only five instead of fifty 
years in the slammer.

It is an 
intense, painful pressure, present every waking mo- 
ment. That .sort of pain can grind at you, and in . the 
light of a very suddenly active survival instinct, can 
make you reconsider ideas about who you are and what 
you are willing to do to stay free. It is a brutal and 
unforgiving test of character. 

Under these conditions almost all multiple defen- 
dant cases turn into ratting contests. The various 
defendants are advised by their attorneys that the " first 


been when the agents pointed their guns at him. That 
sort of a shock could throw anyone, coming unexpect- 
edly in the middle of the night When I was arrested, 
at least I had the advantage of being awake and fully 
aware that there was some chance of drawing the 
attention of armed men with no sense of humor. So I 
was willing to ride that one out. 

It got a little more serious when Hoidel informed me 
that Foreman's camp was refusing to share research 
results with us, research partially paid for by donations 
to the Arizona Five Legal Defense Fund. The fund had 
been set up and advertised through the Earth First! 
Journal, supposedly for the benefit of all the defen- 
dants. I asked Hoidel, how they could do this? 

The fund was advertised as being for all of us, but I 
learned that in fact it was set up as a personal trust fund 
for Dave Foreman. All the money in it was under his 
singular control. The rest of us had been lied to, as had 
all the donors. When confronted, Foreman tried two 
different explanations. At first he said it was set up for 
him exclusively because only his friends had donated, 
and thus the money was intended only for his defense. 
Actually, the money had come from thousands of 
small donors and a few big ones, most of whom knew 
none of us. When the person who opened the enve- 
lopes and forwarded the donations contradicted Fore- 
man, he changed arguments. He said the bulk of the 
money was being spent on making transcripts of the 
tape recordings, and that benefited all the defendants. 
All of these assertions can be verified by contacting 
Dan Connor, who ran the fund on Foreman's behalf, 
and Karen Pickett. 

In fact, the tape transcriptions were vital to all ourj 
defense efforts, and the work being done was impor- 
tant. However, at this point, apparently the rest of us 
weren't going to get to see them! Foreman was clearly 
playing hardball, not with the government, but with 
his codefendants.

Hoidel tried to soften up my refusal to cooperate with 
the prosecution. He pointed out that Foreman was 
quite willing to sink the rest of us to keep himself out 
of the dink. He told me that had the positions been 
reversed, Foreman would have testified against me in 
a heartbeat. 

I continued to refuse. The time I would spend in jail 
if convicted on all counts was calculated. Looked like 
maybe five to six years at first. As my resistance to 
testifying continued, the time estimate slowly inched 
upward — seven, eight, nine — and Hoidel got less and 
less friendly. I wanted to talk about trial strategy, he 
wanted me to testify. I refused. He pointed out the 
latest nefarious ploy from the Foreman defense. Made 
me mad, but still, I wasn't going to testify. The commu- 
nication got worse and worse as the trial date ap- 
proached. We still didn't have a defense strategy, at 
least not one I was being involved in. 

Finally, I absolutely insisted on knowing what was 
being planned. Hoidel and his assistant had me drive 
down from Prescott to Phoenix for a conference. When 
I arrived I was given a very strong and abrasive pitch to 
agree to testify against Foreman and save myself. I 
yelled and pounded the desk to try and get my point 
heard; I was not going to cooperate with the prosecu- 
tion under any circumstances! At the end of that 
episode, thinking I had finally gotten through, I drove 
back to Prescott 

When I arrived home there was a message from 
Hoidel. He said he had recalculated my sentencing 
guidelines and I was actually looking at 10-15 years of 
prison time. He wanted me to come to my senses and 
make a deal. At that point, I fired him. 

It's certainly possible that Hoidel was acting in what 
he perceived to be my best interests. But coindden- 


it perfectly. His cross exa mi nation of Frazier was de- 
scribed afterward by Foreman's renowned attorney, 
Gerry Spence, as perhaps the best piece of courtroom 
work Spence had ever witnessed. It set the stage for the 
plea agreements by introducing into the minds of the 
prosecution that, with all their snitches and tapes, they 
might actually lose. 

You state that the basis for my antipathy toward 
Foreman is thus: "Davis resented Foreman's success, 
considering him a smooth-talking hypocrite" (p. 438). 

I believe the implication is that I was jealous. If I were 
jealous and resentful of everyone who is more success- 
ful than I am I would be pretty hard up for friends. My 
problems with Foreman weren't and aren't based on 
jealousy, but on his behavior. For instance, his behav- 
ior around money. 

Having determined that the Arizona 5 Legal Defense 
Fund was in reality Foreman's, it was clear the Prescott , 
defendants needed to raise some money quickly. We |K 
were all facing a trial which could literally mn for a 
year, nobody had much money, and it's tough to hold 
a job when you have to be in court most of the time. 

So I started hustling. 

The first thing I did was request the Arizona 5 fund 
mailing list for another request for funds to keep the 
Prescott people alive during the upcoming ordeal. But 
there was a problem. Turned out that Foreman owned 
not only the money which had been raised, but also 
the list of people who had contributed. And he wasn't 
going to let us use it Once again I got the routine about 
how all these folks were friends of his and he didn't 
want them bothered with additional requests for j 
uney.

asn't real pleased with the overall attitude of the 
Foreman camp. 

There are some significant omissions in the facts you 
use to set the stage for the trial. You mention that 
Baker's defense strategy was to sit a bit removed from 
Else, Peg, and myself. True. But he was within easy 
whispering and note passing range and made no effort 
to create emotional distance from us. 

It's funny that you make note of that, but don't 
mention the far more severe divi- 
sion created by the Foreman team 
between themselves and the rest 
of us. It was a conscious strategy, 
and acknowledged as such by the 
attorneys. The Foreman team sat 
as far away from us as possible. 
When the jury was present, or if a 
juror happened to be in sight dur- 
ing a break, the clear message 
which Foreman and his team gave 
was that they weren't on familiar 
terms with us. If the jury was ab- 
sent, then a certain amount of humanness was permit- 
ted. Otherwise, if someone from the Prescott contin- 
gent committed the faux pas of smiling or seeming 
friendly, she or he would get a blank look in return. It 
was^ quite noticeable. 

Every effort was being made to give the jury the 
impression that this was a respectable, all-American 
white-bread horse-ridin' Republican just like them. He 
had somehow — obviously it was a mistake!— found 
himself in this room with all these fringe characters, 
charged with a crime he knew nothing about. Foreman 
had already publicly distanced himself from his previ- 
ous radical positions. Now he dissociated himself from 
people who might have actually done something 
radical. It was an inspired performance, and watching 
him pull it off made me aware of just how acute his 
intelligence is behind the Buckaroo facade, even as I 
L-lost any respect for him as a person. 

Your version of events has all the Prescott defendants 
humbly awaiting salvation at the hands of Spence and 
Foreman. You must have gotten that from them, 
because the truth was just the reverse. All of us, and our 
attorneys, were quite certain that they would savage us 
to save Foreman. Since Spence is the 800-pound gorilla 
in any courtroom he appears in, this was a rather 
daunting prospect We had already had plenty of 
evidence of the Foreman team's willingness to do 
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whatever it took to win — that is, after all, how a man 
racks up a record such as Gerry Spence boasts. A trial is 
war, and an attorney is supposed to fight for a victory 
for his client. If others get hurt, well, that's just part of 
the way the game is played. I don't fault Spence or any 
of the other lawyers for this. It's what they are taught 
to do, and I have heard some pretty impressive verbal 
arguments about why it's okay to do it. 

But the bottom line in the attorney-client relation- 
ship is that the lawyer is there to carry out the instruc- 
tions of the client (although many of them don't like 
that aspect and ignore it when they can). The final 
responsibility for what an attorney does rests with his 
client, for the client can always fire his counsel if he sees 
his methods as morally objectionable. I did this with 
Hoidel. Foreman was quite happy with Spence's ap- 
proach and with good reason. He's not in prison. 

1 want to make it clear that Spence did make an effort 
to bring the larger issues into the trial, in concert with 
Wellborn Jack, Jr. The judge blocked every such effort. 

There is another reason why Foreman is not in 
prison, and I think it's time to say it 

The big piece of leverage the Prescott defendants had 
to prevent Foreman's team from turning on us was my 
testimony. I talked with Foreman in Maricopa County 
Jaffa coupleof days after the arrest, immediatel y befor e 
he^wasTgleased on bail. At that time I gave him my 
wo rd that I would not, under any circumstances, 
testify against him to save mvself. I fully intended to 
keep that promise, even after it became apparent that 
Foremamhad no intention of behaving honorably

It's a matter of principle — does this make me a 
iliartyrrSnsaDri? ::; ^dTwilln^terroopefafewK5nSr 
promote thatwhichTsee as evil. ,And what the govem- 
hnerrtriidTntHis case, and does daily by its complicity 
in environmental crimes beyond knowing, is evil. So 
no matter how badly Foreman behaved, I still felt 
bound to honor my word. But fortunately, Foreman 
couldn't be sure of that, and Wellborn Jack, Jr. strongly 
advised me not to reassure him. It was the only tool we 
hadtomakehisteam hesitate a little before trashing us . 

On one of the trips I made to Tucson, Foreman and 
I took a walk and talked. We discussed in general terms 
the state of the planet, and the need to take strong 
action. We discussed specifically the killing being done 
by nukes, the disastrous effects of uranium mining on 
the inhabitants of the reservations where most of it 
took place, talked about the long history of govern- 
mental cover-ups and so forth. I asked him if he could 
come up with any money to help fund some poten- 
tially risky anti-nuclear activities. He agreed to provide 
some. Shortly thereafter I received $480 from him. The 
government was convinced that had I been willing to 
testify about this conversation, Foreman surely would 
have been convicted of the anti-nuclear conspiracy 
charges and be in prison. I could easily have cut a deal 
to do so and save myself.

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Penan Blockade 
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On October 3, the Malaysian police and air force violently attacked 
and destroyed the nine-month blockade set up by the Penan people at 
Long Mobui in Sarawak. Twenty-eight individuals were arrested. It is 
unknown whether anyone was injured. 

The Penan had staged the peaceful blockade to prevent logging in 
the rainforest which they depend on for survival. Established in 
January, the blockade had survived many attempts by the Sarawak 
authorities to dismantle it. In recent months the Penan have been 
taking turns minding the blockade with 200 people stationed there at 
all times. 

The attack followed an incident on September 28 in which the police 
used tear gas against the Penan at the blockade and arrested eleven 
people. At least three indigenous rights leaders have had their pass- 
ports impounded and are now barred from leaving Malaysia. 

Meanwhile, seeking to improve its international image, the Malay- 
sian government has promised a large cash donation and Malaysian 
timber to help rebuild the historic Globe Theater in London. 

The Penan people want the international community to recognize 
the connection between the tropical timber trade and genocide. They 
urge concerned organizations and individuals to protest the Malaysian 
government violent treatment. 

What you can do: 

Alert organizations and individuals concerned with human rights 
and rainforests about this violent attack; publicize the plight of 
indigenous peoples in Sarawak and the use of force against the Penan 
who are trying to protect the rights to their culture and land using 



peaceful means. Protest to the Malaysian consulate or embassy in 
your local area.

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The Loita Naimina Enkio Forest in Kenya, 
one of very few in the country preserved in its 
natural state by indigenous people, may soon 
be opened to the impacts of tourism. Despite 
the objections of the local Maasai commu- 
nity, the local government has declared the 
forest a nature reserve. 

Located about 360 kilometres southwest of 
Nairobi, the forest stretches for hundreds of 
hectares. Ancient, undisturbed trees teem 
with diverse flora and fauna. It is home to a 
rare species of small gorilla and many species 
of birds. 

In August, the Narok County Council an- 
nounced its intentions to exploit tourism 
potential in Narok District by establishing a 
nature reserve in the Loita Naimina Enkio 
Forest. The council's elaborate plans include 
opening the Suswa Caves, which are on the 
edge of the Great Rift Valley. Members of the 
Nkidongi and Loita clans of the Maasai im- 
mediately opposed the plan, noting the envi- 
ronmental degradation that has occurred in 
the Maasai Mara Nature Reserve, also man- 
aged by the Narok County Council. 

The Maasai feel the plan would effectively 
signify the death of the forest the community 
has preserved in its natural state over the 
years. Operiingtheforestto tourism — amove 
motivated solely by financial gain — would 
degrade the already fragile environment and 
irreparably harm the ecosystem. 

The elders expressed fears that should the 
forest be controlled by the council, their lives 
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which revolve around it would be drastically 
affected and their cultural heritage taken away 
forever. To the Loita and Nkidongi, the forest 
is a shrine dotted with sacred cultural sites. 
The Loitoktok River, which begins in the 
Loita Hills, is where young Maasai initiates 
take their early morning bath for religious 
rites. 

The Narok County Council has refused to 
listen to the community's protests. At a closed 
door meeting in September, the council de- 
clared the Loita Naimina Enkio Forest a na- 
ture reserve, despite the fact that the commu- 
nity had established a trust to manage the 
forest 

Given the political statements that have 
been made, especially by the Minister for 
Local Government (himself a former chair- 
man of the Narok County Council) in whose 
ministry the council falls, it is unlikely that 
the community's protests will be listened to 
without an international outcry. We there- 
fore ask till lovers of nature and humanists the 
worldovertoprotestthis cruel invasion ofthe 
Loita Forest Please write to Hon. William Ole 
Ntimama, MP, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, PO Box 30004, Nairobi, Kenya.

German anti-nuclear activists dismantled 
30metres of private railway line at the Nuclear 
Power Plant in Gundremmingen, Bavaria, on 
27 September. The group Mahnwache 
Gundremmingen was protesting the ship- 
ment of used fuel rods to the Sellafield Nuclear 
Reprocessing Plant in Cumbria, England. 

Eight activists tore apart the track for an 
hour and a half before they were arrested. 
They were held until after workers completed 
a temporary repair and the train left the plant. 
The protesters were charged with criminal 
damage, and a more serious charge of mali- 
cious damage to a railway installation, which 
carries a minimum sentence of three months 
imprisonment. After their release, they re- 
turned to the site and joined supporters in a 
peaceful vigil on the railway line. 

During the vigil, another train carrying 
chemical supplies tried to enter the plant. The 
protesters refused to move from the tracks, 
despite being threatened with arrest, until the 
scheduled end of their vigil. The police re- 
lented and the train was delayed for more 
than an hour and a half. The blockaders were 
not cited, but charges are likely to follow. 

The non-violent direct action group 
Mahnwache Gundremmingen has been pro- 
testing against the nuclear power plant since 
Chernobyl Day, 26 April 1989. They hold 
their vigil every Sunday, and have blockaded 
all but a handful of shipments of used fuel 
rods.

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Papua New Guinea Forest Reform 


Faces Violent Opposition 


Papua New Guinea's recent steps toward forestry 
reform are being jeopardized by the timber industry. 
Enforcement of the recently enacted Provincial Forest 
Act has been suspended as a result of the industry's 
lobbying efforts. A prominent government official 
and community activists supporting forestry reform 
have been the targets of violence and harassment. 

The Provincial Forest Act calls for sustained yield 
management. Prime Minister Paias Wingti announced 
in October that the National Executive Council had 
approved progressive guidelines for the act's imple- 
mentation, including controversial log export restric- 
tions. The proposed industry-supportedTuIapi amend- 
ment would essentially return all power over forestry 
in PNG to the National Forestry Board, and then stack 
that board with members who are pro-timber. 

Passage of the Tulapi amendment would severely 
undermine the Forestry Act. Among many other dan- 
gerous provisions, applicants for permits could pro- 
ceed with logging without providing fees, maps of the 
area, details of the proposed project, or written consent 
of landowners. 

According to the Pacific Heritage Foundation, log- 
ging is occurring at an unprecedented rate, having 
increased by nearly 400% since 1992. The foundation 
states that at the present rate, Papua New Guinea's 
"massive forest resource will be effectively wiped out 
in far less than a generation." Malaysia-based logging 
companies have come to cash in on yet another 
rainforest. One Malaysian corporation, Rimbunan 
Hijau, has set up a complicated web of affiliates and 
controls over 80% of PNG log exports. 

The new guidelines proposed by Forest Minister Tim 
Neville would provide a mechanism to address the 
bribery and rampant corruption that has thus far 
allowed illegal logging to go unpunished. 

"With Tim Neville, PNG has the first honest Minster 
for Forests with enough backbone to take on the 
logging companies and slow the export of logs from 
PNG," said John Seed, director of the Australia-based 


Rainforest Information Centre (RIC). "Since June there 
have been two gunshot attacks on his person and it is 
widely rumoured that there is a K500,000 contract on 
his life." 

The logging industry has not limited its attacks on 
forestry reform to the legislative arena. Timber compa- 
nies have enlisted the police to target 
activists working to protect PNG's 
rainforests. 

On September 15, a riot squad de- 
tained, interrogated and severely beat 
Gewai Dusty Zamunu. Zamunu is the 
proj ect manager for a j oint Rainforest 
Information Centre - Village Develop- 
ment Trust (VDT) community devel- 
opment and rainforest conservation 
site in Morobe Province. He is sched- 
uled to go to trial on unknown charges 
in late October. 

The police reportedly asked 
Zamunu, "The Yema Gaipa logging 
operation could have started years 
ago, but because of your awareness 
campaign activity in the area, you 
have held back the operation. Why 
and for what reasons have you been 
campaigning against large logging 
company operations for the last eight 
years?" 

John Seed explained that the attack 
on Zamunu is not an isolated inci- 
dent 

"This is the eighth such incident 
reported in PNG in the last six 
months," he said. "We may wonder 
how many incidents are unreported 
due to intimidation. There is a consis- 
tent pattern throughout the country 
of police supporting logging compa- 
nies and repressing traditional land- 



owners opposed to the exploitation of their forests by 
foreign multinationals for paltry and short-term ben- 
efits to local people," he said. 

"We are r ailin g on the Prime Minister, Mr. Paias 
Wingti, to launch an urgent inquiry into police intimi- 
dation and harassment of traditional landowners 
\ 0 l throughout PNG," saidjohn Seed. "We call 
on the Prime Minister to direct his Minister 
of Police to order riot squads stationed at 
logging sites throughout the country to 
immediately cease any such activities." 

The Rainforest Information Centre has 
contributed $2,500 to Zamunu's legal de- 
fense and is seeking additional donations.

World Bank Held Up 

The World Bank has delayed disbursement of a $45.5 million loan to the Sierra 
Madre forestry project in northern Mexico largely because of opposition from 
Mexican and US environmental groups. 

The project is supposedly "designed to improve forest management to produce 
more and more wood in a shorter period, while protecting the environment," but 
the proj ect's budget indicates its real aims. Ninety percent of the funding is allocated 
to repair forestry roads and provide credit for logging equipment, while only 10 
percent is for environmental protection, training and institution-building. 

Native Seeds/SEARCH, a traditional agriculture/conservation group, says the 27- 
million hectare project would encourage logging and harm the agriculture of the 
Tarahumara and other indigenous peoples. Forest ecolo- 
gists doubt the planned seed-tree forest regeneration 
technique would maintain the region's 200 species and 
subspecies of oaks. 

The recent Chase Manhattan Bank loan of $350 million 
to the Anahuac pulp mill is the first sign of an expected 
influx to northern Mexico of US companies aiming to sell 
forest products on the market opened up by the North 
American Free Trade Agreement. Access to the forests has 
been facilitated by the privatization of ejido (communally 
held) lands, permitted since 1992. Further proposed "re- 
forms" would legalize long-term leases of forest land to 
foreign companies and the replacement of native stands 
with exotic agroforestry plantations. 

Native Seeds/SEARCH is approaching ejido owners of old growth forest areas in the 
Sierra Madre to ascertain their interest in alternative income-generating projects 
which, if successful, could counter the World Bank's "new strategies for rational 
forestry development in selected sites in northern Mexico." Activists insist that 
consultation with traditional leadership of indigenous communities, rather than 
fictitious tribal councils or non-indigenous ejido leaders, is far more important than 
the Bank's current environmental impact studies in determining whether to release 
the loan.

About half a million Indian farmers took part in a day-long procession and rally 
in the South Indian city of Bangalore on October 2 to protest international trade 
proposals that could destroy their traditional agricultural practices. 

The farmers oppose the Dunkel draft, a comprehensive set of proposals in the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade negotiations that if passed and enforced 
would open up the economies of Third World countries to competition from 
foreign firms, products and services. The proposals include compulsory introduc- 
tion of patent and other "intellectual property" laws in all 
member countries, enabling transnational corporations 
to obtain monopolistic protection over their technologies 
and products, including agriculture. The farmers fear the 
proposals would result in transnational companies being 
allowed to exercise property rights over modified seed, 
and then prevent farmers from continuing the traditional 
practice of saving part of their crop as seeds for the next 
season's planting. 

The proposals would boost the practice of "gene piracy, " 
where transnational corporations appropriate and patent 
indigenous knowledge. Already, the W.R. Grace company 
has taken out US patents on pesticide products derived' 
from the neem tree. Oil from the neem tree, a fast growing evergreen, has long been 
used in India as an insecticide, a potent contraceptive and a soap. 

In February, a thousand farmers broke into the main office of the giant American 
grain company Cargill in Bangalore and made a bonfire of its office documents. In 
March, 200,000 farmers held a rally in Delhi bringing the rural protest against the 
Dunkel draft to the heart of the country's capital. In July, farmers burnt down a 
Cargill seed plant, which was then under construction. The KRRS, a farmer's rights 
group, has iso announced it will pull out seedlings in forms under contract to 
produce sunflower, maize and sorghum seeds for Cargill.

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ROAD TO TAKE ITS TOLL

Southern California's three planned toll roads are 
proceeding apace, perpetuating car culture and can- 
cerous urban growth. The Foothill Tollroad recently 
opened a 3.2-mile segment and the infamous San 
Joaquin Hill Tollroad got the go-ahead on September 
7 to begin construction. 

The projects are a major ecological and political 
disaster. Numerous traffic engineers have said they 
will not relieve traffic; their unofficial but obvious 
purpose is to serve as the taproot for new develop- 
ment — development on top of some of the most 
ecologically viable land left in Orange County. It is no 
accident that the Transportation Corridor Agency, the 
quasi-public agency in charge 
of building the roads, is 
populated heavily with 
executives from the de- 
velopment companies 
that will benefit most 
from the roads. 

The toll on the land will 
be immense. The Foothill 
and Eastern (the third 
road project) Toll- 
roads will together 
almost certainly extirpate 
the population of moun- 
tain lions in the Santa Ana 
mountains due to habitat 
destruction and the loss of 
a key movement corridor 
linking the Santa Anas with the 
Chino Hills. The Foothill Tollroad 
has already destroyed large blocks of coastal sage scrub, 
including plant sub-associations thought to be found 
nowhere else. The San Joaquin Hills road will foul 
fourteen watercourses draining into the ocean and 
bisect Orange Cpunty's largest intact piece of coastal 
sage scrub habitat. 

Coastal sage scrub, which has been reduced to less 
than 10% of its former range, primarily due to urban- 
ization, is home to over one hundred endangered 
species, including the recently listed California gnat- 
catcher and a coastal race of cactus wren thought to be 
a distinct sub-species. 

The political machinations that have occurred in 
order to complete this road have been well, sick, even 
beyond what one would expect. As an example, the 
TCA (remember, this is a supposedly public entity) has 
the dubious honor of filing a pre-emptive SLAPP suit 
against the local eco-groups who have been active 
litigiously (the SLAPP suit was thrown out of court). 

Worse is the national precedent set by the exemp- 
tion of the San Joaquin Tollroad from the Endangered 
Species Act (ESA) dueto the TCA's "mitigation" project. 
The road will directly displace over 30 gnatcatchers 
and 40 cactus wrens, but the Fish and Wildlife Service 
granted the TCA a "no jeopardy" ruling because the 
agency agreed to create new coastal sage scrub habitat 
on, get this, the road bank itself and on top of a closed 
landfill. The TCA is now allowed to proceed with no 
other limitations. This ruling came less than a week 
before the gnatcatcher was formally listed as a "threat- 
ened" species. The Fish and Wildlife Service, for its 
part, has sworn that it will make them recreate this 
habitat, gosh damit, even if it takes forever. 

(A brief diversion. With the incorporation of the 
state level Natural Communities Conservation Plan- 
ning process into the listing package for the gnat- 
catcher, ridiculous schemes such as the above will 
become more common. The NCCP process, which 
Interior Sec Babbitt has proposed as a national model 
for the future of the Endangered Species Act, is full of 
loopholes that allow habitat destruction in exchange 
for mitigation banking and restoration projects. Never 
mind that ecosystem creation is basically a myth. In 
the words of one local biologist, "The road to hell is 
paved with mitigation.") 

The exemption of the San Joaquin Hills Tollroad 
from the ESA cleared the way for the TCA to begin 
construction. The Natural Resources Defense Council, 
which had sued over the Environmental Impact State- 
ment, filed for an injunction. On September 7, a 
federal judge ruled that the NRDC lawsuit "had merit" 
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but only issued a partial injunction. While the judge's 
decision protects the most critical coastal sage scrub 
habitat in the tollroad's path, the area within UC 
Irvine's ecological reserve as well as the 4.5-mile 
stretch of planned road through the San Joaquin Hills, 
the TCA was allowed to proceed with its plans to 
destroy wild lands in the name of mindless so-called 
progress, and began construction on September 9. 

While the injunction decision holds off destruction 
of these important areas until next spring, it was the 
opinion of Orange County Earth First! that any road 
construction will eventually lead to habitat destruc- 
tion. On September 9, EF!er Pat Mitchell locked on to 
the gate at the yard where the 
tollroad contractor keeps its 
equipment, blockingtheexit 
way. Unfortunately, the 
contractor was able to cut 
a new hole in the fence 
and construction was 
only slowed, not halted. 
While succeeding in 
being a thorn in the 
contractor's side, the 
main effect was to set 
the tone for actionsto 
come. 

On September 28, OCEF!, with help from Baja 
Ecotopia EF! and Alluvial EF!, declared a Tollroad 
Holiday, complete with a cooler of beer and a full 
complement of donuts to placate construction work- 
ers and cops. Eight activists locked themselves to

various parts of machinery, stopping construction for 
half a day before getting cut off and arrested (see "A 
Few Thoughts on Stopping the Machine"). 

Never mind that 
ecosystem creation is 
basically a myth.

On October 16, to "celebrate" the opening of a 3.2- 
mile segment of the Foothill Tollroad, the TCA hosted 
"Cruise the Corridor," a 10k race on the new tollway. 
They were somewhat horrified when Dan, wearing his 
Earth First! T-shirt, finished in second place, accepting 
his prize to the hoots of the crowd with a large sign that 
said "The Earth Cannot Afford This Toll." When the 
race crowd dispersed and it became clear that the only 
people left at the scene were bureaucrats and those 
that opposed the road, TCA officials decided to cancel 
the rest of the day's festivities. 

The eight activists arrested at the September 28 
action are to be arraigned November 5. All have vowed 
to continue to fight the despicable roads.

It is almost impossible to explain the feeling of 
being helplessly locked to a machine of that size 
as it starts. Dirt came pouring on to my head as 
the beast groaned to a start. All that I could think 
of was "so this is what a gnatcatcher, cactus wren or 
arroyo toad feels like as its ground to death." As if this 
was not enough the Sheriffs Department showed up 
shortly after. At least they asked that the

Support a Paving Moratorium 


W hen bicycles first became popular toward 
the end of the 1 9th century, cyclists mounted 
a campaign for good roads and urged that 
roads be paved. If these early bicycle activists had 
foreseen that the pavement they wanted for their own 
use would soon be clogged with cars, forcing bicycles 
to the side of the road and leading to more and more 
pavement and cars, they might never have asked for 
pavement in the first place. 

Today asphalt covers an estimated 60,000 square 
miles of U.S. land. Most of it is occupied by automo- 
biles. The Alliance for a Paving Moratorium wants to 
change that, and in the process give bicycles the promi- 
nence they deserve in our transportation system. 

The Alliance calls for a moratorium on new roads, 
road widenings and parking lots, exempting only repairs 
and construction of bike and foot paths. Our ultimate 
goal is to bring a halt to endless road building. Why 
is this essential for bicyclists? More roads mean more 
cars, and cars compete directly with bicycles in a 
number of ways. 

In all manner of such competition, cars — so far — 
are winning. In the most direct conflict between cars 
and bicycles, collisions, it’s almost always the bicyclists 
who suffer — or die. Cars take up more road space 
(shunting bicycles to the side), get far more funding 
(leaving little if anything for bicycles), foul the air to the 
point where hard-breathing cyclists need to wear gas 
masks, and cause cities to sprawl so bike use is less 
convenient or even impossible. As Mike Vandeman 


points out in “Pedaling Upwind — Why Halting High- 
way Construction Belongs on the Bicyclist’s Agenda”: 

“Expansion of the highway system causes urban 
sprawl, a form of land use optimized for the automobile 
user, where bicycling is extremely inconvenient and 
unpleasant. Bicycling is incompatible with urban sprawl, 
just as it is incompatible with the other effects of the 
automobile — air pollution, noise pollution, and collision 
danger. Hence, bicyclists have a large stake in halting 
urban sprawl and its instigators, highway construction 
and highway expansion.” 

Promoting a paving moratorium will raise society’s 
consciousness about the hazards posed by roads and 
cars, as well as about the relative benefits of the 
bicycle. It will encourage more people to ride bikes, 
increasing the bicycling constituency and its political 
power. 

Enacting a paving moratorium will halt the spread 
of highways and cars. Limiting cars will benefit air 
quality and reduce the danger to cyclists. The Alliance 
for a Paving Moratorium also wants to see existing 
road space reallocated to bicycles. And by diverting 
precious fiscal resources into road repair instead of 
new construction, a paving moratorium will help make 
existing roads safer for cyclists. 

Many bicyclists and bicycle groups are already 
members of the Alliance for a Paving Moratorium.

Positive Alternatives to Roads and Pavement! 


A 1990 USDA study for mitigating spotted owl - related job 
loss showed that U.S. Forest Service roads present a great 
opportunity for job-generating road closure. 

Oil’s uses — asphalt, tires and plastics — go beyond fuel 
requirements, so this dangerously strategic commodity can 
be reduced in use across the board by halting new roads and 
paving. Less asphalt production cuts refinery runs of all other 
toxic petroleum products. 

Only 85 lives have been lost in Amtrak accidents since its 
founding in 1971. 

One fully occupied train car can remove as 
many as 100 passenger cars from the road 
during rush hour. While car traffic accom- 
modates about 750 passengers per meter- 
width of lane per hour, surface rapid rail will 
carry 9,000. In locations without rail ser- 
vice, bicycles can carry 1 ,500 persons per 
meter- width of lane, at least twice as many 
as cars. 

Bicycles are a highly efficient alternative to 
cars. Bicycles require only 22 calories per 
passenger kilometer, compared to rail at 549 
calories per passenger kilometer and cars at 
a staggering 1,153 calories per passenger kilometer. 

Car commuters use over 7,200 Btu (British thermal units) per 
passenger mile; rail commuters use as little as 1,146 Btu/pas- 
senger mile. Freight carried by track uses nearly 1 ,900 Btu/ 
ton-mile; freight carried by train uses less than 1/4 that amount 
— 443 Btu/ton-mile. 

Electric rail emits the least reactive hydrocarbon and carbon 
monoxide of any motorized transportation mode; solar elec- 
tric rail emits none (excluding production stage). 

Light rail is more cost-effective than freeway construction. 
Estimates for urban freeway construction range as high as $1 
billion per mile, while new light rail costs only $10 to $16 
million per mile. 

Light rail and bicycling in cities competes favorably with the 
automobile in terms of speed. One study of average transpor- 


tation speeds in cities worldwide found rail speeds averaging 
over 40 kilometers per hour, compared to average car speeds 
of about 21 km/hour. When the average North American 
worker’s hours per year are added up to account for most 
car-related activity, e.g., insurance coverage, paying off the 
car purchase, the average speed he/she drives is less than 5 
(five) miles per hour - walking speed. 

Use of rail encourages development to be more compact, gen- 
erally in nodes around rail stops. This results in more effi- 
cient land use, preservation of farmland, a more cost-effec- 
tive infrastructure, and conservation of energy. Demand for 
space and real estate values tend to go up around rail transit 
stops, for both residential and commercial 
development. Denser living saves energy 
and time while building community involve- 
ment. 

Studies show that banning cars from city 
centers and increasing pedestrian access in- 
creases business revenues. The trend in Eu- 
rope is auto-free and auto-restricted city 
centers, where more efficient use of energy 
and space clearly benefits economic health, 
and cuts emission-caused morbidity and 
mortality. 

The United States spends nearly $200,000,000 per day build- 
ing and rebuilding roads, in spite of predictions that conges- 
tion and delays will only get worse. 

To simply maintain roads in their current poor state would 
cost $21.7 billion peryear. Yet we spent only $12.7 billion per 
year as of 1991, assuring deterioration of existing roads. At 
the same time, $ 1 5.4 billion was spent to build new and wider 
roads. 

The U.S. General Accounting Office predicts that this 
country’s road congestion will triple in 15 years even if ca- 
pacity is increased by 20 percent — and even that goal is 
unlikely to be achieved. 

Subsidies to defend our oil supply cost the U.S. $15 billion 
per year, or $23.50 per barrel. This is more than the current 
market price of a barrel of oil. effe

More Roads = 
More People 

O bviously, more people mean more roads and more 
consumption of the Earth. Some say that more 
roads is a symptom of overpopulation, but the two go 
hand in hand in a feedback loop. More roads means 
more people-'Tt's axiomatic," says Kenya's visiting del- 
egate on public health to the United Nations Conference 
on Environment and Development. 

In the U.S., our carrying capacity (the number of 
humans which can be sustained in a given environment) 
has been exceeded by a factor of two at minimum since 
1930. That was when agriculture began to go petro- 
chemical. Diminishing returns have been reached. Fos- 
sil fuels dependency has but briefly lifted the population 
here and abroad to precarious heights; roads facilitated 
the growth and spread. Asphalt-sludge from oil refin- 
ing— directly subtracts from carrying capacity as it cov- 
ers farmland. 

You don't want the burbs to go out further into the 
domain of critters or the last of the farms that serve the 
city? We can and must stop those roads from going in! 
There's a national network to assist you. Road-widening 
schemes and new parking lots, touted as congestion- 
relievers when they just add more cars, must all be 
opposed; removing them later is harder. Something 
beautiful can happen as a result of a paving moratorium 
and ban. There would have to be a 180-degree shift in 
where development goes: instead of expanding and wast- 
ing land, redevelopment would occur in order to maxi- 
mize wise use of existing communities. They would 
become greener. Friendlier and more healthful in which 
to live and breathe. Population in the cities would deal 
with itself socially and ultimately in terms of numbers, as 
limits with carrying capacity are learned by this changing 
culture. The U.S. must also revise its legal immigration 
policy, as this contributes to perhaps 1/3 of our popula- 
tion growth. 

No more paving, no more roads mean caring for the 
land and developing a total conservation ethic. A revolu- 
tion would occur in thinking and land use, spilling over 
into curbing over-consumption of electric power, and 
eating food that wastes land/water/energy. We know 
transformations of this kind happen in history, as we see 
what the agricultural and industrial revolutions wrought. 
But the Conservation Revolution will happen in our life- 
times, as we have witnessed changes regarding recycling 
and smoking cigarets around others. The ultimate goal 
of this third revolution in history would be ecodemocracy 
-equal rights for all species— if we can begin the mighty 
changes needed to preserve wilderness and farmland and 
restore most of what's been destroyed by our exploitative 
and rapacious culture. A paving moratorium is the 
spearhead of the Revolution for Conservation. <#*>

The Spud Seven Go to Court

Guilty. The word stuck in my throat and left a sour 
taste in my mouth. On October 14, the Noble Road 
Seven (or Spud Seven) went to court. None of us 
expected to take the deal. Several hours with our 
lawyers and an intense two-hour circle amongst our- 
selves later, we went before the judge. Six of us took the 
deal. One did not. 

This was the deal: the felony charge of conspiracy to 
commit grand theft was dropped, as was the misde- 
meanor charge of malicious injury to property for the 
four buried in the road. We were charged with obstruc- 
tion of a road, a misdemeanor. To this charge we gave 
an Alfred Plea, meaning that we recognized there to be 
sufficient evidence to convict us, though we consid- 
ered ourselves to be innocent of any crime. We were 
given a 90-day sentence with 60 days suspended and 
credit for time served. We face 10 days in jail, six 
months on probation and $550 restitution. 

What we faced if we did not take the deal was a jury 
trial on felony charges in Idaho County. We faced a 


On October 4 at the Idaho County Courthouse, six 
activists appearing for trial and four supporters were 
served with documents pertaining to a civil lawsuit. 
The Strategic Lawsuit Against Public Participation 
(SLAPP) was filed on behalf of Highland Enterprises, 
builder of the controversial Noble Road in the Cove/ 
Mallard area. Three more activists were served a week 
later when they appeared for court. 

The Noble road was built as part of a Forest Service 
logging operation in the Nez Perce National Forest, 
three miles from the town of Dixie and less than ten 
miles from the Wild and Scenic Salmon River. A group 
of forest activists using the slogan Earth First! has been 
living within and fighting the proposed timber sales 
for the past two summers. They are using the struggle 
to draw public attention to the endangered wildlands 
of the Greater Salmon-Selway Ecosystem and the im- 
portance of preserving'all remaining roadless areas. 

Also named on the suit were six groups (or associa- 
tions of people, as the suit puts it): Earth First!, Wild 
Rockies EF!, The Ecology Center in Missoula, the EF! 
Journal, the EF! Direct Action Fund, and the Ancient 
Forest Bus Brigade. 

On September 15, a default judgment was entered 
against these groups in favor of Highland, supposedly 
for not filing answers to the suit within 20 days. 
However, none of the groups named were ever served 
with the suit. The notice of default was sent in the mail 
to the Dixie postal box used by the residents of the 
Cove/Mallard base camp. It was not signed by the 
county clerk in the space provided and the judge's 
name was printed, his signature conspicuously miss- 
ing. 

Many activists arrested in Cove/Mallard this sum- 
mer for civil disobedience have been served with the 
SLAPP. The suit is designed to stall the Earth First! 
movement and is a sign that the activists are being 
effective in preserving the Cove/Mallard areas. It is an 
attempt by the Forest Service and the private compa- 
nies involved to drain the resources of the activists and 
confine them to legal libraries and courtrooms. 

SLAPP suits are all the rage with corporations which 
feel threatened by the growing public outrage against 
their treatment of the planet and people for profit and 
greed. These lawsuits represent the 'profits before all 
else' attitude that has enabled multinational corpora- 
tions to gain so much control over the political and 
social systems of this country. SLAPPs are attempts by 
corporations to advance their own interests, and to 
stifle constitutionally protected free speech and redress 
of grievances with the government. 

According to the SLAPP Resource Center at the 
University of Denver College of Law, there are four 
indicators of a SLAPP suit: politically active defen- 
dants; charges of defamation, conspiracy, interference 


judge unwilling to grant change of 
venue in a county where we are 
refused service in restaurants and 
gas stations. Idaho County, where 
a man who attacked one of us, and 
caused serious injuries, was charged 
with a misdemeanor. Idaho 
County, where those who threw 
rocks at and terrorized a visiting 
couple (thought to be EF!ers) were 
given four days house arrest. Idaho 
County, which just received over 
$1 million dollars from the US For- 
est Service. 

Those in our affinity group who 
took the deal look forward to get- 
ting on with our lives and the task 
at hand. The one of us proceeding 
toward trial will be indefinitely 
embroiled in a legal battle against 
formidable odds. 


with business, discrimination, nuisance, or abuse of 
process; huge money damage claims, out of propor- 
tion to realistic losses; and inclusion of "Doe" defen- 
dants to spread the chill. All these criteria are present 
in the Highland Enterprises suit. Highland is attempt- 
ing to use the Idaho racketeering law to squeeze three 
times the alleged damages out of the defendants, 
bringing the total to $300,000. In addition to the 
individuals and non-organizations named in the suit, 
there are one hundred "John Does" and one hundred 
"Jane Does" added to the end, just to cover anyone else 
they "forgot" to name in the original suit. 

Interestingly, the judge who found Earth First! in 
default is the same judge now presiding over the case 
of one activist charged with felony conspiracy to 
commit grand theft as part of the Noble Road Seven 
action. He faces up to 14 years in the state penitentiary 
for allegedly conspiring to steal a road. 

The Court told the Gate Six, sentenced October 4 for 
blockading the Noble Road, to pay $260 each to 
Highland, and fined them $300 each for trespassing. 
Magistrate Michael Griffin also sentenced them to 90 
days in jail, with 60 of those days suspended and ten 
days credited for time served. They are serving 20 days 
with an additional 5-10 days for those who will not or 
cannot pay their fines. The six are also bound to 
probation for six months. 

Six others (of the Noble Road Seven) had been facing 
the felony conspiracy charge but plea bargained to 
obstruction of a road. They received the same jail 
sentences, and were ordered to pay Highland Enter- 
prises $550 each. It seems that Highland has latched on 
to a new moneymaking scheme. 

The Idaho County Sheriffs Department has not 
made an arrest for the vandalism of heavy equipment 
in Cove/Mallard early in the summer, but many com- 
munity members are convinced that Earth Firstlers 
were involved in the damage. The activists are also 
blamed for the spiking of 30 trees discovered by the 
Forest Service in the Grouse Timber Sale this summer. 

Kirk McGregor, public defender for the Gate Six, was 
concerned that they were being punished for acts 
committed by others. The judge assured those in 
attendance that he was sentencing the six harshly 
simply to deter others from committing similar acts.

Wild Rockies Strategy

Wild Rockies Earth First!, the Ancient Forest Bus 
Brigade, INWARD (Idaho Non-Violent Wilderness Area 
Rescue and Defense), Seeds of Peace and the Native 
Forest Network will host a strategy session January 15- 
1 7 focusing on roadless lands in the Northern Rockies. 
The eventis open to all activists and groups working on 
forest/roadless lands in the Wild Rockies Bioregion — 
Eastern Oregon, Eastern Washington, Idaho, Mon- 
tana, Northwestern Wyoming, Southern Alberta, and

Where Have A lithe Frogs Gone? 

The Mystery of Global Amphibian Declines

With the exception of fish, amphibians are the 
Earth's most ancient vertebrates. They emerged from 
the ocean some 350 million years ago, eventually 
evolving into reptiles, mammals and birds. Modem 
amphibians evolved about 75 million years ago and 
have not changed significantly since. These guys are 
tough. They preceded and then outlived the dino- 
saurs. They survived innumerable ice ages, meteors 
and volcanoes. They witnessed the continents divid- 
ing and learned to co-exist with predatory mammals 
and birds. However, frogs, toads, salamanders and 
newts all over the world began disappearing in the 
1970s. Scientists from every continent have docu- 
mented the rapid, global decline. "Amphibians are 
survivors," says David Wake, director of the Museum 
of Vertebrate Zoology at the University of California at 
Berkeley. "If they're checking out now, I think it is 
significant." Like many scientists, he believes amphib- 
ians are theplanet's premier indicator species, and that 
their recent disappearance is a signal that something 
has gone very wrong with our native ecosystems. 

Worldwide Declines 

AUSTRALIA: The Queensland gastric brooding frog 
(Rheobatrachus silus) evolved in remote sections of the 
Canondale and Blackall Mountain Ranges. This mar- 
velous frog developed adaptations to protect its young 
against predation by swallowing its own eggs, brood- 
ing and hatching them in its stomach, then spitting up 
well-developed tadpoles ready to fend for themselves. 
The discovery of the Queensland gastric brooding frog 
in 1973 promised exciting glimpses into the mysteries 
of pregnancy and digestion as well as possible rem- 
edies for ulcers and stomach ailments. By 1980, how- 
ever, the gastric brooding frog was extinct. 

SOUTH AFRICA: South Africa's Cape Province sup- 
ports an amazingly diverse herpetofauna. Three en- 
demic frogs — the micro frog — (Microbatrachella 
capensis), the Table Mountain ghost frog (Heleophryne 
rosei) and the Cape platanna (Xenopus gilli) — are highly 
endangered due to habitat destruction. All have been 
reduced to just a few barely viable populations. 

INDIA: The Western Ghats support 120 tropical spe- 
cies, Asia's richest amphibian population, including 
13 of India's 15 caedlians (limbless amphibians). Two 
frog species — Ansonia omata and Micrixalus saxicola — 
are declining due to water pollution from teak and 
rubber estates. The bronzed frog (Rana temporalis) is 
being sacrificed to biology students as scientific collec- 
tors take virtually every tropical amphibian they see. 
For example, the Field Museum of Natural History of 
Chicago and the National Museum of Natural History 
of Delhi collected 1,500 amphibians and reptiles in a 
48-square-mile area in just six weeks in 1982. More 
than half were taken from a single location. 

BRITAIN: Habitat loss is devastating amphibians in 
Britain, which has lost 182,000 ponds in the last 30 
years. Deforestation and acid rain have left 50% of the 
remaining ponds with no amphibians. Acid rain is 
responsible for extirpating Natterjack toads (Bufo 
calamita) from the lowland heaths which once sup- 
ported half of the British population. The common 
frog (Rana temporaria) has also suffered mass mortality 
in recent years, but no one knows why. 
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SOUTH AMERICA: Between 1979 and 1982, six frog 
species were extirpated and seven declined dramati- 
cally at the University of San Paolo's field station, in 
Boracea, Brazil. Eight of 13 frog species in Brazil's 
Reserva Atlantica have disappeared since 1981. High 
elevation amphibians in the Peruvian Andes are de- 
clining due to huge chemical influxes from the burn- 
ing of tropical forests. 

COSTA RICA: In the early 1980s, golden toads (Bufo 
periglenes) were common in the Monteverde Cloud 
Forest Preserve of Costa Rica. Only a few years later, 
they were rare, and the species is now feared to be 
extinct Other amphibians in the "protected" forest 
are also mysteriously disappearing. 

MEXICO: Salamanders were common in pine forests 
near Oaxaca, Mexico in the early 1970s — 80 or more 
lived beneath the bark of a single log. By the 1980s, 
they were very difficult to find. 

Declines In the US 

SOUTHWEST: The Las Vegas Valley leopard frog is 
part of the Rana pipians complex, a diverse family of 
frogs which spreads across North America. As the last 
ice age receded some 10,000 years ago, creating the 
very first North American deserts, leopard frogs re- 
sponded by speciating rapidly to adapt to the warmer, 
dryer climate. At least seven distinct species have 
evolved in the mountains of the Southwest and north- 
ern Mexico. One of those, the Las Vegas Valley leopard 
frog, thrived along the rivers, backwaters and short- 
lived wetlands of the Mojave, North America's driest 
desert. Over the millennia, it quietly survived ice ages, 
desertification, urban sprawl and agricultural pollu- 
tion. Humans did not even know it existed until 1992. 
By this time, however, it was already extinct It joins 
the relict leopard frog (Rana onca) which became 
extinct in the 1980s. The Tarahumara leopard frog 
(Rana tarahumarae) is now extirpated from the US and 
following it are the Chiricahua leopard frog (R. 
chiricahuensis), the lowland leopard frog 
(Rana yavapaiensis), and the 
Huachuca tiger salamander (Am- 
bystoma tigrinum stebbinsii). 

SIERRA NEVADA: Frog 
populations have recently 
plummeted at high eleva- 
tions in the Sierra Nevada. 

f! 

Even "protected" areas such 
as Yosemite, King's Canyon 
and Sequoia National Parks 
are losing their frogs. The dis- 
appearance of the mountain 
yellow-legged frog (Rana 
muscosa) from lakes in King's Can- 
yon has been attributed to red-leg dis- 
ease and Brewer's blackbird predation. These lakes are 
not likely to be recolonized because of the down- 
stream introduction of trout and charr; fish do not 
naturally occur in high elevation SierraNevadastreams. 
Only 2% of lakes supporting yellow-legged frogs in the 
mid-1970s still had them in 1989. The high elevation 
Yosemite toad (Bufocanorus) has also disappeared from 
the Sierra Nevada, while the foothill yellow-legged 
frog (Ram boylei) is disappearing from lower eleva- 
tions. 

CALIFORNIA COAST RANGE: The mountain yellow- 
legged frog is now extinct in the San Gabriel and San 
Bemadino Mountains. 

PACIFIC NORTHWEST: The tailed frog (Ascaphus 
truei), Olympic salamander (Rhyacotriton olympicus), 
and the Del Norte salamander (Plethodon elongatus) are 
all threatened by the outright destruction and frag- 
mentation of their old growth Douglas fir habitat The 
tailed frog is one of North America's most ancient 
amphibians. It is older than the continent itself; it had 



relatives here 200 million years ago. The Del Norte 
salamander and the Olympic salamander have been 
around since least 50 million years ago, when Arcto- 
Tertiary forests covered all of North America at mid- 
latitudes. 

CASCADES: Amphibians in the Cascades are in bad 
shape. The Cascades frog (Rana cascadae) has declined 
20-40% in its Oregon range. The spotted frog (Ram 
pretiosa) has disappeared altogether from the western 


Amphibians are 
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Cascades, a full third of its Oregon range. Western toad 
eggs at Lost Lake in central Oregon have undergone 
mortality rates of 50-98% since 1989, in contrast to the 
5% natural mortality rate. The red-legged frog (Rana 
aurora) has declined dramatically throughout its range 
from Oregon to southern California in the last ten 
years; it is now all but extinct in the Willamette V alley, 
where it was common just 15 years ago. 

NORTHERN ROCKIES: The boreal toad (Bufo boreas) 
has declined drastically in Colorado and Wyoming. 
The Wyoming toad is down to only 50 individuals in 
the Laramie Basin. Tiger salamanders (Ambystoma 
tigrinum) in Colorado's Galena Lake/Mexican Preserve 
have declinedbecause acid snow melts in highly acidic 
pulses just as the breeding season begins. 

APPALACHIANS: Two salamanders of the Appala- 
chian highlands, Desmognathus wrighti and 
Plethodon nettingi, are endangered by acidrain. 
Theirspruce-fir habitats are naturally acidic, 
supporting very few amphibians. Any in- 
crease in acidity could drive them out. 

Unnatural Hazards Have 
Devastating Effects 

The stories go on and on: Germany, 
Denmark, Sweden, Nova Scotia, 
Panama, the Swiss Alps. . . Scientists aren't 
sure what is causing amphibians to disap- 
pear. The worldwide pattern suggests a 
single global cause to some, but no one has 
been able to determine what it is. Others point 
to a host of factors threatening, individual popula- 
tions at the local level. Long-term studies have been 
proposed, but many species may disappear before they 
are completed. "We don't have much time," explains 
James McMahon, ecologist at Utah State University. 
"By the time we can get enough data, the problem may 
be past us and unsolvable." 

HABITAT LOSS: Like every other species on this 
planet, amphibians are threatened by large-scale habi- 
tat alteration and destruction. Henry Wilbur of Duke 
University believes habitat destruction is "clearly the 
dominant thing going on" with amphibians. Logging 
old growth forests, compacting soil, draining wet- 
lands, damming rivers, clearing streamside vegeta- 
tion, diverting creeks, and depleting water tables all 
take a heavy toll. So cut it out. 

Amphibians live in a wide variety of habitats and are 
very diverse in their needs. In general, however, ovipo- 
sition (egg laying sites), nursery sites, daytime resting 
spots and hibemacula are most crucial. The yellow- 
legged frog, for example, requires a solid substrate in

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flowing water for ovipositioning. The red-legged frog 
requires deep pools fringed with thick vegetation. 
Both are threatened by siltation, vegetation loss and 
water depletion associated with overgrazing, pump- 
ing, water diversion and logging. Many amphibians 
require cool microclimates created by overhanging 
vegetation, deep water, and pools carved by large 
fallen trees in creeks. Embryonic development is par- 
ticularly threatened by high tefnperatures. The ovipo- 
sition and developmental characteristics of bull- 
frogs, however, allows them to thrive 
in thermally altered habitats 
which extirpate or stress na- 
tive amphibians. 

The Jemez Mountains sala- 
mander and the Sacramento 
Mountains salamander require 
large downed trees, porous 
soils, and cool, humid air. Like 
many amphibian old growth 
obligates, they are threatened 
by logging. Many rainforest amphibians in India are 
also threatened by excessive collection of forest duff 
for compost. 

ACID RAIN: Acid rain, caused by emission of air 
pollutants such as copper sulfate, lowers pH levels in 
streams, lakes and forest floors. Acid rain has killed 
frogs in Sweden and embryonic spotted salamanders 
(Ambystoma maculatum) in temporary pools in the 
northeastUS. Acidrain originating from copper smelt- 
ers in southeastern Arizona and Sonora, Mexico are 
thought to be responsible for the recent extirpation of 
the Tarahumara frog from the US. Decreased pH can 
also cause abnormal development, reduced sperm 
motility, poor ion regulatory capabilities, and de- 
creased growth rates. 

BULLFROGS: First introduced into western North 
America in 1896 to replace commercially overex- 
ploited red-legged frog populations in California, bull- 
frogs (Rana catesbeiana) have been implicated in the 
decline of dozens of western amphibians and reptiles. 
These voracious green meanies have devastated west- 
ern aquatic and riparian ecosystems. The effect of 
these little monsters cannot be separated from habitat 
destruction and other anthropogenic effects, how- 
ever, because bullfrogs, like cowbirds andgreathomed 
owls, thrive in degraded landscapes and gain a com- 
petitive advantage when native species are stressed by 
pollution or disease.

Bullfrogs kill directly. Large and aggressive, they eat 
amphibian eggs, larvae, and adults. Competition with 
bullfrogs is probably insignificant, as wild amphibian 
populations rarely reach densities sufficient to deplete 
food sources. 

FISH: Introduction of exotic game fish into native 
ecosystems, especially western ecosystems which have 
far fewer native fish than those in the east, is also an 
unmitigated biological disaster. Amphibians which 
have not evolved anti-fish defense or avoidance be- 
haviors are vulnerable to fish predation. 

Fish eat tadpoles and amphibian eggs and adults. In 
fact, they are the only purely aquatic predators capable 
of extirpating amphibians. Amphibians, therefore, 
have evolved ways of avoiding predation by native 
fish. Ranid frogs in California, for example, stay away 
from the deeper, swifter waters preferred by native 
salmonids, cottids, and cyprinids. When unable to 
avoid these habitats, they lay eggs at a time which 
coincides with the absence of fish due to migration. 


Amphibians have evolved behaviors and physiogno- 
mies to protect themselves from other native preda- 
tory fish. They are unpalatable to some and are capable 
of avoiding others. However they are often unable to 
recognize or avoid exotic fish, to which they are tasty 
treats. Native California predatory fish feed by sight, 
foraging mainly in clear water columns or above 
exposed surfaces. Tadpoles escape these by remaining 
in aquatic vegetation, rocky crevices, or beneath benthic 
sediments — exactlywhere ___ introduced 
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sunfish and catfish prefer to forage. 

Bullfrogs, the green menace, tolerate exotic fish 
better than other amphibians so they take over as the 
natives are driven out, reducing the chances of suc- 
cessful recolonization. Add a little habitat destruction 
and decreasing cover, and native amphibians are in 
big trouble. 

DISEASE: Many amphibians suffer from red-leg dis- 
ease, a pathogenic condition associated primarily with 
the bacterium Aeromonas hydrophila. Red-leg weakens 
amphibian immune systems, making them more sus- 
ceptible to deadly diseases or simply too weak to evade 
predators. Red-leg disease is sometimes described as an 
amphibian AIDS virus. Some scientists believe bull- 
frogs act as a vector to introduce hydrophila into native 
amphibian populations. . 

Native frogs also play host to a variety of parasites 
that do not appear to attach as readily to bullfrogs. 

TOXINS: Amphibians, especially those at lower eleva- 
tions, are exposed to a wide variety of pesticides, 
herbicides and heavy metals. They can kill larva di- 
rectly or cause hyperactivity and prolonged premeta- 
morphic development which increase vulnerability to 
predation. You guessed it, bullfrogs, the green scourge, 
are much less sensitive to toxicity, giving them a 
predatory advantage. 

ROADS: Cars (and their drivers, and the people who 
built the roads, and industrial civilization, and the 
whole decrepit ball of rotting Christian wax) are re- 
sponsible for millions of squashed amphibians every 
year. Salamanders and newts, for example, often have 
to cross roads to get from their forest hibernation 
grounds to their aquatic breeding grounds. Heavy 
traffic on a poorly placed road can decimate an entire 
population. Research indicates that bullfrogs are equally 
susceptible to automotive depredation. 

OZONE DEPLETION: Many scientists are worried 
about the effects of increased levels of ultraviolet (UV) 
radiation due to ozone depletion. Amphibian em- 
bryos are known to be particularly vulnerable to UV 
poisoning. Frogs in cooler climates lay their eggs closer 
to pond surfaces to maximize solar warmth. Their eggs 
are therefore more highly exposed to UVs. 

HUMAN PREDATION: They do taste a little like 
chicken. The French call them grenouelle, and eat some 
3,000-4,000 metric tons of frog's legs each year. That 
adds up to a staggering 60 to 80 million frogs — a 
tenfold increase in the last 20 years. Local supplies of 
"edible frogs" (Ram esculenta) were outstripped in the 
1950s. The majority of frogs eaten in France today are 
Asian bullfrogs from Indonesia and Bangladesh which 
are now declining as well. India outlawed Asian bull- 
frog exports in 1987 to counter insect outbreaks coin- 
cident with the frog's decline. It has since increased 
pesticide use and introduced exotic frog species. Asian 
b ullfr ogs, meanwhile, continue to be smuggled out of 
India to be sold in France as "Bangladesh frogs." 


CATASTROPHIC EVENTS: Floods and drought ap- 
pear to be responsible for the loss of some amphibian 
populations. These events, however, cannot be re- 
sponsible for simultaneous, worldwide population 
declines. Most amphibian communities are structured 
in metapopulations or demes which periodically suf- 
fer local extinction and are then recolonized. A species 
in decline, however, may not occur in large enough 
numbers to recolonize after natural extinctions. Habi- 
tat loss and the presence of exotic predators can 
fragment suitable habitat in such a way that 
recolonization is prevented. 

Amphibians are critical elements of natu- 
ral diversity, often constituting the high- 
est vertebrate biomass in aquatic ecosys- 
tems. Their disappearance means the 
loss of a major food source for fish, birds, 
and mammals. They are themselves car- 
nivores, being some of the most impor- 
tant consumers of insects and small ver- 
tebrates. These species proliferate un- 
naturally in the absence of amphibians, 
causing ecosystem imbalance. 

Feeding high on the food chain, amphibians are 
affected by anything harming the chain below them. 
They are good measures of air, water and soil quality. 
That's one reason why so many scientists consider 
amphibians the best indicators of global environmen- 
tal health. There's good reason for alarm — the recent 
global amphibian decline indicates far more than an 
amphibian problem, or an ecosystem problem. It is 
telling us that the planet as a whole is being stressed to 
the point where it can no longer sustain entire classes 
of species. 

What Is to be Done? 

The first step in turning back amphibian decline in 
the US is to protect every endangered amphibian 
under the Endangered Species Act (ESA). The Forest 
Service, the Bureau of Land Management, the Park 
Service, the Department of Defense and the Fish and 
Wildlife Service manage most of our public lands, 
where most amphibians hang out. At this point, the 
highest use of our public lands must be to preserve the 
diverse fabric of evolution which is falling apart all 
around us. While all federal agencies are required to 
protect native species, history has shown time and 
again that unless a species is protected under the ESA, 
it will not be adequately protected. 

The Greater Gila Biodiversity Project (GGBP) needs 
your help to protect North American amphibians. We 
recently petitioned to protect the Huachuachua tiger 
salamander under the Endangered Species Act and will 
soon petition for the Ramsey Canyon leopard frog and 
the Chiricauhua leopard frog. We are also working to 
reintroduce the Tarahumara frog. The Biodiversity 
Legal Foundation (BLF) is also working on amphib- 
ians; the BLF recently petitioned to protect the western 
boreal toad and is working to protect the Wyoming 
frog, the spotted frog, the northern leopard frog and 
the Amargosa toad. 

The GGBP needs funding. We also need local activ- 
ists to research endangered amphibian species and 
populations in their own ecosystems. For more infor-

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PLUGGING THE OZONE HOLE 
WITH MEDIA MISINFORMATION

As the ozone hole gaped like a giant wound over 
Antarctica this year, US newspaper editors tried to plug 
the hole with hot air and cold calculated lies. For 
example, a September WashingtonPost editorial stated: 
" The frightening ozone hole that NASA predicted one 
year ago... never appeared." Actually, it did appear. 
The ozone layer over Antarctica was depleted up to 
60% over nine million square miles in 1993. 

Over the Northern Hemisphere, the

The Washington Post, the New York Times, and the 
Eugene Register Guard printed editorials this August 
stating that the US Clean Air Act and the Montreal 
Protocol are working and the ozone layer could start 
healing about the year 2000. That soon? Really? 
Michael Oppenheimer of the Environmental Defense 
Fund explained that concentrations of chlorine and 
bromine molecules in the stratosphere could peak 
around the year 2000 because significant cutbacks in 
the production of CFCs have begun. Nonetheless, 
Oppenheimer emphasized that the high levels of 
chlorine and bromine molecules already in the 
stratosphere will continue to destroy ozone 
molecules for decades to come. , 

Additionally, over one hundred nations haven't 


signed the Montreal Protocol or agreed to phase out 
use of CFCs. Finally, as chemical companies reduce 
their production of CFCs, DuPont is switching 30 to 
40% of its production of CFCs to the ozone-depleting 
hydroflurochlorocarbons (HCFCs). 

The Clean Air Act allows DuPont to keep making 
HCFCs till the year 2030 and the Montreal Protocol 
foils to limit HCFC production at all. At the 1990 
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London meeting of the Montreal Protocol, DuPont 
threatened to halt research and development of CFC 
alternatives unless they were given 40 years to recoup 
HCFC investment costs. 

Despite this industrial blackmail the Chicago Tribune 
called the Montreal agreement "a remarkable, reassur- 
ing example of how the nations of the world and 
private industry can mobilize to combat a global 
environmental menace." The August 31 New Orleans 
Times-Picayune referred to the government agreements 
as: "a rare success story, one that should inspire similar 
cooperation of government and industry to solve 
environmental threats." 

Government and industry cooperation usually leads 
to further environmental destruction. Consequently, 
it's scary that William Reilly joined the DuPont Board 
of Directors this April, just a few months after stepping 
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down as EPA Chief. Did Reilly help negotiate the 40- 
year phase-out of HCFCs in exchange for future con- 
siderations from DuPont? 

Reilly is sleeping with the enemy and the newspaper 
editors are calling it a wrap on ozone recovery. But 
back in the real world, city officials and voters through- 
out the country have recognized the weakness of 
federal and international ozone laws and have taken 
matters into their own hands. The

In Eugene, Oregon the Save Our 
Ozone group has collected 11,000 sig- 
natures for a proposed ballot measure 
to ban six kinds of ozone-depleting 
chemical products. The products are 
styrofoam, spray foam insulation, freon in new car air 
conditioners, ozone-depleting pesticides, halon fire 
extinguishers and a bunch of junky consumer prod- 
ucts containing trichlorethane 1,1,1, such as brake 
cleaner and hair dye. Eugenians will vote on the Ozone 
Initiative in May of 1994 if 8,688 of the 11,000 
gathered signatures are valid. 

It's not surprising that US newspaper editors regu- 
larly misinform the public about the state of the ozone 
layer. Major newspapers are controlled by corpora- 
tions and use propaganda to protect industrial inter- 
ests. But the truth is hard to hide — the ozone layer is 
already seriously depleted and getting thinner almost 
every year. As the public better understands the value 
of the ozone layer and ozone depletion, we get closer 
to the goal of ending the production of all ozone- 
depleting chemicals.

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Giant Sea Turtle Rocks Salinas Speech

San Francisco, September 20— The 
giant trojan sea turtle Chlonia and over 
150 activists greeted Mexican President 
Salinas with chants of "Stop the killing, 
stop the slaughter— keep the turtles in 
the water!" and "No on NAFTA!" when 
he came to pitch the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) to a 
meeting of world rulers (the CEOs of the 
giant multinationals). 

A coalition of activists came to vent 
their outrage against Salinas, who has 
made numerous public pledges to pro- 
tect the sea turtles that share the com- 
mon seas of North America. 

In addition to a major poaching prob- 
lem which supplies Mexican stores and 
markets with sea turtle boots, turtle 
tacos, and millions of so-called aphrodi- 
siac turtle eggs, Mexican shrimp trawl- 
ers recently entered a marine preserve 
and drowned 11 of the last 400-700 
remaining nesting Kemp's ridley sea 
turtles. The Kemp's once nestedin num- 
bers exceeding 40,000 females in one 
day — today it is the most endangered 
sea turtle in the world. 

Mexico continues to make promises 
to use turtle excluder devices on all of its 
shrimp boats but the deadlines have 
come and gone. Meanwhile, the US 
government estimates 11,000 endan- 
gered sea turtles are caught in Mexican 
shrimp nets every year. 

While the crazy throngs rallied out- 


side for the killing to stop, Earth Island's 
Turtle Man, Todd Steiner, slinked around 
inside with his press credentials proudly 
displayed. He was soon recognized 
by the Secret Service, however, and tailed 
through the lobby of the posh Fairmont 
Hotel amidst a veritable plethora of 
big industry CEOs and officers in 
uniform. After an unsuccessful attempt 
to kick the properly credentialed turtle 
advocate off the premises, Todd 
was escorted in by two well dressed 
secret service agents to hear the 
president's spiel about the elixir effects 
of NAFTA. 

Shocked by the protest and the full- 
page New York Times ad that day read- 
ing, "DOES MEXICAN PRESIDENT 
CARLOS SALINAS KEEP HIS ENVIRON- 


MENTAL PROMISES?" President Salinas 
called for an impromptu meeting with 
Steiner, and the two discussed sea turtle 
conservation issues. President Salinas 
committed himself to the ideals of sea 
turtle protection and agreed to work 
toward the goals presented to him in a 
letter signed by 25 national animal and 
environmental groups, including Earth 
First! 

"We definitely have his [Salinas'] 
attention, but we need activists like 
Earth First! to stay in his face and keep 
the pressure on. With NAFTA being 
negotiated, we may actually force Mexico 
to protect endangered sea turtles," said 
Steiner. "The meeting with Salinas is 
a credit to the power of grassroots orga- 
nizing."

Wild Rockies 
Wilderness Legislation 


The Northern Rockies Ecosystem 
Protection Act (NREPA, HR 2638) now 
has 35 co-sponsors. Representative 
Carolyn Maloney, the bill's sponsor, is 
trying to round up 10 more to get 
hearings in three House committees. 

NREPA would designate 16.3 
million acres in Idaho, Montana, 
Oregon, Washington and Wyoming 
as wilderness. It is a visionary pro- 
posal to save the Northern Rockies 
Ecosystem from further fragmentation 
and development. Under NREPA, core 
roadless wilderness areas would be 
protected by buffer zones and con- 
nected by biological corridors to allow 
the ecosystem to function as a whole. 
Many vital roadless areas which 
would be released to mining, grazing 



and logging trader the Montana and 
Idaho wilderness bills would be 
protected under NREPA.

Despite the denials of House Na- 
tional Parks, Forests and Public Lands 
Subcommittee Chairman Brace 
Vento, a vote is rumored to be immi- 
nent on the so-called Montana 
Wilderness Bill (HR 2473). This bill 
stinks. It would create 1.5 million acres 
of wilderness but release another 4.5 
million acres for "multiple use man- 
agement." It would limit citizens' 
rights to appeal timber sales in 
roadless areas and remove these areas 
from evaluation for wilderness desig- 
nation. The bill also mandates 
provisions of current forest plans, 
which permit illegal overcutting. 

Representative Larry LaRocco's 
Idaho Wilderness Bill (HR 1150) is 
awaiting markup in the same commit- 
tee, and is expected to be voted on at 
the same time as the Montana bill. 

The two bills are basically the same, 
and represent a continuation of 
business as usual masquerading as 
wilderness bills.

In a perfect journalistic world, all written submissions would be accompanied 
by topical artwork or photos which complement the text. This frequently 
doesn't happen, so we need to have a bunch of drawings on file that we can 
use. Here are some guidelines for submissions: 

— Graphics of scenes from nature are definitely welcome, but we espedally 
need drawings pertaining to current environmental issues. 

— We need cover art! Drawings should be tall and skinny, so we can run text 
beside them. 


— Artwork needs to have high contrast. Pencil drawings don't reproduce well. 
— We like cartoons and photos. Color or black and white prints are best

The reenactment of the Oregon Trail 
crossing, called by one trail participant 
"a thousand-mile long commercial," 
began this summer in Border, Wyo- 
ming and ended September 4 in Oregon 
City. The official Oregon Trail informa- 
tion pamphlet produced by the BLM 
(Bureau of Land Misuse) states that the 
first organized trip to the Oregon terri- 
tory was made in 1842 by 100 people. 
The next year another party of 900 
made the trip. For some reason 1843 is 
celebrated as the official year that the 
Oregon Trail began its invasion of the 
Pacific Northwest. I suspect the reason 
1842 is not celebrated is because that 
would have put the 150-year celebra- 
tion at the same time as the 500th 
anniversary celebration of Columbus's 
invasion of the "New World." Well, we 
just can't have two celebrations of this 
magnitude in the same year, and after 
all, why not capitalize on all the hype 
generated by the celebration of 
Columbus's discovery/invasion. 

Many stops were made along the trail 
(which is mostly paved now) during the 
reenactment, to sell Henry Wienhard's 
beer and educate beer drinkers and their 
children about the trail hardships and 
the tenacity of the Pioneer Spirit. For the 
small price of $75 a day you yourself 
could even become a part of the com- 
mercial, and if you just happened to be 
one of those happy campers with your 
own wagon train and horses you could 
pull along side of Henry's wagon for a 
little over a grand 

What was the message the commer- 


cial was sending? That 150 years of 
genocide was an event to be celebrated? 
Within the first 20 years of the Oregon 
Trail 70-90% of the Northwest's Native 
population was killed off due to 
diseases alone. 

Then there 
were tens 
of thousands 
massacred and 
force-marched 
to reservations, 
which became 
the role model 
for Nazi concen- 
tration camps. 

While the Or- 
egon Trail Cel- 
ebration may 
not be an overt 
celebration of 
genocide and environmental destruc- 
tion, it certainly is a celebration of de- 
nial. The organizers, sponsors and par- 
ticipants refuse to acknowledge or even 
take a critical look at the negative im- 
pact of the Trail, and its legacy. This act 
of denial keeps all of us traveling down 
the same historical road of environ- 
mental destruction and genocide, the 
latter being more cultural than physi- 
cal, but no less destructive to the surviv- 
ing Native Nations. 

To address the Celebration of Denial 
the Willamette Sacred Sites Committee 
and supporters gathered at Abernathy 
Green in Oregon City, Oregon to hold 
an all-night vigil to honor the tens of 
thousands of Native people killed be- 


cause of the Oregon Trail, and to kick 
off a Labor Day weekend protest 
at Clackamette Park, where the 
Trail's End Celebration was being 
held. The vigil was also to honor five 

C a y u s e 
warriors who 
were hanged 
in 1850 by 
pioneer hero 
Sheriff Joe 
Meek for de- 
fending their 
homeland 
against in- 
vaders. These 
warriors were 
buried in un- 
marked 
graves at 
Abernathy 
Green. The Green is also an old 
dump site, and the site for Oregon 
City's new End of the Trail Interpretive 
Center. Yes, that's right! The Oregon 
Trail ends where a garbage dump be- 
gins. Sadly ironic. 

Late Saturday morning we began the 
protest by marching ahead of the Or- 
egon Trail Wagon Train. Leading the 
march were Native rights activists Calvin 
Hecocta, Karson Big Boy and Carol 
Logan. Behind them, three riderless 
horses were led to represent the five 
warriors who were executed in 1850. 
Behind the horses, a group of about 50 
marched as drummers set the pace with 
the AIM anthem. There was a very heavy 
police presence around us and even 


several boat loads along the Clackamas 
River. 

The march ended in front of the 
Clackamette Park gates and participants 
lined up on both sides of the entrance to 
hold signs and pass out leaflets. A booth 
known to us as Check Point Charlie was 
set up with the words "Earth Peoples' 
Immigration Station" across the front. 
Inside the booth a person would pass 
out an immigration questionnaire with 
questions such as "Define genocide and 
explain its role in American history. Do 
your religious beliefs teach the subjec- 
tion and exploitation of nature and 
animal relations?" The questionnaire 
ended "Poisoningrivers, streams, oceans 
and the air, as well as destroying forests, 
deserts, and wetlands is a part of the 
American economic system. Do you 
support this destructive system? If not, 
what will you do to change the system 
when you reach the end of the trail?" 

The Trail Celebration, as wrong as it 
was, provided us with a great opportu- 
nity for reeducating people. It allowed 
us to talk about and provide informa- 
tion on the legacy of environmental 
destruction and genocide of Native 
Peoples, and show how this continues 
today. We carried on many wonderful 
one-on-one conversations and passed 
out over 10,000 leaflets. Although some 
people ignored us, the most memorable 
experience was when aten-year-oldboy 
convinced his mother not to partici- 
pate. Somehow that young boy's ac- 
tions made all our efforts seem more 
worthwhile.

Threat to Eastern Old Growth?

For reasons not obvious to FP/BP, the Forest 
Service decided that they were not going to do 
scoping on this project. 

It was a mere coincidence that concerned citizens 
happened to stop by the office that day and ask 
what was being planned for the BearwaJlow Area. 
Three FP/BP activists decided to send in comments 
on the new sale, and requested a meeting with the 
Watauga office to go look at the area so that con- 
cerns about the sale could be discussed. 

We then waited to get the new decision notice in 
the mail... and waited and waited. Forest Service 
personnel had stated the sale was going to be 
reissued in a couple of weeks. After a month we 
assumed that the delay must be due to the Forest 
Service's thorough study of the comments that were 
sent in. Not! The FP/BP office in Asheville finally 
received a copy of the decision notice in the mil on 
July 21. It had been signed by the Forest Supervisor 
on June 30th, and was postmarked July 15th. The 
two other activists who sent in comments never 
received the decision notice. From the date such 
notice is signed by the Forest Supervisor and pub- 
lished in a local newspaper the public has 45 days to 
appeal the decision. When the FP/BP finally got a 
copy of the decision there were 22 days left in the 
appeal period. Somehow the Forest Service had 
taken 23 days to mail the decision notice, and never 
even mailed a copy of it to two of the citizens who 
sent in comments. There was no indication in the 
notice that the Watauga office had considered or 
even received the comments that were sent in. 

Things seemed to be astray at the Watauga Ranger 
District office. When asked for an explanation, they 
were only able to say that the District Ranger was on 
vacation and when she got back they'd have an 
answer. Well, this just wouldn't do. We began to 
wonder if maybe the Watauga office had intention- 
ally kept the new decision notice from being mailed 
on time. With this thought in mind a call was made 
to the big boys in Atlanta, Region 4, USFS. 

Mr. Gene Krugiwitz oversees timber sale appeals 
in the region and is a fine public relations man. He 
said he'd check into the situation, and assured me 
that surely the Forest Service was above that kind of 
behavior. Yeah, Gene, we'd like to think so. Gene 
came up with the explanation that it was all a 
minor misunderstanding, that someone had been 
out of the office, or on vacation, and sometimes 
these things happen. While I was making all these 
calls the Asheville FP/BP office faxed the Watauga 
District office a notice of appeal on the sale. Two 
days later the Forest Service pulled the sale. Now 
wouldn't it be keen if that were the end of the 
story? No such luck. 


The Forest Service stated that indeed the public had 
been shafted on the appeal period. A couple of days 
later one of the district timberculturists mentioned to 
an FP/BP activist that the Watauga office was planning 
to reissue the sale. "Oh, could be a week, could be a 
couple of days, could be tomorrow." 

By this time FP/BP had gotten stand information, 
otherwise known as CISC data, on Bearwallow. The 
data indicated what was suspected earlier: that there 
were several stands over 100 years old in the area. CISC 
data is notorious for inaccuracy, and this was proven 
again on ground truthing excursions. Stands that 
according to the data were over 100 years old often 
appeared to be no older than 70-80 years, and several 
stands described as 70-80 years old actually had trees 
that appeared to be over 200 years old. 

Our planned meeting to go and look at the 
Bearwallow area with the Forest Service was set for 
August 16. We assumed that in all good faith the 
Freddies would not reissue the sale before the sched- 
uled meeting, seeing how we had specifically set it up 
to discuss concerns we had about the area. Not so. We 
received a new decision notice on August 12. 

On August 16, eight FP/BP activists met with the 
Watauga District office and visited the new timber sale 
site. The concerns brought up with the staff included: 
why had FP/BP comments not been taken into consid- 
eration in the new environmental assessment (EA)? 
Why had there been no mention in the EA of old 
growth in the area? Why did they send letters to FP/BP 
staff at addresses where they had never lived? And why 
did they sign the new decision notice before meeting 
with us? Dave Correll, staff timberboy, wanted to 
know since Brownie was showing up so late, where 
were the donuts. 

The Forest Service responded to our concerns with 
various and sundry answers. They were very con- 
cerned about the threat of gypsy moths. They 
reiterated throughout the day that the moths were 
going to be in the area in 7-10 years, so it was very 
important that the old decadent oaks not be in the 
forest when the moths arrived. I reckon it would 
probably serve the forest a lot better if we had the 
Forest Service outta the forest in 7-10 years. Bob 
Harris, Cherokee National Forest timberculturist, 
tried all day to convince us that we weren't looking 
at anything special, that this type of community 
was all over the Watauga district. He said the CISC 
data indicating 130+ year old stands obviously 
wasn't true, and that was why old growth was never 
mentioned in the EA. And besides, they could grow 
all the old growth we could ever want. 

The staff said they had spent an entire day going 
over our comments and had decided our concerns 
had either already been addressed in the new EA or 
should be addressed at the overall Forest Plan level.

They added that it had just been a typo that they 
forgot to mention in the decision notice that they 
had received our comments. Because they "had 
addressed our comments in the new EA" they didn't 
think they needed to delay the sale until after the 
meeting we had set up. 

The Watauga personnel informed us that they 
have three or four different mailing lists and that's 
why sometimes people got mail at addresses where 
they have never lived...? 

Brownie said that he didn't make enough money 
to buy donuts for the Forest Service, but next time 
we'd dumpster dive at Dunkin' Donuts on the way 
up. 

The Forest Service blatantly ignored the concerns 
we raised over two months about the Bearwallow 
project. It's easy to believe that the Freddies really 
aren't that smart, slick, sly, to pull fast ones. But 
these folks know exactly what they're doing, smiles, 
cowboy boots, public relations and all. The paper 
wrench of the appeal may be a temporary stop 
measure, but it throws a stick in the spokes of the 
"business as usual, by whatever means necessary" 
mentality of Stumpy's kids. 

There is less than 1% of the original old growth 
left in the Southeast. Do 130-year-old stands qualify 
as old growth? By whose qualifications? The Chero- 
kee National Forest does not have an official defini- 
tion for old growth. These stands are much older 
than most of the forests in this region, which were- 
cut in the late 1800s and early 1900s. These stands 
should not be cut, but left alone to allow the 
restoration process to continue. 

We invited the Watauga personnel to come to the 
Eastern Old Growth conference coming up in 
Asheville. They weren't sure whether they'd be able 
to make it. We made sure before we left that day 
that indeed they had our correct addresses, and let 
them know they'd be hearing from us again soon.

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Coyotes and Town Bogs— 

Earth First! and the Environmental Movement 


by Susan Zakin 
Viking, $23.50

Coyotes and Town Dogs reads as if it were written by "a 
Harlequin romance author writing about Earth First!" as one 
activist described it. "It's the National Enquirer approach," 
observed another. Such comments are appropriate reactions 
to this sensationalist book, purporting to be an account of 
the history of Earth First! in the context of the post-Earth 
Day (1970) environmental movement in the US. 

Zakin spent several years researching her subject, produc- 
ing a book nearly 500 pages long. Such an effort ought to 
have resulted, at the very least, in an accurate account of 
facts. Instead, the book is riddled with inaccuracies. The 
author fails to address the ideas that drive the movement, 
choosing instead to focus on individual personalities. Much 
of the book reads like fiction, filled with weak descriptions 
of cardboard characters. 

Zakin shows poor judgment about what constitutes a 
significant event in the movement's history. For example, 
she devotes an entire offensive page to one evening in 1980 
when Earth First! 's co-founders visited a Mexican 
whorehouse, while Redwood Summer gets all of two para- 
graphs. Zakin obviously has litde grasp of what Earth First! 
is about. This is not, as the publisher claims, "an insider's" 
look at Earth First! 

The book is often mean-spirited. While sympathetic to 
Earth First! in general, individual activists are frequently 
described in insulting terms merely on the basis of their 
physical traits, e.g., "His indoor pallor and masses of dark, 
curly hair gave him the appearance of a Hobbit with bad 
habits." 

Only one person in the book is exempt from such barbs: 
Dave Foreman. Zakin lavishes him with so many compli- 
mentary adjectives that one would think he walks around 
with a halo, as typified in her acknowledgments: "As a 
journalist, I appreciated finding a source with such an 
engaging intellect. Even rarer is a political figure who 
exhibits a high degree of honesty without regard to self- 
interest. Dave is all of that. He is also generous, patient and 
very funny." 

Zakin's overblown portrayal actually undermines taking 
Foreman's genuine achievements seriously. Other Earth 
First!ers, and more importantly the environmental issues 
^themselves, are depicted with Foreman as the glorious 
backdrop. 

Zakin begins the book with an excruciating description of 
Foreman's childhood. She then follows him through college 
and into the environmental movement, surrounding him 
with individuals who would play important roles in his 
life — and practically secondarily as viewed through Zakin's 
lens, the environmental movement. 

The book is better when describing the historical context 
for the formation of Earth First!. Zakin details the failure of 
the federal government to protect wilderness, and addresses 
the inadequate response by mainstream environmental 
groups. The narrative about the grassroots fight to save Black 
^ Mesa in Arizona in the 1970s is engaging and informative, 
as is her coverage of Glen Canyon Dam and David Brower's 
career. Although she creates a ridiculous competition be- 
tween a Siena Club strategist and Foreman throughout the 
book, she rightly slams the Siena Club for its inaction on old 
growth forests in the mid-1980s. 

Unfortunately, these chapters are abenations within the 
tone of the rest of the book. Earth First! is portrayed not as 
an effective environmental movement, but as a small collec- 
tion of superficially depicted individuals. 

The publisher touts the author as "one of the few female 
journalists to write about the rowdy boys' club." Zakin may 
be female, but she ain't no feminist. Her neatment of 
women is insulting. She ignores prominent activists, de- 
scribing nearly all women in the book merely by the roles 
they play in the lives of particular men. The author describes 
an important female organizer during Earth Firsti's pivotal 
1983 campaign to protect Oregon's ancient forests, which 
was responsible for focusing national attention on old 
growth forests for the first time. The organizer is discussed 
for only three sentences, despite Zakin's assertion that she 
was "the best civil-disobedience trainer in Earth First!" She 
merits passing mention later only as "den mother to a bunch 
of weedy, overaged, eternal students and conscience-ridden 
community activists." 

This organizer is more lucky than other women in the 
book, who are usually subjected to descriptions of their 
physical appearance. A California activist is introduced: "As 


for [X], you couldn't miss her. She was wearing a white lace 
dress that set off her long brown hair and dark blue eyes. In 
those days, [she] resembled the singer Emmy Lou Harris, 
cowboy's daydream, rock-and-roll girl of the West." Later, a 
Wyoming activist isn't even given the dignity of a last name; 
she is described merely as "gorgeous, busty, Nordic-look- 
ing." 

Rather than credit a talented Earth First! musician for her 
abilities, Zakin chooses to focus on how well she could keep 
up with the macho men. No "weedy vegetarian hippie... she 
matched the Buckaroos beer for beer, quite a feat in those 
days. If you could stop her from telling people about howthe 
trees talked to her, [she] made a dandy Buckaroo." 

Zakin appears to be entranced by the image of the Bucka- 
roo boys' club, the rowdy partying men who originally 
spawned Earth First! Indeed, she focuses more on the swag- 
gering image than on the environmental issues activists 
were fighting for. She follows the original five Buckaroos 
attentively throughout the book, even years after some of 
them ended their involvement with Earth First!, to the 
exclusion of important campaigns and ongoing effective 
work by other activists. 

"She gives a completely uncritical look at Foreman and 
some of his failed tactics, but she is completely disparaging 
of those of us who are still in the movement," commented 
Judi Bari, who is an exception to the paltry attention women 
are given. "She's taking activists in a life and death struggle 
and making us into cartoon characters." 

Bari is featured in a chapter focusing on the campaign to 
save California's unprotected old growth redwoods and the 
1990 car bombing of Bari and Darryl Chemey. However, 
once again Zakin is more interested in a soap-opera portrayal 
of individuals than in the issues. In this chapter she inquires 
about an activist's sex life. 

"She used a hit piece as her main source [an anti-Earth 
First! magazine article entitled "Peace, Love ... and TNT" in 
California ], which made it seem like I bombed myself," 
noted Bari, who explained this to Zakin before the book 
went to print. 

The chapter is full of inexcusable inaccuracies. Zakin 
portrays organizers of 1990's Redwood Summer as showing 
poor judgment in deciding to focus on redwoods rather than 
public forests. She implies they should have listened to 
Foreman's advice to that effect. Had Zakin done her home- 
work, she would have realized that activists working to 
protect their home bioregion had no choice but to focus on 
private land; there are few coastal redwoods in California's 
public forest^Tn the tlliy lefeiente lo events durmg Keel-'' 
'wood'S um mer, the author goes on to blame the campaign 
for the failure of two environmental ballot initiatives the i 
following fall. Zakin absurdly concludes "[n]o trees were 

sa ved bv Redwood Summer."

The errors could have been corrected if Zakin had sent 
drafts to her sources, which several sources report did not 
happen. "Not only have I found many errors, but almost 
anyone I have talked to who has examined their role in the 
book has found errors," said Earth First! co-foq nder Mike 
Roselle, who is featured prominently in the book~p 

The author interviewed Peg Millett for the twtfchapters 
on the 1989 power line sabotage and the subsequent arrests 
and trial of the Arizona 5. Millett, recently released after two 
years in jail for her role in the incident, objected to Zakin's 
numerous inaccurate details about her background and her 
family. Noting that the author of another upcoming book 
had sent her a draft to verify information, Millett said she 
never received an advance copy of Zakin's text to review. 

Zakin's worst offenses occur in her coverage of the Arizona 
5. In addition to her frequently inaccurate narrative of 
events, she completely invents the thoughts and motiva- 
tions of the individuals involved. Having been recorded 
clandestinely by friends who turned out to be FBI agents, 
and seeing their names dragged through the mud by the 
national media, the defendants must now endure Zakin's 
fabrication of their characters. For example, the author 
unashamedly analyzes the friendship of Peg Millett and co- 
defendant Qse Asplund: "With her two children and her 
unflinching ability to be vulnerable, Qse personified the 
femininity that Peg had never felt safe enough to express." 

"'Journalism' is the wrong word for what she does," 
MUlett commented. "It's really tacky for her to put that in 
the book, and then to add her personal opinions. Her 
interpretations of our feelings and thoughts are not our 
feelings and thoughts." 


Mark Davis, currently serving a six-year sentence (see his 
response to the book in this issue), is the recipient of Zakin's 
worst treatment. He is portrayed as little more than a lunatic. 
The author writes that Davis, while planning the action, 
wanted to make sure that no one would be hurt. She states, 
"It aU sounded good, unless you knew Mark." 

Considering that Zakin knew Davis for a grand total of one 
hour, the time it took to interview him, she hardly qualifies 
as an authority on his motives. Like other sources, he never 
saw a draft of the text. 

The book would have been a much stronger work if the 
author had devoted as much attention to significant events 
and issues as she did to wearisome stereotyped descriptions 
of individuals. A major omission is the Direct Action Fund , 
which merits only a si ngle mention in a preposte rous 
context: "Roselle's

The formation of the Earth First! Direct Action Fund in 
1 986 is thus presented as a petty tool in a feud between Earth 
First! co-founders Dave Foreman and Mike Roselle. DAF was 
not created to give RoseQe a "power base"; it was created to 
fund critical actions. DAF would ultimately become the 
financial backbone for many important Earth First! cam- 
paigns. 

"She ignores major campaigns that actuafiy changed the" 
cour se of conservation history," said Roselle "Earth First!' 

' helped to kill the 1985 Montana Wilderness Bill. There is , 
absolutely no mention of that. She totally ignores the Wild *L 
"Rockies activists. Ouroccupation of Montana Senator Baucus' 
office forced the Montana WQdemess Association to oppose i 
a bUl that they otherwise would have accepted. It would 
have released six million acres of wilderness to logging and i 
mining." 

While important contemporary issues are ignored, Zakin 
devotes considerable space to Aldo Leopold, John Muir, 
Howard Zahniser and Bob MarshaU. While these individuals 
played important roles in history, they are woven in and out 
of the text at random. In the middle of a narrative about the 
initial involvement of a California activist ("bearded, hand- 
some"), suddenly the author relates a page of anecdotes 
about Bob MarshaU, and then jumps back to the activist in 
the redwoods again. 

Zakin's writing is often uneven. Every now and then a 
sentence appears that never should have made it past the 
first draft, e.g., "Direct action was the hot new thing in the 
environmental movement." A chapter on the Arizona power 
line activists begins: "The Arizona Trailer Park is so sleazy it 
would be chic if it were somewhere else." This statement 
prompted one Earth First!er to comment, "This book would 
have been good if it weren't so bad." 

I have solicited opinions of Coyotes and Town Dogs from 
many Earth First!ers since its publication. I have yet to find 
or hear about a single person who likes this book. To my 
knowledge, only Dave Foreman has given it a favorable 
review, calling it "a thorough, insightful history" in the 
publisher's promotion. This is not surprising, since Zakin 
treats him like a near-deity. As one newspaper reviewer put 
it, the book is " a 450-page valentine to the man credited with 
co-founding and then unsuccessfuUy trying to kiU off Earth 
First!" 

While the book could unfortunately become the official 
history of our movement, Zakin's own ineptitude mayyet be 
its demise. I concur with Mike RoseQe, who said, "I'm 
hoping it ends up in the discount bins soon."

I recently had an interesting conversation 
with the Deputy Commissioner of the Alaska 
Department of Fish and Game, McKie 
Campbell, and a letter from the Commis- 
sioner, David G. Kellyhouse. Both were in 
response to my letter about the impending 
destruction of 150 wolves to be carried out 
by employees of the ADF&G. My letter 
ranted and raved, threateningwithmymea- 
ger tourist dollars the activity "authorized 
by the Alaska Board of Game. I also dragged 
in the bit about allowing healthy predator- 
prey relationships to take care of the popu- 
lation levels of each group. The gist of 
Campbell's opposing argument was that, 


despite it being a "shame" that wolves had 
to be killed, itwas necessary to allow caribou 
herd recovery. The specific wolf packs to be 
affected are those in Game Management 
Unit 20 (SW of Fairbanks and NE of Denali 
National Park). As many as 150 wolves are 
going to be slaughtered from a population 
of between 200 and 225. Over a three-year 
period the population is going to be "held 
down" to between 50 and 75 wolves, or as 
long as it takes the caribou herds to increase 
in size. The caribou population decreased 
over the last few years from 1 1,000 to 4,000, 
not because of wolf predation pressure, but 
rather because of severe variations in local 
weather. The herd size is supposedly impor- 
tant to residents in the sparsely (humans) 
populated area, who use the animals as a 
source of meat. Wolves traveling through 
the area from Denali National Park are not 
assured safety, though "efforts will be made" 
to not kill these particular wolves. The kill- 
ers will be flown in on planes contracted out 
by local bush plane companies, but no 
shooting will be done from the air. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Kelleyhouse: " [the] program was 
evaluated and found by Dr. David Mech to 
be in 100 percent compliance with the 
guidelines developed by die Wolf Specialist 
Group of the International Union for the 
Conservation of Nature and Natural Re- 
sources. Dr. James Peek, Northwest Section 
representative to The Wildlife Society also 
found [the] program to be biologically sound. 
Opposing viewpoints expressed by a hand- 
ful of self-proclaimed 'wolf experts' in the 
employ of extreme animal rights groups [em- 
phasis added] are based upon hypothesis 
[sic] long since dismissed as a result of exact- 
ing scientific research by reputable agency 
and university biologists/' In a side conver- 
sation with Mr. Campbell about predator 
"control" in the lower 48, 1 mentioned that 
vegetarians were a greater threat to the 
livestock industry than any of the preda- 
tors. He responded: "Yes, but they're (preda- 
tors) a lot easier to shoot." Vegetarians and 
vegans beware. 

The above is a summary devoid of much 
editorializing, so just add your own. We 
know what the fundamental flaws are here: 
the lack of any kind of spiritual connection 
with biotic systems, and now some of us 
know where to go to help sort it out. 'Cause 
it apparently ain't going away by itself.

Dear Journal, 

In July, 1993, Captain Paul 
Watson forced offshore cod 
draggers to leave the Grand 
Banks where they were wip- 
ing out the last of the North- 
ern Cod populations. He 
won a victory for the cod although he lost a 
ship and faces four counts of mischief which 
each carry sentences of ten years to life. His 
trial by judge and jury in Newfoundland 
begins on December 6th, 1993. 

Undaunted, he is now preparing to outfit 
a converted Soviet submarine to carry on 
Sea Shepherd campaigns against illegal whal- 
ing, sealing and dolphin killing operations 
worldwide. In Honolulu, the Sea Shepherd 
ship Resolution is being outfitted to once 
again tackle illegal Japanese drift-net 
operatiions in the North Pacific. In Seattle, 
the Edward Abbey will be returning to 
Clayoquot to resupply activists and to bring 
renowned author Farley Mowat to the block- 
ades. 

The letter in the Mabon issue by Kris 
Maenz is nothing more than sour grapes. I 
removed Ms. Maenz from the crew of the 
Edward Abbey for official reasons. I am in 
charge of crew selection and personnel. 

The Sea Shepherd Conservation Society 
has three ships and over 400 crew applica- 
tions on file. We have 24,000 members 
around the world. Captain Watson is re- 
sponsible for this. For fifteen years, he has 
worked without pay to build Sea Shepherd 
into what it is today — the most effective 
marine conservation force in the world. 

The running of a ship, especially a fleet of 
ships, requires discipline and organization. 
Also, a ship is run by a Captain and not by 
consensus. Many crew members cannot 
accept this and vent their frustrations by 
writing to the Journal. In fact, I have been 
threatened a number of times by crew mem- 
bers who say that if they don't get their way, 
then they will write Earth First! 

It's a pity that the Earth First! Journal now 
ignores our actions on behalf of marine 
conservation. Instead the Journal has be- 
come a sounding board for disenchanted 
crew members. The fact is that for every 
whiner and malcontent that writes a letter, 
there are a dozen dedicated Sea Shepherd 
crew members who have appreciated the 
opportunity that they have been given to 
become actively involved with actions that 
save lives, conserve species and make a 
difference.

US and European campaigners are 
calling on consumers to send Texaco 
messages on toilet paper and boycott its 
products until it cleans up the damage 
caused by its oil operations in the Ama- 
zon region of Ecuador. 

After 20 years of operating in Ecuador 
and constructing most of the oil infra- 
structure, Texaco has pulled out of the 
country. The company has left the Ec- 
uadorian government with its facilities 
but also an environmental mess that 
will plague generations. As a result of 
public pressure, the government has 
ordered an "environmental audit" of 
Texaco's legacy. Unfortunately, but not 
surprisingly, the terms of this audit are 
extremely limited, the proceedings are 
not open to the public, and the results 
are being made available only to T exaco, 
the state oil company, and the govern- 
ment. 

The Rainforest Action Network and 
other groups have launched an interna- 
tional campaign to open up the envi- 
ronmental audit to an observer group, 
including the people directly affected as 
well as focusing on Ecuador's people 
and environment. Although Texaco has 
now left, forcing the company to rem- 
edy or compensate for its pollution may 
deter oil companies such as ARCO, Oryx, 
Elf-Aquitane, Occidental and Maxus, 
which are now eyeing the area 

If the current dash for Ecuador's oil 
continues, a proposed 250-mile network 
of roads will open up the Amazon to 
speculators and settlers. An estimated 
seven million acres of pristine forest 
would be affected by oil spills and the 
chlorides, cyanide, arsenic and cadmium 
used as "production water." 

As a result of such activity in other 
areas, crops and wildlife have been poi- 
soned. Forest people suffer from skin 


and respiratory problems, gastroenteritis 
and cancer. Communities have been 
introduced to consumer goods by Prot- 
estant missionaries working with the oil 
interests to undermine the tribal hierar- 
chy and create dependency. 

Maxus Energy, which manufactured 
Agent Orange herbicide, is building a 
road and pipeline south of the Napo 
River to extract oil from the Huaorani 
Indian Reserve and Yasuni National Park. 
Ecuadorian environmental groups ac- 
cuse the company of spilling more than 
a ton of toxic chemicals into the Napo 
and of attempting to bribe a director of 
the Huaorani Indian organization. 

The Ecuadorian government is over- 
looking the harmful effects of oil pro- 
duction in its drive to service the 
country's foreign debt — oil is the num- 
ber one foreign exchange earner. How- 
ever, national and international groups 
are appealing for a full appraisal of 
Texaco's record and a halt to new oil 
development until there are proper ne- 
gotiations with Ecuadorian indigenous 
people's organizations.

Need Your Help! 

The trial of Montana activists and 
brothers Sean and Michael Carter is 
expected to begin in Flathead County 
District Court in November or Decem- 
ber. The Carters were arrested at their 
homes in Whitefish on April 21, 1993, 
and face multiple charges of tree 
spiking, billboard felling, and heavy ma- 
chinery sabotage. Michael faces a maxi- 
mum 10-year prison sentence and/or a 
$ 50,000 fine for each of 1 2 felony counts. 

The Carters are currently free on 
$50,000 property bonds. They have 
raised just over half of the money re- 
quired by their defense attorney, Pat 
Sherlock. He needs $5,000 while he is 
busy filing pretrial depositions and 
motions. The defendants have secured 
oneloanandhave received about $ 1,000 
in donations. They continue to investi- 
gate avenues to refinance property and 
secure personal loans, but have so far 
been unsuccessful. 

Although the charges are being filed 


in state district court, a US attorney is 
shadowing the case. A federal indict- 
ment on separate charges has been prom- 
ised if the Flathead County attorney is 
not satisfied with the outcome of the 
case. 

"We realize that the movement's re- 
sources have been strained by FBI crack- 
downs," said Michael, an Earth First! 
contact in Whitefish. "We intend to put 
back into the cause whatever we take 
outof it. Butwe urgently needhelp right 
now to be there to help others who no 
doubt will be in our position one day." 

The Carters are asking for donations 
or possibly for low-interest loans from 
anyone willing and able.

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Malaysian Army Attacks Penan 


Editor's note: This message was carried by 
a messenger from the Penan Long Mobui 
blockade and translated from their lan- 
guage — this is a condensed version of the 
original message. 

Here we Penans tell you about the 

troubles we experienced on 28 Sep- 
tember 1993: 

Without any announcement, about 
300 people arrived in 45 vehicles — 
cars, tractors, lorries and bulldozers, to 
harass us. There were soldiers, police 
and forestry officials, people from the 
logging company (Samling Timber 


Co.) and from the village of Long San. 
There were just over one hundred of 
us at the blockade site at the time. 
They told us that they had an order 
from the district officer in Marudi, but 
they did not show us any document. 
Instead, they began to arrest us, nine 
Penans all together. When they 
realised that one of us was a child of 
six years old and two of us were sick, 
they released these three. The six 
Penans arrested were driven away. 
About three miles from the blockade 
site, some Penan families were walk- 


ing along the road. The police then 
arrested five Penan men. The wives of 
these men were left behind, stranded 
in the middle of nowhere. 

On the same day, all our huts were 
tom down with chainsaws and 
burned. Our rice fields were bull- 
dozed, and five tear-gas bombs were 
thrown in the midst of men, women, 
children and elderly people. When we 
were disabled by the tear-gas, the 
police and the soldiers went on to 
destroy our barricade which we had 
been guarding for nine months. The 
police had shields and helmets and 
they hit us without pity. Some of us 
bled and fell unconscious. All of our 
pet monkeys, hens and dogs were 
killed by the bombs. One very sick six- 
year-old child, who had just come 
back from the hospital in town, died 
later soon afterwards. Six blowpipes, 
five bush knives, four quivers with 
darts & poison, and one box of 
personal belongings were confiscated 
from us. 

The next day two troops of soldiers 
arrived — one in a truck and another 
in a Malaysian Air Force helicopter. 
They jumped out and asked for our 
leaders. They threatened to tear gas 
the hut where the leaders were 
supposedly hiding. Then, after telling 
some Penan farmers in the vicinity to 
leave, they set fire to their huts.

California Activists 

Defend Cray Whaue Ranch

On November 1 1, after being held up by appeals and 
lawsuits for nine years, loggers started cutting trees on Gray 
Whale Ranch, which will become Gray Whale State Park 
next year if the California Parks and Wildlife Initiative is 
passed. 

A 177-acre Timber Harvest Plan (THP) for the Majors 
Creek area had been appealed by Santa Cruz County. In a 
sneak attack, the California Board of Forestry issued a 
statement declining to hear the appeal at 4:55 pm the day 
before Veterans Day, leaving a gap of a four-day holiday • 
before any move could be made to stop them in the courts. 

G & H Tree Service, hired by Idaho developer Ron Yanke, 
began cutting the next day. Permission was given by local 
California Department of Forestry (CDF) hack Nancy 
Drinkard, in disregard of local ordinances forbidding 
logging on national holidays. Drinkard later claimed it was 
"simply an honest mistake." 

After cutting 174 trees in two days, G & H went back on 
Monday morning to finish the job. They were surprised to 
be confronted by about 20 forest activists who persuaded 
the three fallers to take the day off. But more than 100 
trees were at risk, suffering from "blue-line-disease" — 
marked to be cut, including some beautiful Douglas fir up 
to four and a half feet in diameter. 

On Tuesday morning, the Santa Cruz County Sheriffs 
Department sent in about 20 officers, including six clad in 
shiny brand new camo gear, to assist die loggers. Mean- 
while, the County of Santa Cruz Planning Department was 



filing a lawsuit to stop the logging and had a court hearing 
for a temporary restraining order scheduled for Wednes- 
day. Go figure that one out and tell me if we really need to 
have a government 

With two more days before even the chance of a stop to 
the logging, activists took to the woods again, playing cat 
and mouse, trying to sneak into the logging area. The cops 
in camo were watching, with activists running from them 
on sight. A fairly comical scene. After a couple of hours 
and several arrests, there were about 20 cats and only a few 
mice. 

The numerous of cops were unable to keep people away 
from the logging operation. Activists risked their lives by 
running under the felling trees, on the somewhat idealistic 
notion that the cutting would be stopped if the life of a 
human was endangered. One activist popped out of the

Maine Victory!

The wild Maine coast has survived a 
try by Allied Energy Services (AES) to 
build a coal-fired power plant there. AES 
recently announced it has given up on 
its attempt to buy off the locals with 
bribes, bullshit and bullying. 

The coal- and trash-buming facility 
would have been located on the 
Penobscot River just above Penobscot 
Bay, only a few miles upwind of Acadia 
National Park. Toxic monster AES, al- 
ready dragging around a chain of water 
and land pollution violations in other 
parts of the country, thought it could 
easily bend the rural residents of 
downeast Maine to its will. The region is 
lightly populated, with high unemploy- 
ment, and Arlington, Virginia-based AES 
thought that by strategically throwing 
money around, resistance to the scheme 
could be squashed. 

But as locals realized the impact the 
planned 180-megawatt plant would 
have on their region's air and water as it 
burned three million pounds of coal 
and chemwaste each day, resistance 
arose. Ecoactivists of every stripe, from 
Earth Firstlers and Greens to mainstream 
ecogroups and reg'lar folks, worked to 
counter the lies, bribes and threats in 
AES's arsenal. 

As is increasingly common with big 
polluters, AES first told the locals that 
they would not build the plant if it was 
not wanted by the local community. 
But once they began their drive for 
permits, they tried to brush aside citizen 
opposition, including a 1991 local refer- 
endum against the add rainmaker. New 
England environmental heavyweights 
Conservation Law Foundation and 
Natural Resources Council of Maine then 
threw their hats into the ring, supplying 
grassrooters with expert witnesses to 
counter AES's biostitutes. 

The company's heavy-handed tactics 
pissed off the town of Bucksport's Zon- 
ing Board of Appeals, which reversed 
permits to build at the mouth of the 
Penobscot River. AES then tried to sue 
the town, claiming the zoning board 
was "biased" against them. The court 
threw out the case. 

Another nail in the polluter's coffin 
was a lawsuit filed by residents living 
next to the proposed coalbumer site. 
They pointed out that the company's 
lease option on the property had ex- 
pired and thus AES no longer had the 
right to ask for permits. 

Also faced with strategic monkey- 
wrenching strikes against their materi- 
als, the company finally threw in the 
towel, roughly a million dollars poorer. 
The air of downeast Maine remains dear, 
and the megadeath of plankton, fish 
and shellfish that would have occurred 
once the plant's cooling water intakes 
had begun their savage suction has been 
averted. 
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No Compromise in the Defense of... 
Political Ideology?

I had the opportunity to attend a 
Western Ancient Forest Campaign 
conference in November. One of the 
workshop discussions featured two of 
the plaintiffs who cut the deal with 
the Clinton administration concern- 
ing the spotted owl lawsuit (see 
Samhain for the rundown on the 
deal). 

The basic excuse proffered by the 
two was that the political 
pressure was just too 
intense, and if they hadn't 
given up the 54 old growth 
timber sales, the Clinton 
administration would have 
used sufficiency language 
and/or a rider to legislate 
the cuts. The environmen- 
tal movement is just not 
strong enough to defeat 
such a rider at this time, 
they said. A matter of 
political reality, they said. 

What horseshit. 

In the weeks following 
the conference I have come 
to realize that it is the 
broader issues of power that 
are perhaps most troubling. 

Political power operates on 
a number of different levels, 
the most recognized of 
which is the ability to 
influence the outcome of 
political issues. What the issues are, 
and what the self-appointed "leaders" 
of the movement are willing to put 
forth as issues, however, are also 
important indicators of where we are 
and how far we have to go. 

The mainstream media spends 
endless amounts of time commenting 
on how "polarized" the forest issue 
has become. The most remarkable 
aspect of the situation, though, is not 
the difference of opinion, but rather 


how similar the competing agendas 
really are. 

The forest movement, as far as I can 
tell, is getting nowhere because the 
technocrats in Washington continue 
to allow the forest "issue" to be 
considered in terms of "allowable 
harvest" and "volume." By adopting 
such an anthropocentric framework, 
they close out ail other options, 
regardless of what they really believe 
or intend. "Political reality" becomes 


a measure of the compromise needed 
to work within the dominant indus- 
trial agenda. 

If these people actually believed 
what they proposed, perhaps they 
could be dismissed as dunderheads, 
albeit dangerous ones. But the sad and 
rather sick reality seems to be that 
these so-called representatives of the 
forest are they themselves censoring 
their stated ideas and demands, in 
order to appease the power structure 


and stay in the game. Of course, the 
forest movement is not alone in this 
criticism. The whole of environmen- 
talism suffers from such self-imposed 
limitations. 

I agree with the graffiti on a Paris 
wall during the 1968 French student 
uprising: "BE REALISTIC: DEMAND 
THE IMPOSSIBLE." At this point in 
the late, great quaternary extinction 
spasm it's not enough to deal in 
political realism. Ecological realism 
must assume primacy. 

We must ensure enough 
wilderness remains not 
only to sustain present 
ecological communities, 
but also to allow the full 
expression of evolution- 
ary potential within 
them. If this reality is 
outside the ken of those 
in the halls of Washing- 
ton, that's their prob- 
lem. We're here for the 
Earth, not political 
maneuvering. Let's start 
acting like it.

Also, people who have been at this for years 
need to release their control of some aspects of EF! 
Their experience is a valuable thing, but at the same 
time, new people need to leam and making mis- 
takes eventually becomes experience.

To the Editor: 

The goal of biological preservation is to 
reduce and restrict worldwide biological 
"pollution" or the loss of unique species, 
races, and landscapes. Ideally, this entails 
protection of species over their entire geo- 
graphical range in an abundance somewhat 
approaching natural conditions. This, in 
turn, relies upon preservation to the great- 
est degree possible of natural processes such 
as wildfire, predator-prey relationships, dis- 
ease and other factors that influence species 
numbers and distribution. 

Because of this, preservation of 
biodiversity and continued livestock pro- 
duction, particularly on public lands, is an 
oxymoron. You can't be putting the major- 
ity of the land's forage and water intoexotic, 
non-native animals without negatively im- 


pactingnative species. There is no free lunch. 
Even if livestock were perfectly managed, 
they would still be consuming forage that 
could support native species from grasshop- 
pers to elk. Less grasshoppers means less 
food for birds or trout. Consuming fine fuels 
reduces the likelihood of wildfires. Loss of 
litter means less hiding cover for small ro- 
dents and ground nesting birds. Consump- 
tion of flower blossoms means fewer butter- 
flies and other insects. 

In addition, the majority of water di- 
verted from western rivers and streams goes 
to produce livestock feed at the expense of 
the aquatic life. Add in the negative effects 
of predator control, riparian damage, soil 
erosion, water pollution and the like, and 
it's easy to understand how livestock pro- 
duction is the SINGLE greatest impact on 
the biological integrity of the entire West. 
Except for species that thrive on distur- 
bance like deer, livestock production sig- 
nificantly reduces the overall viability of 
native species and many ecological pro- 
cesses. 

The only way we can ensure long-term 
preservation of biological diversity is by 
expanding the land base where native eco- 
systems function and integrity is given pri- 
ority. Some suggest we accomplish this by 
making both private and public land man- 
agement ecologically sustainable. An eco- 
logically sustainable livestockoperation may 
still notbe a good place for sustaining wolves, 
grizzlies, trout or a lot of other species. 
While sustainability is a laudable goal, I 
would argue there are no examples any- 



place of where we have truely achieved this 
and it's likely this may be impossible to do. 


As a safety net for our native wildlife and 
ecosystems, we should at least manage our 
public lands to sustain native species, not 
exotic aliens. Ifweneedtogrowbeef at all — 
aquestionableassumption — atthevery least 
this should be restricted entirely to private 
lands. Public lands should focus on provid- 
ing the most favorable environment pos- 
sible for the growing of grizzlies, bison, elk, 
bighorns, butterflies, grasshoppers, and 
trout.

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The Wild Ranch Manifesto

Among the more frequently encountered environ- 
mental bromides is the one about how Americans 
consume more per capita than the people of any 
other "culture" in the world, the point being that a 
sustainable future will necessarily involve a reduction 
in our "American standard of living." In my experi- 
ence, the authors presenting this truism are univer- 
sally apologetic in presenting their conclusions. "We 
must sacrifice. We must deny our desires for the 
benefit of others, and for the future of the planet. Sob, 
sob." 

Can there be any wonderment that this line of 
reasoning has not exactly gripped our compatriots 
with a fervor for change? Indeed, when the late 
president George played Scrooge in Rio, he trum- 
peted his refusal to go along by proclaiming that he 
would not ask the American people to sacrifice their 
standard of living. The conservative American 
punditry cheered his resolve. And through their 
actions, consumers continue to justify the ever-ex- 
pandingreally gross national 
product. 

As presented, this environ- 
mental argument is dead on 
arrival. Calls for sacrifice do 
not generate mass move- 
ments of the kind that the 
world needs now. However, 
recently published tracts and 
also personal experiences tell 
me that this argument can 
be salvaged, but only if we 
wrest it from the clutches of 
the liberal crybabies and re- 
package it in the form of a 
truly radical critique of 
contemporary society — a 
critique that exposes for 
ridicule the myths that 
buttress mainstream mate- 
rial values. A critique 
broadcast to the public not 
by the lamentations of 
liberals, but by the riotous 
laughter of those of us who 
have discovered the joys 
of living life in defiance of 
those mainstream material 
values. 

Consider, for example, 
the life of my friend Roger. 

By all current economic for- 
mulations, Roger should be living in poverty. 
He works only four months a year, and perhaps 
an occasional odd-job during the remaining months. 
But Roger's other friends who live the mainstream 
40-48 hour work week, 50 weeks a year, do not pity 
him. They are, in fact, insanely jealous of him. 
Why? 

Roger's philosophy is simple. "Figure out what you 
really enjoy doing. Work only enough to spend the 
rest of your time doing what you really like to do. " For 
Roger, one day of work equals one week of exploring 
his wilderness bioregion of choice; the Boundary 
Waters Canoe area of northern Minnesota and south- 
ern Ontario. Roger's life is not defined by his work, 
but rather by the adventures that his few months of 
work a year make possible. 

In contrast, Roger's friends have bought, literally, 
the American dream, and the accompanying lifetime 
of debt. Homes, vehicles, electronics... their assumed 
obligations have reduced them to wage slaves. Sure, 
they have more nice things than Roger, but their 
jealousy mounts with each passing year. Belatedly, 
they learned the truth that Roger has known all 
along: a huge pile of trinkets cannot make up for the 
banality and drudgery of modem working life. When- 
ever they see Roger, they say, "Man, you're doing it 
right" And Roger agrees. 

The defenders of the status quo claim that the 
current system is unequaled in its ability to satisfy 
the needs and wants of people. On one level, this 
is certainly true. There are more things out there to be 


bought than ever before. But are desires really being 
satisfied, or are they being perpetually renewed? 
Every evening, people seeking to forget for a little 
while the drudgery of their daily lives will plug into 
their electronic opiates, only to be bombarded with 
images of this new thing that they absolutely cannot 
live without While the system may be unequaled in 
providing things, it constantly rebuilds the illusion of 
deprivation, perpetuating bondage to the system. If 
the system is really geared to satisfy the desires of 
people, as its apologists claim, then why are so few 
people in our modem society satisfied? In feet, the 
headlines tell us of a dysfunctional society, and not of 
a contented populace. This dissatisfaction is the soft 
underbelly of the status quo. 

The philosophy of the status quo is summed up the 
T-shirt slogan, "He who dies with the most toys, 
wins." But the contrast between the lives of Roger and 
his friends should cause us to rephrase the slogan: "He 
or she who dies after having spent the most time at 
play, wins." The difference between the two slogans 


is the same difference that can be apprehended be- 
tween "standard of living" and "quality of life." The 
two are not interchangeable. 

Another indication that the material culture is not 
all that its propagandists would have us believe has 
been the reluctance of fourth world cultures to adopt 
our ways. The Penan of Borneo, the Bushmen of 
Africa, the Aboriginal Australians and Indians through- 
out the Americas have resisted assimilation, even 
when the alternative has been genocide. This is a 
bewildering phenomenon to those who would "im- 
prove the lot of the savages." Their reluctance to 
assimilate is often attributed to ignorance or supersti- 
tion. But M. Annette Jaimes of the University of 
Colorado and Jerry Mander are just two of several 
writers and researchers who cite a far more startling 
explanation. Contrary to all conventional wisdom, 
the fives of the so-called "primitive" are much easier 
than those of "modem man" (not to mention mod- 
em woman). 

Jaimes does acknowledge that 1 9th century anthro- 
pologists described toil as being a "virtual constant" 
in Indian fife. But she goes on to point out that those 
anthropologists were studying cultures under siege, 
being forced off their traditional lands by the west- 
ward expansion of European America. Studies of 
traditional cultures that have not undergone these 
disruptions paint for us a far more appealing picture 
of "primitive life." Among the Dobe Bushmen of 
Botswana, only two-thirds of the potential work 
force feel compelled to "work" (gather, hunt..) dur- 


ing any given time period, and those who do work are 
so occupied for an average of 1 5 hours a week (2 hours 
and 9 minutes per day). Even at this level of work 
activity, the bushmen generate more than what they 
need. Among the Toupouri of north Cameroon, 

105.5 days a year are devoted to agriculture, 87.5 days 
to other work, 161.5 days are devoted to leisure, and 

9.5 "sick" days are average. Jaimes goes on to cite 
studies of fourth world cultures around the world, 
all showing this same pattern of short work days 
and roughly every other day off, with free time 
devotedto "dancing, wrestling... informal recreation... 
loafing." 

Contrast this with the 40-48 hour work week that is 
typical in this country, plus commuting, subsistence 
shopping, food preparation... no wonder contempo- 
rary civilization is dysfunctional. I would wager that 
even great sex would become drudgery if one were 
obligated to spend this much time engaged in it 

Ifs naive to think that you can turn back the march of 
time. You can't stand in the way of progress... 

These platitudes, designed 
to keep people sedated and 
helpless, are certainly true if 
we as a society continue to 
blindly follow the corporate 
and political leadership to 
whatever ends they have in 
mind for us. And obviously, 
the reconstruction of a natu- 
ral culture will not happen in 
a few quick, easy steps. But 
there are some of us who are 
actively making the transi- 
tion to a less material, more 
viable way of life, andfinding 
that the result is not a fife of 
deprivation, but one of 
unimagined freedom. We're 
not sobbing, but laughing, 
and wondering why anyone 
would want to endure mod- 
em fife. 

Eight years ago, I aban- 
doned the student life just 
shy of aMaster's degree. Since 
then, I've lived in the woods 
with traditional Indians, 
worked as a tree planter, ski- 
bummed, washed birds, and 
beaches in Prince William 
Sound. And I'm in the pro- 
cess of establishing a na- 
ture preserve carved out of former ranch land in the 
middle of cowboy country. Wild Ranch. One hun- 
dred acres of once cow-beaten land now being con- 
verted back to elk pastures. 

My days are very busy, but it's an interesting, 
fulfilling busyness as opposed to the mind-numbing 
routine of your average American wage slave. Instead 
of accumulating things, I'm accumulating quality 
time. 

So you want to foster a less consumptive, more 
Ecotopian society? First, rid yourself of your main- 
stream American values. Build a way of fife devoted to 
adventure and quality time rather than accumula- 
tion. Join with those of us who are already laughing 
at the brainwashed drudges slaving away, making 
them jealous. This is the key. Instead of sobbing about 
sacrifices that need to be made, laugh! Show main- 
stream working Americans that it is their sacrifice that 
is intolerable. They're squandering away the experi- 
ence of life for the sake of collecting trinkets. Really 
this is not a difficult thing to do. 

Just don't take Tim's word for it; he is offering summer 
seminars at his Wild Ranch nature preserve. The purpose 
of the seminars will be to undermine mainstream values by 
exposing the myths of contemporary civilization, and to 
nurture the growth of a parallel Ecotopian culture.

UA Attacks Emerald Peak Again

On December 7, in a pernicious effort to cause as 
much damage as possible before legal and cultural 
issues are settled, the University of Arizona (UA) cut 
four acres on Mt. Graham's eastern Emerald Peak, 
destroying 250 old growth trees. The cut came a 
month after UA informed the US Forest Service of 
plans to abandon their effort to build an observatory 
on Owl Peak and resume work on Emerald Peak. The 
news of the cut stunned activists nationwide and 
spurred demonstrations at the Universities of Toronto 
and Pittsburgh and Michigan State University, all 
possible financial backers. 

Activists with the Student Environmental Action 
Coalition (SE AC) at the University of Pittsburgh (Pitt) 
took over the chancellor's office and demanded a 
meeting to discuss the university's potential involve- 
ment in the scope project. The activists held the office 
for six hours before they were dragged out and ar- 
rested. The chancellor refused to meet with SEAC as a 
group, choosing instead to speak only with a "leader" 
in a predictable politician-style ploy to diffuse group 
solidarity. UA has been courting Pitt (one of many) for 
the past two years and Pitt has indeed shown an 
interest in becoming a partner in the project Accord- 
ing to the chancellor, the Columbus telescope (con- 
sidered the centerpiece of the Mt Graham project) is 
a likely investment. 

The University of Toronto is another potential 
backer of the flawed project, but school administra- 
tors appear to be getting cold feet. At least 30 activists 
held a demonstration led by the Mt Graham Coali- 
tion. Activists met with staff of the Department of 
Astronomy and were told that while chances of the 
university's involvement are exceedingly slim, they 
have not been yet ruled out. Students at Michigan 
State University symbolically marked 250 trees for 
cutting on campus to try to raise student body aware- 
ness and send a message to the administration. 


Believing they are above the law, UA has attempted 
to ignore point after point of the Congressional act 
they agreed to in 1988, which allowed them to build 
on Mt Graham. After discovering Emerald Peak had 
the worst visibility on the mountain and would 
require a telescope 236 feet high, UA asked the Forest 
Service for a patently illegal move to Owl Peak. In 
early November, UA backed down from their request 
for Owl and proceeded with plans to build on Emer- 
ald. The law authorized telescopes "clustered off the 
west end" of a clearing at the top of Emerald Peak. The 
recent cut, wrongly approved by the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service (USFWS), is at the eastern end of the 
peak. 

UA has no financial partners besides the Vatican- 
backed Arcetri Observatory in this dark comedy of 
scientific blunders. After UA rescinded its request for 
Owl'Peak, Mt. Graham supporters had high hopes 
that the remaining construction would be nixed due 
to dwindling funds and backers. UA's determination 
to continue building this monstrosity can only be 
described as perverse. Is the power of the Vatican the 
only thing keeping this ship of fools afloat? 

The December 7 cut is a direct attack on the moun- 
tain by UA and the Forest Service. The San Carlos 
Apache revere the mountain and consider it to be a 
holy shrine. At the risk of sounding somewhat woo, 
there are heavy penalties for desecrating a holy place. 
Those involved will surely languish in some sort of 
hell for all eternity (or at least several life spans). 
Enraged letters and angry phone calls (try calling 
collect first, ya never know, they may accept the 
charges) and of course, direct action are all in order. 
Let's take this pain and anger and redirect it at the UA 
and the Forest Service. Let's make them suffer.

During their set, lead singer Eddie Vedder 
draped a UA sweatshirt across the microphone 
stand and set it on fire. "U of A, fuck you if you 
go ahead and develop ML Graham," shouted 
Vedder as he danced around the burning 
sweatshirt. Later, as he introduced the band's 
anti-abuse song, Alive, Vedder 'said, "Tonight 
this song isn't about a person, ifis about a 
mountain." Mt. Graham supporters, Apaches, 
and Earth Firstlers in the audience let out shouts 
of approval and, of course, howled. 


Editor's note: At press time, the Journal received the 
fbllowinginformation:TheheadofUSFWS,MollieBeattie, 
is looking into the question of whether her agency "erred" 
in approving the telescope construction on the eastern end 
of Emerald Peak. Beattie said she has not reviewed the 
documents prepared by her staff (in other words, she has 
no idea what's going on) but called the situation "very 
alarming. " Give her a call and tell her that you find die 
whole situation to be very alarming indeed. 



FIRE 


in Southern California's Endangered Ecosystems

Southern California is a place that likes to bum. The land has evolved with fire 
as an integral landscape component Couple this fact with a history of fire 
suppression and the blazes that raged through the southland the last week of 
October come as no surprise. 

The fires, 25 in all, burned over 173,000 acres in six comities, fueled by hot, dry 
Santa Ana winds. Roughly 24,000 acres were coastal sage scrub and mixed sage 
scrub/grassland. The remaining acreage was chaparral and houses. Over 300 
endangered California gnatcatchers representing 6% of the total population are 
thought to have perished in the fires, along with 800 coastal cactus wrens (17% 
of the nation's population). 

Perhaps the most significant blaze in terms of sensitive species and habitat 
occurred in Orange County, where an arsonist ignited the San Joaquin Hills. The 
fire burned the largest intact area of coastal sage scrub on the coast of California, 
as well as a bunch of houses in Laguna Beach. It was found to have been started 
along the proposed pathway of a highly controversial tollroad (see Samhain EE! 
Journal), leaving local activists wondering about the arsonist's real motivations. 

The Reaction 

The Transportation Corridor Agency, in charge of building said tollroad, 
immediately filed to have the present injunction against construction in the area 
lifted. Their argument since there are no more gnatcatchers in the hills there is no 
legal reason for the injunction to remain, and besides, construction of the road will 
help contain erosion (?). 

One thing the fires did not bum away was entrenched attitudes of the control 
of nature. Local editorial pages screamed at the type of "overzealous environmen- 
talism" that did not allow extensive weed clearing, reservoir construction, and 
road building that "could have stopped the fires." 

Following the fire, desperate to "do something" about wild nature running 
amok, the California Department of Forestry (CDF) proposed massive aerial re- 
seeding of the burned areas in the San Joaquin Hills. The plans immediately drew 
intense criticism. The seeded plants compete with native vegetation for water and 
nutrients, hampering its recovery. Although intended for erosion control, the 
shallow roots of non-native grasses are ineffective. In fact, the grasses actually 
encourage water-logged slopes to sag from the additional weight. The annual 



grasses also provide fuel for additional fires when they die. Ignored is the fact that 
most of the erosion "problems" are due to sedimentation and bank cuts in 
watercourses that won't be affected by re-seeding either way. 

The outcry was not 
enough to stop the mad 
plans, only limit them. 
Rather than re-seedingthe 
entire 14,000 acres of the 
San Joaquin Hills bum 
area, the CDF limited their 
program to 3,400 acres of 
urban facing slopes. In- 
stead of using the origi- 
nally proposed rye grass 
they opted for a mix of 
native grasses and Zorro 
fescue, a European invader. 
The native grasses were of 
the genus Stipa, and while 

the species is indigenous to the area, the seed stock was not locally procured and 
could cause significant genetic pollution. 

In other areas the scenarios are much the same. The Forest Service intends to re- 
seed the Ortega fire, within the Cleveland National Forest, with a seed mix similar 
to the San Joaquin Hills area. The BLM also has plans for re-seeding in San Diego 
County, 

The Recovery 

Despite the blackened, moonlike appearance of the land and the short-sighted 
actions of the government, the land is not dead. It is alive! Left alone, it should 
recover just fine. The spring will bring a carpet of wildflowers, including fire 
poppies and whispering bells as well as lupines, fiddlenecks and phacelias. In fact, 
plant diversity is greatest immediately after a fire. Perennial shrubs will resprout 
from specially fire-adapted root systems, and vigorous blooming will send forth a 
rain of seeds, fueling an explosion of seedlings the following spring.

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Last Stand at Lyle Point 

Native Rights vs. Developers in the Columbia Dorge

Since September, a group of Native Americans and 
their supporters have maintained an occupation of 
Lyle Point, a traditional fishing site in the Columbia 
Gorge, halting development of a riverfront subdivi- 
sion for wealthy windsurfers. 

The protesters are defending a burial and fishing site 
that belongs to the River People of the mid-Columbia 
River by virtue of an 1855 treaty, a century of federal 
legal precedent, and 10,000 years of occupancy. De- 
scribing their action as the latest in a long struggle for 
fishing rights, treaty rights, and cultural survival, they 
have vowed to maintain their encampment and keep 
their sacred fire burning on Lyle Pointuntil the planned 
Klickitat Landing subdivision is permanently halted. 

Klickitat Landing developer Henry Spencer is a 
windsurfer who came to the booming Columbia Gorge 
from Falmouth, Massachusetts as the Cape Cod real 
estate market collapsed. Spencer says he has made 
every effort to address the fishing peoples' rights, and 
claims to have secured an agreement with the Confed- 
erated Tribes of the Yakima Reservation. That 
claim was flatly denied by Harry Smiskin, Vice- 
Chair of the Yakima Tribal Council. 

Either way, the pro-business county commis- 
sion had already dismissed the objections of 
native and environmental activists to develop- 
ing of one of the last sizable pieces of riverfront in 
the Columbia Gorge. 

Before the occupation began, Lyle Point was 
well on the way to becoming an urban area. 
Spencer's crews had cleared 32 home sites on 46 
acres, installed water, sewer, electric, and cable 
television lines, and built a showy rock wall and 
massive steel gate. Sites with services have been 
advertised for $80,000-215,000 in windsurfing 
magazines and the Wall Street Journal. 

Though Spencer has discussed evicting the 
protesters with the Klickitat County Sheriffs 
department, he has also proposed that the Trust 
for Public Land purchase the property for four 
million dollars, roughly twice the amount Spen- 
cer claims to have spent on the project. He paid 
Burlington Northern $1.2 million for the parcel 
in 1990. 

Lyle Point Today 

Lyle, Washington is a small town dominated by 
modest houses and peeling doublewides, a backwater 
in a rural county nearly the size of Connecticut. When 
whites first settled the area a century and a half ago, the 
high ridges and cliffs that pinch the Columbia be- 
tween two basalt points provided a natural site for a 
ferry. The town that grew up around the north landing 
was one of the earliest white settlements in the interior 
of what later became the state of Washington. 

Of course, people had already lived and worked here 
for thousands of years. In the Sahaptin dialect of the 
River People, the windswept peninsula was Nanainmi 
Waki'uulktt, the "place where the wind blows from 
two directions," a good place to dry salmon netted in 
the back-eddies above the mouth of the Klickitat River. 
It was one of hundreds of small settlements that lined 
the great river, N'Chewana, when Lewis and Clark 
ventured downstream. 

Twenty-five miles east, squeezed between 1-84 and a 
diff, are the battered houses and trailers of Celilo 
Village, the ancient fishing and cultural center of the 
Columbia Basin. Twelve miles west is the boom city of 
Hood River, Oregon, hub of the world's trendiest 
windsurfing scene. Strung between these unhappy 
poles of fate, Lyle Point might be a place where ten 
thousand years offishing culture will be buried by ahip 
developer's enclave for millionaire windsurfers. Only 
a small, determined group is stopping it 

Salmon/Religion 

To rephrase Norman MacLean, among the native 
peoples of the Pacific Northwest there is no distinction 
between fishing and religion. The salmon and steel- 
head caught at Lyle Point today still supply ceremonies 
all over the region. Weddings on the Yakima Reserva- 


tion, a memorial on the Warm Springs Reservation, a 
name giving in Portland, the root feast on the Umatilla 
Reservation — a host of occasions require salmon. 
Margaret Palmer estimates that she supplies 90% of 
the ceremonial fish for all three reservations, and for 
many native people outside the reservations. 

On Sundays, supporters gather at Lyle Point for a 
prayer session and salmon feast. Elders first, we eat the 
traditional foods in traditional order: salmon and elk, 
roots and berries. After one such gathering, Margaret 
Palmer uses the feast to explain some things to me. "It 
reminds me, " she says, "about how we can be together 
in harmony. The Creator gave us gifts, blessings. ..they 
have spirits." 

"I'm just a fish cutter," Margaret Palmer tells me, but 
when she says "I don't have the food I used to have," 
it is clear that she is talking about more than food, or 
fish. "You don't want to fail in the responsibility that 
is left to you," she says. "This is my way of life. They 
never did show any respect or consideration for me to 
exercise my freedom of religion. That's where my 
heart is, my way of life." 


...no one tries to 
distinguish the rights of 
Native peoples from 
those of the bald eagles 
who also fish here. 

At the feast, elders speak of traditions and memories, 
treaties and history, of respect for family and relations, 
of the future and generations yet to come. One tiny old 
lady, a bright bundle in a wheelchair, tells the story of 
the Treaty of 1855, by which the River People reserved 
the right to fish in their "usual and accustomed 
places. " Listening to the translation, I suddenly realize 
that I am hearing real oral history. She is telling us 
exactly what each party to the treaty said at the 
signing. 

Given the horrible injuries suffered by the land- 
scapes and peoples of the mid-Columbia over the last 
two centuries, it seemed to me at first ironic that the 
trouble at Lyle Point has grown out of Hood River's 
"clean" windsurfing boom. It's hard to believe that a 
fishing culture which has survived epidemics, pio- 
neers, mining, logging, forest fires, fish wars, railways, 
highways, pesticides, dams, barges, and the Hanford 
nuclear sacrifice zone could crumble before a jetset 
subculture of wetsuits and nylon sails. 

But as I talk to more and more people who live in the 
Gorge, I begin to comprehend the impact of the 


windsurfing hordes, especially the substantial seg- 
ment in their Range Rovers They do not know or seem 
to care at all that their summer homes are built on the 
graves of their neighbors' ancestors. 

In the plans for the development at Klickitat Land- 
ing, the back-eddies between fingers of rock on the tip 
of the peninsula are marked as windsurfing launch 
sites. Serious windsurfers agree that the place "where 
the wind blows in two directions" is not itself a good 
sailing spot (though it lies in the middle of several that 
are "world-class"), and that the class of "sailors" to 
whom the development is being marketed would not 
likely launch there. But it hardly matters. Those back- 
eddies are not windsurfing launch sites. They are 
fishing sites, already occupied by the scaffolds used to 
lower the big dipnets into the river. 

It was the destruction of two of Margaret and Doug 
Palmer's fishing platforms that sparked the occupa- 
tion of Lyle Point. (One of Spencer's spokesmen sug- 
gested thatthe platforms "fell in." Yeah, sure they did.) 
It is the certainty of harassment and intimidation by 
millionaire windsurfers that makes the Palmers and 
their supporters less than eager to contemplate 
compromise. 

I asked Doug Palmer if he thought there was 
any real prospect that the development could 
proceed in a way thatrespected the Indian people's 
fishing rights. "I don't think so," he said. "People 
aren't paying $250,000 for a place where Indians 
are coming back and forth being an 'eyesore'. 
Tern (Spencer) says they will, but he ain't gonna 
own the land." Small gestures from big, hard 
hands convey more feeling than a senator's arm- 
waving. "They've pushed us into a little comer. 
Now they are hying to push us off it" 

Opposition 

The conflict between a developer's vision of a 
haven for wealthy world-class windsurfers and 
the River People's fishing culture has drawn into 
sharp focus the often indistinct threats that a 
frenzy of recreation-oriented development poses 
for traditional cultures already under enormous 
duress. The eleventh-hour occupation was a de- 
liberate response to a desperate situation, a step 
outside the system by people who have not seen 
their interests protected by local, state, federal, 
and tribal governments. 

The community that has formed to support the 
occupation offers hope. Among the strongest non-- 
native supporters of the Lyle Point occupation are 
local environmental activists, who decry the utter lack 
of protection for a unique place with outstanding 
natural, historical, and cultural values. The common 
cause is understood — no one tries to distinguish the 
rights of Native peoples from those of the bald eagles 
who also fish here. Other residents, short-term and 
long-time alike, have come forward to share their 
dismay at the blistering pace of windsurfer-driven 
gentrification and the monumental arrogance of car- 
petbagging developers. There is still hope that this 
fight, at least, might yet be won, that lawsuits and 
injunctions could secure a little justice for a people and 
a place so long on the taking end of empire. 

The Yakima Nation and the Columbia Gorge 
Audubon Society have each filed lawsuits challenging 
the Klickitat County Commission's approval of 
Spencer's plans for Lyle Point. On December 2, after 
more than two months of occupation, the Palmers, 
Klickitat Chief Johnny Jackson, and about two hun- 
dred supporters went to the state capitol in Olympia, 
seeking help from Washington Governor Mike Lowry 
and the state's congressional delegation. Demonstra- 
tors covered the steps of the state Capitol and had 
audiences with the various functionaries available. No 
easy resolution is yet in sight. 

The defenders of Lyle Point have asked for help. 
They need people to join them on the site, supplies of 
food, warm clothes, tarps and wood for the encamp- 
ment, money for lawyers, and pressure on Mike Lowry, 
Governor of Washington.

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Don ’t Strip Mine Our National Forests!

The forest is logged, the area bulldozed. Dynamite, 
D-9s, and draglines tear wounds 100 feet deep, hun- 
dreds of yards wide, and a quarter mile long into what 
was once the forest floor. Streams, once clear, run 
brown, then turn an insidious orange. These are the 
fortunate ones — other streams are completely obliter- 
ated. Haul trucks trudge through orange and gray 
mud, bogged down by their heavy loads. They carry 
high-sulfur coal freshly tom from the earth and head- 
ing to a local power plant All to fuel our society's fossil 
fuel addiction. Scenes like this mar private lands 
throughout southern Ohio and the rest of Appalachia. 
Now, if a large mining company gets its way and 
federal agencies refuse to do anything about it, they 
could scar our national forests across the heartland. 

On July 26, 1993 the 6th Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati, Ohio, ruled that Belville Mining Com- 
pany of fronton, Ohio, has the right to stripmine 1,800 
acres of the Wayne National Forest. They are due to 
receive their permit within a month for the first 80 
acres, known as the Jenkins Tract, from the Division of 
Reclamation (an arm of the Ohio Dept, of Natural 
Resources) within a month. Although the judges gave 
Belville the rights to the tract, they also showed how 
that right was erroneously granted in the first place. 
Because the Department of Justice, acting on behalf of 
the Office of Surface Mining (OSM) and the US Forest 
Service, did not challenge this particular issue, the 
judges could only bring it up as a point of interest, and 
could not consider it in their decision. 

What the judges found was particular language in 
the deed that conveyed the right to mine to the 
subsurface rights owner. The language states that the 
subsurface rights holder could only have the right to 
surface mine if that holder had mined for at least 100 
days per year for five years prior to 1989 to commercial 
advantage. Belville did not meet the requirements 
because they never mined the area. However, the OSM 
erroneously granted this right on the premise that 
Belville had requested a determination for Valid Exist- 


ing Rights (VER) prior to the '89 deadline. The OSM 
subsequently reversed its decision, but the damage 
was done; Belville immediately filedsuitand won. The 
court said that the OSM couldn't change its mind. The 
government appealed, and when all was said and done 
Belville got 1 , 800 acres and several million tons of coal, 
while the forest got the shaft. 

Pressure must be focused upon the Office of Surface 
Mining, the Secretary of the Interior, and Representa- 
tive Ted Strickland (the local congressman, who is 
leaningtowardcoalin- terests despite the fact

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of local environmental activists) to enforce the lan- 
guage of the deed. Persistent public pressure can change 
the fate of this 80 acres of mature hardwood forest. 

Theremaining 1,720 acres have equal potential tobe 
protected. The court's decision was not unanimous. 
Judge Alice Batchelder dissented from the inaccurate 
opinion of her colleagues. While agreeing with the 
points above, Batchelder laid down her case against 
Belville, backed up by years of case law. If Belville 
attempts to mine these areas, itis very probable that we 


can win a lawsuit based on the information in this 
dissenting opinion. In fact, it is vital that we win. The 
decision that stands sets a horrible precedent for 
mining the Wayne and other eastern national forests 
with outstanding mineral rights. By establishing new 
case law we can reverse this precedent. 

There are also other routes we can take to see that 
public land is protected in the future from strip min- 
ing. First of all we need to see that a responsible person 
with an appropriate background is appointed as chief 
of the Office of Surface Mining. Traditionally coal 
industry tycoons and OSM higher-ups have been 
interchangeable. The Secretary of Interior, in keeping 
with tradition, has nominated Robert Uram, a corpo- 
rate lawyer for coal companies, for this position. Please 
write a personal letter to the Clinton administration 
and/or Senator Howard Metzenbaum requesting them 
to intervene in the nomination. Second, we need to 
see that this chief officially defines the meaning of 
Valid Existing Rights. An appropriate definition would 
only grant VER to rights owners who had permits in 
place in 1977, the year the Surface Mining Control and 
Reclamation Act (SMCRA) was passed. The lack of a 
clear, appropriate definition of VER in the original 
version of SMCRA has created many of the problems 
leading to the current situation. Both strategies are 
important in the overall protection of public lands 
from the ravages of strip mining. 

On November 18, a demonstration was held at the 
Federal Building in Columbus, Ohio to bring attention 
to this issue the feds would just as soon sweep under 
the mg. Twenty-five activists from three states and a 
stripped mime converged on the building. More ac- 
tions are planned. 

We are fortunate that we have so many opportuni- 
ties before us to see that our national forests are 
permanently safe from strip mining. However, it will 
take public pressure and persistence on our part to take 
advantage of these opportunities. Together we can 
protect the Wayne National Forest.

Fighting Forest Spraying in Nova Scotia

In Nova Scotia the struggle against the use of pesti- 
cides (biocides) on forests has been going on since the 
early 1970s. Everyyear, from Yarmouth to Cape Breton, 
depending on the declared "threat" to the forests, 
there are demonstrations, meetings andprotests against 
spraying programs. Past activities by anti-spray activ- 
ists have included pulling up softwood plantation 
seedlings, blockades, the exposure of fraudulent scien- 
tific claims, appeals to local politicians, court cases, 
token environmental representation on pesticide user 
committees, etc. 

The latest development in the story is the introduc- 
tion of biological controls — nematodes, bacteria, fungi, 
viruses, and genetically engineered organisms. We are 
informed by Forestry Canada, the federal forestry 
agency, that "environmentally acceptable pest con- 
trol systems based primarily on biological systems will 
allow for the removal of classical pesticides from 
forestry practice." Nematodes have recently been re- 
leased on plantation sites to "control" the seedling 
debarking weevil and they are being used against the 
spmce bud moth in white spruce plantations in New 
Brunswick. The use of biological controls is no ad- 
vance in environmental consciousness, but a contin- 
ued attempt to control nature for anthropocentric 
industrial interests, with ecological costs yet to be 
calculated. 

It is fairly routine for some 80% of the people in a 
rural community to sign petitions asking that a par- 
ticular spraying program be stopped. Forest spraying is 
being imposed without popular consent. Political or 
social pressure in communities has sometimes stopped 
particular spraying programs or brought about the 
"concession" of an aerial spray operation turned into 
ground spraying. The more natural forests are "inten- 
sive managed" for the pulp and paper industry, the 


more "controls" are needed to protect softwood trees 
growing in even-aged tree plantations. This situation 
invites a discussion about the fundamental nature of 
capitalist industrial society, and the need for alterna- 
tives for ecological and social survival. 

Many rural people see their health and 
water supplies directly threatened, as 
woodlots adjacent to their homes are 
sprayed and the spray drifts onto their 
land. Others, while agreeing with human- 
centered concerns, also oppose spraying 
on biocentric grounds — that all plant and 
animal life in the forest has a right to a 
non-poisoned existence. The issues are 
much larger than whether a particular 
chemical is "safe" or not. Undermining 
and exposing the false claims of pesticide 
propaganda are crucial for gaining public 
support. 

Agriculture Canada, the federal govern- 
ment agency which licenses pesticides 
and promotes their use in farming, has a 
toll-free number (800-267-6315), well 
publicized by the forest sprayers and their 
allies. The public is invited to call for 
reassurance on any pesticides used in Canada. The 
usual line is "the pesticide is registered by the federal 
government and if used according to label instruc- 
tions, it is safe." 

The Nova Scotia forestry spraying program today is 
mainly an herbicide program. There are currently five 
chemical herbicides approved for use in forestry. The 
forestry herbicide of choice in Nova Scotia and across 
Canada is Vision or glyphosate, made by Monsanto. 

Any pesticide information made available to the 
public is promotional, company-generated, and nor- 
mally only concerns the active ingredient. Other informa- 
tion is considered confidential. For example, while the 


herbicide Vision has the active ingredient glyphosate, 
it makes up only 41% of the formula. To understand 
the toxicity of Vision or any other pesticide, one must 
consider the full formulation, including the inert ingre- 
dients. Inerts can be harmless fillers, but are often 
poisonous in their own right or 
enhance the toxicity of the ac- 
tive ingredient. There can also be 
contaminants from the produc- 
tion of a pesticide, plus break- 
down products and added un- 
known ingredients (for example, 
defoamers in Vision). 

In Pictou County in the sum- 
mer of 1993, the one-sidedness 
of pesticide information and the 
opposition to clearcutting were 
successfully brought out. A dem- 
onstration was held against for- 
est spraying and the forest man- 
agement group, Pictou Forest 
Owners. A fiery and successful 
public meeting was organized in 
August in the farming and for- 
estry community of Scotsbum, 
protesting pesticide use and forestry practices in local 
woodlands. More than 100 people attended, includ- 
ing a contingent from the forest industry. The local 
newspaper, the New Glasgow Evening News, usually a 
mouthpiece of the forest industry, even wrote an 
editorial after this meeting, under the headline, "Spray- 
ing concerns are legitimate"!

The Rocky Mountain gray wolf has been listed under the 
Endangered Species Act (ESA) as endangered since 1973. 
Now, over 20years later, we seethattheUS Fish and Wildlife 
Service (FWS) has finally comeupwithaplan to reintroduce 
the wolf to part of its rightful home, and "delist" the wolf 
from the ESA. The plan is to capture 30 wild wolves from 
Canadian packs every year and release them into two 
proposed recovery areas, Yellowstone National Park and 
central Idaho, untilwild wolf populations are established in 
these areas. They suggest it will take three to five years to 
complete the plan. The captured wolves would be radio- 
collared and branded as a "non-essential, experimental 
population" which basically means they will lose protec- 
tion under the ESA The plan allows land owners to "harass” 
wolves on private land, welfare ranchers to "harass" wolves 
on public land, and for these ranchers even to kill wolves 
under certain conditions. Rancherswould also be compen- 
sated for livestock losses. 

The plan doesn't stop there in its backwards bend for wolf 
opponents. There would be no land use (logging, mining, 
road building, grazing) restrictions for wolves and the plan 
also would "designate all wolves in the experimental areas 
as experimental animals once reintroduced wolves are 
released." So naturally recovered wolves would lose ESA

protection andbecome "non-essential" animals. Canadian 
packs would be disrupted and harassed, and 30 shocked, 
disoriented wolves would be released, unprotected, 
into the loving arms of the citizenry of Idaho, Mon- 
tana and Wyoming, where most struggle to beat their 
neighbors to pull the trigger. If this plan succeeds in 
"delisting" thewolfitprobabJywon'tbeduetotheestablish- 
ment of a viable population, but to the wolfs extinction. 

The FWS biologists' opinion that 90-150 wolves (plus 
wolves that have naturally recovered) will constitute a 
viable population is questionable Under genetic con- 
straints alone a population this size would fail. Biologists 
estimate a minimum of 500 individuals is needed to 
overcome inbreeding and genetic factors that can drive a 
population to extinction. This figure disregards demo- 
graphic and environmental factors (and, in the case of our 
wolves, illegal poaching and proposed legal "taking" of the 
"non-essential" animals) which would necessitate a much 
larger population. The proposal also drops current land use 
restrictions and ESA measures which would only improve 
the population. It would make migrations to and from the 
Canadian population centers increasingly difficult and 
further degradewolfhabitat, thus puttingadditionalstresses 
on an already overstressed population. 

Three components are essential to wolf habitat a suffi- 
cient year-round prey base, secluded denning and rendez- 
vous sites, and sufficient space and minimal exposure to 
humans. With road construction and logging undermin- 
ing these three components in most roadless areas of the 
Idaho recovery zone, suitable habitat would shrink and 
migratory corridors would be severed, spelling disaster for 
these wolves. The FWS plan may placate some wolf oppo- 
nents and satisfy some of the mainstream wolf groups but 
it will not help wolves to recover. So what is the point? 

The point is politics, where the real worry lies. Two 
elements of the FWS proposal scare me the most; no land 


use restrictions anddesignationofallwolvesintherecovery 
areas as "experimental" animals. We've seen how this will 
affect wolves, but how will this affect de facto wilderness 
areas in central Idaho? For a tough but honest answer, 
examine the RARE II areas on the Nez Perce National Forest 

There are 15 roadless areas on the Nez Perce, representing 
over half a million acres of wilderness. Many of these areas 
are contiguous to congressionally-designated wilderness or 
are corridors, linkingupthesix millionacreGreaterSalmon- 
Selway Ecosystem, the largest existing wilderness in the 
temperate US. The RARE II areas on the Nez Perce are crucial 
to any type of landscape level conservation; crucial to large 
ecological processes and large predators, forest interior 
species, andbigwildemessinthe lower48. Therehavebeen 
wolf sightings in nearly all of these areas and they are all 
potential wolf habitat areas which biologists T. Kaminski 
and J. Hansen called "key" to wolf recovery in their 1984 
research report All of these roadless areas on the Nez Perce 
arescheduledforroadconstructionandloggingoperations. 

Activists have stopped development in the Nez Perce's 
RARE II areas in the past by citing violations of the ESA for 
impacts the development wouldhave on gray wolves. The 
highly-contested Cove/Mallard timber sale is in the courts 
again and the lawsuit aiming to stop it will cite impacts to 
the endangered gray wolf. 

Politics. Spotted owl forests are bound to get some 
protection. Where will the lost cut be made up? Private 
lands are pretty well drained here in the northern Rockies. 
Where will the lost board feet come from? IS the purpose of 
the FWSplantorestore the wolf, orisittoreadypubliclands 
for more abuse? Is the proposal’s purpose to obey environ- 
mental law? Or is it to keep the logs flowing out of our 
national forests? Anyone who has ever worked with a land 
management agency knows the answers. 

Oppose this plan by all available means. Don't let wolves 
and the wilderness die 


The People’s Court — 
Cove/Mallard Style

The problem today, class, is how to describe the recent week-long trial of 15 activists in 
Federal Court in Moscow, Idaho. Watching (and being part of, as a co-defendant) the 
process was a bit like watching a boa constrictor eat a 40-pound pig; it's interesting enough, 
but you wouldn't want to describe the gruesome details to your Aunt Mabel over Xmas 
dinner. 

So, in the interest of brevity (the transcript runs probably hundreds of pages) and sloth, 
your loyal, but otherwise worthless, scribe will tackle the issue semi-squarely and hope that 
a random sample of quotable quotes, from both sides of the bar, will impart the flavor of 
the event.... 

Prosecutor "What name did defendant Brown give you, officer?" Idaho County Officer 
Mealer "Fuck you." Prosecutor "I beg your pardon?" Officer "He said his name was Tuck 
You.'" Prosecutor "I see. What did you do then?" Officer "I nicknamed him 'Chainsaw' 
and placed him under arrest" 

Defendant Neil (during his turn as pro se lawyer, wandering around the courtroom like 
Perry Mason, if Perry Mason wore dreadlocks): "I call Mother Nature to the stand." Judge:

Local reporter "Wally, why are you wearing a backless, purple cocktail dress in Court?" 
Wally: "I got tired of wearing the same skirt and blouse after 3 days." Reporter "I thought 
you had only one outfit Where'd you get it?" Wally: "I borrowed it From Wade" 

Gnaseriousi _e, all the defendants (exceptyourloyal scribe who hidbehindhis lawyer's 
robes) gave eloquent and passionate testimony on behalf of the wild lands and creatures 
of Cove/Mallarc. . 7e can't possibly print (or even recall) every one of them, so this is just 
a taste.... 

Vera N.: "A radical is defined, in Webster, as someone who goes directly to the root of a 
problem. But how can you solve any problem without gaingtothe root?' 

Karen C: "The court system strips the average individual of the ability to defend him/ 
herself, because the court never considers the 'why' of human events. Motive is crudaL" 
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Michelle H.: "My purpose in being there on August 1 7 was to break the law in an action 
of direct civil disobedience. I'm not above the law; I'm just an earthling." 

Then, Hunter (again): "I'llbe in Eugene, Oregon, your honor, andean do my community 
service there. I'd like to work with the homeless." Erik (from the gallery): "Hunter, you am the 
homeless!" Hunter: "I know." 

In dosing arguments, your L.B.O.W. scribe's lawyer, Robert V., drew parallels to the 
Boston TeaParty andanalogiesto AlexanderHamilton and Aaron Burr.To the Prosecutor's 
assertion that we were criminals, he wondered aloud at what point in history the 
"criminals" of the integration actions in Alabama became the heroes of the Civil Rights 
Movement Finally, paraphrasing Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr., he said: "Perhaps it's time to 
let freedom ring from the mountains and valleys of Cove/Mallard." 

Pro bono attorney Michael H. stated that a "guilty" verdict will tell the US Forest Service 


that it is OK to: 

A) dose areas of the Forest at will, thus keeping out people of good will and good 
faith who merely are trying to document Forest Service violations, 

B) mace people, 

Q use pain holds, even when totally unnecessary, and 

d) not be accountable for their actions. 

On the other hand, a "not guilty" verdict will tell the Forest Service exactly the opposite 
and it will tell these protesters that there is hope within the system. 

After five looong days, Judge Lodge took center stage: in a lengthy and thoughtful 
speech, he stated often that he never doubted our sincerity or our dedication to our 
cause, and he praised our forthrightness. Then he did what he had to do under the 
law: he found us guilty of violating the Forest Service closure order. Guilty of placing 
obstructions, including our bodies, in the road (except for Hunter— see above). Innocent, 
however, of resisting arrest (except for Wally, a non-violence trainer, for Pete's sake). 

A sentencing, the US Attorney tried to single out a few of the more “visible" activists for harsh 
treatment, including jail time, but the judge wouldn't have any of it 

What we ended up with were $ 200 fines, three years 
probation (ouch), and 200 hours community service, 
not connected with Earth First! activities. And, the 
unkindest cut of all — get a job! 

We're somewhat transformed, but no less commit- 
ted. These words are easy to say, and to type, but our 
actions in the future will 
speak to their sincerity. 

Meanwhile, everyone 
involved is urged to stay 
'the course. Hang in 
there. Keep up the fight 
Shoulders back, chests 
out, all that rot 

Me, I'm going to Baja. 





FightBack Against Furrier Propaganda

Over the past few months, the fur industry, from 
retail outlets to trade groups to trappers, have united 
in a multimillion-dollar advertising campaign to con- 
vince the public that wearing fur is once again accept- 
able. Perhaps the most insidious new claim made by 
the industry is that fur is "the Natural Choice" and is 
"among nature's most ecologically sound products." 
Like many recent wise use propaganda efforts, groups 
such as the Fur Farm Animal Welfare Coalition (FFAWC) 
seek to play upon average people's environmental 
concerns to maintain their profits. 



While most of us are aware of the treatment furbear- 
ers undergo in traps and on fur ranches, there has been 
less attention given to the ecological effects of fur 
production. For more than 200 years, furriers have 
been waging war against American wildlife and dam- 
aging regional ecosystems. Most predators on the 
eastern seaboard were wiped out by 1800, due in part 
to relentless trapping to meet European demand. In 
the West, trappers of the Missouri Fur Trading Com- 
pany, the Rocky Mountain Fur Trading Company, the 
American Fur Trading Company and others pushed 
beavers toward extinction until beaver hats went out 


of fashion in the 1840s. In similar fashion, mink, 
marten, and other species were severely depleted from 
their previous populations and their habitat areas were 
reduced well into the twentieth century. 

The practice of fur farming, which caught on in the 
1920s, led to importation of exotic animals like the 
nutria, which is currently ravaging wetlands in 
Louisiana. 

Today, fur farms produce mass quantities of animal 
waste that can lead to water pollution in several ways. 
If the farm is near a stream, rain can wash the excre- 
ment into the water, contaminating it. When dumped 
in high concentrations, excessive nitrates soak into 
the soil and pollute groundwater. This has been a 
concern of the Wisconsin Department of Natural Re- 
sources, and the FFAWC, the group that produces the 
Natural Choice brochure, has even gone as far as lobbying 
governments in the Great Lakes region to lower water 
quality standards to help fur ranchers. Disposal of 
animal carcasses can cause similar problems. 

Trapping disrupts animal populations by manipu- 
lating predator/prey relationships. During each trap- 
ping season, many predators are removed from local 
ecosystems. This can lead to overpopulation of various 
prey species which in turn overeat vegetation in the 
area. By stimulating the rate of birth of targeted 
animals, trapping changes the age dynamics of fur- 
bearers. This leaves furbearer populations more sus- 
ceptible to disease and more likely to cause crop 
damage. 

Non-targeted animals are also killed in large num- 
bers by trappers, who refer to them as "trash" animals. 
While it is impossible to get statistics on non-targeted 
animals killed by individual trappers, it is well known 
that monitored trapping, such as that done by the 
Animal Damage Control, kills endangered species, 
domestic animals, and thousands of others. It is cer- 
tainly reasonable to expect that fur trapping has 
similar results. Trapping is currently threatening some 
populations of bobcats in the Northwest, and trappers 


have fought hard to stop any protective regulations 
from being placed on this species. 

Formaldehyde and other carcinogenic chemicals are 
used in the processing of fur coats. The Environmental 
Protection Agency "found total non-compliance with 
hazardous waste regulations" among fur processing 
plants, according to North-East Regional Administra- 
tor Constantine Sidamon-Eristoff. Kim Helper, also 
with the EPA, claimed that wastes from fur processing 
plants "may cause respiratory problems, and are listed 
as possible carcinogens. " These statements were made 
after the EPA fined two fur processors a combined total 
of $1.5 million for ignoring environmental regula- 
tions. 

Lastly, vast amounts of fuel are used in the produc- 
tion of fur coats. A study by the Ford Motor Com- 
pany!]) found that the production of a wild fur re- 
quired three times the energy used to produce a 
synthetic coat This came after calculating skinning, 
pelt drying, transport to shipping point and auction 
center, processing, and manufacturing. Fur farming, 
which requires the production of feed, cages, arid so 
on, is much worse in terms of energy expended. An 
astonishing 66 times more energy goes into a farmed 
fur coat than a synthetic coat, and even more than that 
for fabric coats. 

The fur industry is environmentally unsound, and 
viciously cruel to many species of furbearers. Any time 
the furriers try to jump on the environmental band- 
wagon, we must be prepared to shove them off.

ALF Grand 
Juries Continue 

Or, I Thought I Was Awake but 
I Couldn’t Shake the Suits

It's been a long year and a half, my 
friends... 18 months of early-morning 
visits, threats and intimidation, hair 
samples and foot measurements, three 
incarcerations and one indictment. 

We thought it would be over. We 
weathered it out, looking forward to 
making plans when the investigations 
were over and we could continue with 
our lives. Maybe we could even visit 
friends and renew friendships forced 
into the closet by fear of exposure and * 
incrimination. 

We were naive. 

The recurring grand jury nightmare 
has only just begun. 

In Michigan, one grand jury 
expired — their 18 months were up. 
Before it was over, though, they 
issued an indictment for Rod 
Coronado on five separate charges 
ranging from interstate travel to 
commit a felony, to setting a fire to 
destroy animal research. It made them 
look good and gave them a reason to 
continue the investigation, so a whole 
new grand jury was impaneled. 

Things so far, though, have been 
quiet... no new subpeonas, no noth- 
ing. Disturbing. 

In Spokane, shit continues to hit the 
fan. Kim Trimiew was jailed in early 


October and released after three weeks 
pending appeal. Her appeal revolved 
around the fact that, as a target of the 
grand jury in more than one district, 
immunity from testimony could not 
be guaranteed. A three-judge panel in 
the Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
denied the appeal. Since so far the US 
Attorney has declined to imprison her 
she is still out. The grand jury in 
Spokane expired on December 7th, 
but the rumor is they're impaneling a 
whole new grand jury. The state is so 
predictable. 

What does that mean for Kim? It 
means that most likely by the time 
you read this she'll be back in the big 
house. 

And for the rest of us, it means 
another 18 months of watching, 
listening and waiting for the indict- 
ments to come down. 

And what about the animals... I 
often wonder what it means to them.

Two to four years from now deerweed, 
a nitrogen-fixing shrub of the legume 
family, will likely dominate. Deerweed 
converts the nutrients of the ashes into 
usable form for the plants to follow as 
well as providing a nutritious snack for 
herbivores. 

In five to ten years the land will again 
resemble its pre-fire form. South facing 
slopes will increasingly be dominated 
by drought-deciduous shmbs and suc- 
culents, such as prickly pear cactus, buck- 
wheat and sages. North-facing slopes 
will likely be dominated by evergreen 
shrubs, such as laurel sumac, scrub oak, 
toyon and lemonade berry. In coastal 
sage scrub, the initial wave of annuals 
will have mostly died off with increas- 
ing canopy cover. A new wave of annu- 
als begins to appear, however, and spe- 
cies richness continues to climb until 
20-30 years after the fire. 

Forty years after a fire plant diversity is 
greatly reduced; a few shrubs dominate 
with almost no understory herb con- 
tent. Some ecologists even consider ar- 
eas like this senescent; a community in 
decline until fire once again renews the 
cycle of succession. 

The Upshot 

In order to protect coastal sage scrub 
and the species within it, fire must be 
accounted for. Repeated fires can con- 
vert coastal sage scrub to grassland, while 
a lapse in the fire cycle might see the 
opposite phenomenon. The landscape 
must be seen as an interconnected mo- 
saic of habitats dependent on each other. 


Simply delineatingboundaries around 
coastal sage scrub will not work. Vast 
areas, in fact every undeveloped area left in 
southern California, must be protected so 
that the interplay of natural succession 
has room to take place. In addition, 
restoration of disturbed lands needs to 
occur to upgrade linkages. No more 
"islands" ! This will become increasingly 
critical as the effects of global warming 
are felt, and plant communities attempt 
to migrate with changing conditions. 

The need for large landscape linkages 
is further enforced by the serious loss of 
gnatcatcher and cactus wren popula- 
tions from the fire. The loss is not simply 
oneofnumbers — genetic variability was 
also lost with the fires, and with it 
potential adaptability to future condi- 
tions. 

Write the Fish and Wildlife Service, 
and demand that the coastal cactus 
wren be emergency listed as an endan- 
gered species (the deadline for action on 
the petition for listing for this species is 
long past), and that the California gnat- 
catcher have its listing upgraded from 
"threatened" to "endangered." While 
you're at it, mention that the Natural 
Communities Conservation Process is a 
failure and should be abandoned. 

Not one more acre for fucking subdi- 
visions!

Where Have All the Tigers Gone? 

Since the turn of the century, the world's tiger 
populations have shrunk from more than 100,000 to 
only 5,000. Only five of the world's eight tiger species 
remain, the other three having disappeared in the last 
50 years through habitat loss and trophy hunting. 
Now, despite years of intense conservation work in 
India and other countries to preserve the remaining 
species, the China tiger is all but gone. The Siberian (or 
Amur) tiger, the world's largest feline, numbers no 
more than 200 in the wild; there are more Siberian 
tigers confined in the world's zoos than living in the 
wild. This ominous trend recently moved Interna- 
tional Union for Conservation of Nature (IUCN) Chair- 
man Peter Jackson to warn, "Virtual extinction of the 
tiger in the next ten years cannot be ruled out." 

Where have all the tigers gone? They are being killed 
to supply the East Asian wildlife trade that is headquar- 
tered in Taiwan. As the IUCN's Cat Specialist Group 
concluded at their November, 1992, meeting in New 
Delhi, "the demand for bones for Chinese medicine, 
rather than furs, is now the driving force for poach- 
ing." Some tigers are actually taken alive for sale to 
Chinese and Taiwanese speculators who in turn sell 
the whiskers, eyes, blood, bones, organs and other 
parts to practitioners of folk medicine. 

Indochina's last survivingtigers are also being slaugh- 
tered, to sate the appetites of wealthy Korean, J apanese 
and Taiwanese tourists in such vacation playgrounds 
as Phuket in Thailand and Ho Chi Minh City (Saigon) 
in Viet Nam. Because China has reduced its once 
40,000-strong population of four tiger species to just 
two species numbering less than 100 individuals, 
traders have tuned to India's parks and reserves and to 
Siberia and Indochina to meet the demand. India's 
much vaunted Bengal tiger reserves are now under 
assault from poachers who strike and head north to 
the Chinese border, carrying tiger bones and pelts 
bundled up in sacks like so much firewood. 

A single tiger can fetch up to $45,000, with every 
part — meat, eyes, blood, claws, fat, stomach, intes- 
tines, bile, nose, whiskers and even feces — allegedly 
useful in traditional lore for some sort of medicinal, 
sexual, emotional or theological remedy. Tiger bone 
powder is sold as a pain killer, whiskers are acquired as 
protective charms, tails are used to make a skin disease 
ointment and the brains are advertised as a cure for 
acne. 

Prepackaged tiger bone products are manufactured 
in both China and Taiwan. At least twenty-four differ- 
ent businesses in China export preparations of tiger 
bone tablets, wine and powders to Taiwan. These 
potions are advertised as a cure for rheumatism, apo- 
plexy, paralysis, pain, kidney and liver problems, poor 
blood circulation, weak tendons and bones, conges- 
tion, heart conditions and demonic possession. 

Tigers and other wildlife are not used just for tradi- 
tional medicine. There is also the custom of "jinbu" 
wherein the quality of what is consumed is allegedly 
imparted to the consumer. This "you are whatyou eat" 
belief accounts for the abiding practice of consuming 
tiger eyeballs in order to gain the night vision of the 
tiger.

Standing before the "Chinese Institute for Poison- 
ous Snake Research" in Taipei, one might expect 
something quite different But beyond the front table 
where scores of reptiles from southeast Asia are nightly 
slung up and slit end to end in order to drain their 
blood and make "tea," the "Institute" is only a typical 
Chinese lunch counter serving noodles and the local 
version of coca-cola. 

In the camival-like atmosphere of "Snake Alley," 
where families stroll as in an American shopping mall, 
are dozens of other shops specializing in one aspect or 
another of the wildlife trade. Some display captive 
orangutans who smoke cigarettes and chew tobacco, 
others sell knicknacks, jewelry and garments made 
from elephant and walrus ivory, coral, turtle shell, bear 
claws and leopard skins. But commerce in the Alley is 
dominated by a dozen open-air shops that slice open 
live snakes and squeeze their blood into shot glasses or 
pitchers of dark tea for sale to the public. 

Taiwan has one of the world's highest per capita 
incomes, so it is no surprise that the average citizen of 
Taipei, the capital, takes such luxuries as sports cars, 
personal computers and cellular telephones for granted. 
This same prosperity, however, also fuels a market for 
a more unsettling list of consumer goods: aphrodisiacs 
and headache powders made from rhino hom, gour- 
met meals of tiger and bear meat, panda skin mgs — 
essentially a whole smorgasbord of products derived 
from rare and endangered wildlife. 

The neon-lit, industrialized capital of Taiwan is the 
headquarters for much of the nation's manufacturing 
based economy. Industry — producing everything from 
electronic components and appliances to bicycles and 
tennis shoes, mostly for overseas markets — has made 
Taiwan a prosperous land, a land where anything can 
be bought. But for the world's wildlife, the Taiwanese 
appetite for the rare and exotic is buying many wildlife 
species express-lane tickets to extinction. 

Earth Island Institute's Endan- 
gered Species Project (ESP), in as- 
sociation with the Environmen- 
tal Investigation Agency, 

Earthtrust and Tiger Trust UK, re- 
cently completed an 18-month 
undercover investigation into 
southeast Asia's illegal wildlife 
trade. With the help of nearly a 
dozen investigators and additional 
support from Taiwanese environ- 
mentalists, ESP was able to docu- 
ment Taiwan's central role in the 
trafficking of virtually every spe- 
cies indigenous to the region, as 
well as other species from as far away as Africa and the 
USA. 

Athough illegal trade in endangered species and 
fauna ostensibly protected in their native lands is not 
limited to Taiwan, the Taiwanese have done for the 
wildlife trade what they have also managed to do for 
their manufacturing industry— raise it to a level of 
market intensity and competitiveness unrivaled in the 
world. 


Taipei's Hidden Markets 

In this modem cityscape dominated by symbols of 
international commerce— shining corporate office build- 
ings and construction sites where workers pour concrete for 
a new multi-billion-dollar elevated railway — our investiga- 
tion uncovered business of a vastly different nature. While 
the highly westernized Taiwanese have cast off virtually 
every other vestige of what was once traditional Chinese 
culture, Taiwan's wildlife trade survives as an anachronistic 
cultural holdover that has outlived feudalism, the god- 
emperor, Mao and even Communist China itself 


In Taipei alone are hun- 
dreds of "apothecaries" — 
essentially smallfolkmedi- 
cine pharmacies — that 
stock and sell rhino hom 
from Africa, tiger bone 
from India and bear gall 
from the United States. In 
all of Taiwan, an island 
nation of 20 million only 
one and a half times the 
size of Vermont, there are 
nearly 14,000 such pharmacies. Of 135 pharmacies 
recently surveyed in Taipei by Earthtrust, stocks of 
tiger bone were found in two out of every three. A 
study released last year by TRAFFIC International 
estimated that 77% of Taiwan's apothecaries — 10,500 
shops — stock rhino hom. 

There are also taxidermy shops which provide hides, 
skulls and entire animals for collectors, and restau- 
rants that offer rare and exotic dishes prepared from 
endangered species. And binding it all together are 
legions of unrepentant wildlife smugglers, buyers, 
speculators and consumers of species that will soon be 
extinct The Taiwanese market is nothing less than the 
terminus for a deadly and illegal trade that could by 
itself cause the extinction of tigers in the wild in the 
next ten years. 


Wildlife Safari — Taiwan Style 

Taiwan boasts a level of intimacy with wildlife that 
is unrivaled anywhere in the world. In Snake Alley, 
showmen openly hawk bottles of wine distilled from 
tiger bones, and routinely offer concoctions of snake 
and tiger blood for enhancement of male sexuality. 
One shop even offers live demonstrations of the 
blood's alleged effect on male virility by directing 
clients to step behind a partition where one can 
observe lovers engaged in "tiger-enhanced coitus." 

For weary businessmen in the mood for a little 

romantic dining, 
ESP's cameras zeroed 
in on a Taipei restau- 
rant specializing in 
such exotic dishes as 
tiger penis soup (by 
advance reservation 
only, minimum 
party of ten, cost: 
$3,200). The man- 
ager of the establish- 
ment, where dinner 
for a party of 12 can 
run $20,000, openly 
talked of importing 
up to two dozen tiger penises a year from Hong Kong, 
and was proud to have her current inventory of four 
dried tiger penises committed to videotape. Displayed 
on the premises in a glass case, the penises were 
enshrined on brightly colored fabric along with other 
exotic "foods" including glands from the rare and 
endangered musk deer (also supposedly banned from 
trade under Taiwanese law). 

Outside of Taipei the situation is just as bad. The 
inside of one shop in Tainan is reported to be the front 
operation for the second biggest ivory smuggling ring 
in the world. The facility resembles a gargantuan 
funeral home for elephants. In a room the size of a 
bam, thousands of ivory carvings and sets of tusks 
line display cases or sit atop carved tables and 
stands. In Tainan and elsewhere in Taiwan, African 
and Asian rhino hom is displayed as prominently as 
possible to lure potential customers inside, where 
merchandise from dozens of other species line the 
walls.

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Smuggler's Paradise 

The wildlife trade in Taiwan is not just a sideline — 
it is a major industry with a sprawling global network 
of supply lines that reaches around the world. Those 
items which cannot be secured by post or via personal 
travel are supplied by widespread smuggling opera- 
tions that service Taiwan's ports. Traffic across the 
Taiwan Straits from mainland China is heavy, and 
vessels laden with wildlife regularly travel to the island 
from ports like Singapore and Hong Kong, as well as 
from numerous coastal cities in Vietnam, Malaysia, 
the Philippines, Indonesia and Thailand. 

The evidence of Taiwan's involvement in the trade 
is so overwhelming that one can only surmise that the 
government's role is one of collusion or complete 
indifference. Shops stocking tiger bone are located just 
minutes from the main offices of the Council of 
Agriculture (COA), the government agency charged 
with enforcing bans on such products. ESP investiga- 
tors found bear gall priced at $ 10,000/kilo and discov- 
ered abundant rhino hom, despite numerous govern- 
ment pledges to crack down on the trade. ESP also 
documented numerous shops traffickingin body parts 
from monkeys, pangolins, sea turtles, leopards and 
snakes. One Taipei shop owner jokingly proclaimed 
that "the only thing with four legs that a Taiwanese 
won't eat is a chair". 

Evidence of Taiwan's public acceptance of this ille- 
gal trade is everywhere apparent. An article published 
in one Taiwanese trade magazine in 1980 reported the 
importation of 2,000 kilos of tiger bone annually to 
produce 100,000 bottles of wine. To put this in per- 
spective, 2,000 kilos (4,400 pounds) of bone is the 
equivalent of 160 live tigers. And while government 
representatives decry the existence of any problem, 
one has only to seek out the local pharmacy to see that 
Taiwan remains the ultimate laissez faire market for 
wildlife. 

Taiwan's Wildlife Farms 

Taiwan never had native tigers. It now boasts more 
tigers in captivity than can be found in all of mainland 
China. There are at least a dozen "tiger farms" scattered 
across Taiwan, stocked with live cats smuggled from 
Indonesia, Sumatra, China and VietNam, their hybrid 
offspring fattened and slaughtered to meet local de- 
mand. The farms' owners breed these animals to cash 
in on lucrative black market demand. 

Whenlocal journalists askedtheMinisterofTaiwan's 
COA about the number of captive tigers in Taiwan, he 
stated that there were no more than 30. Independent 
surveys by Earthtrust, however, have documented 
more than 80 captive tigers in T aiwan, and established 
the presence of other "forms" holding additional 
tigers. The owner of one form claimed that there were 
200 to 300 captive tigers 
in Taiwan. 

Taiwan's so called 
"wildlife farms" also 
serve as staging areas for 
other illegal wildlife, 
particularly larger ani- 
mals like leopards, bears 
and primates. Individu- 
als are almost always 
non-native species from 
habitats located thou- 
sands of miles away. At 
one location, an hour 
outsideTaipei, ESP cam- 
eras filmed three infant 
orangutans from distant Borneo sharing a cage. Be- 
sides the dozen tigers held for breeding and sale (the 
owner's refrigerator held an entire tiger skeleton), one 
cage contained a North American mountain lion. The 
import, sale or trade of orangutans and tigers is prohib- 
ited under Taiwanese law. Unfortunately, like the 
wildlife laws regarding everything else in Taiwan, this 
regulation is completely ignored. 

Unenforced Legislation 

Over the last 30 years, traditional conservation 
efforts for species of terrestrial megafauna like el- 
ephants, rhinos and tigers have focused almost exclu- 
sively on activity and efforts within the "range states" — 
the territories where the animals live. International 
efforts to implement bans on trade of rhino hom and 
tiger parts through the Convention on International 
Trade in Endangered Species (CITES) of rhino hom 


and tiger parts have failed, not through lack of effort 
to curtail poaching and traffic of wildlife products 
within and out of the range states, but rather because 
of the near total absence of related effort to end trade 
within the consuming nations, especially Taiwan and 
China. 

As a result, conservation efforts for rhinos and tigers 
have been eclipsed by market demand and the profit- 
ability of the trade. The failure to address the problem 
is the ultimate cause for the demise of rhinos, tigers, 
leopards and elephants, and will likely cause their 
extinction in the wild if left unchecked, just as it has 
already destroyed the populations of these species 
across vast areas of the planet. 

Recent criticisms by such groups as World Wide 
Fund for Nature (WWF) have attributed fault for these 
problems to the unenforceable nature of CITES bans 
on the species in question. WWF 
has begun suggesting that the only 
way to save wildlife is to "make it 
pay its way." What that means for 
the rhino, for instance — beyond the 
idea that somehow wildlife owe 
humanity a debt for the continued 
privilege of existence — is legalizing 
the hom trade and acting to pre- 
emptively dehom the surviving 
populations. By institutionalizing 
the trade, this proposal would add 
rhinos to humankind's growing list 
of (mis)managed animal popula- 
tions by turning them into farm 
animals. 

In the absence of participation 
andsupportby CITES members (like 
the USA) to implement its accords 
and apply trade sanctions to offend- 
ing nations, there will be no future 
for CITES, or for those species CITES 
is supposed to safeguard from ex- 
tinction. 

Institutionalizing wildlife trade through legaliza- 
tion and micro-management of populations will be at 
least as ineffectual as previous efforts to halt species 
decline in the absence of legitimate activity to curtail 
and eliminate demand for hom, bone, pelts, penises, 
and other wildlife products. Legalization could actu- 
ally further depopulate endangered species by setting 
up "legitimate" fronts for illegal activity, or as one 
Namibian conservation official said, "starting a race 
between the poachers and the dehomers." 

The need for banning trade in endangered species is 
sound; the failure lies within the execution of the 
implied mandate of CITES members and their respon- 
sibility for enforcing bans. While traffickers within 
Taiwan, China, Singapore and Hong Kong are able to 

floutnational "laws" and 
international accords, 
no amount of activity 
within the range states 
can prevent the further 
annihilation and subse- 
quent extinction of spe- 
cies in the wild. As long 
as the Eastern markets 
exist, poachers will con- 
tinue to gun down wild- 
life, more so as popula- 
tions dwindle and the 
prices paid for rare spe- 
cies climb. 

Boycott Taiwan 

Taiwanese stocks of rhino hom and tiger bone are 
perhaps equal in quantity to those possessed by extant 
species populations "on the hoof" within Asia and 
Africa. In order to force the Taiwanese government to 
end the illegal wildlife trade, on February 25, 1993, 
Earth Island, the Environmental Investigation Agency, 
the Animal Welfare Institute and the Humane Society 
of the US launched an international boycott against 
Taiwanese goods. The campaign is initially targeting 
Taiwanese brand names like Acer computers, Tatung 
electronics and Giant bicycles. The boycott coalition is 
demanding that Taiwan seize and destroy all stocks of 
rhino, tiger and bear products and enact mandatory 
sentences for wildlife dealers commensurate with those 
presently reserved for convicted dealers of illegal drugs 
like heroin and cocaine. 


A number of US-based companies that rely heavily 
on Taiwanese imports of components and finished 
products are also being contacted in an attempt to 
strengthen the boycott on a national level. Such 
name-brand giants as Nike, Puma and Adidas, Schwinn 
and Raleigh for bicycles, Prince and Wilson, and 
Tandy/Radio Shack are being encouraged to suspend 
trade with Taiwan until such time as the government 
takes meaningful action against the trade. 

Enforcement of the CITES trade bans and the rel- 
evant laws within Taiwan can onlybe achieved through 
seizure and destruction of stocks of products derived 
from endangered wildlife, and via actual enforcement 
of Taiwan's Wildlife Conservation Act. The opinions 
held by the majority of those Taiwanese citizens, 
journalists and government officials willing to ac- 
knowledge the existence of the trade are similar to 
those heldby Westerners, i.e. that 
it should be stopped. What is still 
lacking in Taiwan is the political 
will to even acknowledge that a 
problem exits, let alone deal with 
it in a constructive manner. 

Wildlife trafficking is irrespon- 
sible, barbaric and unnecessary; 
it reflects poorly upon any na- 
tion and inevitably compromises 
international conservation ef- 
forts. Taiwan's role as the driving 
force behind the Asian/intema- 
tional trade in endangered spe- 
cies traffic is inexcusable. For the 
conservation community and the 
governments of all CITES nations, 
it is clearly time to force Taiwan 
to halt commerce in endangered 
species. Taiwan's role in the trade 
is nothing less than an affront to 
the international conservation 
community which for too long 
has coddled Taiwan and China 
■like misunderstood children. The cumulative effect of 
the hundreds of millions of dollars and decades of 
effort poured into Asian and African conservation 
efforts has thus for been little more than an interna- 
tional subsidy of the traditional Chinese medical 
industry — a practice that provides not so much a way 
of healing humans as a profitable means of annihilat- 
ing wildlife. 

The negative public and economic fallout associated 
with the boycott will not be lost on other nations 
involved in wildlife trade such as China, Japan, and 
South Korea. The boycott should serve as an object 
lesson on the potentially damaging consequences 
other nations can expect in the event they also fail to 
address these issues within their own borders. 

The West of course is also guilty of profiteering off 
the resources of living plants and animals. CITES itself, 
the international body charged with protecting threat- 
ened species, is predicated on the trading in endan- 
gered species rather than abolishing such trade except 
in cases of direst threat to the survival of the species. 
We can argue that our own usage "rationale" is based 
on science rather than superstition, but when it comes 
to destroying an ancient species like the yew tree to 
produce a high-cost cancer-fighting drug, the results 
can be the same. 

Perhaps it is time for the United States to exhibit 
some much needed international leadership by ban- 
ning all import and export of wild animals not associ- 
ated with education and research. In as much as the 
trade in wild animals has a universally negative effect 
on populations and ecosystems, it would seem a 
timely and sensible thing to do. Until such time as the 
nations of the world exhibit the political will to deal 
with the problem of endangered species trade, educa- 
tion and citizen action must provide solutions to the 
problems affecting rhinos, tigers, leopards, bears, pan- 
das and a host of other species. And right now, that 
may be the only genuine hope that exists for resolving 
these problems within the lifetime of the wild popula- 
tions of the species themselves. 

Boycott Taiwan!

Debt for Nature, 
Jail for Hurw'rtz

Animals and activists from the redwood region and points east rallied 
outside the headquarters of the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation 
(FDIC) in Washington, DC, and New York City on November 22.1he 
rallies were called to demand that a $ 548 million claim against redwood 
raider Charles Hurwitz's failed S & L be vigorously pursued before the 
statute of limitations runs out at year's end. The animals delivered a 
memo to FDIC employees asking that the man who has been hacking 
down their redwood homes be indicted for his treachery against the 
American taxpayers. 

Earth First! was joined by Save America's Forests, the Student Envi- 
ronmental Action Coalition, Native Forest Network and others in 
staging this effective rally. Activists in New York met with seemingly 
sympathetic FDIC officials, and in DC, activists hung a huge 24-foot 
banner from two little trees in front of FDIC headquarters with a two- 
word message even a bureaucrat could understand: Jail Hurwitz. 

Meanwhile, Texas Congressperson Henry Gonzalez, chairman of the 
House Banking Committee, faxed a letter to FDIC Chairman Andrew 
Hove, Jr., calling on the agency to act on its claim against Hurwitz, 
which has languished for five years without any criminal or civil action 
being pursued. Hurwitz, the infamous junkbondraiderwho tripled the 
logging rate of the Pacific Lumber Company after his MAXXAM Corp. 
tookitover in 1985 andincurred a $750 million debt, is also responsible 
for the failure of United Savings Association of Texas (USAT). USAT cost 
$ 1.6 billion to bail out, making it the largest failed thrift in Texas. The 
$548 million claim stands against USAT's holding company, United 
Financial Group, and stems from Hurwitz's failure to fulfill an agree- 
ment with the FDIC to maintain a minimum net worth of that amount 
in the bank. 

This activity takes place as the Headwaters Forest Act (HR 2866) 
moves smoothly through the House of Representatives. The bill, 
introduced by California Congressperson Dan Hamburg, would autho- 
rize the federal government to purchase 44,000 acres of redwood forest. 
It has the thumbs up from President Clinton. However, Earth First! 
activists, who originated this issue in 1986 by hiking, mapping, naming 
and promoting Headwaters, are concerned that Hurwitz could receive 
federal dollars for the ancient redwoods before he has paid back his S 
& L debt to the American taxpayers. Hurwitz's $500 million asking 
price for Headwaters conveniently approximates his S & L debt. With 
the legality of the PL takeover and the S & L failure in question, the goal 
becomes clear: DEBT FOR NATURE AND JAIL FOR HURWITZ. 

Save the Etiwanda Sage! 

A California Department of Fish and Game lands aquisition proposal 
! for the Etiwanda alluvial sage fen in the foothills of the San Gabriel 
7 mountains is now before the California Wildlife Conservation Board. 

The proposal, the result of intensive campaigning by Alluvial EFI, 
7, calls for the purchase of 700 acres about to be auctioned by the 
| Resolution Trust Corporation. The US Fish and Wildlife Service is also 
j looking at two adjacent parcels for acquisition, so that over 1,200 acres 
j may qualify for federal protection. 

The Etiwanda area, noted for its dense stands of white sage, is also 
j home to a unique peat bog dated over one hundred thousand years 
old, which contains spiders and other many-legged creatures of distinct 
!J taxonomy. 

The Etiwanda sage fan is part of the alluvial sage scrub ecosystem. 
‘With over 97% of the historic range destroyed, and with most of the 
| remaining 3% slated for destruction, alluvial sage scrub is one of the 
jmost endangered ecosystems in the world.

Relax, the Owl Is Just Fine

On October 6, the timber industry filed a petition asking the US 
government to remove the northern spotted owl from the threatened 
species list in California. 

A biologist for the American Forest and Paper Association said, 
"We've got a lot more owls than we originally thought; ...the immedi- 
ate danger in terms of long-term survival... is not nearly what was 
thought." 

The good folks at the US Fish and Wildlife Service made assurances 
that the owl is "faring better" in California than in Oregon and 
Washington mainly because there is more active clear cutting in the 
northwest However, a spokesperson for the agency acknowledged it 
would be premature to delist the owl only 
three years after its listing. 

The California Forestry Association also 
filed for delisting, claiming that as many as 
8,500 spotted owls live in California. This is 
more than the 8,000 estimated by FWS for 
the entire three-state area! Robert Taylor, a 
CFA biologist, called their habitat "stable," 
and said it was "likely to increase." Of 
course, he lauded the .CFA, saying their 
"projection of population trend is based on 
a more precise, mechanistic model of owl 
population dynamics than existing govern- 
ment models." (Does this mean we go in 
with our chainsaws?) CFA president William Dennison said that their 
study included privately-owned forests not included in the govern- 
ment survey. 

The FWS regional estimate of about 8,000 owls includes 3,602 
breeding pairs — ironically the same number estimated when the spot- 
ted owl was listed as threatened. One can see quite a disparity in the 
figures. For example, while the CFA estimates 2,500 pairs of owls in 
California, the FWS tallies only 960. 

It appears as if these "forestry ass-odations" are using insidious and 
highly dubious means to achieve their ends, i.e., to go in and wipe out 
every acre of old growth they can set their greasy chainsaws to, 
eradicating ALL the life therein. Once again, amid the rattling of 
chainsaws (sabers?), goes up the frenetic battle cry of the corporation: 
"Damn all the life forms — there's money to be made!" 

Postscript For a translation of the aforementioned "biologists, " I refer 
readers to Robespierre's Rules for Rhetorical Redundancy , or Redundant 
Rules for Rhetoric, or, well, anyway, it can be found at fine corporate 
bookstores/restrooms everywhere. 






Fighting Logging in Maine's 
Mt. Blue State Park 

So you think the northern forests of Maine are an untrammeled 
wilderness? Well, here are some facts to ponder. Ninety-eight 
percent of Maine is "forested," making it the most tree-covered 
region in the United States. Yet over 50 percent is owned by multi- 
national paper companies. Less than five percent of Maine is owned 
by the public, and file one percent of Maine's land that is in the 
Park and Reserve land status remains unprotected from the timber 
industry. 

In 1984, the people of Maine voted in favor of a referendum 
outlawing commercial cutting in state parks, but the law excluded 
all existing deeds and contracts. In 1967, the state of Maine deeded 
timber rights to 1,160 acres of the 5,000-acre Mt. Blue State Park to 
Timberlands, Inc., for a thirty-year period. In a shady exchange, 
Timberlands gave the state 17 acres on Webb Lake. The state 
recently reported that Timberlands violated the original deed and 
management plan, but the fundamental issue remains: timber 
companies should get out and stay out of Maine's dwindling public 
lands. 

After ignoring the deed since 1972, Timberlands began cutting 
again in 1992. One hundred people organized to stop the cut in Mt. 
Blue State Park. Numerous tactics ranging from meetings, lobbying, 
and education to non-violent citizen blockades (35 arrests — all 
charges dismissed) have brought the issue to the forefront of the 
forestry debate in Maine. The deed expires in 1997, when the state 
will inherit a scathed and unsightly park checkerboarded with 
dearcuts. Maine's forests are already stripped of their original 
diversity, thanks to the multinational timber companies. 

We call upon the people of Maine, the United States, and the 
world to help protect the public land remaining in Maine, the paper 
plantation state. 
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Strip Mining T hreatens the Kaiparowits

Andalex Resources, Inc. (kinda rhymes with 
"Band-of-Fucks"), a coal-mining company owned by 
the Dutch Michell Green family, continues to haunt 
the Colorado Plateau. And to no one's surprise, the 
BLM is aiding and abetting them. Bandafux is 
Kentucky-based and has mines in that state as well 
as two near Price, Utah. In 1985 they leased a nine- 
square-mile site in Smokey Hollow Canyon, 
Kaiparowits Plateau, north of Page, Arizona. They 
plan to unearth about two and a half million tons of 
coal annually. Rocky Mountain double trucks (300 
per day, each 92 feet long) will haul it to either 
Moapa, Nevada or Lion Springs, Utah (because 
Flagstaff raised hell), load it on choo-choos headed 
for Los Angeles, and then— get this — shipping it to 
Japan, Korea or Taiwan. In 1991, when several 
Flagstaffians ranted about the idiocy of this plan, 
project manager Dave Shaver changed his tune, 
saying that a market will be sought in Texas. Hmm. 
Bandafux and its cohorts are definitely thinking 
BIG. The Port of LA is currently enlarging its harbor, 
so that by April, 1996, it will be able to handle an 
eight- to ten-fold increase in the amount of Utah 
coal, which will effectively double the amount of 
coal coming out of this state. 

The leases of Bandafux and PacifiCorp would 
expire in 1995 (according to BLM rules) if the 
companies failed to show commercial development 
worth 1/100 of the recoverable coal. But last year, 
Utah BLM Director Jim Parker issued a "suspension 
of diligence" on these companies' leases, freeing 
them of any deadlines. Furthermore, the Southern 
Utah Wilderness Alliance reports that the BLM is 
shirking its duty to include the National Park Service 
(NPS) in the review process of a draft Environmental 
Impact Statement (EIS) to be released this winter. 
Because the trucks are slated to run though Glen 
Canyon National Recreation Area, the NPS should 


be included in the EIS process as a "cooperating 
agency." Yet the Kanab BLM office denied an NPS 
request that scoping hearings be held in San Fran- 
cisco and Denver, and the state and Kanab offices 
have actually fibbed regarding NPS involvement. 

Look at a map. That big empty spot between Lake 
Foul and the town of Escalante is one of the few 
large areas on the Colorado Plateau with wildness 
worth shouting 
about. It is 
framed by the 
Escalante River 
drainage, Glen 
Canyon, the 
Paria Plateau, 
the Vermilion 
Cliffs, the 
White Cliffs, 

Bryce Canyon, 
and the Dixie National Forest It has one north- 
south dirt road, impassable most of the year. A 
portion of Kaiparowits Plateau is included in Utah 
Representative Hinchey's Utah BLM Wilderness Act 
(HR 1500). Kaiparowits, red rock country of the 
Plateau, means "mountain home of the people" in 
Pah Ute, and harbors both archaeological sites and 
Plateau critters: 7 amphibian, 29 reptile, 74 mam- 
mal, and 183 bird species. These include Mexican 
spotted owl, spotted bat, peregrine falcon, mountain 
lion, golden eagle, bobcat, and until recently, 
bighorn sheep. The native Colorado River cutthroat 
trout may exist in the drainages of Lake Foul. 

The Utah Department of Natural Resources is 
concerned that mining operations will permanently 
dry up critical springs and seeps and that subsidence 
will affect the large communal winter dens of some 
snake species as well as the other rare and threat- 
ened reptilian species that may inhabit the area. 
These include the western chuckwalla, night lizard, 
plateau whiptail, Mojave patchnosed snake, Rocky 


Mountain toad, and leopard frog. 

Utah DNR's stated main wildlife concern, how- 
ever, is the migrating Paunsaugunt mule deer herd, 
members of which are frequently crunched on 
Highway 89 east of Kanab. To keep deer out of the 
coal trucks' way DNR suggests convincing them to 
stay on the north side of the highway by employing 
"vegetative treatments" which "could consist of 

chainings, pre- 
scribed bums, 
hand treatments, 
or chemical 
treatments." 

The danger in 
allowing Bandafux 
access to 

Kaiparowits is that 
it paves the way 
for other coal 
companies to gain access to the heart of the plateau, 
by way of both new and "improved" roads. With 
the twin onslaught of touroids (similar to hemor- 
rhoids in that they're both just one step away from 
an asshole) and companies such as Bandafux 
currently ravaging the Colorado Plateau, this can't 
be allowed to happen.

Four Southern California 


Species Listed 


by David Hogan 

On August 3, 1993, the US Fish and 
Wildlife Service (FWS) listed four south- 
ern California vernal pool species as 
endangered under the Endangered Spe- 
cies Act. Found only in vernal pools in 
San Diego and Riverside Counties, the 
Otay Mesa mint, California Orcutt grass, 
San Diego button-celery, and the River- 
side fairy shrimp, are all threatened with 
extinction in the near future. The listing 
of these species, along with four others 
presently undergoing review by FWS, 
could protect hundreds of acres of in- 
credibly rich vernal pool habitat in San 
Diego and Riverside Counties. 

Vernal pools are unique temporary 
aquatic ecosystems, formed after winter 
and spring rains on the coastal mesas of 
San Diego County, and in the inland 
valleys of Riverside County, Because they 
are nearly always found on flat topogra- 
phy valued as prime real estate, vernal 
pools have been reduced to less than 3% 
of their original area in California. 

FWS has proposed endangered status 
for four plants, and threatened status for 
two others. Found only within the south- 
ern chaparrals of Orange and San Diego 
Counties, and Baja California Norte, the 
Del Mar manzanita, Encinitas baccharis, 
Del Mar sand aster, Orcutt's spineflower, 
short-leaved dudleya, and the big-leaved 
crown beard are all threatened by the 
destruction of coastal chaparral for de- 
velopment. The big-leaved crown beard 
and the Del Mar sand aster are proposed 





for threatened status due to the presence 
of extensive crown beard populations in 
Baja, and disturbance tolerance by the 
sand aster. The listing of these species, 
along with the listing of the California 
gnatcatcher last spring, could protect 
the fewer than 1,500 acres of southern 
maritime chaparral remaining. 

Most of these species have been on the 
"warranted but precluded" list for years 
while habitat critical to their survival 
has been obliterated. A petition by the 
San Diego Biodiversity Project, and a 
settlement on a legal complaint by the 
Biodiversity Legal Foundation finally 
forced the FWS to act on these species. 

All six species are dependent on the 
unique fog and marine layer associated 
with southern maritime chaparral. Fewer 
than 1,500 acres of this plant commu- 
nity remain, and of that, only half is 
found in fairly large, contiguous blocks. 
Maritime chaparral also contains the 
Torrey pine, one of the rarest conifers in 
the world. Besides habitat destruction, 
the elimination of the fire regime on the 
southern California coast is probably 
the most serious threat to the six species. 


Wake Up, Virginia!

Your birthright of ancient forest is 
being needlessly, wantonly destroyed 
by the US Forest Service in cooperation 
with the Virginia State Division of 
Natural Heritage. When Virginians for 
the Wilderness inspected the proposed 
Stillhouse Timber Sale in the George 
Washington National Forest's 
Deerfield District they were surprised 
to learn that cutting unit #1 consisted 
of old growth. And it had not even 
been mentioned in the environmental 
assessment! Since then we have been 
trying hard to save this precious 
example of the ancient Appalachian. 
This effort culminated in an appeal to 
the Regional Forester, which was 
denied. We also brought this old 
growth stand to the attention of the 
State Division of Natural Heritage, 
which has a mandate to inventory 
such special biological communities. 
Our pleas fell on deaf ears, however. 
From the start the US Forest Service 
has purveyed only lies about the stand. 
They maintain it is not ancient forest 
because it is too small, is near a road, is 
surrounded by previously logged forest 


(why it is precious!), shows only two 
characteristics of old growth (it 
actually shows at least six) and has a 
heavy white pine understory (it 
actually has very few of this native 
species). The USFS admits that the 
stand is at least 183 years old. We 
believe it may be far older since we 
counted more than 300 growth rings 
on a white pine stump at its edge. 

Unfortunately the State Division of 
Natural Heritage is going along with 
the Forest Service despite our pleas 
that they investigate for themselves. 
While the stand deserves a detailed 
study, the point will be moot if the 
stand is cut. For this reason we need 
help. We need letters and/or phone 
calls to Supervisor George Kelley. Also 
let Natural Heritage know how you 
feel about this ancient forest.

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An Open Letter to Susan Zakin, 

Author of Coyotes and Town Doys— 

Earth First! and the Environmental Movement

Editors' note: This is the final installment of an article 
begun in the Samhain issue. 

In 1988-89, the FBI infiltrated a group of activists in 
Prescott, Arizona. Spending millions of dollars and 
accumulating 800 hours of clandestinely recorded 
conversations, the government's frame-up culminated in 
the arrests of Mark Davis, Peg Millett, Marc Baker, Use 
Asplund and Dave Foreman. 

The Arizona 5, as they came to be known, were 
accused of a conspiracy to destroy nuclear power plants, 
an absurd charge thrown out of court for lack of evidence. 
The defendants ultimately accepted a plea bargain in 
1991, pleading guilty to lesser charges. Foreman was 
placed on probation for five years. His sentencing was 
delayed until the end of that time, when his felony 
conspiracy charge will be reduced to a misdemeanor. The 
others received varying amounts of jail time: one month 
for Asplund, six months for Baker, three years for Millett, 
and six years for Davis, who is the only one still in 
prison. 

The following article is a revised version of the letter 
Mark sent to Susan Zakin and several other individuals 
in September after the publication of Coyotes and Town 
Dogs — Earth First! and the Environmental Move- 
ment. A copy of this article was sent to Dave Foreman 
prior to its publication here. 

In part one, Mark wrote about plans with his co- 
defendants to down power lines originating at nuclear 
power plants and his commitment to non-violence. The 
first paragraph is the reprinted conclusion of part one. 

On one of the trips I made to Tucson, Foreman 
and I took a walk and talked. We discussed in 
general terms the state of the planet, and the need 
to take strong action. We discussed specifically the 
killing being done by nukes, the disastrous effects of 
uranium mining on the inhabitants of the reserva- 
tions where most of it took place, talked about the 
long history of governmental cover-ups and so 
fortlix^ asked him if he could come up with any 
money to help fund some potentially risky anti- 
nuclear activities. He agreed to provide some. 

Shortly thereafter I received $480 from hiim The 
government was convinced that had I been willing 
to testify about this conversation, Foreman surely 
would have been convicted of the anti-nuclear 
conspiracy charges and be in prison. I could easily 
have cut a deal to do so and save myself. 

Anyhow, Foreman was fully aware of the anti- 
nuke plans. I know this because I told him myself. 
The prosecution wanted to put him away real bad, 
and believed I was the only one of the defendants 
who could provide them with a "smoking gun." My 
six-year sentence was a consolation prize, given 
when it became clear I would never cooperate. 

None of this negates the fact that the Nuke 
Conspiracy, start to finish, was an outrageous 
example of government entrapment. All the illegal 
activities except the Nuke Plot were essentially 
minor vandalism. The Plot was only kept shakily 
alive through the vigorous efforts of the FBI, who 
had clearly decided to shut Foreman up. In a free 
society, the agents responsible would have been 
dismissed in disgrace. However, we live where and as 
we live, and after the past years of dismemberment, 
there is little left of the Bill of Rights. The secret 
police are pretty close to unstoppable. They can do 
what they please, secure in the knowledge that a 
complacent citizenry doesn't want to know about it 

One of the most objectionable aspects of your 
caricature of me is your repeated assertion about my 
eagerness for martyrdom. According to you it's the 
only motivation for my activism, in those rare 
moments when I am ludd enough to even have a 
motivation. 


You recount in your book the well-known inci- 
dent in which Foreman confronted a man driving a 
pickup truck, refused to back down, and as a result 
was knocked over and dragged some distance. This 
could have easily cost him his life. I have heard him 
say that it caused continuing knee problems. Was 
this martyrdom? Was it somehow sleazy, despi- 
cable? 
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I don't think so. It was an honorable act of cour- 
age undertaken by a man who deemed it necessary 
to expose himself to harm. He was fighting for 
something worth taking a risk over, and sometimes 
the fighters get hurt. That is the unfortunate price 
occasionally paid by those who have principles and 
act on them, or for loving someone or something — a 
person, the Wild — enough that self-interest becomes 
secondary. This is often a temporary state. 

Martyrdom, such as you claim I long to achieve, is 
quite a different matter. It has unpleasant overtones 
of fanaticism, of self delusion. It is little more than a 
will toward self destruction masquerading as a little- 
tin-soldier version of honor. You clearly portray me 
in this light The main evidence you offer for your 
interpretation is a partial, out of context quote: 
"Mark fantasized about sacrificing himself for the 
good of the world, in one media-heavy kamikaze 
death strike. 'It's like poker, you have to ante. My 
ante is my life,' he swaggered" (p. 336). This is 
combined with an utterly unsubstantiated statement 
that after breaking up with Use and finding it 
"wasn't solving his problems [, h]e often felt sui- 
cidal." 

I have already dealt with your creation of the 
"kamikaze death strike" (see Samhain — ed.). Now I 
think maybe we oughta swagger up to that there 
statement about antes. 

'^Western industrial civilization is a killing ma- 
chin^jThe power elite running it is incredibly well- 
entrenched, comprised of people who have the most 
to gain in the short term from continued, unencum- 
bered destruction of the biosphere. They have 
control of the police forces, the military, the major 
media, the legislatures which ostensibly regulate 
their activities, and the bureaucracies charged with 
implementing those regulations. The comfort and 
security of the citizens of industrial nations are 
dependent upon the continued speedy conversion 
of the Earth's living and nonliving resources into 
products. It is thus fair to say that our corporate 
overlords also control public opinion. It's not hard 
to win arguments when you can constantly hold the 
specter of homelessness or worse over the heads of 
your opponents. 


Against this juggernaut, which operates with the 
approval of most of the populace, we find arrayed a 
rather motley and underfunded group of often 
poorly organized activists. The Good Germans are 
running the machine, so it might not be too surpris- 
ing if the ranks of their opponents include a fair 
number of people who could be described as, well, 
eccentric. And broke. 

And powerless. In a society where access to power 
is coterminous with wealth, and where wealth is 
derived mostly from activities which threaten to 
ruin the Earth, environmental activists are not likely 
to be rich or powerful. With neither money nor 
power and facing a hostile and quite ruthless police 
state there is only one way to get heard. The ante to 
get into the game is to risk some portion of one's 
comfort, or freedom, or life. 

This is what happens every time a tree sitter goes 
up on one of those dinky little platforms and puts 
herself at the mercy of enraged men with chainsaws. 
It is what happens each time the Sea Shepherd rams 
an illegal whaler, or the Rainbow Warrior docks 
within reach of the French Secret Service, or when 
Judi Bari persists in her peculiar, egotistic, abrasive 
and thoroughly magnificent efforts to keep the last 
of the North Coast old growth upright and alive. It 
is what Dave Foreman was doing when he stood in 
front of that truck. It is what every activist does 
when they step over the line of convention and 
chain themselves to a crane in San Pedro, or accept 
beating and arrest in the offices of the University of 
Arizona. It is the only coin which will get you any 
leverage at all against an opponent incomprehensi- 
bly larger and more powerful. That is the ante I was 
talking about on those tapes. I hope this clears it up 
for you. 

There is one more significant factual matter to 
discuss. 

Your version has Foreman as a sure bet to be 
acquitted (pp. 437, 439). But after thinking about an 
inspirational quote from Edward Abbey, he decided 
to accept a plea bargain he didn't need, sacrificing 
himself for the good of his codefendants. It was that 
change of heart, y'know, where he decided maybe — 
he did have some responsibility "for the people he 
attracted to Earth First!" (p. 439). Wotta guy! 

Me? Well, I was just chomping at the bit for a 
chance to go to prison, where I planned to use crude 
prison-made implements to reproduce the Stigmata 
of Christ on my palms and side and wear a nice 
crown made from locally abundant razor wire, 
thorns being in short supply. 

A bit of cogitation is in order. Put on your think- 
ing cap, because this seems to have escaped you the 
first time around. 

Foreman took a plea deal which allowed him to 
walk away with a misdemeanor. He did four, count 
'em four (that's 4) days in jail over this whole thing. 
So far I've done 27 months of what will probably 
work out to four years in prison, plus a couple years 
on parole. 

Now I don't know how you professional journal- 
ists figure these things, but that seems to me to be 
about 365 times as much prison jollies as ol' Dave 
received. Until you pointed out the proper perspec- 
tive on things, I could have sworn he did sort of 
okay on the plea bargain. 

Perhaps I am distorting things. Maybe I was facing 
so much time that the six-year hit I took was a good 
deal also, and all this is so much sour grapes. 

To determine sentencing, the court orders a Pre- 
Sentence Report prepared once a defendant pleads 
guilty or is convicted. This document provides the 
sentencing judge with relevant information for 
decisions about the amount of time to be served, 

continued on the next page 
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conditions of confinement, fines and so forth. It 
includes a professional calculation of the sentence 
which would have been served, in the case of a plea 
bargain, had the defendants been convicted on all 
counts. In my case, this came to 44 to 52 months. 

There were two meetings held at which the plea 
bargain was discussed by all the defendants. The first 
one took place in the courthouse in Prescott at my 
request. I took a last shot at convincing the others to 
reject the agreement and continue the trial. My 
argument was that we had a moral obligation to use 
the media coverage to expose the dishonest behav- 
ior of the FBI, among other things. I started by 
reassuring everyone that I was not going to unilater- 
ally block the deal, a power any one of us had; if any 
defendant had balked we all would have had to 
continue the trial. I made my pitch, and it was 
rejected as expected. 

In the discussion which followed, Foreman's 
attorney, Gerry Spence, spoke about his perspective 
on the plea agreement. He was advising Foreman to 
accept the deal as being in his best interest, since 
Spence did not feel he had more than a fifty-fifty 
chance of winning if the case went to the jury. 
Foreman said that while he did think this deal was 
in everyone's interest, he wanted to make it clear 
that he was not sacrificing himself for anyone else. 

He wanted this to go through to avoid a conviction 
and prison term. 

The second meeting took place at Wellborn Jack's 
rented house in Prescott All the defendants and 
Wellborn and paralegal John Riordan were present 
We discussed what the deal meant to each of us. 
Foreman reiterated that he wanted it because it 
directly benefited him, not for anyone else's sake. 
This is a direct, witnessed contradiction of both the 
account in your book and his statement to reporters 
(p. 439). 

Your account is a fabrication. I believe it is a 
conscious fabrication, as there is simply too much 
information too easily available to account for it as 
merely more sloppy research. 

All the information I give about events which took 
place during the trial, and around the negotiations 
which ended it, can be verified by 
contacting John Riordan of Prescott, 
whom you already know. John acted 
as a paralegal and was involved as 
things unfolded. He was present at 
both of the meetings which addressed 
e plea bargain. 

It shouldn't be too hard to figure out 
that if one defendant walks away with 
probation and another one gets a stiff 
sentence, the guy on the street didn't 
make a sacrifice. The plea deal was the 
culmination of a brilliant and ruthless 
Campaign by Foreman, Spence & 

/Company to walk Foreman out 
' without a felony conviction or any 
prison time. It required my coopera- 
tion, and was quite daring in that they 
had to gamble that no matter how 
outrageously selfish Foreman's behavior was, I 
would keep my silence^) 

If Foreman was going to walk after all the money 
and time spent on setting him up, the prosecution 
had to have a head to hang on the wall or they'd 
look foolish. Else is a single mom with two little kids. 
Marc and Peg desperately wanted an end to the 
nightmare of the trial. I was quite visibly the most 
culpable of the defendants. So I bit the bullet and 
t ook the deal, not because I am some sort of martyr, 
but because it was the right t hing to do. No one who 
was present during the discussions 1 relate above 
could possibly have reached the conclusion that I 
was eager to take the plea. I resisted it as far as I 
could in good conscience. 

I hate this. Prison is a nightmare which goes on 
for years without relief. It is very painful being here, 
and your dishonest portrayal of me in Coyotes has 
made it a little worse. Naturally, I have thought 
some about why you did this. 

In this letter I have tried to restrain my impulses 
toward explanation in favor of correcting your 
many errors. So far as I know, everything I state as 
true in the preceding text is in feet true. At this 
point I'm changing gears to write about the dynam- 


ics which I believe underlie both Foreman's behavior I can only speculate about your motivg sJJ imagine " 
and yours. Since I am neither telepathic nor clair- ^ — that you have falleriihto at rap wHchafflicts quite 
voyant, what follows is partially speculation. v few authors who write about charismatic subjects.

You lay the groundwork for later attacks in your 
initial description of me (p. 324).

Being in a prison in Southern California, I have 
easy access to quite a few people with personal 
knowledge of Mexican whorehouses. I asked several 
just what "Real young" meant in the context in 
which you wrote it The consensus was that it most 
likely means 12 or 13, maybe 14, 15 tops.

I also asked how these "whores" were recruited. 
Turns out that they most likely weren't middle class 
debutantes turning a trick here and there for movie 
money, oddly enough. Quite commonly, girls from 
poor families are sold to the whorehouse owner, 
used mercilessly, beaten when they disobey, and are 
discarded when the wear begins to show. Others are 
forced into what amounts to slavery when they 
cannot find another way to survive. Most of the 
patrons' money goes to the brothel-keeper. 

I don't know if any of this actually happened — 
your track record doesn't lend much credibility to 
any of your depictions of events. In fact, I have been 
informed by someone close to one Buckaroo that 
only one or two of them availed themselves of the 
'proffered children. The point is this: had your 
narrative found me in such an establishment it's not 
difficult to imagine how different the tone of your 
story would have been. And you thought doing

“Perhaps you've fallen in love with the fascinating 
image you portray in your book; certainly you aren't 
the first city mouse to uncritically swallow that 
Marlboro Man cowboy horseshit Foreman is a 
complex, charismatic and charming character. Your 
fascination is understandable. Still, vour book is not 
what it purports to be. It is pro paganda in _sgr vice o f 
an unspoken age iida. 

That agenda has been set by your unacknowl- 
edged and unprofessional identification with your 
subject. Rather than chronicling facts and offering 
theories, you have misused your considerable power 
as the author of a mass-market book to promote 
Foreman's interests. 

Something changed the man I heard speak sin- 
cerely and movingly about the need for a warrior 
society to fight for the Earth into a cold character 
who seemed willing to do whatever it took to better 
his own odds of walking free. 

I have heard repeatedly how Foreman spoke of his 
fear after the traumatic moment of the arrest. I am 
told that he seemed obsessed by it and could speak 
of little else for some time afterward. 

Did an epiphany of sorts take place at that instant, 
looking into the barrels of those guns? Perhaps a 
man who prides himself on his lack of introspection 
suddenly saw deep inside at that moment. Instead of 
a warrior, a politician peered back at him. And the 
thing a politician does best is survive. 

So he did! With the trial out of the way, the next 
order of business has been to position himself for his 
new career as a respectable environmentalist, for he 
never wants to face those guns again. To ensure 
that, the prototypical environmental radical must 
move away from confrontation toward something 
safe, fundable and unlikely to cause the thugs he 
once opposed and irritated to ever worry about him 
again. He has done a good job so far. His reinven- 
tion of self is almost complete. I am told that he 
now styles himself kind of a "Zen Cowboy." 

The ugliness of the arrest and trial needs to be 
smoothed over, of course. That requires that a story 
be created and promoted which puts the proper spin 
on things, and discredits possible dissident voices. 
Coyotes contains that story. 

You're entirely welcome to create the Legend of 
the Big Buckaroo, complete with a figurative bronze 
statue of the central figure cast in a heroic pose. But 
you're going to have to move the pedestal over a 
little bit, because the way you've got it now it's 
resting on my foot and I don't intend to bear the 
weight in silence. 

There is another, less personal reason I decided to 
write this. You make an absurd and dangerous 
statement: "For ten years, Dave Foreman had gotten 
away with saying fuck you to the US government. In 
a way, it was a tribute to the country's concept of 
freedom that he lasted so long" (p. 442). 

How utterly strange to find that bootlicking 
evaluation of the situation in your summation. The 
FBI went to great lengths and spent millions of 
dollars to entrap and neutralize a man who was 
having some success at rousing opposition to the 
profitable destruction of the Earth. You did not tell 
yo ur readers the exact nature of the charge Forema n 
pfe atieoTguiltv to: he handed a copy of Ecodefense. a _ 
legally published book, to someone.Xfhe prosecution 
dragged in totally innocent people involved in that 
book's production (the typesetter for one!) and forced 
them to testify at the trial. It was an outrageous 
attack on the First Amendment, and a successful 
one. 

Freedom, Susan, means being able to say fuck you 
to the government indefinitely and without fear. 
Activists need to know that as the crisis heats up the 
jackboots are going to be coming down on more 
necks, and that people — including respected and 
admired and prominent people — can break and do 
shameful things under the horrific pressures which 
the State can bring to bear.

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Treehouse Stops 
Road Construction 
in Britain

Construction of the seven-kilometre link road between the Mil 
Motorway and the Blackwall Tunnel has been halted by a treehouse on 
George Green in London. Work began on the first stage of the Mil link 
on 3 November. However, a 250-year-old chestnut tree was occupied 
by six people, and a shelter built within its branches. Activists maintain 
a constant vigil by remaining within its canvas and wood structure, 
rotating shifts. In an unprecedented move, a court has granted an 
injunction restraining the Department of Transport (DOT) and their 
contractors. 

Guards patrolled the work site, and erected fences around George 
Green. One of the guards, after meeting the protesters and climbing 
the tree, resigned from his post and offered his support to Mil 
opposition. 

On 7 November, 200 local residents tore down the fencing and 
occupied the Green. Eighty children, led by the Lollipop Lady from the 
pedestrian crossing dressed the tree in ribbons, then planted a "peace 
garden." The Department of Education later confiscated the lollipop 
(a yellow traffic stop sign) suggesting that it was not being used for its 
intended purpose. 

Initial construction work on the Mil link began back in September, 
1993. It is estimated that it will cost £200 million. Carl, a full-time 
protester, when describing the "giant squirrels and sawtooth beavers" 
that had apparently chewed down the security fencing on George 
Green, declared, "We are trying to cost them [DOT] a lot of money!" 

Three hundred sixty-five houses in the construction area have been 
compulsory-purchased by the DOT and are scheduled to be demol- 
ished An injunction has been served against one of the demolition 
contractor's employees, who attempted to run down a protester with 
a 14-tonne truck. A security guard hired to supervise empty properties 
chased a man with a hammer and threatened a pregnant woman. 

In addition to their occupation of the chestnut tree, protesters have 
moved into five of the empty houses. Seasoned activists, including 
Earth First!, The Dcngas (from the M3 Twyford Down actions) and the 
Flowerpot Tribe (from Newcastle) have begun considerable repairs on 
the five properties, which had been made unlivable by the 
housewrecking contractor to discourage squatters. 

On 8 November, a mass community action gathered to defend the 
chestnut tree from the bulldozers. Police became heavy-handed and 
made seven arrests. Most were charged with obstruction. 





Protester Steven King said, "I was arrested for violent disorder for 
dancing. Saving the environment is a crime. It seems daft. You get 
promoted for destroying it. In the cells the police said I was 'smelly 
scum.' I removed my socks to prove them right. They left the cell 
fast!" 

On 10 November, the tree squatters sought a temporary High 
Court order restraining the DOT and its contractors. They argued 
that their treehouse should be given legal status as a dwelling, 
because it consisted of aroof, walls and a door Judge Tuckey accepted 
the definition and granted an initial 24-hour injunction, then a 
further 24-hour extension. 

This is the first time in British legal history that a tree has been 
officially recognised as a home. Such a remarkable state of affairs is 
likely to set a precedent. It is believed that the arrival of a letter 
addressed to the tree, on the Wednesday morning of the court 
hearing (delivered by Royal Mail) determined the result of the 
proceedings. It was sent from a Cheshire supporter who'd read about 
the tree's plight in the Guardian newspaper. The message said, "Dear 
tree... Good luck with the Motorway." 

At 4:30 a.m. on 11 November, the day after the injunction was 
issued, 90 security guards were expected to attempt to evict the tree 
dwellers and other protesters from George Green. When the first five 
security guards marched onto the site, they were met by 50 activists 
and were informed of the injunction served against them. They left 
soon afterwards, but not before one of them punched Angus, the 
tree's attomery, in the nose. 

One of the treehouse's residents has announced his intentions 
should contractors attempt to cut the tree. He plans to sit on the end 
of one of the upper branches with a rope attached to the tree, the < 
other end in a noose around his neck. "If they chop down the tree 
they'll kill me," he said. They can't push me off or saw down the , 
branch. If the tree dies, I die."

An international hunt on Turkmenistan territory was declared open 
in August and is scheduled to run through February, 1994. A number 
of endangered and threatened species, such as the Turkmenistan 
leopard and mountain sheep, Bezarovi goat, and screwhom goat, are 
threatened with the same fate that befell the Kurukhaudan mountain 
sheep population last year during the hunts — extinction. 

For die second year in a 
row, the Turkmenistan 
Department for the Protec- 
tion of Fauna and Flora and 
Use of Natural Resources is 
issuing permits to foreign- 
ers to hunt both threat- 
ened and endangered ani- 
mals. The Department also 
offers a variety of services 
to hunting parties, ranging 
from obtaining visas to get- 
ting licenses to bring out 
their trophies. 

The government has 
granted access to nature 
reserves where human pres- 
ence is supposed to be 
strictly controlled and the 
animals protected. The re- 
serve areas were set aside 
for environmental moni- — 

tdring and biodiversity research. But the government has decided that 
hunting promises quick receipt of hard currency more valuable than 
the rich biodiversity of the area. Local environmental activists are 
working to convince the government that scientific study and eco- 




tourism are sound and profitable alternatives to this barbaric and 
unsustainable activity. 

Environmentalists in Turkmenistan have organized a protest 
campaign and letters are coming in from throughout the Common- 
wealth of Independent States (CIS). Given the government's high 
sensitivity and concern for their status in the international commu- 
nity, foreign opinion can be a decisive factor in Turkmenistan 
politics and is therefore vital. A recent environmental conference in 
Turkey showed the impact international pressure can have. Embar- 
rassed representatives from the Turkmenistan environmental de- 
partment were quick to claim that the hunt activities were not 
supported or condoned by their government 

A quick and loud international response can make a large 
difference NOW before the hunting season progresses further and 
wildlife populations are damaged irreversibly. When writing to 
government officials, please note that several Turkmenistan activ- 
ists request anonymity, fearing government reprisals. Please do not 
mention the existence of local activists.

Environmental activists in the central Asian repub- 
lics of Kazakhstan andTajikistan needhelp. Kazakhstan 
faces increased industrialization, while Tajikistan is 
offering its wildlife to wealthy foreign hunters. 

Kazakhstan's economy relies on mining and mineral 
processing, forwhichitunfortunately uses inadequate, 
highly polluting equipment. Eastern Kazakhstan prob- 
ably suffers more industrial pollution than any 
other area in Central Asia. Even though ecologi- 
cal concerns are often raised in the local press, 
and even though almost all urban dwellers suffer 
from pollution-related illnesses, an economy 
shackled to industry makes few politicians ready 
to suggest real change. 

As in other areas of Central Asia, critical public 
participation in social issues in Eastern Kazakhstan 
has declined due to economic and political con- 
ditions. Dozens of non-govemmental organiza- 
tions and citizen groups have thrown in the 
towel in the past two years. Despite a lack of 
resources and no local or foreign support, a few 
groups and dedicated reformers still remain. 

One ironic ecological advantage of centraliza- 
tion was that it kept large areas of land "undevel- 
oped.” A serious environmental problem is the 
building of private homes that ignore zoning 
laws and involve little planning. Kazakhstan has 
announced that it will pick up 20% of the tab for 
construction of any private home and give tax breaks 
to encourage construction. 

Because of their rich resource base, Kazakhstanis 
may soon join Arab neighbors as some of the wealthi- 
est people in the world. Of course, there will be an 
environmental trade-off to acquiring this wealth, but 
that is notyet a popular topic of conversation. Further- 
more, the social situation in the country guarantees 
that the bulk of any wealth will be held by the elite few. 

Despite its wealth, Kazakhstan currently has diffi- 
culty meeting the energy demands of its population. 
Energy comes mostly from coal (almost 80%), some 
from gas and hydro, and 1% from Kazakhstan's only 
nudear plant, in Aktau, on the Caspian Sea. 

Kazakhstan is banking on devdoping its oil for 
export and uranium for a domestic nuclear program. 
Last summer, President Nazarbaev hosted representa- 
tives from multinational oil companies. They signed 
accords on exploration in the Caspian Sea. The affected 
area was given offidal protection in 1974 because it is 
a fragile and shallow breeding ground for several 
species of Caspian fish. 

As elsewhere in Central Asia, wildlife in the republic 
of Tajikistan is being devastated by hunting. The 
central Asian republics are not parties to the Conven- 
tion on International Trade of Endangered Speaes. An 
inter-republic working group of zoologists has been 
formed to address this issue. They have dedicated 
themselves to collecting information and documenta- 
tion, but ensuring their security predudes them from 
taking this activity much further. Activists are seeking 
a foreign agent to represent their concerns, both at 
home and abroad. In addition, they need some basic 
equipment to continue their initiative.

Ideas or contacts relating to this issue are desperately 
needed. We also request that international organiza- 
tions interested in addressing this problem contact us 
before taking action, as the political situation in the 
area is delicate. 

Lisa Tracy, of the Pacific Environment and Resource 
Center in file US, relates the following story. 

"I am working with the Siberian Forests Protection 
Project, based in California. While I was at a conference 

on sustainable for- 
estry in Montreal, 
Canada, I met and 
spoke with General 
Director 
Mukhamedov of 
Tajikles. At that 
time he encouraged 
me to come hunt- 
ing in Tajikistan, 
and gave me a list of 
animals that for- 
eigners can hunt. 
When I asked him, 
Mukhamedov in- 
sisted that none of 
these animals is rare 
or dying out, and 
that a hunt would 
pose no danger 
whatsoever to the 
animal populations. However, I would like you to see 
this list and evaluate for yourselves whether the hunt 
will endanger any important animals. 

"Mukhamedov encouraged me to distribute this list 
to all of my hunter friends in San Francisco. I explained 
to him that I knew no hunters, and that the people I 
knew would prefer to go toTajikistan to see its beautiful 
animals, and that if [they] were killed, no one would 
want to come to Tajikistan. He is quite a friendly and 
approachable person, so you may want to lobby him. " 

Here is a sample from the list of animals targeted for 
hunting, with the appropriate "price" in US currency 
for each one. 

* Tien Shan bear (threatened): $2,000 

* Mouflon sheep (endangered): $18,000 

* Urial (endangered): $5,000 

* Wild hog: $500 

* Ibex: $1,000 

The list explains that "prices may vary depending on 
sex, age, and trophy values."

The Global Anti-Golf 
Movement (GAG'M), 
launched on " W orld No Golf 
Day" in April, has called for 
an immediate moratorium on golf course develop- 
ment, the conversion of existing courses to public 
parks or forests, and an end to financial assistance for 
golf tourism-related projects. 

Golf is now a multibillion-dollar industry involving 
agribusiness, construction firms, consultancies, equip- 
ment manufacturers, airlines, hotel chains, real estate 
companies, advertising and public relations firms, and 
financial institutions. GAG'M is calling for a halt to the 


"Golf Green Revolution" which is turning land into a 
monoculture of exotic grasses, dependent on huge 
quantities of water and chemicals. The new alliance 
rejects the golf industry's claims that it can aeate 
environmentally-sensitive courses and deplores the 
displacement of communities in the name of "an elitist 
and exclusive resort lifestyle and notion of leisure." 

Golf courses provide little employment and occupy 
around 5.9 million acres worldwide, a figure expected 
to rise as file golf boom continues in Europe, North 
America and especially Southeast Asia.

Cofanes Stop 

Oil Drilling 

Ecuador's national oil company has halted illegal 
drilling in the Cuyabeno Wildlife Reserve. However, 
Petroecuador now seeks to drill only a few miles 
outside the reserve. An international team of research- 
ers recently stated that the Cuyabeno has a greater 
concentration of biodiversity than has been found in 
any other tropical rainforest in the world. 

The Cuyabeno lies within the 
territory of the indigenous | 

Cofane people, whose popula- 
tion has been reduced to less 
than 700. Huge tracts of their 
traditional territory have been 
polluted, invaded by settlers, 
and deforested as a result of oil 
extraction activities by Texaco 
in the 1970s and 1980s. 

On October 28, forty Cofanes 
occupied and temporarily shut 
down Petroecuador^ drilling op- 
eration in the reserve. Wearing 
traditional kusma tunics and 
dresses, their feces and lance tips 
painted red, the Cofenes ordered 
startled oil workers to shut down 
the drill rig, and to sit down and 
hear their concerns. Within hours, oilcompanyrepresenta- 
tives and high-level military officials arrived by helicopter, 
and promised to begin serious negotiations. 

The Cofanes had three basic demands — that no 
additional drilling activities be undertaken in the area 
without their written permission; that the company 
provide them free access to all work sites and complete 
information relating to possible environmental and 
cultural impacts; and that Petroecuador purchase solar 
panels for the Cofane village of Zabalo. 

The exploratory well has since been found to be dry 
and shut down. Petroecuador provided solar panels for 
Zabalo, but refused to give the Cofenes access to work 
sites. The Cofanes' opposition, combined with pres- 
sure from the international environmental commu- 
nity, contributed to the company's withdrawal from 
Cuyabeno. The government company has also with- 
drawn plans for drilling within Yasuni National Park. 

However, Petroecuador still intends to proceed with 
drilling operations a few miles outside the reserve, well 
within Cofane territory. International opposition has 
already had an impact The pressure on the Ecuadorian 
government must be maintained to force Petroecuador 
to withdraw from the area entirely.

Cover-up? 

Suspicion Rises in Leroy Jackson’s Death

New Mexico activist Leroy Jackson's mysterious death in early October is still 
unsolved. Jackson was a co-founder of Dine CARE, the Navajo environmental 
group fighting to save the Chuska Mountains. He had been receiving death 
threats from timber industry goons prior to his death. Jackson's body was found 
rolled up in a thick blanket in his van nine days after he disappeared. Three 
weeks later the coroner's office released a toxicology report stating that Jackson 
died of an allergic reaction to methadone. Friends and family were shocked and 
disbelieving as Jackson was never known to use drugs. Aside from occasional 
migraines, he was considered by his physician to be in excellent health. 

New Mexico State Police and friends continue to dispute the date the van was 
first seen. Police claim that on October 2, a hiker saw the van parked at the 
overlook on US 64, 20 miles east of Tierra Amarilla, while friends and local 
activists contend that they drove by the same place on several occasions during 
the nine-day period and never saw the van. In response to media inquiries, state 
police plan to re-interview at least one witness and are searching for others. 

Yet another discrepancy in the police 
report is the vanishing stains on the back 
seat of Jackson's van. A Denver Post 
reporter claimed to have seen several 
large reddish-black stains on the uphol- 
stery. When confronted, state police 
wouldn't comment on whether the 
stains were blood. Although a spokesman 
said there was a logical explanation, he 
declined to elaborate. The next day 
reporters from the Santa Fe New Mexican 
examining the van didn't see any signs 
of blood, only small stains that looked 
like they could have been coffee. The 
same reporters also claim that the 
upholstery appeared to have been 

recently cleaned. State police later said that they had found a small amount of 
blood under Jackson's body and on one of the outer door handles of the van. 

Sam Hitt of Forest Guardians, a grassroots group also fighting to save the 
Chuska range, is hiring a private investigator and US Representative Bill 
Richardson has requested that the FBI investigate Jackson's death. "In addition 
we still encourage a broader investigation into the affairs which concerned Mr. 
Jackson during the past two years," said Adele Begay, Jackson's widow and co- 
founder of Dine CARE. "Specifically the way in which forestry is conducted on 
Navajo land, and more generally the way in which resources on American 
Indian lands are exploited."

Dear Friends, 

On November 14, 1993 my home 
here in northwestern Vermont was 
burned— a hate crime based on fear and 
loathing. 

The Native ForestNetwork (NFN) con- 
vened the First North American Tem- 
perate Forest Conference in Burlington, 
VT, November 11-14. The Eastern North 
American NFN office organized this 
important event. The conference pro- 
vided a forum for indigenous peoples, 
forest dwellers, activists, biologists, 
NGOs, and networking and strategy 
sessions for vital ongoing forest cam- 
paigns. 

I have been working in the NFN office 
and writing for the revolutionary ecol- 
ogy magazine The Alarm. I am one of 
many on the conference committee. 
On the last day of the conference (shortly 
after a Native American tree planting 
ceremony) my h ouse was set ablaze. 

My housewasone hour northeast of 
Burlington. It was a two-story hand- 
made log cabin below a mountain in a 
large field. We were surrounded by acres 
and acres of wild wood. Residents of the 
area include black bear, eastern coyote, 
red fox, woodpeckers, many kinds of 
snakes (including the rare timber rat- 
tler), tree frogs, butterflies, etc. The re- 
gion is home to the grand sugar maple, 
red swamp maple, ash, silver and white 
birch, poplar, and chokecherry . The for- 
est floor teems with blue cohosh, trout 
lily, trillium, cinnamon fern, horsetail, 
and a multitude of wild flowers. The 
indigenous people of the area are the 
. Abenaki, the People of the Dawn. 

The land my home was on was a 
j Nature Center dedicated to the worship 
of the Earth/Nature/Spiritworld/all that 
jis holy in the universe. We had many 


celebrations, gatherings, ceremonies, 
etc., all in the realm of the divine. It was 
a place people could come to join hands 
and hearts. The center ran for five years. 
Coming here changed many people's 
lives. It was a home for many to rest, 
play, dance, sing, hug trees, network... 
My family and I have been environ- 
ental activists for many years. For 
ears we worked in the anti-nuclear 
arena. Of late we joined Earth First! and 
the Native Forest Network. Being an 
activist has been the most spiritual work 
I have done. I have been honored to 
keep company with the bravest, dear- 
est, sweetest, loving, caring, devoted 
warriors on the planet for most of my 
life. Bless them all! Keep up the work, 
my tribal family. 

1 For nearly five years people from the 
local community (Franklin County) 
have been working overtime to remove 


us from our homestead. We filed a case 
with the Human Rights Commission a 
couple of years ago. We have experi- 
enced prejudice because of our religion 
(Pagan), lifestyle choices, political out- 
look, etc. We have been threatened with 
physical harm and death. 

Recently (since just before the NFN 
conference) militant Christian activity 
has been blooming locally. Many right- 
wing Christians are trained in "Spiritual 
Warfare" which involves psychic/physi- 
cal attacks on your enemy. It is war with 
the intent of taking the land for Christ 
and illuminating the land with God's 
love and power! In their eyes only their 
Christianity is worthy and valid. Nice 
wholesome folks, eh?! I'm sure Jesus 
would be aghast. 

For many years activists have been 
harassed, beaten up, bombed, had 
homes burned, etc. Violence is con- 
stantly used against non-violent 
Earthpeople. Looks like the "burning 
times" of the European Renaissance and 
the Roman Catholic Inquisition are back 
in new forms. Hold onto your hats and 
brooms, kids! It's gonna be a rough ride. 

The list of violence toward activists is 
long. No one will forget the bombing of 
Judi Bari and Darryl Chemey. They lived! 
A woman in Florida had her throat cut 
and breast burned with cigars because 
she was fighting an incinerator. She 
lived! Folks in Maine and Oregon had 
their homes burned down a few years 
ago. They lived! Last year in Tasmania, 
just after the First International Tem- 
perate Forest Conference, an activist 
couple's recycling center was burned. 
They lived! No life was taken during the 
fire at my home, but we lost everything. 

There are people among us who are 
"plants" for the negative powers-that- 
be to watch us, rat on us, spy on us, hurt 
us. I feel sorry for these people, with no 
inner power or j oy in life, that they need 
to participate in covert activity to de- 
stroy Earthpeople who worship and work 
to bring wholeness back to our Great 
Mother. ^ 

Folks from the Wise Use Movement: I 
will meet you in the dreamtime. We will 
dance until our feet bleed, sing like~a 
hurricane, and the voices of the ances- 
tors of this planet will speak the Beauty 
Path to your hearts. Secrets run patriar- 
chy. The Goddess has nothing to hide, 
She exposes her genitalia in the face of ( 
humanity.

First North American 
Temperate Forest Conference 


Burlington, Ndakinna 

(Vermont), rocked with radical 
energy as over 400 forest activists 
attended the NFN's first North 
American Temperate Forest 
Conference in mid-November. 
Representatives of First Nations 
added their wisdom, including the 
Lil'Wat, Coalition for Nitasinnan, 
Protectors of Mother Earth, 
Mohawk, Algonquins, Great Whale 
Cree, and Abenaki. 

This year's conference was 
convened by Anne Petermann and 
Orin Langelle with the blessing of 
the Abenaki Nation. 

Canadian ecologist Dr. David 
Suzuki gave the keynote speech. 
Anishinabe activist Winona LaDuke, 
well known for her indigenous rights 
and environmental work, addressed 
the crowd on Friday. Winona spoke 
of struggles against logging on 
reservations and made a plea for 
activists to work closely with 
indigenous peoples on their 
campaigns. 

North American activists 
reported on local and regional forest 
issues and campaigns across the 
continent. International reports on 
the Sierra Madre (Mexico), Siberia, 
Chile, Scotland, and Tasmania were 
also heard. A panel discussion on 
international strategy was followed 
by a panel entitled "Native People 
Speak." Discussion circles on a 
variety of topics were held on 


Sunday. The conference ended with 
a tree planting ceremony led by 
Mohawk Jake Swamp. 

Conference attendees dispersed 
to a three-day strategy session in the 
Green Mountains to boil down the 
results of this groundbreaking 
conference into workable campaigns 
(see calender for action plans). 
Temperate Forest Action Plan 

The Native Forest Network's 
Temperate Forest Action Plan was 
created at the 1992 International 
Conference in an attempt to bring 
together local, national and 
international temperate forest 
campaigns. For too long the wood 
production rhetoric of the 
multinational timber companies has 
been directing forest policies 
worldwide. 

The Action Plan covers a number 
of campaign strategies that delegates 
at the 1992 Conference felt would 
give direction to local, national and 
international campaigns. At the 

1993 strategy session we accepted 
the Action Plan as a working draft 
and made a committment to further 
refine it. (For copies of the Plan, send

NFN invites all to participate in 
the creation of a working Temperate 
Forest Action Plan. We hope that it 
will act as a unifying manifesto for 
all of us working for temperate 
forests across this planet.

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1. Caledonia 

The once-extensive forests of 
Europe were cleared by the same 
imperial processes that deforest the 
globe today. Nowhere in Europe is 
this better known than in Caledonia, 
now known as Scotland. 

Deforestation in Caledonia 
started with the first human 
settlement and has been exacerbated 
by successive waves of colonization. 
A period known as the "clearances" 
ended only 80 years ago and resulted 
in the eviction and destruction of 
the native people and forests. The 
Caledonian forest has been reduced 
to one percent of its former range 
and the dispossessed native people 
of Caledonia scattered all over the 
globe. 

The struggle to heal Caledonia 
involves extensive reforestation and 
land reform - the return of stolen 
land. One particular struggle of 
international dimensions is centered 
upon the estate of Mar Lodge, in the 
Cairngorm mountains. 

The remnant ancient forests are 
failing to regenerate because of 
overgrazing by unnaturally high deer 
populations. Mar lodge is managed 
as a hunting estate for the 
international elite. Mar Lodge's 
current "owner, " John Kluge, a 
billionaire industrialist from the US, 
has refused to sell the land, despite 
good offers from conservation 
groups. The campaign to take back 
the land continues.

2. Siberian Far East 

The taiga of Siberia covers 2.3 
million square miles containing one 
quarter of the world's standing 
forests. These forests are habitat for 
the world's largest feline, the 
endangered Siberian (or Ussuri) 

Tiger. 

Of particular concern is the 
increase in logging in the Primorsky 
Region. In particular, the Bikin River 
Basin, home to the indigenous 
Udege people, has been targeted by 
South Korean multinational 
Hyundai. Since 1989, Hyundai has 
been exporting 300,000 cubic meters 
of timber annually from the Russian 
Far East from massive clearcuts. 

US multinational Weyerhaeuser 
has now entered the scene and is 
negotiating to log 415,000 cubic 
meters annually with a guaranteed 
lease of 90 years. Thanks to 
international pressure by temperate 
forest activists, Weyerhaeuser has 
backed off from plans to log in the 
pristine Botcha River Basin, but still 
intends to log on the adjacent Nelma 
Plateau and in the Koppi River Basin. 
Destination: Sawlogs and pulp to 
South Korea and Japan, pulp to US 
Corporations: Weyerhaeuser, 
Hyundai, Dallesprom (Russian 
timber monopoly)

3. Tasmania, Australia 

The Great Western Tiers 

The escarpment forests and 
alpine communities of this 
ecosystem provide habitat for all of 
Tasmania's mammals and seventy 
species of bird, including the Wedge- 
tailed Eagle. Temperate rainforest is 
found here. Local groups have 
united to create a 28,000-hectare (1 
hectare = 2.47 acres) national park 
proposal and are struggling to keep 
loggers and woodchippers at bay. 
NFN staged international 
demonstrations in the spring of 1993 
and succeeded in delaying logging of 
the Tiers. The Tasmanian Forestry 
Commission has cost taxpayers 
AUS$500 million since 1942. 

The Tarkine 

Northwest Tasmania contains 
the largest area of temperate 
rainforest in Australia, yet less than 
one percent of the region is 
adequately protected. The proposed 
Tarkine Wilderness Rainforest World 
Heritage Area covers 350,000 
hectares and contains a wide range 
of forest, moor, heathland, coastal 
and karst (cave) communities. Over 
240 sites of cultural significance to 
Aboriginal Tasmanians are 
threatened by forestry and mining 
operations. Other areas of high 
wilderness value include the little- 
known Henty and Heemskirk 
Wilderness Areas. Since the advent 
of woodchipping in the early 1970s, 
extensive areas of rainforest and 
eucalypt forest have been clearfelled 
and converted to plantations. The 
Tarkine itself remains threatened by 
logging, roadbuilding, mining and 
arson. Over 14,000 hectares of 
native forest are clearfelled every 
year across Tasmania. The Groom 
Government is planning three new 
export woodchip mills, to double the 
annual export quota to six million 
tonnes and to export raw sawlogs. 
Destination: Woodchips to Japan, 
sawlogs to domestic, Asian and 
European markets.

4. East Gippsland, 
Victoria, Australia 

Home to some of the world's 
tallest trees, the wet eucalypt forests 
of this area are estimated to contain 
only another three years of timber. 
Logging of pristine catchments and 
rainforest continues to threaten 
endangered species such as the Tiger 
Quoll, Square-tailed Kite and 
Powerful Owl. 400 logging jobs are 
subsidized at an annual cost of 
AUS$3.7 million to Victorian 
taxpayers while East Gippsland 
forests are clearfelled and exported. 
Destination: Japan 
Company: Daishowa

5. British Columbia 

The land called "British 
Columbia" (BC) represents one of 
the last frontiers for the industry. It 
retains some of the largest intact 
temperate rainforest in the world as 
well as incredible biological and 
social diversity. BC provides fifty 
percent of Canada's forest products. 
The destructive forestry practices 
have earned it the reputation of 
"Brazil of the North." 

All of BC is unceded stolen 
native land. Native lands have been 
designated "crown" land and put 
into the tree farm license system that 
gives logging companies free rein to 
destroy native sites and forests. 

The destruction of BC's forests is 
condemned internationally. In 
April, the BC government opened 
72% of Clayoquot Sound to logging 
by BC's largest timber company, 
Macmillan Bloedel (MacBlo). 
Clayoquot Sound is 260,000 hectares 
of forested islands, fjords, and 
mountains on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. TheNuu-cha- 
nulth nation, the true owners of the 
land, were not consulted while the 
BC government invested $50 million 
and became MacBlo's largest single 
shareholder. Over 800 people were 
arrested in the summer of 1993 
blockading roads. Activists have 
received excessive fines and prison 
sentences while MacBlo is rarely 
prosecuted for its disregard of BC's 
scant forestry laws. 

Traditional people from the 
Lil'wat nation and Qwa Ba Diwa 
nation continue to challenge the 
theft of their lands. Ecosystem 
annihilation and indigenous rights 
are issues that cannot be separated. 
Real enforcement of the law and 
returning the land to the people 
would result in an equitable solution 
for all life.

6. Chile 

Chile is relatively new to the 
world pulp and paper scene, but is 
rapidly catching up with other 
countries. Since 1975, over 1.5 
million hectares of native temperate 
forest have been cleared for 
woodchips and replaced by 
plantations of Monterrey/Radiata 
pine. Annual woodchip exports have 
risen to over three million tonnes, 
ninety percent of which are sent to 
Japan. New legislation will further 
encourage landowners to clear 
native forest for plantations. Illegal 
exports of Araucaria and CITES-listed 
Alerce trees still occur.

7. Pacific Northwest US 

The Pacific Northwest (PNW) was 
once covered by ancient forests with 
2000 year old trees. Over 95% of the 
original California redwoods have been 
logged. Most unprotected ancient 
redwood groves, including Headwaters 
forest, reside on land controlled by the 
multinational MAXXAM Corp. 
Louisiana-Pacific (LP) and Georgia- 
Pacific (GP) continue liquidating second- 
and third-growth redwood areas. 

Only five to eight percent of 
Oregon and Washington's original 
forest remains yet 13 billion board 
feet of wood is extracted each year. 
One quarter of the PNW cut is 
shipped overseas as unprocessed 
wood products, making Washington 
the world's largest exporter of raw 
wood products. Weyerhaeuser and 
Plum Creek are the PNW's largest 
exporters of both old-growth and 
second-growth forests. President 
Clinton's PNW Forest Plan, Option 
9, would clearcut forty percent of 
ancient forests on the west side of 
the Cascades, and permit 
roadbuilding and logging in pristine 
roadless areas. Option 9 would drive 
at least 100 species to extinction and 
offers no protection to forests on the 
east side of the Cascades.

8. Northeastern US 

The majestic lands that were 
once the eastern forests have been 
cleared twice since colonization. 

With deforestation came the 
extirpation or extinction of 
wolverine, catamount, caribou, elk, 
wood bison, wolf and countless other 
species. 

Today these forests are at a 
turning point. The tree-covered 
landscape is on the verge of reverting 
to an ecologically intact ecosystem. 
The maturation of these forests has 
attracted the timber industry, which 
is wetting its appetite in anticipation 
of this new feast. 

Industries in Maine and New 
Hampshire are beginning a log 
export business liquidating 24 
million board feet annually. In 
Maine there is a push to begin 
logging on the tiny public forests 
comprising only five percent of the 
state. These lands are stolen from 
tribes such as the Abenaki who have 
inhabited the region for 10,000 years. 

We must allow these forests to 
recover and "rewild." If cut again, we 
will lose the eastern forests forever.

j 9. James Bay, Quebec, Canada 

This dam and river diversion 
| project commenced in 1972 for the 
generation of hydroelectric power by 
the multinational Hydro-Quebec. It has 
so far inundated over 10,000 sq. km of 
land, drowned over 10,000 Caribou, 
and destroyed the traditional lifestyles 
of thousands of indigenous people, 
particularly the Cree. The completed 
project would include a 100-mile-long 
dike constructed to separate James Bay 
from Hudson Bay to create an 
enormous freshwater reservoir for the 
sale of water to the southwest US. This 
region is the largest wilderness area in 
eastern North America.

10. Sainte-Marguerite-3 

The SM-3 hydroelectric project 
calls for the construction of a third 
dam on the 300-km-long Sainte- 
Marguerite River, and the diversion 
of the Carheil and aux Pekans rivers, 
tributaries of the salmon-rich Moisie 
River. It will be the 14th hydro 
project in Nitassinan, the 700,000 sq. 
km homeland of the Innu Nation. 
These projects have already flooded 
almost 11,000 sq. km of unceded, 
stolen territory. The Quebec 
government and Hydro-Quebec have 
no shame as they destroy the land 
and culture of the people who have 
lived here for over 9,000 years.

11. Central/Southeastern US 

The Central Hardwoods region is 
currently on the chopping block. 
Scattered and sliced by urban sprawl, 
mixed deciduous and coniferous 
forests stretch the length of the Ohio 
River from the Atlantic to the 
Mississippi. Migratory songbird 
populations are crashing and other 
species are imperiled. The Tennessee 
River basin was initially dammed by 
the Tennessee Valley "Authority" 

(TV A) to produce energy to build the 
bombs dropped on Japan. Now 
these same waterways are used to 
export woodchips back to Japan. 
Thanks to the Army Corps of 
Engineers, these lands are being 
handed over to multinational 
corporations on a grand scale. 

What is considered now as the 
"working forest" of the Southeastern 
United States is actually rolling hills 
of monoculture plantations. 
Pesticides, herbicides, genetic 
treestock engineering, heavy high- 
tech machinery and the grid of roads 
all cut deep scars into the landscape. 
The US Forest Service has handed 
over the lands to regional pulp mills. 
Champion Intl.'s murder of the 
Pigeon River has a legacy as the 
largest EPA case of dioxin 
contamination.

12. Cove/Mallard, Idaho 

Cove and Mallard are two 
contiguous roadless areas inCentral 
Idaho's Nez Perce National Forest. 
Comprising almost 130,000 acres of 
unfragmented temperate forest 
wilderness, these wildlands are part 
of the lower 48's largest intact 
forested ecosystem, the Greater 
Salmon/Selway. Timber sales slated 
for Cove/Mallard add 145 miles of 
new road and remove 81 million 
board feet, all in some of the last 
unprotected habitat for wolves and 
grizzly bears. This destruction would 
cost US taxpayers over $6 million. 

A two-year direct action 
campaign by Earth First!, the Ancient 
Forest Bus Brigade, and others has 
slowed roadbuilding. Highland 
Enterprises, the roadbuilding 
contractor, has filed a SLAPP lawsuit 
against Cove activists, seeking 
$300,000 in damages. 

Several conservation groups have 
filed a lawsuit against the US Forest 
Service for an injunction against the 
logging. The first actual logging 
commenced in October on the 
Grouse sale. 

Scores of activists have been 
arrested in direct action protests and 
many are facing jail time. A Grand 
Jury investigation has been 
convened to harass activists.

13. Southwest US/Mexico 

This mixing zone of temperate 
and tropical species is under attack. 
Loss of over ninety percent of 
riparian forests threatens hundreds 
of sensitive species in Arizona and 
New Mexico. Navajo Leroy Jackson 
died under dubious circumstances 
while defending old-growth pine 
stands of the Chuska mountains on 
the Navajo reservation. 

In Mexico, indigenous Tepehuan 
and Tarahumaran leaders are 
murdered every week in the Sierra 
Madre. Illegal logging, roadbuilding, 
corruption, and drug trafficking are 
tied to violent political bosses (or 
caciques) and threaten the last 
remaining old growth and tropical 
Chihuahuan biodiversity. 

Mount Graham, sacred mountain 
to the San Carlos Apache, is an 
isolated "sky-island" ecosystem in SE 
Arizona's Pinalenos Mountains. Its 
10,720-foot summit hosts boreal forest 
species and 18 endemic species. 

The University of Arizona is 
building a $70 million astronomical 
observatory. The Vatican is a partner 
in this boondoggle that would 
desecrate a sacred site. The Apache 
Survival Coalition and Mount Graham 
Coalition have waged a long 
campaign, convincing several of the 
project partners to drop out. Two 
small telescopes have been built with 
major delays and cost overruns.

Sea Turtle from "Free Trade"

Earth First! Oceans Task Force, Earth 
Island Institute's Sea Turtle Restoration 
Project, the Student Environmental Ac- 
tion Coalition, and a coalition of organi- 
zations led protesters in five cities around 
the country to demand that the Mexi- 
can government protect endangered sea 
turtles that share our common oceans. 
Activists sent a strong, clear message to 
the Mexican government with spirited 
protests at consulates in Seattle, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, New York and 
Miami. Activists also protested at the 
Asian-Pacific Economic Conference in 
Seattle where the Mexican government 
petitioned for membership in this new- 
est "free trade" organization. 


These most recent protests follow on 
the heels of a demonstration in San 
Francisco when President Salinas of 
Mexico came to sell the North American 
Free Trade Agreement (see Samhain is- 
sue of the Journal). At that event, Salinas 
asked for a private meeting with Earth 
Island activists. 

Outraged over the continued killing 
of sea turtles in Mexican shrimp nets 
and the prospect that free trade will 
accelerate the slaughter, activists turned 
their anger into action. In San Francisco, 
the demonstration was complete with 
an official police chaperone, stickering 
brigades into the consulate, and the 
appearance of Chelonia, the 14-footTro- 


j an sea turtle. Chelonia made her way to 
Los Angeles, where she joined activists 
from Last Chance for Animals and Earth 
First! at the Mexican consulate. In Se- 
attle PAWS and EF!ers presented a letter 
addressed to Mexican president Salinas 
to consulate officials. In Miami, the Ani- 
mal Rights Foundation of Florida led 
protesters to the consulate. In New York, 
the crew from Wetlands Preserve and 
other activists braved the constables and 
the cold, and have vowed to be back the 
first Monday of every month until the 
sea turtles are protected! 

In Washington DC, Sea Turtle Project 
director Todd Steiner met with the am- 
bassador to Mexico who was angered 
that demonstrations were occurring in 
five US cities despite the Mexican 


government's "strong” efforts to protect 
sea turtles. 

Speaking to the press at the demon- 
stration in San Francisco, Amy Harris of 
the Sea Turtle Restoration Project said 
"11,000 endangered sea turtles will be 
caught in Mexican shrimp nets this year 
alone! Meanwhile, the Mexican govern- 
ment continues to make promises to use 
TEDs on all of its shrimp boats, but the 
deadlines have come and gone. If this 
continues, species like the critically en- 
dangered Kemp's Ridley face certain ex- 
tinction." 

Why? Because $100,000 Mexican 
shrimp vessels are not using $400 turtle 
excluder devices, or TEDs, on their 


shrimp nets. TEDs are proven to release 
sea turtles without significantly affect- 
ing the catch of shrimp. TEDs are re- 
quired on all US trawlers, andalawexists 
that would embargo Mexican shrimp 
from US markets. But bureaucrats, eager 
to see NAFTA become the sick reality 
that it is, have kept the law from being 
enforced. 

The US market is where Mexico sells 
the majority of its shrimp. As environ- 
mentalists and citizens of the world's 
largest consuming nation, it is our ethi- 
cal responsibility to ensure that Mexi- 
can shrimpers do not destroy endan- 
gered sea turtles and the marine ecosys- 
tem — all for our next shrimp dinner. 
Once again, natural resources and natu- 
ral diversity are being exploited for the 
expensive tastes of the first world. In the 
process, artisanal fisheries and local sus- 
tainable use of natural "resources" are 
destroyed right along with endangered 
species. 

Activists around the country de- 
manded that the Mexican government 
implement the use of TEDs on all shrimp 
boats immediately; that the attackers of 
two women biologists be brought to 
justice ; and that Mexico stop the poach- 
ing of sea turtles and development of 
nesting beaches. 

Recently the Earth First! Oceans Task 
Force joined with Earth Island, and 
other groups in a petition to the US 
government to have Mexico certified 
under the Pelly Amendment for under- 
mining the effectiveness of international 
treaties to protect endangered sea turtles. 
The amendment obligates the President 
to take action, including the possibility 
of trade restrictions against Mexican fish 
and wildlife products if they are certi- 
fied. The SeaTurtle Restoration Project is 
also suing the Feds to enforce PL 101- 
162, the sea turtle protection act This 
law would embargo Mexican shrimp 
until it is turtle safe, require a sea turtle 
treaty to be adopted by "turtle nations", 
and require all 80 nations importing 
shrimp into the US to enact the use of 
TEDs or face embargos. 

We can not let "free trade" be allowed 
to drive these ancient and majestic crea- 
tures further towards the brink of extinc- 
tion. The Clinton administration and 
the pro-NAFTA environmentalists say 


that the environmental side agreements 
will help protect sea turtles. But NAFTA 
contains a loophole called "extra-juris- 
dictional process standards," which 
would not allow the US to ban the 
import of shrimp that is caught by kill- 
ing sea turtles. Likewise, laws that ban 
the import of tuna caught by killing 
dolphins will be prohibited under 
NAFTA. 

In the post NAFTA atmosphere, it is 
extremely important to develop rela- 
tionships with Mexican environmental- 
ists to watchdog US companies and US 
markets (i.e., shrimp imports). In a 
meeting with president Salinas of 
Mexico, STRP demanded that Mexican 
environmentalists be allowed to moni- 
tor the use of TEDs on Mexican shrimp 
boats, as already required by Mexican 
law. ' 

The ancient sea turtles, bom from a 
time before the age of the dinosaurs, 
have swum through the waters of a 
changing planet for 150 million years. 
Evolved to survive, they have watched 
the dinosaurs come and go, the conti- 
nents shift and re-form, but they were 
not prepared to combat the human greed 
that fuels their destruction. We will not 
sit by and watch government bureau- 
crats drive this maj estic creature, and the 
small communities that depend upon it, 
into extinction — all because of ignorance 
and corruption. We need your help to 
build a strong voice for these ancient 
creatures before they are gone. Long live 
the sea turtles!

Dolphins Kidnapped by Shedd Aquarium 



In November, the Shedd Aquarium of Chicago 
captured three Pacific white-sided dolphins off the 
coast of southern California for its new $48 million 
dolphin exhibit. 

The capture did not go uncontested, though. An 
organization called Whale Rescue Team worked 
toward stopping it, first with a lawsuit, and then 
through attempted direct action in the open sea. 

Whale Rescue was founded a year ago by Peter 
Wallerstein, a former Sea Shepherd organizer. The 
group has rescued marine mammals caught in gill 
nets, and also helped critters that have been 
wounded or in need of medical attention. 

After the Shedd Aquarium officially notified the 
National Marine Fisheries Service of its intent to 
capture up to 15 dolphins in November, Whale 
Rescue Team activists moved into action. Planes and 
boats reconnoitered the announced capture site, 
while others kept an eye on the ships that normally 
capture dolphins for Sea World in San Diego. 


By flagrantly breaking the law, however, the 
Shedd Aquarium was able to avoid the 
Whale Rescue Team and capture 
the dolphins. For one, the 
dolphins were kidnapped at 
least 50 miles outside the zone 
delineated in the Shedd 
permit. The capture team also apparently tracked 
the dolphins using radio tags, a violation of the 
Marine Mammal Protection Act. With the tags, it 
was a simple matter to find the dolphin pod — and a 
capture that should have taken weeks instead only 
took hours. 

The dolphins were taken to a boat yard in San 
Diego and placed in a holding tank 30 feet wide and 
8 feet deep. There they are to go through "acclima- 
tion," a euphemism for the process of breaking the 
dolphin's wild spirit so they will eat dead fish and 
accept human presence. The numbed dolphins will 
be transferred to Chicago to spend the rest of their 


lives in captivity. The average captive dolphin will 
live for 4.8 years. 

The Shedd aquarium has labeled the dolphins 12, 
13 and 17. The Whale Rescue Team has named 
them Hope, Faith, and Freedom. Even if these 
dolphins are put in jail for life, Whale Rescue is 
determined to make sure that no more marine 
mammals will be captured off the coast of the 
United States in the future. If you want to help out

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Un-Managing Forest Health

Various individuals and groups have 
recently been pushing the need for for- 
est restoration. Some of these proposals 
opt for a so-called "win-win" solution to 
the forest "debate" — "they" get the tim- 
ber and "we" get fire-proofed/thinned 
"restored" forests. But "they" are still 
the same timber-biased USFS hierarchy 
which has wrought much of the eco- 
logical destruction, leaving in theirwake 
a stump-ridden trail of broken laws, 
perishing wildlands, vanishing habitat, 
imperiled wildlife, boom and bust tim- 
ber-dependent communities, and ris- 
ing corporate profits. Now that the pub- 
lic attention has been focused on their 
abysmal antics, they have suddenly be- 
come "ecosystem-management" ori- 
ented. But let's look at the real situation 
in Oregon's Blue Mountains, typical of 
many of the drier "eastside" forests). 

Decades of dearcuttingandhigh-grade 
logging (removing the largest trees), fire 
suppression, anddomesticlivestock graz- 
ing have left much of the forests seri- 
ously in need of restoration. However, 
after years of intensive field observa- 
tion, it is apparent nature has been 
continuing its ecological processes in an 
attempt to correct — or hold off— the 
impacts of human-caused destruction. 
Drought, insects, and disease are all 
components of the forest ecosystem. 
When they intensify in impact it is 
usually of a long-term beneficial nature. 

In the Blue Mountains, as in other 
forests in Idaho and eastern Washing- 
ton, the recent insect "infestation" and 
drought were nature's way of thinning 
the formerly high-graded forests. Many 
previously cut areas, primarily on north 
slopes and moist watershed drainages, 
had produced stands too dense for the 
logging-depleted soils to support Soil 
nutrient levels and erosion runoff had 
all taken their toll on the microorgan- 
ism communities. Fire normally would 
have helped keep the regrowth thinned, 
but the US Forest Service policy of sup- 
pressing fire has severely curtailed its 
role in the forest ecosystem. So nature, 
with the combined effects of insects and 
drought, began a thinning process of its 
own. 

Researchers are currently looking into 
the probability of a millennia-long sym- 
biotic relationship between drought, 
insects and trees. During drought peri- 
ods the defoliation caused by insects 
induces the tree to withdraw energy 
from needle production— instead 
storing it up as starch reserves in 
the root systems. These reserves 
allow healthier trees to survive 
drought 



Currently, with depleted soils, over- 
exposure to the sun, and dense under- 
story thickets, several factors are at work 
at once (actually many more within the 
web of things natural than we could 
ever perhaps fully understand). Dense 
understory thickets occur primarily in 
the openings created by high-grading. 
They offer shade to exposed forest soils, 
necessary for the growth and survival of 
a healthy microbial community. They 
also stabilize eroding soils. But by their 
nature these thickets are weak — they 
are nature's quickfix, abit like apoultice 
band-aid. They often succumb to dis- 
ease and insects, adding nutrients to 
depleted soils and providing habitat for 
many forest species, especially inverte- 
brates and fungi. 

The remaining mature and old growth 
trees in these high-graded areas are usu- 
ally quite resistant to insects, disease 
and fire. They have survived decades or 
centuries of natural cycles, as well as 
recent human destructive intrusion. 
Within these forests some diseases al- 
ways occur, as necessary components of 
forest ecology. They range from mistle- 
toe, which provides habitat for gos- 
hawk, food for porcupine, etc., to vari- 
ous root rots and fungal diseases which 
provide habitat for cavity nesters and 
the many invertebrates upon which they 
feed. In short, the forests will not suc- 
cumb to the effects of drought, bugs, 
and disease. 

Humans, however, are an infestation 
nature has yet to deal with successfully 
(as evidenced by the Sahara forest now 
desert, the former riparian wonderlands 
of the Tigris and Euphrates river forests, 
the forests of Ireland.... The list of former 
forests, wild grasslands, wetlands, river 
systems and other natural areas adversely 
affected by human civilization's "man- 
age-ment" is too lengthy to fully at- 
tempt here). 

Within the forests, decades of fire 
suppression by the US Forest Service 
(USFS) have given rise to the fear of 
"catastrophic" fires. Fuel loads have ac- 
cumulated to unprecedentedlevels, from 
forest duff layers, dead lower limbs of 
understory trees, and many leaning and 
felling layers of dead trees. These levels 
are now dangerously excessive. They 
can be likened to having dammed back 
araging river for decades — yet the inevi- 
table dam collapse awaits. While fire's 
return to these besieged ecosystems is as 
necessary as it is inevitable (and will 
come whether we prepare the forests for 
it through restoration or not) 
it will not be as dire as the 
profit-serving catastrophic 
images painted by the USFS, 
industry, politicians and the 
media. The Yellowstone fire 
of 1988 is a graphic example. 

Fire bums in leaps and er- 
ratic bounds, dancing with 
changes in stands, topogra- 
phy and wind cur- 
rents. With forests 
so full of natural ob- 
stacles — ridges, 
creeks, lakes, rock 
outcrops, cliffs, 
changing wind 
currents and 
weather— and hu- 
man-created ob- 
stacles of roads, 
skidtrails, and clear 
andpartialcuts,we 
need not fear los- 


ing the forest ecosystem to nature. (The 
hard part is preventing the government 
from "salvage" logging in its wake.) 

Some stands too, such as lodgepole, 
naturally tend to bum at catastrophic 
stand replacement levels. We must 
take care to recognize that nature has 
always sculpted the forest with fire, 
creating amosaic of different age classes, 
species, stand density, and openings. 
We need to ensure there is adequate 
forest cover throughout the forest 
ecosystemso that if one or more areas 
bum, others will exist to replace them. 
Currently, with so little old 
growth habitat left, all 
forest habitat becomes 
essential. 


historic ponderosa pine and fir areas 
intact — however, we don't. Decades of 
over-"harvesting" have decimated the 
forest ecosystem. Continuing wildlife 
and ecosystem viability have been im- 
periled throughout the region due to 
the fragmented, diminished habitat 
available. There are few old growth for- 
est areas with sufficient multi-storied 
canopy closure to support the multi- 
tude of dependent species, such as 
pileated woodpecker, goshawk, pine 
marten and wolverine. To go into these 
now mixed conifer areas and remove 
the fir would in many cases 
further decimate avail- 
able habitat.

We mustn't succumb to the hyped — 
and even potentially real— fears of cata- 
strophic fires or other natural destruc- 
tion of the last old growth forests. Al- 
lowing the current USFS to conduct 
"restoration/thinning" within old 
growth "units" is a prescription for eco- 
logical disaster. Under the guise of pro- 
tecting old growth stands, plans have 
been put forward to "lay down the un- 
derstory" by thinning to prevent "fir 
encroachment" in naturally occurring 
ponderosa pine areas, or to deal with 
defoliated "dead and dying" trees. The 
government has even proposed that the 
USFS be given the go-ahead to expedite 
this "restoration" due to the "crisis" 
nature of these forest areas. Such "solu- 
tions" have several problems: 

— The management of the USFS has 
not changed. It remains directed by the 
same officials responsible for much of 
the destructive logging, livestock graz- 
ing, fire suppression, and Animal Dam- 
age Control activities which have un- 
raveled the forest ecosystem to the brink 
of collapse. The Forest Service's primary 
guiding motivation continues to be "get- 
ting out the cut, " reflecting the agency's 
timber harvest/volume mentality. We 
cannot allow the agency's newly ac- 
quired ability to enunciate ecological 
rhetoric to disguise the reality of its 
ongoing destruction in the forests. In 
the USFS's Orwellian logic reminiscent 
of "newspeak", stump wastelands equal 
"forest health" and forest death equals 
"salvage". We also must be wary of 
cosmetic figurehead changes such as 
Clinton/Gore for Bush/Quayle, Jack 
Ward Thomas for F. Dale Robertson 
while it's biz as usual otherwise. 

— We cannot assume that all old 
growth areas which are dying are doing 
so because of "fir encroachment" or 
insect/disease "epidemics". Some of 
these areas would naturally die now, 
just as insects and disease have natural 
cycles which peak and fell 

— Thinning (or "weeding") fir from 
historical ponderosa pine areas would 
perhaps be fine if we had all or most 


Many old growth pine areas naturally 
have only three to four old growth trees 
per acre. Cutting out the fir understory 
in such areas would result in a virtual 
dearcut The "leave" trees would be 
weakened by the soil compaction and 
ground cover disruption caused by log- 
ging machinery. When these effects are 
combined with the damage to the soil's 
microbial communities upon whose 
health the big pines depend, they can 
cause trees to succumb to high winds as 
blowdowns. 

We have to consider which would be 
the worse impact to the remaining old 
growth— leaving the fir or damaging 
already fragile soils andremovingneeded 
canopy closure by logging out the fir. 
Additionally, cutting the insect-infected 
understory would not eliminate the in- 
sects. Instead it would leave mainly the 
old growth leave trees for them to feast 
upon — endangering their continued 
survival. The same is true for attempts to 
"remove" disease, root rots, and fungi. 

— There is a large discrepancy be- 
tween current USFS thinning or salvage 
operations to "protect" areas from cata- 
strophic fire, and real restoration which 
could facilitate fire's return without ir- 
reparably damaging the area's ecosys- 
tem. Red restoration would not be de- 
pendent on the economics of commer- 
cial profits. Harvesting yet more trees 
from an already over-logged ecosystem 
underthe guise of restoring forest health 
by labeling them "dead and dying", 
"disease or insect infested", or other- 
wise "undesirable" only further unrav- 
els the already tattered web of forest 
biodiversity. There is a great danger that 
the new eco-speaking USFS would be 
only too willing to use "restoration". 

— Old growth, like anything living in 
its elder years, is in decline. Old growth 
stands as they continue to age gradually 
become weaker, making them more 
susceptible to the ravages of drought, 
insects, disease, and blowdown. They 
do, however, tend to keep their fiie 
resistance while they are yet alive.

For 
nearly ten years now we have straggled 
and made blockades to protect the for- 
est We were arrested and suffered under 
this government After having smashed 
our blockade, the soldiers said "When 
you are hurt by the bombs, will the 
white men help you? The white men are 
just like flies on the shit. They just cause 
troubles for you but cannot help you. In 
fact, we in Malaysia know how to make 
our own airplanes and weapons. How 
can the white men fight us?" 

All the areas around Kerameu, 
Sengayan and Long Sait have been de- 
stroyed and the military is everywhere. 
The government wanted to confiscate 
all our hunting guns, even those guns 
which we traded for with the British a 
long time ago. We still remember the 
words of the British: "Once we go back 
home, the Malay will become your gov- 
ernment.

On the November 2, over a month 
after the brutal destruction of the Long 
Mobui blockade, three truckloads of the 
army "visited" the village. They held a 
"meeting" to intimidate the villagers 
into givinginformation aboutthe where- 
abouts of the blockade leaders and sub- 
due any thoughts of further blockades. 
The military threatened to bomb their 
village if they didnot disclose the where- 
abouts of two reputed organisers. After 
another of these "meetings" on Novem- 
ber 12, twenty people fled the village to 
hide in the jungle. 

The search for the reputed leaders of 
the blockade has involved the reported 
payment of $20,000 for their deaths to 
the headman of Long Mobui (who has 
not supported the blockades). They are 
now in hiding. 

The people are in fear for their lives. 
International supportis needed immedi- 
ately to remind the Malaysian govern- 
ment that the global community is aware 
of what is happening. 

Through the national newspaper, the 
New Straits Times, the Malaysian gov- 


ernment has denied any military in- 
volvement in breaking down the block- 
ades. Instead, a front page story claimed 
(falsely) that money raised internation- 
ally to help the Penan has lined the 
pockets of international NGOs. 

Interviews with Penan representatives 
indicate that the people will not give up 
their land despite the almost unbear- 
able intimidation by the authorities and 
logging companies. They said: "Right 
now the blockades are still going on. We 
know the people there are very power- 
ful. From every village people have come 
to help. Even though the people are 
very poor and in a pitiful state, they are 
still strong." 

The Penan urgently request a group or ^ | 
individual, perhaps a journalist, to visit Pi 
the area to witness the current situation j 
and report it to the world. If anyone h&sjJJ/

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Friends of the Wolf BC 
Takes Action in the Yukon

As Bob Dylan's "Chimes of Freedom" poured through 
the truck's stereo speakers, the reconnaissance arm of 
Friends of the Wolf (FoW) arrived in Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory, after an 1800-mile journey. When 
FoW received word in late November that the Yukon 
government planned to start its second annual aerial 
wolf-kill ahead of schedule, we rushed into action. 

Upon arrival in J ack London country, where men are 
men and the caribou run scared (as do the moose, 
bears, Dali sheep, cougars, coyotes, and mainstream 
environmentalists), FoW conducted three days of 
groundwork. We located and landed at last year's 
government base camp, as well as the air strip where 
the planes and helicopters may be based this year. 

FoW has the financial and human resources to 
continue this campaign throughout the winter. We 
have set up headquarters in the Whitehorse area, and 
are in a good position to defend the wolves from this 
greedy and ignorant onslaught. 

The Scum Also Rises 

These so-called wildlife enhancement programs are 
immersed in corrupt politics. A government source 
revealed that partial funding for the Yukon wildlife/ 
wolf predation and dynamics study, and for the wolf- 
kill itself were provided by the Foundation for North 
American Wild Sheep (FNAWS), an American trophy- 
hunting group. We confirmed this through FNAWS 
own "Funded Projects" pamphlet. According to a 
FNAWS spokesperson, "The wolf [is a] detriment to 
sound game management" These folks fund all sorts 
of "environmental improvement" projects so that 
slob hunters don't have to compete with any predators 
for their "game." In BC, they have funded forest bum 
programs to create more browsing territory for ungu- 
lates atthe expense of the ecosystem. Oneresult of this 
is to increase the size of the "trophy," because the 
carbon consumed causes the antlers to grow larger, 
making bigger horns to put on the wall above the TV. 

Government Subterfuge: Nothing New Here 

Now that the government has formally refused to 
adopt the Yukon Wolf Management Plan until at least 
1995, many groups and individuals, both in Canada 
and abroad, will no longer accept the evasive state- 
ments coming from the Department of "Renewable 
Resources" (DRR). The Plan is a comprehensive man- 
agement policy put together with input from several 
parties, including First 
Nations. It is not a truly 
biocentricproposal, but 
there would be no wolf- 
kill going onhaditbeen 
adopted. The govern- 
ment diverted opposi- 
tion to the wolf-kill with 
assurances thatitwould 
adopt the plan. Main- 
stream groups who had 
counted on the 
government's approval 
have been left out in the 
cold — and it gets mighty 
cold up here. 

Crying Wolf 

The Yukon govern- 
ment began its reckless 
efforts last winter to kill 
150 of the estimated 200 
wolves in the territory's 
Aishihik region. Wolves 
were hunted from a helicopter by a squad of govern- 
ment biologists. Fifty-nine wolves were killed. The 
DRR claimed that wolves were responsible for falling 
numbers of caribou and moose. The program is sched- 
uled to continue, with the extermination of 50 wolves 
a year for the next nine years, beginning this winter. 
The wolf-kill program is clearly an attempt to scape- 
goat the wolves for a decade of wildlife mismanage- 
ment and create a surplus of game for sports and 
trophy hunters. 


Toying With Nature 

The highest recorded number of caribou in the 
Aishihik is 1500. The DRR wishes to inflate the number 
to 2500 to attract sports and trophy hunters. Such a 
high number is more than the habitat can support. 
Caribou may overbrowse the range as a result, ensur- 
ing their own starvation. 

Wolf packs in the Aishihik have already adjusted 
their numbers to accommodate the decline in caribou. 
The wolf-kill staff found that wolf numbers had fallen 
40% from the year before human intervention. There 
is no need to interfere in the natural balance between 
prey and predator. 

The government's own documents show that be- 
tween 1981 and 1990, levels of human hunting, 
mainly sports and trophy hunting, were "unjustified" 
and that they "could have precipitated and likely 
contributed substantially to the decline [in caribou 
numbers]." At the same time, DRR has not accounted 
for the effects of the particularly severe winter of 199 1- 
92 on calf survival nor for the impact of other preda- 
tors (bears accounted for 40% of calf-deaths in one 
area). Adding insult to injury, the government lifted a 
brief two-year ban on hunting, even though they deny 
con-ducting this wolf-kill to increase game popula- 
tions. 

Last winter, a former outfitter set out poisoned baits 
and killed an estimated 50 wolves, as well as dozens of 
other animals. 

Time for Action 

The ruling "Yukon Party" is a fascist group some- 
where to the right of Pat Buchanan and the left of 
Mussolini. Party leader John Ostashek and Renewable 
Resources Minister Bill Brewster are former hunting 
outfitters, with strong ties to the industry. They have 
special interests which conflict with the agenda put 
forth in the Yukon Wolf Management Plan. Their 
program could kill up to 600 wolves over the next 
decade. Friends of the Wolf is committed to ensuring 
that the 59th wolf killed last winter will be the last ever 
shot from the air in the Yukon. 

FoW is planning the following actions: 

•Producing a documentary which will expose govern- 
ment corruption in the wolf-kill and alert the public to 
this disaster. The film will be taken on a world tour this 
spring, to raise international awareness of the issue 
and promote a tourist boycott of the Yukon. 
•Exercising civil disobedience. Fifteen to twenty ani- 
mal rights activists are on their way to 
Whitehorse, and more will likely come. 
•Intervening directly in the slaughter. The 
Yukon government will not be able to con- 
duct business as usual this winter. 

Not to sound too New Age-ish here, 
but the most important thing we have 
going for us is the wolf spirit. Seriously. 
Strange things have happened here. Last 
winter the government helicopter had 
mechanical problems three times, and 
suffered many hours of down time; the 
aviation company who broke a contract 
to fly for FoW sustained a major fire last 
summer, and went out of business after 
losing a hangar and office to the merci- 
less flames; the outfitter who poisoned 
the wolves died this fall when his plane 
crashed; and the telemetry equipment 
for tracking radio-collared wolves from 
government planes was sabotaged inmid 
November. The Wolf Spirit works in mys- 
terious ways! 

Project Wolf!: A Voice for the Wolf 

Traditonal methods of publice pressure like boycott 
campaigns are not always enough. Direct intervention 
is often essential. FoW has established Project Wolf! as 
a direct intervention force. Project Wolf! specializes in 
direct intervention using aircraft and snowmobiles, 
and makes it impossible for wolf killers to act in 
secrecy. By following government personnel into the 
wilderness, Project Wolf, acts as "the eyes of the 
world." 




On Friday, October 1, Shuksan EF! began its campaign against 
Alaska's Wolf Control Program. A plane full of hunters swept in 
on a pack of wolves atthe Alaska Ferry terminal in Bellingham, 
WA, and mercilessly shot 25. Blood was splattered on the walls 
and floors in the gruesome scene. On October 8, fifteen "wolves" 
died on the floors of the ferry terminal in another dramatization 
of the ruthless killing which is happening right now! 

On October 15 and 22 we held off on the blood and held "The 
Trial of Governor Wally Hickel. " Hickel was assimilated into the 
pack but then shot by aerial hunters because he was too fat to run 
away. 

We will demonstrate at the ferry terminal for every departure 
and urge everyone to disrupt Alaska tourism. 


Alaska Wolf Kill 

Begins

Alaska Department of Squish and Maim trappers 
and hunters have killed 33 wolves so far in this year's 
"wolf control” program, authorized by the Alaska 
Board of Game. Wolves have been killed in leg-hold 
traps in an undisclosed area south of Fairbanks, where 
they were lured to trapping sites with meat from 
moose killed on the Alaska railroad tracks. State 
biologists are attempting to kill as many as 150 wolves 
in this area in an attempt to increase caribou and 
moose numbers in response to pressure from subsis- 
tence and sport hunters. 

In recent news stories, ADF&G officials admitted 
that they actually do not know how many wolves are 
in this area, but they claim they will conduct an aerial 
census as soon as sufficient snow has fallen to allow 
population estimates based on wolf tracks in the snow. 

State officials have refused requests from journalists 
to accompany the trappers, claiming that flying into 
the bush in small planes and helicopters is "too risky" 
for the general public. Officials will not release the 
locations of the trapping sites, though they admit that 
it is not illegal for members of the public to enter these 
areas at any time.

A Call To Action 

The Native Forest Network (NFN) is kicking off a 
campaign against Hyundai for forestry crimes in the 
Russian Far East on Thursday, February 10 with inter- 
national protests. We are asking activists, environ- 
mental groups, indigenous peoples, scientists and 
concerned planetary citizens to join NFN in targeting 
Hyundai auto dealerships, factories, ships and corpo- 
rate offices. 

Use your imagination for these actions and demon- 
strations and remember that this will set the tone for 
how Hyundai responds. NFN, along with many other 
groups, is using the Siberian (Usuri) tiger as a symbol 
of the significance of this unique temperate forest 
ecosystem. We suggest using the tiger for visuals, 
sound bites and a general campaign selling point 

In North America, NFN's goal is to apply unending 
consumer pressure on Hyundai's auto division. We 
must make it dear to Hyundai that if sectors of the 
company insist on mining (clearcutting) Russian for- 
ests, it may become increasingly difficult to sell their 
cars. Hyundai's auto division is the fourth largest 
component of the corporation and our strategy is to 
create friction between the consumer product divi- 
sions and the resource extractive divisions. 

Hyundai's Forestry Operations 

Since 1989, Hyundai has been making mincemeat of 
forests in the Sikhote Alin region. Hyundai is clearcutting 



150,000 cubic metres annually with a goal of one 
million cubic metres a year. In 1992, they completed 
a $60 million log export dock at the village of Svetlaya 
on the Sea of Japan for shipping raw logs to Japan, 
Korea and other Asian countries. 

Hyundai is negotiating with Russian government 
agencies and offidals to log the upper Bikin River 
basin. The basin is the homeland of the Udege people. 
They number 2,000-3,000 and still live a hunter/ 
gatherer existence. The upper Bikin is also prime tiger 
habitat with eight sightings reported in 1991. 

Additionally, Hyundai is involved in tropical deforesta- 
tion through shipping and container manufacturing. 
Hyundai is the second largest importer of tropical hard- 
wood into North America from Southeast Asia. They 
use large quantities of luaun (meranti family) in the 
production of shipping containers. Hyundai is a com- 
pany that is responsible for deforestation in both the 
temperate and tropical zones— in terms of actual logging, 
financial investment, transportation and construction. 

Since Mitsubishi owns 16% of Hyundai Motors, it's 
easy to see how 90% of the parts used to manufacture 
Hyundai's cars are produced by Mitsubishi. The con- 
nection with logging sheds light on how Mitsubishi is 
providing capital equipment through their industries, 
motors, and banking divisions to Hyundai, while the 
latter provides raw logs back to Japan to supply the 
ever-increasing wood products markets. 

Taiga Ecosystems: The Big Picture 

The taiga (the Russian name for forests) contains the 
largest contiguous forests left on Earth. It covers an 
area the size of the continental US and is twice as big 
as the Amazon rainforest, comprising 21% of the 
planet's forests. The taiga makes up more than half of 
the world's coniferous forests and contains most of the 


boreal forests. 

The taiga encompasses a variety of habitats and 
forest types — from northern boreal forests composed 
largely of spruce and fir to the southern pine forests 
around Lake Baikal, the world's deepest lake. Plant 
and animal species abound in all of these unique 
ecosystems, including the Siberian tiger and the 
far eastern leopard, both of which are severely endan- 
gered. Other inhabitants include brown bears, rein- 
deer, sable, mink and salmon. Over 1,200 endemic 
species are found in the Lake Baikal region alone, 
underscoring the significance of this natural heritage. 

NFN encourages folks to join the worldwide 
campaign to protect one of the Earth's last great green 
biomes. Join us on February 10 (and beyond) to ensure 
that the massive stands of Russian birch, Siberian 
pine, Daurian larch, and Ayanskaya fir will still be 
vertical. These forests support Siberian tigers, Hima- 
layan bears and the Udege people, whose wisdom 
may guide us away from large-scale resource extrac- 
tion and the inevitable exploitation that comes with

Rushing in to protect certain reserved 
areas while ignoring other "sacrifice" 
areas of the forest ecosystem is in the 
longrun futile. Eventually all old growth 
that exists now will succumb — while 
some may yet have centuries, 
others may be lost much 
sooner. To ensure forest vi- 
ability we need to protect 
large regions containing en- 
tire ecosystems, including re- 
placement stands for current 
old growth areas. We also 
need to ensure that the in- 
tegrity of the natural forest 
within the old growth area is 
kept intact. 

Essentially a complete shift 
from anthropocentric greed- 
motivated destruction needs 
to occur. Major changes 
within the USFS hierarchy — 
from top to bottom — need 
to be made, including re- 
structuring the agency sepa- 
rate from the Department of 
Agriculture. The Bureau of 
Land Management needs 
comparable restructuring. 

Insisting on ramming a 
restoration proposal 
through without changing 
who will implement it only 
opens the door to yet more 
destruction — but this time 
under the guise of "ecosys- 
tem" management. The 
political prospects for such 
a shift — other than cos- 
metic — are atpresentrather 
limited. Corporate America 
has purchased a couple of 
green-sounding political 


front men with no real substance. (Even 
A1 Gore never sponsored or authored 
any significant ecological legislation 
while in Congress. He only cashed in, 
both economically and politically by 
writing his book). 


The administration, government 
agencies, and the media have become 
quite adept at newspeak, from logging 
equals forest health, all the way to the 
"humanitarian" military invasion of So- 
malia. Profits still remain the bottom 


Blue Mountains Biodiversity Project 
Draft Restoration Plan for USFS and Eastside Forests 


Restoration of the US Forest Service and the eastside 
forests are inextricably linked. Without major substan- 
tive changes within the USFS, the agency is too system- 
atically profit motivated and biased toward the timber 
industry to be trusted to implement the most ecologi- 
cally sound restoration plans. 

Remove current responsible officials from decision/ 
policy making power, from Jack Ward Thomas down to 
district rangers. 

All USFS personnel should be retrained in natural 
forest ecology — from a biocentric, not economic, per- 
spective. 

Protecting natural ecosystems and preserving bio- 
logical diversity should be the guiding tenets of the 
agency. 

The USFS should be removed from the Department of 
Agriculture and put under a newly created Department 
of Natural Ecology, which would also oversee the Bu- 
reau of Land Management. 

Comprehensive surveys are needed to identify exist- 
ing species of flora and fauna, their habitat require- 
ments, actual populations and historical pre-European 
populations. Plans should be implemented to protect 
existing habitat, restore habitat decimated by humans, 
and to eventually return wildlife populations to natural 
historic levels within the national forest ecosystem. 

Replant and naturally regenerate existing logged ar- 
eas with native species. 

Facilitate the return of natural fire to the forest 
ecosystem and minimize the potential adverse effects of 
its return due to decades of fire suppression and conse- 
quent fuel load build-up through the following meth- 
ods: 

— Retain canopy closure at 60% minimum for fir 
areas and 50% for ponderosa pine areas. 


— Prohibit cutting trees more than six-eight inches in 
old growth areas and limit all cutting in these areas to 
only that necessary to facilitate the safe return of fire. 

— Prohibit cutting in roadless areas, to preserve wild- 
life habitat. 

— Prohibit cutting trees over 15-16 inches diameter 
breast height in cut-over areas. 

— Retain all wildlife snag trees. 

— Protect soils and their microbial/fungal communi- 
ties from the effects of further compaction, exposure, 
and erosion by avoiding using heavy machine equip- 
ment. 

— Reintroduce fire in controlled late spring/early 
summer or fall underbums after adequate preparatory 
work to ensure that fire does not ladder into the forest 
canopy. 

Prohibit spraying of any pesticides, herbicides, or 
biocides and any use of chemical fertilizers. 

Eliminate predator control programs, bounties on 
wildlife species, and public lands grazing from national 
forest lands. Wildlife population control should be based 
upon natural predation, disease, climatic fluctuations, 
and other natural causes, including the historical role of 
humans as predators (hunting, foraging, fishing). 

Retrain archaeologists to respect traditional native 
cultures, with traditional tribal people overseeing and 
approving any project concerning native peoples. 

Retain the full treaty and natural rights of native 
peoples on all national forest lands. 

Provide public education in forest-dependent com- 
munities on forest ecosystem viability, cumulative ef- 
fects, past "civilized" forest destruction.

line. Option 9 and the threat of congres- 
sionally sponsored "sufficiency" lan- 
guage, gutting recourse to legal appeal, 
loom ominously over the future fate of 
the forests. And while the past decades 
of activism have brought us far on these 
issues, we have a long way 
yet to go to create substan- 
tive lasting changes. We 
cannot let our desire for 
immediate solutions or our 
weariness from fighting 
cause us to surrender na- 
ively to the ecosystem 


management rhetoric and 
antics of these front people 
for corporate U$A. 

Continuing public edu- 
cation, persistence, litiga- 
tion, field research, and di- 
rect action when necessary, 
are all essential. A strategy 
meeting of the various 
groups could potentially 
help strengthen our abil- 
ity to successfully focus our 
efforts on ecosystem pro- 
tection, viability and res- 
toration. Also, a large pub- 
lic demonstration in 
Washington, DC, includ- 
ing direct action(s), could 
potentially go a long way 
toward exposing the plans 
of the Clinton administra- 
tion and the Forest Service 
for the destruction they 
are.

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Wildlands Shafted in Mendocino NF Plan

Originally a trackless 890,000-acre wildland com- 
posed of oak groves, grasslands, ancient forests, brush 
fields, and wild rivers, the Mendocino National Forest 
today lies despoiled by over 3,000 miles of roads, 
countless clearcuts, and overgrazing. Conservationists 
estimate that a mere 216,500 acres of the Mendocino 
remain in a reasonably wild and pristine state, most in 
roadless areas which are completely unprotected. 

The recently released draft land and resource man- 
agement plan for the Mendocino only slightly moder- 
ates the Forest Service's idolatrous devotion to road 
building, dearcutting, grazing, and off-road vehide 
use. Though the plan admits that the Mendocino's 
timber sale program is no longer necessary to support 
nearby communities (if it ever was), and that grazing 
and off-road vehicle (ORV) use have to be more 
stringently controlled, it nevertheless details plans to 
construct more roads, create more ORV trails, log more 
antient forest, and generally continue — albeit at a 
slower pace — the destruction of the past 

Umber Sales, Grazing, and ORV Use to Continue 

The Mendocino draft plan calls for the construction 
of 181 miles of new logging roads over the next 50 
years, and the cutting of 22 million board feet (MMBF) 
on about 2, 790 acres of forest annually. Oddly enough, 
these plans sound moderate compared to the 1980s, 
when the annual cut averaged 80-100 MMBF per year, 
and when it was not unusual for thousands of acres to 
be lost in a single summer of frenzied logging and road 
construction. 

The fate of the remaining 147,000 acres of old 
growth forest on the Mendocino is further compli- 
cated by President Clinton's spotted owl recovery 
strategy, whose provisions were inexplicably left out 
of the Mendocino draft plan. While Clinton's sadly 
compromised and loophole-ridden strategy would 
mitigate damage to streams, limit road building to a 
small degree, and give a moderate amount of protec- 
tion to over 30,000 acres of old growth, its only 
dramatic positive effect would be to reduce the 
Mendocino's annual cut from 22 MMBF to an esti- 
mated 12 MMBF. Since none of the supposed reserves 
established by Clinton's reforms would be entirely 
closed to timber cutting, the effects of logging, road 
building, and other destructive activities outlined in 
the Mendocino plan will simply be moderated rather 
than prevented. As one Forest Service official recently 
put it, "Clinton's people told us to move right ahead 
with our projects." 

Though the timber sale program is still in flux, the 
draft plan is quite clear in its approach to cattle grazing 
on the forest. Though the agency plans to enforce 
stricter standards to prevent overgrazing, these mitiga- 
tion measures tend to favor fences over exclusion of 
cattle to protect fragile areas. In other words, only in 
the most extreme cases of ecological abuse will the 
Forest Service consider revoking a rancher's permit, 
and even then the usual method of enforcement is a 
simple citation. 

When wilderness protection 
requires wilderness 
domestication , 
conservationists 
should be wary. 

To make matters worse, the draft plan also calls for 
an increase in ORV trail mileage despite the fire risk 
and threat to plants and animals that this decidedly 
violent use of public land entails. Most disappointing 
is the fact that the draft plan only mandates an 
inventory — rather than the immediate closure — of 
"non-system" trails, routes that ORVers either built for 
themselves or expropriated, without the permission of 
the Forest Service. Currently, over 75% of the 
Mendocino is open to ORV use. 


Roadless Lands at Risk 

As part of the Second Roadless Area Review and 
Evaluation (RARE II) process, the Forest Service identi- 
fied (or "inventoried") over 141,000 acres of undevel- 
oped roadless areas on the Mendocino, though they 
inexplicably excluded an additional 74,500 acres. Pro- 
tecting both inventoried and un-inventoried roadless 
lands on the Mendocino as wilderness is one of the 
highest priorities for Coast Range public lands activ- 
ists. 

The future of roadless lands under the draft plan is 
not very bright Forest planners propose preserving a 
paltry 51,415 acres of the Deer Mountain, Elk Creek, 
Big Butte-Shinbone, Thatcher Creek, Thornes Creek, 
Brisco Creek, and Saint John Mountain areas exclu- 
sively for backcountry recreation. But they carefully 
excluded 38,250 acres within these areas from protec- 
tion. Indeed, none of the seemingly fortunate wild- 
lands noted above is entirely protected under the plan, 
especially since forested areas and other sensitive 
habitats have been excluded from backcountry desig- 
nation. To make matters worse, 115,239 acres of the 
roadless lands are released outright for "multiple use," 
a move that will allow over 10,000 acres to be lost to 
logging alone. These threatened lands are in the Black 
Butte River, Reister Canyon, Grindstone Creek, and 
Skeleton Glade roadless areas, as well as critical roadless 
additions to the Snow Mountain and Yolla Bolly- 
Middle Eel wilderness areas. 

As with the draft plan's timber provisions, Clinton's 
northern spotted owl recovery strategy will help to 
mitigate the Forest Service's tragic plans for the 
Mendocino and its roadless areas. For example, the 
Clinton plan would designate 42,055 acres of roadless 
lands as "late-successional" (old growth) reserves, and 
prohibit road construction (but not helicopter or 
roadside logging) on 35,470 acres of inventoried 
roadless lands within the Middle Fork Eel River, Black 
Butte River, and Thatcher Creek "key watersheds" 
(watersheds specifically targeted by the plan for special 
protection). In addition, Clinton's plan requires that 
an exhaustive "watershed analysis" be conducted on 
roadless areas before logging, road building, or other 
high-impact management actions occur, a provision 
that may make logging in extremely isolated and 
inaccessible roadless areas harder to justify. Unfortu- 
nately, Clinton's plan fails to make any roadless area 
completely inviolate, leaving these wildlands vulner- 
able until a more enlightened policy is adopted. 

Wild Rivers at Risk 

Only three watercourses are recommended for wild- 
and-scenic status, and these are already preserved 
within existing wilderness areas. However, the draft 
plan does propose that Black Butte River and its 
tributary Clear Creek, two watercourses famed for 
anadromous fisheries, as well as the ecologically di- 
verse Thornes Creek, be studied for their wild-and- 
scenic potential. Conservationists are determined to 
push for the designation of other important streams as 
wild-and-scenic, including Grindstone Creek, Elk 
Creek, North Fork Stony Creek, Cold Creek, North 
Fork Cache Creek, and the Eel River above Pillsbury 
Reservoir. 

Even Protected Wilderness Threatened 

Proper management of "designated" wilderness ar- 
eas is critical to maintaining the health of their ecosys- 
tems. This is especially true on the Mendocino, where 
cattle grazing and recreation use currently threaten 
many parts of the Snow Mountain and Yolla Bolly- 
Middle Eel wilderness areas. The Mendocino draft 
plan, unfortunately, adopts a defensive rather than a 
preventive approach to protecting wilderness from 
overgrazing and heavy use by horses and hikers. 
Instead of removing cattle from the wilderness areas, 
the plan suggests that grazing be "adjusted," which 
could lead to the installation of fences, salt licks, and 
other developments. When wilderness protection re- 
quires wilderness domestication, conservationists 
should be wary. 

The failure of the Mendocino draft plan to recognize 
the inherent value of the forest's roadless lands, wild 
rivers, ancient forests, and designated wilderness areas 
is disappointing, but not surprising. And yet, despite 
the best (or worst) efforts of the Forest Service, there is 
still a great deal of wilderness left on the Mendocino,

lands that if protected may one day serve as the seed- 
bed for ecological recovery in the northern Coast 
Range. A blueprint for that recovery is offered in the 
Citizen's Forest Plan for the Mendocino National Forest, a 
visionary document calling for an end to cattle graz- 
ing, innovative restrictions of ORV use, a reduction in 
logging to 2 MMBF per year, the protection of all 
roadless lands, and the designation of over four-fifths 
of the forest as a "wilderness recovery area." The 
adoption of this plan would help to make the 
Mendocino the wilderness it was supposed to be when 
Teddy Roosevelt proclaimed it America's first National 
Forest Preserve in 1907. This protection is long over- 
due. 

You can help make this vision a reality. Send written 
comments to the Forest Supervisor, Mendocino Na- 
tional Forest, 420 East Laurel Street, Willows, CA 
95988, by January 6, 1994. Request that 

1. All roadless lands on the Mendocino be kept 
inviolate from resource exploitation; 

2. The supervisor ask Congress to designate the 
upper Middle Fork Eel River, Balm of Gilead Creek, 
Middle Fork Stony Creek, Black Butte River, Clear 
Creek, Thornes Creek, North Fork Cache Creek, the Eel 
River above Pillsbury Reservoir, North Fork Stony 
Creek, Cold Creek, Grindstone Creek, and Elk Creek as 
wild-and-scenic rivers; 

3. No logging or road building be allowed near 
designated wilderness areas, to prevent their becom- 
ing biological islands in a sea of destruction; 

4. Horse and foot trails be built through the 
Mendocino in order to more evenly distribute 
recreationists and thus help to protect designated 
wilderness from overuse; 

5. Grazing be phased out across the forest, and cattle 
be removed from the Snow Mountain and Yolla Bolly- 
Middle Eel wilderness areas as soon as possible; 

6. The timber sale program (acknowledged in the 
draft plan to be of little economic worth) be aban- 
doned completely so that funds can be devoted to 
ecological recovery; 

7. ORV use be phased out on the forest and prohib- 
ited immediately in those areas where ecological harm 
is presently occurring 

8. The Citizen's Forest Plan be adopted as the pre- 
ferred alternative for the forthcoming land and re- 
source management plan, and that its provisions be 
implemented immediately, except where they con- 
flict with the more comprehensive demands listed in 
points 1-7 above.

A handy white wash can be made by mixing lime 
(type S at your local building supply store), water, 
linseed oil, and salt. In a five-gallon bucket mix a quart 
of oil, a handful of salt, water and enough lime to make 
the whitewash nice and thick (10-20 lbs. depending 
on amount of water used). Be careful with the lime 
kicking up dust; it is obnoxious stuff. 

The mixture can be applied with thick paint rollers 
to roadways, walls etc. When writing on roads, letters 
should be at least three or four feet tall; be sure to leave 
lots of space between words so your message is easily 
read. An extension pole on your roller makes things 
much easier too. A thick whitewash is easily seen in 
relief through even the best attempts at covering over.

I must confess to have enjoyed thoroughly the 
"Tender Tofu Barbeque" in the Eostar 1993 edition of 
the Journal. Succulent and flavorful. I found myself 
coming into the fall season wanting to make some 
more, but alas, I was out of kitchen timers. I knew there 
must be some alternative way to get those charcoal 
briquets lit just right. After long deliberation, I came up 
with the following: 

Take an ordinary flare. On the tip of it is a black cap, 
which is ordinarily struck with the lid to light. It might 
be dangerous to try and light your briquets with the 
flare going, however, so we want to build some sort of 
delay. 

Cut a circle aroundthe lasthalf inch or so of the flare, 
taking care not to cut into the highly ignitable black 
substance. With one lengthwise cut and a little care 
you can expose the tip and then some. 

Next take a cigarette; any prerolled smoke will do so 
you don't have to splurge. Tape 3-4 wood matches, 
equidistant around the circumference of the smoke. 

These would probably be enough, but better safe 
than sorry so now take a second row of matches, a 
whole shitload, and place them just behind the first 
row. If you go with just one row of lots of matches it 
tends to snuff things out, so take the time and make 
two. 


Where one places the matches on the cigarette is 
really a matter of how much time you need before you 
want your briquets to light A little experimentation 
will show you generally can have anywhere from 3-10 
minutes, depending on placement and brand. 

The final step is to tape the cigarette with matches 
onto the flare. This should be done so that the smoke 
is at a right angle and the second row of matches is 
touching the black tip. You might need to gently cut 
away some of the tip to make it fit better, but careful, 
it is brittle and easily broken. Go ahead and use lots of 
tape, it won't hurt. 

Now all that's left is to light the cigarette and place 
the whole assembly under the briquettes and sit backT 
It might also help to wrap the flare in a few diesel 
soaked rags to really get the whole thing going.

The Animal Liberation Front 

claimed responsibility for planting fire-starting de- 
vices at four department stores in Chicago on Thanks- 
giving weekend because the retailers sell furs. 

Police found incendiary devices at Neiman-Marcus, 
Saks Fifth Avenue, Marshall Fields, and Carson Pirie 
Scott stores. Small fires ignited at 3 stores, said arson 
Detective Lee DeMars of the Chicago Police Depart- 
ment 

The fires were contained and no one was hurt, police 
said. All stores reopened within a couple of days. 

The ALF claimed responsibility in a faxed message 
relayed through another group, People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals. 

"This action signals the start of a new, more intense 
campaign of economicsabotage against stores that sell 
fur, " the ALF said. The FBI and police are checking the 
statement's authenticity. 

The Animal Liberation Front has a ten-year history 
of targeting industries that profit from the misery and 
exploitation of fur animals. 

The ALF also claimed they planted nine devices, 
although only eight were found. Matchbooks and 
timers attached to a 9-volt battery stuffed in a brown 
paper bag were responsible for the overnight fires. 
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The polar bears on Barter Island, Alaska, will punch 
your lights out. 

The animals have knocked out as many as 26 run- 
way lights in a single night at an airstrip on the island, 
about 200 miles above the Arctic Circle. The 4,800- 
foot strip is illuminated with colored lights on 3-foot 
plastic stems. 

"The polar bears seem to be fascinated with these 
lights as if they were toys," said Peggy Kelly, Air Force 
radar station chief on the island. "They've been seen 
punching the lights like a punching bag until they 
break." 

Tracks in the snow show the bears are single minded 
in their quest. They move in a straight line from one 
light to another, Kelly said recently. 

The bears are normally out on the ice hunting seals 
this time of year. But villagers landed two whales, so 
the animals have stayed on the island scrounging for 
the remains, Kelly said. 

The island is dark virtually round-the-clock this time 
of year.

I 
was hit with the argument that we couldn't 
get worker's support if we wrench their 
vehicles. I want people to take into consid-

Dear Friends: 

I was born on an irrigated farm in 
Bonneville County, ID. this farm had been 
homesteadid by my great uncle Scott Capser, 
& never married Veteran (union army) of 
the civil war of 1860's. 

My father and his prospective father-in 
law had bilt the modest frame hous and I 
was bom in. Befoor my father and my scool 
teacher Mother wer wedded- Not all the 
sage brush had bin cleerd off the homested. 
I still remember the acrid smoke from the 
sage brush he waz cutting/chopping down 
and burning hwen I waz a small boy. 


I came out of hiy scool in 1 931, things wer 
still going downhill azthe Great Depression 
took hold. I didn't hav the miens to go to 
College; my father, then a widower, had my 
six yungor siblings ot reize and support. In 
the sumr of 1936, 1 went work for the US 
Forist Service In the Clear-Water Country- 
inNorthem Idaho. We , I and scores of other 
men and youths wer put to work cleaning 
out all "Ribes" species from the mostly Pine 
woods to stop the spred of the Hwyte Pine 
blister Rust (itspreds altematlyfrom currant 
& goose berry bushes/vines to Pine trees and 
bac to theze and other Ribes species). 

Their waz a good deal of cutover/clearcut 
areas, most of hwich, Mother Nature had 
partly re-clothed with bushes and some 2nd 
groth Pine. I did not giv the matr much 
thoht then. 

Later-in the late 40’s-50's my yungist 
brother- a pentocostal minister began his 
career serving small congregacions in SW 
Oregon and on down into Northern Calif. 
In 1955 if I remember rytely, he waz with 
the help of sum members of hiz then 
congregation bilding a wooden church 
bilding, mienhwyle yuzing a large tent and 
moonlyting as meintononss mecanic for 
the Id. Lumber Co. also as nyte watchman 
to the sawmill. He pointid out the litl town 
-Scotia, hedworkers of the Id lumber Co., az 
drove I drove by wun day- it will hav bin the 
Georgia Pacific Co. I'm not shure that waz 
the outfit he moonyted for. 

As I hav lemd in recent yean GP waz then 
a family-owned Company, hwich foloed a 
fairly decent & enlytend Policy, not 
clearcutting vasttracks- and at no susteinubl 
groth pace, sothattheorwudbetimborwork 
in the fyutuyure, in their time, then su of 
the family memebers wonted to sell of their 
shares for other fields of invetment. For this 
reozon, the Co. went public and offerd 
share on the Stock Markit. Unfortyunatly 
that made GP vulnerabl to a junk bond 
finost takeover by MaxxamSc Co. 

The new managment installd by Maxxam 
promptly stept up the pace of cutting en- 
larged the operac ion, and over the protests 
of the long tyme workforce began reckliss 
clearcutting of az to pay off the hiy intrist 
junk bonds in a hurry. Maxam didn't/ 
duzn't giv a dam for the fyutyure welfar of 
the employees and their suns, or for 
meinteining forist habitat for the birds & 
beasties and other critrs and life forms hoo 
had constisuted the forist ecosistems for 
ages- the Hell with them, the hell with the 
samon and trout and the insudtry they 
supportid.

Activists have organized a campaign 
to "throw the book" at Vice President 
Al Gore, claiming he has abandoned 
positions advocated in his book Earth 
in the Balance and promises made 
during the presidential campaign. 
Others claim the book was sold by 
false advertising as non-fiction. The 
one-time critic of our "dysfunctional 
civilization", who warned that with- 
out "dramatic change," our "children 
will inherit a wasteland," has become 
an unabashed advocate of American- 
style consumerism and industrial 
growth economy. He who decried our 
"false world of plastic flowers and 
Astroturf, air conditioning and 
fluorescent lights, windows that don't 
open and background music that 
never stops, days when we don't 
know whether it has rained or not, 
nights when the sky never stops 
glowing, Walkman and Watchman, 
entertainment cocoons, frozen food 
from the microwave oven, sleepy 
hearts jump-started with caffeine, 
alcohol, drugs and illusions" was seen 
recently promoting NAFTA by glorify- 
ing a Walmart in Mexico City, with 
72 cash registers selling American 
produce to Mexicans.

Mitsubishi Exhibit Buried Under Chopsticks and Sawdust 


On November 22, Captain Planet 
(aka Randy Hayes) led an assault on 
the Mitsubishi Auto exhibit at the San 
Francisco International Auto Show. 
Joining forces with our eco-superhero 
were Superman, the Flash, Batman 
and Robin. The caped crusaders 
ascended a 15 foot display to take on 
the evil Mitsubishi Man. With 
bullhorns blaring to a crowd including 
60 activists, they accused Mitsubishi 
Man of being the head of the 
"Chainsaw Gang" composed of 
Georgia Pacific, Weyerhaeuser, and 
other logging companies. They 
challenged Mitsubishi to stop its 
destructive operations, to stop turning 
rainforests into disposable plywood 
and boreal forests into chopsticks 
and fax paper.

heroes. Mitsubishi Man (aka Michael 
Marx) was also arrested. Those ar- 
rested were held for three hours, 
charged with vandalism, and released. 
There was good coverage on several 
radio stations and local newspapers in 
the Bay Area. 

The entire scene was videotaped for 
inclusion in a training video, for the 
Rainforest Action Network (RAN), on 
how to plan and conduct an auto 
show demo. It will precede a travel- 
ing-demo kit that is being assembled 
this month. The kit will include a 35' 
inflatable chainsaw with blower, 
tethers, etc.; banners, posters, and 
flyers; superhero costumes for Super- 
man, Batman and Robin, Ultraman 
(Japanese), Spiderwoman, and Cap- 
tain Planet; and press kits. Groups in 
the US and Canada should determine 
when the dates for their local auto 
show are and schedule the demo kit 
immediately from RAN!!

Thomas Creek Lumber & Log Co. of 
Stayton, Oregon, will pay $1.5 million 
for stealing logs from national forests 
between 1983 and 1988. The firm 
pleaded guilty Tuesday to receiving 
stolen property and did not contest a 
charge of illicitly using proceeds to run 
its business. 

The plea in the US District Court 
closes a five-year federal timber theft 
probe centered on the North Santiam 
River Canyon. Prosecutors and the US 
Forest Service say timber firms may 
have stolen up to $36 million in federal 
timber for the area over the past several 
decades.
